Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  to  General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  met  in 
Peter  Hertzbg  Hall,  on  Tuesday,  May  21st,  1861,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Phraner  was  admitted  to  the  Seminary  by  the  Facul- 
ty, after  the  adjournment  of  the  Committee  of  Examinations.  Mr. 
Hawes,  of  the  Middle  Class,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
withdrew  from  the  Seminary  during  the  present  month,  and  returned 
to  his  home  in  Virginia.  Mr.  Brandt,  of  the  Middle  Class,  has  also 
withdrawn,  and  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Peres 
B.  Bonney,  of  the  Senior  Class,  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  has  prosecuted  the  whole  course  of  theological  study  in 
our  Seminary.  The  Theological  Faculty  say  that  "  they  have  to  make 
the  sad  announcement  of  the  death  of  their  esteemed  colleague,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Po- 
lemic Theology,  which  occurred  on  the  first  day  of  this  year.  The 
doctor's  death  was  the  fitting  close  of  a  life  of  consistent  advocacy  of 
the  doctrines  of  grace.  The  prayer  of  his  surviving  colleagues  is,  that 
they  may  imitate  the  deceased  in  his  love  for  the  truth,  and  his  Chris- 
tian virtues." 

On  the  subject  of  Dr.  Van  Vranken's  death  the  following  action 
was  taken  by  the  Board: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  bow  with  submission  to  the  dispensation 
by  which  the  senior  professor  has  been  removed  from  the  service  of  the 
Church,  and  would  cherish  an  affectionate  remembrance  of  his  services, 
his  spiritual  devotedness,  and  the  fidelity  and  ability  with  which,  for 
a  long  series  of  years,  he  discharged  the  important  duties  devolving  on 
him  in  the  responsible  position  which  he  occupied  in  our  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  Faculty  state  that  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Vau  Vranken,  they 
"continued  to  read  his  lectures  to  the  classes."  In  so  doing,  they  sim- 
ply wished  to  prevent  any  interruption  in  the  regular  exercises  of  the 
Seminary.  They  have  occupied  all  Dr.  Van  Vranken's  hours,  n  ailing 
his  lectures,  and  preparing  the  classes  for  examination  in  didactic  and 
theology  as  far  as  was  practicable,  with  due  attention  to  their 
own  appropriate  duties,  believing  that  the  sound  and  the  living  ought, 
i  far  as  possible,  to  do  the  work  of  the  sick  or  dead,  until  the 
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proper  authorities  have  made  other  and  better  arrangements."     In  ref 
erence  to  this  statement  the  following  action  was  taken: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  express  their  high  appreciation  and  grateful  sense  of  the 
services  rendered  to  the  Church  by  the  Professors  of  Biblical  Litera- 
ture and  Church  History,  during  the  past  session,  by  performing  the 
duties  of  the  Theological  Chair. 

An  important  matter  was  also  brought  before  the  Board,  in  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Faculty: 

"  The  Faculty  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  such  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Board  and  Synod  as  would  relieve  the  Theological  Faculty 
from  teaching  in  the  College.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
students,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Seminary,  imperatively  de- 
mand all  the  time  of  the  Professors;  while  the  number  and  eminent 
abilities  of  the  Literary  Faculty  render  them  fully  able  to  discharge 
all  the  duties  of  the  College."  The  Board  considered  the  above  sug- 
gestion of  the  Theological  Faculty  as  meriting  consideration  and  as 
early  action  as  may  be  practicable,  and  therefore  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  General  Synod  to  take  meas- 
ures to  afford  the  desired  relief. 

The  Faculty  report  the  completion  of  the  improvements  in  the 
Seminary  grounds  contemplated  in  the  original  plan,  including  certain 
necessary  repairs,  all  of  which  have  been  paid  for,  excepting  a  balance 
of  about  $200,  which  they  hope  to  liquidate  without  calling  upon 
General  Synod. 

The  Faculty  furnished  a  pleasing  report  of  the  fidelity  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  studies,  and  of  their  consistent  walk  and  conversation. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  sessions  were  extended  beyond 
the  usual  time,  in  order  to  secure  a  more  full  and  critical  examination 
of  the  several  classes;  and  the  Board  are  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
promptness  and  accuracy  with  which  the  students  acquitted  thems'elves 
in  their  various  departments.  The  examination  in  Theology  gave  lull 
evidence  of  the  fidelity  of  the  surviving  professors  -in  carrying  forward 
the  instructions  of  their  deceased  colleague. 

The  Senior  Class  were  heard  in  the  delivery  of  specimen  sermons, 
and  also  examined  on  personal  religion  and  their  views  in  entering  the 
Gospel  ministry;  and  were  all  recommended  for  the  usual  Prof  moral 
Certificate. 

Agreeably  to  the  direction  of  Synod,  the  students  were  interrogated 
as  to  their  compliance  with  the  rules  prescribed  for  them  on  the  sub- 
ject of  preaching;  from  which  it  appeared  that  a  few  violations  of  the 
law  occurred  before  the  official  announcement  of  the  penalty  attached 
thereto  by  the  last  General  Synod,  but  none  have  occurred  since  that 
time.  The  Board  therefore  report  no  names  to  General  Synod  as  ex- 
ceeding the  rule. 

In  view  of  certain  embarrassments  to  which  Professors  and  st"<!c>its 
are  subjected  in  the  application  of  the  law  of  1858,  during  vacations 
in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  resolved  that  the  permission  which  the 
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Professors  may  give  to  the  students  of  the  Senior  Class  to  preach  dur- 
ing the  vacations  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  meet  the  spirit  of 
the  law  of  1858,  if  it  shall  indicate  the  sermons  which  each  student 
may  preach,  and  the  region  and  the  period  in  which  he  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  preach  them. 

Mr.  William  B.  Van  Benschoten,  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Rutgers 
College,  was  examined,  and,  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  recommended 
to  the  General  Synod  as  a  suitable  person  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van 
Benschoten  Fund. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  congratulate  General  Synod  on  the  present 
highly  satisfactory  condition  and  growing  prosperity  of  our  school_  of 
the  Prophets,  earnestly  commending  it  to  the  confidence  and  fostering 
care  of  the  Church.

Reports  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Schoharie,  Bergen,  South

the  amendment  of  Section  1st,  Article  4th,  Chapter  2nd,  of  the  Con- 
stitution, which  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rev.  Jeremiah  S.  Lord,  D.D.,  Hasbrouck  Dubois,  and  Elder  M. 
I.  Hewitt,  to  ascertain  and  report  the  result. 

A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Holland  was  received,  asking 
the  Synod  to  annul  all  previous  actions  on  the  subject  of  "  Students' 
Preaching,"  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

A»  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
transmitting  an  overture  to  the  General  Synod,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  William  G.  Mentz,  in  ref- 
erence to  his  late  contract  with  General  Synod  for  publishing  the 
Psalm  and  Hymn  Book,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Professorate. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD    OF    CORPORATION. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the  Annual 
Digest,  a  list  of  the  securities  held  by  the  Board,  a  list  of  the  endowed 
scholarships,  a  list  of  the  clerical  subscribers  to  the  Widows'  Fund  and 
the  Board  of  Education,  together  with  the  report  of  John  C.  Elmcn- 
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dorf,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College,  m  relation  to  the  Van  Ben- 
schoten  and  Knox  Funds. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church: 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  in  accordance  with 
their  previous  proceedings,  and  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  General  Synod,  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  continue  the  plan 
entered  upon  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  the  Fund  for  Con- 
tingent Expenses;  but,  from  the  deranged  condition  of  pecuniary  affairs 
generally  since  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  the  matter  has  not 
been  pressed  upon  the  Churches  as  earnestly  as  under  other  circum- 
stances it  would  have  been,  and  consequently  there  has  been  only 
$230.76  added  from  contributions  to  the  sum  reported  last  year,  mak- 
ing the  amount  of  the  Fund  at  this  time  $994.39. 

From  the  replies  which  have  been  received  from  many  of  the 
Churches  to  the  appeals  made  to  them,  the  Board  can  only  suppose 
that  the  necessity  as  well  as  advantage  of  securing  such  a  Fund  is 
not  clearly  understood  by  them. 

Heretofore  the  Churches  have  been  called  on  annually,  through 
their  several  Classes,  for  a  very  small  sum  from  each  to  meet  contin- 
gent expenses;  and  while  a  large  part  have  regularly  met  the  claim 
upon  them,  a  portion  have  been  very  dilatory,  if  not  entirely  forgetful 
of  the  necessities  of  General  Synod.  Surely  such  ought  not  to  be  the 
case,  for  every  Church  should  feel  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  whole  body, 
and  has  an  equal  interest  as  well  as  equal  obligations  in  seeing  that 
the  pecuniary  affairs  of  Synod  are  prudently  aud  also  faithfully  man- 
aged; and  to  secure  this  end,  should  cheerfully  and  promptly  furnish 
its  quota  of  the  needful  funds,  at  least  so  long  as  it  is  necessary  for 
annual  assessments  to  be  made. 

That  the  affairs  of  General  Synod  cannot  be  managed  without  the 
use  of  money  would  seem  to  be  apparent  to  all,  yet  from  the  published 
action  of  one  or  more  of  the  Classes,  and  the  views  of  some  of  the 
Churches,  it  would  seem  as  though  they  expected  current  expenses  to 
be  met  in  some  undefined  way,  by  which  they,  at  least,  would  be  ex- 
empt from  constituting  any  portion.  Such  a  view  of  obligations  as 
allows  them  to  withhold  their  shares  of  the  necessary  supply  to  meet 
the  annual  requirement,  and  of  leaving  it  for  others  to  furnish  all  that 
may  be  requisite,  or  of  suffering  the  just  claims  against  Synod  to  go  un- 
paid, certainly  ought  not  to  be  indulged  in  while  the  Churches  arc  the 
only  resource  to  obtain  the  funds  indispensably  necessary. 

To  obviate  the  difficulties  attendant  upon  delay  or  remissness  in  fur- 
nishing the  needful  supply  of  funds,  and  relieve  the  different  Classes 
from  the  trouble  of  an  annual  assessment,  measures  were  taken  to  ob- 
tain a  Fund,  from  the  interest  on  which  the  current  expenses  could  be 
defrayed.  The  advantages  of  such  a  Fund  would,  it  was  supposed,  be 
clearly  seen  by  every  one  familiar  with  the  past  history  of  our  Church 
in  relation  to  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The  posses- 
sion of  a  Fund,  judiciously  invested,  has,  from  the  revenue  derived 
therefrom  for  a  number  of  years  past,  relieved  the  Churches  from  any 
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applications  for  aid  to  that  object.  To  afford  theui  similar  immunity 
from  the  annual  assessment  for  Contingent  Expenses,  but  a  slight 
effort  on  the  part  of  each  Church  is  needed.  If  they  would  only  ob- 
tain the  small  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  family  reported,  the  Fund 
would  speedily  be  realized,  and  the  Board  saved  from  the  embarrass- 
ments experienced  for  a  number  of  years  past. 

While  the  subject  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  the  Board,  they  be- 
lieve that  it  would  be  inexpedient  for  them  to  press  the  matter  upon 
the  Churches  under  the  existing  state  of  political  and  financial  affairs; 
but  whenever,  in  the  dealings  of  an  overruling  Providence,  we  may  be 
restored  to  harmony  and  prosperity,  they  hope  for  a  cheerful  and 
ready  response  to  the  efforts  which  may  be  made. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Board  is  enabled  to  state  that  duriug 
the  past  year  the  executor  of  the  estate  of  Moses  Cowan,  deceased, 
has  made  a  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  $811.39,  of  which  $501.80  has  been  added  to  the  sum 
previously  accumulated,  thereby  making  a  Scholarship  of  $2,500;  the 
balance,  ($315.59,)  being  interest,  was  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  They  would  recommend  to  the  General 
Synod  to  declare  the  same  "The  Moses  Cowan  Scholarship." 

In  conformity  with  a  resolution  of  General  Synod,  the  Board  have 
consented  that  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  Thirty-fourth  Street 
should  mortgage  their  property  to  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

The  Board  have  received  from  Theodosius  0.  Fowler,  executor  of 
Francis  Depau,  deceased,  a  deed  conveying  property  in  Alexandria, 
N.  Y.,  known  as  the  Parsonage  Property  at  the  Thousand  Isles. 

"The  Widows'  Fund,"  at  this  time,  amounts  to  $17,318.^.  The 
amount  of  collections  from  the  Churches  during  the  past  year  is 

$184.;05„. 

The  amount  withdrawn  by  Annual  Subscribers  during  the  year  is 
$140.  This  amount  has,  of  course,  been  taken  from  the  income  of 
the  fund.  One  subscriber  of  $500  has  withdrawn  said  amount,  which 
was  paid  from  the  "Principal  Fund." 

There  are  now  forty-one  paying  subscribers  to  the  fund,  and  twenty- 
three  non-paying  subscribers;  and  there  are  six  subscribers  who  have 
paid  $500  each.  The  amount  paid  to  annuitants  during  the  past  year 
is  «(?yoo,jQ0. 

There  has  been  deposited  with  the  Board  a  deed  of  the  Rev.  A.  C. 
Van  Raalte  and  wife,  conveying  additional  grounds  connected  with 
the  Holland  Academy,  at  Holland,  Ottawa  Co.,  Mich.

ARTICLE  V. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Abraham  Messier, 
D.D.,  the  delegate  of  the  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence: 

To  the  President  of  t/ie  General  Synod  of  the  Kef  Prot.  Dutch  Church: 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  Correspond- 
ing Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
begs  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  he  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
that  body  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  16  th  of  May,  and  to 
continue  with  them  for  seven  consecutive  days  of  the  session. 

He  was  received  with  kindness  and  treated  with  respect,  and  bears 
back  to  this  Synod  the  assurance  of  the  continued  confidence  of  that 
numerous  body  of  Christians,  and  the  affectionate  mode  in  which  they 
cherish  a  desire  for  the  continuance  of  such  fraternal  intercourse.

The  Rev.  William  W.  Phillips,  D.D.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appoint- 
ment, took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  their  Report,  which 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully  report: 
That  the  Report  of  the  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

Presbyterian  Church,  which  has  been  referred  to  them,  calls  for  no 

action  on  the  part  of  Synod. 
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A  communication  was  also  placed  in  our  hands  from  Rev.  Thomas 
De  Witt,  D.D.,  on  the  subject  of  our  correspondence  with  the  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  South  Africa,  accompanied  by  a  small 
volume  containing  an  account  of  the  opening  of  their  Theological  Sem- 
inary, with  the  addresses  delivered  on  the  occasion,  for  our  library  at 
New  Brunswick,  and  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  their  last  session,  in 
1856.  From  these  Minutes  we  learn  that  the  Synod  has  under  its 
charge  sixty  Churches,  which  are  in  a  peaceful,  and,  for  the  most 
part,  a  prosperous  state.  Measures  have  been  taken  in  behalf  of  Do- 
mestic and  Foreign  Missionary  work,  and  to  furnish  a  religious  litera- 
ture to  the  people.  Reference  is  made  in  the  record  to  their  corre- 
spondence with  us.  The  reason  why  no  response  has  yet  been  received 
to  our  communication  sent  in  1856,  obviously  is,  that  this  had  not 
reached  them  previous  to  their  last  session;  and  the  next,  after  an  in- 
terval of  five  years,  occurs  in  1862. 

It  appears,  as  stated  by  Rev.  Dr.  De  Witt,  that  one  of  our  ministers, 
Rev.  Mr.  Vandewall,  is  about  to  enter  this  promising  field  of  labor  in 
South  Africa. 

From  the  historical  relations  of  our  respective  churches,  our  common 
origin  and  name,  the  identity  of  our  doctrinal  standards,  and  other 
points  of  special  interest  to  us,  a  cordial  sympathy  will  not  otherwise 
than  subsist  between  us  and  them. 

For  a  delegate  to  be  chosen  to  represent  us  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  we  present  the  fol- 
lowing names:  Rev.  E.  S.  Porter,  D.D.,  Primarius;  Rev.  D.  D.  Dem- 
arest,  D.D.,  Sccundus;  Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  D.D.,  Primarius;  Rev. 
C.  Van  Santvoord,  D.D.,  Secundus.

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  De  Witt,  transmitting 
a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  of  South  Africa,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  having  reported  a  double  num- 
ber of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  delegates  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the 
following  were  chosen:  Rev.  Elbert  S.  Porter,  D.D.,  Primarius;  and 
Rev.  David  D.  Demarest,  D.D.,  Secundus. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL   REPORT    ON   THE    STATE    OF   THE    CHURCHES. 

In  conformity  with  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  Committee  for 
that  purpose,  consisting  of  Rev.  George  H.  Fisher,  D.D.,  Jeremiah 
S.  Lord,  D.D.,  and  the  Elder,  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin. 
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Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  making  arrangements  for  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  on  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  prayer-meeting  be  held  in  the  Consistory  Room 
of  the  Church,  from  half  past  eight  o'clock  to  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

REPORT   ON   THE    STATE    OF    RELIGION. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  begs  leave  to  present  the 
following  report: 

Your  Committee  has  carefully  examined  the  reports  sent  up  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  Chicago. 

From  these  reports  we  derive  this  general  information. 

1.  That  in  the  Synod  of  New  York,  there  is  "  the  cheering  fact  of 
continued  faithfulness  in  duty,  and  of  general  prosperity  in  things 
spiritual  and  temporal,  made  known  by  the  various  reports  of  Classes 
under  care  of  that  Synod." 

2.  That  in  the  Synod  of  Albany,  "  the  Churches  report  almost  uni- 
formly many  encouraging  tokens  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord  among 
them,  and  his  blessing  on  their  labors  in  his  cause.  Without  special 
or  powerful  outpourings  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  there  have  been 
exhibited  good  attendance  on  the  sanctuary  services;  the  meetings  for 
prayer  have  been  generally  well  sustained;  charitable  contributions, 
though  not  exemplary  in  all  cases,  have  been  constant  and  liberal ;  the 
Sabbath-school  has  been  well  sustained;  catechetical  instruction,  for 
the  most  part,  faithfully  rendered;  and  a  pure  Gospel  has  been  preached, 
with  earnestness  and  fidelity." 

3.  That  in  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  "growth  is  indicated;  benevolence 
has  increased  in  a  three-fold  degree ;  occasion  is  furnished  for  thanks- 
giving; and  there  is  good  reason  for  rejoicing  in  the  steady  advance  of 
the  interests  dear  to  our  hearts,  and  dear  to  our  Master." 

Besides  these  general  statements  made  by  the  several  Synods  in 
their  Minutes,  your  Committee  has  ascertained  from  the  statistical 
tables — 

1.  That  the  whole  number  of  persons  added  to  the  Churches  by 
confession  of  faith  is  2,481. 

2.  That  this  addition  has  ranged  from  1  to  66,  in  the  several  congre- 
gations. 

3.  That  the  largest  addition  has  been  made  in  the  Church  of  Flat- 
bush,  if  we  except  a  certain  German  Church,  which  received  111;  a 
number  which  would  appear,  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  New 
York,  to  be  in  some  way  an  exceptional  case. 

4.  That  the  accessions  do  not  amount  to  quite  six  persons  for  each 
church,  on  an  average  estimate. 

5.  And  that  the  whole  number  of  additions  exceeds  the  additions 
reported  for  the  last  foregoing  ecclesiastical  year,  by  the  small  num- 
ber of  eight  persons  only. 
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Your  Committee  has  thus  placed  before  Synod  the  substance  of  the 
materials  placed  in  its  hands,  from  which  to  draw  up  a  statement  of 
the  condition  of  religion  within  our  bounds.  A  more  extended  view  of 
those  materials  would  be  to  reproduce  the  reports  themselves  of  the 
lower  Synods,  which  supply  nothing  further  but  details. 

Your  Committee  might  here  be  contented  with  remarking,  that  the 
reports  sent  up  to  us,  although  they  describe  circumstances  of  rich 
promise  and  interest  in  some  Churches,  yet  contain  nothing  specially 
noticeable  on  the  general  condition  of  the  Churches,  or  the  success  of 
the  Gospel  at  large. 

But  we  wish  particularly  to  direct  the  attention  of  this  Synod  to 
two  facts,  which  the  presentation  above  given  appears  to  us  to  make 
strikingly  apparent. 

1.  The  first  of  which  is,  that,  with  exceptions,  only  numerous  enough 
to  enable  us  to  say  that  there  are  exceptions,  our  Churches  have  been 
visited  with  very  ordinary  measures  of  the  power  and  the  Spirit  of  our 
Lord,  during  the  past  year. 

Thirty-seven  (37)  Churches  are  reported  as  having  received  fifteen 
and  over  that  number,  on  confession  of  faith.  While  three  hundred 
and  eighty-two  (382)  Churches  are  reported  as  having  received  acces- 
sions falling  below  that  number. 

The  second  fact  is,  that  our  Churches  can  scarcely  be  said  to  be 
holding  their  ground,  since  the  increase  in  numbers  of  the  professed 
followers  of  Christ  amounts  to  only  eight  persons  for  all  the  Churches, 
beyond  the  numbers  of  the  foregoing  year. 

Your  Committee,  upon  a  close  examination  of  reports  and  tables, 
does  not  feel  at  liberty  to  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  success  or 
the  attainments  of  the  past  year,  because  there  has  not  been  a  special, 
a  marked,  a  wide-spread  display  of  the  power  of  Divine  Grace. 

If  the  Churches  be  viewed  in  certain  aspects,  it  is  indeed  cheering 
to  behold  the  evidences  of  fidelity  on  the  part  of  both  ministers  and 
people.  And  such  tokens  as  do  exist,  showing  God's  presence  and 
blessing,  are  indeed  both  pleasant  and  encouraging.  Yet  it  may  be 
asked — as  it  was  of  the  few  loaves  of  bread  and  the  great  multitude  of 
people — What  are  these,  among  so  many  ?  For  the  things  which  may 
encourage,  we  may  and  we  must  give  thanks — warm,  earnest  thanks,  to 
the  Head  of  the  Church.  But  as  to  the  many  and  great  things  where- 
unto  we  have  not  yet  attained,  but  unto  which  we  might  have  already 
attained,  considering  the  means  of  grace  which  the  Master  has  fur- 
nished to  our  hand,  we  may,  and  we  ought,  to  be  humbled  to  the  dust 
at  that  Master's  feet. 

We  may  have  pleasant  things  within  our  camp,  but  we  ought,  besides 
this,  to  make  vigorous  and  sustained  aggressive  advances  upon  the 
hosts  of  the  Lord's  enemies.  It  should  be  an  aim  and  a  sustained  work 
to  gain,  not  an  average  of  scarcely  six  confessors  for  Christ,  but  acces- 
sions which  shall  be  counted  by  sixties  in  every  Church. 

We  believe  that  the  General  Synod  neither  can  nor  will  rest  satis- 
fied with  such  a  condition  of  religion  as,  with  whatever  local  pleasant-

ness  may  attach  to  special  exceptions,  leaves  the  entire  Church,  to  say 
the  least  of  it,  in  only  not  a  retrograding  condition. 

It  docs  not  seem  to  be  the  province  of  your  Committee  to  point  out 
what  might  be  considered  as  reasons  to  account  for,  or  to  explain  our 
lack  of  manifest  and  mighty  growth;  because,  as  there  are  no  state- 
ments found  in  the  materials  which  we  have  in  hand,  whatever  the 
Committee  might  say,  would  be,  not  facts  in  our  history  of  the  year, 
but  our  personal,  and  therefore  insufficient,  conjectures. 

Nor  does  it  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  suggest  any 
method  for  the  rendering  more  efficient  the  agencies  of  the  Ministry  or 
the  Sabbath-school,  and  other  means  employed  to  augment  the  success 
and  the  glory  of  the  Gospel. 

Still  less  is  it  the  prerogative  or  the  design  of  your  Committee  to 
say  that  the  several  agencies  just  mentioned  have  not  been  employed 
with  zeal  and  fidelity.  Earnestness  and  fidelity  are  clearly  ascertained 
to  have  been  employed.  Surely,  if  they  had  not  been  so  employed, 
conversions  of  sinners  and  edification  of  believers  would  not  have 
grown  to  the  measure  which  we  are  now  permitted  gratefully  to  record. 

There  are,  however,  certain  auxiliaries  to  the  great  work  of  which 
we  are  now  treating:  namely,  the  work  of  deepening,  and  spreading, 
and  perfecting  the  ennobling,  the  saving  experience  of  the  power  and 
grace  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  auxiliaries  which  your 
Committee  deems  it  to  be  its  legitimate  office  to  hold  up  to  the  view 
of  the  Synod  at  this  moment.     These  auxiliaries  are — 

1.  A  more  single  and  thorough  spirituality  of  religious  life. 

2.  A  more  intense  heavenly-mindedness;  and 

3.  A  more  complete  and  maintained  culture  of  grace  in  the  individ- 
ual heart: 

These  auxiliaries  are  not  referred  to  as  matters  of  doctrinal  teaching. 
for  they  proceed  upon  the  admission,  that  if  the  Church  is  ever  or  in 
any  soil  to  grow  as  the  lily,  and  cast  forth  her  roots  as  Lebanon,  it  is 
because  her  God  will  be  to  her  as  the  dew  to  Israel.  But  they  are 
produced  as  a  practical  significance;  a  work  to  be  done  and  to  be  re- 
peated in  all  individual  effort;  the  combining  and  carrying  out  of  the 
elements  of  a  successful  Christian  life  to  its  greatest  attainable  results. 

St.  Paul's  prayer  for  the  Philippians  affords  more  than  a  conjecture 
or  an  inference,  as  it  regards  both  the  features  and  the  causes  of  a 
flourishing  Church.  That  prayer  warrants  us  in  considering  as  the 
unalterable  laws  of  spiritual  growth  in  the  Church  of  God  the  follow- 
ing things:  "Abounding  more  and  more  in  love,  in  knowledge,  and  in 
judgment;  approving  tilings  that  are  excellent;  being  sincere  and  with- 
out offence  till  the  day  of  Christ;  and  being  filled  with  the  fruits  of 
righteousness,  which  are  by  Jesus  Christ  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of 
God." 

Your  Committee  believes,  if  we  have  taken  a  correct  view  of  the 
Reports  presented  to  us  by  the  Particular  Synod,  that  while  we  admit 
all  that  can  be  claimed  in  commendation  of  the  state  of  religion,  it 
must  still  be  also  admitted  that,  as  a  Church,  we  have  failed  in  the 
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main  to  reach  those  more  eminent  attributes  of  a  growing  righteous- 
ness which  we  could  have  attained. 

It  must  be  admitted,  also,  that  our  actual  personal  religion  has  suffer- 
ed, and  is  now  suffering,  from  allowed  causes  which  produce  diversity 
and  weakness  of  Christian  character. 

It  must  be  admitted,  that  we  have  not  reached  a  period  of  deep  and 
thorough  revivals. 

To  these  admissions  there  must  be  added  the  strange  and  most  sol- 
emn fact,  that  when  the  country  was  just  recovering  from  the  disasters 
following  the  check  of  an  unexampled  commercial  and  industrial  pros- 
perity, it  has  been  suddenly  plunged  into  the  struggle  of  maintaining 
its  dignity  and  integrity,  against  a  new  commercial  and  industrial  pros- 
tration, and  an  unexampled  civil  war,  threatening  its  overthrow  and 
dismemberment. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  believes  it  to  be  the  duty 
and  the  interest  of  the  General  Synod,  in  its  capacity  as  the  highest 
commissioned  superintendent  and  guardian  of  religion,  and  in  its  indi- 
vidual capacity  as  assembled  ministers  and  elders  representing  all  di- 
visions of  the  Churches  and  people,  to  enter  upon  the  new  ecclesias- 
tical year  with  a  concentrated,  a  combined,  and  universal  effort  towards 
far  greater  and  grander  results  than  the  history  of  the  past  year  has 
written  on  its  annals. 

That  we  may  expect  greater,  much  greater  things,  is  indisputable, 
in  view  of  the  entire  construction  of  Christianity;  of  the  manifestations 
of  the  power  of  religion;  and  of  the  fact  that  we  live  under  the  min- 
istration of  the  same  Holy  Spirit  who  blessed  the  early  New  Testa- 
ment Church.  As  it  regards  everything  essential  to  conversion  and 
sanctification;  to  the  pulling  down  of  the  strongholds  of  the  adversary, 
and  the  building  up  of  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Lord,  we  assuredly 
possess  everything,  identically  and  really,  which  the  apostles  possessed. 
The  difference  between  the  men  of  that  age  and  ourselves  is  a  simple, 
and  it  is  a  plain  difference.  They,  evidently,  with  great  earnestness 
and  strong  faith,  appealed  to  the  ministration  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  we 
go  near  to  neglecting  it,  or  we  use  it  only  partially  and  at  times.  They 
opened  their  mouth  wide,  and  God  filled  it;  we  open  ours  only  a  little, 
and  we  consequently  have  only  a  little  granted. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  existing  aspects  of  religion  in  the  Chureh- 
es,  your  Committee  recommends  to  the  General  Synod  the  following 
resolutions : 

1.  That  we  do  render  to  Almighty  God  most  humble  and  hearty 
thanks  for  the  brotherly  kindness  and  charity  which  have  prevailed 
during  the  past  year;  for  the  maintenance  of  those  Christian  institu- 
tions which  at  once  adorn  and  bless  the  Church;  for  the  ministration 
of  pure  and  catholic  Christian  doctrines;  and  for  the  power  of  God 
and  the  Spirit  of  Jesus,  which  have  rendered  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel effectual  to  edify  believers  in  Christ,  and  to  convert  impenitent 
men  to  the  knowledge  and  faith  of  the  one  great  and  divine  Redeemer. 

2.  That  for  the  more  thorough  accomplishment  of  the  work  required 
within  our  Churches  and  congregations;  for  the  more  energetic  and 
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successful  aggression  which  our  religion  should  make  on  the  surrouud 
ing  irreligion,  skepticism,  and  dominion  of  Satan;  and  in  view  of  the 
evils  which  may  result  to  the  Church  of  Christ  from  the  existence  of  a 
great  civil  war;  and  furthermore,  in  view  of  the  aspects  of  the  times, 
as  foreshadowing  the  •  occurrence  of  events  which  may  usher  in  the 
reign  of  Him  whose  right  it  is  to  reign  over  all  the  earth — we  will, 
for  ourselves,  in  humble  dependence  on  the  Spirit  of  God,  bring  to  our 
work  a  more  single  and  thorough  spirituality  of  religious  life ;  a  more 
intense  heavenly -mindedness ;  and  a  more  complete  and  maintained 
culture  of  grace  in  the  individual  heart,  and  will  labor  to  induce  the 
like  purpose  among  the  Churches  and  people. 

Our  report  to  the  Synod  must  be  closed  with  mentioning  that,  dur- 
ing the  year,  five  ministers  have  finished  then*  earthly  course,  viz. :  The 
Rev.  Peter  J.  Van  Pelt,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  John  Mulligan,  in  the 
Classis  of  New  York;  the  Rev.  Abraham  Fort,  in  the  Classis  of  Ul- 
ster; the  Rev.  John  C.  Van  Liew,  in  .the  Classis  of  Schoharie;  and 
the  Rev.  Franklin  Merrill,  in  the  Classis  of  Saratoga. 

To  this  list  must  be  added  the  name  of  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken, 
D.D.,  Professor  of  Theology,  of  whom  mention  is  also  made  in  another 
place  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Synod. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  VII. 

SYNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  report:  That  upon  a  careful 
examination  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  Chicago,  they  find  on  page 
4  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  the  following: 
"We  have  received  a  reference  from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  asking 
information,  whether  a  Church  member  under  sentence  of  suspension  in 
the  first  degree,  can  answer  for  his  child,  when  presented  for  baptism  ?" 

Also,  on  page  6  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago 
we  find  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  hereby  empow- 
ered to  appoint  a  suitable  person  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned, 
namely:  "A  missionary  agent  for  the  West;  as  no  such  itinerant  agent 
has  as  yet  been  appointed:  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod,  it  is  eminently  desira- 
ble that  such  an  appointment  be  made;  that  we  respectfully  solicit  the 
appointment  of  a  suitable  person  clothed  with  the  necessary  powers 
for  the  purposes  and  objects  specified ;  and  that  we  engage  to  do  what 
we  can  towards  his  support." 

CHAS.  M.  JAMESON. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report  as  relates  to  a  reference 
from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Over- 
tures and  Judicial  Business. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  missionary 
agent  for  the  West  be  referred  to  the  Committee,  on  Domestic  Mis- 
sions. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  York,  transmitting  the  appeal,  and  reasons  of  appeal,  of 
Rev.  R.  Ormiston  Currie,  D.D.,  from  the  decision  of  that  Synod  upon 
his  complaint  against  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island.  Said  appeal, 
with  the  reasons  for  the  same,  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Overtures  and  Judical  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  reported,  and 
their  report  was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  respectfully  report:  That  there  has 
been  placed  in  their  hands  an  appeal  of  the  Rev.  R.  O.  Currie,  D.D., 
from  the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  refusing  to 
sustain  Ins  complaint  of  the  action  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island, 
in  ordaining  to  the  Gospel  ministry  Mr.  Robert  G.  Strong. 

The  appeal  appears  to  your  Committee  to  be  in  order,  the  course 
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prescribed  by  the  Constitution  having  been  duly  followed.  And  they 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  ordinary  course  pursued  in 
the  trial  of  appeals  be  followed. 

They  also  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Synod  the 
following  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia: 

Can  the  Consistory  of  a  vacant  church  invite  a  neighboring  minister 
of  the  same  Classis  to  preside  over  their  meeting,  when  convened  to 
exercise  discipline  upon  a  member  of  the  Church  ? 

And  a  reference  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  asking  in- 
formation, whether  a  Church  member  under  sentence  of  suspension  in 
the  first  degree  can  answer  for  his  child,  when  presented  for  baptism? 

The  Committee,  in  view  of  these  references,  respectfully  report: 

That  the  General  Synod,  at  its  session  in  1824,  (see  Minutes,  p.  46,) 
expressed  as  their  decided  opinion,  that  it  is  wholly  inexpedient  for  the 
Synod  to  legislate  upon  abstract  questions.  This  opinion  being  as 
applicable  to  the  question  now  presented  as  to  the  case  which  origin- 
ated it,  your  Committee  recommend  it  to  the  careful  attention  of  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SYNODIC  Ah    APPEALS. 

Synod  took  up  the  appeal  of  Rev.  R.  Ormiston  Currie,  D.D.,  against 
the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

Rev.  Goyn  Talmage,  and  Rev.  David  H.  Riddle,  D.D.,  were  recog- 
nized as  Commissioners  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  to 
defend  their  proceedings. 

The  President  announced  that  the  Synod  was  about  to  pass  to  the 
consideration  of  judicial  business. 

Synod  considered  the  appeal  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  were  read. 

2.  The  documents  in  the  case  were  read. 

3.  The  appellant  was  heard  in  behalf  of  his  appeal. 

4.  The  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  was  heard  by  their  Commifl- 
eioner,  Rev.  John  M.  Van  Buren. 

5.  The  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  was  heard  by  their  Commis- 
sioners, Rev.  David  H.  Riddle,  D.D.,  and  Goyn  Talmage. 

6.  The  appellant  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  parties  having  withdrawn,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  opinion 
of  the  members  expressed;  when  the  following  motion  was  made  and 
seconded: 
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Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  regarding  it  as  the  policy  of  the  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Church  never  to  ordain  any  one  as  a  mere  evangelist,  do 
sustain  the  appeal  of  Rev.  R.  Ormiston  Currie,  D.D.,  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  infraction  of  the  Constitution. 

The  question  being  taken  upon  this  resolution,  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative. 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  by  this  action  the  General  Synod  does 
not  intend  to  impeach  the  validity  of  the  ordination  of  the  candidate. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH     GOVERNMENT. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Reports  of  the  several 
Classes  in  relation  to  their  action  on  the  proposed  amendment  of  Sec- 
tion 1st,  Article  4th,  Chapter  2d  of  the  Constitution,  reported,  and 
their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  decisions  of  the  Classes 
on  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Sec.  1st,  Art.  4th, 
Chap.  2d,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  find  that  the  Classes  of  New 
York,  Bergen,  Paramus,  South  Classis  of  L.  I.,  North  Classis  of  L.  I., 
Poughkeepsie,  Hudson,  Westchester,  Monmouth,  Raritan,  Ulster, 
Schoharie,  Michigan,  Geneva,  Kingston,  Holland,  and  Greene,  11, 
have  adopted  the  amendment,  while  the  Classes  of  Rensselaer,  New 
Brunswick,  and  South  Classis  of  New  York,  have  not  adopted  the 
amendment. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  since  a  majority  of  the  Classes  have  adopted  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Sec.  1st,  Art.  4th,  Chap. 
2d,  such  amendment  be  adopted  by  this  Synod.

The  Twenty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath-school 
Union  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath-school  Union  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  received,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  their  Report,  and  their  re- 
port was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Prom  the  documents  submitted,  your  Committee  present  the  follow- 
ing statement,  as  claiming  the  special  attention  of  Synod: 

The  Board  of  Education,  in  their  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report,  men- 
tion with  regret  the  resignation  of  their  efficient  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Cornell,  who  has  been  constrained  to  relinquish  his  position.  They 
represent  the  appointment  of  a  successor  as  urgent,  aud  request  the 
Synod  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  qualified  agent  at  the  earliest  day. 

The  number  of  students  under  the  care  of  the  Board  during  the 
year  has  been  89:  of  these,  IT  have  been  received  since  the  last  meet- 
ing of  Synod;  from  various  causes,  six  of  the  entire  number  have  been 
removed  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries;  aud  of  the  remaining  83  students, 
34  have  been  in  the  Theological  Seminary;  35  in  Rutgers  College;  6 
in  the  Holland  Academy,  and  the  rest  either  in  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment, New  Brunswick,  or  in  other  institutions.  The  general  rule 
of  the  Board  requires  its  beneficiaries  to  pursue  their  studies  in  the 
schools  of  the  Church,  but,  for  good  reasons,  exceptions  have  been  al- 
lowed. 

The  Holland  Academy. 

This  Institution  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  number  of 
students  in  attendance,  as  per  last  report,  was  31.  Four  of  these 
have  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  of  Rutgers  College;  one  is  at 
present  engaged  in  preaching;  one  is  incapacitated  by  illness  from  pros- 
ecuting his  studies;  one  has  been  dismissed;  and  one  has  been  removed 
by  death.  Thirteen  new  pupils  have  entered  the  Academy,  making  the 
present  number  forty-two.  Of  this  number,  twenty-two  are  members 
of  the  Church,  of  whom  seventeen  have  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel 
in  view.  The  attention  to  study,  and  the  general  deportment  of  the 
students,  are  represented  as  highly  commendable. 

The  material  interests  of  the  Institution  have  involved  a  large  amount 
of  care  and  anxiety  upon  the  Principal,  but  he  has  successfully  admin- 
istered his  trust  in  this  important  department,  in  addition  to  his  arduous 
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duties  as  an  instructor  in  the  Academy.  Additions  to  the  scientific 
apparatus  of  the  Institution  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
$300  having  been  expended  for  this  purpose;  a  new  building  has  been 
erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  students,  and  though  it  is  not 
entirely  finished,  no  debt  rests  on  the  property. 

Your  Committee  regard  the  entire  report  as  highly  satisfactory  and 
encouraging,  and  commend  the  Holland  Academy  to  the  Christian 
confidence  and  sympathy  of  the  entire  Church. 

Parochial  Schools. 

Fourteen  Parochial  Schools  were  receiving  aid  from  the  funds  de- 
voted to  this  purpose,  according  to  the  last  report  to  the  General  Syn- 
od, but  during  the  past  year  aid  has  been  granted  to  only  ten.  The 
statements  received  from  these  schools  as  to  their  condition  and  prog- 
ress are  generally  encouraging.  The  subject  is  one  which  is  eminent- 
ly deserving  of  the  attention  of  the  Church,  and  if  the  result  of  efforts 
in  this  direction  should  secure  the  establishment  of  academies  or 
schools  of  a  higher  grade  within  the  bounds  of  the  several  Classes,  it 
would  be  a  desirable  consummation. 

Funds. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  compelled  reluctantly  to  acknowledge 
that  its  operations  are  seriously  embarrassed  for  want  of  the  funds  in- 
dispensable to  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  work.  The  serious 
illness  of  their  Secretary  has  compelled  him  to  forego  to  a  great  ex- 
tent the  customary  visitation  of  the  Churches,  and  it  is  believed  that 
to  this  cause  mainly  the  deficit  is  attributable. 

The  total  amount  of  contributions  from  Churches  and  individuals  for 
Educational  purposes  during  the  current  year  is  $9,333  38.  This  is 
$422  21  less  than  the  receipts  of  last  year,  and  $4,704  91  less  than 
the  amount  received  in  the  year  next  preceding,  whilst  the  number  of 
beneficiaries  on  the  list  is  equal  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  In  view 
of  these  facts,  the  Board  has  been  constrained  to  decline  all  further 
applications  for  aid  until  the  Treasury  shall  have  been  relieved.  A 
resolution  to  this  effect  was  adopted  on  the  3d  of  April  last,  and  since 
that  period  the  Board  has  been  constrained  to  adhere  to  this  purpose. 
They  deeply  deplore  the  necessity,  and  earnestly  commend  the  entire 
subject  to  the  prayerful  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries,  deducting  those  in  the  Senior  Class  of 
the  Seminary,  is  seventy-four.  For  these  provision  is  to  be  made  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year.  Eight  of  these  are  supported  by  the  Yan  Ben- 
schoten  Fund,  and  a  few  others  by  the  proceeds  of  other  investments, 
leaving  the  large  majority  dependent  on  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
Churches  and  individuals. 

The  term  of  the  following  members  of  the  Board  expires  with  the 
current  year:  Rev.  S.  B.  How,  D.D.,  AVm.  R.  Gordon,  D.D.,  N.  E. 
Smith,  ilon.T.  Frelinghuysen ;  Messrs.  B.  L.  Kip,  P.  S.  Duryee,  J.  S. 
Woodward,  Jeremiah  Lambert. 
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In  view  of  the  statements  in  the  foregoing  report,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  circumstances  which  have  constrain- 
ed the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell  to  tender  his  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, this  Synod  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  very  efficient  service 
rendered  to  the  Church,  in  the  department  in  which  he  has  labored 
with  so  much  acceptance. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  wants  of  the  Board  of  Education  constitute 
an  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  the  Churches,  which  should  be  prompt- 
ly answered. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  requested,  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity, to  impress  upon  each  representative  of  the  various  Churches 
in  their  bounds  the  obligation  of  personal  attention  to  the  claims  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

Sabbath- School  Union  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 

Prom  the  elaborate  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  your  Com- 
mittee present  the  following  statements: 

The  report  exhibits  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
schools,  teachers,  and  scholars  connected  with  the  Union,  compared 
with  the  report  of  the  last  year,  besides  a  large  advance  in  the  amount 
contributed  for  benevolent  purposes.  The  entire  sum  of  these  contri- 
butions during  the  past  year  is  $4,200,  being  $1,434  more  than  the 
amount  paid  into  its  treasury  in  the  year  preceding. 

The  whole  number  of  schools  at  present  on  the  list  of  the  Board  is 
274;  eight  have  been  added  as  auxiliaries  since  the  last  report. 

City  Mission   Sabbath- Schools. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  represents  its  Missionary 
operations  as  having  been  steadily  and  successfully  prosecuted.  A 
large  number  of  children  have  been  gathered  into  the  Mission  Schools, 
and  the  neglect  of  religious  home  education  has  been  in  some  measure 
supplied  by  the  instructions  of  faithful  teachers  who  have  devoted  them- 
selves to  this  work.  Among  other  items  of  interest  mentioned,  we 
select  the  following: 

The  Mission  Schools  at  Harlem,  and  the  one  formerly  located  in 
Greenwich  Street,  have  become  self-supporting.  The  latter  has  been 
taken  under  the  care  of  the  Greenwich  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which 
has  rented  a  commodious  building  for  its  accommodation  in  King 
Street,  and  introduced  the  regular  preaching  of  the  Gospel  on  the 
Sabbath;  the  hope  is  expressed  that  this  enterprise  may  be  the  germ 
of  a  permanent  and  flourishing  Church. 

Into  these  Mission  Schools  over  1,200  children,  principally  from 
the  abodes  of  poverty,  irreligion  and  crime,  have  been  gathered,  and 
about  125  faithful  and  self-denying  teachers  have  cheerfully  devoted 
their  time  and  services  to  the  nurture  and  instruction  of  these  neglect- 
ed and  perishing  "little  ones."  Convenient  and  suitable  rooms  have 
been  secured  at  desirable  points  of  the  city  for  the  accommodation  of 
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these  schools,  and  care  has  been  taken  to  provide  suitable  clothing  for 
such  of  the  children  as  required  it.  A  large  number  of  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, Hymn  Books,  Catechisms,  and  Juvenile  Papers  and  Tracts  have 
been  distributed.  The  fruit  of  these  appliances  has  been  manifest, 
not  only  in  the  marked  improvement  of  conduct  and  morals,  but  more 
than  all,  in  the  lively  interest  which  has  been  remarked  in  the  acqui- 
sition of  Scriptural  knowledge;  nor  can  it  be  questioned,  that  this  in- 
fluence has  been  excited  in  many  instances  upon  the  parents  and  fami- 
lies with  whom  the  scholars  are  to  a  great  extent  identified.  All  the 
expenses  of  the  work  have  been  promptly  met  as  they  have  occurred. 

Missionary  Work  in  the  Country. 

During  the  past  Synodical  year,  seven  missionaries  have  been  em- 
ployed in  various  sections  of  the  country,  in  promoting  the  Sabbath- 
school  work.  Some  of  these  labored  for  a  few  weeks,  others  for  a 
term  of  months,  and  their  efforts  in  organizing  schools  in  destitute  re- 
gions, and  strengthening  those  that  were  already  established,  are  repre- 
sented as  having  met  with  encouraging  success.  Several  of  these  mis- 
sionaries are  students  from  the  Theological  Seminary,  who  have  exert- 
ed a  happy  influence  in  awakening  increased  attention  and  interest  in 
the  various  districts  visited  by  them.  The  report  states,  that  the  old 
and  the  young  have  been  profited,  and  that  many  have  been  led  to  in- 
quire after  the  path  of  life,  and  that  the  doors  of  the  sanctuary  have 
been  opened,  after  being  closed  for  many  years.  The  work  has  also 
been  prosecuted  in  the  Western  States,  principally  in  Michigan  and 
Illinois,  and  a  large  number  of  schools  and  Bible-classes  have  been  or- 
ganized and  established,  which  give  promise  of  the  best  results. 

The  Board  has  had  it  in  its  power  to  afford  liberal  donations  of 
books  to  the  Sabbath-schools  which  were  in  need  of  them,  and  a  de- 
tailed list  is  furnished  in  their  report. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report,  it  appears  that  the  receipts  from  the 
Churches  during  the  past  year  amount  to  $2,312  77,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  $5,346  32.  This  is  a  falling  off  from  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  $1,879.  This  deficit  is  attributed  by  the  Board  to  two 
causes.  The  first  is  the  change  of  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  to  di- 
minish the  expenses  of  the  management,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
Secretary  abandoned  the  visitation  of  the  Churches,  and  substituted 
appeals  by  letter  and  circular.  The  second  is  the  impression  produced 
by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  at  the  last  meeting  of 
Synod,  touching  the  unreasonable  expensiveness  of  the  management  of 
the  Sabbath-school  Board's  operations,  and  certain  explanatory  state- 
ments are  made,  showing  that  this  was  to  some  extent  a  misapprehen- 
sion. The  Board  appeals  to  the  Church  for  renewed  and  more  cordial 
co-operation,  in  view  of  the  work  which  they  propose  to  accomplish, 
and  in  order  to  enable  them  to  meet  their  engagements  with  the  Mis- 
sionaries in  their  employ. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regards  the  efforts  of  the  Sabbath-school 
Board  to  bring  the  multitudes  of  neglected  children  in  our  large  cities 
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and  throughout  the  country  under  the  influence  of  Christian  instruc 
tion,  as  eminently  deserving  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  entire 
Church. 

Prom  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  appears  that  the  balance  on 
hand  on  May  1st  was  $1,798  37. 

The  various  documents  and  vouchers  for  expenditures  and  receipts 
accompany  the  reports. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

PROFESSORATE. 

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  term  of  service  had 
expired. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Bergen,  Rensselaer, 
Monmouth,  Geneva,  Westchester,  Orange,  Bergen,  and  Schoharie, 
which  were  confirmed. 

It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  report  double 
number  of  persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  those  Classes 
who  have  not  nominated. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  the  election  took  place  accordingly. 

The  following  are  the  persons  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Superintendents:  Rev.  David  I).  Demarest,  D.D.,  from  the 
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Classis  of  Hudson;  Rev.  B.  P.  Stimpson,  from  the  Classis  of  Rens- 
selaer; Rev.  William  Reiley,  D.D.,  from  the  Classis  of  Monmouth; 
Rev  John  W.  Schenck,  from  the  Classis  of  Geneva;  Rev.  James 
Bolton,  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester;  Rev.  Charles  Scott,  from  the 
Classis  of  Orange;  Rev.  Gustavus  Abeel,  D.D.,  from  the  Classis  of 
Bergen;  Rev.  H.  A.  Raymond,  from  the  Classis  of  Schoharie;  Rev. 
E.  P.  Livingston,  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois;  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder, 
from  the  Classis  of  Arcot;  Rev.  John  Steele,  from  the  Classis  of  Sar- 
atoga. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  Report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  report  as  follows: 

1.     Boo.rd  of  Direction. 

The  Report  of  this  Board  indicates  commendable  wisdom  and  fidel- 
ity on  the  part  of  its  members  in  the  trust  committed  to  them. 

(a.)  The  Contingent  Fund.  Owing  to  "the  deranged  condition  of 
pecuniary  affairs  generally,"  only  $230.76  have  been  added  from  con- 
tributions to  this  fund,  making  the  amount  at  this  time,  $994.39.  It 
is  recommended  to  the  Board  to  continue  their  efforts  according  to 
the  plan  they  have  adopted. 

(b.)  Contingent  Expenses.  The  Board  complain  that  a  portion  of 
the  Classes  "  are  very  dilatory,  if  not  entirely  forgetful  of  the  neces- 
sities of  General  Synod;  that  they  fail  to  meet  the  small  demands 
made  upon  them  for  these  expenses."  We  earnestly  commend  this  sub- 
ject to  the  several  delinquent  or  dilatory  Classes,  and  ask  of  them  their 
early  attention  to  it,  and  the  remarks  made  upon  it  by  the  Board  in 
their  Report. 

In  the  erection  of  a  monument,  and  defraying  the  funeral  expenses 
of  our  late  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  and  by  the 
removal  of  the  Professor-elect  to  New  Brunswick,  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  current  year  will  be  increased.  We  recommend,  there- 
fore, to  the  Synod,  to  call  upon  the  several  Classes  who  have  not  paid 
their  indebtedness  to  General  Synod  for  assessments  or  Synodical  Min- 
utes, to  pay  the  same  without  delay;  and  that  they  be  prepared  to 
meet  the  annual  assessment  to  pay  the  balance  required  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Church,  when  notified  thereof. 

(c.)  Biases  Cowan  Scholarship.  The  Board  state  "that  during  the 
past  yeai*,  the  executor  of  the  estate  of  Moses  Cowan,  deceased,  has 
made  a  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
the  sum  of  $811.39,  of  which  $500.00  has  been  added  to  the  sum  pre- 
viously accumulated,  thereby  making  a  scholarship  of  $2,500;  the  bal- 
ance, ($315.59,)  being  interest,  was  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Education."  They  recommend  to  the  Synod  to  declare  the 
same  "The  Moses  Cowan  Scholarship."  Your  Committee  advise  that 
it  be  so  declared. 
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II.      Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Fund*. 

(a.)  The  Van  Bcnschotcn  Fund.  Ten  young  men  have  received  aid 
from  this  fund  during  the  year,  and  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  April  1st,  1861,  an  unappropriated  balance  of  $1,532.88. 
Mr.  13.  Van  Benschoten,  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Rutgers  College,  was 
examined  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  recommended  to  Syn- 
od "  as  a  suitable  person  to  receive  aid  "  from  this  fund.  We  offer  the 
following  resolution:  " Resolved,  that  Mr.  B.  Van  Benschoten  is  here- 
by recommended  to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  for  aid  from  the 
Van  Benschoten  Fund." 

{b.)  The  Knox  Fund.  From  this  fund  three  young  men  have  receiv- 
ed aid  during  the  year,  and  there  was  April  1st,  1861,  a  balance  from 
it  due  Rutgers  College  of  $32.89. 

III.      The   Theological  School, 
(a.)  Death  of  Rev.  S.  A.  Van  Vranfon,  D.D.,  S.  T.  P. 

Theological  School. 

From  "the  school  of  the  prophets"  there  comes  to  us  the  sad  an- 
nouncement of  the  death  of  our  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology.  He  died  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  year.  For  near- 
ly twenty  years  he  served  his  Master  in  the  Theological  Chair.  His 
death,  we  are  assured  by  the  Theological  Faculty,  was  "the  fitting 
close  of  a  life  of  consistent  advocacy  of  the  doctrines  of  grace."  The 
following  is  proposed  as  an  expression  of  this  Synod  in  relation  to  this 
sad  event. 

We  feel  thankful  to  our  blessed  Saviour,  the  Head  of  the  Church, 
for  having  given  and  so  long  spared  to  us  His  humble,  devoted,  and 
faithful  servant,  our  highly  gifted  and  much  esteemed  and  beloved 
Professor,  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  D.D.,  and  for  sustaining  him 
in  practically  teaching  us  our  last  duty  and  privilege  in  this  world  to 
"die  in  the  Lord." 

We  tender  to  his  bereaved  family  our  sympathy,  and  commend  them 
to  Him  "who  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  we  are,  yet  without  sin; 
and  being  tempted,  is  able  to  overcome  them  that  are  tempted." 

We  mourn  our  loss  in  this  bereavement.  He  was  to  all  of  us  a 
frieud,  and  to  many  of  us  a  father,  for  we  "sat  at  his  feet,"  and  were 
receiving  his  counsels.  But  we  know  that  infinite  wisdom  and  perfect 
goodness  concur  in  this  dispensation,  and,  therefore,  we  bow  before  the 
Lord  with  humble  submission. 

After  the  death  of  Dr.  Van  Vranken,  the  surviving  professors  con- 
tinued to  read  his  lectures  to  the  classes,  occupying  all  his  hours,  and 
preparing  the  students  for  examination  in  didactic  and  polemic  theolo- 
gy, with  due  attention  to  their  own  appropriate  duties.  In  reference 
to  these  extra  labors,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  took  proper  action, 
and  we  propose  for  the  cordial  endorsement  of  Synod  a  similar  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  express  their  high  appreciation  and  grate- 
ful sense  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Church  by  the  Professors   of 
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Biblical  Literature  and  Church  History,  during  the  past  year,  by  per- 
forming the  duties  of  the  Theological  Chair. 

Resolved,  That  in  token  of  respect  for  his  piety,  talents,  and  long 
service  in  the  Church  and  her  institutions,  a  monument  with  a  suitable 
inscription,  commemorative  of  our  venerable  father,  be  placed  over 
his  grave,  and  that  Professors  Campbell  and  Woodbridge,  and  Hon. 
Theodore  Frelinghuysen,  be  a  committee  to  carry  this  resolution  into 
effect,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  pay  the  expenses 
thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  late  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Po- 
lemic Theology  be  continued  to  his  widow  until  the  first  day  of  June, 
1861,  and  that  the  expenses  attending  his  funeral  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  the 
above  resolutions  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  professor,  and  also  to 
the  Theological  Faculty. 

The  Theological  Faculty,  in  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, state  that  they  undertook  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Theo- 
logical Professor  "until  the  proper  authorities  make  other  arrange- 
ments." To  make  these  arrangements  will  be  the  duty  of  this  Synod. 
We  propose,  therefore,  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Professor  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
death  of  Rev.  S.  A.  Van  Vranken,  D.D. 

(b.)  Attendance  of  Shcdents.  Under  this  head  there  is  nothing 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  calls  for  Synodical  action. 
For  information  we  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents. 

(c.)  Students'  Preaching.  A  paper  has  been  referred  to  your  Com- 
mittee from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  "  earnestly  requesting  Synod  to 
annul  all  previous  actions  on  the  subject  of  '  Student  Preaching,'  (so 
called,)  and  to  commit  the  matter  to  the  Theological  Faculty,  to  reg- 
ulate and  apply  the  needful  restraint,  and  guide  the  students  of  the 
Senior  Class  in  the  practice  of  leading  Sabbath  and  other  religious 
meetings,  as  an  essential  part  of  the  Seminary  course. 

Upon  this  subject  the  Board  of  Superintendents  report  as  follows: 
"Agreeably  to  the  direction  of  Synod,  the  students  were  interrogated 
as  to  their  compliance  with  the  rules  prescribed  for  them  on  the  sub- 
ject of  preaching,  from  which  it  appeared  that  a  few  violations  of  the 
law  occurred  before  the  official  announcement  of  the  penalty  attached 
thereto  by  the  last  General  Synod,  but  none  have  occurred  since  that 
time.  The  Board,  therefore,  report  no  names  to  General  Synod  as 
exceeding  the  rule. 

"In  view  of  certain  embarrassments,  to  which  Professors  and  stu- 
dents are  subjected,  in  the  application  of  the  law  of  1858,  during  va- 
cations in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  resolved  that  the  permission  which 
the  Professors  may  give  to  the  students  of  the  Senior  Class  to  preach 
during  the  vacations,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  meet  the  spirit 
of  the  law  of  1858,  if  it  shall  indicate  the  sermons  which  each  student

may  preach,  and  the  region  and  the  period  in  which  he  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  preach  them." 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  this  interpretation  of  the 
law  relating  to  "  student  preaching "  sufficiently  meets  the  wishes  of 
the  Classis  of  Holland,  as  expressed  in  their  communication:  they 
therefore  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  interpretation  of  the  law  of  1858,  relating  to 
"student  preaching,"  found  on  p.  345-6,  of  Minutes  of  June,  1858, 
given  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  is  hereby  approved. 

(d.)  Release  of  Professors  from  Instructing  in  College. — Upon  this 
subject  we  have  the  following  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents: "  An  important  matter  was  also  brought  before  the  Board 
in  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Faculty: 

"  The  Faculty  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  such  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Board  and  Synod  as  would  relieve  the  Theological  Faculty  from 
teaching  in  the  College.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  the  stu- 
dents, and  the  general  interests  of  the  Seminary,  imperatively  demand 
all  the  time  of  the  Professors,  while  the  number  and  eminent  abilities 
of  the  Literary  Faculty  render  them  fully  able  to  discharge  all  the  du- 
ties of  the  College.  The  Board  considered  the  above  suggestion  of 
the  Theological  Faculty  as  meriting  consideration,  and  as  early  action 
as  may  be  practicable,  and  therefore  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  General  Synod  to  take  meas- 
ures to  afford  the  desired  relief." 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  relief  desired  should  at  once  be 
sought  for;  and  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
by  Synod  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  to  secure 
"  the  release  of  the  Professors  from  instructing  in  the  College  as  soon 
as  practicable." 

IY.      Communication  from  Mr.  W.  G.  Mentz. 

In  the  matter  relating  to  Mr.  Win.  G.  Mentz  and  General  Synod, 
the  facts,  as  thpy  appear  to  your  Committee,  are  these:  A  contract 
was  made  by  General  Synod  with  Mr.  Win.  G.  Mentz,  April  5th, 
1854,  for  live  years  from  April  15th,  1854,  in  which  he  stipulated  "to 
print  and  publish"  certain  llymn-Books,  "in  such  quantities  as  may 
be  required  to  supply  the  demand  therefor."  He  further  agreed,  that 
he  would  not  "  assign  or  transfer"  "  the  exclusive  right  and  privilege" 
granted  him,  of  "printing  and  publishing"  said  books,  "without  the 
consent  of  General  Synod;  otherwise  the  agreement  should  be  void," 
if  the  Board  of  Direction  or  General  Synod  should  so  "  elect  and  de- 
termine." It  was  further  agreed  that  if,  after  the  expiraton  of  five 
years,  Mr  Win,  G.  Mentz  should  not  "  be  continued  as  the  publisher 
of  said  books,  the  General  Synod  '  shall  purchase '  certain  '  stereotype 
plates '  '  if  found  in  good  condition,  and  tit  for  further  use,  and  pay  an 
equitable  price  therefor,  to  be  ascertained  by  impartial  appraisers.' " 

In  1857,  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mentz,  being  "unfortunate  in  business,"  was 
"  sold  out  by  the  Sheriff,"  and  the  above-mentioned  "  stereotype  plates  " 
were,  according  to  his  statement,  bought  by  his  sister,  Mary  Provoust, 
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for  his  "use  during  the  balance  of  the  contract;  she  to  receive  the 
valuation  of  the  plates,  at  the  expiration  of  said  contract." 

In  June,  1858,  the  Board  of  Publication  reported  to  General  Synod, 
that  "  the  contract  for  the  publication  of  our  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book 
expires  in  the  coming  year,  and  order  should  be  taken  at  the  present 
session  for  its  future  issue;"  and  Synod  resolved  "that  the  future 
issuing  of  our  Psalmody  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Publication." 

The  General  Synod,  Oct.  23d,  1858,  after  consulting  counsel,  did 
"  elect  and  determine  to  consider  said  contract  void  and  at  an  end."  The 
reasons  they  assigned  for  this  determination  were,  that  "  Mr.  Wm.  G. 
Mentz  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  agreement  made  by  him  with 
the  General  Synod  of  Ref.  Prot.  Dutch  Church,  April  5th,  1854,  for 
the  publication  of  the  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book,  and  had  assigned  or 
transferred  his  right  of  publication,  (as  far  as  he  could  do  the  same,) 
without  the  consent  of  the  said  General  Synod,  and  had  also  failed  to 
supply  the  demand  for  said  book,  and  had  thereby,  at  the  election  of 
said  General  Synod,  avoided  and  determined  his  said  contract." 

Notice  of  this  election  and  determination  was  served  upon  Mr.  Wm. 
G.  Mentz,  and  also  upon  his  sister,  Mary  Rovoudt,*  Oct.  30th,  1858. 

In  the  answer  to  this  notice,  of  date  Nov.  6th,  1858,  Mr.  Menta 
deuied  the  assertions  that  he  had  "transferred  contract  to  any  person, 
and  challenged  any  person  to  produce  the  proof;"  and  in  his  communi- 
cation to  Synod,  of  date  June  3d,  1861,  he  says,  that  he  denied  the 
assertions  that  "  he  had  transferred  the  right  to  publish  said  Hymn 
Book  to  any  person,  and  claimed  that  he  can  prove  by  the  printer 
that  the  plates  have  been  in  his  vault  since  the  contract  was  made,  and 
that  no  person  has  been  permitted  to  use  them  but  himself." 

On  the  14th  of  April,  1859,  the  day  before  the  contract  expired, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Publication  and  the  Agent  called  on 
Mr.  Mentz,  and  the  Secretary  handed  him  the  copy  of  the  contract, 
and  said  "  the  Board  of  Direction  had  handed  it  to  him,  and  that  after 
to-morrow,  they  would  be  the  publishers;  and  stated  that  matters  in 
regard  to  the  plates  must  be  settled  with  the  Board  of  Direction." 

Since  the  last-mentioned  date,  there  has  been  no  action  by  either  ci 
the  contracting  parties.  Mr.  Mentz  now,  however,  in  his  communica- 
tion to  Synod,  "  asks  of  Synod  to  do  justice  in  the  case.'1 

Your  Committee  feel  desirous,  and  doubt  not  that  Synod  are  desirous, 
that  justice  should  be  done  in  this  case;  but  it  appears  to  your  Con> 
mitttee,  from  the  above  statements,  that  Synod's  views  of  the  legal 
claims  or  just  rights  of  the  contracting  parties  must  vary  according  to 
its  views  of  the  laws  relating  to  this  whole  subject;  and  that  as  the 
Board  of  Direction  is  this  Synod,  in  law,  this  whole  matter  should  be 
referred  to  that  Board.     We  offer,  therefore,  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Win.  G.  Mentz  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Direction  for  the  settlement  of  any  business  he  may  have  with  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  relating  to 
his  contract  made  with  said  Synod,  April  5th,  1854.

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The  following  were  appointed  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  in  relation  to  the  release  of  the  professors 
from  instruction  in  Rutgers  College:  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  A.  B. 
Van  Zandt,  D.D.,  aud  the  Elder,  S.  B.  Schieffelin. 

Synod  proceeded  to  appoint  a  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Van  Vranken,  D.D., 
who  has  been  removed  by  death. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  having  been  nominated, 
on  a  succeeding  day,  after  a  season  of  special  prayer,  Synod  proceeded 
to  elect  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the 
Rev.  Joseph  F.  Berg,  D.D.,  was  elected. 

Whereupon,  it  was  Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Rev.  Joseph  F. 
Berg,  D.D.,  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology,  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Prot- 
estant Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment,  and  speci- 
fying the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the  General 
Synod,  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given,  in  the  name  of 
the  Church,  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  with  the  use  of  the  east  wing  of  the  College  building. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Synod,  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
C.  Taylor,  D.D.,  James  Demarest,  and  the  Elder,  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin, 
be  a  Committee  to  wait  upon  the  Professor  elect,  inform  him  of  his 
appointment,  and  obtain  from  him  his  decision  on  the  subject.  The 
Committee  reported  that  they  had  waited  upon  the  Professor  elect, 
and  that,  at  their  request,  he  would  in  person  attend  the  Synod  and 
announce  his  decision. 

In  accordance  with  this  arrangement,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Berg  appeared 
in  Synod  on  the  morning  of  the  seventh  day  of  the  Session,  and  de- 
clared his  acceptance  of  the  appointment  of  the  General  Synod  as  the 
Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  in  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary at  New  Brunswick. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  be 
inaugurated  into  his  office  on  Tuesday,  24th  day  of  September  next, 
at  11  o'clock,  in  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  New  Bruns- 
wick ;  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  inaugural  address  to  be  delivered  on 
that  occasion  by  the  Professor  elect,  the  Rev.  George  W.  Bethune, 
D.D.,  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  to  deliver  a  sermon,  and  the  Rev. 
William  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  to  deliver  a  charge  to  the  Professor;  and 
that  the  Rev.  Abraham  B.  Van  Zandt,  D.D.,  be  Secundus  to  the  Rev. 
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George  W.  Bethune,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  John  T.  Demarest,  D.D.,  be 
Secundus  to  the  Rev.  William  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  and  that  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Synod  preside  on  the  occasion. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  David  Bishop, 
Johnson  Lctson,  Daniel  S.  Jones,  be  appointed  to  aid  the  Professor 
elect  in  his  removal  to  the  College  edifice,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of 
General  Synod  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
same. 

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall.  The  Committee  on  Nominations 
having  reported  double  the  number  of  persons  from  whom  to  choose 
such  persons,  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election.  On  counting  the  bal- 
lots, it  appeared  that  the  following  persons  were  re-elected:  Rev. 
George  W.  Bethune,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  Hugh  N.  Wilson,  D.D.

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  committee  appointed  to 
secure  a  suitable  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John 
Scudder,  M.D.,  which  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions: 
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To  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  your  honorable  body,  at  its  setting  in 
June,  1859,  to  eollect  means  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the 
memory  of  the  lamented  Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.D.,  late  Missionary  to 
India,  beg  respectfully  to  report,  that  they  have  had  a  monument 
made  by  collections  from  the  Sabbath-school  children  of  the  Church. 

It  has  been  finished  some  months,  and  would  long-  since  have  been 
sent  to  India,  but  for  the  great  desire  of  every  son  and  daughter  of 
Dr.  S.  that  it  should  be  erected  in  front  ofHertzog  Hall. 

The  Committee  await  the  action  of  your  honorable  body.

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  present  the  following 
Report : 

In  the  general  tone  of  the  report  of  the  Board,  in  its  condensed  and 
yet  clear  narrative  of  labors  and  results,  and  in  the  aspect  of  the  for- 
eign Held,  your  Committee  find  much  reason  for  thankfulness  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  abundant  encouragement  for  contin- 
ued and  enlarged  prayers,  contributions,  and  labors  in  behalf  of  this 
great  cause.  This  is  but  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
since  the  Church  has  taken  the  work  of  conducting  and  sustaining  its 
Foreign  Missions  entirely  into  its  own  hands.  The  anticipated  results 
of  increased  interest  in  the  cause  on  the  part  of  our  people,  enlarged 
benevolence,  and  extended  operations,  have  been  more  than  realized. 
These  results  are,  to  us,  a  confirmation  of  the  great  principle,  that  God 
designed  his  Church  to  do  its  own  work  through  its  own  organization. 
It  is  only  under  the  operation  of  this  principle  that  the  Church  can  be 
made  to  feel  the  measure  of  its  own  responsibility.  And  when,  as  at 
this  time,  in  the  providence  of  God,  the  burden  of  that  responsi- 
bility grows  heavy,  she  can  still  confidently  gird  herself  to  the  duty  of 
greater  exertions  and  sacrifices,  looking  to  Him,  in  whom  alone  is  her 
help,  and  whose  demands  never  exceed  the  ability  which  He  has  given. 
and  will  give. 

The  Scudder  Monument,  as  appears  from  the  communication  of  the 
Committee,  has  not  yet  left  thus  country,  and  the  Committee  now 
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asks  to  have  it  erected  in  front  of  Hertzog  Hall,  and  intimate  that 
this  is  the  desire  of  all  the  sons  of  Dr.  Scudder.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Ezra  A.  Ilayt,  having  sent  in  his  res- 
ignation, it  is  but  due  to  express  the  appreciation  in  which  the  Synod 
holds  his  valuable  services,  and  their  regret  at  the  prospect  of  losing 
them.     The  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  presented  to  Ezra  A. 
Hayt  for  his  long-continued  and  faithful  services,  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

To  detail  the  particular  facts  in  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
missionary  stations,  would  be  but  to  reproduce  the  very  full  and  satis- 
factory report  of  the  Board.  The  three  fields,  to  the  culture  of  which 
the  energies  of  our  Church  have  thus  far  been  directed,  are  found  in 
India,  China,  and  Japan.  In  the  first  of  these,  the  Arcot  Mission,  the 
force  has  been  considerably  augmented  the  past  year,  and  high  hopes 
are  entertained  of  greatly  increased  results.  The  Report  states  that 
the  Mission,  "  with  its  six  Churches  and  Stations,  its  seminaries  and 
parochial  schools,"  is  now  fully  manned.  And  the  statistical  tables 
for  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the  reports  from  the  different  Churches 
and  Stations,  give  grounds  for  encouragement,  and  occasion  for  thank- 
fulness. 

Reinforcements  have  also  been  sent  to  the  Amoy  Mission,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  brethren  already  on  the  ground,  will  constitute  an  ef- 
fective force  in  that  field.  A  new  station  has  recently  been  added  to 
the  number  occupied,  where  a  Church  will  be  organized  at  an  early 
day.  An  encouraging  fact  is  noticed  in  the  order  and  piety  of  the 
Chinese  Christians,  and  their  zeal  as  "fellow-helpers  to  the  truth." 

Such  instrumentalities  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  such  a  field. 
Among  these  Oriental  nations,  the  missionary  work  must  at  last  be  car- 
ried forward  by  native  missionaries.  The  Committee  therefore  observe 
with  pleasure  the  attention  given  at  all  our  stations  to  the  training 
up  of  native  teachers  and  pastors. 

The  mission  to  Japan  is  rich  in  promise,  and  some  pleasant  fruits  are 
beginning  to  appear.  When  the  relations  of  foreign  nations  with  that 
singular  people  shall  become  more  established,  we  may  reasonably  hope 
for  a  more  decided  effect  from  the  truth  upon  their  minds.  Ciuiosity 
is  already  awakened,  and  an  anxious  desire  to  know  something  of  the 
Christian  religion  as  held  by  Protestants.  The  true  attitude  of  the 
Church  in  regard  to  this  field  is  to  watch  and  wait,  ever  prepared  to 
enter  in  where  the  Lord  shall  go  before  her. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  shows  a  gradual  diffusion  of  the  missiona- 
ry spirit  in  our  Churches,  and  its  consequent  results  appear  in  a  grati- 
fying increase  of  contributions.  But  it  ought  to  be  remembered  that 
the  work  of  Foreign  Missions  is  one  which  cannot  remain  stationary. 
The  movement  at  any  point  of  attack  upon  the  wide-spread  territory 
of  Satan  must  ever  be  onward  and  aggressive,  or  it  must  retrograde. 
If  we  make  no  advances,  we  cannot  even  hold  what  we  have  gained 
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without  increasing  expenditures  of  means  and  men.  To  a  Church  of 
limited  extent  like  our  own,  wisdom  dictates  that  these  points  should 
be  few  ami  well  maintained.  This  has  been  our  policy  hitherto,  and 
it  has  enabled  us  to  make  an  impression  on  the  dark  mass  of  heathen- 
ism, which  a  more  diffused  action  could  not  have  produced. 

But  the  question  may  arise,  Have  we  reached  the  point  beyond 
which  the  ability  of  our  Churches  cannot  carry  us  ?  To  this  question 
the  answer  would  be  easy  in  the  ordinary  condition  of  affairs.  It 
would  be  absurd  to  suppose  that  four  years  of  effort  had  brought  a 
Church  of  50,000  members  quite  up  to  the  measure  of  duty  and  priv- 
ilege. If,  then,  the  condition  of  public  and  monetary  affairs  had  re- 
mained unchanged,  the  voice  of  the  Synod  to  the  Churches  could  have 
had  but  one  purport,  and  that,  an  earnest  exhortation  to  enlarge  their 
contributions,  that  the  plans  and  measures  of  the  Board  might  also  be 
enlarged.  But  it  cannot  be  disguised  that  an  extraordinary  condition 
of  affairs  now  exists  in  our  land,  and  in  view  of  its  probable  effects  upon 
our  people,  we  must  look  it  calmly  in  the  face.  The  difference  in  the 
receipts  of  the  Board  during  the  last  half  of  the  financial  year,  as 
compared  with  the  former  part  of  the  year,  is  indicative  of  what  may 
be  expected  for  the  year  to  come,  unless  an  extraordinary  spirit  of 
consecration  shall  come  upon  our  people.  The  Board  therefore  do 
not  unnaturally  express  their  fears  as  to  the  future.  The  financial  year 
begins  with  an  indebtedness  of  $5,000,  to  be  provided  for  during  the 
coming  four  months.  To  maintain  the  missions  at  their  present  posi- 
tion, will  require  an  expenditure  little  short  of  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

We  cannot  safely  calculate  upon  less  than  $35,000  as  the  minimum 
which  the  Board  will  actually  require  to  carry  on  its  operations  for  the 
year.  To  realize  this  amount  will  probably  require  a  measure  of  effort 
on  the  part  of  pastors  and  Consistories,  and  of  self-denial  on  the  part 
of  our  people,  beyond  that  of  any  former  year.  To  meet  this  emer- 
gency, it  will  not  be  enough  for  the  Synod  merely  to  pass  its  ordinary 
resolutions  and  recommendations.  A  vigorous  and  determined  effort 
must  be  made  by  our  pastors  to  bring  their  people  up  to  the  spirit  of 
the  work  and  the  crisis  which  is  upon  us.  If  there  must  be  retrench- 
ment, let  it  not  begin  at  the  Lord's  house.  Our  Church  has  never 
yet  been  called  to  make  sacrifices ;  our  benevolent  contributions  hither- 
to have  scarcely  interfered  with  our  indulgences;  shall  they  cease,  or 
be  materially  diminished  the  moment  they  touch  our  comforts  ?  Is  this 
the  consecration  which  we  profess  ?  May  not  the  cross  which  we  are 
called  to  bear  come  in  the  shape  of  self-denial  in  some  of  our  pleasant 
things  in  such  a  time  as  this  ? 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  progress  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  work  gives 
ground  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement,  and  is,  to  His  Church,  as 
the  voice  of  the  Master  saying,  "Go  forward!" 

Resolved,  That  as  the  conditions  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  work 
will  not  admit  of  retrenchment  without  great  loss  and  embarrassment 
and  possibly  permanent  disaster,  therefore,  notwithstanding  the  unfor- 
tunate condition  of  our  country,  and  its  consequent  commercial  depres- 
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sion,  yet,  under  the  necessity  of  maintaining  our  missions,  Consistories 
and  people  are  called  to  extraordinary  efforts  and  sacrifices  in  the 
spirit  of  Christian  self-denial. 

Resolved,  That  as  an  important  means  for  cultivating  this  spirit,  the 
Synod  recommend  to  all  our  Churches  to  secure  a  wider  circulation 
for  the  "  Sower,"  which  is  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the  "Missionary 
Recorder  "

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  whose  term 
of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the 
following  were  elected:  Revs.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.D.,  A.  B.  Van 
Zandt,  D.D.,  Hugh  N.  Wilson,  D.D.,  Cornelius  Van  Cleef,  V.  M. 
Hulbert,  and  Messrs.  W.  F.  Van  Wagonen,  Abraham  J.  Beekman, 
Ezra  A.  Hayt. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

In  presenting  our  review  and  digest  of  the  clear,  ample,  and  satis- 
factory Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  we  congratulate 
the  Synod  on  the  evidence  it  affords  of  the  fidelity  of  its  Executive 
Committee  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  zeal  with  which  they 
have  prosecuted  the  very  delicate  and  highly  responsible  service  in- 
trusted to  them.  They  seem  to  have  come  up  fully  to  the  Synod's 
conception  of  the  vast  importance  of  this  department  of  labor,  to  the 
enlargement,  efficiency,  and  final  triumph  of  the  Church.  It  would  be 
exceedingly  difficult  to  overestimate  the  mighty  influence  of  Domestic 
Missions,  in  their  reaction  upon  the  Churches  that  sustain  them,  in  cul- 
tivating their  sympathy  and  liberality,  in  giving  exercise  to  their  faith, 
and  trust  in  God  for  a  blessing  on  their  efforts,  and  in  securing  the 
fulfillment  of  the  promise,  that  those  who  minister  to  others  shall  them- 
selves become  fat  and  flourishing.  But  all  this  is  only  incidental  and 
collateral;  their  great  work  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  obstinate;  to 
establish  Churches  and  sustain  them,  until  a  sparse  population  and 
limited  resources  are  so  multiplied  and  increased,  that  they  may  not 
only  provide  themselves  with  the  bread  of  life,  but  give  it  freely  to 
others.  For  many  years  past,  the  Synod  has  been  doing  a  noble  and 
blessed  work,  through  the  agency  of  this  Board ;  many  a  barren  spot 
has  been  clothed  with  verdure,  and  made  to  bud  and  blossom  as  the 
rose;  many  a  large  and  luscious  cluster  has  given  promise  of  a  rich 
and  {abundant  harvest;  and  many  of  the  recipients  of  its  aid,  in  every 
section  of  the  Church,  have  risen  up  and  expressed  their  gratitude  to 
God  for  its  sympathy  and  beneficence. 

This  cause  can  never  be  abandoned  whilst  there  is  a  single  throb  of 
vitality  in  the  Church;  nor  can  it  be  suffered  to  languish  for  want  of 
sustenance,  without  bringing  on  a  paralysis,  which  will  gradually  ex- 
tend from  the  extremities  to  the  very  fountain  of  life. 
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The  Board  has  labored  under  great  embarrassments  during  the  past 
year,  and  yet  the  results  are  by  no  means  discouraging.  They  have 
been  able  during  the  past  year  to  occupy  several  important  points  at 
the  West,  which  have  long  been  calling  for  help.  A  good  degree  of 
success,  we  are  pleased  to  learn,  attends  the  labors  of  our  missionaries 
there. 

The  visit  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  among  our  Western 
Churches,  last  fall,  seems  to  have  been  hailed  with  joy  by  the  brethren 
visited,  and  will  no  doubt  prove  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  The  sug- 
gestions made  by  the  Secretary,  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board, 
as  the  result  of  his  visit  and  more  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
work,  in  reference  "  to  the  course  to  pursue  in  that  part  of  the  field," 
strike  us  favorably.

The  number  of  Churches  and  Missions  aided  has  been  reduced  by 
several  becoming  self-sustaining,  and  quite  a  number  of  the  others  have 
"completed  their  houses  of  worship,  freed  themselves  from  incum- 
brance, or  secured  parsonages  for  their  pastors."  The  number  of 
conversions  and  the  increase  of  membership  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  older  and  stronger  Churches,  and  we  feel  quite  sure  that  the 
preaching  of  64  missionaries,  with  their  5,000  pastoral  visits  and  labors 
among  over  4,000  Sabbath-school  scholars,  has  commenced  influences 
which  will  bless  the  Church  and  the  world  for  time  and  eternity. 

But,  notwithstanding  all  this,  the  Churches  have  not  responded  to 
the  urgent  and  almost  coercive  appeals  made  to  them  by  the  Synod  of 
1860.  The  total  receipts  of  the  Board  during  the  last  year  were  only 
$13,596.53;  being  $2,427.95  less  than  the  preceding  year;  leaving  the 
Board  embarrassed  with  a  debt  of  $2,805.90.  Out  of  more  than  400 
Churches  represented  by  the  Board,  118  have  contributed  nothing  to 
its  funds.  This  is  a  large  number,  and  indicates  a  great  want  of  interest 
in  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Church,  or  a  feeling  of  disaffec- 
tion with  the  operations  of  the  Board;  and  yet,  we  can  hardly  impute 
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it  to  either.  Many  of  these  Churches  arc  among  the  largest,  wealthi- 
est, and,  in  other  respects,  the  most  liberal  in  our  connection;  surely 
they  cannot  be  indifferent  or  unconcerned  in  the  effort  to  build  up  our 
feeble  Churches,  and  extend  our  influence  and  ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tion into  the  Western  field;  and  they  have  all  taken  their  part  and 
incurred  their  share  of  responsibility  in  adopting  new  Missions,  and  in 
making  the  appropriations,  and  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  they 
will  redeem  their  pledges,  and  furnish  their  part  of  the  necessary  sup- 
plies. 

The  Board  must  be  sustained ;  they  must  not  be  left  with  an  increas- 
ing debt  and  a  lessening  income,  and  be  driven  to  the  necessity  of 
pawning  their  credit  to  meet  their  liabilities.  It  is  evident  the 
Dutch  Church  can  bring  up  the  receipts  of  this  Board  to  the  full 
demand  of  the  present  year,  without  any  extraordinary  draft  upon 
their  benevolent  contributions;  $21,000  will  pay  the  debt,  meet  the 
appropriations,  and  leave  room  for  new  enterprises.  Shall  it  not  be 
raised  ?  Will  not  those  who  have  given,  both  individuals  and  Churches, 
add  twent}r-five  per  cent,  to  the  offerings  of  last  year  ?  And  may  we 
not  hope  that  those  who  have  passed  by  the  claims  of  this  Board  will, 
by  an  especial  effort,  make  up  the  balance,  so  that  another  anniver- 
sary may  record  our  honesty  in  the  payment  of  our  debts,  and  our 
faithfulness  in  meeting  every  responsibility  imposed  upon  us  ?  "a  con- 
summation devoutly  to  be  wished." 

The  General  Synod  of  1860  authorized  the  Board  to  appoint  an 
itinerant  missionary  or  missionary  agent  for  the  West;  but  as  no  refer- 
ence is  made  to  it  in  their  report,  we  suppose  that,  for  prudential 
reasons,  they  have  taken  no  action  in  the  premises.  The  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago  passed  the  following  resolution:  "  That  in  the  judg- 
ment of  this  Synod,  it  is  eminently  desirable  that  such  an  appointment 
be  made;  that  we  respectfully  solicit  the  appointment  of  a  suitable 
person,  clothed  with  the  necessary  powers  for  the  purposes  and  objects 
specified,  and  that  we  engage  to  do  what  we  can  towards  his  support." 

Your  Committee  coincides  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago  on  this  subject.  We  fondly  hope  and  trust  the  time 
is  not  distant  when  the  Board  will  see  its  way  clear  to  make  such  appoint- 
ment. We  believe  such  a  step,  judiciously  taken,  will  result  in  great 
benefit  to  the  interests  of  our  Western  operations.  No  additional 
action  is  deemed  necessary  at  present,  except  to  request  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  to  keep  this  matter  prominently  in  view,  and  pro- 
ceed to  make  such  appointment  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  reference  to  the  whole  subject  of  the  report,  the  Committee 
recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  has  undiminished  confidence  in  the 
ability  and  diligence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  in  the  wis- 
dom, impartiality,  and  faithfulness  of  the  Board. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  earnestly  requested  to  use  the 
utmost  caution  in  undertaking  new  enterprises,  that  our  limited  resources 
may  not  be  expended  in  unpromising  and  unproductive  fields;  and  that 
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they  endeavor  to  reduce  their  larger  appropriations  to  the  lowest 
amount  consistent  with  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  mission. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  earnestly  requested  to 
exercise  extreme  carefulness  in  recommending  Churches  for  aid  to  the 
Board. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Churches  we  represent  shall  be  urged,  if  pos- 
sible, to  increase  their  contributions  to  this  Board,  so  as  to  relieve  it 
from  debt  and  furnish  means  to  meet  all  their  responsibilities,  and  listen 
favorably  to  every  cry  for  help. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  urged  to  take  such  steps  as  shall 
insure  that  the  claims  of  all  of  our  Boards  be  statedly  presented  to 
each  of  the  Churches  under  their  care,  and  collections  taken  for  them. 

6.  Resolved,  That  with  heartfelt  gratitude  to  God  for  his  blessing 
.upon  the  toils  and  labors  of  the  past  year,  we  will  go  forward  in  his 
name,  and  in  reliance  upon  his  promise,  multiplying  the  means  of  grace, 
strengthening  the  feeble  Churches,  and  building  up  the  kingdom  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

CHURCH    BUILDING   FUND. 

The  Boai-d  has  prepared  with  great  deliberation  and  practical  wis- 
dom the  following  plan  for  the  management  and  administration  of  a 
Church  Building  Fund: 

1.  All  benevolent  Funds  for  Church-Building  purposes,  however 
raised,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod, 
and  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Corporation  as  a  Church-Building 
Fund,  and  shall  be  dispensed  by  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

2.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  Fund  shall  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions,  under  recommendation  of  Classis,  and  the 
amount  required  stated,  as  also  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the  peo- 
ple asking  such  assistance. 

3.  No  greater  amount  than  one-fifth  of  each  thousand  dollars  which 
the  building  may  cost  shall  be  appropriated  to  any  one  Church. 

4.  A  first  bond  and  mortgage  shall  be  executed  to  the  Board  of 
Corporation,  to  be  made  payable  upon  any  change  of  ecclesiastical 
relation,  or  upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Church,  by  any  Church  receiving 
an  appropriation.  The  interest  thereon  may  be  remitted  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  in  case  of  such  remission, 
the  Church  shall  make  a  yearly  collection  for  the  Fund;  and  every 
Church  aided  shall  be  expected  to  pay  back  the  aid  received,  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

5.  No  Church  shall  be  aided  which  would  have  a  debt  remaining 
after  receiving  assistance  from  this  Fund. 

6.  An  Annual  Collection  shall  be  solicited  from  all  the  Churches 
towards  this  Fund. 

The  Committee  cordially  recommend  its  adoption. 
Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Board  have  been  able, 
during  the  past  year,  to  occupy  several  important  points  at  the  West, 
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which  have  long  been  calling  for  help,  and  that  the  Divine  blessing 
attends  the  labors  of  our  missionaries  there.  A  very  gratifying  advance 
has  been  made  in  our  operations,  and  since  the  organization  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  (see  Minutes,)  we  trust  the  work  in  that 
interesting  and  important  department  will  continue  to  go  forward  and 
be  prosecuted  as  vigorously  as  possible.  The  suggestions  of  the  Secre- 
tary as  to  the  course  to  pursue  strike  us  favorably,  to  wit: 

The  appointment  of  an  itinerant  missionary,  as  recommended  by 
last  General  Synod,  has  not  yet  been  effected.  The  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago,  at  their  last  session,  speak  of  this  as  eminently  desirable. 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  any  additional  action  necessary,  further 
than  to  recommend  the  Board  to  keep  their  eye  to  this  matter,  and  as 
soon  as  the  way  is  prepared,  proceed  to  make  such  appointment. 

The  term  for  which  the  following  persons  were  elected  as  members 
of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  expires  with  the  present  session  of 
General  Synod:  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  D.D.,  Peter  Stryker,  P.  D.  Van  Cleef, 
Goyn  Talmage,  B.  S.  Porter,  D.D,  Messrs.  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  M.  De  Mott, 
and  L.  J.  Belloni,  who  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
T.  C.  Doremus.

ARTICLE  XIX. 

widows'  fund. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  General  Synod  to  take  into 
consideration  the  subject  of  the  Widows'  Fund  presented  their  report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Widows' 
Fund. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  thz  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church: 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  General  Synod  "  to 
take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  the  Widows'  Fund,  with  the  view" 
of  ascertaining  what  measures  can  be  adopted  to  give  greater  stability 
and  efficiency  to  the  operations  of  the  Fund,"  respectfully  report: 

That  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  has  abundantly  satisfied 
your  Committee  of  the  importance  of  the  object  which  the  Fund  was 
designed  to  accomplish,  its  safety  and  desirableness  as  an  investment, 
and  its  aliptelness  to  accomp  "sh  the  desired  end.     As  much  iniscon- 
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ception  exists  with  regard  to  the  operations  of  this  Fund,  and  so  few 
understand  its  practical  working-?,  it  may  not  be  unprofitable  to  state 
at  the  outset  the  system  of  management,  and  its  actual  results,  so  that 
we  may  more  satisfactorily  explain  the  recommendations  we  shall  pro- 
pose in  order  to  remedy  the  obvious  defects  of  some  of  its  provisions. 

The  Fund  consists  of  two  parts:  an  increasing  principal,  and  a  va- 
rying income.  From  its  beginning  until  the  year  1845,  all  receipts  of 
every  kind  went  to  the  principal  account,  in  accordance  with  the  orig- 
inal condition,  that  no  payments  should  be  made  to  annuitants  until  the 
Fund  amounted  to  ten  thousand  dollars.  This  result  was  attained  in 
1845,  and  since  that  time  all  donations  and  collections  in  churches,  and 
all  payments  by  ministers  of  a  sum  the  interest  of  which,  at  four  per 
cent.,  would  amount  to  twenty,  ten,  or  five  dollars  per  year,  have  gone 
to  the  principal  account,  and  have  been  invested  on  bond  and  mort- 
gage, under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Corporation.  This  Fund, 
therefore,  must  increase  in  proportion  to  the  liberality  of  the  churches, 
and  cannot  be  diminished  except  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  sums  paid 
in  by  ministers,  as  above  mentioned,  and  which  now  amount  to  twenty- 
six  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars.  This  Fund  had  increased  from  the 
original  amount  of  $10,000  in  1845,  to  $11,3*18.46  on  the  thirtieth  of 
April,  1861;  and  even  if  all  should  withdraw  from  it  who  are  entitled 
to  do  so,  it  cannot  be  reduced  below  the  sum  of  $14,711.80. 

The  income  of  this  Fund  is  derived  from  the  interest  of  the  invested 
principal,  the  annual  payments  by  ministers,  and  from  donations  when 
so  specially  directed.  This  income  is  appropriated  as  follows:  First, 
to  the  payment  of  the  Treasurer's  salary  and  contingent  expenses,  which 
amount  to  about  $153  a  year;  then  to  the  payment  to  those  ministers 
who  have  made  annual  payments,  and  who  determine  to  relinquish 
their  interest  in  the  Fund,  of  the  amount  of  money  actually  paid  by 
them,  without  interest;  and  the  balance  is  distributed  ratably  among 
the  annuitants.  The  maximum  allowance  of  two  hundred  dollars  be- 
ing paid  to  those  who  have  made  five  annual  payments  of  twenty  dol 
lars  each,  and  a  fixed  proportionate  allowance  to  those  who  have  made 
smaller  payments.  If  the  income  to  be  distributed  is  not  sufficient  to 
pay  each  annuitant  the  maximum  allowance,  each  receives  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  amount  to  be  distributed. 

From  this  brief  statement,  the  following  conclusions  are  apparent: 

1st.  That  the  principal  cannot  be  impaired,  and  must  constantly  in- 
crease in  proportion  to  the  liberality  of  the  churches,  and  that  its  safety 
depends  entirely  upon  the  care  and  judgment  with  w kick  it  is  invested  ly 
the  Board  of  Corporation.  This  is  a  point  of  great  importance,  as  the 
impression  seems  to  have  become  prevalent  that  the  principal  is  being 
constantly  diminished  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  annual  subscribers; 
whereas,  the  effect  of  such  withdrawal  is  actually  to  increase  the  ben- 
efits to  be  derived  from  this  principal  by  those  who  continue  to  be  in- 
terested in  the  Fund;  the  only  withdrawals  which  can  effect  it  be- 
ing of  those  who  have  paid  in  at  one  time  a  gross  sum;  and  the  amount 
that  has  been  thus  paid  is  now  only  $2,666.66.  It  may  then  be  truly 
affirmed  that  this  principal  is  as  safe  as  any  investment  on  bond  and 
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mortgage  can  be,  and  as  safe  as  any  funds  under  the  control  of  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

2nd.  That  the  income  is  very  variable,  depending  upon  the  amount 
paid  by  annual  subscribers,  and  upon  the  amount  withdrawn  by  them; 
so  that  annuitants  cannot  make  any  reliable  estimate  of  the  amount  to 
be  received  by  them;  and  indeed  would  not  in  some  years  receive  any- 
thing, if  it  should  happen  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  those  with- 
drawing should  be  equal  to  the  whole  income  received.  At  one  time, 
annuitants  did  receive  the  maximum  allowance  of  $200,  while  in  the 
year  ending  May  1,  1860,  they  only  received  seventy-one  dollars,  and 
this  because  so  large  an  amount  was  paid  during  that  year  to  those 
withdrawing,  there  having  been  $1,180  paid  to  ministers  withdrawing, 
while  only  $845  were  paid  to  annuitants;  and  this  year  the  payments 
will  be  even  less,  and  for  the  same  reason. 

Your  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  what  measures  should 
be  adopted  to  give  greater  stability  and  efficiency  to  this  Fund,  and  in 
view  of  the  foregoing  statement  it  seems  to  them  evident  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  provide  for  a  more  rapid  increase  of  the  principal,  and  to 
render  the  income  more  reliable;  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  subject,  they  would  recommend  the  following  alteration  in  the  plan 
of  the  Fund,  believing  that  they  would  accomplish  these  objects,  and 
render  the  operations  of  the  Fund  much  more  satisfactory: 

1st.  To  permit  only  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid  in  by 
annual  subscribers  to  be  subsequently  withdrawn  by  them. 

2d.  To  allow  not  more  than  half  of  the  net  income  to  be  paid  out 
in  any  fiscal  year  to  those  desiring  to  withdraw. 

3d.  To  appropriate  to  the  principal  account  one-half  of  the  annual 
payments  made  by  ministers,  and  the  other  half  to  the  income  account; 
also  to  appropriate  each  year  to  the  principal  account  a  sum  equal  to 
the  interest,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  those  sums 
which  shall  stand  to  the  credit  of  ministers  in  the  principal  account; 
and  where  Consistories  or  individuals  direct  the  amount  of  their  con- 
tributions to  apply  to  the  credit  of  any  minister,  such  amount  to  be 
placed  in  the  principal  account,  and  not  thereafter  to  be  withdrawn, 
unless  otherwise  directed  at  the  time  of  payment. 

The  object  of  the  first  proposition  is  to  check,  to  a  certain  extent, 
the  withdrawals  of  those  paying  annual  subscriptions;  which  object  it 
is  hoped  would  be  accomplished  by  withholding  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  paid  by  them,  and  by  the  adoption  of  this  with  the 
other  propositions,  making  the  fund  so  reliable  an  investment  as  to 
render  it  greatly  to  their  interest  to  continue  their  subscriptions. 

The  object  of  the  second  proposition  is  to  make  it  certain  that  the 
annuitants  will  receive  each  year  at  least  one-half  of  the  net  income, 
and  the  whole,  if  there  are  no  withdrawals. 

The  object  of  the  third  proposition  is  to  secure  a  more  rapid  in- 
crease of  the  principal,  and  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  annual 
receipts,  by  providing  that,  in  addition  to  the  amount  now  appropri- 
ated to  the  principal  account,  one-half  of  the  payments  by  ministers 
should  be  added  to  that  fund.     It  seems  apparent  to  your  Committee 
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that  it  is  neither  judicious  nor  equitable  that  all  the  annual  payments 
by  ministers  should  be  paid  out  each  year  as  income,  but  that  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  fund  should  be  benefited  by  these  annual  pay- 
ments. It  may  happen  that  for  a  few  years  there  may  be  a  large 
number  of  annual  payments,  all  of  which,  under  the  present  arrange- 
ment, would  be  distributed  among  those  who  should  then  be  annui- 
tants; and  if,  at  some  subsequent  time,  many  of  these  ministers  should 
withdraw  the  amounts  due  them,  they  would  have  to  be  paid  to  the 
great  detriment  of  those  who  should  then  be  annuitants.  If  the  amount 
paid  by  those  who  make  annual  payments  should  be  equally  divided 
between  principal  and  income,  a  more  equitable  result  would  seem  to 
follow.  Under  the  present  arrangement,  none  but  annuitants  derive 
any  benefit  from  the  annual  payments  of  ministers.  It  is  also  thought 
that  the  principal  account  should  derive  some  benefit  from  those  casea 
in  which  ministers,  by  making  a  single  payment,  are  entitled  to  all  the 
advantages  of  the  fund,  and  it  is  proposed  that  three  per  cent,  upon 
these  payments  should  be  annually  credited  to  the  principal  account. 
With  reference  to  the  appropriation  that  is  recommended  of  the  mon- 
eys paid  by  Consistories,  it  is  supposed  that  the  views  of  congrega- 
tions would  more  generally  be  carried  out  if  the  minister  for  whom  the 
payment  was  made  should  not  afterwards  be  privileged  to  withdraw 
the  amount  so  paid;  but  this  provision  will  not  prevent  Consistories 
directing  that  the  payment  by  them  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  it 
were  made  by  the  minister. 

Your  Committee  is  aware  that  these  changes  cannot  be  made  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  paying  subscribers  as  well  as  the  annuitants, 
yet  they  believe  them  to  be  so  obviously  proper  that  it  will  not  be  dif- 
ficult to  obtain  these  consents.  The  only  right  relinquished  by  the 
ministers  making  annual  payments  is  that  of  withdrawing  the  whole 
amount  paid  by  them,  and  perhaps,  in  some  cases,  of  obtaining  in  one 
year  the  whole  amount  due  them ;  but  we  think  that  this  will  be  more 
than  compensated  by  the  provision  made  for  increasing  the  principal, 
and  by  the  greater  stability  of  the  fund.  The  only  rights  relinquished 
by  the  annuitants  will  be  that  of  having  the  whole  of  the  annual  pay- 
ments of  ministers  and  the  whole  of  the  interest  of  the  principal  sums 
paid  by  some  ministers  go  to  the  income  account;  but  this  will  be 
much  more  than  compensated  by  the  provision  intended  to  secure 
fewer  withdrawals  from  the  fund,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  to 
them  of  at  least  one-half  of  the  net  income  and  annual  paynfents. 

The  following  tabular  statement  is  interesting  and  suggestive,  and 
for  it  the  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  John  I.  Brow- 
er,  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  the  preparation  of  it  having  involved 
considerable  labor:

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  22  annuitants  have  received  from  this  fund 
$19,754  43.  Who  can  estimate  the  amount  of  relief  this  sum  ha* 
afforded?  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the  whole  sum  which  had 
been  paid  to  entitle  annuitants  to  this  amount  was  only  $2,640  00, 
while  in  one  case  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  has  enabled  the  widow 
to  receive  the  sum  of  $918  49;  and  in  another  the  payment  of  $100 
enabled  a  widow  to  receive  $2,612;  and  in  every  instance  but  one 
the  amount  paid  has  been  but  trifling  compared  with  the  amount  received; 
and  it  is  apparent  that  if  the  practical  working  of  this  fund  should  in 
the  future  correspond  with  its  theory,  no  more  satisfactory  investment 
could  be  made  by  any  minister. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  your  Committee  to  consider  the  pro- 
priety of  the  fund,  or  the  principles  upon  which  it  was  founded.  Yet 
they  cannot  forbear  saying  that  investigation  has  served  to  convince 
them  not  only  of  the  importance  of  the  object  it  was  designed  to  se- 
cure, but  of  the  wisdom  of  the  general  features  of  the  plan ;  and  while, 
on  the  one  hand,  it,  from  necessity,  does  not  fully  provide  for  the  cases 
of  those  for  whom  the  Sustentation  Fund  was  designed,  yet  on  the  other 
hand  it  does  enable  those  who  can  lay  by  five,  ten,  or  twenty  dollars 
a  year,  to  provide  a  reliable  mode  of  obtaining  a  certain  amount  of 
relief  for  themselves  if  disabled,  and  for  then'  widows  and  young  chil- 
dren after  their  death.  An  examination,  too,  of  the  names  of  the 
members  and  of  the  annuitants  has  furnished  to  them  an  answer  to 
the  remark  that  is  sometimes  made,  that  this  fund  only  benefits  those 
ministers  whose  means  are  adequate  without  aid  from  the  fund. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  not  only  recommend  this  fund 
to  the  ministry,  but  would  urge  upon  our  Churches  increased  contri- 
butions to  it. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  suggestions,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  to  the  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  plan  of  the  "Relief  Fund,"  provided  the  necessary  con- 
sent can  be  obtained  from  the  parties  interested. 

Amend  the  second  paragraph  of  the  plan  as  follows:  Substitute  in 
place  of  the  clause  commencing  with  the  word  "ministers  interested 
in  the  fund,"  the  following  clauses:  "Ministers  interested  in  the  fund, 
by  the  payment  of  an  annual  subscription,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  relin- 
quish such  interest  by  ceasing  to  make  such  annual  payment;  and 
they,  as  well  as  those  who  have  heretofore  ceased  to  make  such  pay- 
ments, shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
paid  by  them,  without  interest,  by  giving  notice  to  the  Treasurer  nine 
months  prior  to  the  thirtieth  clay  of  April  in  each  year,  provided  the 
amounts  so  to  be  paid  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  one-half  of 
the  income  of  the  current  year;  in  which  case  one-half  of  such  income 
shall  be  distributed  pro  rata  among  the  applicants,  and  the  balance 
due  them  shall  be  included  among  the  applications  for  payments  to  be 
made  at  the  close  of  the  next  fiscal  year.  Ministers  who  have  made 
a  payment  of  a  principal  sum,  as  above  provided,  may  withdraw  the 
amount  of  money  actually  paid  by  them,  without  interest,  by  giving 
nine  months'  notice  to  the  Treasurer  prior  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April 
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in  any  year,  and  shall  be  entitled  then  to  receive  the  same  from  the 
principal  of  the  fund.  Ministers  leaving  our  Church  shall  be  subjected 
to  the  same  rule  in  the  withdrawment  of  their  subscriptions." 

Substitute  in  place  of  paragraph  "3,"  the  following:  "One-half  of 
the  annual  payments  by  ministers,  and  donations,  when  so  specially 
directed  by  the  donor,  shall  be  considered  income;  the  other  half  of 
the  annual  payments  by  ministers;  all  other  donations  and  the  collec- 
tions in  the  Churches  shall  be  considered  principal,  and  the  interest 
only  used  as  income.  There  shall  also  be  added  to  the  principal,  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  put  of  the  income,  a  sum  equal  to  three 
per  cent,  of  the  principal  sums  standing  to  the  credit  of  individual 
ministers,  in  consequence  of  payments  made  by  them  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  2.  Consistories  or  individuals  may  at  their 
pleasure  direct  their  contributions,  collections,  and  donations  to  apply 
in  whole  or  iu  part  to  the  credit  of  any  minister  they  may  designate; 
but  in  such  cases  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  principal,  and  not 
thereafter  withdrawn,  unless  otherwise  directed  at  the  time  of  pay- 
ment." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

$17,378.46.

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Committee  of  the 
last  General  Synod:    (See  above.) 

In  reference  to  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Committee  appointed  by 
the  last  General  Synod  to  devise  measures  for  the  greater  stability  and 
efficiency  of  the  Widows'  Fund,  (of  which  Committee  Jacob  B.  Jew- 
ett  was  chairman, )  your  present  Committee  beg  leave  to  say  that  they 
have  examined,  as  carefully  as  their  time  would  permit,  the  amend- 
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merits  suggested  with  respect  to  said  Fund,  for  the  purpose  above 
mentioned,  and  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  amendments  to  the  plan  of  the  Widows' 
Fund,  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  be  adopted,  provided  the  requisite  con- 
sent of  those  interested  in  the  Fund  can  be  obtained. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  requested  to  take 
such  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
those  interested  in  the  Fund,  and  to  secure  as  speedy  an  adoption  as  is 
practicable  of  the  proposed  amendments.

ARTCLE  XX. 

BOARD     OF     PUBLICATION. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reported,  and  their  report  was  accept- 
ed, adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  relating  to  the 
Board  of  Publication  respectfully  report: 

That  the  report  and  statement  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  with 
the  account  current  of  the  Treasurer,  very  fully  and  perspicuously  pre- 
sent the  position  of  the  Board. 

Of  necessity,  we  must  contemplate  the  operations  of  this  Board  in 
one  aspect  entirely  on  commercial  principles,  and  in  another,  in  the 
light  of  its  glorious  purposes,  its  bearing  on  the  spiritual  and  eternal 
welfare  of  immortal  souls. 

THE    COMMERCIAL    OR    BUSINESS    ASPECT    OF   THIS    BOARD. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  from  collections  in  forty-one  Churches 
amount  to  $838. "„.  This  number  of  Churches  is  thirty-one  less  than 
in  1860,  and  the  contributions  are  $630. ^o  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  entire  receipts  from  all  sources  amount  to  $16,205.11,  and  the 
expenditures  to  $16,476.80,  leaving  the  treasury  overdrawn  $271.63. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  resort  to  borrowing  on  notes  should  have 
been  so  often  necessary,  and  especially  that  the  business  of  the  Board 
has  to  be  conducted  on  capital  not  owned  by  the  Board.  Yet,  under 
the  difficulties  encountered  during  the  few  years  of  its  existence,  it  is 
a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  indebtedness  should  not  have  been  greater 
than  it  really  is.  This  is  very  evident,  when  viewing 
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THE    PUBLISHING    DEPARTMENT. 

The  result  of  their  labors  the  past  year  is  36,050  copies  of  books 
and  tracts.  The  whole  amounting  to  8,105,200  pages.  Among  these 
are  two  editions  of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  the  1 8mo  and  24mo  sizes.  These  are  offered  in  a  greater  va- 
riety of  binding  than  ever  before. 

It,  however,  appears  that  only  five  vnc  publications  have  been  is- 
sued during  the  year.  Not  from  lack  of  valuable  matter  prepared  by 
the  ministry  of  our  Church  and  others,  but  for  want  of  capital  to  do 
the  work.  The  Board  declining  to  publish  any  work  for  which  the 
cost  of  the  first  edition  was  not  provided. 

While  the  Board  have  a  mind  to  work,  the  Church  has  not  sustained 
this  department  of  her  work  to  au  extent  equal  to  its  claims,  or  to  her 
wants. 

CAPITAL   INDISPENSABLE    TO    THE    EFFICIENT    OPERATIONS    OF   THE    BOARD. 

The  need  of  capital  is  self-evident,  and  while  the  Synod  owes  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  friends  of  this  cause,  who  have  steadily  supplied, 
either  by  gifts  or  loans,  the  funds  which  have  hitherto  been  furnished, 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  this  should  be  continued  for  any  great 
length  of  time.  Indebtedness  amounting  to  $15,155.02  exists.  With- 
out relief,  your  Committee  cannot  see  how  this  Board  can  successfully 
prosecute  its  labors,  unless  some  increased  demand  should  arise  for  its 
publications,  turning  them  into  money  to  be  applied  to  the  liquidation 
of  existing  indebtedness. 

The  Board  presents  a  nominal  balance  in  its  favor  of  $11,404.^. 
But  this  balance  is  represented  by  store  fixtures,  stereotype  plates  and 
boxes,  wood-cuts  and  electrotypes.  And  the  inquiry  here  arises,  la 
this  value  real,  or  even  estimated  at  what  it  would  actually  produce  if 
forced  to  a  sale  ?  The  deterioration  by  wear  and  tear  of  plates,  and 
want  of  market  for  new  editions  of  works,  or  even  for  editions  on  hand, 
compels  a  deduction  from  the  estimated  value  of  the  balance  referred 
to.  Twenty-five  per  cent.,  it  is  understood,  is  deducted  from  the  cost 
of  the  stereotype  plates,  wood-cuts,  electrotypes,  and  other  items  of 
this  balance,  in  making  the  estimate  of  present  value.  Doubtless  there 
is  a  great  difference  in  the  value  of  the  plates  and  electrotypes  of  dif- 
ferent works.  Those  of  the  several  sizes  of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns, 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  the  elementary  books  for  Sabbath  and 
Parochial  Schools,  are  of  far  greater  value,  because  of  the  constant 
demand  for  these  works,  than  those  of  volumes  whose  circulation  if 
more  limited,  several  of  which  may  be  issued  in  only  one  edition;  and 
others  of  a  local  character,  after  passing  through  two  or  three  editions, 
wili  be  of  no  further  use.  Whether,  therefore,  on  an  average  of  value 
of  all  the  works,  the  stock  will  not  fall  below  the  estimated  value,  is 
doubtful. 

But  it  is  easily  ascertained  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Churches, 
ministers,  and  friends  of  the  publication  cause,  to  increase  the  value  of 
the  property  of  the  Board  by  holding  up  to  the  people  the  worth  of

the  publications  issued.  Thus  bringing  before  the  public  mind  the  use- 
fulness of  the  works,  augmenting  their  sale,  and  rendering  future  edi- 
tions necessary. 

THE  CLAIMS  OF  THE  BOARD  UPON  THE  CHURCH. 

This  is  not  the  time  to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  wisdom  of  its  being 
constituted.  That  point  is  settled,  and  God  has  set  the  seal  of  his 
approval  upon  it.  While  it  is  the  privilege,  the  duty,  and  the  honor  of 
the  Church  to  contribute  her  quota  of  the  evangelical  and  doctrinal 
literature  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  comparatively  small  pro- 
portion yet  contributed  has  been,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe,  blessed 
of  God,  in  being  sanctified  to  the  salvation  of  sinners,  the  edification 
of  saints,  and  the  upbuilding  of  Zion.  A  blessing  is  in  the  Board. 
Destroy  it  not. 

The  Board  has  a  claim  to  be  put  in  working  order,  and  as  soon  as 
the  times  will  permit,  should  be  supplied  with  an  adequate  capital  on 
which  to  conduct  its  business. 

It  is  also  clue  to  the  Board  that  the  Churches  open  facilities  for  the 
sale  of  their  publications. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  cause  of  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Church  be  renewedly  and  earnestly  commended  to  our 
Churches,  and  that  a  collection  be  made  annually  in  each  Church  in 
its  behalf.

The  Permanent  Clerk  having  announced  the  severe  illness  of  the 
Stated  Clerk,  and  requested  the  appointment  of  some  one  of  the  mem- 
bers to  assist  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Stated  Clerk,  on 
motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  David  D.  Demarest,  D.D.,  be  appointed  to  as- 
sist the  Permanent  Clerk  during  the  session  of  the  Synod. 

The  Synod  having  received  intelligence  of  the  extreme  illness  of 
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their  venerated  Stated  Clerk  and  brother  beloved,  Rev.  Dr.  Strong, 
on  resolution,  spent  a  season  in  prayer,  imploring  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  upon  his  servant  and  his  family  in  this  trying  hour. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draft  a  minute  expres- 
sive of  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  in  reference  to  the  present  condi- 
tion of  our  national  affairs.

The  report  was  then  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  preparing  a 
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minute  expressive  of  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  touching  the  present 
troubled  state  of  the  country,  would  present  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  the  providence  of  God,  our  beloved  country  has  been 
suffered  to  fall  from  a  condition  of  large  and  exuberant  prosperity, 
into  the  bitter  and  distressing  experiences  of  civil  war.  And  whereas, 
the  Government,  in  the  stern  necessity  forced  upon  it  of  maintaining 
by  a  resort  to  arms  its  rightful  authority,  is  entitled,  in  this  the  hour 
of  its  sore  trial  and  need,  to  the  warm  encouragement  of  all  loyal  and 
true  hearts.  And  whereas,  the  Church  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  while  her 
mission  is  peace,  and  she  proclaims  peace  and  loves  it,  is  bound  by  the 
allegiance  she  owes  the  Master  and  the  truth,  to  support  with  all  her 
potential  influence  the  foundations  of  law  and  order,  social,  civil  and 
religious,  whenever  these  foundations  are  in  danger  of  being  shaken 
or  overthrown.  And  whereas,  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  America, 
sprung  from,  and  bearing  the  honored  name  of  that  historic  Church 
of  the  Fatherland  which,  three  centuries  ago,  during  all  the  terrible 
years  of  a  struggle  which  has  no  parallel  in  the  records  of  the  world, 
sent  forth  with  her  benedictions  and  her  prayers  bands  of  her  devoted 
children  to  lay  down  life,  if  necessary,  in  defence  of  country  and  of  the 
principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty — would  be  untrue  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  fathers,  to  the  impressive  teachings  of  history,  to  sacred 
trusts  devolved,  to  lofty  ideas  transmitted,  as  well  as  to  the  sentiments 
inspired  by  the  present  perilous  hour,  were  she  to  suppress  her  testi- 
mony, or  speak  only  faintly  in  behalf  of  a  cause  with  whose  success 
her  highest  interests  are  interwoven:  therefore,  be  it  by  this  General 
Synod 

1.  Resolved,  That  our  deep  sympathies  are  with  the  Government  in 
all  its  honest  efforts  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Union,  the  Con- 
stitution, and  the  Laws. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  successful  maintenance  of  these  great  trusts 
are,  under  God,  our  country's  only  safety  for  the  present,  and  hope  for 
the  future,  and  that  Christianity,  not  less  than  patriotism,  applauds  the 
costliest  sacrifices  required  to  make  such  consummation  sure. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  deeply  lament  the  necessity  which  has  array- 
ed brethren  in  arms  against  each  other,  and  bewail  the  sins,  national 
and  individual,  which  have  justly  provoked  the  Most  High  to  visit  us 
with  this  direful  calamity;  that  we  cherish  no  feelings  of  bitterness, 
wrath,  or  hatred  towards  those  who  are  unhappily  arrayed  against  us, 
and  utterly  repudiate  the  spirit  of  retaliation  and  revenge  as  entering 
into  the  elements  of  this  deplorable  contest.  That  we  remember  our 
brethren  of  all  sections  in  our  prayers,  when  we  supplicate  God  in  his 
mercy  to  remove  his  heavy  pressing  hand  from  us,  and  that,  with  un- 
faltering trust  in  the  Divine  guardian  arm  which  has  been  around  our 
beloved  land  in  all  past  perils  and  distresses,  we  will  still  beseech  him  with- 
out ceasing,  that  with  the  speedy  restoration  of  peace,  the  causes  of  our 
troubles  may  disappear,  and  our  prosperity  for  the  future  be  fixed  upon 
an  immovable  basis.

Spader,  were  appointed 
a  Committee  of  Canvass,  to  whom  the  ballots  cast  for  filling  vacancies 
in  the  several  Boards  of  the  Synod,  for  Corresponding  Delegates,  and 
for  a  person  to  preach  on  the  Benevolent  Operations  of  the  Church, 
were  committed;  who  reported  the  result  of  the  election. 

The  communication  containing  the  bequest  of  the  Rev.  Elias  Van 
Benschoten  was  read. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  of  Brooklyn,  inviting  the  members  of 
Synod  to  visit  their  rooms,  and  tendering  to  them  the  use  of  their  li- 
brary and  periodicals  during  their  sessions.     Whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  invitation  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation be  accepted,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  returned  for 
their  politeness. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Synod  was  addressed  on  the  third  day  of  the  session  by  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Board  of  Domestic 
'  Missions,  and  the  Board  of  Sabbath-School  Union,  in  relation  to  the 
interests  of  these  several  Boards. 

The  Committee  on  Noininations  having  reported  double  the  number 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  an  individual  to  preach  a  sermon  upon 
the  Bcnevoleut  Operations  of  the  Synod,  Synod  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion, when  the  Rev.  Gabriel  Ludlow,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Primarius, 
and  the  Rev.  Cornelius  E.  Crispell,  Semmdus. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session  the  Synod  was  ad- 
dressed by  Pastor  Fisch,  of  Paris,  on  the  subject  of  Evangelical  Prot- 
estantism in  France;  by  Rev.  Dr.  Baird,  in  behalf  of  the  American 
and  Foreign  Christian  Union;  by  Rev.  Dr.  Pinncy,  in  behalf  of  the 
American  Colonization  Society;  by  Rev.  Dr.  Eastman,  in  behalf  of 
the  American  Tract  Society ;  and  by  Rev.  Theodore  Bourne,  of  the 
African  Civilization  Society;  and  also,  on  the  morning  of  the  eighth 
day  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  R.  S.  Cook,  D.D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Sabbath 
movement. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  has  heard  with  great  pleasure 
and  deep  interest  the  statements  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cook  on  the.  subject  of 
the  efforts  which  have  been  made  by  the  Sabbath  Committee  to  rescue 
the  Holy  Sabbath  from  desecration  and  place  it  in  its  right  position, 
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as  a  day  which  the  God  of  this  nation  requires  should  be  kept  holy ; 
that  we  rejoice  in  the  blessed  results  of  these  efforts,  and  that  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  stands  pledged  and  covenanted  with  God  and 
man  in  favor  of  this  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  have  heard  with  great  gratification  the 
statements  of  Pastor  Fisch  in  regard  to  the  Evangelical  Churches  in 
France.  They  would  assure  him  of  their  deep  interest  in  the  subject, 
and  their  prayer  is  that  he  may  have  a  pleasant  voyage  to  his  native 
land,  and  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  may  rest  upon  his  labors  there, 
and  upon  the  Churches  which  he  represents. 

Rcsohrd,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Churches  to  take  up  a 
collection  in  behalf  of  the  American  Colonization  Society  during  the 
year,  and  if  practicable  about  the  fourth  of  July. 

A  sermon  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  seventh  day  of  the 
session,  on  behalf  of  the  "Benevolent  Operations  of  the  Church,"  by 
Rev.  D.  McL.  Quackenbush,  from  Revelations  2:19:  "I  know  thy 
works,  and  charity,  and  service,  and  faith,  and  thy  patience,  and  thy 
works,  and  the  last  to  be  more  than  the  first." 

Resolved,  That  all  the  pastors  and  Churches  in  connection  with  the 
Synod  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  regard  its  injunction  that  the 
last  Thursday  of  February  be  observed'  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for 
colleges  and  seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  the  pastors  of  the  vari- 
ous Churches  preach  upon  the  subject  of  education  on  the  Sabbath 
previous  thereto.

Mr.  Brandt,  of  the  Senior  Class,  was  absent  from  the  last  exam- 
ination, having  been  in  the  army.  He  rejoined  his  class  not  long 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  September  last. 

Of  the  Junior  Class,  Mr.  Van  Vliet  was  compelled  by  ill  health 
to  leave  almost  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  term,  when  he 
hoped  to  be  able  to  resume  his  studies. 

The  Faculty  state  that  the  conduct  of  the  students,  as  far  as 
known  to  them,  has  been  consistent  with  their  relations  to  the 
Church  of  God ;  that  meetings  for  prayer  have  been  well  attended, 
and  that  many  of  them  have  been  active  in  Sabbath  schools  and 
other  such  associations. 

That  none  of  the  Graduating  Class  are  expecting  to  go  to  the 
Foreign  Missionary  field  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  fact  that  means 
are  not  provided  for  sending  such  as  already  are  waiting  to  be 
sent  out. 

The  examinations  were  well  sustained  by  the  students,  and 
afforded  evidence  of  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  Professors. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  heard  in  the  delivery  of 
specimen  sermons,  and  were  also  examined  on  personal  religion,  and 
their  views  in  entering  the  Gospel  ministry.  Their  examinations 
were  approved,  and  they  were  all  unanimously  recommended  to  the 
Faculty  for  their  professoral  certificates. 

All  the  students  of  the  Seminary  were  interrogated,  in  obedience 
to  the  injunction  of  General  Synod,  on  the  subject  of  preaching, 
when  it  was  found  that  there  had  been  no  violations  of  the  Law  of 
Synod. 

The  Committee  notice  with  great  satisfaction  the  efforts  of  the 
Faculty  to  procure  portraits  of  all  the  deceased  Professors  of  the 
Seminary,  and  we  cordially  recommend  this  praiseworthy  tribute  of 
affection  to  our  sainted  dead  to  the  cooperation  of  all  the  friends  of 
the  Church  and  the  "  School  of  the  Prophets." 

An  admirable  likeness  of  the  late  Professor  Van  Vranken  has 
been  presented  by  the  First  Church  of  Freehold,  of  which,  for  twenty 
years,  he  was  pastor.  We  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Boai*d  of  Superintendents  are 
hereby  returned  to  the  First  Church  of  Freehold,  and  to  the  Rev. 
Ralph  Willis,  its  Pastor,  for  the  excellent  portrait  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  Van  Vranken,  which,  through  their  affectionate  liberality  now 
adorns  the  walls  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological 
Hall. 

The  following  action  was  taken  in  reference  to  the  death  of  the 
Hon.  James  Neilson,  of  New  Brunswick  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  have  heard  with  regret  the  announcement  of  the  death  of

together  with  the  report  of  John  C.  Elmendorf,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of 
Rutgers  College,  in  relation  to  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Funds. 
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To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church: 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report  that  it  has  pleased  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  remove  by  death  one  of  their  number, 
the  Hon.  Theodore  Frelinghuysen ;  and  while  they  bow  in  submis- 
sion to  the  Divine  will,  they  cannot  avoid  expressing  their  sincere 
sorrow  that  they  have  been  deprived  of  the  presence  and  counsel  of 
their  beloved  associate.  Assured  of  the  deep  sympathy  of  the  whole 
Church  in  the  removal  of  this  excellent  man,  they  would  only  apply 
to  him  the  inspired  language  and  say  that  he,  after  he  had  served  his 
own  generation,  fell  on  sleep.  He  has  left  to  us  a  bright  example 
and  many  pleasant  memories. 

The  peculiar  and  unhappy  state  of  our  beloved  country  has  pre- 
vented the  Board  from  pressing  on  the  Churches  the  plan  of  raising 
a  Permanent  Contingent  Fund,  and,  in  consequence,  the  small  sum  of 
$108  only  has  been  contributed  to  it.  The  amount  of  the  Fund  is 
now  $1,163  15. 

The  Widows'  Fund  amounts  to  $17,953  95.  The  amount  of 
collections  from  churches,  and  donations  from  individuals  during  the 
past  year,  is  $575  49  ;  in  this  amount  is  included  a  legacy  and  interest 
thereon  from  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Thompson,  amounting  to  $117 
50;  there  is  also  included  the  sum  of  $160,  being  the  amount  of 
annual  subscriptions  due  to  three  subscribers  who  have  left  our 
Church  and  generously  donated  said  amount  to  the  Fund. 

The  amount  withdrawn  this  year  and  paid  out  of  the  annual 
income  is  $1,680.  One  subscriber  to  the  Fund  has  withdrawn  his 
whole  subscription  of  $500,  and  which,  according  to  the  rules,  has 
been  paid  out  of  the  principal  of  the  Fund.  There  has  been  received, 
however,  a  subscription  of  $500,  constituting  a  full  membership  of 
the  Fund. 

There  are  now  remaining  fifty-seven  subscribers  to  the  Fund,  and 
the  sum  of  $501  17  has  been  paid  this  year  to  annuitants. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  General  Synod,  the  Board 
have  taken  measures  to  obtain  the  consent  of  those  interested  in  the 
Fund  to  the  proposed  amendments  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of 
General  Synod,  and  would  report  that  all  have  not  yet  consented. 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  General  Synod,  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  Synod  at  its  Foreign  Missionary  stations,  known  as 
the  Amoy  Mission  in  China  and  the  Arcot  Mission  in  India,  have 
been  conveyed  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

A  loan  made  by  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to  the  First 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  has  been  paid 
out  of  the  Church  Building  Fund.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir : — At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  held  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  last  month,  I  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  Synod 
over  which  you  preside,  to  convey  to  that  honored  body  the  frater- 
nal salutations  of  the  Assembly.  I  anticipated  great  pleasure  in  the 
fulfilment  of  this  commission  by  a  visit  to  your  Synod,  but  havina 
since  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  been  considerably  indisposed, 
I  am  reluctantly  shut  up  to  the  necessity  of  denying  myself  that 
privilege. 

You  will,  then,  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir,  be  so  kind  as  to  inform  your 
Synod  of  my  appointment,  and  the  reason  of  my  failure  to  be  per- 
sonally present,  as  well  as  present  to  them  the  cordial  greetings  and 
warm  Christian  regards  of  the  body  which  I  have  the  honor  to  re- 
present. We  greatly  prize  the  correspondence  which  holds  between 
your  Synod  and  ourselves,  and  rejoice  in  every  indication  of  your 
prosperity  and  success,  as  a  noble  branch  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Most  sincerely  do  I  trust  that  your  present  session  may  be 
one  of  harmony  and  love,  and  its  results  largely  promotive  of  the 
high  interests  committed  to  your  charge.

The  following  Report  from  Rev.  E.  S.  Porter,  D.D.,  delegate  of  the 
General  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

To  the  President  of  the  General  Synod : 

The  undersigned,  as  delegate  from  your  body,  attended  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  convened  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  15th  of  May.  He  was  present  during  four 
days,  and  observed,  with  much  gratification,  the  proceedings  taken 
within  that  period.  Your  delegate  tendered  the  cordial  salutations 
of  the  General  Synod  to  the  sister  Assembly,  which  were  fervently 
and  emphatically  reciprocated.  He  could  not  fail  to  feel  that  the 
correspondence  between  the  two  bodies  is  far  more  than  a  formal  ex- 
change of  compliments  ;  resting,  as  it  does,  upon  common  principles 
of  faith,  informed  by  a  kindred  spirit,  and  maintained  with  a  fraternal 
purpose  to  honor  the  one  head,  Jesus  Christ.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully  report  on 
the  following  subjects,  referred  to  them  for  consideration : 

1.  The  report  of  the  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  does  not  require  any  special  action. 

2.  A  communication  of  Rev.  Alfred  Nevin,  D.D.,  the  Corres- 
ponding Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  to  attend  this  session  of  Synod,  assigning  the  reasons  for  his 
absence,  and  conveying  to  this  body  their  fraternal  salutations. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  incorporated  in  the 
Minutes,  and  that  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  hereby  authorized 
to  reciprocate  these  expressions  of  Christian  confidence  and 
sympathy. 

3.  Another  subject  referred  to  your  Committee  relates  to  the 
"  opening  of  a  correspondence  with  the  Reformed  Church  of  France." 

The  following  action  is  suggested  : 


JUNE,  1862.  139 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
as  a  Committee  of  Synod,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  opening  such 
correspondence,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod  ;  and,  if  favor- 
able action  is  taken,  also  to  prepare  a  suitable  letter  to  that  body  of 
Christians,  for  the  approval  of  Synod. 

4.  Your  Committee  have  also  examined  with  much  carefulness 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
to  consider  the  propriety  of  opening  a  correspondence  by  delegates, 
with  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  commonly 
styled  New  School. 

The  grave  importance  of  action  on  this  topic,  at  once  awakens 
serious  thoughtfulness,  for  conflicting  opinions  evidently  present 
themselves. 

On  the  one  hand,  we  hear  the  voice  of  our  Lord  and  Master  often 
pressing  the  duty  and  privilege  of  love  to  all  the  brotherhood,  and 
then,  in  His  closing  instructions  to  the  Church,  offering  that  wonder- 
ful prayer  for  those  who  had  been  "  given  to  Him,"  that  they  all 
"  may  be  one,"  even  as  He  and  His  Father  are  one. 

The  same  spirit  is  breathed  in  the  teachings  of  the  inspired 
Apostles.  They  urge  an  enlarged  Christian  charity.  They  set  forth 
the  Church  as  the  "  body  of  Christ,"  the  one  glorious  Head  of  all, 
"  of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named."  They 
would  have  all,  without  distinction  of  name,  to  "  endeavor  to  keep 
the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace."  In  view  of  such 
declaration  of  Divine  truth,  it  becomes  us  to  hail  with  joy  every 
indication  of  God's  providence  pointing  to  a  closer  and  stronger  unity 
of  the  Church  of  our  Lord. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  must  not  forget  that  truth — the  truth  as 
it  is  in  Jesus — lies  at  the  basis  of  genuine  Christian  union.  It  is  this 
that  gives  life,  consistency  and  vigor  to  the  whole.  We  are  assured 
that  charity  "rejoiceth  in  the  truth."  Moreover,  we  are  commanded 
to  "  hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,"  and  not  be  "  carried  about 
with  every  wind  of  doctrine." 

It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  no  little  carefulness  is  requisite,  lest  by 
any  means  we  suppress  a  becoming  desire  for  Christian  union  Avith 
all  who  "  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,"  or  lest  we  form  an 
undue  complicity  and  alliance  with  what  we  deem  to  be  contrary  to 
the  Word  of  God. 

The  Reformed  Dutch  Church  cherishes  towards  the  large  body  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  the  most  cordial  and  fraternal  feelings, 
based,  as  we  believe,  on  unity  of  faith.  On  this  account  a  regular 
correspondence  has  long  been  maintained  with  one  branch  of  that 
family.  We  are  not  prepared  to  assert,  with  like  directness,  the 
existence  of  the  same  feeling,  arising  from  the  same  cause,  in  reference 
to  the  "General  Assembly,  commonly  styled  New  School."  Yet, 
during  the  past  few  years,  our  practical  commingling  and  conjunction 
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with  that   respected  family   of  Christ,  in   the  interchange    of  her 
ministry  and  membership,  is  a  well  known  fact. 

The  question,  therefore,  may  well  arise,  whether  we  should  longer 
remain  as  comparative  strangers,  or  shall  we  begin  to  look  at  and 
greet  each  other  with  well  understood  Christian  salutations. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  This  Synod  considers  the  interchange  of  Christian 
courtesy  and  kindness  between  ecclesiastical  bodies  as  most  desirable, 
wherever  it  can  be  practicable  and  hearty,  even  when  differences  of 
doctrinal  views  may  preclude  that  form  of  correspondence  contem- 
plated in  chap,  ii.,  art.  5,  sec.  3  of  our  Constitntion, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  send  to  the  next  New  School  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  a  Commissioner,  whose  office 
it  shall  be  to  assure  that  body  of  our  fraternal  affection  and  interest, 
and  to  propose  to  it  a  yearly  interchange  of  kind  expressions  by 
letter. 

We  also  report  the  following  nominations  from  which  to  choose  a 
Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church : 
Primarii,  Revs.  William  V.  V.  Mabon,  D.D.,  P.  D.  Van  Cleef; 
Secundi,  Revs.  Goyn  Talmage,  J.  Romeyn  Berry. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rev.  William  V.  V.  Mabon,  D.D.,  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (Old  School,) 
and  Rev.  Goyn  Talmage  Secundus. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  be  directed  to  respectfully  suggest  to  that  body  the 
propriety  of  having  all  correspondence  between  that  Church  and  this 
carried  on  by  letter. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL  REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

A  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  David  Cole,  C.  Van  Cleef,  and 
the  Elder,  F.  J.  Hosford,  was  appointed  to  report  a  plan  for  the  re- 
ligious exercises  of  the  Synod.  Their  report  was  accepted,  and 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 
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The  Committee  on  Religious  Exercises  recommend : 

1.  That  a  prayer  meeting  be  held  in  the  lecture  room  of  this 
church  every  morning  during  the  session  of  the  Synod,  from  8  to  9 
o'clock. 

2.  That  the  Synod  join  in  devotional  exercises  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  day,  from  3£  to  4%  o'clock,  and  that  these  exercises  be 
directed  by  the  President. 

3.  That  the  Synod  join  in  celebrating  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day,  at  3  o'clock,  and  that 
Rev.  Joseph  A.  Collier  be  requested  to  preach  the  sermon ;  Rev.  J. 
Romeyn  Berry  to  speak  at  the  distribution  of  the  bread,  and  Rev. 
N.  E.  Smith  to  speak  at  the  distribution  of  the  wine.

Services  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  above  report. 
The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted,  and  adopted  : 

REPORT    ON   THE    STATE    OF    RELIGION     MADE    TO     GENERAL    SYNOD. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  subject  assigned  them  in  the  light 
of  the  Minutes  of  our  Particular  Synods.  From  the  summaries  of 
these  bodies,  on  this  matter  always  made  most  prominent,  your  Com- 
mittee endeavor  to  present  such  extracts  and  remarks,  as  shall  to- 
gether furnish  a  succint  but  comprehensive  view  of  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  our  beloved  Church,  at  the  close  of  another  ecclesiastical 
year  of  her  history. 

All  the  Churches  in  connection  with  the  particular  Synod  of  New 
York,  agree  substantially  in  the  following,  as  existing  facts  : 

The  means  of  grace  have-been  diligently  observed,  in  accordance 
with  established  usages.  The  voice  of  the  pulpit  has  been  uttered  on 
every  Sabbath  day,  proclaiming  the  "unsearchable  riches  of  Christ," 
and  calling  sinners  to  repentance.  Respectful  and  encouraging  at- 
tendance and  attention  upon  the  part  of  our  people,  beget  animation 
in  the  hope  indulged  of  a  growing  interest  in  religious  things.  The 
presence  of  the  "  Spirit  of  truth"  is  mentioned  by  some,  and  the 
prevalence  of  the  spirit  of  peace  by  other  reports.  Sabbath  school, 
Bible  class  and  catechetical  instruction  has  been,  for  the  most  part, 
continuously  given.  Prayer  meetings  have  multiplied,  and  have 
been  on  the  whole  better  attended  than  formerly.  Contributions,  as 
usual,  though  more  limited,  have  been  made  to  the  various  streams 
of  benevolence  that  flow  from  our  fountain  to  irrigate  the  world. 
External  prosperity,  like  the  light  of  the  sun,  lies  upon  the  green 
pastures  of  our  Lord,  where  his  under-shepherds  tend  his  flocks ;  but, 
notwithstanding  these  facts,  commonly  descriptive  of,  and  cheering 
to  the  Churches  of  this  Synod,  the  complaint  is  general  among  them,

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that  the  results  of  another  year's  labor  fall  far  below  their  fondly 
fostered  hopes  of  heavenly  bestowment. 

The  Synod  of  Albany  records  the  pleasing  fact,  that  "  notwith- 
standing the  disastrous  effects  of  oar  most  lamentable  civil  war  upon 
the  financial  interests  of  the  country,  there  are  many  Churches  which 
report  increased,  and  still  increasing  contributions  for  religious  and 
benevolent  purposes;  while  those  whose  alms  have  diminished  in 
actual  amount,  have  allowed  them  to  fall  but  little  short  of  the  re- 
ported contributions  in  more  prosperous  and  peaceful  years."  This 
is  indicative  of  a  thriving  evangelical  sentiment  of  great  practical  im- 
portance, extending  in  the  right  direction  ;  but  the  Synod,  at  the 
same  time,  is  compelled  to  place  in  the  front  of  its  report,  above 
alluded  to,  language  expressive  of  a  widely  extended  fact,  deeply  to 
be  regretted,  viz :  "  "With  one  voice  the  Classes  (under  its  care)  de- 
plore the  dearth  of  the  awakening  and  quickening  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  It  is  the  topic  which  forms  the  staple  of  each  of  the 
several  reports." 

The  Synod  of  Chicago  thinks  that  notwithstanding  their  limited 
means  of  grace,  in  consequence  of  which  some  of  our  ecclesiastical 
centers  of  influence  among  them  are  enfeebled,  and  the  people 
mourn  over  silent  Sabbaths  and  closed  sanctuaries,  yet  their  Churches 
generally  have  enjoyed  a  good  measure  of  spiritual  prosperity. 

From  the  amplifications  of  our  Synodical  reports,  your  Commit- 
tee think  that  an  unusual  falling  off  in  the  matter  of  the  increase  of 
our  membership,  during  the  past  year,  has  produced  a  tone  of  des- 
pondency in  nearly  all  of  them,  on  the  state  of  religion.  And  your 
Committee  regret  to  state  that  the  figures  justify  this  as  a  general 
fact.  The  statistical  synopsis  of  last  year  informs  us  that  2,519  were 
added  to  our  Church  by  confession  of  faith.  This  year  our  additions 
are  very  much  diminished  from  that  number.  In  the  Synod  of  New 
York,  the  number  is  1,149.  In  the  Synod  of  Albany  the  number  is 
619.  In  the  Synod  of  Chicago  the  number  is  266,  making  in  all 
2,034,  and  showing  a  decrease  in  members  from  the  world,  of  485. 
We  need  not,  therefore,  wonder  at  the  feeling  of  sorrow  over  this 
state  of  things,  alike  pervading  nearly  all  the  classical  reports  of  this 
year.  The  cause  seems  to  be  generally  understood,  and  in  some 
cases,  distinctly  pointed  out  to  be  the  unhappy  civil  war  which  has 
for  more  than  a  year  distracted  not  only  the  Country,  but  the  Church. 
The  press,  on  this  subject  of  national  calamity,  has  daily  chronicled 
numerous  facts,  some  of  them  amazing,  distressing,  exciting ;  others 
of  them  confounding,  exasperating,  maddening,  and  all  of  them 
adapted  to  the  disastrous  work  of  mentally  and  morally  diverting  the 
hearts  of  the  impenitent,  so  far  from  the  claims  of  the  Gospel,  and  of 
their  own  souls,  as  to  cause  them  to  prefer  patriotism  to  piety,  as  the 
circumstantial  imperative  duty  of  the  present  hour.  They  have  ex- 
hibited a  wonderful  unanimity  in  the  duty  discharged,  of  rendering 
unto  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's,  while  the  exigencies  of  the 
Country  have  come  into  the  help  of  old  delusions,  persuasive  to  the 
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impiety  of  not  rendering  to  God  the  things  that  are  God's.  The 
breach  of  the  Sabbath,  by  the  out-pouring  of  Sunday  newspapers  in 
our  large  cities,  flooding  the  North  -wherever  it  could  be  reached  by 
matters  so  exciting,  as  to  nullify  the  ordinary  operations  of  gospel 
truth,  or  at  least  preventing  its  lodgment  in  the  mind,  and  shutting 
out  its  influence  from  the  heart,  have  kept  the  popular  mind  per- 
petually closed  up  to  the  causes  of  its  excitement,  and  have  produced 
a  morbid  appetite  for  reading  recitals  from  -which  angels  would  turn 
away  in  disgust  and  horror.  These  things,  in  proximity  to  our  con- 
gregations, constantly  and  successfully  appealing  to  unmindful  hearers, 
are  a  fit  instrumentality  of  which  the  old  deceiver  readily  avails 
himself  to  steal  away  the  Word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  might 
forsake  the  prince  of  darkness,  and  enlist  under  the  Prince  of  peace. 

We  mourn  these  things,  but  we  need  not  repine  ;  should  not  de- 
spond ;  ought  not  to  relax  our  fidelity,  nor  abate  our  zeal  in  the 
glorious  cause  of  our  Master.  Generous  men,  honorably  indignant 
against  the  rebellion  of  the  South,  but  lamentably  oblivious  of  their 
own  rebellion  against  the  King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords,  may 
turn  away  from  the  paramount  claims  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  their 
laudable  anxiety  to  put  down  the  rebellion  of  the  South,  strangely 
manage  to  perpetuate  their  own  against  the  Captain  of  our  salvation ; 
but  so  long  as  the  Church  is  faithful  to  her  duties,  the  peril  will  be 
all  their  own,  while  ours  shall  be  the  comfort  of  that  unfailing 
promise  :  "  My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  shall  accom- 
plish that  whereunto  I  send  it."  "  The  foundation  of  God  standeth 
sure,  having  this  seal.     The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his." 

Amid  all  this  tumultuous  uproar  in  our  Country,  there  are,  how- 
ever, numerous  signs  for  encouragement  and  hope.  Over  2,000  souls 
within  our  bounds  have  professedly  abandoned  the  world,  and  chosen 
the  one  thing  needful ;  and  although  the  pleasure  is  denied  us  of 
announcing  extensive  revivals  of  religion,  and  we,  instead,  have  to 
write  "  lamentation,"  we  rejoice  that  the  terrible  monosyllable, 
"  woe,"  need  not  be  added,  for  the  blessed  means  of  grace  are  not 
abridged,  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  like  refreshing  dew,  has  been 
granted  to  many  of  our  Churches,  causing  growth  in  grace  and  know- 
ledge to  the  children  of  God,  and  to  some,  repentance  unto  life. 

Your  Committee  regard  it  as  a  cheering  sign  of  reserved  mercies, 
that  the  spirit  of  prayer,  and  a  humbling  sense  of  reliance  on  God, 
seem  to  pervade  our  Church  in  a  good  degree.  No  roots  of  bitter- 
ness appear  to  send  forth  the  thorns  and  thistles  of  discord  and  dis- 
sension. The  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bonds  of  peace  sheds  its 
beneficent  influence  upon  our  entire  brotherhood.  Harmony  of 
views,  and  directness  of  purpose  in  evangelical  aims  to  glorify  Christ 
and  advance  his  cause,  seem  to  cement  us  in  fraternal  love,  and  in  de- 
votion to  the  doctrines  and»policy  of  our  Church.  All  the  abatement 
that  seemingly  need  be  made  to  this  statement,  respects  the  degree 
of  intensity  in  manifestation.  We  need  the  quickening  influences  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  prompting  our  ministers  to  a  more  faithful  presenta- 
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tion  of  doctrinal  troth,  according  to  the  constitutional  requirement  of 
a  continuously  regular  exposition  of  the  Heidelberg  catechism.  The 
doctrines  of  our  Church  we  believe  to  be  the  doctrines  of  the  Word 
of  God,  so  admirably  arranged  in  this  venerable  symbol,  that  it  may 
be  made  the  means  of  familiarizing  our  people  with  the  great  frame- 
work of  the  plan  of  salvation  far  more  readily  and  efficiently  than  by 
any  other  method.  We  need  this  heavenly  influence  to  urge  our 
membership  to  the  imperative  duty  of  giving  in  their  daily  walk  a 
living  commentary  upon  our  pulpit  descriptions  of  Christian  charac- 
ter. We  need  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  in  more  abundant  exemplifica- 
tion, that  our  "  alms  and  our  prayers,"  from  liberal  hands  and  devoted 
hearts  of  loyalty  and  love,  may  come  up  before  God  with  acceptance, 
so  that  we  may  reap  the  result  he  has  promised  in  a  richer  harvest 
of  spiritual  good,  The  mention  of  these  important  matters  must  be 
made  emphatic,  as  your  Committee  judge,  because  there  are  so  many 
additional  stimulants  in  great  activity  at  this  time  to  divert  the 
minds  of  Christian  men,  to  at  least  a  suspension  of  deeply-felt  interest 
in  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  because  the  last  annual  report  of  General 
Synod  on  the  matter  in  hand,  contained  no  cheering  evidence  of 
spiritual  advancement  or  enlargement  of  home  operations.  Last  year 
the  record  was  made  that,  "  as  a  Church  we  have  failed  in  the  main 
to  reach  those  more  eminent  attributes  of  a  growing  righteousness 
which  we  could  have  attained."  This  year  the  reports  from  our 
Churches  do  not  justify  an  abatement  of  this  language,  but  rather 
prompt  to  a  more  earnest  appeal  for  special  prayer  and  effort  for  in- 
dividual and  collective  improvement,  that  as  a  Church  we  may 
speedily  rise  far  above  the  level  where  we  have  already  too  long 
rested. 

It  does  not  become  your  Committee  to  read  a  homily  to  the 
Church  on  her  deficiencies ;  but  they  beg  permission  to  plead  for 
special  effort  to  be  made,  by  the  wisdom  and  piety  of  every  Con- 
sistory, to  contribute  a  share  in  one  general  effort  to  counteract  what- 
ever local  influences  seem  to  them  to  be  impediments  to  our  spiritual 
growth  and  prosperity.  Thus,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  our  next  year's 
report  shall  put  into  our  mouths  a  new  song  of  praise. 

Let  it  be  remembered,  with  an  eye  to  speedy  correction,  that  in 
many  places  the  sin  of  intemperance  is  doing  sad  execution,  where 
we  should  expect  different  things.  The  plea  of  long  forbearance,  we 
fear,  is  too  often  made  to  escape  the  unpopular  but  necessary  duty  of 
discipline.  Purity  is  essential  to  prosperity  in  the  Church  of  God, 
and  that  is  a  sadly  mistaken  course  which  purchases  peace  at  its 
expense.  Holiness  of  heart  can  never  be  reached  by  that  man  who 
so  far  forgets  his  profession  as  to  hold  a  slack  reign  over  the  lusts  of 
the  flesh.  Wherever  intemperance  and  licentiousness  be  found  to 
mar  the  membership  of  any  Church,  let  that  Church  be  faithful  in  the 
prudent  but  prompt  exercise  of  her  discipline.  The  utmost  prominence 
that  can  be  given  to  the  subject  of  temperance  in  our  Sabbath  schools 
ought  to  be  given,  for  the  obvious  reason  of  the  great  advantages  of 
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early  impressions,  rightly  made,  to  the  formation  of  correct  principles 
for  the  conduct  of  life. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  not  amiss  to  urge  the  great  subject  of 
training  the  baptized  children  of  the  Church  upon  the  attention  of 
all  our  Consistories.  While  there  is  a  commendable  zeal  in  bringing 
the  young  within  the  justly  valued  power  of  Sabbath  school  influence, 
let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  baptism  of  a  child  constitutes  its 
special  claim  upon  the  prayers  and  efforts  of  the  Church.  To  our 
baptized  youth  must  we  look  for  her  future  strength  and  onward 
movement.  Let  us  be  faithful  to  her  in  rearing  them  up  to  a  prefer- 
ence for  the  ecclesiastical  home  of  their  fathers,  and  while  we  teach 
them  the  hatefulness  of  bigotry,  let  us  infuse  into  them  that  feeling 
of  denominationalism  which  shall  lead  them  to  value  what  we  think 
worth  keeping  in  our  peculiarity  as  a  distinct  organization  in  the 
great  family  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

In  view  of  what  we  have  found  to  be  the  general  utterances  of 
our  Churches  in  reference  to  the  subjects  spoken  of,  your  Committee 
recommend  to  the  General  Synod  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  we  feel  humbled  before  God  on  account  of  our  short- 
comings as  a  branch  of  his  Church ;  that  we  feel  grateful  for  the 
blessings  of  peace  among  ourselves,  and  that  measure  of  prosperity 
we  enjoy,  under  the  administration  of  the  word  and  sacraments, 
accompanied  by  the  blessed  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  that  we 
earnestly  long  and  pray  for  more  abundant  showers  of  Divine  grace ; 
and  that  for  this  purpose  we  will  aim  to  attain  a  higher  degree  of 
spiritual  energy,  Christian  zeal,  and  becoming  enlarged  liberality  in 
the  service  of  Christ. 

2.  That  a  Committee  be  now  appointed  to  prepare  a  Pastoral 
Letter,  which  shall  be  an  earnest  argument  and  appeal  on  the  sub- 
jects of  ecclesiastical  interest  referred  to  in  this  and  the  similar 
report  of  last  year,  to  be  read  from  all  our  pulpits,  and  published  in 
the  Christian  Intelligencer. 

We  close  our  report  by  recording  our  devout  gratitude  for  the 
services  rendered  our  Church  by  the  following  dearly  beloved 
brethren,  who  have  closed  their  labors  on  earth  during  the  past 
year  and  have  gone  to  their  reward  :  Rev.  W.  R.  Bogardus  and  Rev. 
Peter  Allen,  of  the  Chassis  of  Paramus ;  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Strong 
and  Rev.  J.  T.  M.  Davie,  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island ;  and 
recently,  Rev.  Dr.  George  W.  Bethune,  of  the  Classis  of  New  York ; 
Rev.  Samuel  Harlow,  of  the  Classis  of  Kingston ;  Rev.  Paul  Wied- 
man,  of  the  Classis  of  Geneva;  and  Rev.  Jeremiah  Searle,  of  the 
Classis  of  Orange.

Resolved,  That  as  the  present  year  is  the  three  hundredth  since 
the  publication  of  our  Confession  of  Faith  and  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism,  it  be  recommended  to  the  General  Synod  to  appoint  some 
suitable  day  to  be  observed  as  an  anniversary  in  commemoration  of 
that  event,  with  recommendations  that  all  our  ministry  shall  preach 
on  the  occasion,  and  make  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of  our  In- 
stitutions at  New  Brunswick.

The  resolution  in  the  above  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Centenary  Celebration  of  the  Belgic  Confession. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  an  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  West- 
chester, requesting  General  Synod  to  make  proper  arrangements  for 
holding  a  tri-centennial  celebration  of  the  adoption  by  our  Church  of 
the  Belgic  Confession  of  Faith,  respectfully  report  that  a  similar  refer- 
ence on  this  subject  is  found  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  New  York,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  as  the  present  year  is  the  three  hundredth  since 
the  publication  of  our  Confession  of  Faith  and  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism,  it  be  recommended  to  the  General  Synod  to  appoint  some 
suitable  day  to  be  observed  as  an  anniversary  in  commemoration  of 
that  event,  with  recommendations  that  all  our  ministers  shall  preach 
on  the  occasion,  and  make  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of  our  Institu- 
tions at  New  Brunswick. 

Your  Committee  consider  the  matter  submitted  to  them  deserving 
the  recommendation  of  General  Synod  to  all  the  Churches  of  our 
denomination,  believing  that  much  useful  information  may  thus  be 
imparted  to  our  people  respecting  the  history  and  value  of  that  Con- 
fession, and  that  much  good  may  be  accomplished  by  a  unanimous 
effort  as  proposed  in  the  aforesaid  references. 
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Youv  Committee,  therefore,  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  the  second  Sabbath  in  September  next  be  appointed 
as  the  day  for  a  tri-centennial  celebration  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Belgic  Confession,  when  all  our  Churches  be  requested  to  hold  a 
special  service  at  their  usual  hour  of  morning  worship,  on  which 
occasion  every  pastor  be  requested  to  preach  a  sermon  appropriate  to 
the  commemoration  of  that  historical  event. 

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  Consistories  to  open  lists  for 
the  record  of  the  names  and  donations  of  those  who  will  contribute 
to  the  realization  of  a  sum  on  that  day,  or  within  a  short  specified 
period,  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  for  the  benefit 
of  our  Church  Building  Fund ;  and  that  said  Treasurer  report  the 
success  of  the  effort  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

3.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  publish  these  resolutions  in  the  Christian 
Intelligencer  in  three  consecutive  issues  previous  to  said  anniversary.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SYNODICAL    APPEALS. 

An  appeal  from  James  Edwards,  a  member  of  the  Church  at 
Fort  Plain,  from  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  in 
reference  to  said  Church,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  would  re- 
spectfully present  the  following  report,  viz  : 

There  has  been  submitted  to  them,  through  the  Synod,  a  com- 
munication purporting  to  be  a  complaint,  signed  by  James  Edwards, 
an  elder  of  the  Church  of  Fort  Plain,  embodying  a  complaint  made 
to  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  signed  l>y  three  elders,  two  deacons, 
two  members  of  the  great  Consistory,  one  member  of  the  Church, 
and  eight  members  of  the  congregation.  It  appears  this  last  com- 
plaint (from  the  communication  before  us)  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Overtures  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery. 

The  pastor  of  the  Church  of  Fort  Plain,  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Hall, 
requested  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken  upon  it.  The 
Committee  retired  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hall  and  four  elders  of  the 
Church.  The  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  appointment  of  a 
Special  Committee  to  visit  the  Church  at  Fort  Plain.  It  was  resolved 
to  table  the  whole  proceedings,  after  which,  at  the  request  of  the 
Delegate  from  the  Church  at  Fort  Plain,  a  Committee  was  appointed. 
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The  Committee  notified  the  parties  that  they  would  visit  Fort  Plain 
on  the  28  th  of  April.  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  for  certain  reasons  assigned, 
requested  the  Committee  to  postpone  action  for  one  month,  his 
petition  being  signed  by  a  few  persons.  The  Committee  granted  the 
request  of  the  petitioners,  which  brought  about  an  appeal  to  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  thus  leaving  us  as  though  there  was  no 
judicature  which  has  jurisdiction  in  the  case.  The  undersigned  feel- 
ing aggrieved,  asks  the  General  Synod  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
whole  matter. 

It  appears  that  an  appeal  was  prosecuted  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Hall 
before  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  subject 
matter  of  complaint  is  not  brought  up  regularly  by  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  but  as  a  communication 
by  an  order  to  the  General  Synod,  in  the  absence  of  all  documents 
save  the  printed  minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  your 
Committee  would  recommend  that  the  complainant  have  leave  to 
withdraw  his  communication,  and  that  the  Classis  of  Montgomery 
be  directed  (if  necessity  so  require)  to  take  original  action  in  the 
premises.

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The  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School 
Union  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  report  from  the  Arcot  Mission  was  presented  by  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union 
whose  term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  ap- 
peared that  the  following  were  elected  :  Rev.  T.  E.  Vermilye,  D.D., 
B.  C.  Taylor,  D.D.,  John  C.  Guldin,  Polhemus  Van  Wyck,  and 
Messrs.  Thomas  Jeremiah,  John  S.  Bussing,  Abraham  Bogardus, 
Jacob  Brouwer,  Charles  S.  Little,  William  Wood,  Abraham  Van  Nest, 
John  Delamater. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  the  following  were  elected :  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  John  H. 
Manning,  Joseph  T.  Duryea,  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck,  G.  H.  Mandeville, 
Messrs.  F.  J.  Hosford,  Peter  R.  Warner,  Johnson  Letson. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  adopted  : 

REPORT    OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  having  examined  the  documents 
placed  in  their  hands,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report : 

Previous  to  August  1st,  of  the  past  year,  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  which  has  been 
vacated  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  A.  H.  Cornell,  D.D.,  were  per- 
formed by  Rev.  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck.  At  that  date,  the  Rev.  John  L. 
See,  who  was  duly  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  entered  upon  the  office, 
and  is  now  the  acting  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

FUNDS. 

From  examination  of  the  Report  respecting  the  Van  Benschoten

Being   $1,888  89   less  than   the   amount   received   last   year,   and 
$2,337  65  less  than  received  the  year  next  preceding.     During  the 
past  year  there  have  been  eighty-nine  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of 
the  Board.     Of  these,  thirty-one  have  been  pursuing  their  studies  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick;  thirty-one  in  Rutgers 
College,  one  in  the  Grammar  School  at  New   Brunswick,  two  in  the 
Holland  Academy,  and  one  in  Union  College.     Deducting  from  this 
total  of  eighty-nine,  the  number  recently  graduated  from  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  the  number  who  have  left  for   other  causes, 
there  remained  under  the  care  of  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  May   1st,   1862,  sixty-nine.     The  Board  is  now   paying   the 
amount  of  sixty-four  full  appropriations.     It  will  be   seen  that  there 
has  been  a  serious  falling  off  in  the  receipts  of  the  Board.     This  may 
be  attributed  in  part  to  the  unavoidable  interruption  occasioned  by  a 
change  in  the  secretaryship  and  in  part  to  the  financial   embarrass- 
ment of  the  times.    But  the  chief  cause  is  without  doubt,  to  be  found 
in  the  apathy  of  the  Churches.     Is  it  not  a  humiliating  fact  that  less 
than  one-third  of  our  Churches  contribute  to  the  funds  of  this  Board  ? 
Why  is  this  ?     Can  we  suppose  that  the  confidence  of  the  Church  in 
the  object  of  the  Board  is  shaken  ? — that  she  has  lent  her  sympathy 
to  a  theory  we  are  pained  to  hear  put  forth  with  such  dangerous  dis- 
tinctness from  high   places, — a  theory  that  would  countenance  the 
sending  forth  of  men  to  preach  the  Gospel  who  have  not  been  care- 
fully educated  for  the  work  ?     Is  she  prepared  to  join  in  a  crusade 
to  demolish  our  Theological  Seminaries  and  declare  every  Professional 
chair  vacant  ?     We  cannot  believe  that  such  a  policy,  as  unscriptural 
as  it  is  dangerous,  has  gained  more  than  a  very  limited  currency. 

Or  must  we  suppose  that  there  is  a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Board  ?  A  careful  review  of  the  disbursements  of  the 
past  year  will  show  that  its  funds  have  been  judiciously  appropriated. 
Owing  to  the  large  indebtedness  of  the  Board  and  the  number  of 
beneficiaries  preparing  for  the  gospel  ministry,  the  General  Synod  has 
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been  memorialized  by  one  of  the  Classes  "  to  direct  the  Board  to 
abridge  its  operations,  until  its  funds  are  more  abundant." 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  Board  are  already  practicing  re- 
trenchment as  far  as  in  their  opinion  is  judicious.  They  are  still 
acting  under  a  resolution  passed  by  themselves  more  than  a  year  since, 
viz : 

"  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  embarrassed  state  of  the 
treasury,  the  Board  are  constrained  to  decline  receiving  any  further 
applications  for  aid  until  the  treasury  is  relieved." 

This  resolution  has  been  carefully  adhered  to,  with  but  two  war- 
rantable exceptions,  in  both  of  which  the  Board  have  granted  only 
temporary  assistance.  A  movement  is  already  inaugurated,  by  means 
of  which  it  is  hoped  the  whole  indebtedness  of  the  Board  will  be 
canceled  by  the  first  of  August  next. 

Under  these  circumstances  your  Committee  are  unanimous  in  the 
conviction  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  recommend  any  further  retrench- 
ment at  present.  How  shall  they  retrench  ?  Shall  they  dismiss  their 
secretary  ?  This,  we  apprehend,  would  only  add  to  their  embarrass- 
ment. The  encouraging  auspices  under  which  he  has  entered  upon 
his  work  give  cheering  promise  of  success. 

Shall  they  dismiss  the  young  men  now  under  their  care,  and  turn 
away  other  worthy  applicants ;  when  between  seventy  and  eighty 
congregations  within  our  bounds  are  without  pastors  ?  When  may 
we  hope  to  supply  these  vacancies  and  fill  the  places  of  standard- 
bearers  that  are  constantly  falling  ; — when  furnish  our  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missions  with  the  reinforcements  they  greatly  need,  if  we  do 
not  make  more  rapid  progress  in  the  increase  of  our  ministerial  corps? 
The  Gospel  is  making  the  tour  of  the  world.  Its  course  is  continu- 
ously onward.  The  smoke  and  dust  of  the  battle-field  are  but  the 
effervescence  of  elements  with  which  it  has  no  affinity,  coming  in 
contact  with  it.  The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  heaven-appointed 
agency  for  suppressing  opposition  and  carrying  forward  the  triumphs 
of  the  Cross.  But  "  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent  ?" 
And  when  our  young  men  are  willing  to  forego  tempting  inducements 
to  more  lucrative  positions  and  give  themselves  up  to  the  self-denying 
work  of  the  ministry,  is  it  not  a  serious  responsibility  for  the  Church, 
by  her  apathy,  to  lay  the  hand  of  arrest  upon  them  ? 

And  must  not  delinquent  ]^stors  share  this  responsibility  ?  Who 
can  doubt,  if  any  pastor  would  present  to  his  people  an  intelligent 
view  of  this  whole  subject,  and  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  them,  that 
there  would  be  a  generous  response,  and  instead  of  an  overdrawn,  we 
should  have  an  overflowing  treasury  ?  In  addition  to  Church  collec- 
tions, may  not  much  be  accomplished  by  personal  apjAication  ?  May 
not  the  Eldership  render  efficient  service  here  ?  Are  there  not,  in 
many  of  our  Churches,  men  of  position,  influence  and  wealth,  who,  if 
properly  addressed,  will  contribute  liberally  to  this  cause?  Your  Com- 
mittee would  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 
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1.  Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  recommended  to  call  the 
attention  of  pastors  to  the  embarrassed  state  of  the  treasury  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  with  a  view  to  have  collections  taken  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  treasury  in  all  the  Churches  within  their  bounds. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  pastors  of  all  our  Churches  be  urged  to  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  cause  of  the  Board,  to  present  its  claims  to  their 
Churches,  and  to  take  up  collections  for  the  same,  at  the  earliest  date 
practicable,  and  also  to  secure  from  them  if  possible,  an  annual  con- 
tribution. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  solicit  individual 
subscriptions  from  the  more  able  members  of  their  congregations 
with  a  view  to  establish  scholarships  and  to  replenish  the  treasury  of 
the  Board. 

HOLLAND    ACADEMY. 

The  Principal  of  this  Institution,  Rev.  P.  Phelps,  speaks  en- 
couragingly of  the  deportment  and  progress  in  study  of  the  students. 
During  the  past  year  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Dcr  Wall  has  resigned  his 
position  as  assistant  instructor,  and  his  post  still  remains  vacant.  A 
most  gratifying  interest  is  taken  in  the  prosperity  of  the  institution, 
both  by  those  resident  in  the  vicinity,  and  by  others  friendly  to  its 
object.  Commendable  mention  is  made  of  the  fidelity  of  the  Prin- 
cipal. Rev.  Dr.  Van  Raalte  seems  untiring  in  his  efforts  in  its  be- 
half. A  lady  from  the  Church  of  Hastings  has  made  a  liberal 
contribution,  the  second  of  the  kind,  in  order  to  secure  a  much 
needed  addition  to  the  building.  Some  of  the  students,  during  tbeir 
vacation,  have  generously  given  their  time  and  services,  to  aid  in  fit- 
ting up  a  gymnasium. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  last  year  is  56.  Of  these 
three  have  entered  Rutgers  College  ;  two  have  withdrawn ;  one  has 
died,  and  five  have  discontinued  study,  to  procure  means  for  resuming 
it  at  a  future  time. 

It  is  to  be  fondly  hoped  that  the  curriculum  of  the  class-room  in 
this  institution  will,  at  no  distant  day,  be  of  such  an  elevated  grade, 
as  to  afford  the  advantages  of  a  finished  collegiate  education,  and 
thus  obviate  the  expensive  necessity  of  entering  other  institutions  for 
this  purpose. 

PAROCHIAL    SCHOOLS. 

It  would  seem  that  the  Christian  public  within  the  limits  of  our 
denomination,  if  not  averse  from  the  policy  of  establishing  these  in- 
stitutions, is  at  least  tardy  in  adopting  it.  Only  our  Holland  and 
German  Churches  at  present  avail  themselves  of  the  aid  in  sustaining 
these  schools,  which  private  munificence  has  generously  placed  at 
their  disposal. 

Ten  Parochial  schools  are  reported  as  under  the  care  of  the 
Board.  These  have  in  attendance  an  average  number  of  259 
students. 

The  amount  appropriated  to  them  by  the  Parochial  School  Fund 
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is  $670.  A  sum  nearly  equal  to  this  is  contributed  by  the  Churches 
within  whose  bounds  these  schools  are  located,  which  shows  the 
warm  interest  felt  by  them  in  these  institutions.  They  have  also 
contributed  to  the  Parochial  School  Fund  during  the  past  year 
$32  50. 

We  cannot  but  echo  the  language  of  the  report  of  our  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  on  this  subject :  "  Whether  the  subject  of  the 
religious  education  of  the  children  of  the  Church  receives  the  atten- 
tion which  it  deserves  from  God's  professing  people,  is  matter  of 
grave  and  serious  doubt.  It  is  true  we  have  the  Sabbath  school, 
with  its  heaven-blest  influences,  in  nearly  all  our  Churches.  There 
are  many  careful  and  wise  families  where  the  Word  of  God  and  the 
compilation  of  its  doctrines  in  our  excellent  catechisms  and  confes- 
sions of  faith,  are  duly  taught  to  the  children  ;  but  after  all  that  these 
do,  there  remains  a  large  number  of  families  in  which  little,  or  no 
such  instruction  is  given,  or  so  little  and  so  carelessly  given,  as  to  be 
scarce  worth  mention."  Parochial  schools,  properly  conducted, 
would  supply,  in  a  great  measure,  the  neglect  of  religious  culture  in 
the  home  circle,  while  they  would  prove  a  welcome  auxiliary  to  the 
faithful  parent. 

SABBATH  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

From  the  extended  Report  of  the  Board  of  our  Sabbath  School 
Union,  we  gather  the  following  facts  : 

1.  That  there  are  276  schools  enrolled  on  their  list  of  auxiliaries, 
located  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  being  an  advance  of  eight  beyond 
last  year. 

2.  Of  these,  124  have  sent  their  annual  reports  to  the  Board. 
These  reports  show  a  very  encouraging  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
schools,  and  a  decided  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

3.  The  superintendents  and  teachers  in  the  schools  reported, 
number  2,513;  the  scholars  in  regular  attendance,  14,084.  There 
are  21,979  volumes  in  the  libraries,  and  $4,178  have  been  contributed 
for  benevolent  purposes. 

The  Report  states  that  "  the  presence  and  operations  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  have  been  peculiarly  apparent  in  many  of  the  schools,  both 
among  teachers  and  scholars,  and  hundreds  have  become  hopefully 
converted  and  united  with  the  visible  Church." 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  schools  and  churches  testify  their 
regard  for  their  Superintendents  and  Pastors,  by  constituting  them 
Honorary  Members  of  the  Board.  Fourteen  in  full,  and  three  in 
part,  have  been  added  to  the  list  during  the  past  year. 

4.    MISSIONARY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  Missionary  operations  of  the  Board  in  the  City  of  New  York 
and  vicinity,  have  been  prosecuted  amidst  "  difficulties  and  trials." 
During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  sustained  wholly,  five  Mission 
Schools  and  aided  two  others.  About  1,500  pupils  and  100  teachers 
are  connected  with  them. 
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The  work  of  the  Board  in  other  parts  of  the  Church,  chiefly  in 
the  West,  has  been  prosecuted  with  commendable  energy.  Six  Sab- 
bath school  Missionaries  have  been  employed.  Three  of  these  were 
ordained  Ministers,  and  three  were  Theological  students,  connected 
with  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick.  These  latter  labored  each 
for  three  months,  and  the  former  for  different  periods  from  two  months 
to  a  year. 

At  the  close  of  this  part  of  their  Report,  the  Board  state  that  '*a 
more  permanent  and  broader  agency  might  have  been  established  in 
the  W  est,  and  much  more  accomplished  through  such  agency.  Yet 
the  Board  hesitated  to  adopt  a  line  of  policy  which  would  largely 
increase  their  expenses,  in  the  present  state  of  the  times,  preferring  to 
wait  for  the  developments  of  Providence  to  direct  their  course  in 
future." 

Books  amounting  in  value  to  $279  63  have  been  donated  to 
various  schools  during  the  year. 

5.    FUNDS. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  shows  a  balance  on 

hand,  May  1st,  1861,  of $1,798  37 

Receipts  from  May  1st,  1861,  to  May  1st  1862 1,678  43 

Making  a  total  of $3,476  80 

Disbursements  for  the  last  year  to  May  1st,  1 862 2,635  25 

Leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of 841  45 

The  receipts  of  the   Board  were  less  than  in  the  previous 

year  by 634  34 

The  Report  accounts  for  the  limited  receipts  of  the  year  in  two 
ways  : 

1.  From  the  mode  adopted  by  the  Board  in  making  their  appeals 
to  churches  and  consistories  for  aid,  which  has  been  done  by  writing 
instead  of  the  personal  solicitation  of  their  Secretary.  This  course 
was  pursued  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  agency,  in  obedience  to 
the  direction  of  General  Synod.  They  have  thus  been  lessened  by 
$900,  or  about  two-thirds  below  the  original  amount,  as  it  stood  two 
years  ago. 

2.  From  the  state  of  the  times,  preventing  thereby  multitudes 
from  contributing  to  the  Board,  as  they  were  in  the  habit  of  doing  in 
more  prosperous  days. 

The  present  balance  in  the  Treasury  ($841  45)  Avill  be  absorbed 
in  less  than  three  months  to  meet  the  pledges  of  the  Board  for  the 
salaries  of  their  Missionaries,  rents,  books  for  Mission  schools,  <fec. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  $702  50  was  paid  for  the 
salary  of  the  Secretary,  office  rent,  and  other  expenses,  out  of  the  col- 
lections of  the  Board  for  the  last  year,  and  that  the  Board  has  paid 
$956  92  out  of  the  balance  remaining  in  their  Treasury  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  making  the  whole  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the 
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» 
year,  for  Sabbath  school  and  Missionary  purposes  in  the  City  of  New 
York  and  at  the  West,  $1,933   12. 

In  view  of  the  statement  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  our 
Sabbath  School  Union,  and  the  embarrassed  condition  of  its  Treasury 
for  several  years  past,  the  question  of  some  decisive  change  in  the 
Board  has  presented  itself  to  your  Committee.  They  submit  the 
following  : 

Whereas,  At  all  times,  and  the  more  especially  now,  a  careful  re- 
gard for  economy  in  the  use  of  the  resources  of  the  Church  should 
be  practiced,  and  that  efficiency  should  be  secured  by  the  consolida- 
tion of  identical  interests  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  business  of  the  Sabbath  School 
Board  as  relates  to  its  Missionary  operations,  be  placed  hereafter 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  so  much  as  relates  to  its  publications  be  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  funds  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Sabbath 
School  Board,  after  defraying  necessary  expenses,  be  equally  divided 
between  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion ;  and  that  in  the  event  of  there  being  a  deficiency  in  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  Board  of  Sunday  School  Union  to  meet  or  arrange  their 
outstanding  engagements,  that  then  that  deficiency  be  paid  equally  by 
the  several  Boards  to  which  the  whole  subject  shall  be  referred. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  future  the  Board  of  Publication  be,  and 
hereby  is  especially  instructed  to  provide,  as  far  as  it  may  be  able,  a 
suitable  literature  for  the  Sabbath  schools  of  the  Church,  and  that 
the  several  Sabbath  schools  in  the  Churches  be  requested  to  pur- 
chase their  Sabbath  school  books  from  this  Board. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  be  abolished 
after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  and  that  in  the  mean  time,  this 
Board  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  fore- 
going resolutions. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Messrs.  J.  H.  Bertholf,  A.  Westveen,  and  A.  M.  Quick  were  re- 
commended to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  to  receive  aid  from  the 
Van  Benschoten  Fund. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  the  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  would  respectfully  report : 

1.    BOARD    OF   DIRECTION. 

The  papers  submitted  to  your  Committee,  coming  from  the  Board 
of  Direction  are  the  "  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,"  "  Treasurer's 
Annual  Report,"  "Annual  Digest  for  1862,"  and  a  List  of  the  Secu- 
rities belonging  to  General  Synod."  From  these  sources  all  neces- 
sary information  can  be  derived  in  respect  to  the  matters  entrusted  to 
this  Board. 

The  Board  of  Direction  in  an  appropriate  manner  speak  of  the 
death  of  one  of  their  number,  viz  :  the  Hon.  Theodore  Frelinghuysen, 
and  express  the  deepest  sympathy  which  the  whole  Church  must  feel 
in  the  departure  of  a  man  of  such  high  distinction  and  eminent 
worth,  and  who  has  so  long  served  both  his  country  and  the  Church 
in  elevated  positions  of  influence  and  responsibility.  To  these  ex- 
pressions of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  departed  we  would  heartily 
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respond,  and  earnestly  pray  that  a  successor  may  be  chosen  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  also  to  preside  over  the 
Literary  Institution  at  New  Brunswick,  of  at  least  equal  influence  and 
commanding  ability. 

The  distracted  state  of  the  country  has  prevented  the  Board  from 
carrying  into  execution  the  plan  of  raising  a  permanent  Contingent 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  pay  the  contingent 
expenses  of  General  Synod.  The  small  sum  of  $108  only  has  been 
contributed  during  the  past  year;  and  the  amount  of  the  Fund  now 
is  $1,163   15. 

CONTINGENT    EXPENSES. 

In  regard  to  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  General  Synod,  your 
Committee  report  that  the  amount  received  during  the  past  year  from 
the  Classes  was  $303  30  less  than  the  expenses.  It  is  proper  to  add 
that  we  have  been  informed  that  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
this  deficiency  has  been  reduced  to  $159  69,  by  the  payment  of  $143 
50  by  the  Classis  of  Albany.  There  remains  still  due  from  fifteen 
Classes  the  sum  of  $1,047  20  for  past  assessments. 

The  income  of  General  Synod  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  charges 
upon  it :  the  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  with  the  varying  contingent  expenses  of  Synod,  caus- 
ing a  deficiency  of  over  $300  in  each  year.  It  is  obvious  that  this 
must  be  met  in  some  way  by  the  Churches  until  a  permanent  fund  is 
secured.  Some  method  must  be  devised  to  obtain  the  amount  an- 
nually needed.  The  proper  way  is  undoubtedly  to  obtain  from  each 
Classis  its  fair  proportion  of  this  amount,  and  if  this  proportion  could 
be  fairly  adjusted  there  would  be  but  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  from 
each  Church  its  share  of  the  amount  assigned  to  the  Classis  to  which 
it  belongs.  The  assessment  has  heretofore  been  made  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod,  who  have  endeavored  to  make  a  just 
distribution  of  the  burden,  but  it  is  believed  that  in  many  instances 
the  failure  of  Classes  to  meet  the  amount  in  full  has  arisen  from  the 
firm  conviction  that  they  have  been  called  upon  to  pay  more  than 
their  just  proportion.  Your  Committee  is  fully  aware  of  the  difficul- 
ty of  devising  any  scheme  by  which  perfect  equality  can  be  secured, 
and  hesitate  to  make  any  suggestions.  It  has  occurred  to  them  that 
the  desired  result  would  more  probably  be  obtained  if  the  assessment 
were  made  by  a  committee  more  'directly  from  the  Classes.  To  ac- 
complish this  object  the  following  plan  has  occurred  to  your  Commit- 
tee, and  they  respectfully  recommend  its  adoption :  That  Synod  de- 
termine the  proportion  that  each  Particular  Synod  should  assume, 
and  that  previous  to  the  annual  session  of  each  Particular  Synod  the 
Treasurer  of  General  Synod  transmit  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Par- 
ticular Synod  a  statement  of  the  amount  that  must  be  raised  by  it, 
and  that  thereupon  such  Synod  apportion  the  same  among  the  Classes 
comprising  it.  The  only  difficulty  with  this  plan  will  be  in  determin- 
ing at  the  outset,  the  proportion  to  be  borne  by  each  Particular 
Synod,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  satisfactorily  arranged.    After 
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considering  this  question  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  be  for  the  present  relieved  from  bearing 
any  share  of  the  assessments  to  be  made,  and  that  they  be  distributed 
as  follows :  two-thirds  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  shall  be  assessed 
upon  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  and  one-third  upon  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

If  your  Committee  have  a  correct  understanding  of  the  accounts 
of  General  Synod,  it  would  seem  that  if  the  Classes  which  have  not 
paid  their  previous  assessments  in  full  would  pay  the  same  during  the 
present  year,  no  assessment  need  be  made  to  meet  the  deficiency  that 
will  occur  the  present  year.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  they 
will  make  these  payments ;  but  it  has  occurred  to  your  Committee, 
that  if  these  Classes  could  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  for 
past  assessments,  upon  paying  a  portion  thereof,  they  might  be  dis- 
posed to  pay  a  large  part  of  the  amount  due  from  them,  and  as  per- 
haps under  all  the  circumstances  this  is  the  best  arrangement  that 
can  be  made,  your  Committee  would  recommend  it. 

Your  Committee  has  had  before  it  the  resolutions  from  the  Chassis 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  Classis  of  Greene  :  One  suggesting  an  effort 
to  secure  through  the  labors  of  a  strong  committee  a  sufficient  per- 
manent fund ;  and  the  other  directing  its  delegates  to  oppose  all  as- 
sessments upon  that  Classis  unless  means  be  devised  to  secure  the 
payment  of  like  assessments  by  each  and  all  of  its  Classes. 

Your  Committee  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion is  already  authorized  to  take  every  measure  necessary  to  secure  a 
permanent  fund,  deem  it  unessential  to  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  special  committee  for  this  purpose.  The  plan  proposed  by  your 
Committee  will  we  trust  secure  such  a  satisfactory  distribution  of  the 
burden  that  hereafter  no  Classis  will  fail  to  bear  its  share. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations  your  Committee  would 
propose  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  in  order  to  meet 
such  deficiency  as  there  may  be  in  the  revenues  of  Synod,  be  assessed 
upon  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany  in  the  follow- 
ing proportions,  viz  :  two-thirds  upon  the  former  and  one-third  upon 
the  latter. 

Resolved,  That  prior  to  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Particular 
Synods,  the  Treasurer  and  Stated  Clerk  preface  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised,  and  thereupon  transmit  to  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  each  Synod  a  statement  of  its  proportion  thereof,  which 
statement  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Stated  Clerk  to  present  to  the 
Particular  Synod,  and  it  shall  thereupon  assess  the  same  upon  the 
various  Classes  connected  with  it. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  any  deficiency  in  the 
income  of  General  Synod  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  there  be  collected 
from  those  Classes  which  are  in  arrears  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  now  due  from  them,  and  from  those  Classes  which  have  paid 
their  assessments  in  full,  a  sum  equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the

assessment  of  the  past  year;  and  that  upon  the  above-mentioned 
payment  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  being  made  by  Classes  now  in 
arrears,  they  be  considered  as  discharged  from  all  past  liability.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  to  transmit  to 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Classis  a  statement  of  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  it  under  the  foregoing  provision. 

2.    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  all  necessary 
information  respecting  the  condition  of  our  Theological  school  can 
be  obtained.  As  this  Report  will  be  published  in  the  Minutes  of 
General  Synod,  a  recital  of  facts  is  unnecessary.  We  would,  how- 
ever, advert  to  one  or  two  : 

1.  We  would  notice,  both  with  pleasure  and  commendation,  that 
in  obedience  to  the  injunction  of  General  Synod,  the  students  were 
interrogated  on  the  subject  of  preaching,  when  it  was  found  that 
there  had  been  no  violation  of  the  law  of  the  Church.  This  speaks 
well  not  only  for  the  spirit  of  obedience  manifested  to  constituted  au- 
thority, but  also  a  right  appreciation  of  the  primary  object  for  which 
they  have  repaired  to  the  Theological  School,  viz  :  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  preach  the  truth. 

2.  The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  respecting  "  the  decease 
of  the  Hon.  James  Neilson,  whose  timely  and  munificent  gift  of 
nearly  all  of  the  land  on  which  the  Hertzog  Hall  is  located,  has  en- 
rolled his  name  among  the  permanent  benefactors  of  the  Seminary 
and  the  Church.  These  resolutions  were  both  timely  and  appro- 
priate, and  should  receive  the  cordial  approval  of  this  Synod. 

8.  The  Board  respectfully  request  of  General  Synod,  to  rescind 
the  second  section  of  the  second  article  of  the  plan  of  the  Theological 
School,  adopted  June,  1828,  by  which  a  sermon  is  required  to  be 
preached  by  a  member  of  the  Board  during  each  of  its  sessions. 

Your  Committee  would,  on  this  subject,  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  .Board  of 
Superintendents,  the  second  section  above  referred  to,  be,  and  hereby 
is  rescinded. 

3.    DISPENSATIONS. 

A  communication  has  been  submitted  to  your  Committee  from 
Mr.  George  A.  Mills,  who  has  just  been  advanced  to  the  Junior  Class 
in  Rutgers  College,  asking  for  a  dispensation  from  General  Synod, 
in  virtue  of  which  he  may  be  excused  from  the  prosecution  of  the 
mathematical  studies  of  the  institution. 

A  sufficient  amount  of  information  on  this  subject  has  not  been 
submitted  to  your  Committee  to  justify  them  in  recommending  any 
specific  action  on  the  subject. 
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4.    RUTGERS    COLLEGE. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of 
1861,  of  which  the  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  was  chairman,  to  con- 
fer with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  "  to  secure  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible the  release  of  the  Professors  of  the  Seminary  from  instructing  in 
the  college,"  has  been  committed  to  your  Committee. 

The  facts  are  clearly  set  forth  in  this  Report  of  Dr.  Hutton,  which 
we  would  incorporate  as  a  part  of  our  own. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  General  Synod  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  to  "  secure  as  soon  as  possible  the  release 
of  the  Professors  of  the  Seminary  from  instructing  in  the  College? 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  several  meetings  with  a  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  to  confer  with  them 
on  the  above  subject. 

Your  Committee,  in  seeking  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  to 
them,  were  naturally  led  to  inquire  in  the  first  place  what  were  the 
peculiar  relations  betwen  the  College  and  the  Seminary. 

They  found  that  in  reference  to  the  Professor  of  Theology,  the 
College  was  under  engagement  to  appoint  him  as  a  regular  Professor 
in  the  College,  in  virtue  of  which,  certain  duties  in  the  College  were 
required  of  him.  With  this  arrangement  your  Committee  had,  of 
course,  no  power  to  interfere,  and  they  were  informed  that  the  pre- 
sent incumbent  of  that  chair  was  willing  to  perform  the  duties  thus 
devolving  on  him. 

The  case,  however,  was  different  with  the  other  Professors.  Their 
obligation  to  render  services  in  the  College  rests  upon  the  simple  re- 
quest of  General  Synod,  and  the  nature  of  the  services  is  left  to  the 
mutual  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  language  of  compact  or  agree- 
ment between  the  Synod  and  the  Trustees  is,  that  the  Professors  of 
the  Seminary  be  requested  to  render  such  services  in  the  College  as 
may  be  agreed  on  between  them  and  the  Trustees. 

The  Professors  state  that  their  duties  in  the  Seminary  demand  all 
their  time  and  strength,  and  that  they  therefore  feel  constrained  to 
give  up  their  services  in  the  College ;  while  the  College,  on  the  other 
hand,  state  that  through  the  failure  of  some  of  their  plans,  occasioned 
by  the  peculiar  state  of  the  country,  and  from  the  lack  of  sufficent 
endowment,  they  have  not  the  professorial  force  needed  to  sustain 
the  full  College  course,  without  the  much  desired  aid  of  the  Profes- 
sors in  the  Seminary. 

As  the  whole  arrangement  is  a  matter  of  mutual  agreement  be- 
tween the  Professors  and  the  Trustees,  and  involved  the  actual  cur- 
riculum of  the  College,  your  Committee  saw  no  room  for  their  action, 
and,  therefore,  beg  to  be  discharged.  All  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  distracted  state  of  the  country,  and 
the  want  of  sufficient  means,  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  this  Synod 
regard  it  inexpedient,  at  the  present  time,  to  recommend  that  a 
change  should  be  made  in  the  relations  of  our  Theological  Professors 
in  the  matter  of  giving  instruction  in  the  College.

Whereas,  This  Synod  having  confidence  in  the  piety  and  ability 
of  the  candidate  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  Gospel  Ministry,  as 
well  as  in  our  brethren  in  India,  recommending  him  for  such  office ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Silas  D.  Scudder, 
M.D.,  from  the  particular  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion as  preparatory  to  the  exercise  of  the  office  of  the  ministry,  and 
that  the  Classis  of  Arcot  have  power  to  ordain  him  to  such  office.

A  communication  from  Thomas  C.  Doremus,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Scudder  Monument,  was  received,  read  and  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  presented,  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Mis- 
sions. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

A  Report  from  the  Arcot  Mission  was  presented  by  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  the  Board  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions in  regard  to  the  Church  Building  Fund,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 
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The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  together  with  sundry  other  papers,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  Report : 

During  the  past  year,  God  has  mingled  sorrow  and  joy  in  our 
memories  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  work.  At  home,  the  President' 
of  our  Board,  Hon.  Theodore  Frelinghuysen,  rests  from  his  labors, 
and  his  works  do  follow  him.  No  eulogy  need  be  pronounced  upon 
one  whose  heart  was  so  full  of  Christ,  and  whose  life  was  a  living 
epistle  known  and  read  of  all  men.  While  we  deeply  mourn  his 
loss,  we  bless  God  for  the  efficiency  of  the  labors  of  his  life,  especially 
in  the  cause  of  Missions ;  for  the  purity  and  power  of  his  influence 
in  the  world,  and  for  the  brightness  of  his  example.  Abroad,  too, 
has  death  done  its  work.  Mrs.  Talmage,  the  devoted  and  effective 
laborer  in  the  Mission  at  Amoy,  has  gone  to  her  reward,  and  the 
Mission  and  the  Church  mourn  her  loss.  There  is  also  no  longer 
room  to  hope  that  Rev.  John  E.  Watkins  and  wife,  who  have  not 
been  heard  from  since  they  sailed  from  New  York,  August  2,  1860, 
will  ever  again  meet  us  on  earth.  Our  sovereign  Lord  has  doubtless 
called  them  to  himself  before  they  could  enter  upon  their  work,  and 
thus  has  called  his  Church  to  new  humiliation  and  faith. 

But  while  the  servants  die,  the  Master  lives,  and  in  the  midst  of 
these  afflictions  he  has  given  us  many  unequivocal  and  cheering  to- 
kens of  his  favor  towards  us.  The  reports  from  all  our  Missions  are 
highly  encouraging.  The  fullness  of  the  report  of  the  Board,  as  well 
as  the  narratives  published  at  various  times  in  the  Missionary 
Recorder,  make  it  unnecessary  for  your  Committee  to  enter  into  a  re- 
capitulation of  particulars. 

From  Amoy  we  hear  of  enlargement,  zeal,  and  benevolence  in  the 
Mission  Churches.  A  new  and  inviting  field  is  opened  to  the  Gospel 
at  Chiang-chiu,  and  the  important  and  significant  intelligence  comes 
to  us  that  the  members  of  the  two  Churches  in  Amoy  have  chosen 
two  men  from  their  own  number  whom  they  desire  to  have  ordained 
and  installed  as  pastors  of  those  Churches. 

From  the  Arcot  Mission  we  hear  of  a  "  field  enlarged,"  and  of 
"general  prospects  far  more  hopeful  than  ever  before." 

The  Japan  Mission,  being  still  in  its  preparatory  stage,  could  not 
be  expected  to  report  much  progress  in  real  missionary  work.  The 
preliminary  process,  however,  goes  well  and  encouragingly  on.  "  The 
Mission  has  found  favor  in  the  estimation  of  those  whose  good  opin- 
ion is  a  most  cheering  sign  for  the  future ;  nor  have  the  labors  of  the 
Missionaries  been  without  good  spiritual  results  in  repeated" cases  of 
hopeful  conversion." 

During  the  past  year,  reinforcements  have  reached  the  Japan  and 
Amoy  Missions,  Rev.  J.  H.  Ballagh  and  wife  having  arrived  in  Japan, 
and  Revs.  E.  Doty  and  L.  W.  Kip,  Jr.,  having  arrived  at  Amoy.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Scudder  and  wife  have  recently  sailed  for  Boston,  on  their  re- 
turn to  the  Arcot  Mission. 

A  most  delightful  token  of  the  Divine  favor  towards  us  is  mani- 
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fested  in  the  generous  gifts  which  have  come  to  our  aid  from  unex- 
pected sources.  The  former  United  States  Minister  to  Japan,  Hon. 
Townsend  Harris,  has  given  $1000  towards  the  building  of  the  chapel 
(for  which  §1000  had  previously  been  given  by  Christians  of  the  Sand- 
wich Islands.)  The  expense  of  publishing  a  work  prepared  by  Mr. 
Brown  has  been  borne  by  the  voluntary  gift  of  a  British  merchant. 
A  Jewish  merchant  has  furnished  special  facilities  for  publishing  it. 
Others  have  furnished  the  expense  of  a  residence  for  Mr.  Brown's 
family.  The  London  Missionary  Society  have,  in  a  most  generous 
spirit,  offered  to  furnish  £200  for  the  expenses  of  the  return  of  Rev. 
J.  W.  Scudder  to  India,  and  £200  more  for  his  support  in  the  field. 

But  the  most  significant  and  precious  of  all  the  gifts  is  that  of  the 
sum  of  §800  from  the  native  Christians  of  the  Arcot  Mission,  for  the 
expenses  of  the  return  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Scudder.  This  gift,  out  of  their 
deep  poverty,  and  by  a  self-denial  which  probably  none  of  us  ever 
felt,  bespeaks  a  love  for  the  Gospel  and  the  Missionary,  and  a  Christ- 
like benevolence,  whose  manifestation  is  alone  a  rich  reward  for  all 
that  Ave  have  ever  done  for  that  Mission. 

AVhile  the  prosperity  of  our  Missions  fills  our  hearts  with  devout 
gratitude  and  joy,  it  also  increases  our  desire  to  see  those  Missions 
whose  numbers  are  sufficiently  large,  adopting  more  perfect  forms  of 
ecclesiastical  organization,  according  to  the  wishes  and  expectations 
of  General  Synod,  expressed  at  its  Annual  Session  in  1 857.  The 
Board,  in  their  report,  "  see  the  necessity  of  some  more  developed 
system  of  church  government  in  China."  They  "  believe  that  the 
brethren  have  a  growing  sense  of  the  need  of  a  Classis."  Your  Com- 
mittee are  fully  persuaded  that  the  speedy  accomplishment  of  such 
a  result  would  be  highly  desirable.  By  this  means  the  heart  of  our 
Church  at  home  will  be  increasingly  drawn  towards  the  results  of  her 
labors  abroad,  as  she  sees  her  distant  children  not  only  professing 
their  faith  in  Christ,  but  also  becoming  conformed  in  their  external 
habits  and  usages  to  the  order  of  the  household  to  which,  in  the  prov- 
idence of  God,  they  belong.  Nor  would  this  result  be  without  its 
benefits  to  those  distant  children,  in  ffivino;  them  a  larger  knowledge 
of  and  a  closer  alliance  with  the  parent  Church,  from  whom  they  re- 
ceived the  word  of  life.  At  the  same  time  there  would  seem  to  be 
some  obvious  advantages  to  the  Missionaries  themselves  in  the  pi'ivi- 
leges  conferred  by  the  organization  of  a  Classis  conformed  to  the  pe- 
culiar circumstances  of  a  mission  field. 

There  are  now  in  our  Foreign  Mission  fields  certain  candidates  for 
ordination,  whose  cases  deserve  the  attention  of  Synod. 

A  memorial  has  come  to  the  General  Synod  from  the  Classis  of 
Arcot,  requesting  Synod  to  grant  a  dispensation  for  the  purpose  of 
ordaining  Silas  D.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  to  the  work  of  the  gospel  minis- 
try. The  Churches  of  Amoy  have  also  chosen  native  pastors,  who 
will  need  to  be  ordained  before  they  can  enter  upon  their  offices. 

The  question  presents  itself,  What  shall  be  done  in  such  cases  ?   In 
each  of  these  instances,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  candidates,  if 
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qualified,  should  receive  their  ordination  as  soon  as  possible ;  but  in 
the  one  field  there  is  no  Classis,  and  in  neither  could  the  presence  of 
a  deputatus  for  the  examination  be  procured  according  to  the  positive 
requirement  of  the  Constitution.  The  Constitution  contemplates  no 
such  circumstances  as  are  now  arising  in  our  Mission  fields.  Three 
questions  then  seem  to  present  themselves  to  the  Synod  for  the  choice 
of  one  :  Shall  examinations  and  ordinations  in  these  and  similar  in- 
stances be  entirely  denied  ?  or  shall  such  examinations  and  ordinations 
take  place  in  open  violation  of  the  Constitution  ?  or  shall  the  Consti- 
tution receive  some  additional  section  containing  provisions  for  the 
new  exigencies  which  have  arisen  ?  Your  Committee  can  see  no 
warrantable  course  but  that  sugested  by  the  latter  question. 

They,  therefore,  recommend  to  the  Synod  the  propriety  of  taking 
the  necessary  steps  for  the  adoption  of  a  supplementary  section  to 
Article  III.,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Constitution,  by  which  that  instrument 
shall  be  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  our  Mission  Churches. 

They,  therefore,  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  requested  to  send  up  to  the 
next  General  Synod  their  judgment  upon  the  following  section,  as  sup- 
plementary to  Article  III.,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church : 

"When,  in  the  circumstances  of  Foreign  Mission  Fields,  it  shall 
be  impracticable  for  a  Classis  to  comply  with  all  the  ordinary  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution,  General  Synod  shall  have  full  power  to 
grant  such  dispensations  as  the  wants  of  the  case  may  demand." 

In  regard  to  the  particular  object  of  the  memorial  of  the  Classis 
of  Arcot,  the  ordination  of  Dr.  Silas  D.  Scudder,  your  Committee 
would  simply  remark  that  a  similar  application  was  made  from  that 
Classis  to  General  Synod  in  1858,  and  we  refer  Synod  to  the  action 
taken  at  that  time. 

At  its  last  session,  General  Synod  expressed  the  opinion  that  at  least 
§35,000  would  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary operations  during  the  year  then  opening.  That  sum  ought 
to  have  been  raised,  but  it  has  not  been.  The  contributions  of  the 
Churches  have  fallen  far  short  of  it.  Without  the  generous  aid 
received  from  abroad,  to  which  allusion  has  been  made,  the  financial 
position  of  the  Board  would  be  exceedingly  embarrassing.  The  rigid 
economy  which  they  have  been  obliged  to  pursue  during  the  past 
yeart  cannot  be  continued  without  disastrous  results.  Our  Missions 
may  possibly  live  for  a  short  time  under  the  severe  contraction,  but  if 
the  experiment  be  long  continued,  they  must  inevitably  wither  and 
die.  The  vigor  and  efficacy  of  Missions,  like  that  of  the  inward 
Christian  life  (of  which  they  are  only  a  development),  demand  pro- 
gress and  growth.  Even  to  attempt  mere  permanency  is  inevitably 
to  recede. 

Since,  then,  we  have  our  Missions,  as  we  ought  to  have,  we  must 
in  the  Master's  name,  in  the  name  of  the  perishing  heathen,  and  in 
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the  name  of  every  thing  that  is  consistent  and  honorable  in  Christian 
character,  persist  in  our  most  earnest  appeals  to  the  Churches  to 
devote  themselves  more  faithfully  to  this  work.  We  ask  of  them  no 
more  than  duty;  we  dare  ask  no  less.  Some  of  them  have  shown  a 
commendable  zeal  in  this  work,  but  many  of  them  have  not  come  up 
to  the  standard  of  fidelity.  Whatever  may  be  the  sad  trials  of  our 
country,  there  is  nothing  in  the  condition  of  the  present,  or  in  the 
prospect  of  the  immediate  future,  to  forbid  us  saying  that  many  of 
our  Churches  during  the  current  year  can  do  for  this  cause  far  more 
than  they  have  ever  done  before,  and  still  come  short  of  the  testimony 
that  they  have  done  what  they  could. 

Your  Committee  have  been  directed  "  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  efforts  to  secure  more  direct  relations  between  our  Classes,  Churches, 
Sabbath  schools,  etc.,  and  the  objects  to  which  their  contributions 
shall  be  given. 

We  were  convinced  that  such  nearness  of  relation  and  directness 
of  aim  between  particular  Churches  and  the  Missionaries  or  schools 
aided  by  them  would  tend  to  increase  both  the  interest  and  the  liber- 
ality of  the  Churches.  The  suggestion  is  therefore  worthy  the  atten- 
tion of  our  Churches  and  Sabbath  schools.  No  appropriations  of  such 
benevolence,  however,  ought  to  be  made  except  through  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions,  and  with  their  approval. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  pastors  of  all  our  Churches  be  most  affection- 
ately and  earnestly  requested  to  bring  the  claims  of  our  Foreign 
Missions  before  their  congregations,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient ; 
and  also  to  consider  whether  some  direct  relation  between  their 
Churches  or  Sabbath  schools,  and  some  particular  Mission,  or  Mission- 
ary, or  Mission  school,  would  not  awaken  more  interest,  and  secure 
larger  means  for  the  operations  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  interests  of  our  Mission  schools,  particularly 
those  of  the  Arcot  Seminary  and  of  the  Chittoor  Female  Seminary, 
be  commended  to  the  attention  and  liberality  of  our  Sabbath  schools.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  the  following  were  elected  :  Revs.  Isaac  Ferris,  D.D.,  E.  P.  Ro- 
gers, D.D.,  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D.,  D.  McL.  Quackenbush,  James 
Demarest,  Jr.,  Messrs.  James  B.  Sanders,  William  B.  Crosby,  John 
T.  Moore. 
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The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  Report : 

That  the  review  of  the  home  operations  of  the  Church  for  the 
past  year  affords  much  cause  for  gratitude,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
it  is  not  wanting  in  ample  incentive  to  increased  efficiency  upon  the 
Church's  part,  in  this  interesting  sphere  of  effort.  We  may  well  re- 
joice that,  in  a  year  of  so  great  financial  revulsion  and  disaster,  God 
has  not  only  spared  this  Board  the  calamity  (which  might  reasonably 
have  been  apprehended),  of  greatly  diminished  resources,  but  has 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  enrich  its  treasury  by  $2,500 
above  the  amount  reported  last  year,  the  total  receipts  having  been 
$16,140  70.  It  is  also  matter  for  encouragement  that  a  larger  num- 
ber of  our  Churches  than  usual  have  contributed  to  this  Board.  May 
we  not  hope  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  a  better  state  of  things,  and 
that,  as  a  Church,  we  are  at  length  emerging  from  the  condition  of 
comparative  lethargy  and  inaction  that  has,  in  the  past,  so  unfor- 
tunately characterized  our  domestic  operations  ? 

Yet,  even  if  we  may  thus  interpret  the  smiles  of  a  favoring 
Providence,  it  is  evident  that  we  see  only  the  beginning  of  that  in- 
creased interest  and  effort  which  the  growing  wants  of  the  Church 
imperatively  demand.  For  we  learn  from  the  Annual  Report  before 
us,  that  the  receipts  of  the  Board  have  fallen  short  by  $5,000  of  the 
amount  actually  needed  to  extricate  the  Board  from  debt,  and  carry 
forward  work  of  pressing  importance.  The  Board  commenced  the 
year  with  a  debt  of  $2,805  90,  which  gradually  increased  to  the  large 
amount  of  nearly  $7,000,  but  in  response  to  a  special  appeal  to  the 
Churches,  it  was  reduced,  by  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  to 
$1,673  53.  Besides  the  other  embarrassment  naturally  resulting 
from  this  indebtedness,  it  has  already  absorbed  and  diverted  from  the 
legitimate  operations  of  the  Board  $321  80,  paid  out  in  discounts 
and  interests.  This  fact  gives  point  and  emphasis  to  the  expressed 
hope  of  the  Board,  "that  in  the  future  the  Church  may  devise  liberal 
things,  that  by  liberal  things  she  may  stand." 

While  the  results  before  us  exhibit  a  striking  improvement  upon 
those  of  the  previous  year,  the  effects  of  debt  and  of  a  crippled  trea- 
sury are  sufficiently  manifest,  when  we  contrast  them  with  those  of 
the  year  1860;  for  while  the  receipts  have  been  greater  by  $365, 
there  have  been  six  less  Churches  and  Missions  aided,  and  three  less 
Missionaries  sustained.  As  another  result  of  this  pecuniary  embar- 
rassment, the  Board  has  been  unable  to  fulfill  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Synod  of  1860,  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  an  itinerant 
Missionary  for  the  West. 

Four  new  organizations  have  been  received  under  the  care  of  the 
Board,  and  six  Churches,  heretofore  dependent,  have  become  self- 
sustaining.  The  following  comparative  statistics  furnish  a  clear  view 
of  operations  and  results  for  the  years  I860,  1861  and  1862, 
respectively  :

Your  Committee  commend  to  the  especial  consideration  of  Synod 
the  facts  and  statements  of  the  Annual  Report  in  reference  to  the 
Church  Building  Fund.  They  heartily  concur  in  the  view  taken  by 
the  Board,  that  no  measure  connected  with  their  work  can  he  of 
more  vital  importance.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  lamented  that  the  action 
of  the  Board  in  this  connection,  under  the  authority  of  the  last  Gene- 
ral Synod,  has  met  with  so  feeble  a  response  from  the  Churches.  We 
feel  sure  that  all  Pastors  and  Consistories  who  will  give  attention  to 
the  plan  of  this  fund — (see  Synod's  Minutes,  vol.  10,  page  90),  will 
see  that  it  is  not  only  an  important  auxiliary  to  the  other  operations 
of  the  Board,  but  is  essentially  necessary  to  their  highest  and  most 
lasting  success;  and,  therefore,  merits  a  prominent  place  in  the 
system  of  annual  collection  in  all  the  Churches. 

There  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee  the  following  commu- 
nication from  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  Ref.  P.  D. 
Church,  held  May  27th,  1862,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  change  the 
following  rule  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  :    "  No  greater  amouut 

o  o  t  o 

than  one-fifth  part  of  each  thousand  dollars  which  the  building  may 
cost  shall  be  appropriated  to  any  one  church,"  so  as  to  leave  the 
amount  to  be  loaned  to  the  discretion  of  this  Board.     Also, 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  be  requested  to  change  the  next  rule, 
so  that  bonds  and  mortgages  issued  in  behalf  ^of  the  Church  Building 
Fund  shall  be  made  payable  at  one  year. 

A  true  copy  from  the  Minutes.

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In  the  view  of  your  Committee,  a  compliance  with  these  requests 
will  rid  the  above-named  plan  of  features  obviously  objectionable, 
and  greatly  increase  its  efficiency.

3.  Resolved,  That  in  section  fourth  the  words,  "payable  upon  any 
change  of  ecclesiastical  relation,  or  upon  the  dissolution  of  the 
Church,"  be  stricken  out,  and  the  words,  "  payable  in  one  year"  in- 
serted in  their  place. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  as  thus 
amended,  be  published  in  connection  with  this  Report  in  the  Minutes 
of  this  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  every  Classis  and  Consistory  be  earnestly  re- 
commended to  take  such  action  as  shall  best  secure  in  all  the  Churches 
an  annual  collection  for  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  not  only  reaffirm  the  action  of  past  years 
in  regard  to  the  imperative  claims  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
but  that  we  regard  the  Church  as  summoned  by  every  indication  of 
Providence,  and  by  the  dictates  of  duty  to  our  country  and  to  God, 
to  a  greatly  enlarged  liberality  in  its  behalf.

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND    AS    AMENDED. 

1.  All  benevolent  Funds  for  Church  Building  purposes,  however 
raised,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod, 
and  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Corporation  as  a  Church  Building 
Fund,  and  shall  be  dispensed  by  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  at 
its  discretion. 

2.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  Fund  shall  be  made  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  under  recommendation  of  Classis,  and 
the  amount  required  stated,  as  also  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the 
people  asking  such  assistance. 
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3.  A  first  bond  and  mortgage  shall  be  executed  by  the  Board  of 
Corporation,  to  be  made  payable  in  one  year  by  any  Church  receiving 
an  appropriation.  The  interest  thereon  may  be  remitted  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  in  case  of  such  re- 
mission, the  Church  shall  make  a  yearly  collection  for  the  Fund ;  and 
every  Church  aided  shall  be  expected  to  pay  back  the  aid  received  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

4.  No  Church  shall  be  aided  which  would  have  a  debt  remaining 
after  receiving  assistance  from  this  Fund. 

5.  An  annual  collection  shall  be  solicited  from  all  the  Churches 
towards  this  Fund.

ARTICLE  XIX. 
widows'  fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Relief,  or  Widows'  Fund,  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  report  as  follows,  viz  : 

Only  three  documents  have  been  referred  to  their  consideration, 
which  contain  financial  matters  and  nothing  else,  viz  : 

1.  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account. 

2.  Widows'  Fund  (general)  Account. 

3.  List  of  subscribers  and  annuitants  to  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  so 
much  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  as  relates  to  the 
order  of  General  Synod,  directing  said  Board  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
subscribers  to  the  Fund,  to  the  modifications  adopted  in  1861. 

Your  Committee  see  not  what  they  can  do,  other  than  to 
report  that  these  accounts  have  been  perfectly  kept  and  lucidly 
presented,  and  require  no  action  of  Synod ;  or  endeavor  to  analyze 
them  in  such  a  manner  that  they  present  a  birds'-eye  view  of  their 
contents,  and  then  offer  a  reflection  or  two,  which  may  be  suggested 
by  the  condition  of  the  Fund. 

The  analysis  your  Committee  has  made  shows  : 

1.  That  the  whole  current  income  of  the  Fund  for  the  last  current 
year  has  been  $1,312  67. 
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2.  That  the  whole  disbursement  of  the  Fund  for  the  same  time 
has  been  $2,343  95,  leaving  the  Treasurer  in  advance  $31   28. 

3.  That  there  are  fifty-seven  subscribers  to  the  Fund. 

4.  That  thirty-two  subscribers  have  paid  the  annual  subscription. 

5.  That  twelve  brethren  have  withdrawn  all  their  interest  from 
the  Fund,  amounting  to  $1,560. 

6.  That  the  number  of  annuitants  on  the  first  of  November,  1861, 
was  fourteen,  and  each  one  received  an  amount  varying  from  $57  13 
to  $21  39  for  six  months,  and  the  whole  amount  received  by  them 
altogether,  for  the  same  time,  was  $247  02,  only  $47  02  more  than  it 
was  hoped  and  expected  one  full  annuitant  would  receive  per  year,  at 
the  commencement  of  plan. 

7.  That  eleven  Churches  out  of  about  325  had  obeyed  the  re- 
quest of  Synod  to  make  a  collection  for  the  Fund,  amounting  to 
$250  49. 

8.  That  three  benevolent  individuals  had  remembered  the  emeriti 
ministers  and  ministers'  widows  and  orphans,  by  donations  to  the 
amount  of  $165  49. 

9.  That  the  present  value  of  the  Fund  is  $17,953  44. 

On  the  condition  of  the  Fund,  as  presented  by  this  analysis,  your 
Committee  venture  the  following  remarks  : 

That  they  have  been  surprised  and  pained,  and  they  think  the 
Church  will  be  surprised  and  pained  at  the  number  of  instances  in 
which  all  patronage  has  been  withdrawn  from  this  most  interesting 
and  sacred  charity.  The  institution  was  at  no  time  very  prosperous 
or  successful.  To  give  it  greater  acceptance,  the  Synod  of  1860  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  modify  and  amend  its  provisions.  They 
made  a  very  elaborate  report,  which  was  amended  and  adopted,  and 
commended  to  the  Churches  by  the  Synod  of  1861.  It  cannot  but 
be  apparent  to  every  reflecting  mind,  that  these  withdrawals  tend  to 
the  entire  destruction  of  the  whole  plan,  as  they  have  left  the  poor 
annuitants  to  sigh  over  the  apparent  want  of  sympathy  for  their  sor- 
rows by  the  beloved  brethren  of  the  living  ministry. 

Another  train  of  remark  on  this  analysis  is  suggested,  by  an  inter- 
esting comparison  of  the  paying  members ;  the  subscribing  and  non- 
subscribing  ministers  of  the  Church.  There  are  about  325  ministers  in 
our  connection.  Of  these,  the  statistics  show  that  there  are  32  paying 
members;  57  subscribing  members,  and  268  non-subscribers,  showing 
that  there  are  268  out  of  325  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to 
patronize  this  only  effort  in  our  Church  to  provide  some  aid  to  the 
worn-out  ministers,  and  ministerial  widows  and  orphans  in  our  body. 
268  out  of  325  who  deliberately  discredit  a  benevolent  and  scriptural 
object,  which  the  highest  authority  of  the  Church  has  repeatedly  and 
most  earnestly  commended  to  their  regard. 

A  still  more  sad  reflection  is  suggested  by  the  action,  or  rather 
neglect  of  the  Churches  in  regard  to  this  Fund.  Out  of  more  than 
300  Churches,  certainly  it  might  be   supposed   200   could  afford  to 
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take  up  a  collection  for  this  object,  which  has  been  urged  upon  their 
attention  by  General  Synod.  What  a  mournful  and  humiliating 
view  it  suggests,  that  only  eleven  Churches  have  felt  moved  to  aid 
in  this  certainly  scriptural  enterprize!  What  a  discouraging  and 
deadening  impression  it  must  make  on  every  minister's  heart  in  our 
connection?  It  should  seem,  first,  as  if  the  Churches  sustain  their 
ministers  so  poorly,  that  a  great  many  of  them  cannot  afford  to  pay 
$20  per  year  as  a  little  resource  for  their  destitute  surviving  family  ; 
or,  secondly,  as  if  the  Church  might  profess  much  respect  and  affection 
for  their  minister  while  he  lived  and  could  labor  for  them,  but  they 
did  not  care  what  becomes  of  him  when  he  was  laid  aside  by  chronic 
disease,  or  how  his  family  suffered  when  he  was  gone,  or  how  his 
feelings  were  agonized  by  the  prospect  of  their  destitution  and  help- 
lessness. Would  the  Churches,  on  an  average  contribute  $10  per 
year  to  this  Fund,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  soon  a  fund  would  grow  up, 
whose  income  would  make  a  comfortable  resource  to  all  her  emeriti 
ministers  or  the  destitute  families  of  the  departed. 

In  the  view  of  the  whole  matter,  your  Committee  would  suggest 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  the  Synod  is  grieved  that  so  many  ministers  have  with- 
drawn their  patronage  from  the  Fund. 

2.  That  this  Synod  appeal  to  all  the  ministers  of  the  Church,  if 
possible,  to  give  their  countenance  and  help  to  this  cause. 

3.  That  the  Churches  be  requested,  without  fail,  to  make,  at  least, 
one  collection  in  the  year  for  the  benefit  of  this  Fund. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  use  all  dispatch  in  obtaining 
the  consent  of  subscribers  to  the  Fund,  to  the  modifications  of  last 
year's  Report. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  each  Classis  be  directed  to  appoint  one  of  its  mem- 
bers to  solicit  subscriptions  or  collections  for  the  Widow's  Fund  with- 
in the  bounds  of  such  Classis,  either  by  personal  interviews  with  Con- 
sistories, or  by  preaching  upon  the  subject.  And  that  the  person  so 
appointed  be  considered  an  officer  of  the  General  Synod  to  act  in  this 
behalf. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD     OF      PUBLICATION. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 
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The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Eighth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  have  performed  the 
duty  assigned  them,  and  report  as  follows : 

The  Committee  regard  this  Board  as  one  of  the  important  agen- 
cies of  the  Church  for  the  maintenance  of  sound  doctrine,  and  the 
diffusion  of  a  Christian  literature  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  age. 
Its  value  in  these  respects,  although  generally  conceded,  has  been 
rendered  still  more  apparent  by  its  operations  during  the  year  just 
closed.  The  pecuniary  pressure  of  the  times,  it  is  true,  has  prevented 
the  Board  from  issuing  as  many  publications,  especially  new  ones,  as 
it  has  during  some  former  years,  but  on  the  other  hand,  the  distribu- 
tion of  its  bound  volumes  and  tracts  has  been  so  greatly  extended  as 
to  exceed  that  of  any  previous  year  of  its  existence.  Its  financial 
condition  also  indicates  a  decided  gain  upon  the  last  Report,  and  not 
withstanding  the  all  but  universal  embarrassment  that  prevails  in 
business  circles,  its  prospects  for  the  future  are  perhaps  more  auspi- 
cious than  ever  before. 

The  Synod  will  be  able  to  gather  from  the  following  synopsis  some 
general  idea  of  the  Financial  Condition,  the  Business  Operations,  and 
the  Future  Prospects  of  the  Board. 

FINANCIAL    CONDITION. 

During  the  year  ending  May  1,  1862,  the  total  receipts  of  the 
Board  from  all  sources,  including  Church  collections,  individual  do- 
nations, special  contributions  to  furnish  religious  reading  for  the  army 
and  navy,  together  with  the  Depository,  amount  to  $18,437   84. 

The  total  expenditure,  during  the  same  period,  for  all  the  various 
purposes  of  the  Board,  amount  to  $17,502  31. 

There  is  thus  found  to  be  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  8935  53, 
and  the  Board,  as  shown  by  these  statistics,  has  made  a  gain  upon 
its  last  Annual  Report  of  $1,207  16. 

In  addition  to  these  facts,  it  is  proper  to  state,  as  your  Committt« 
have  learned  from  the  Agent  of  the  Board,  that  about  the  first  o( 
October  last,  the  Board  appointed  a  Committee  of  its  own  members 
to  take,  entire  charge  of  its  finances.  After  a  careful  investigation, 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  was  found  to  be  about  $16,500,  of 
which  amount  about  $10,000  were  due  for  paper,  printing,  etc.  The 
Committee  made  an  arrangement  by  which  $4,500  were  funded  on 
individual  collateral  security.  The  sum  of  $5,500  also  was  divided 
into  notes  of  $150  each,  of  which  notes  one,  together  with  the  inter- 
est upon  it,  was  to  be  paid  each  month  until  the  whole  amount  should 
be  finally  liquidated     Tne  remaining  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  over

and  above  these  items,  consisted  of  notes  for  three  months  each,  with 
the  exception  of  $768,  which  were  to  be  paid  on  demand.  These 
notes  were  to  be  renewed  as  they  became  due,  after  paying  twenty 
per  cent,  of  the  principal. 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  also  resolved  that  the  terms  of  all 
business  transactions  should  in  future  be  cash,  and  that  no  work  should 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  until  the  means  had  been  pro- 
vided for  the  expense  of  its  publication.  Since  the  first  of  November, 
1861,  the  Committee  have  met  every  Monday  morning,  and  under  its 
supervision  the  plan  for  paying  off  the  debt  and  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Board  has  been  successfully  carried  out.  The  friends  of 
the  Board  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  since  that  time  the  indebted- 
ness has  been  diminished  by  six  regular  monthly  payments,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  $900.  The  Report  of  the  Publishing  Agent  shows  that 
on  May  1,  1862,  the  total  assets  of  the  Board,  the  items  of  which 
may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  Report,  amounted  to  $25,843  89, 
while  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  Board  at  the  same  date  amounted 
to  $16,100  55,  thus  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Board  of 
$9,743  34. 

These  facts  afford  ground  for  the  hope  that  this  important  instru- 
mentality will  yet  triumph  over  all  adverse  influences,  and  become  an 
effective  ally  of  the  pulpit  and  the  Sabbath  school  in  building  up  the 
kingdom  of  Christ. 

BUSINESS    OPERATIONS. 

During  the  year,  four  new  books  have  been  published,  of  which 
there  were,  all  taken  together,  11,000  copies.  The  aggregate  of  pub- 
lications, as  reported  by  the  Agent,  amounts  to  42,450  copies,  with  a 
total  number  of  5,587,700  pages. 

It  is  a  most  interesting  and  important  fact,  in  connection  with  this 
aspect  of  the  subject,  that  the  Board  has  given  special  attention  dur- 
ing the  last  year  to  the  publication  of  works  suitable  for  the  young. 
And  what  is  still  better,  there  has  been  a  demand  for  works  of  that 
character  such  as  has  never  been  equaled  since  the  organization  of  the 
Board.  As  an  illustration  of  this  remark,  the  Synod  is  referred  to 
the  single  fact  that  the  juvenile  book  entitled  "  The  Little  Drummer 
Boy,"  has,  in  the  short  space  of  six  months,  passed  through  six  edi- 
tions, amounting  in  all  to  6,000  copies,  and  the  last  edition,  as  your 
Committee  are  informed,  is  rapidly,  going  off. 

While  we  are  admonished,  by  the  late  bereavements  that  have 
fallen  upon  our  beloved  Zion,  that  the  fathers  are  passing  away,  and 
that  the  voices  of  the  prophets  are  becoming  silent  in  death,  we  can- 
not, surely,  forget  that  to  the  children  and  youth  who  are  growing  up 
around  us  we  are  to  look,  under  God,  for  the  future  ministry  and 
membership  that  shall  perpetuate  our  Church,  and  extend  the  bound- 
aries of  her  influence.  May  not  the  Committee  express  the  hope  that 
the  want  of  means  will  soon  cease  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the 
Board  in  its  labors  for  the  salvation  of  the  young  ? 

The  attention  of  the  Synod,  and  of  the  whole  Church,  should  also 
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be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  issued,  together  with  other 
publications  for  the  same  purpose,  six  new  tracts  for  distribution  in 
the  army  and  navy.  It  has  been  actively  employed  in  furnishing  re- 
ligious reading  for  the  men  who  have  been,  and  still  are,  imperilling 
their  lives  in  the  righteous  cause  of  their  country,  and  its  efforts,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  have  been  attended  with  a  cheering  measure  of 
success.  This  circumstance  will  be  considered,  your  Committee  hope, 
as  an  appeal,  not  only  to  the  religious  sentiment,  but  also  to  the  pa- 
triotism of  our  people. 

Among  the  publications  of  the  Board  for  the  year  past,  there  is 
one  which  calls  for  the  special  action  of  this  Synod.  It  is  a  24mo 
book  of  240  pages,  entitled,  "  Fulton  Street  Hymn  Book,  for  the  Use 
of  Union  Prayer  meetings,  Sabbath  schools,  and  Families."  It  con- 
tains 326  hymns,  of  which  44  are  not  contained  in  the  authorized 
Psalm  and  Hymn  Book  of  the  Church.  Of  these  44  hymns,  how- 
ever, 22  are  in  the  Sunday  school  book,  previously  published  by  the 
Board,  and  have  been  already  sanctioned  by  this  Synod.  There  re- 
main, consequently,  22  hymns  in  this  new  book,  which  have  never 
been  authorized  by  any  Synodical  action.  They  are  the  following: 
Hymn  28,  29,  30,  40,  63,  85,  86,  120,  142,  158,  170,  183,  199,  200, 
202,  228,  229,  241,  303,  313,  322.  The  Board  of  Publication  have 
laid  the  "Fulton  Street  Hymn  Book"  before  this  Synod,  with  the 
view  to  obtain  its  sanction  for  the  use  of  the  hymns  here  pointed  out. 

FUTURE    PROSPECTS. 

The  Synod  will  infer  from  the  statement  here  submitted,  that  the 
prospects  of  the  Board  are  such  as  to  encourage  its  friends  and  con- 
stitute a  new  ground  for  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  Church. 
The  location  of  its  Depository  will,  in  a  short  time,  be  transferred  to 
No.  103  Fulton  street,  in  the  building  adjoining  the  North  Dutch 
Church,  where,  it  is  believed,  the  greater  convenience  of  access  and 
facilities  for  business  will  enable  the  Board  to  be  still  more  useful 
than  heretofore. 

It  may  now  be  regarded  as  no  longer  an  experiment.  It  is  an 
established  institution  of  the  Church,  and  there  is  but  one  obstacle  to 
its  complete  success.  It  is  the  want  of  that  cordial  interest  on  the 
part  of  our  ministry  and  membership  which  will  prompt  them  to  give 
it  a  reasonable  place  among  their  contributions,  and  a  share  of  their 
patronage  in  the  purchase  of  Sabbath  school  libraries  and  other 
religious  books. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The  following  resolutions  are  submitted  for  the  action  of  this 
Synod : 

Resolved,  That  the  hymns  in  the  "Fulton  Street  Hymn  Book" 
which  are  designated  in  this  report,  but  which  have  never  been  acted 
upon  by  Synod,  be  sanctioned  and  approved,  and  that  the  book  be 
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recommended  to  the  Churches  for  use  in  prayer  meetings,  Sabbath 
schools,  and  families. 

Resolved,  That  the  interests  of  the  Board  of  Publication  are 
hereby  commended  to  the  attention  and  Christian  liberality  of  all  our 
Churches,  and  that  they  all  be  requested  to  take  up  an  annual  collec- 
tion for  its  support. 

CHANGES    AND    ADDITIONS    IN    THE    PUBLISHED    MINUTES. 

There  has  also  been  referred  to  the  Committee  a  paper  suggesting 
the  expediency  of  certain  changes  and  additions  in  the  Annual 
Minutes  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Church,  upon  which  they  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  recom- 
mend the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  by  this  Synod: 

Resolved,  That  the  title  page  of  the  published  Minutes  of  this 
Synod  be  as  follows:  "The  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  Seventy- 
Sixth  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in 
North  America,  Convened  at  the  City  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  June,  1862  :" 
and  that  the  same  be  continued  hereafter,  with  the  necessary  varia- 
tions, corresponding  to  the  ordinal  number,  and  to  the  place  and  the 
time  of  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  several  Classes  be  this 
year  and  hereafter  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  with  a  view  to 
greater  facility  of  reference;  and  that  the  initials  of  the  Particular 
Synods  to  which  they  respectively  belong  be  annexed. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  published  in  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod, 
this  year  and  hereafter,  the  following: 

1.  The  order  of  the  Lemmata,  to  each  of  which  shall  be  annexed  a 
reference  to  the  page  of  the  minutes  on  which  it  may  be  found. 

2.  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  who  from  the  first  shall  have  occcupied 
the  office  of  President  of  this  Synod,  and  likewise  a  list  of  the  names 
of  all  who  shall  have  occupied  the  office  of  Stated  Clerk;  and  that 
the  names  of  all,  respectively,  be  preceded  by  the  year  of  their 
election,  and  followed  by  the  name  of  the  State  in  which  they  resided, 
and  of  the  place  in  which  the  meeting  was  held. 

3.  An  alphabetical  list  of  all  our  ministers,  with  their  respective 
places  of  residence,  or  post  office  address  annexed,  together  with  a 
reference  to  the  page  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod  upon  which  each  name 
may  be  found  in  the  Classical  Report.

PARTICULARIA. 

The  Synod,  on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  Stated  Clerk. 

On  counting  the  ballots,  Rev.  David  D.  Demarest,  D.D.,  was 
elected. 

Resolved,  That  a  telegraphic  dispatch  be  forwarded  to  Rev.  D.  D. 
Demarest,  notifying  him  of  his  election,  and  requesting  him  to  come 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  immediately. 

Resolved,  That  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Strong,  D.D., 
as  Permaroent  Clerk  be  accepted,  and  the  office  be  abolished. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  General  Synod  be  tendered  to 
the  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Strong  D.D.,  for  his  services  as  Permanent  Clerkt 
in  which  he  has  for  the  year  past  performed  the  duties  of  Stated 
Clerk. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Stated  Clerk  for  the  year  ending, 
June  1,  1862,  be  paid  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Thomas  M.  Strong, 
D.D. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Franklin  Institute,  of  the  City  of  Syracuse,  to  visit  the  reading 
rooms  and  library,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Synod 
returned  to  them  for  their  polite  invitation. 

It  was  resolved  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draft  a 
Minute  expressive  of  the  affectionate  regards  of  this  Synod,  for  the 
memory  and  services  of  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong,  D.D.,  the 
former  Stated  Clerk  of  this  body.  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D.,  John 
De  Witt,  D.D.,  and  Elder  J.  C.  Newkirk,  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  expressive  of  the 
feelings  of  this  Synod,  respecting  the  decease  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr. 
Strong,  respectfully  recommend  the  following  : 

Almost  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  General  Synod,  it 
pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  remove  from  the  Church  on  earth, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong,  D.D.,  who,  during  the  long  period  of 
thirty-three  years,  was  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  body.  By  his  death 
this  Synod  has  lost  the  services  of  an  executive  officer  who  was  re- 
markable for  diligence,  accuracy,  and  faithfulness  in  every  trust,  and 
for  his  familiarity  with  the  customs,  usages,  legislation,  polity,  history 
and  theology  of  the  Church.     Courteous  in  manner,  prudent  in  coun- 
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sel,  energetic  in  action,  he  was  a  bright  example  of  the  meekness  of 
wisdom,  "  and  of  the  good  and  faithful  servant  whose  praise  is  in  all 
the  Churches." 

Thankful  to  God,  who  gave  him  to  us,  we  rejoice  in  the  "  burning 
and  shining  light"  of  his  eminent  piety  and  his  devoted  services,  and 
still  more  in  the  good  hope  that  death  to  him  was  but  a  translation 
M  to  the  Church  of  the  first  born  that  is  written  in  Heaven." 

The  Synod  do  also  hereby  express  their  sincere  condolence  with 
the  bereaved  family  of  our  departed  father,  and  commend  them  to 
"  the  God  of  all  comfort "  through  the  everlasting  Covenant. 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  that  certified  copies  of  the  same  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased,  and  published  in  the  periodicals  of  the  Church.

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Our  beloved  country  is  distracted  by  an  unjustifiable 
and  atrocious  rebellion,  involving  consequences  of  the  greatest  mag- 
nitude ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  not  only  the  natural  obligations  of  love  and  grati- 
tude, and  obedience  which,  as  Christian  citizens,  Ave  owe  a  free  and 
beneficent  Government,  but  also  loyalty  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  His 
cause  of  truth  and  righteousness  on  the  earth,  demand  of  us  an  earnest 
and  unqualified  support  of  our  Government  in  its  efforts  to  suppress 
this  disastrous  and  most  wicked  rebellion. 

Resolved,  That  we  humbly  recognize  our  dependence  upon  the 
good  help  of  our  God  for  the  success  of  our  armies  and  triumph  of 
our  cause,  and,  therefore,  our  prayer  shall  continually  be,  that  He 
will  grant  all  needed  grace  to  our  rulers ;  that  He  will  bless  our 
armies  and  go  forth  with  them  ;  that  He  will  prosper  the  right ;  that 
He  will  eradicate  all  the  causes  of  this  rebellion  ;  that  He  will  soon 
restore  to  us  peace  and  harmony ;  that  He  will  in  infinite  wisdom 
guide  us  in  a  way  by  which,  in  the  best  manner,  every  yoke  may  in 
His  own  time  be  broken,  and  the  oppressed  go  free ;  that  He  will 
bring  rich  spiritual  blessings  to  all  parts  of  our  nation  out  of  these 
temporal  sorrows ;  that  He  will  turn  the  hearts  of  all  our  people  in 
penitence  and  faith  toward  himself,  and  thus  in  Christian  love  toward 
each  other,  and  thus  according  to  His  word,  the  work  of  righteousness 
may  be  peace,  and  the  effect  of  righteousness  quietness  and  assurance 
forever,  and  that  in  the  unity  of  the  spirit  we  may  have  the  bonds 
of  peace. 
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Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God  in 
all  the  blessings,  civil,  social  and  religious,  which  we  have  enjoyed 
under  this  Government,  the  best  enjoyed  by  the  sons  of  men ;  that 
we  humbly  thank  Him  for  the  many  blessings  which  crown  us  even 
now  in  the  midst  of  these  sorrows,  for  the  excellent  spirit  which  He 
has  given  our  rulers,  and  for  the  many  instances  of  signal  suecess 
which  He  has  given  to  our  generals  and  armies. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  full  confidence  in  the  patriotism,  fidelity, 
wisdom  and  prudence  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  ;  that  we 
bless  God  for  the  guidance  He  has  given  him  in  his  perplexing  and 
critical  duties ;  that  as  our  Churches  have  given  many  of  their  sons 
to  the  armed  service  of  the  country,  so  we  pledge  him,  as  the  head 
and  representative  of  our  Government,  the  cooperation  of  our  prayers, 
and  of  every  form  of  influence,  effort,  and  sacrifice  which  duty  may 
demand,  and  in  testimony  of  all  this  we  respectfully  send  him  an 
official  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

Rev.  T.  H.  Skinner,  Jr.,  E.  P.  Livingston,  E.  Van  Aken,  and  the 
Elders,  J.  Markell  and  N.  Merriam,  were  appointed  a  Committee  of 
Canvass,  to  whom  the  ballots  cast  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  several 
Boards  for  corresponding  delegates,  and  a  preacher  in  behalf  of 
benevolent  operations,  were  committed. 

They  reported  the  result  of  the  election. 

The  communication  containing  the  Van  Benschoten  bequest  was 
read. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

Agreeably  to  the  standing  rule  of  the  Synod,  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  of  the  several  Boards  of  the  Church  were  heard  in  behalf 
■of  their  respective  Boards,  on  the  third  day  of  the  session.  Elder 
William  Ferris  presented  the  claims  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  Afterwards,  the  Synod 
spent  a  season  in  a  free  interchange  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the 
benevolent  operations  of  the  Church. 

The  sermon  in  behalf  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church 
was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  the 
Rev.  Gabriel  Ludlow,  D.D.,  from  Isaiah  11:9.  "  For  the  earth  shall 
be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea." 
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Rev.  John  A.  Lansing,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  the  Rev. 
Jacob  West,  Secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  in  behalf  of  benevolent 
operations  at  the  next  Stated  Session. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hereby  reiterate  resolution  No.  5  of  the 
Synod  of  1861,  contained  on  page  90  of  the  proceedings,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  urged  to  take  such  steps  as  shall 
insure  that  the  claims  of  all  our  Boards  be  statedly  presented  to  each 
of  the  Churches  under  their  care,  and  collections  taken  for  them." 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be,  and  are  hereby  requested 
to  suggest  to  their  Churches  to  prepare  a  programme  of  the  different 
objects  of  benevolence  as  recommended  by  the  General  Synod,  and 
specify  and  adopt,  as  a  standing  rule,  certain  Sabbaths  when  these 
contributions  shall  annually  be  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod,  with  the  aid  of  the 
Treasurers  of  the  Boards,  be  requested  to  prepare  annually,  a  tabular 
statement  of  the  contributions  made  by  the  several  Churches  to  the 
Boards  and  Funds  recommended  by  Synod ;  that  each  amount  so 
credited  shall  embrace  in  one  sum  all  that  may  have  been  contributed 
to  such  object  from  whatever  source,  and  that  such  statement  be  re- 
ported annually  to  Synod,  and  published  in  the  proceedings  of  Synod 
under  the  head  of  article  22. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  has  in  com- 
mon with  some  other  evangelical  denominations  of  this  country,  felt  a 
deep  and  abiding  interest  in  the  subject  of  providing  suitable  and 
efficient  ways  and  means  whereby  such  portions  of  the  colored  popu- 
lation of  the  several  States,  who  should  attain  their  freedom  by 
emancipation  or  otherwise,  and  who  were  willing  and  desirous  of  re- 
turning to  their  father  land ;  and,  whereas,  many  of  our  most  dis- 
tinguished statesmen,  philanthropists  and  Christians,  have  for  many 
years  been  engaged  in  the  benevolent  work  of  colonizing  the  free 
colored  population  of  this  country  in  the  Republic  of  Liberia,  Africa, 
which  Republic  is  said  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition ; 
and,  whereas,  the  leading  nations  of  Europe  have  long  since  recog- 
nized the  Republic  of  Liberia  as  a  nation  extant,  and  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  of  America  are  now  about  to  do  the  same,  there- 
fore, 
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Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  philanthropy  of  the  past,  and  the 
necessity  of  greater  and  more  extensive  Christian  efforts  for  the 
future  protection  of  this  class  of  our  population,  arising  from  the  pros- 
pect of  the  immediate  emancipation  of  many  thousands,  this  Synod 
commend  the  interest  of  the  American  Colonization  Society  to  the 
sympathy  and  cordial  support  of  all  the  Churches  under  their  care, 
and  to  all  the  other  Christians,  philanthropists  and  statesmen  of  the 
nation. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  respective  Churches 
under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  to  take  up  a  collection  for,  and  in  be- 
half of  the  American  Colonization  Society  during  the  year,  and,  if 
practicable,  about  the  fourth  of  July. 

Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Cook,  Secretary  of  the  Sabbath  Committee  of  New 
York  City,  having  made  a  statement  of  the  work  of  that  Committee, 
and  having  presented  its  recent  volume  of  Sabbath  Sermons  to  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Synod,  it  was, 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  regard  with  great  satisfaction  and 
gratitude  to  God,  the  very  successful  efforts  of  the  Sabbath  Commit- 
tee to  secure  the  better  observance  of  the  Lord's  day,  and  that  they 
feel  assured  that  the  most  wise  and  earnest  labors  of  the  Committee 
will  result  in  growing  advantage  to  the  sacred  cause,  not  only  in  our 
great  metropolis  but  through  all  our  land. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  given  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  their  liberal  gift  of  their  volume  of  Sabbath  Sermons. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  ministers  be  earnestly  requested  to  preach 
upon  the  authority  and  duties  of  the  Christian  Sabbath,  at  least  once 
during  the  coming  ecclesiastical  year. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  lately  elected  as  one  of  the  Secretaries 
of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  also  at  present  a  member  of  this 
body,  was  introduced,  and  heard  on  the  condition  and  claims  of  the 
Society.  He  reviewed  the  history  of  the  Society  ;  presented  stirring 
views  of  its  widely  extended  operations ;  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the 
Synod  by  showing  that  notwithstanding  the  distracted  state  of  the 
country  in  consequence  of  the  deplorable  rebellion  within  its  borders, 
which  considerably  diminished  the  resources  of  other  benevolent  In- 
stitutions, yet  the  issues  of  this  Society  had  been  larger  than  informer 
years;  he  gave  a  birds'-eye  view  of  the  operations  on  the  foreign 
field,  and  invoked  the  prayers  of  the  Synod  for  himself,  as  the  special 
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representative  of  the  Dutch  Church  in  the  Board  of  the  Bible  Society, 
and  begged  the  largest  liberality  of  the  Church  on  behalf  of  this 
primary  and  most  important  Institution  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  regard  of  this  Synod  for  the  cause  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  has  grown  by  the  years  of  its  existence,  and 
by  the  observation  of  its  beneficent  results. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  invokes  the  blessing  of  God  on  their 
brother,  and  pray  that  he  may  be  happy  and  eminently  useful  in  his 
new  duties. 

Resolved,  That  he  be  recommended  to  the  Churches  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  Bible  Society,  by  an  annual  collection,  or  any 
other  mode  of  increasing  its  funds. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  recommend  to  the  Churches  taking 
collections  for  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  and  Board  of  Publica- 
tion ;  that  said  Churches  designate  what  proportion  of  such  collections 
is  designed  for  Sabbath  school  purposes,  and  that  said  Boards  keep 
distinct  accounts  of  said  Funds,  and  apply  according  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Churches ;  and  where  no  such  designation  is  made,  that  said 
Boards  carry  such  collections  to  their  general  accounts,  and  apply  to 
the  general  purposes  of  each  Board  respectively. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  Pastors  and  Churches  in  connection  with 
the  Synod,  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  regard  its  injunction, 
that  the  last  Thursday  of  February  be  observed  as  a  day  of  special 
prayer  for  colleges  and  seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  the  Pastors 
of  the  various  Churches  preach  upon  the  subject  of  education  on  the 
Sabbath  previous  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  second  week  in  January  be  recommended  to 
our  Churches,  to  be  observed  as  a  week  of  united  and  special  prayer 
for  the  conversion  of  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  on  all  the  Pastors  of  the  Churches 
to  take  an  early  opportunity  of  bringing  such  matters  in  the  Minutes 
of  General  Synod,  as  particularly  interest  the  Church,  before  their 
congregations,  and  that  the  several  Classes  be  instructed  to  inquire  at 
their  Spring  meeting,  whether  this  has  been  done. 
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ARTICLE  XXIII. 

PASTORAL      LETTER. 

The  Rev.  W.  R.  Gordon,  D.D.,  H.D.  Ganse,and  Jno.  De  Witt,D.D., 

with  the  Elders,  J.  B.  Jewett  and  F.  J.  Hosford,  were  appointed  a  Spe- 
cial Committee  to  draft  a  Pastoral  Letter  in  the  name  of  General 
Synod  to  the  Churches,  in  accordance  with  the  second  resolution  of 
the  Report  adopted  on  the  State  of  Religion.     [See  Appendix.] 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

SYNODICAL      ARCHIVES. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  make  some  pro- 
vision for  the  permanent  deposit  and  preservation  of  the  archives  of 
the  General  Synod,  if  possible  in  the  rooms  103  Fulton  Street,  New 
York  City. 

A  resolution  having  been  offered  that  the  Stated  Clerk  be  author- 
ized to  have  a  bound  set  of  Minutes  for  the  use  of  the  Synod,  it  was 
referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  E.  Van  Aken,  J. 
C.  F.  Hoes,  D.D.,  and  F.  J.  Hosford. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  having  the 
Minutes  of  General  Synod  bound,  respectfully  report  that  it  is  deemed 
of  great  importance,  both  for  better  preservation  and  more  con- 
venient use,  that  the  Synod  possess  them  in  bound  form  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  if  the  Stated  Clerk  shall  find,  when  all  the  papers 
and  books  of  Synod  come  into  his  possession,  that  there  is  no  such 
bound  copy  belonging  to  General  Synod,  that  then  he  be  directed  to 
have  a  copy  (complete,  if  possible,)  bound  in  a  good  and  substantial 
manner  for  the  use  of  Synod,  and  that  he  have  an  additional  copy 
bound,  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives. 

Your  Committee  find  on  the  Minutes  of  1855,  page  614,  a  reso- 
lution authorizing  the  Stated  Clerk  to  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, such  copies  of  the  Minutes  as  may  be  in  the  archives,  but 
not  needed  for  the  use  of  Synod,  and  that  the  Board  be  directed 
to  have  them  bound  in  sets  and  offered  for  sale.  This  work,  we 
understand,  the  Board  have  not  yet  felt  themselves  able  to  carry  out. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Minutes  reserved  by  the  late  Clerk  must  be 
complete,  or  nearly  so,  and  that  for  an  extra  copy  (should  the  Clerk 
have  preserved  no  duplicate,)  there  will  be  no  great  difficulty  to  pro- 
cure them  from  other  quarters.

PASTORAL    LETTER. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Prot.  Ref.  Dutch  Church  of  North 
America,  to  all  the  Churches  under  its  care  : 

Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  he  might  deliver  us 
from  this  present  evil  world,  according  to  the  will  of  God  our 
Father,  to  whom  be  glory  forever.    Amen. 

Beloved  Brethren :  The  present  state  of  religion  among  us,  made 
known  by  the  recent  reports  of  all  our  Churches,  is  by  no  means 
gladdening  to  our  hearts.  The  two  preceding  Synodical  reports  on 
this  subject,  have  shown  a  comparative  un fruitful n ess  which  occasioned 
repeated  regrets,  but  the  present  year  has  been  one  of  barrenness  in- 
deed. Synod  therefore,  believing  that  present  circumstances  justify 
return  to  a  time-honored  custom,  resolved  to  issue  a  Pastoral 
Letter,  with  a  view  to  call  the  attention  of  the  whole  Church  affec- 
tionately and  urgently  to  this  matter;  and  to  those  which  moat 
nearly  relate  to  your  spiritual  advancement  and  ecclesiastical  pros- 
perity. 

It  is  a  subject  for  devout  thankfulness  to  God  our  Saviour,  that 
our  Churches  generally  have  been,  and  now  are  well  supplied  with 
the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Word ;  that  religious  instruction  to  the 
young,  in  Bible  classes  and  Sunday  schools  have  been  steadily  given ; 
that  meetings  for  social  worship  have  assumed  greater  prominence, 
and  been  well  attended ;  that  peace  and  brotherly  love  seem  to  have 
shed  their  most  beneficent  influence  upon  our  denomination  ;  that 
the  spirit  of  benevolence  has  made  its  annual  offerings  unto  the  Lord, 
at  least  by  the  hands  of  those  who  have  been  accustomed  to  work  ; 
and  that  the  general  outward  aspect  of  the  Church  is  animating  alike 
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to  faith  and  hope.  For  these  things,  we  are  bound  to  thank  God  al- 
ways for  you,  brethren,  as  it  is  meet. 

"Would  to  God  that  we  might  now  add :  "  He  hath  blessed  us 
with  all  spiritual  blessing  in  heavenly  things  in  Christ"  But  our 
duty  binds  us  to  speak  of  our  common  wants  and  defects,  as  well  as 
of  our  mercies.  God  forbid,  dear  brethren,  that  our  specifications  be 
made  otherwise  than  with  that  tender  solicitude  for  your  spiritual 
welfare,  which  we  feel  sure  will  excuse  all  earnestness  of  speech.  No 
unworthy  reflection  is  designed  upon  the  piety  of  any,  or  their  re- 
gard for  the  cause  of  good  morals  and  sound  religion  ;  but  it  becomes 
us  to  speak  as  we  do,  in  order  that  the  prosperous  and  unpropitious 
aspects  of  our  denominational  spiritual  condition  may  be  taken  in  at 
one  view,  so  as  to  facilitate  and  fasten  the  conviction  that  whatever 
leanness  is  apparent  among  us  is  owing,  not  to  the  want  of  spiritual 
food,  but  to  the  want  of  that  assimilating  process  by  which  it  should 
always  promote  the  efficient  growth  of  the  new  man  in  Christ  Jesus ; 
not  to  the  failure  of  God's  faithfulness  or  promises,  but  to  our  own  sins 
of  omission. 

We  bespeak  your  Christian  forbearance  then,  while  we  briefly  plead 
for  the  rectification  of  every  evil,  and  for  the  removal  of  every  obstacle. 
There  is  an  indissoluble  connection  between  the  general  character  of 
every  Church  and  the  individual  character  of  each  of  its  members. 
Hence  if  there  be  any  known  or  marked  defect  in  the  individual 
Christian,  its  evil  influence  goes  beyond  him  to  the  injury  of  the 
Church.  A  due  consideration  of  this  fact  will,  we  are  pursuaded, 
produce  a  more  earnest  desire  and  effort  in  every  sincere  believer,  to 
adopt  Paul's  twelfth  chapter  to  the  Romans,  as  his  general  guide,  so 
that  he  may  be  enabled  to  "  walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  that  are 
without." 

That  there  ai"e  evils  and  obstacles  to  be  removed,  is  apparent 
enough  in  the  painful  fact,  that  the  increase  of  our  Church  by  con- 
fession of  faith  reported  to  the  Synod,  has  fallen  below  that  of  the 
preceding  year  by  nearly  five  hundred  souls.  Now,  we  are  sure  that 
God  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promises ;  that  there  is  a  remarkable 
similarity  of  operation  between  the  laws  of  nature  and  the  laws  of 
grace ;  and  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  means  of  grace  are  the  chan- 
nels of  grace  to  the  Christian,  and  to  the  impenitent  as  well.  When 
therefore  we  consider  how  ample  are  these  means  among  us,  and  how 
constantly  they  are  employed,  and  then  estimate  the  amount  of  our 
spiritual  gains  by  the  results  of  another  year's  efforts  in  the  number 
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of  actual  credible  conversions,  to  what  other  conclusion  can  we  possi- 
bly arrive  than  the  one  just  spoken  of? 

But  we  are  not  left  to  inferrence.  Our  Classical  reports  make 
positive  assertions  which  convince  us  that  our  spiritual  feebleness  is 
due  simply  to  our  own  lack  of  zeal  in  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life. 
We  do  not  forget  that  they  assign  the  present  lamentable  civil  war 
as  the  prominent  reason  for  the  diversion  of  our  people  from  religious 
things,  and  that  this  is  made  to  account  for  the  small  additions  to  the 
Church  already  alluded  to ;  but  while  we  admit  this  explanation,  in 
part,  we  at  the  same  time  lament  it  as  only  increasing  our  guilt  be- 
fore God.  He  has  admonished  us  on  this  matter  in  these  words  :  "  In 
the  day  of  adversity  consider."  Our  national  chastisement  surely 
ought  to  have  the  effect  to  humble  us  more  deeply,  and  to  awaken  a 
more  intensely  importunate  spirit  of  prayer  in  all  our  Churches ;  be- 
cause faith  in  the  promise  should  prompt  us  to  the  duty  to  which  it 
is  attached  — "  Return  unto  me,  and  I  will  return  unto  you,  saith  the 
Lord."     Is  not  our  failure  here  our  fault  ? 

The  impenitent,  we  believe,  cannot  live  at  ease  in  an  atmosphere 
charged  with  the  moral  force  of  an  all-pervading  piety.  Earnest  prayer 
and  godly  example  constitute  a  perpetual  rebuke  of  the  careless,  and 
are  adapted  to  excite  troubled  thoughts  from  which  they  can  find  no 
escape  but  to  the  cross  of  Christ.  Our  duty  then  in  the  relations  we 
bear  to  them  is  plain.  Bought  with  a  price,  we  are  not  our  own  ;  and 
if  we  would  not  ignore  this  arousing  truth,  let  us  make  its  controlling 
influence  conspicuous  in  our  lives.  Thus  should  we  come  to  regard 
our  possessions  and  our  services  alike  subservient  to  the  cause  of  our 
Master. 

In  this  connection,  allow  us  to  make  prominent  before  you  the 
strange  fact,  that  more  than  three-fourths  of  our  four  hundred  and 
eight  Churches,  withstanding  our  importunities,  have  been  content  for 
years  to  neglect,  in  whole  or  in  part,  those  contributions  which  the 
pledges  of  our  profession  require  us  to  make.  Surely  there  is  some- 
thino-  in  this  fact  to  account  for  the  failure  of  blessing  over  which  we 
now  mourn.  Under  such  circumstances,  is  it  surprising  that  the  Lord 
should  withhold  from  us  his  reward  of  approbation  ?  Do  we  com- 
ply with  the  Apostle's  injunction;  "  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week 
let  every  one  of  you  layby  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  prospered  him?n 
Nothing  is  made  of  the  amount  of  our  alms  in  Scripture,  beyond  this 
rule.  The  fact  of  giving,  and  giving  statedly,  is  pressed  upon  our 
notice  in  such  connections  as  secure  us  against  mistake  in  this  matter

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of  imperative  duty.  God  can  bring  grand  results  out  of  just  such  a 
mite  as  Christ  noticed  with  commendation,  whose  weight  and  worth 
were  estimated  by  the  pious  motive  that  dropped  it  from  the  hand  of 
indigence.  Surely  did  every  Christian  think  of  this,  our  Missionaries 
shouklT  at  least,  be  relieved  of  one  sore  trouble,  and  our  Boards  of 
many  painful  apprehensions. 

May  we  not  then  beseech  those  Churches  whose  failure,  we  are 
willing  to  believe,  has  arisen  more  from  the  fear  that  they  could  not 
realize  amounts  gratifying  to  themselves  than  from  sheer  indifferencer 
to  remember  the  approval  of  Christ  withheld  from  the  ostenta- 
tious of  his  day  ?  If  the  Consistory  of  each  Church  in  our  connec- 
tion, will  only  give  the  people  stated  opportunities  to  do  what  they  can,. 
we  believe  all  Avill  be  gratified  at  the  result  of  this  duty  discharged. 
Self-denial  is  made  in  Scripture  an  indispensable  test  of  personal  piety. 
We  feel  perfectly  sure,  dear  brethren,  that  your  avowed  Christian 
principles  are  right  on  this  subject.  Will  you  not  then  put  them  in 
practice  ?  Let  us  all  do  tohat  toe  can,  and  thus  fill  up  the  full  measure 
of  our  accountability. 

Allow  us  now  to  refer  to  another  matter.  It  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  all  our  Churches  be  well  guarded  by  a  faithful  use  of 
discipline.  No  scandalous  sin  in  a  church  member  should  go  unre- 
buked  ;  but  our  attention-  has  been  called,  both  by  Classical  reports 
and  by  individuals,  to  the  sin  of  intemperance  :  the  prevalence  of  which 
in  many  quarters  is  a  serious  embarrassment  to  the  Church.  While 
prayer  and  prudence  should  ever  guide  our  Consistories  in  their  offi- 
cial acts,  it  can  never  be  safe  to  let  peace  take  the  precedence  of 
purity.  Their  duty  with  regard  to  this  vicer  should  be  promptly  per- 
formed ;  and  the  reason  is  obvious.  The  sin  in  question  lays  so  firm 
a  hold  upon  those  who  practice  it,  there  are  so  many  ways  by  which 
the  unguarded,  and  especially  the  diseased,  may  be  drawn  into  it ; 
and  the  scandal  of  its  presence  in  the  Church  is  so  great ;  and,  unre- 
buked,  so  mischievous ;  that  timely  dealing  with  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  every  Consistory. 

One  more  matter  of  primary  importance  we  must  not  fail  to  men- 
tion. It  has  been  brought  to  our  notice  that  the  omission  of  family 
prayer  and  of  parental  religious  instruction  by  members  of  the  Church 
is  a  growing  evil  among  us.  So  obviously  inconsistent  with  the  spirit 
and  design  of  our  holy  religion  is  this  neglect,  that  we  trust  the  guilty 
are  few  in  number ;  and  that  being  admonished,  they  will  at  once 
reform.     It  needs  no  argument  here  to  show  that  these  duties  are 
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essential  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  every  family,  and  of  every  Church. 
We  therefore  beseech  all  parents,  and  especially  those  whose  Christ- 
ian profession  requires  an  influence  every  where  exerted  for  good, 
never  to  forget  the  assembling  of  their  households  for  the  purpose  of 
family  prayer  ;  and  never  to  neglect  the  spiritual  culture  due  to  their 
offspring.  Let  them  learn  their  responsibility  in  these  things,  from  a 
prophet's  imprecation,  "  Pour  out  thy  fury  upon  the  heathen  that 
know  thee  not,  and  upon  the  families  that  call  not  on  thy  name ;" 
and  by  an  apostle's  direction,  "  Bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord."  Make  it  a  matter  of  conscience  also  to  at- 
tend the  weekly  meetings  for  social  worship,  and  thus  encourage  one 
another  in  the  discharge  of  mutual  obligation. 

We  exhort  you,  dearly  beloved,  to  be  faithful  in  all  things,  look- 
ing diligently  lest  any  man  fail  of  the  grace  of  God,  lest  any  root  of 
bitterness  springing  up,  trouble  you,  and  thereby  many  be  defiled. 
Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  spirit,  and 
watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverence  and  supplication  for  all  saints. 
Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are 
honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  what- 
soever things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  arc  of  good  report ;  if  there 
be  any  virtue  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things.  Ab- 
stain from  all  appearance  of  evil.  And  the  very  God  of  peace  sancti- 
fy you  wholly ;  and  may  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be 
preserved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Mr.  Van  Doren,  of  the  Senior  Class,  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the 
army  during  the  last  summer,  and  has  not  therefore  been  in  attend- 
ance at  the  Seminary  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Riggs,  of  the  Middle  Class,  has  been  absent  by  permission. 

Mr.  Van  Vliet,  of  the  Middle  Class,  left  the  institution  in  Novem- 
ber last,  on  account  of  confirmed  ill  health. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Zabriskie,  of  the  Middle  Class,  has  been  frequently  and 
for  long  periods  absent,  partly  in  consequence  of  the  sickness  and 
death  of  his  relatives. 

The  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution  in  reference  to  Mr. 
Zabriskie  : 

Resolved,  That  he  be  not  allowed  to  proceed  with  his  Class  unless 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Professors  he  shall  in  a  great  degree  have 
made  up  the  deficiencies  caused  by  his  absence  from  the  recitations 
of  the  last  year. 

With  the  above  exceptions,  the  Faculty  report  that  the  attend- 
ance, general  conduct  and  health  of  the  students  have  been  good. 

Mr.  W.  Schlieder  has  attended  the  recitations  of  the  Junior 
Class,  but  could  not  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Seminary,  for 
the  want  of  those  literary  qualifications  required  by  the  General 
Synod.  The  Professors,  however,  speak  of  him  in  the  highest 
terms,  and  recommend  him  to  General  Synod  in  their  report  to  this 
Board  for  a  dispensation. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  cordially  unite  with  the  Professors  in 
recommending  to  General  Synod  that  Mr.  Schlieder,  in  view  of  his 
age,  piety,*  diligence  and  attainments,  be  permitted  to  pursue  his 
studies  as  a  recognized  member  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  a  dispensa- 
tion to  this  effect  be  granted  by  Synod. 

We  record  with  pleasure  the  fact,  that  two  of  the  Senior  Class 
have  devoted  themselves  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  examinations  were  well  sustained  by  the  students,  and  afforded 
abundant  evidence  of  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  Professors. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  heard  in  the  delivery  of 
specimen  sermons,  and  were  examined  on  personal  piety,  and  their 
views  in  entering  the  ministry. 

Resolved,  That  the  examination  of  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  be  sustained,  with  the  exception  of  one,  who  is  recommended 
to  remain  another  year  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Class  whose  examination  has 
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been  sustained,  be  recommended  to  tbe  Theological  Facility  for  their 
Professoral  Certificates. 

All  the  students  of  the  Seminary  were  interrogated  in  regard  to 
the  law  of  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of  preaching,  and  the  Board 
are  sorry  to  report  that  there  has  been  one  violation.  A  member  of 
the  Senior  Class  acknowledged  that  he  had  ignorantly  and  uninten- 
tionally violated  the  law  on  one  occasion.  Under  these  circum- 
stances it  was 

Resolved,  That  he  be  excused. 

An  excellent  portrait  of  the  late  Professor  Ludlow  has  been  pre- 
sented by  a  lady  through  Professor  Campbell. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  relation  to  it,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  rejoice  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  portraits 
which  already  adorn  the  walls  of  the  chapel,  that  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ludlow,  and  desire  to  render  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  kind  donor. 

The  Faculty  state  their  regret  that  through  an  oversight  the 
acknowledgment  of  the  generous  donation  of  five  hundred  and  eighty 
volumes,  comprising  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  late  Professor 
Van  Vranken's  library,  was  not  noticed  in  the  last  annual  report. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  important  and  valuable  addition  to  the  Library 
of  five  hundred  and  eighty  volumes,  comprising  the  most  valuable 
part  of  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Vranken's  library,  and  which  was  so  generously 
made  last  year  by  Mrs.  Mary  Van  Vranken,  Mrs.  Frances  Holmes, 
and  Mrs.  Gansevoort  Van  Vranken,  demand  the  warmest  acknowl- 
edgment and  the  sincerest  thanks  of  General  Synod. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  address  to  the  students  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D. 

A  communication  was  received  from  T.  C.  Doremus,  Esq.,  in 
reply  to  a  resolution  of  last  year,  requesting  the  Committee  on  the 
Scudder  Monument  to  select  a  new  site  and  to  remove  it,  informing 
the  Board  that  the  Committee  had  made  their  final  report,  and  were 
discharged.     Therefore,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  following  resolution  passed  last  year  by  the 
Board  be  referred  to  General  Synod,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  unanimous  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  site 
selected  for  the  Scudder  Monument  is  not  well  adapted  to  secure 
either  the  symmetry  of  the  grounds,  or  the  best  effect  of  the  monu- 
ment itself,  and  that  the  Committee  who  have  located  it  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  remove  it  to  a  new  site,  to  be  selected  by  themselves 
in  connection  with  the  Professors. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  Board  would  unite  in  their  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  favor  to  our  institu- 
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tion,  and  at  the  same  time,  commend  it  to  the  prayers  and  efforts  of 
.    the  whole  Church,  for  its  continual  prosperity  and  usefulness.

A  communication  in  reference  to  Contingent  Expenses  of  Synod 
was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Geneva  and  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  Garretson,  S.  W.  Mills,  J.  L. 
Chapman,  Elders  B.  C.  Miller,  and  F.  J.  Hosford. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  asking 
relief  from  a  part  of  their  indebtedness  to  the  General  Synod  for 
Minutes,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Orange  on  the 
subject  of  Contingent  Expenses,  which  was  referred  to  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  subject. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  Prof.  Berg  in  regard  to 
furniture  and  repairs  of  the  house  occupied  by  him,  which  was  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Consistory  of  the  First 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Schenectady,  extending  an  invitation  to 
the  General  Synod,  to  hold  their  annual  Session  in  1864  in  their 
church. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  invitation  be  accepted. 

A  communication  was  received  from  George  A.  Mills,  asking  for  a 
dispensation  enabling  him  to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD    OF    CORPORATION. 

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Animal  Digest,  the  Treasurer's 
Annual  Report,  a  list  of  Securities  belonging  to  the  General  Synod,  a 
list  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Widow's  Fund,  a  list  of  Endowed  Schol- 
arships, and  report  of  John  C.  Elme"ndorf,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Rutgers 
College,  in  relation  to  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Funds. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  during  the  past 
year  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  educational  funds  of 
the  Church. 

There  has  been  received  from  James  Suydam,  Esq.,  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  invested,  and  the  income  therefrom  to  be 
applied  to  the  education  of  pious  and  indigent  young  men  preparing 
for  the  Gospel  Ministry  of  the  Reformed  Protestant"  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Board  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  designated  as  the 
James  Suydam  Scholarships. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.D.,  has  also  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, for  the  endowment  of  a  scholarship  for  the  education  of  pious 
young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  to  be 
called  The  Theodore  Frelinghuysen  De  Witt  Scholarship. 

There  has  been  recovered  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Samuel 
Gates,  Esq.,  deceased,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and 
twenty-eight  cents,  on  account  of  the  moneys  bequeathed  by  said 
Samuel  Gates,  deceased,  to  the  General  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
pious  young  men  in  procuring  an  education  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

The  Widows'  Fund  amounts  to  $19,089  38.  The  collections 
from  Churches  in  aid  of  this  fund  and  donations  from  individuals  din- 
ing the  past  year,  amount  to  $1,135  43.  In  this  amount  is  included 
the  sum  of  $120,  being  the  amount  of  annual  subscriptions  due  to 
two  subscribers  who  have  generously  donated  said  amount  to  the 
principal  of  the  fund.  The  amount  withdrawn  during  the  year  is 
$1,180.  There  are  now  forty-five  subscribers  to  the  Fund  ;  and  the 
sum  of  $104  has  been  paid  this  year  to  the  annuitants. 

In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  General  Synod,  the  Board 
took  measures  to  obtain  the  consent  of  those  interested  in  the  Fund 
to  the  proposed  amendments,  and  would  now  report  that  such  assent 
has  been  obtained,  and  they  would  therefore  recommend  that  Gene- 
ral Synod  announce  the  same,  and  have  the  plan  as  amended,  em- 
bodied in  their  Minutes. 
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Church  Building  Fund, — Two  loans  made  by  the  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions  ;  one  of  $2,300  to  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Battle 
Creek,  Michigan,  and  one  of  $1,000  to  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
at  Bushnell,  Illinois,  have  been  paid  out  of  the  Church  Building 
Fund. 

The  corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Brunswick  having  ordered 
that  the  street  in  the  rear  of  the  College  be  filled  in,  and  graded,  the 
Board  have  directed  the  work  adjacent  to  the  College  grounds  to  be 
done,  and  ask  General  Synod  to  confirm  their  act. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  General  Synod  (found  in  their 
Minutes  of  1860,  page  557)  application  has  been  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  Michigan,  to  confirm  the  title  of  General  Synod  to  the  Hol- 
land Academy,  and  to  authorize  the  Church  to  hold  real  estate  in 
that  State,  and  the  Board  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
Legislature  of  Michigan  at  its  last  session  passed  an  act  on  the  sub- 
ject, of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"  No.  64,  (House)  ) 

"  State  of  Michigan  (1863.)  ) 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact  that  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  a  body  corporate 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
shall  have  the  capacity  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy  by  gift, 
grant,  purchase,  devise  or  other  legal  or  equitable  form  of  convey- 
ance, the  real  estate  and  premises  in  the  County  of  Ottawa,  and  State 
of  Michigan,  known  as  the  Holland  Academy,  and  the  grounds  con- 
nected therewith  for  the  purposes  of  said  Academy,  and  their  appur- 
tenances; and  the  sale  of  said  property  heretofore  made  to  said 
Church,  is  hereby  confirmed  :  And,  also,  any  other  real  estate  that 
may  be  conveyed  to  said  Corporation  for  educational  purposes. 

'•  Provided  that  said  Corporation  shall  not  continue  to  hold  any 
real  estate  in  this  State,  not  actually  occupied  by  it  in  the  exercise  of 
its  franchises,  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years." 

The  Board  would  acknowledge  with  grateful  feelings  the  valuable 
services  rendered  by  the  Rev.  P.  Phelps,  Jr.,  and  the  Hon.  M.  D. 
Howard,  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Michigan,  in  obtaining  the 
passing  of  this  Act. 

As  soon  as  the  Board  were  informed  of  the  passing  of  the  above 
Act,  they  in  connection  with  the  Board  of  Education,  to  whom  the 
subject  had  been  jointly  referred  by  General  Synod,  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  relations  of  the  Holland  Academy  to  General  Synod,  and 
the  result  of  their  deliberations  will  come  before  Synod  in  the  joint 
Report  of  the  two  Boards,  to  be  communicated  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

The  Board  are  happy  to  state  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
Classes  have  complied  with  the  resolution  of  General  Synod  at  its 
last  meeting  in  regard  to  the  deficiency  in  the  income  of  Synod.  A 
number  of  the  Classes  have  generously  contributed  an  amount  equal 
to  their  previous  assessments.     The  following  Classes,  however,  were 
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in  arrears  on  the   30th  April  last,  which  is  the  close  of  the  financial

The  receipts  for  the  Fund  during  the  last  year  have  been  $189  08. 
The  payments  have  been  $180.  The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  is  $313  90. 

One  aged  minister  and  two  widows  of  ministers  have  been  aided 
during  the  past  year.  Only  eight  Churches  have  made  contributions 
to  the  Fund  during  the  year  ;  and  five  of  the  eight  belong  to  a  single 
classis,  that  of  Holland.  It  is  clear  that  the  rest  of  our  Churches 
either  do  not  understand  the  object  of  the  Fund,  or  do  not  properlv 
estimate  it.  It  is  the  only  fund  which  makes  provision  for  those 
ministers  who  cannot  spare  the  sum  that  is  yearly  required,  and  that 
for  a  number  of  years,  before  they  can  avail  themselves  of  the  ben- 
efit of  the  Widows'  Fund  ;  or  who  cannot  find  others  to  raise  it  for 
them.  A  number  of  our  ministers  obtain  only  a  bare  subsistence  for 
their  families,  with  difficulty  keeping  from  debt.  The  Fund  is  the 
provision  of  the  Church  for  such  in  the  time  of  old  age,  distress,  and 
poverty. 

When  the  plan  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  was  first  presented  to  the 
General  Synod,  it  embraced  the  aiding  of  ministers  whose  congregations 
could  not  give  them  a  proper  support,  and  it  was,  therefore,  named 
the  Sustentation  Fund.  The  Synod  did  not  adopt  that  part  of  the 
plan,  consequently  the  name  does  not  properly  represent  the  nature 
of  the  Fund.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  it  shall 
hereafter  be  known  as  "  The  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,"  and  they 
also  recommend  the  adoption  by  General  Synod  of  the  followino-  plan 
for  its  administration  : 

Plan  of  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  of  the  Ref.  P.  D.   Church. 

.  1.  The  Fund  shall  be  called  "  The  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  of  the 
Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,"  and  shall  be  administered  by 
the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod  of  said  Church,  dur- 
ing the  pleasure  and  under  the  control  of  General  Synod. 

2.  The  Board  of  Direction  shall  keep  securely  invested  such  con- 
tributions as  by  the  special  direction  of  the  donors  the  principal  is  to 
be  kept,  and  the  interest  only  to  be  used. 
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3.  Should  there  be  at  any  time  more  money  belonging  to  the 
Fund  than  may  be  immediately  required,  the  same  shall  be  deposited 
on  interest  in  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  or 
in  the  United  States  Trust  Company,  in  the  city  of  New  York ;  or  it 
may  be  loaned  on  the  stocks  of  the  City,  or  State  of  New  York,  or  of 
the  United  States. 

4.  The  Fund,  with  the  income  of  that  part  of  it  which,  in  accord- 
ance with  special  donations,  is  to  be  kept  invested,  shall  be  used  for 
the  support  of  disabled  ministers,  and  the  families  of  deceased  minis- 
isters,  when  such  may  be  in  need. 

5.  Applications  for  aid  must  be  accompanied  by  a  satisfactory  re- 
commendation from  the  Chassis  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  certi- 
fied by  the  clerk  thereof,  and  stating  the  amount  needed. 

6.  The  Board  of  Direction  are  authorized  to  make  grants  on  such 
applications,  and  it  shall  present  a  full  report  of  the  receipts,  dis- 
bursements, and  proceedings  of  the  Board,  with  a  statement  of  the 
Fund,  and  the  treasurer's  account  duly  audited,  each  year,  to  the 
General  Synod. 

7.  The  treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  money  as  received,  and 
make  all  payments. 

8.  The  Classes  are  requested  to  take  proper  steps  to  give  effect  to 
the  action  of  the  General  Synod  on  this  subject. 

9.  All  of  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  the  General  Synod  are  re- 
quested to  take  up  a  collection  yearly  for  the  Fund. 

The  following  extract  from  one  of  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (0.  S.),  contains 
so  important  a  thought,  that  your  committee  are  induced  to  embrace 
it  in  this  report,  that  the  attention  of  the  Classes  might  be  called  to 
the  subject : 

"The  Trustees  cannot  conclude  their  report  to  the  Assembly  with- 
out adverting  to  one  fact  more,  and  which,  in  their  opinion,  serves  to 
show  the  very  great  and  increasing  necessity  for  this  department  of 
their  labor.  The  number  is  not  small,  of  venerable  ministers  in  ad- 
vanced a^e,  who  are  retaining  pastoral  charges,  whose  duties  they  are 
poorly  able  to  perform.  In  many  instances  they  feel  their  burden  to 
be  o-reater  than  they  can  well  sustain  ;  but  to  relinquish  their  pulpits 
is  to  deprive  their  families  and  themselves  of  their  only  visible  means 
of  support.  Some  are  clinging  to  their  people  with  an  unrequited 
affection,  in  spite  of  many  significant  hints  and  mortifying  neglects  to 
which  they  are  subjected.  But  with  wounded  feelings,  and  almost 
broken  hearts,  they  hold  on,  from  year  to  year,  in  earnest  prayer  to 
God,  that  they  may  not  be  '  cast  off  in  the  time  of  old  age' — may  not 
be  'forsaken  when  their  strength  faileth.'  To  seek  another  settle- 
ment and  form  new  associations,  at  their  advanced  period  of  life,  is 
impracticable.  Without  relatives  that  are  able  or  willing  to  help 
them  ;  without  the  sympathy  of  a  congregation — most  of  whom  are 
younger  than  themselves — their  faith  sometimes  almost  fails  ;  and 
they  contemplate  the  increasing  infirmities  of  age,  aggravated  by 
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poverty,  with  a  depression  and  solicitude  which  none  can  understand 
nor  imagine  but  they  who  know  them  by  experience." 

Within  a  few  years,  provision  has  been  made  by  a  large  body  ot 
the  Orthodox  Independents  of  England,  for  the  retirement  of  such 
aged  and  infirm  ministers.

ARTICLE  V. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  Report  of  Rev.  W.  V.  V.  Mabon,  Delegate  of  tine- 
General  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

To  the  President  of  General  Synod  : 

The  undersigned,  as  Delegate  of  General  Synod,  attended  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  its  session  held  at 
Peoria,  Illinois,  May  21st,  1863. 

The  delegate  tendered  to  the  venerable  body,  to  which  he  was 
commissioned,  the  cordial  salutations  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
which  were  reciprocated  in  the  most  affectionate  spirit  by  the  Mod- 
erator of  thcGeneral  Assembly. 

The  Delegate  remained  six  days,  awaiting  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  touching  the  resolution  of  General  Synod,  contained  in 
Minutes  "of  1862,  page  140. 

The  General  Assembly  has  declined  to  inaugurate  any  change  in 
the  method  of  conducting  the  correspondence ;  while,  at  the  same 
time,  it  will  not  refuse  to  accede  to  the  change  proposed  if  distinctly 
desired  by  the  General  Synod. 

The  Assembly  appointed  the  Rev.  George  Junkin,  D.D.,  as  their 
Commissioner  to  the  General  Synod,  and  assign  to  him  their  formal 
answer  to  the  minute  referred  to  on  page  140. 

The  undersigned  may  be  permitted  to  say,  that  the  dignified  and 
affectionate  course  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  importance  of 
the  whole  subject,  arc  worthy  of  the  high  consideration  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod.

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Rev.  Mr.  Mabon  also  appeared  in  Synod  and  made  explanations  of 
his  report  and  additional  statements. 

Rev.  George  Junkin,  D.D.  LL.1>.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appoint- 
ment, took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding  delegate  from  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

A  hitter  was  received  from  the  Synod  of  South  Africa,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  Rev.  H.  D.  Ganse,  Com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (N* 
S.),  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  at 
its  last  session,  a  Commissioner  to  present  to  the  New  School  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  the  Synod's  proposal  of  a 
yearly  interchange  of  kind  expressions  between  the  two  bodies,  re- 
spectfully reports  that  he  discharged  that  duty.  Before  his  visit  to 
the  General  Assembly,  he  had  been  made  aware  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  its  members  regarded  some  features  of  the  Synod's  action  as 
wanting  in  courtesy  toward  their  own  body  ;  and  upon  his  arrival  in 
Philadelphia  he  was  convinced  that  this  misconception  of  the  Synod's 
meaning  was  even  more  extensive  than  he  had  been  led  to  believe. 
Under  these  circumstances  he  felt  it  his  duty,  in  addressing  the 
Assembly,  to  set  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  its  true  light,  and  he  is 
happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the  candor  and  kindness  with  which  his 
statements  were  received.  The  Synod,  however,  will  possibly  agree 
with  him  in  considering  that  the  mere  letter  of  last  year's  action  may 
bear  a  sense  not  consistent  with  a  proposal  of  courteous  intercourse. 
These  equivocal  expressions,  moreover,  stand  upon  our  printed  min- 
utes, unaccompanied  by  the  explanations  which  your  Commissioner 
made  to  the  Assembly.  For  this  reason,  as  he  believes,  and  not 
from  any  general  distrust  of  the  true  kindness  and  courtesy  of  the 
Synod,  the  evident  and  strong  disposition  of  the  Assembly  to  accept 
the  proposal  as  it  was  made,  gave  way  to  the  action  which  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Assembly  will  report  to  the  Synod.  In  that  action,  as 
will  appear,  the  Assembly,  while  declining  the  proposal  of  the  Synod 
on  account  of  the  terms  in  which  it  is  couched,  renews  a  proposal  of 
similar  import  in  its  own  terms.  If  the  Synod  shall  see  fit  to  accept 
this  proposal  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  will,  by  so  doing,  extend  to 
that  body  the  exact  measure  of  respect  and  kindness  which  the  Old 
School  Assembly  already  extends  to  it,  and  without  compromising  any 
feature  of  our  own  doctrinal  system,  or  endorsing  any  other,  will  lend 
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effectual  help  in  allaying  heart-burnings   and  jealousies  which  have 
estranged  Christ's  servants  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.

Rev. Thomas  H.  Skinner,  D.D.,  appeared  in  the  Synod  as  a  Commis- 
sioner from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (N.  S.), 
and  presented  the  following  action  of  the  Assembly  in  regard  to  the 
opening  of  a  correspondence  with  this  Synod  : 

The  Assembly,  after  considering  the  kind  and  earnest  address  of 
Mr.  Ganse,  and  considering  also  the  printed  Minutes  of  the  Acts  and 
Proceedings  of  said  General  Synod  (see  page-  131  to  140,  inclusive, 
especially  the  resolution  and  its  preamble,  page  140),  feel  with  Chris- 
tian and  Catholic  regret  constrained  in  righteousness  and  truth  to  de- 
cline the  special  overture  made  to  us,  but  that  we  hereby  cordially 
offer  correspondence  with  them  on  the  same  terms  on  which  we  cor- 
respond with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies ;  and  we  appoint  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Skinner,  D.D.,  a  Commissioner  to  attend  the  next  meet- 
ing of  their  General  Synod. 

It  was  resolved  that  this  subject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

It  was  resolved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence to  report  as  to  the  propriety  of  reopening  correspondence 
\vith  the  German  Reformed  Church. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report : 
That  the  papers  which  have  come  into  their  hands  evince  the 
pleasing  truth,  that  among  the  different  branches  of  the  reformed 
family  in  Christ,  in  our  land,  as  represented  in  the  Presbyterian  form 
of  government,  there  is  manifested  a  desire  to  come  more  closely 
together,  that  they  may  better  know  and  more  sincerely  love  each 
other.  As  Jesus  prayed  for  his  disciples  that  they  may  all  be  one, 
we  rejoice  in  every  manifestation  of  the  spirit  of  Christian  love, 
which  brings  the  different  divisions  of  the  Church  of  God  into  more 
intimate  relations,  and  strengthens  the  bonds  of  a  common  brother- 
hood in  Christ.  Your  Committee  feel  that  this  Synod,  partaking  in 
the  same  spirit,  is  not  prepared  to  loosen  any  of  the  ties  that  bind 
her  to  kindred  bodies,  but  is  rather  ready  to  reciprocate  all  that 
Christian  courtesy,  and  fraternal  love,  which  have  been  borne  to  her 
by  the  representatives  of  other  Churches. 

The  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Churchy 
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which  lately  met  at  Peoria,  Illinois,  reports  that  he  attended  the  ses- 
sions of  that  body,  and  presented  the  suggestions  of  the  General 
Synod,  that  the  correspondence  between  the  two  bodies  be  hereafter 
carried  on  by  letter  instead  of  by  delegates.  The  venerable  assembly 
declined  to  inaugurate  the  change  proposed,  and  immediately  com- 
missioned Rev.  George  Junkin,  B.D.,  to  bear  the  Christian  greetings 
of  the  Assembly  to  this  Synod.  The  Commissioner  has  subsequently 
appeared  before  this  body,  and  has  so  strongly  set  forth  the  benefits  of 
the  present  system  of  intercourse,  that  your  Committee  feel  confident 
that  this  Synod  is  not  willing  on  light  considerations  to  terminate,  or 
even  modify  the  relation  that  has  so  long  existed  between  the  two 
bodies.  It  is.  therefore,  recommended  that  the  Synod  continue  the 
correspondence  as  heretefore,  by  choosing  a  delegate  to  attend  the 
next  meeting  of  that  body. 

The  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
which  lately  met  in  Philadelphia,  reports  that  he  attended  the 
session  of  that  body,  and  presented  the  proposal  of  the  General 
Synod  for  the  yearly  interchange  of  Christian  courtesies  by  letter. 
This,  the  Assembly  decline  to  accept;  and  in  its  place  cordially 
offer  correspondence  with  us  on  the  same  terms  on  which  they  cor- 
respond with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  ;  and  themselves,  in  the  true 
spirit  of  this  offer,  have  taken  the  initiative,  and  deputed  the  Rev. 
Thomas  II.  Skinner,  I  >.D.,  as  their  representative  to  this  Synod. 
The  Synod  have  already  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  him  before 
them,  and  of  listening  to  the  expression  of  the  kind  regards  which  he 
bears  to  us  from  the  venerable  body  which  he  represents,  and  the 
terms  on  which  they  offer  correspondence  with  us.  And  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  this  Synod  accept  the  proposals  made  by  the 
(Commissioner,  in  the  fullness  of  that  Christian  spirit  in  which  it  is 
offered,  and  send  a  delegate  to  bear  the  fraternal  salutations  of  this 
body  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

On  the  subject  of  renewing  our  correspondence  with  the  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  the  Committee  feel  that  such  result 
would  in  many  respects  be  desirable.  That  venerable  formulary  of 
our  Church,  the  Heidelbergh  Catechism,  constitutes  in  itself  a  bond  of 
union  which  no  ecclesiastical  action  can  wholly  sever.  If  over  it 
estrangements  arise,  they  cannot  endure,  and  your  CommittHe  feel 
that  the  time  must  soon  come  when  this  branch  of  the  great  reform- 
ed sisterhood  must  and  will  receive  the  cordial  embraces  of  the  whole 
family  in  Christ,  and  participate  with  them  in  the  regular  inter- 
change of  Christian  sympathy  and  affection.  To  our  Synod  it  be- 
longs to  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter.  We  first,  sought  the  cor- 
respondence, which  was  formerly  maintained  between  the  two 
bodies,  and  against  their  most  earnest  protestations,  it  was  terminated 
by  the  vote  of  our  Synod.  The  Committee  would,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  a  delegate  be  appointed  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  with  a  view  to  reopen 
friendly  correspondence  with  that  body. 
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As  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  on  the  subject  of  a 
correspondence  with  tbe  Reformed  Church  of  France,  which  has  been 
put  into  the  hands  of  this  Committee,  states  that  there  is  no  body 
claiming  to  represent  such  a  church,  no  action  in  the  case  is  called  for. 

The  Committee  have  in  hand  the  Minutes  of  a  Synodical  meeting 
of  a  Reformed  Dutch  Church  held  at  Reddersburg.  in  South  Africa, 
on  March  20th,  1  862,  consisting  of  two  clergymen,  the  elders  and 
deacons  of  one  Church  in  the  Republic  of  the  Orange  Vry-Staat ;  of 
three  Churches  in  the  Cape  Colony,  and  six  representatives  of  the 
Church  from  the  South  African  Republic  ;  with  a  letter  expressing 
their  adhesion  to  the  faith  of  our  fathers,  found  in  our  thirty-seven 
articles  of  faith,  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  and  Canons  of  Dort. 

They  say  :  in  1857  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Free  Church  in  the 
Netherlands,  did  send  Domine  Postma  as  a  missionary  to  aid  the 
destitute  Churches  of  South  Africa.  He  soon  found  that  the  Old  Re- 
formed Church  was  corrupted  by  rationalism  and  hierarchy,  that 
many  in  this  state  of  things  were  separating  themselves  from  the 
body,  which  separation  was  consummated  by  the  arrival  of  Domine 
Postma,  and  was  on  the  increase,  especially  since  the  development  of 
the  character  of  the  Old  Church  in  her  last  Synod. 

Further,  they  invite  this  Synod  to  communion,  prayer,  and  sympa- 
thy, so  much  needed  on  account  of  the  contempt  and  oppression 
they  suffer  for  thus  holding  up  the  faith  of  the  Reformation. 

In  relation  to  these  documents,  your  Committee  cannot  believe 
that  the  persons  composing  that  body  represent  all  the  faith  and 
piety  of  the  South  African.  Church  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  any  proper 
evidence  that  their  separation  was  justified  by  the  circumstances  in 
which  they  were  placed — they  recommend  no  action  at  present  on 
the  subject. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rev.  Giles  H.  Mandeville  was  elected  Delegate,  Primarius,  to  the 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  Rev.  Ezra  W.  Collier, 
Secundus. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL    REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  report. 

That  it  is  with  more  than  ordinary  satisfaction  that  they  perform 
the  duty  allotted  to  them,  of  making  a  brief  representation  of  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  our  Church.  Seldom  has  this  venerable 
body  assembled  under  more  auspicious  circumstances,  as  regards  the 
present  state,  and  the  future  promise  of  the  denomination  under 
their  immediate  supervision  and  guidance.  After  traversing  the 
reports  of  the  various  Classes  with  some  attention,  and  listening  to 
the  documentary  testimonies  and  statistics  of  the  secretaries  of  our 
permanent  Boards,  your  Committee  are  impressed  with  a  prevailing 
sentiment  of  joy  and  satisfaction,  and  they  are  constrained  to  make 
grateful  mention  of  the  kindness  and  favor  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  towards  us  as  a  branch  of  His  common  heritage.  It  is  true 
that  we  are  met  together  under  the  shadow  of  public  calamity.  The 
dark  cloud  of  civil  war  continues  to  brood  over  us,  and  we  live 
amidst  the  distractions  and  perturbations  incident  to  the  unsettled 
and  uncertain  state  of  our  public  affairs.  But  this  consideration 
enables  us  to  appreciate  the  more  distinguished  favor  of  our  heaven- 
ly Father,  in  the  comparative  prosperity  of  our  religious  state.  Our 
fears  have  not  been  realized.  We  thought  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  unparalleled  struggle  in  our  country,  that  our  religious 
foundations  would  be  shaken  and  subverted  by  the  shock  of  arms 
and  the  tumult  of  civil  conflict.  We  expected  that  the  tender  blos- 
soms of  piety  and  the  precious  fruits  of  Christian  benevolence  would 
perish  under  the  tempest  of  human  passion  and  the  fury  of  public 
disorder  and  rebellion.  We  feared  that  our  Churches  might  be  rent 
asunder  by  divided  opinions,  our  resources  of  benevolence  be  swal- 
lowed up  in  the  vast  consumption  and  waste  of  war,  and  our  spiritu- 
ality be  lost  and  dissipated  in  the  incessant  distractions  and  disturb- 
ances of  our  outward  condition.  But  none  of  these  calamities  have 
actually  occurred,  or  at  least,  only  to  a  very  partial  and  limited 
extent.  Our  Church  still  stands,  and  not  only  stands,  but  givestsigns 
of  unwonted  life  and  movement. 

At  no  period  in  her  history  has  she  presented  more  deeds  or  indi- 
cations of  a  new  purpose  and  effort  of  development  and  progress. 
One  after  another  our  secretaries  appear  and  report  an  extinguished 
debt,  and  an  unembarrassed  treasury,  while  in  the  department  of 
Educational  Endowment  we  see  a  vigorous  and  most  promising 
movement  that  bids  fair  to  place  our  College  upon  a  liberal  and 
prosperous  foundation.     If  we  look,  moreover,  at  the  interior  state  of 
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our  Churches,  there  is  more  than  usual  to  encourage  and  to  cheer  us. 
With  here  and  there  an  exception,  harmony  prevails,  unbroken  by 
the  agitations  of  the  times  ;  and  although  no  general  revival  of  re- 
ligion has  occurred,  yet  in  most  of  the  Classes  one  or  more  Churches 
report  special  interest  and  larger  accessions  than  usual ;  so  that  the 
spiritual  state  of  the  Churches  is  not  worse,  as  we  apprehended,  but 
for  the  most  part  better  than  is  usual  in  a  time  of  peace  and  a  more 
propitious  outward  state.  And  what  shall  we  say  to  all  these  things! 
Shall  we  not  say,  with  heartfelt  acknowledgment  and  deeply  pene- 
trated minds,  It  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvelous  in  our 
eyes.  Shall  we  not  be  prompted  to  the  feeling  and  expression  of  a 
profound  gratitude  to  our  covenant  God,  who  has  not  only  preserved 
us  from  the  evil  that  we  feared,  but  enriched  us  with  the  good  that 
we  had  not  the  faith  to  expect. 

We  say  not  that  there  are  not  shadows  upon  this  picture,  serious 
blemishes  upon  the  fair  aspect  of  the  Church,  phases  of  depression, 
indifference  and  spiritual  sloth  upon  different  parts  of  our  religious 
heritage  ;  but  while  these  appearances  are  considerably  less  than 
usual,  the  features  of  promise  and  of  incipient  movement  are  too 
conspicuous  to  be  overlooked.  The  long  apathy  and  inaction  that 
have  lain  upon  the  Church  have  been  broken  up,  and  she  seems 
about  to  start  upon  a  career  of  expansion  and  vigorous  life.  We 
trust  that  these  appearances  will  not  prove  deceptive,  and  that  there 
will  be  no  discouraging  recoil  from  this  forward  impulse.  Oh  !  for 
a  divine  mordant  to  fix  these  brilliant  colors  of  hope  !  Oh !  for 
some  heavenly  art  to  render  permanent  these  features  of  opening 
promise  and  expectation  !  Oh  !  for  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  to  deepen 
and  to  establish  this  regenerative  work  throughout  the  whole  extent 
of  our  religious  domain.  The  Dutch  Church  has  a  noble  pedigree,  a 
historical  origin  and  genealogy  that  command  the  profound  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  who  love  the  martyr-spirit  of  religion  and  of 
liberty ;  and  in  being  transferred  to  this  country,  she  has  come  to  a 
congenial  soil,  and  within  the  sphere  of  institutions  in  harmony  with 
her  own  innate  genius  and  character.  Why  should  she  not  grow  ? 
Why  should  she  not  expand  indefinitely  and  become  a  leading- 
religious  power  in  the  land  ?  She  cannot,  indeed,  ignore  her  foreign 
origin.  She  cannot  even  divest  herself  of  her  foreign  name.  That 
name  is  the  symbol  of  her  distinctiveness,  the  memento  of  her  his- 
tory, the  warrant  of  her  orthodoxy,  and  the  bond  to  multitudes  of 
the  most  sacred  memories  and  associations.  But  although  in  these 
respects  she  possesses  a  stable  and  unalterable  character,  she  is  capa- 
ble of  a  wise  adaptation  to  our  American  society  and  institutions. 
She  is  American  in  her  intense  love  of  constitutional  liberty  and 
order,  in  her  ardent  patriotism,  and  in  her  calm  and  steady  assertion 
of  human  rights  in  opposition  to  injustice  and  prescriptive  tyranny. 
Having  these  capital  features  of  congeniality  with  republican  institu- 
tions, illustrated  and  emblazoned  in  all  her  splendid  history,  why 
may  she  not  carry  her  religious   order,  her  scriptural  faith,  and  her 
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evangelical  forms  successfully  into  every  partjof  the  land  ?  Let  her 
reject  all  artificial  exclusiveness,  all  unreasonable  restrictions,  all  petty 
jealousies,  and  selfish  and  limited  aims.  Let  her  support  friendly  and 
cordial  relations  to  other  kindred  denominations,  mutually  imparl- 
ing and  receiving  interchanges  of  religious  offices,  and  even  of  the 
ministry  itself,  where  Providence  may  so  direct,  without  surrendering 
her  own  constitution  and  order,  and  finally,  adhering  to  what  is 
substantial  and  vital,  and  being  nobly  indifferent  to  what  is  clearly 
secondary  and  unimportant ;  let  her  pursue  her  grand  evangelical 
mission  in  this  broad  land  of  religious  freedom,  and  various  and  ex- 
pandino-  population  ;  and  what  is  to  hinder  her  indefinite  extension 
and  proo-ress  ?  Why  may  she  not  send  out  her  boughs  unto  the  sea 
and  her  branches  unto  the  river  ?  Why  may  she  not  fill  the  land 
with  the  precious  fruits  and  trophies  of  her  spiritual  power? 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  as  an  ap- 
propriate expression  of  sentiment  at  the  present  time  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  our  profoundest  gratitude  is  due  to  our  covenant 
God  and  Saviour  for  the  preservation  of  our  Church  in  a  genial 
harmony  and  peace  amidst  the  distractions  and  perils  of  the  times, 
and  also,  for  the  decided  aspect  of  progress  and  prospective  enlarge- 
ment which  it  appears  to  present. 

2.  That  we  have  the  fullest  encouragement  to  hope  from  present 
appearances,  that  our  Church  is  about  to  assume  a  new  character  of 
energy  and  enterprise,  and  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  exercise 
all  Christian  fidelity  and  zeal,  that  there  may  be  no  relapse  into  inac- 
tion, but  a  progressive  realization  through  the  blessing  of  almighty 
God,  of  our  highest  expectations  and  behests  concerning  her  pros- 
perity and  growth. 

We  only  add  the  usual  statement  of  ministerial  mortality.  The 
following  names  have  disappeared  from  our  earthly  registers  and 
have  found,  we  trust,  a  joyful  record  on  high  :  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Robert  A.  Quin,  Charles  Knouse,  Peter  Allen,  M.  A.  Ypma,  Jared 
L.  Starks,  Charles  Jukes,  Geo.  W.  Bethune,  John  C.  Guldin,  and 
Cornelius  Gates. 

These  are  some  of  them  eminent  names  throughout  the  entire 
Church,  and  all  of  them  have  doubtless  a  fragrant  remembrance  in 
their  own  local  relations.  We  record  them  with  a  pensive  feeling  of 
desirousness  and  regret;  but  we  remember  that  lie  who  endowed 
them  with  their  graces  and  their  gifts,  possesses  the  residue,  of  the 
Spirit  to  qualify  others  to  enter  the  field  they  have  quitted,  and  to 
take  up  the  unfinished  labors  of  Christian  beneficence.  The  fathers 
where  are  they,  and  the  prophets  ?  do  they  live  forever?  But  the  Lord 
liveth  and  blessed  be  our  Mock  ;  and  let  the  God  of  our  salvation  be 
exalted.

SYNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  respectfully  report :  That 
they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  and  of  the  Partic- 
ular Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  Chicago,  and  they  find  noth- 
ing requiring  the  attention  of  this  Synod,  except  the  following : 

1.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  p.  13,  the 
special  attention  of  General  Synod  is  called  to  the  pressing  needs  of 
our  home  missionary  field  in  its  educational  interest-*. 

2.  On  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  p.  51,  it 
appears  in  certain  Classes  connected  with  said  Synod,  that  the  atten- 
tion of  said  Synod  was  called  to  deficiencies  and  irregularities  in  dis- 
posing of  the  constitutional  inquiries,  but  that  no  action  was  taken  by 
said  Synod  on  the  subject.  The  Committee  respectfully  suggest,  for 
the  adoption  by  Synod,  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York  to  require  of  the  deficient  Classes  full  and  exact  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

3.  In  the  statistical  tables  the  Committee  find  it  to  be  a  general 
rule  that  the  Churches  without  pastors  are  represented  as  having  no 
members,  and  that  as  a  consequence  the  summary  view  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church  is  not  truthful. 
The  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerks  of  the  several  Classes  be  directed 
to  fill  up  the  blanks  in  the  column  headed  "Total  now  in  commun- 
ion" by  inserting  the  number  in  the  last  Report,  so  signifying  the 
fact. 

4.  The  Committee  find  in  the  statistical  tables  some  irregularity  in 
relation  to  appending  of  the  title  of  D.D.  to  names.  The  Committee 
suggest  the  propriety  of  uniformity  in  this  matter.

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

Reports  of  their  action  on  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution, Art.  III.,  Chap.  2,  were  received  from  the  Classes,  and  refer- 
red to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  M.  L.  Pchenck,  A.  C.  Mills- 
paugh,  and  Elder  A.  J.  Auten. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accept- 
ed and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  the  reports  of  the  different 
Classes  were  referred  upon  the  amendment  of  Article  III.  Chap.  2, 
of  the  Constitution,  respectfully  report : 

Any  change  in  the  Constitution  of  our  Church  requires  an  ap- 
proval of  a  majority  of  the  Classes.  Out  of  thirty-one  we  have  twenty 
Classes  who  report  favorably;  the  remainder  have  not  been  heard 
from. 

The  section  which  follows  will,  therefore,  become  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Church,  and  stand  as  Section  11th,  Article  3d, 
Chap.  2d,  and  read  as  follows  : 

Section  llth.  "When,  in  the  circumstances  of  foreign  mission  fields, 
it  shall  be  impracticable  for  a  Classis  to  comply  with  all  the  ordinary 
requirements  of  the  Constitution,  General  Synod  shall  have  full 
power  to  grant  such  dispensations  as  the  wants  of  the  case  may  de- 
mand.

SCHOOLS    AND     CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  final  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  F.  H. 
Vanderveer,  V.  M.  Hulbert,  E.  W.  Hitchcock,  and  Elders  Lawrence 
Vanderveer,  and  Joseph  I.  Van  Mater. 

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  re- 
ceived and  with  accompanying  papers  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Education. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  final  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath 
School  Union  was  referred,  presented  the  following  Report,  which 
was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Sabbath 
School  Board,  and  so  much  of  the  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  and  the  Board  of  Publication,  report — 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  Synod  at  their  last  meeting, 
the  Sabbath  School  Board,  from  their  own  report,  was  abolished  on 
the  1st  day  of  September  last;  at  which  time  they  transferred  their 
property,  in  equal  parts,  to  the  Boards  of  Domestic  Missions  and 
Publication. 

The  Boards  have  accepted  the  transfer,  and  the  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions,  through  their  Missionaries,  are  engaged  in  establishing 
and  maintaining  Sabbath  schools,  and  the  Board  of  Publication  is 
ready  to  supply  the  books  required  for  libraries  and  Sabbath  school 
instruction.  The  only  difficulty  which  has  arisen  from  the  transfer, 
relates  to  the  disposition  of  the  funds  which  may  be  raised  for  Sab- 
bath school  purposes,  in  view  of  which  the  following  action  is  recom- 
mended for  the  adoption  of  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  that  of  the  moneys  collected 
for  Sabbath  schools,  those  designed  for  their  establishment  and  main- 
tenance be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Domestic 
Board,  and  those  collected  for  libraries  and  books  to  be  used  by  the 
schools  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  have  the  responsibility  of 
raisino-  the  funds  and  of  having  on  hand  such  books  as  are  required 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  missionary  schools  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  be  called  upon,  as  heretofore,  to  make 
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collections  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  Sabbath  schools  within  her 
bounds,  and  of  establishing  them  as  she  has  the  opportunity.

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  having  carefully  examined  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  several  other  papers  re- 
ferred to  them  by  Synod,  would  present  the  following  Report: 

The  Report  of  the  Board  gives  gratifying  evidence  that  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  successful  activity.  By  correspondence  and 
otherwise  an  extensive  and  systematic  correspondence  has  been 
opened  with  the  Churches,  which  has  resulted  in  an  increase  of  forty- 
two  to  the  number  of  Churches  contributing  to  the  fund.  Through 
the  liberality  of  Churches  and  individual  friends,  a  debt  of  $5,*700 
has  been  paid,  and,  after  meeting  all  other  claims  upon  the  treasury, 
a  balance  remains  on  the  favorable  side  of  the  account  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  invested  funds,  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  have 
also  been  increased  by  the  munificent  donation  of  (§10,000)  ten 
thousand  dollars  by  a  single  individual,  and  the  endowment  of  a 
scholarship  by  the  payment  of  ($2500)  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
by  another.  The  name  of  the  first  of  these  generous  donors  has  been 
long  associated  with  the  benevolence  of  this  Church  by  his  repeated 
acts  of  intelligent  and  large-hearted  liberality.  In  the  u  Theodore 
Frelinghuysen  De  Witt"  scholarship,  a  bereaved  father,  whose  own 
honored  name  has  long  been  a  tower  of  strength  in  our  Churches, 
perpetuates  the  memory  of  an  only  son  in  an  act  of  benevolence 
which  will  be  a  permanent  means  of  blessing  to  the  Church.  The 
thanks  of  Synod  are  due  to  these  donors,  and  the  Committee  recom- 
mend the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  gratefully  appreciates  the  generous 
gift  of  James  Suydam  of  ($10,000)  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  Edu- 
cational Fund  of  the  Church,  as  also  the  donation  of  ($2,500)  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  for  the 
endowment  of  the  "  Theodore  Frelinghuysen  De  Witt "  scholarship, 
and  cannot  but  hope  that  such  examples  of  enlightened  liberality  will 
be  followed  by  others,  on  the  part  of  those  whom  the  Lord  has  en- 
trusted with  the  means. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

The  Board  reports  "  the  total  number  of  beneficiaries  under  their 
care  during  the  year  has  been  seventy-five  ;"  of  this  number  sixteen 
finished  their  course  of  study,  and  received  license  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel in  May,  1862;  twenty-eight  have  been  pursuing  their  studies 
during  the  whole  of  the  year  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New 
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Brunswick ;  seventeen  have  been  studying  during  the  whole  year  in 
Rutgers  College  ;  one  has  been  permitted  to  remain  at  Union 
College,  and  two  have  pursued  their  studies  at  Holland  Academy  ; 
eleven,  for  various  reasons,  have  passed  from  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  ;  and  fifty  young  men,  in  various  stages  of  preparation  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  remained  under  the  care  of  the  Board  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

OVERSIGHT    OF     BENKFICIaRIES. 

The  General  Synod,  in  1857,  directed  that  "all  the  instructors  of 
young  men  under  the  care  of  the  Board  should  be  furnished  with 
forms  of  report,  and  should  be  requested  to  till  up  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  at  the  close  of  each  current  term 
of  study."  It  seems  that  this  request  has  been  but  partially  complied 
with  by  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  the  Faculty 
of  Rutgers  College.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  Board 
should  be  fully  and  constantly  informed  of  the  deportment  and 
scholarship  of  all  the  young  men  under  their  care.  To  what  extent 
the  instructors  in  our  College  and  Seminary  should  be  expected  to 
furnish  this  information,  beyond  a  report  of  the  diligence  and  scholar- 
ship of  the  students,  may  be  a  question.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
no  want  of  cooperation  between  the  Board  and  the  professors  will 
require  any  action  of  General  Synod,  beyond  a  reiteration  of  the  re- 
quest to  the  faculty  to  furnish  whatever  information  to  the  Board, 
touching  the  conduct  and  progress  of  the  beneficiaries,  which  they 
may  find  consistent  with  their  relations  to  them. 

PAROCHIAL    SCHOOLS. 

In  the  department  of  Parochial  Schools  no  progress  is  reported ; 
the  whole  number  of  schools  under  the  care  of  the  Board  being  nine, 
which  is  one  less  than  last  year's  report.  The  schools  which  exist 
are  confined  entirely  to  the  Holland  and  German  Churches,  and 
number  on  their  rolls  589  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  494. 
The  Churches  with  which  the  schools  are  connected  have  contributed 
for  their  support  6789,  and  they  have  received  from  the  Board  §830  ; 
whilst  the  whole  amount  raised  by  other  Churches  for  this  object  is 
only  $47  74.  These  facts  must  speak  for  themselves  as  to  the  in- 
terest which  the  Churches  feel  in  this  particular  department  of  Chris- 
tian effort.  We  cannot  believe  that  the  small  results  in  the  Churches 
at  large  is  owing  to  the  want  of  interest  in  the  great  matter  of  the 
Christian  education  of  Children,  but  arises  from  a  combination  of 
causes  not  easy  to  be  overcome. 

SABBATH    SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  has  been  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  containing  the  following  resolutions  : 

"  Whereas,  The  institution  of  the  Sabbath  school  has  become  an 
important  means  of  grace,  and  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the   Church, 
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but  has  never  been  distinctly  recognized  as  such  by  General  Synod 
nor  its  relations  to  the  Church  been  defined,  but  left  to  a  practical  in- 
dependence :  therefore  we,  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie — 

".Resolve,  1.  That  we  respectfully  request  General  Synod  to  recog- 
nize,the  Sabbath  school  as  a  valuable  instrumentality  of  the  Church, 
and  to  adopt  it  as  an  important  means  of  grace. 

"2.  To  define  the  relation  of  the  pastor  to  the  Sabbath  school,  and 
to  secure  to  him  his  prerogative  as  the  divinely  appointed  instructor 
of  youth  and  shepherd  of  the  flock,  and  such  authority  as  belongs  to 
him  by  virtue  of  his  office  and  relations,  and  as  is  necessary  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duty. 

"  3.  To  invest  Consistories  with  authority  to  control  the  details  in 
the  organization,  and  operations,  and  government  of  the  school  or 
schools  committed  to  them. 

"  4.  To  enjoin  such  a  course  of  instruction  as  will  secure  to  our 
children  and  youth  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  doctrines  and 
standards  of  our  Church — a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
cardinal  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  keep  before  them  their  rela- 
tion to  the  covenant  by  baptism,  and  the  privileges  and  obligations 
arising  therefrom." 

The  recognition  of  the  Sabbath  school  as  a  means  of  grace  needs 
not  now  be  made  by  General  Synod,  inasmuch  as  the  history  of  the 
Church  for  years  past  is  abundant  in  such  recognition. 

The  relation  of  the  Pastor  and  Consistory  to  the  Sabbath  school, 
and  their  authority  in  the  regulation  and  control-  of  the  same  ought 
not  to  be  an  open  question  in  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church.  By  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  its  spiritual  government 
is  committed  to  the  "Elders  together  with  the  Ministers  of  the 
Word,"  and  as  the  religious  instruction  of  children  and  youth  in 
Sabbath  schools  is  understood  to  belong  to  the  spiritual  affairs  of  the 
Church,  it  must  come  under  the  control  and  government  of  the 
Pastors  and  Consistories. 

The  Classis  also  asks  General  Synod  to  "enjoin  such  a  course  of  in- 
struction as  will  secure  to  our  children  and  youth  a  better  acquaint- 
ance with  the  doctrines  and  standards  of  our  Church."  The  Synod 
has  heretofore  provided  for  the  publication  of  catechisms  and  other 
books  suitable  to  this  purpose,  and  recommended  their  adoption  in  all 
our  schools.  Perhaps  this  is  as  much  as  the  Synod  can  do  to  secure 
this  desirable  result,  unless  it  be  to  enjoin  upon  Pastors  and  Consisto- 
ries a  due  attention  to  the  importance  of  supervising  carefully  the 
books  which  are  used,  and  the  character  of  the  instructions  given  in 
the  Sabbath  school. 

HOLLAND    ACADEMY. 

A  special  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  Holland  Academy, 
wore  referred  to  your  Committee. 
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These  documents  purport  to  devise  a  plan  defining  the  relations  of 
the  Holland  Academy  to  the  Synod  and  the  meaus  of  its  support. 

From  them  your  Committee  have  drawn  up  the  following  pro- 
visions, which  they  commend  to  the  adoption  of  this  Synod  : 

TITLE  OF    THE    PROPERTY. 

This  is  now  confirmed  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Michigan,  as 
invested  in  the  General  Synod  for  educational  purposes.  Hence 
arises  the  obligation  of  the  Synod  to  provide  means  to  meet  all  such 
expenditure  as  may  become  needful  in  the  preservation  and  manage- 
ment of  the  property. 

THE  FUTURE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  ACADEMY 

Must  claim  the  care  of  General  Synod,  and  until  it  can  be  sustained 
by  more  permanent  endowments  must  be  supported  by  such  ade- 
quate though  temporary  expedients  as  Synod  may  devise. 

It  is  proposed  that  for  the  present  and  until  by  endowment  or 
otherwise  the  Academy  may  become  self-sustaining,  that  the  salary 
of  the  principal  professors  and  teachers  be  provided  for  through  or 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

That,  so  long  as  this  arrangement  or  dependence  may  continue, 
the  Board  of  Education  shall  have  the  appointment  of  the  principal 
professors  and  teachers. 

PLAN    OF    SUPERINTENDENCE     IN    A    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

In  order  to  a  more  efficient  supervision  of  the  Academy  and  the 
increase  of  its  usefulness  and  influence,  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago  shall  nominate  and  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint  a 
Board  of  Superintendents,  composed  of  at  least  two  ministers  and  one 
elder  from  each  of  the  Classes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago. 
Of  this  Board  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Prin- 
pal  of  the  Academy  shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

THE    OFFICERS    OF    THE    BOARD 

Shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  annually 
chosen  by  ballot. 

TERM    OF    SERVICE. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  the  requisite  steps  shall  be  taken 
to  divide  the  members  into  three  classes,  to  serve  one,  two,  and  three 
years  respectively. 

EXTENT  OF  CONTROL. 

The  supervision  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  attend  the  annual  exam- 
ination and  make  a  report  concerning  it,  to  examine  the  Academy 
accounts  and  have  a  general  care  of  the  interests  of  the  institution; 
and  so  soon  as  the  dependence  of  the  Academy  upon  the  Board  of 
Education  shall  cease  such  supervision  shall  extend  to  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  Academy ;  such   as  the   appointment  of  teachers^ 
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regulating  their  salaries,  and  causing  them  to  be  paid,  the  course  of 
instruction,  examinations,  repairs,  alterations,  and  improvements  of 
the  buildings  used  for  educational  purposes,  the  use  and  cultivation 
of  the  grounds. 

REPORT    TO     SYNOD. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  shall  annually  report  to  General 
Synod  their  proceedings  during  the  year,  and  append  to  the  same 
the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Academy,  duly  audited,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  whose  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire. 

QUORUM. 

A  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  five 
members. 

SPECIAL    MEETINGS 

Of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or 
he  shall  call  the  same  on  the  written  application  of  two  of  its 
members. 

WAYS    AND    MEANS 

That  the  Academy  may  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis,  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  are  requested  immediately  to  initiate  mea- 
sures for  its  endowment  in  the  sum  of  30,000  dollars.  The  funds 
which  may  be  raised  for  the  endowment  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod,  and  by  it  safely  invested  for 
.  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  Institution.  The  interest  accruing  from 
the  endowment  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of 
the  professors  or  teachers  and  for  contingent  expenses.  The  tuition 
fees  and  incidental  expenses  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, and  the  proceeds  shall  be  used  by  them  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Institution. 

The  General  Synod  is  conscious  of  her  responsibility  in  assuming 
the  charge  of  the  Holland  Academy.  Feeling  the  importance  of  ed- 
ucation as  an  efficient  instrumentality  to  secure  enlarged  and  perma- 
nent growth  in  her  home  missionary  field,  she  would  have  her  mem- 
bership to  adopt,  foster,  and  cherish  that  Academy,  to  spare  no  exer- 
tion so  that  she  may  not  only  provide  for  its  present  wants,  but  to 
cause  it  to  expand  until  it  becomes  an  institution  of  a  higher  grade, 
and  send  out,  as  from  a  fountain  of  health,  the  young  men  of  the 
West  trained  into  a  living  ministry,  who  shall  cultivate  her  waste 
places,  supply  the  vacancies  that  arise,  and  occupy  the  -new  fields 
that  continually  present  themselves.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Holland  Academy  be  commended  to  the  care 
and  liberality  of  the  Churches  of  our  denomination. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

RUTGERS    COLLEGE. 

Rev.  William  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  President  of  Rutgers  College, 
addressed  the  Synod,  asking  its  endorsement  of  the  effort  making  for 
the  endowment  of  the  College. 

Rev.  S.  B.  How,  D.  McL.  Quackenbush,  John  G.  Hall,  and 
Elders  Luther  Laflin,  T.  B.  Mitchell,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to 
express  the  sense  of  the  Synod  on  the  subject. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College,  that  General  Synod  would  recommend  to  our 
Churches  their  plan  for  the  full  endowment  of  that  College,  respect- 
fully submit  for  their  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  General  Synod  strongly  recommend  to  all  our 
Churches  the  plan  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $100,000,  as  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  continued  ex- 
istence and  prosperity  of  the  College,  and  especially  for  its  effecting 
one  chief  object  for  which  it  was  established,  the  furnishing  of  our 
Churches  with  a  learned  and  able,  as  well  as  pious  ministry  of  the 
Gospel. 

In  presenting  this  resolution,  your  Committee  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  say,  that  besides  general  considerations  which  recommend  to 
our  liberal  support  the  institutions  of  learning  and  especially  of  col- 
leges, there  are  others  which  commend  Rutgers  College  to  our  espe- 
cial and  most  liberal  support.  It  was  founded  in  the  infancy  of  both  our 
Church  and  our  nation,  a  few  years  before  our  war  of  the  Revolution, 
and  thus  takes  its  rank  among  our  earliest  established  colleges.  In 
the  catalogue  of  its  founders  are  the  names  of  the  heads  of  Dutch 
families  which,  for  a  century  past,  have  been  most  distinguished  for 
social  and  political  influence,  for  wealth,  learning,  piety,  and  active 
benevolence.  In  its  infancy  its  growth  was  rudely  arrested  by  the 
disasters  of  a  long  and  destructive  war,  and  after  the  war  was  closed  the 
resources  of  the  people  were  so  exhausted,  and  the  Dutch  Church  was 
so  limited  in  the  number  of  its  several  Churches  and  members,  that  it 
was  with  difficulty  that  Rutgers  College  was  sustained.  In  the  year 
1825,  however,  a  fresh  and  energetic  attempt  was  made  to  resuscitate 
it  in  connection  with  the  Theological  Seminary  of  our  Church,  whose 
professors  were  appointed  to  professorships  in  the  College.  Bv  this 
arrangement  it  was  revived  and  greatly  strengthened ;  while  the  pro- 
fessors in  the  Theological  Seminary  had  their  duties  much  increased 
without  any  increase  in  their  salaries,  for  the  payment  of  which 
they  were  dependent  on  General  Synod.  A  few  years  since  a  new 
arrangement  was  made,  and  the  trustees  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
supporting  the  President  and  professors  of  their  own  immediate 
appointment,  while  the  professors  in  the  Theological  Seminary  still 
continued  to  act  as  professors  in  the  College,  and  thus  the  College 
has  been  preserved  and  carried  forward  to  its  present  state. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  from  its  first  institution  the 
history  of  the  College  has  been  the  history  of  its  struggles  for  exist- 
ence, and  that  under  discouragement  and  difficulties  it  has  gone  on- 
ward from  strength  to  strength,  and  now  reckons  among  its  alumni  a 
large  number  of  the  ministers  and  leading  members  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church.  But  though  it  now  has  in  itself  the  elements  of  great 
future  usefulness  and  prosperity,  it  has  only  the  elements.  The  Dutch 
Church  has  shown  a  large  and  noble  generosity  in  the  support  of  its 
Theological  Seminary,  and  we  can  point  with  just  pride  to  its  noble 
building,  its  large  fund,  its  valuable  though  limited  library,  its  dis- 
tinguished professors,  and  its  numerous  and  learned  alumni.  Would 
that  we  could  say  the  same  of  Rutgers  College,  the  first,  but  by  far 
the  most  neglected  child  of  the  Church.  Why  has  this  institution 
been  thus  passed  by  ?     Are  there  not  strong  reasons  why  it  should  re- 
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ceive  our  liberal  support  ?  Is  there  not  reason  to  believe  that  the 
separate  existence  of  our  Church  as  a  distinct  member  of  the  body  of 
Christ  depends  on  the  existence  of  this  College  ?  Should  it  be  permitted 
to  languish  and  die,  the  sons  of  the  Church,  preparing  for  the  Gospel 
ministry,  would  be  compelled  to  resort  to  colleges  under  the  control 
of  other  religious  bodies  than  our  own  ;  their  attachment  to  our 
Church  would  become  weakened,  if  not  altogether  alienated  ;  they 
would  become  accustomed  to  other  usages  than  our  own,  and  wouldr 
most  probably  in  many  cases,  be  induced  to  enter  other  theological 
seminaries  and  the  ministry  of  other  Churches.  Thus  the  Theological 
Seminary  would  be  weakened,  and  the  number  of  ministers  connected 
by  family  ties  to  our  Church  would  be  diminished  ;  its  character 
would  gradually  be  altered,  and,  there  is  reason  to  fear,  that  before 
many  years  had  passed  away,  it  would  be  merged  and  lost  in  some  other 
more  numerous  denomination. 

Is  this  result  desirable  ?  Your  Committee  think  it  is  not.  They 
admit  that  a  union  of  all  Christians  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  provided 
they  can  dwell  together  in  real  union  of  belief  and  mutual  love  and 
esteem.  But  how  can  two  walk  together  except  they  be  agreed  ? 
Among  the  fiercest  contentions  that  have  agitated  communities  and 
nations,  those  on  religious  subjects  have  been  the  severest  and  the 
bitterest,  and  peace  and  mutual  respect  and  kindness  have  been  re- 
stored and  perpetuated  only  by  the  separation  from  each  other  of 
those  who  seriously  have  differed  on  subjects  which  they  deemed  of 
high  importance.  The  experience  of  the  human  race  shows,  that  in 
the  Christian  Church  it  is  best  for  the  cause  of  truth  and  the  pros- 
perity of  true  religion,  that  they  who  differ  on  really  important  points, 
or  even  what  they  consider  as  really  important,  should  dwell  sep- 
arately, and  should  be  united  with  those  with  whom  they  can  agree 
and  dwell  together  in  unity  of  sentiment  and  feeling. 

But  more  than  this  :  What  we  consider  as  most  important  truths, 
vitally  affecting  the  interests  of  true  goodliness,  and  thus,  too,  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  eternal  salvation  of  fallen  men,  are  bitterly  opposed 
by  many  in  our  land ;  and  strong  efforts  are  made  to  spread  abroad 
sentiments  in  direct  hostility  to  the  system  of  truth  and  holiness 
which  is  found  in  the  standards  of  our  Church,  which  we  have  pro- 
fessed to  receive  and  stand  pledged  to  defend.  In  some  places,  we 
have  reason  to  fear,  serious  defections  have  taken  place  from  this 
system.  We  consider  our  College  and  Seminary  as  fortresses  in 
which  the  truth  of  God  may  find  a  sure  defence,  and  from  which  the 
champions  of  the  truth  and  of  the  Cross  of  Christ  may  go  forth 
to  extend  their  triumphs,  and  the  armies  of  the  living  God  be 
increased  and  disciplined  for  their  conflicts. 

But  should  Rutgers  College  be  permitted  to  fail  through  the  indif- 
ference,[or  hostility,  or  want  of  liberality  of  our  Dutch  Church,  when 
the  resources  of  its  members  are  so  large  and  their  wealth  so  great, 
it  would  bring  a  reproach  on  the  memories  of  their  forefathers  and 
deep  disgrace  on  its  whole  body.     The  resources  of  the  Church  are 
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large,  and  so,  too,  is  its  liberality  in  relation  to  many  important 
objects.  God  has  given  to  most  of  its  families  an  abundance,  and  to 
many  of  them  a  large  amount  of  wealth,  and  costly  churches,  and 
splendid  habitations  are  built  by  the  owners  of  this  wealth,  while 
Rutgers  College  is  forgotten  and  suffered  to  struggle  for  its  existence. 
It  is  one  of  the  glories  of  Holland,  the  Fatherland,  that  from  the 
days  of  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  in  the  commencement  of  the 
Protestant  Reformation,  the  people  and  the  government  have  had  the 
wisdom  to  sustain  the  cause  of  true  learning  in  connection  with  true 
religion,  and  to  found  and  support,  by  liberal  endowments,  their 
noble  universities.  This  union  of  sound  learning  with  true  religion 
gives  to  nations,  as  well  as  to  individuals,  their  highest  elevation  of 
character,  and  their  greatest  enlargement  of  influence  and  power. 
To  it  Holland  owes  her  greatness.  Though  small  in  extent  of  terri- 
tory and  the  number  of  her  population,  yet  in  her  resources  and 
power,  in  her  commerce,  her  manufactures,  and  her  wealth,  in  the 
number  of  her  illustrious  statesmen,  and  warriors,  and  profoundly 
learned  scholars,  and  philosophers,  and  theologians,  she  stands  high 
among  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  But  her  schools  and  univer- 
sities have  been  the  sources,  and  lay  at  the  very  foundation  of  this 
greatness.  She  cherished  and  liberally  sustained  her  colleges,  and 
they  richly  repaid  all  that  she  expended  in  their  establishment  and 
support.  It  is  our  earnest  desire  and  prayer  that  their  descendants 
in  this  land,  so  highly  favored  by  God,  and  all  the  members  and 
families  connected  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  may  possess 
the  same  spirit  and  exhibit  the  same  liberality  and  wisdom  in  the 
support  of  true  learning,  and  especially  of  our  College  as  existed 
among  their  pious  and  enlightened  fathers.  Ignorance  unfits  men 
for  high  office  or  important  trusts,  and  when  joined  to  wickedness, 
debases  them.  Learning  and  piety  give  dignity  and  elevation  to 
character,  command  respect  and  insure  influence  in  society.  They 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  fit  a  man  for  the  hi<rh  office  and  important 
duties  of  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  When  God  created 
man  he  made  him  in  J  lis  own  likeness,  and  that  likeness  consisted  in 
knowledge  and  true  holiness.  These  constituted  his  glory  and  fitted 
him  to  be  the  Lord  of  this  lower  world.  To  sustain  and  promote, 
and  extend  these  is  the  great  object  for  which  pious  and  liberal 
minded  men  have  endowed  and  sustained  our  colleges.  It  was  for 
this  special  object  that  the  fathers  of  our  Church  founded  Queens, 
now  Rutgers  College,  and  they  were  wise  and  patriotic,  and  pious  in 
doing  so.  Happy  will  it  be  for  us,  their  sons,  if  we  show  the  same 
wisdom  and  foresight  as  theirs,  and  resolve  that  Rutgers  College  shall 
arise  and  flourish  and  take  a  commanding  stand  among  her  sister 
colleges  in  our  land ;  that  she  shall  not  languish  and  wither 
through  our  neglect  and  penurionsness,  but  that  by  our  liberal  con- 
tributions she  shall  be  firmly  established,  and  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
become  a  shining  light  and  glory  of  our  Church  and  of  our  country 
not  only  during  the  present,  but  long  succeeding  generations.

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ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Prof.  William  H.  Campbell, 
D.D.,  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  containing  notice  of  an  intention 
to  resign  his  Professorship ;  and  also  the  following  letter  of  resigna- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Isaac 
Ferris,  S.  B.  How,  and  the  Elder  John  A.  Lott. 

To  the  Reverend  President  of  the   General   Synod  of  the  Reformed 

Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  North  America: 

On  the  1st  day  of  December,  1862,  I  gave  to  the  proper  officers 
the  notice  of  my  intention  to  resign  my  professorship  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  And  I  uoav  beg  leave,  in  further  conformity  with 
the  requirement  of  the  Constitution,  to  present,  through  you  to  the 
General  Synod,  my  formal  resignation  of  the  honorable  and  responsi- 
ble office,  the  duties  of  which  I  have  discharged  for  twelve  full  aca- 
demical years. 

In  thus  resigning,  I  would  be  very  ungrateful  if  I  did  not  express 
my  great  indebtedness  to  the  Synod  for  the  uniform  kindness  and 
consideration  with  which  I  have  been  treated.  In  the  treatment  I 
have  received  I  have  nothing  to  find  fault  with,  but  every  thing  to 
commend  and  be  thankful  for.  In  severing  my  connection  with  the 
Seminary  I  feel  the  deepest  grief,  and  my  prayers  and  efforts  shall 
always  look  to  its  growth  and  welfare.

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  unanimously  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  documents  relating  to 
the  resignation  of  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Criticism 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  beg  leave  to  l-ecom- 
mend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  by  Synod,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resignation  of  Wm.  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  be 
and  is  hereby  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  accepts  the  resignation  of  Pro- 
fessor Campbell,  it  parts  with  his  services  with  deep  regret,  and  would 
record  its  high  sense  of  his  great  ability  as  a  Biblical  instructor  and 
his  exemplary  devotion  to  his  work  for  twelve  years,  and  cannot  but 
regard  the  Church  as  greatly  indebted  to  his  careful  and  thorough 
training  for  its  able  young  ministry. 
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Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  parts  with  the  services  of  its 
Professor  in  one  department,  it  is  happy  that  he  will  occupy  a  posi- 
tion of  great  usefulness  as  President  of  Rutgers  College,  and  tender 
him  and  the  Trustees  of  the  College  its  earnest  wishes  for  his  emi- 
nent success.

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell,  as  Professor 
of  Biblical  Literature  in  the  Seminary,  be  continued  until  the  ex- 
piration of  the  current  Seminary  year  on  the  1st  of  September  next. 

Synod  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  a  Professor  of  Biblical 
Literature  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Prof.  Campbell,  whose  resignation  had 
been  accepted. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  were  nominated. 

On  the  succeeding  day  the  Synod,  after  a  season  of  special  prayer, 
proceeded  to  elect  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  the  Rev.  Hervey  D.  Ganse  was  elected.     Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Rev.  Hervey  D.  Ganse  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  in  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument,  certifying  the  appointment  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod  by  the  President  thereof  and  by  him  be  given  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  with  three  hundred  dollars  for  house  rent  per  annnm. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Synod  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  Rev.  Hervey  D.  Ganse  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  ob- 
tain from  him  his  decision  on  the  subject  as  soon  as  practicable  ; 
and  that  he  be  accompanied  by  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  Rev.  William  H. 
Steele,  and  Elders  Sanford  Cobb  and  John  A.  Lott. 

The  President  reported  that  he  was  the  bearer  of  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Ganse,  declining  his  appointment  to  the  Professorship,  which  let- 
ter was  read  to  the  Synod. 

Synod  then  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  a  Professor  of  Bibli- 
cal Literature. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  were  nominated. 

On  the  succeeding  day  the  Synod,  after  a  season  of  special  prayer, 
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proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it 
appeared  that  Rev.  John  De  Witt  was  elected.     Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Rev.  John  De  Witt  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Biblical  .Literature  in  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  "Church. 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument,  certifying  the  appointment  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in'  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  with  three  hundred  dollars  for  house  rent  per  annum. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Rev.  J. 
De  Witt  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  obtain  from  him  his  de- 
cision ;  and  that  he  be  accompanied  by  Rev.  William  Reiley  and 
R.  Wells. 

Rev.  J.  De  Witt  appeared  in  Synod  and  signified  his  acceptance 
of  the  office. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  be 
inaugurated  into  his  office  on  Tuesday,  the  22d  day  of  September 
next,  at  11  o'clock  A.M.,  in  the  First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in 
New  Brunswick  ;  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  inaugural  address  to  be 
delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the  Professor  elect,  the  Rev.  Ilervey 
D.  Ganse  be,  and  hereby  is  appointed  to  deliver  a  sermon,  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt  to  deliver  a  charge  to  the  Professor ;  and  that 
Rev.  Charles  S.  Hageman  be  secundus  to  Rev.  Hervey  D.  Ganse  ; 
and  that  Rev.  David  D.  Demarest  be  secundus  to  Rev.  Thomas  De 
Witt ;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Synod  preside  on  the  occasion. 

Resolved,  That  a  Commiltee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  David  Bishop, 
Johnson  Letson,  and  Lawrence  Vanderveer,  be  appointed  to  aid  the 
Professor  in  his  removal  to  New  Brunswick,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  for  the  same. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Contingent 
Expenses  presented  a  report  which  was  accepted. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  Contingent  Fund, 
with  the  documents  referred  to  the  Committee  appointed  to  report  on 
the  subject,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  five  to  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod. 

Rev.  Charles  Scott  and  D.  D.  Demarest,  and  the  Elders  Jacob 
B.  Jewett,  John  A.  Lott,  and  F.  J.  Hosford  were  appointed  the  Com- 
mittee. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
port: 

They  have  carefully  inspected  the  several  papers  submitted  to  their 
examination,  and  find  with  pleasure,  while  they  record  with  satisfac- 
tion, that  the  various  reports  and  vouchers  forwarded  to  Synod  by 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  Board 
of  Direction,  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  body,  have  been  prepared 
with  the  greatest  fullness  and  accuracy  of  statement,  and  thus  present 
to  the  Synod  and  the  Church  a  plain  and  ample  view  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  of  the  funds  vested  for 
the  education  of  pious  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel. 

The  action  required  of  this  body  by  the  papers  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  Committee  is  as  follows  : 

In  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  occurs  the  follow- 
ing resolution:  "This  Board  cordially  unite  with  the  Professors  in 
recommending  to  General  Synod  that  Mr.  Schlieder,  in  view  of  his 
age,  piety,  diligence,  and  attainments,  be  permitted  to  pursue  his 
studies  as  a  recognized  member  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  a  dispensa- 
tion to  this  effect  be  granted  by  Synod." 

Your  Committee  believing  that  the  concurrent  judgment  of  the 
Professors  and  Superintendents  ought  to  rule  in  this  case,  recommend 
that  the.  dispensation  asked  for  in  the  above  quoted  resolution  be 
granted. 

From  the  same  Report  it  appears  that  all  the  members  of  the  senior 
class  in  the  Seminary  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  save  one, 
who  was  advised  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  to  remain  another 
year  in  the  institution.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  name 
of  this  person,  thus  found  deficient,  need  not,  for  any  good  reason, 
appear  in  the  printed  Report  of  the  Board,  and  advise  that  it  be 
omitted  from  the  same. 

Under  the  head  of  dispensations,  your  Committee  would  state 
that  they  find  an  application  from  Mr.  William  M.  Van  Wagenen  (a 
member  of  the  Collegiate  Chnrch,  and  now  a  student  in  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  at  Princeton),  to  be  examined  by  the  Classis  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  and  if  found  qualified  according  to  the  Constitution, 
to  be  admitted  to  licensure  without  the  usual  Professoral  certifi- 
cate. This  application  is  endorsed  by  the  Classis  of  New  York,  and 
transmitted  to  the  Synod  by  its  stated  clerk. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend,  in  consistency  with  the 
actron  of  the  General  Synod  of  1841,  in  reference  to  a  similar 
case,  that  Mr.  William  M.  Van  Wagenen  be  permitted  to  appear 
before  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  our  Theological  Seminary, 
at  their    next  annual  meeting,  and    be  examined  by  them,  and  if 
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his  examination  be  found  satisfactory,  they  may  recommend  him  to 
the  Classis  of  New  York  as  a  candidate  for  licensure. 

There  has  also  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee 
an  application  of  Mr.  George  A.  Mills,  to  be  admitted  into  the 
Theological  Seminary,  notwithstanding  that  he  has  been  unable 
while  in  college  to  pursue  the  usual  and  full  mathematical  course 
of  study.  The  application  is  endorsed  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  Camp- 
bell and  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  and  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  permission  sought  be  granted. 

The  Board  of  Direction  ask  to  have  their  order,  directing 
grading  to  be  done  in  the  rear  of  the  College  at  New  Brunswick, 
according  to  a  municipal  law  of  that  City,  confirmed,  and  your  Com- 
mittee offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  the  expenses  assessed  upon  the  College  property  for  grading 
done  in  the  rear  of  the  same. 

A  memorial  signed  by  twenty-nine  students  of  the  Theological 
Seminar)'-,  praying  for  relief  from  alleged  inordinate  expenses  required 
by  a  residence  in  Hertzog  Hall  has  received  due  consideration. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  General  Synod  can- 
not as  a  body,  with  such  limited  information  as  it  has  respecting  the 
various  relations  of  the  subject,  venture  to  legislate  definitely  in  the 
case,  but  would  recommend  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog 
Hall  direct  their  attention  to  the  matter  and  secure  such  modifications 
of  rules  and  relief  for  the  students  as  the  condition  of  Hertzog  Hall 
will  warrant. 

Mrs.  Mary  Van  Vranken,  Mrs.  Francis  Holmes  and  Mrs.  Ganse- 
voort  Van  Vranken,  having  presented  to  the  library  of  Hertzog  Hall  five 
hundred  and  eighty  volumes  of  valuable  works,  being  a  part  of  the 
library  of  the  late  Prof.  Van  Vranken,  it  is, 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  General  Synod  be  pre- 
sented to  the  generous  donors  for  their  highly  useful  and  acceptable 
contribution  to  the  Theological  library. 

A  letter  from  George  De  Forest  Lord,  Esq.,  informs  the  Synod  that 
the  Rev.  Dr.  George  W.  Bethune  bequeathed  all  his  books  on  theo- 
logical and  classical  learning,  or  bearing  upon  these  subjects,  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  for  the 
sole  unrestricted  and  perpetual  use  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
said  Church,  on  condition  that  "  they  put  and  always  keep  in  good 
order,  with  the  name  of  'Bethune'  printed  on  the  back  and  on  the 
inside  of  the  front  cover,  which  shall  be  done  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion in  the  first  instance  and  approval  of  my  dear  friend,  Rev.  Abra- 
ham R.  Van  Nest,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  the  Professor  of  Sacred  Lan- 
guages and  the  Professor  in  Theology  for  the  time  being  in  the  said 
Seminary,  and  to  the  approval  of  them  and  their  successors  in  office 
afterwards." 

As  Mrs.  Bethune  survives,  the  above  portion  of  the  will  of  her 
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deceased  husband  is  nugatory ;  but  it  is  her  design  and  intention  to 
carry  out  her  husband's  wishes  in  this  respect,  provided  the  Synod  is 
ready  to  comply  on  its  part  ■with  the  terms  of  the  bequest;  we  there- 
fore offer  the  following : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  learns,  with  grateful  satisfaction,  of 
the  proposed  munificent  donation  of  Dr.  Bethune's  valuable  theo- 
logical and  classical  books  to  this  Body,  for  the  use  of  its  Theological 
Seminary,  by  his  surviving  widow. 

2.  Resolved,  That  they  will  be  gladly  accepted  on  the  terms  pro- 
posed in  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  late  Rev.  George  W. 
Bethune,  D.D.,  so  soon  as  Mrs.  Bethune  signifies  her  willingness  to 
transfer  them  to  the  possession  of  the  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod  be  authorized 
and  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  Mrs.  Bethune, 
George  De  Forest  Lord,  Esq.,  N.  Y.,  and  also  to  the  Rev.  Abraham  R. 
Van  Nest. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk,  upon  receiving  the  books  in 
behalf  of  Synod,  shall  take  such  measures  as  his  discretion  will  dic- 
tate to  have  all  the  books  properly  marked,  according  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  gift. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  Prof.  Berg  informs  Synod  that  he  was  obliged 
to  pay  to  Mrs.  Van  Vranken  $54  for  kitchen  range,  wall  book  case, 
fireplace  in  parlor,  and  gratings  for  cellar,  and  asks  to  be  reimbursed. 
Also,  that  the  ceilings  of  several  rooms  are  in  a  dangerous  condition 
and  need  immediate  repairs. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be,  and  hereby  is,  in- 
structed to  repair  the  ceilings,  if  in  their  judgment  necessary,  in  the 
house  occupied  by  Prof.  Berg,  and  also  to  refund  the  fifty-four  dollars 
paid  by  Prof.  Berg  to  Mrs.  Van  Vranken. 

The  Classis  of  Michigan  asks  to  have  half  its  debt  to  the  General 
Synod  for  copies  of  Synodical  Minutes  remitted,  which  your  Commit- 
tee recommend  to  be  done. 

The  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College  has  presented  his  account  of  the 
Van  Benschoten  Fund  without  its  having  been  audited,  and  your 
Committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  asking  the  Board  of  Di- 
rection to  secure  its  being  audited. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  state  that  the  site  of  the  Scudder 
Monument  is  not  well  adapted  to  secure  either  the  symmetry  of  the 
grounds  or  the  best  effect  of  the  Monument  itself,  and  ask  that  the 
committee  who  located  it  be  respectfully  requested  to  remove  it  to 
a  new  site,  to  be  selected  by  themselves  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
fessors. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  above  request  be  granted, 
and  that  the  former  committee  on  the  Scudder  Monument  be  author- 
ized to  carry  the  resolution  into  effect,  and  be  requested  to  raise 
sufficient  money  for  the  purpose. 
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A  paper  has  been  received  stating  that  the  part  of  the  College 
Buildings  occupied  by  the  Theological  Professors  was  in  such  a  de- 
lapidated  condition  that  it  was  necessary,  for  their  preservation,  that 
they  should  be  repaired ;  and  that  fourteen  hundred  dollars  were  re- 
quired for  that  purpose.  Your  Committee  "therefore  recommend  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  make 
such  repairs  on  said  buildings  as  may  in  their  judgment  be  requisite. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod  be  directed 
to  make  an  apportionment  of  the  above  mentioned  sum  among  the 
several  Classes,  according  to  the  rates  of  distribution  adopted  by  the 
Particular  Synods  for  the  raising  of  the  amount  required  for  the 
Contingent  Fund  of  the  current  year ;  and  that  he  notify  the  stated 
clerks  of  the  several  Classes  accordingly. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  J.  H.  Doremus  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  Mr.  E.  A.  Apgar  of  Rutgers  College,  New  Brunswick,  he  recom- 
mended to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  to  be  aided  by  the  Van 
Benschoten  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Frederick  E.  Schleider  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, be  recommended  to  receive  aid  from  the  Knox  Fund. 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received,  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, with  the  exception  of  nominations  to  fill  vacancies,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

A  Report  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  on  the  subject  of 
opening  correspondence  with  the  Reformed  Church  of  France  was 
received,  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  Report  on  the  subject  of  ecclesiastical  interests  at  Amoy  was 
received  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee  of  five,  consisting  of  three 
ministers  and  two  elders,  be  appointed,  to  whom  this  whole  matter  of 
the  Amoy  Mission  be  referred,  to  report  such  recommendations  to 
Synod  as  they  in  their  judgment  think  fit  for  adoption,  and  also  sug- 
gest some  additional  principles  of  administration,  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  future  conduct  of  our  Foreign  Missionary  oper- 
ations. 

Rev.  E.  S.  Porter,  C.  E.  Crispell,  J.  Garretson  ;  Elders,  S.  B. 
Schieffelin  and  P.  S.  Danforth,  were  appointed  said  Committee. 
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The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accept- 
ed and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Amoy  Mission  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  report. 

In  endeavoring  to  frame  a  paper  which  may  in  a  good  degree 
meet  the  expectations  and  harmonize  the  views  of  the  members  of 
this  General  Synod,  your  Committee  confess  at  the  outset,  that 
after  having  devoted  their  earnest  and  prayerful  attention  to  the 
present  embarrassed  relations  of  the  Amoy  Mission  to  this  supreme 
ecclesiastical  judicatory  of  the  Church,  they  have  encountered  what 
at  first  seemed  to  be  difficulties  so  rigid  and  unmanageable  as  to 
forbid  the  hope  of  reaching  a  welcome  and  wise  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion under  consideration. 

But  we  have  gladly  remembered  that  where  many  minds,  divided 
by  honest  opinions,  are  sincerely  and  humbly  intent  upon  doing 
right,  and  only  right,  as  in  the  sight  of  Him  who  weigheth  all 
hearts,  there  may  come  to  be  a  concord,  begotten  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
which  shall  be  all  the  more  precious  because  of  the  very  ruggedness 
of  the  soil  out  of  which  it  has  been  made  to  sprout,  blossom,  and  bear 
the  peaceful  fruits  of  Christian  unity. 

Encouraged  by  this  hope,  your  Committee,  with  no  overweening 
confidence  in*  the  infallible  rectitude  of  their  own  judgments,  but 
seeking  only  the  wisdom  Avhich  is  from  above  to  guide,  addressed 
themselves  to  the  special  and  important  duty  assigned  them.  The 
members  of  the  Committee,  having  been  drawn  by  a  spontaneous 
unanimity,  to  the  adoption  of  the  reasonings  and  conclusions  present- 
ed in  this  Report,  cannot  but  wish,  with  exceeding  desire,  that  their 
own  cordial  agreement  among  themselves,  touching  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  their  consideration,  may  be  an  earnest  of  a  happy  unifica- 
tion of  opinion,  not  only  as  between  the  members  of  this  Synod,  but 
also  between  the  Synod  and  the  brethren  of  the  Amoy  Mission.  If 
this  can  be,  surely  there  will  be  reason  for  devout  thanksgiving  to 
Him  who  can  mould  all  hearts  to  His  sovereign  will ;  but  if  this 
cannot  be,  while  there  will  be  occasion  foi  present  sorrow,  still  we 
shall  not  forget  that  the  Head  of  the  Church,  from  His  mediatorial 
throne,  can  make  and  will  make  all  things  work  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  Him. 

It  is  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  necessary  to  a  clear  and 
faithful  presentation  of  the  whole  matter  in  hand,  to  revert  rapidly  to 
some  admitted  principles,  and  to  certain  historic  facis,  which  must  to 
a  degree  compose  the  very  elements  out  of  which  is  to  be  wrought 
and  shaped  a  decision,  which  shall  apply  not  only  to  the  Mission  at 
Amoy,  but  which  ought  to  control  the  future  Missionary  policy  of 
this  Church. 

We  begin  with  the  assertion  of  principles.     They  are  these  : 

1.  While  government  cannot  create  a  Church,  yet  the  Church  in 
its  real  and  visible  form  cannot  exist  without  government.  For  law 
is  the  order  and  the  security  of  the  universe  as  a  whole,  and  as  con- 
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sisting  of  parts,  natural,  divine,  moral  or  spiritual.  Government  of 
whatever  sort,  in  its  most  generic  sense,  is  the  application  of  laws 
with  their  appropriate  sanctions  hoth  to  matter  and  to  mind — both 
to  individuals  and  to  communities.  Where,  therefore,  law  is  sus- 
pended or  annulled,  government  is  quoad  hoc,  thereby  impaired  or 
subverted.  The  supreme  Law-giver  has  ordained  governments  of 
several  sorts  among  men.  Not  least  among  these,  either  in  its  essen- 
tial character  or  in  its  wide  bearings  upon  the  interests  of  mankind, 
is  tbat  style  of  government  which  rules  and  regulates  the  affairs  of 
the  Church  ;  for  by  so  much  as  the  spiritual  is  greater  than  the 
material  and  the  secular,  is  the  superiority  of  that  organized  author- 
ity which  is  to  be  exercised  exclusively  for  the  spiritual  advantage  of 
those  who  are  subject  unto  it. 

2.  The  government  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  is  a  concrete 
and  constitutional  and  well  defined  entity,  instituted,  as  we  believe, 
not  purely  by  human  choice,  but  mainly  under  the  appointments 
and  ordinances  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  Himself.  What  its 
characteristics  are  may  be  learned  from  the  New  Testament,  from 
history,  from  its  Constitution,  and  from  the  enactments  of  successive 
Synods.  To  all  these  characteristics,  whatever  they  may  be,  all  its 
baptized  members,  all  its  communicants,  and  all  its  ordained  minis- 
ters are  pledged  by  vows  most  solemn  and  by  sacraments  divine. 

8.  No  government  can,  voluntarily,  relinquish  its  powers  and 
abnegate  its  authority  without  thereby  inviting  disorder,  disquietude 
and,  in  the  end,  its  destruction.  Under  an  ecclesiastical  governmen, 
there  is  allowed,  indeed,  a  wide  liberty  as  to  things  indifferent,  but 
the  Holy  Scriptures  are  tenacious  of  essential  principles,  and  as  print 
ciples  furnish  the  life  blood  of  all  organizations,  so  it  has  been  ad- 
judged necessary  to  maintain  its  fundamental  principles,  provided- 
there  be  any  honest  intention  to  maintain  the  government  based 
upon  them. 

The  truths  embodied  in  the  three  preceding  postulates  are  convic- 
tions in  the  mind  of  our  Church,  hardly  separable  in  idea  from  its 
very  existence.  They  are  old  truths  maintained  through  blood  and 
flame  ;  transmitted  from  generation  to  generation,  and  never  felt  to 
be  more  precious  than  now,  when  in  an  age  of  intense  individualism 
there  prevails  a  so  wide  spread  disposition  to  disregard  the  metes 
and  bounds  of  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical  authority. 

With  its  self-conscious  and  proclaimed  convictions  in  the  scrip- 
tural purity  and  excellence  of  its  government,  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,  in  this  land,  early  entered  upon  the  first  and  chief  work  of  a 
Christian  Church,  viz  :  that  of  evangelizing  the  heathen.  It  did  not 
indeed  undertake  to  propagate  a  polity,  but  an  evangelical  system  of 
truth.  Nevertheless,  it  was  from  the  beginning  the  cherished  belief 
of  the  fathers  of  our  Church,  that  their  ecclesiastical  polity  was  so 
necessary,  both  to  the  propagation  and  the  preservation  of  the 
"truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  that  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  they  sent 
the  one  with  the  other.     What  crown  of  honor  has  been  awarded  a 
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policy  so  faithful  and  consistent,  let  the  history  and  present  condition 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  America  bear  witness. 

While  other  communions  have  been  rent  with  dissensions  within, 
and  have  been  staggered  by  assailing  blows  from  without,  it  is  not  to 
be  denied  that  our  strength  has  come  from  an  unflinching  and  un- 

.  t  o 

faltering  adherence  to  our  doctrines,  our  customs,  our  usages  and  our 
liberal  and  wise  Constitution.  The  steady  and  solid  growth  of  this 
Church  here  has  resulted  from  no  flashes  of  enthusiasm,  from  no  im- 
provised measures  of  administration,  from  no  thoughtless  imitation  of 
alluring  novelties,  but  by  marching  on  in  the  old  paths,  observing  the 
landmarks  directed  by  an  approved  experience,  and  cheered  by  an 
assuring  faith  in  the  word  and  providence  of  God.  This  simple  loy- 
alty to  old  traditions,  written  law  and  established  doctrine,  has  made 
this  Church  a  great  power,  not  so  much  by  reason  of  its  numerical 
force  as  because  of  its  unquestioned  and  unquestionable  Presbyterial 
purity  of  administration,  and  its  rigid  and  inflexible  adherence  to  the 
old  faith  of  the  apostles  and  martyrs.  When  .the  compact  was 
formed  between  the  Synod  of  this  Church  and  the  American  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  there  was  no  disposition 
evinced  on  the  part  of  the  Synod  to  abandon  its  ecclesiastical  pre- 
rogatives. And  so,  by  the  very  terms  of  the  compact,  it  was  ex- 
pressly stipulated  that  the  Synod's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  should 
not  only  first  receive  and  then  recommend  men  for  Missionary  fields 
to  the  American  Board,  but  that  these  men  should,  when  in  heathen 
lands,  report  to  the  Board  of  their  own  Church. 

We  can  only  speak  in  the  warmest  manner  of  the  happy  cooper- 
ation in  the  Missionary  work  for  foreign  parts,  which  through  many 
years  united  the  prayers  and  the  alms  of  this  Church  with  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.  Yet  it  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  compact  named,  was  never  acceptable  to 
very  many  sagacious  and  influential  men  of  our  communion.  Not 
that  they  did  not  love  union,  but  because  they  believed  that  every 
Church,  if  it  had  any  right  to  exist,  was  bound  to  do  its  own  work  in 
its  own  way.  So  avoiding  complications,  in  order  that  peace  and 
love  might  both  abound,  they  thought  that  the  several  denominations 
should  all  move  in  their  respective  orbits  around  the  Sun  of  righte- 
ousness. And  this  has  now  come  to  be  the  common  and  adopted 
faith  of  all  the  leading  evangelical  members  of  the  great  Christian 
system.  The  substantial  unity  is  not  less,  though  the  division  of 
labor  be  more  incisive  and  distinct. 

While  conducting  our  foreign  Missionary  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  American  Board,  Amoy  was  first  visited  by  the  ever  to  be 
loved  and  honored  David  Abeel.  His  visit  there  was  soon  followed 
by  the  regular  establishment  of  a  Mission,  consisting  of  Ministers  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  with  their  families.  Of  the  successive 
and  individual  laborers  in  that  field  we  need  not  speak,  but  of  their 
aggregate  work  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  it  has  been  characterized 
by  a  truly  apostolic  zeal,  perseverance,  energy,  and   success.     The 
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Missionaries  there  have  endeared  their  names  to  the  whole  Christian 
world,  and  especially  to  that  Household  of  Faith  of  which  they  are 
loved  and  honored  members.  They  have  never  been  forgotten  in  our 
prayers,  nor  in  our  thanksgivings,  nor  in  the  distribution  of  our  pious 
gifts.  No  words  at  our  command  can  tell  what  fond  and  flaming- 
sympathies  have  overleaped  broad  oceans  and  bound  them  and  us 
together. 

"  Words,  like  nature,  half  reveal 
And  half  conceal  the  soul  within." 

And  so  it  must  be  left  to  the  blessed  intimacies  of  that  communion, 
which  the  mercy  seat  secures  and  hallows,  to  disclose  how  much  and 
how  well  the  Church  and  her  faithful  Missionaries  at  Amoy  have 
loved  and  trusted  each  other.  Years  have  augmented  their  mutual 
confidence,  while  the  labor  of  faith,  on  one  hand,  and  the  generous 
gifts  of  gratified  expectation,  on  the  other,  have  bound  them  together 
in  ties  which,  it  is  hoped,  nothing  will  be  allowed  to  sunder. 

In  the  year  1857  the  Seneral  Synod,  with  a  unanimity  which 
seemed  to  have  been  inspired  by  an  immediate  divine  influence,  re- 
solved in  future  to  conduct  its  own  Foreign  Missionary  work  separate 
from  that  of  the  American  Board.  The  following  action  was  then 
taken  respecting  the  Mission  at  Amoy  : 

"  1.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  view  with  great  pleasure  the  forma- 
tion of  Churches  among  the  converts  from  heathenism,  organized 
according  to  the  established  usages  of  our  branch  of  Zion. 

"  2.  Resolved,  That  the  brethren  at  Amoy  be  directed  to  apply  to 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  to  organize  them  into  a  Classis  so  soon 
as  they  shall  have  formed  Churches  enough  to  render  the  permanency 
of  such  organization  reasonably  certain." 

When  this  action  was  transmitted  to  Amoy  the  brethren  there,  on 
its  receipt,  felt  that  there  were  then  no  circumstances  favoring  an 
immediate  organization  of  a  Classis.  But,  in  the  interval,  there  have 
grown  to  be  six  organized  Churches — three  of  which  are  under  the 
care  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Mission,  and  three  others  under  our 
own  Missionaries.  These  six  Churches  have  grown  up  together, 
under  such  an  interchange  and  community  of  labor  on  the  part  of 
our  own  Missionaries  and  on  the  part  of  those  belonging  to  the  Eng- 
lish Presbyterian  Church,  that  all  are  said  to  have  a  two  fold  eccle- 
siastical relation — one  with  England — one  with  America — and  still  a 
third  and  economical  and  domestic  relation  among  themselves,  which  is 
covered  and  controlled  by  what  is  styled,  "  The  Great  Presbyterial  or 
Classical  Council  of  Amoy." 

From  this  general  statement  these  particulars  result : 
1st.  That  while  this  Chinese  Presbyterial  or  Classical  Council  is 
itself  an  autonomy — having  the  right  to  ordain  ministers,  exercise 
discipline,  and  do  whatever  else  a  "  self-regulating  Classis"  or  Pres- 
bytery can  or  may  do,  still  the  whole  in  England  is  claimed  to  be 
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the  Presbytery  of  Amoy,  and  to  this  Synod  it  is  reported  as  the 
Classis  of  Amoy. 

2c?.  The  Missionaries,  while  they  are  members  of  this  Grand  Presby- 
terial  or  Classical  Council,  exercising  full  ministerial  functions  in  it, 
are,  at  the  same  time,  members  either  of  Classes  in  America  or  of 
Presbyteries  in  Great  Britain. 

3d.  That  while  the  Churches,  three  at  least,  are  organized  under 
and  according  to  the  Constitution  of  our  Church,  it  is,  nevertheless, 
claimed  that  the  members  of  said  Churches  are  not  any  more  mem- 
bers of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  here  than  they  are  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England. 

No  Classis  has,  as  yet,  been  formed  at  Amoy,  in  accordance  with 
the  resolution  of  1857,  nor  has  any  effort  or  steps  been  taken  toward 
the  formation  of  one,  and  the  reasons  for  a  non-effort  of  this  sort  are 
to  be  found  in  the  preceding  statement  of  the  mixed  and  anomalous 
character  and  relations  of  the  Churches  and  Missionaries  there. 

Your  Committee  can  easily  understand  how  reluctantly  our  Mis- 
sionaries may  have  been,  or  may  still  be,  to  disturb,  or  alter,  or 
modify  the  relations  of  the  Churches  at  Amoy.  But  they  conceive  it 
to  be  their  duty  to  say  that  feeling  should  never  be  allowed  to  take 
the  place  of  conscience,  nor  to  discharge  its  functions,  and  so  long  as 
our  Missionaries  claim  to  be  subordinate  to  the  authority  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  they  should  allow  this  body  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  its  chosen  and  deliberate  policy. 

Is  that  policy  right  ?  Already  we  have  laid  down  some  general 
principles  which  in  part  answer  this  question.  But  we  have  pur- 
posely reserved  for  this  place  the  presentation  of  another  and  per- 
haps the  more  practical  part  of  the  answer. 

For  five  years  past,  with  resources  augmented  far  beyond  those  of 
previous  years,  both  as  it  respects  money  and  men,  this  Church  has 
carried  forward  its  Missionary  work  with  heightened  zeal  and  en- 
larging desires.  It  has  reinforced  Arcot  and  Amoy.  It  has  entered 
Japan  and  organized  a  Church  there. 

Nor  is  this  all ;  the  Missionary  spirit  has  exhibited  its  presence  and 
influence  among  the  young  men  of  our  Seminary,  leading  them  in 
greater  numbers  than  before  to  offer  their  services  for  the  foreign 
work.  These  signs  of  cheer  have,  as  is  generally  thought,  proved 
conclusively  that,  so  soon  as  the  Church  had  resolved  to  arise  and 
work  in  its  place  and  measure,  with  all  its  might,  for  the  grand  object 
of  prophecy  and  of  promise,  even  the  conversion  of  the  whole  world 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ — then  neither  means  nor  men  were  with- 
held. 

Under  these  admitted  tokens  of  Divine  encouragement  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say,  that  not  only  is  the  welfare  of  the  Churches  of  Amoy  in- 
volved, but  the  whole  question,  in  all  its  magnitude  of  our  future  Mis- 
sionary efforts  and  successes,  comes  up  in  connection  with  the  case  in 
hand,  and  requires  now  a  careful,  earnest,  and  Christian  adjudication. 
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Your  Committee  are  unable  to  see  how  it  will  be  possible  to  carry 
the  sympathies  and  the  liberalities  of  the  Church,  with  an  increasing 
tide  of  love  and  sacrifice  in  support  of  our  Missionary  work,  if  it  once 
be  admitted  as  a  precedent,  or  established  as  a  rule,  that  our  Mission- 
aries may  be  allowed  to  form  abroad  whatever  combinations  they 
may  choose,  and  aid  in  creating  ecclesiastical  authorities  which 
supercede  the  authorities  which  commissioned  them  and  now  sustain 
them. 

One  of  the  controlling  reasons  which  influenced  the  Synod  of 
1857  to  declare  the  gathered  convictions  of  the  Church  in  favor  of 
distinct  denominational  effort  to  prosecute  the  work  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, was  this,  beyond  doubt,  viz  :  that  the  Dutch  Church  might 
regard  her  Missions  and  Missionary  Churches  as  the  objects  of 
maternal  and  fostering  care,  and  receive  from  them  that  direct  reflex 
influence  which  would  incite  her  to  ever-increasing  exertions  to  ex- 
tend abroad  the  kingdom  of  grace  and  truth. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  they  have  now  condensed  into 
a  brief  compass  the  principles  and  the  facts  which  ought  to  govern 
in  the  formation  of  the  conclusion  to  which  the  Synod  is  now  re- 
quired to  come,  respecting  the  conduct  of  its  Foreign  Missionary 
operations  not  only  at  Amoy,  but  wherever  in  the  present  or  in  the 
future  such  operations  are  or  may  be. 

Yet  a  just  candor,  and  alargepracticalsympathy  should  always  oblige 
an  acknowledgment  of  whatever  difficulties  may  hinder  the  application 
of  general  rules  to  specific  circumstances.  And  as  it  is  not  to  be  de- 
nied that,  at  least  until  a  very  recent  period,  our  brethren  at  Amoy 
have  not,  in  their  judgment,  found  it  practicable  to  conform  to  the 
resolutions  of  1857,  in  the  organization  of  a  Classis,  your  Committee 
are  confident  that  no  censure,  either  expressed  or  implied,  should  be 
pronounced  upon  them,  but  rather  praise  for  having  taken  prudent 
and  sufficient  measures,  both  by  correspondence  and  by  the  eloquent 
voice  of  one  of  their  own  number,  to  lay  their  matters  fully  before  this 
Body  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  definite  additional  instructions. 

Your  Committee  do  not  see  any  propriety  in  reenacting  the  law 
of  1857  already  quoted,  because  it  has  never  been  repealed,  and  re- 
mains, therefore,  in  full  force  and  virtue.  Nor,  if  the  reasoning  in 
this  Report  be  correct,  would  they  have  that  law  repealed,  believing, 
as  they  do,  that  the  principle  contained  in  it  is  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  our  Missionary  operations  in  foreign  parts,  and  to  the  whole- 
some liberality  of  the  Church  at  home.  The  Committee  are  not 
prepared,  however,  to  recommend  that  any  violent  and  coercive  resolu- 
tions should  be  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  constraining  our  brethren 
in  Amoy  to  a  course  of  procedure  which  would  rudely  sunder  the 
brotherly  ties  that  unite  them  with  the  Missionaries  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  But  a  Christian  discretion  will  enable  them,  on  the 
receipt  of  the  decision  of  the  present  Synod,  in  this  matter  now 
under  consideration,  to  take  such  initial  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
the  speedy  formation  of  a  Classis.     Much  must  be  left  to  their  discre- 
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tion,  prudence,  and  judgment.  But  of  the  wish  and  expectation  of 
this  Synod,  to  have  their  action  conform,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  the 
resolutions  of  1857,  your  Committee  think  the  brethren  at  Amoy 
should  be  distinctly  informed.     They,  therefore,  offer  the  following  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  having  adopted  and  tested 
its  plan  of  conducting  Foreign  Missions,  can  see  no  reason  for  abolish- 
ing it,  but,  on  the  contrary,  believe  it  to  be  adapted  to  the  promotion 
of  the  best  interests  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Churches,  and  of  the 
denomination  supporting  them. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  hereby  is  instructed 
to  send  to  our  Missionaries  at  Amoy  a  copy  or  copies  of  this  Report, 
as  containing  the  well  considered  deliverance  of  the  Synod,  respect- 
ing their  present  relations  and  future  duty. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Board  be  and  hereby  is  di- 
rected to  send  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hamilton,  of  London,  convener  of 
the  Presbyterian  Committee,  a  copy  of  this  Report,  with  a  copy  of  the 
action  of  1857,  and  that  he  inform  him  by  letter  of  the  wishes  and 
expectations  of  the  Synod  respecting  the  ecclesiastical  relations 
which  this  body  desires  its  Churches  in  Amoy  to  sustain  to  it. 

Praying  that  the  Head  of  the  Church  may  grant  us  all  the  wisdom 
we  need,  to  guide  us  to  such  conclusions  as  will  advance  His  cause, 
we  submit  this  Report  to  the  disposal  of  the  Synod.

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  presented,  read,  and  so  much  as  refers  to  nominations  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations ;  so  much  as  relates  to 
Sabbath  schools,  to  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Thirty-first  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  submit  the  following  as 
their  Report  to  the  General  Synod  : 

"While  each  past  year  of  our  Missionary  operations  has  furnished 
causes  of  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  in  the  evidences 
of  His  presence  and  blessing,  much  more  may  we  say  this  of  the 
year  now  closed.  During  its  entire  progress  we  have  been  called  to 
record  the  divine  kindness  towards  our  brethren  abroad  and  on  our 
work  at  home.  The  Report  which  has  been  read  before  the  Synod, 
is  both  a  monument  of  the  favor  of  the  Master  and  a  confirmation  of 
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the  wisdom  of  the  Synod,  which  six  years  since  brought  the  respon- 
sibility of  this  vast  work  directly  home  to  the  hearts  of  our  people. 

The  Arcot  Mission  in  India  has  shown  a  vigor  of  effort  and  an 
expansiveness  in  their  plans  of  diffusing  a  knowledge  of  the  way  of 
salvation  which  is  most  grateful.  Their  field  is  wide.  They  occupy 
it  alone,  and  its  full  cultivation  is  very  much  on  the  hearts  of  the 
brethren.  Besides  the  occupancy  of  the  posts  which  have  been  re- 
ported in  former  years,  their  movement  towards  the  entrance  on  a 
more  southerly  ground  has  been  signally  blest,  while  the  more  recent 
advance  into  the  Telugu  speaking  country  northward,  with  its  popu- 
lation nearly  two-thirds  that  of  our  own  country,  is  full  of  promise. 
To  this  part  of  their  field  the  brethren  most  beseechingly  call  the 
attention  of  the  Church.  It  would  be  most  blessed  if  we  could  at 
once  reinforce  the  active  laborers  there. 

Dr.  Silas  Scudder's  addition  to  the  preaching  force  of  the  Mission 
has  been  a  happy  event,  and  his  destination  to  the  Telugu  people 
meets  a  deeply  felt  want.  His  consecration  to  the  ministerial  office 
completes  the  engagement  of  the  seven  sons  of  the  late  Dr.  Jno. 
Scudder — his  all,  to  a  work  on  which  his  heart  was  set,  and  to  which 
his  life  and  prayers  were  given. 

Disappointment  has  been  felt  by  the  Mission  because  its  medical 
department  was  not  established  in  the  mode  which  they  originally  con- 
templated. But  valuable  as  it  would  thus  have  been,  the  very  narrow 
resources  of  the  Board  made  the  action  which  was  adopted  a  necessity. 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe  how  the  young  men  of  the  Arcot 
Seminary  are  beginning  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  Missionary 
service  with  our  brethren.  Such  an  agency  will  be  every  year  on 
the  increase,  and  its  usefulness  may  well  call  out  the  liberality  of  the 
Churches  specifically  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Seminary. 

The  Amoy  Mission  in  China,  so  favored  in  years  passed,  still 
enjoys  the*  sunshine  of  the  divine  favor.  The  working  force  of  the 
Mission  has  not  been  as  large  as  in  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the 
necessary  absence  of  Mr.  Ostrom  and  his  wife  for  a  time,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  ill  health  of  the  latter,  together  with  a  short  absence 
of  Mr.  Kip,  and  the  return  of  Mr.  Talmage  to  this  country,  whom  we 
have  had  the  privilege  of  welcoming  among  us,  and  to  our  councils. 
Still  we  can  rejoice  with  our  brethren  in  the  increase  of  their 
Churches — in  the  possession  of  a  spot  in  Chiang-chin,  with  its 
700,000,  where  they  may  preach  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  and 
whence  they  may  send  out  their  native  colporteur  and  Bible  distribu- 
tor to  every  corner  of  it.  We  can  scarcely  attach  too  much  import- 
ance to  the  beginning  which  has  here  been  made.  Our  brethren  are 
working  in  happy  cooperation  with  other  Missionaries,  and  espec- 
ially those  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Society,  whose  Board  of 
Directors  has  shown  special  kindness  to  our  Mission. 

It  is  particularly  noticeable  how  wonderfully  successful  have  been 
the  efforts  of  our  brethren  in  training  and  developing  an  active  native 
agency,  thus  meeting  wants  they  could   not  personally  supply,  and 
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brino-inor  in  contact  with  the  heathen  mind  the  influence  of  their  own 
converted,  Christianized  countrymen.  The  returns  to  their  labors 
already  reaped  are  but  the  first  fruits  of  a  great  harvest.  We  are  not 
aware  that  any  other  Mission  in  China  has  been  favored  with  such  a 
band  of  native  co-laborers.  When  there  is  added  a  band  of  native 
preachers  well  qualified  by  divine  grace,  and  taught  their  proper 
work,  what  may  we  not  anticipate  ? 

The  Japan  Mission  presents  all  the  encouragement  to  our  hope 
which  could  be  expected  in  its  brief  history.  The  brethren  have 
been  industriously  engaged  in  what  is,  and  must  be  for  some  time 
yet  preparatory  work,  and  as  early  as  the  open  door  shall  invite  will 
be  ready  to  proclaim  to  the  natives  a  pure  Gospel,  and  teach  their 
children  the  way  of  salvation.  It  cannot  be  long  ere  the  liberal 
policy  towards  other  nations  will  become  definitely  fixed  in  the  pub- 
lic mind,  and  then  we  may  look  for  enlarged  and  active  movements 
in  the  direction  we  desire. 

Our  indebtedness,  in  common  with  other  Christians,  to  the  deep 
interest  and  the  watchful  care  of  the  American  representatives  in 
Japan,  calls  for  our  warmest  acknowledgments.  The  present  Minis- 
ter, one  of  our  own  sons,  has  spared  no  pains  in  cherishing  American 
Missionaries. 

The  movement  of  American  merchants  for  the  establishment  of 
a  Christian  Church  for  their  own  benefit  and  that  of  others,  who, 
speaking  the  English  language,  will  locate  at  Yokohama,  is  truly 
remarkable  and  praiseworthy.  It  is  a  model  movement,  and  had  it 
been  made  every  where,  as  commercial  pursuits,  have  called  our  coun- 
trymen to  congregate  in  heathen  lands,  it  would  have  saved  many 
from  a  downward  career,  and  secured  a  far  different  representation  of 
Christianity  from  that  which  has  been  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the 
Missionary.  Our  Board,  in  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  have  wisely 
agreed  to  grant  to  this  truly  Christian  enterprise  a  share  of  the  ser- 
vices of  Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  until  his  special  Missionary  work  shall 
require  all  his  time. 

While  this  general  review  seems  called  for,  there  are  some  par- 
ticular topics  which  claim  special  consideration,  and  to  which  the 
attention  of  Synod  is  solicited. 

].  Expansion.  It  will  be  impossible  to  stop  at  our  present  point 
of  attainment.  The  holding  of  what  we  have  already  acquired  is 
inseparably  connected  with  pressing  on.  But  when  we  add  to  this 
the  fact  that  what  has  been  done  prepares  the  way  for  more  easy  and 
effectual  movement,  and,  above  all,  that  the  providence  of  God 
clearly  calls  us  onward,  we  should  not  hesitate.  We  see,  in  the  pre- 
sent openings  offered  us,  the  answer  to  our  constant  prayer  and  what 
can  we  expect  if  we  neglect  to  improve  them  ?  This  foreign  Mission- 
ary work  is  the  fair  outgoing  of  our  Church  life,  of  all  we  cherish  in 
our  Sabbath  schools  and  our  concerts  of  prayer,  and  our  songs  of 
praise.  We  cannot  withhold  ourselves  without  a  blighting  reaction 
on  our  spirituality — our  vital  energy.     The  out-gushing  of  a  warm 
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Christian  love  for  those  ready  to  perish,  expands  and  elevates  and 
gives  a  blessed  tone  to  our  piety,  and  its  precious  influence  is  diffused 
over  and  is  infused  into  every  other  good  work. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  what  has  been  done  by  our 
Churches  has  not  been  a  burden  to  any.  There  have  been  no  sacri- 
fices made.  There  has  been  no  real  self-denial.  Scarcely  any  one 
has  given  to  this  work  the  amount  of  the  commonest  gratifications  of 
life.  Let  us  go  on  to  do  until  we  feel  what  we  give,  and  all  that  is 
required  will  be  secured. 

2.  The  Mode  of  Effort  is  of  special  moment.  Our  Board  report 
a  gratifying  relief  from  the  financial  pressure  which  filled  them  with 
anxiety  and  distress.  How  was  it  relieved  ?  Not  strictly  by  the 
movement  of  the  whole  Church,  but  by  the  cheerful  "liberality  of  a 
small  number  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  the  Lord.  To  them  our 
thanks  are  due  and  are  tendered.  We  know  that  it  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  them  to  come  to  our  help,  but  we  ought  not  to  be  left  to 
such  special  calls.  And  there  will  be  no  need  for  it  if  every  minis- 
ter shall  systematically  and  perseveringly  keep  the  cause  before  his 
people  in  its  proper  relations  to  other  benevolent  works.  Give  the 
opportunity  and  there  will  be  a  ready  response  by  the  people.  Sys- 
tematic benevolence  is  the  true  training  process  for  every  Church, 
while  its  aggregate  results,  even  though  made  up  of  small  individual 
gifts,  cannot  fail  in  meeting  all  just  claims.  Spasmodic  effort  consti- 
tutes no  reliance — can  give  no  ground  for  calculating  what  may  be 
undertaken. 

3.  Sabbath  School  and  Children's  contribution,  we  are  happy  to 
see,  has  most  pleasantly  increased,  and  we  trust  will  much  more 
increase.  We  see  every  where  in  the  Churches,  in  our  own  and  other 
Christian  lands,  a  special  attention  given  to  the  children.  The  teach- 
ing them  to  give  in  love  to  the  needy  and  miserable  is  an  important 
part  of  the  training  they  need.  The  warm  syinpath}^  it  cherishes ; 
the  check  on  the  selfish  tendencies  of  our  nature  which  it  exercises ; 
the  valuation  of  money  as  a  means  of  usefulness,  especially,  which  it 
teaches;  the  sense  of  obligation  to  Jesus  Christ  to  do  good  as  we  have 
opportunity,  which  it  interweaves  with  all  acqusitions  ;  its  cultivation 
of  the  heart ;  indicate  the  soundest  philosophy  as  well  as  the  truest 
Christianity  in  education.  We  have  some  noble  examples  among  our 
schools,  while  we  may  particularize  the  Greenwich  Church,  N.  Y., 
Youth's  Missionary  Association  as  worthy  of  all  praise.  While  the 
boats  their  liberality  has  furnished  float  in  the  Bay  of  Amoy,  or  carry 
their  precious  freight  into  the  adjacent  rivers  and  along  the  coast,  will 
they  be  thankfully  remembered,  but  the  influence  of  their  example 
will  never  be  lost. 

4.  The  preparation  of  a  Christian  Literature  is  becoming  more 
important  with  every  year.  An  excellent  beginning  has  been  made. 
It  is,  however,  only  a  beginning.  We  must,  through  the  press,  se- 
cure a  supply  to  the  Heatjaen  in  their  own  tongue  of  many  of  those 
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choice  tracts  and  works  which  we  enjoy  at  home,  as  well  as  of  origi- 
nal productions  by  the  Missionaries.  They  will  go  where  the  Mis- 
sionary cannot.  They  will  abide  to  do  a  good  work  whon  he  has  de- 
parted. In  the  case  of  our  Mission  to  Japan  we  may  expect  to  find  a 
necessity  for  Christian  works,  very  sndden  and  very  large  when  it 
does  come.  The  outlay  will  of  course  be  large,  but  can  be  readily 
met.  Your  Committee  feel  that  it  is  desirable  that  our  Board  of 
Publication  be  linked  in  with  this  work,  not  in  the  preparation  of 
books  in  a  heathen  tongue,  but  in  the  disbursement  of  funds  to  our 
Missions  for  that  purpose.  Our  Churches  furnish  thousands  of  dol- 
lars annually  to  the  American  Tract  Society  for  their  great  and  ex- 
cellent work,  part  of  which  is  done  for  the  Heathen.  The  proportion, 
however,  granted  to  our  Missions  is  so  small,  owing  to  the  numerous 
calls  on  them  probably,  that  other  income  must  be  applied,  even 
though  it  can  ill  be  spared,  and  though  it  does  not  belong  to  publica- 
tion. It  seems  therefore  very  proper  that  a  fair  proportion  Qf  our 
church  receipts  should  go  into  the  hands  of  our  Board  of  Publication 
for  the  use  of  our  foreign  publishing  work,  and  the  American  Tract 
Society  be  so  far  relieved. 

5.  The  Missionary  Recorder  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  most  efficient 
agency  in  our  work,  conducted,  as  it  is,  with  great  judgment,  bring- 
ing the  Church  into  intimate  relations  with  our  Missionaries,  and 
furnishing  fresh  intelligence  every  month,  it  should  be  the  most  wel- 
come messenger  to  our  pastors  and  people.  Knowing  its  value,  it  is 
painful  to  your  Committee  to  see  a  diminished  number  issued,  and 
that  in  so  many  of  our  Churches  not  a  copy  is  taken  by  pastor  or 
Church.  Brethren  should  view  it  as  their  best  auxiliary  in  develop- 
ing the  benevolent  character  of  their  people,  and  furnishing  to  them- 
selves most  ample  means  for  their  monthly  concerts.  The  cost  to 
the  Churches  is  very  small — decidedly  below  that  to  the  Board.  It 
is  not  a  source  of  revenue  and  was  not  intended  to  be,  but  has 
always  been  regarded  as  an  agent  abiding  in  the  families  of  our 
people — a  substitute  for  the  presence  of  the  missionary  personally — 
speaking  his  very  words  and  opening  his  heart  to  them.  A  very 
small  amount  of  effort  only  is  necessary  to  keep  it  in  circulation  in 
every  Church. 

6.  Health  Houses  have  become  with  almost  all  Missionary  associa- 
tions objects  of  special  interest.  Located  on  elevated  ground,  in 
healthful  regions,  they  furnish  to  the  laboring  Missionary  a  retreat 
from  the  exhausting  heats  of  eastern  climates,  and  a  nursing  place 
when  the  evidences  of  disease,  which  may  be  fatal,  show  themselves. 
Even  at  home  the  pastor  feels  the  need  of  occasional  release  from  the 
toils  of  his  office,  and  by  common  consent  has  it  granted  to  him  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  the  summer.  Many  a  faithful  laborer  is  thus  pre- 
served to  a  loving  people,  and  they  consequently  reap  the  benefit  of 
his  recuperated  strength.  Much  more  might  the  same  favor  be 
secured  to  the  Missionary  where  during  al]  seasons  there  is  far  less  to 
cherish  the  physical  man. 
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It  is  believed  that  many  a  man  on  the  foreign  field  has  broken 
down  beyond  recovery  for  the  want  of  a  retreat  to  which  he  might 
resort  when  he  felt  his  strength  yielding.  Such  establishments  might 
be  sustained  at  a  reasonable  expense  when  once  provided,  and  would 
be  occupied  almost  constantly  by  one  or  another  of  a  full  Mission 
located  amid  a  heathen  population.  Even  there  the  Missionary  might 
perform  a  lighter  service. 

This  is  a  noble  subject  for  individual  benevolence.  We  trust 
some  may  be  found  in  our  Churches  whose  sympathies  for  the  Mis- 
sionary and  love  for  his  work,  will  give  the  Board  the  means  of  secur- 
ing one  health  house  or  sanitarium,  for  each  Mission.  The  cost  for 
each  would  not  exceed  $3,000.  The  Board  have  encouraged 
brethren  of  the  Arcot  Mission  that  we  might  be  able  to  take  off  their 
hands  a  house  which  they  themselves  bought  for  this  purpose,  deem- 
ing it  so  important. 

7.  Reports  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church. — The  Committee  deem  it 
important  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  propriety  of  hav- 
ing a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  each  Board  stitched  with  the 
Minutes  of  General  Synod,  and  thus  distributed  as  one  book.  These 
Reports  are  the  property  of  the  Synod,  and  belong  to  its  annual 
work,  and  make  up  the  history  of  each  year.  Each  of  them  is 
printed  at  the  expense  of  the  Board  whose  year  work  they  record. 

In  such  a  collection  of  Church  documents  it  is  assumed  that  every 
minister,  and  not  only  ministers  but  many  of  our  elders  and  laymen 
would  feel  an  interest,  as  each  may  thus,  in  the  best  form,  preserve 
what  shall  be  in  fact  a  current  history  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  appended  resolutions  for  adoption 
by  the  Synod  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  tender  to  their  Missionary  brethren 
their  warmest  congratulations  on  the  work  of  the  year  now  closed, 
and  unite  with  them  in  thanksgiving  to  the  Almighty  God  for  His 
blessings  so  richly  bestowed  on  them. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  have  heard  with  great  gratification 
of  the  increased  interest  of  our  Sabbath  schools  in  the  schools  con- 
nected with  our  Missions,  and  the  support  of  native  teachers. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  due,  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  J.  W.  Baker,  our  late  Treasurer,  for  his  services  so  kindly 
and  ably  given  to  our  financial  matters. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Churches  be  earnestly  requested  so  to  in- 
crease their  collections  for  the  Board  of  Publication,  as  to  enable  that 
Board  to  aid  the  Missions  of  our  Church  in  printing  and  circulating 
tracts  and  other  works  in  heathen  countries. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  first  week  of  January,  1864,  be  devoted  as  a 
season  of  prayer  for  the  outpouring  of  the  divine  blessing  on  Missions 
throughout  the  world. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the   Reports   of    each    of  our   Boards,    when

printed,  be  done  up  with  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  thus  distributed 
through  the  Churches. 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  affectionately  urge  on  the  Ministers 
and  Churches  to  supply  themselves  with  the  Missionary  Recorder.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
whose  term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it 
appeared  that  the  following  were  elected  :  Rev.  James  Eells,  William 
H.  Steele,  John  Dewitt,  N.  E.  Smith,  J.  Romeyn  Berry,  Mr.  Sandford 
Cobb,  Jr.,  Alvan  B.  Preston,  Jonathan  Sturges. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report : 
The  papers  placed  in  our  hands  are  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  a  part  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  with  an 
appendix  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  resolution  relating 
to  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  Missions  in  the  West. 

From  these  documents  we  learn  of  the  Finances  of  the  Board,  of 
the  Laborers,  their  work  and  success,  of  the  feelings  of  the  Church  to- 
ward the  Domestic  work,  and  of  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

OF    THE    FINANCES    OF    THE    BOARD. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1862, 
was  begun  with  a  debt  of  Si, 673  53.  The  whole  amount  received 
during  the  same  time  is  $15,586  26,  which  is  $554  44  less  than 
the  receipts  of  the  year  preceding.  The  amount  of  the  contributions 
by  the  Churches,  however,  was  about  $500  more  than  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  receipts  from  bequests  being  less. 

The  debt  of  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  year,  May 
1st,  1863,  was  $2,365.     This  debt  has  been  fully  liquidated. 

The  principal  and  interest  of  the  bequest  of  Miss  Arabella  Bos- 
worth  have  been  expended,  and  thus  her  trust  has  been  fully  ex- 
pended. 

In  the  financial  condition  of  the  Board  we  cannot  fail  to  see  cause 
for  much  thankfulness,  especially  when  we  reflect  upon  the  extraor- 
dinary calls  which  our  beloved  country  is  making  upon  our  citizens. 

OF   THE    LABORERS,    THEIR    WORK,    AND    SUCCESS. 

There  have  been  connected  with  the  Board  during  the  year  past 
58  Missionaries  and  Missionary  Pastors.     Of  these  39  have  labored 
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in  the  East,  and  19  in  the  West.  Of  these  the  Board  say:  "  The 
Missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  have  stood  to  their  posts 
with  singular  fidelity  ;  their  health,  through  the  Divine  favor,  has 
been  almost  marvelously  preserved  ;  so  that,  with  only  here  and 
there  an  exception,  the  people  who  are,  in  part  or  altogether  depend- 
ent upon  us  for  spiritual  bread,  have  received  their  supplies  statedly 
and  without  interruption."  These  men  thus  favored  of  the  Lord  have 
aided  70  Churches  and  Missions ;  50  in  the  East  and  20  in  the  West. 
Three  of  the  Churches  aided  have  become  self-sustaining ;  five  new 
Churches  have  been  organized;  four  new  houses  of  worship  have 
been  "  completed  and  entered ;"  two  more  are  in  process  of  erection. 
434  persons  have  been  received  as  church  members  ;  280  on  the 
confession  of  their  faith,  and  154  by  certificate.  The  number  of 
members  in  our  Mission  Churches  is  4,301.  The  number  of  families 
3,167.  These  Churches  have  contributed  during  the  year,  for 
Domestic  Missions,  $473  ;  to  other  benevolent  objects,  $819  42. 

In  some  portions  of  the  field  there  have  been  special  showers  of 
quickening  and  reviving  grace.  Your  Board  make  mention  of  special 
religions  interest  at  Wolcott,  Lysander,  and  Spottswood. 

The  Rev.  A.  Du  Bois  has  retired  from  the  office  of  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Board.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  deep  re- 
luctance by  the  Board,  for  he  had  "  endeared  himself  to  them  and  to 
the  Churches  by  his  untiring  devotion  to  the  Missionary  work  for 
three  years."  In  this  feeling  your  Committee,  and  doubtless  the 
whole  Synod,  share,  while  they  also  rejoice  that  the  office  is  again 
filled  by  one  so  well  qualified  for  it  as  is  his  successor. 

For  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  have  become  self-sustaining, 
the  congregations  which  have  erected  church  edifices,  and  the  other 
changes  which  have  occurred  among  the  Missionaries,  we  refer  to  the 
Report  of  the  Board. 

In  the  "  almost  marvelous  preservation"  of  the  health  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries, in  their  "  singular  fidelity,"  and  in  the  measure  of  success 
given  them,  especially  in  view  of  our  civil  state,  we  find  abundant 
reason  for  special  thankfulness  to  the  Head  of  the  Church. 

AS    TO    OUR   WORK    IN    THE    WEST, 

We  have  already  noted  the  fact,  that,  of  the  58  Missionaries  and 
Missionary  Pastors,  39  are  employed  in  the  East,  and  19  in  the 
West  ;  also,  that  of  the  70  Churches  and  Missions  aided,  50  are  in 
the  East,  and  20  in  the  West.  Your  Committee  would  again  remind 
the  Board,  that  it  has,  for  years,  been  the  expressed  desire  of  the 
Church  to  give  special  attention,  and  care,  and  labor  to  the  western 
field.  Here  it  is  that  extension  is  most  practicable,  and  indeed  most 
desirable.  Our  government,  eminently  conservative,  is  peculiarly 
adapted  to  that  field,  as  it  respects  both  popularity  and  usefulness, 
and  marked  success  has  crowned  our  labors  there.  Nowhere  have 
our  educational  interests  flourished  so  much  as  in  the  West,  or  been 
so  helpful  to  the  Church  ;  no  where  do  our  men  need  deeper  sympa- 
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thy,  and  warmer  and  more  cordial  support  from  our  whole  body  ;  no 
where  do  we  have  more  self-denying  laborious  men  ;  and  no  field 
will  call  forth  more  prompt  and  liberal  contributions  from  our 
Churches.  Upon  these  points  there  is  scarely  room  for  difference  of 
opinion.  Let  the  Synod,  then,  continue  to  keep  the  cause  of  Christ 
in  the  West  before  the  Churches.  We  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  the  best  interests  of 
the  Church  and  of  the  country  require  us,  as  a  denomination,  to  give 
greater  encouragement  to  our  Missionaries  in  the  West,  and  to  prose- 
cute our  work  there  with  increased  vigor  and  liberality. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  visitation  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  the 
West  by  delegates  from  the  Particular  Synods  of  the  East  meets  with 
the  decided  approval  of  this  Body ;  and  that  these  delegates  be  re- 
commended to  express  to  that  Synod  not  only  our  fraternal  regards, 
but  our  especial  interest  in  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  in  the 
West. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  directed  to 
devote  as  much  of  their  strength  to  this  subject  as  can  be  made  con- 
sistent with  the  whole  work  given  them  to  do. 

With  gratitude  we  record  that  the  feelings  of  the  Church  towards 
the  Domestic  work  are  improving.  "  There  is,"  the  Board  say,  "  a 
manifest  growing  attachment  of  the  Church  to  her  Domestic  Mission- 
ary operations,  and  the  deepening  sentiment  among  intelligent 
Christians  that  the  very  life  of  the  Church  is  in  her  extension.  The 
indications  are,  that,  as  a  body,  our  people  are  gradually  coming  up 
nearer  to  their  responsibilities." 

The  commission  of  Rev.  A.  Mattice,  as  an  itinerant  Missionary  to 
Wisconsin,  was  effected  mainly  through  the  large  liberality  of  a  lady 
of  Philadelphia,  formerly  of  Broome  street  Church,  New  York. 
Two  individuals,  whose  praise  is  in  all  the  Churches,  pledged  $750 
towards  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  of  the  Board ;  the  Church  of 
Brooklyn  Heights,  $800  ;  when  other  individuals  and  some  Churches 
secured  the  desirable  result.  The  number  of  Churches  which  have 
fixed  times  for  collections  for  the  Board  is  increasing.  "  The  Secre- 
tary bears  testimony  to  a  most  cordial  reception  in  all  places  where 
his  duty  has  called  him  ;  and  instead  of  finding  it  an  ungracious  task  to 
ask  for  money,  as  he  had  anticipated,  the  most  pleasing  evidence  has 
been  furnished  that  the  evangelization  of  this  country  lies  near  to  the 
hearts  of  both  our  pastors  and  their  congregations,  and  those  who 
labor  for  this  end  are  heartily  welcomed  to  their  pulpits." 

For  these  things,  too,  let  us  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

THE    CHURCH   BUILDING    FUND 

We  cannot  too  strongly  commend  to  our  Churches.  The  Board 
seeks  for  no  alteration  or  modification  of  its  plan.  They  simply  ask 
for  it  more  efficiency  by  its  increase.     There  has  been  added  to  the 
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Fund  during  the  last  year,  from  collections  of  67  Churches, 
$1,551  51.  This  sura,  with  other  moneys  of  individual  donations  and 
the  return  of  investments,  has  saved  the  churches  of  Battle  Creek, 
Bushnell,  and  South  Bend  to  our  denomination.  "There  are  now 
promising  Missions  ready  to  put  forth  exertions  for  houses  of  worship, 
and  will  do  their  utmost  as  soon  as  the  hope  of  aid  can  be  given 
from  this  Fund."  Hundreds,  yea  thousands  of  dollars  have  been, 
and  will  continue  to  be  lost  to  our  denomination  for  the  want  of  the 
efficiency  of  this  important  branch  of  the  Church's  instrumentalities. 
How  long  shall  this  state  of  things  exist  ?  When  will  the  whole 
Church  awake  to  the  importance  of  this  instrumentality  ?  Your 
Committee  scarcely  know  "  the  way  to  reach  the  hearts  and  purses 
of  our  people  proportionate  to  the  claims  of  this  Fund."  We  com- 
mend to  the  Synod  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  reaffirm  the  expressions  of  the 
last  Synod  regarding  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  call  the  attention  of  the  several  Classes  to 
this  subject,  and  earnestly  request  them  to  urge  this  subject  upon 
their  respective  Churches  in  order  to  secure  an  annual  collection  for 
this  Fund.

1st.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  showing  the  present 

condition  and  management  of  the  Fund,  and  giving  the   following 

statistics : 

Principal $19,089  88 

Income  from  Churches,  &c 1,135  43 

Withdrawn 1,1 80  00 

Number  of  subscribers 45 

Amount  distributed $104  00 

2d.  Several  reports  from  Classical  agents,  stating  the  results  of 
their  labors  and  the  difficulties  they  have  to  contend  with. 

3d.  An  offer  from  the  Rev.  E.  Van  Aken  to  become  one  of  200, 
to  give  the  amount  necessary  to  raise  the  principal  of  the  Fund  to 
$100,000. 

From  these  papers  it  appears  evident  that  the  Fund  has  reached 
its  lowest  point  of  depression  and  failure,  and  already  feels  the  reviv- 
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ing  influence  of  renewed  confidence  in  its  stability  and  efficiency. 
Notwithstanding  the  many  who  have  withdrawn — reducing  the  num- 
ber of  paying  subscribers  to  45 — the  principal  has  steadily  increased, 
and  is  now  within  a  few  dollars  of  $20,000,  and  while  the  claimants 
of  the  Fund  have  been  forsaking  it,  it  has  received  more  liberal  con- 
tributions from  the  Churches  and  individuals  than  in  any  previous 
year.  The  large  number  of  withdrawals  has  no  doubt  been  occa- 
sioned by  the  prospect  of  the  organic  change  about  to  be  made  in 
the  condition  and  administration  of  the  Fund.  But  these  with- 
drawals, while  they  lessen  the  amount  received  by  the  annuitants  for 
the  present  year,  decidedly  improve  their  prospects  for  the  future, 
as  by  this  means  a  smaller  number  of  claimants  have  the  benefit  of  a 
large  capital.  It  is  now  apparent  that  if  the  amendments  adopted  by 
the  Synod  of  1861,  and  sanctioned  by  the  various  members  of  the 
Fund,  be  carried  out  in  its  management,  the  principal  can  never 
become  less,  but  must  go  on  steadily  increasing,  and  therefore  pro- 
ducing a  larger  income  from  year  to  year.  It  is  further  evident  that 
when  the  withdrawals  entirely  cease  (and  it  is  believed  they  have 
now  reached  their  limit  of  retrogression  and  will  soon  begin  to 
return),  that  the  amount  distributed  will  always  be  considerable,  and 
may  soon  reach  the  maximum  of  appropriation — as  one  half  of  the 
annual  payments  and  the  whole  of  the  interest  of  the  Permanent 
Fund  is  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  Thus  both  the  principal  and  the 
income  must  gradually  and  steadily  increase,  and  then  with  an 
increasing  number  of  subscribers  and  the  restored  confidence  and 
enlarged  liberality  of  the  Churches,  it  cannot  fail  to  realize  the  hopes 
asserted  by  its  earlier  success,  and  to  fulfil  the  promise  of  its  original 
foundation. 

But  still  this  Fund,  as  now  constituted,  must  continue  to  be  a 
limited  expedient  for  the  relief  of  the  aged  and  disable  minister,  and 
the  families  of  deceased  ministers  in  our  Church.  Its  benefits  can 
only  extend  to  those  who  make  their  annual  payments,  which  the 
inability  of  some,  and  the  adverse  views  of  others,  prevent  many  from 
doing. 

It  is  certainly  desirable  to  have  a  Fund  that  shall  meet  the  neces- 
sities of  the  whole  Church,  that  shall  extend  relief  to  every  minister 
and  bereaved  family  that  has  need  of  it.  If  this  Fund  can  be  so 
enlarged  and  so  appropriated,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the 
Churches  and  liberal  individuals  in  them,  would  at  once  come  to  its 
help,  with  a  determination  to  maintain  and  carry  it  forward  to  its 
ample  endowment. 

Why  cannot  every  Classis  imitate  the  example  of  the  Classis  of 
Paramus,  and  place  upon  their  record  the  resolution  to  raise  annually, 
and  from  year  to  year,  an  aggregate  amount  sufficient  to  constitute 
and  continue,  each  and  every  pastor  of  the  Classis,  a  member  of  the 
Widow's  Fund,  and  entitled  to  its  maximum  benefits  ? 

If  this  could  be  done  by  every  Classis,  our  whole  ministry  would

be  interested  in  it  and  the  income  of  the  Fund  would  be  sufficient  to 
meet  all  its  liabilities. 

If  in  addition  to  tbis,  there  could  be  a  cordial  response  to  the 
offer  of  Mr.  Rev.  E.  Van  Aken,  to  be  one  of  200  subscribers  to  raise 
$100  000,  to  be  unconditionally  added  to  the  capital,  this  Fund, 
undervalued,  despised,  and  rejected  as  it  has  been  by  some,  would 
soon  regain  its  proud  preeminence,  and  open  its  gates  as  a  city  of 
refuse  to  the  widow  and  orphan  in  their  affliction,  and  extend  its 
fostering  care  to  the  aged  and  disabled  ministers  of  the  whole 
Church. 

Your  Committee  firmly  believe  that  the  Fund  can  be  so  enlarged 
and  so  administered  as  to  accomplish  these  most  desirable  results, 
and  they  most  earnestly  call  upon  the  ministry  and  the  Churches  to 
give  it  their  countenance,  their  approbation,  and  their  cordial 
support. 

Your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  this  Synod  has  undiminished  confidence  in  the  stability 
and  ultimate  efficiency  of  the  Widow's  Fund,  as  now  constituted. 

2.  That  we  recommend  and  sanction  the  amendments  approved 
by  the  Synod  in  1861,  and  hereby  authorize  the  Board  of  Direction 
to  administer  the  Fund  in  accordance  with  these  provisions. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  liberal  offer  of  one  of 
our  ministers  to  be  one  of  200  subscribers  to  raise  8100,000  to  be 
added  to  the  Widow's  Fund,  and  earnestly  recommend  his  example  to 
the  ministry  and  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Classes  to  continue  the 
plan  of  Classical  agencies,  and  so  arrange  it,  that  every  Church  within 
their  bounds  may  "be  appealed  to  and  urged  to  greater  liberalities  in 
sustaining  this  fund. 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  resolution  of  the  Classis 
of  Paramus,  and  hope  that  their  example  will  secure  an  interest  in 
this  Fund  to  every  minister  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

A  paper  was  referred  to  your  Committee  from  the  Classis  of 
South  Bergen,  requesting  General  Synod  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  members  to  visit  the  Churches  of  our  denomination  for  the 
purpose  of  awakening  their  attention  to  the  Widow's  Fund.  Your 
Committee  would  merely  observe  in  reference  to  this  subject,  that 
General  Synod  has  already  established  a  system  of  Classical  agencies, 
which,  as  far  as  it  has  been  carried  out,  has  proved  itself  useful  and 
efficient.  This  is  a  gratuitous  agency,  and  enables  the  Churches  to 
do  their  own  work  and  take  care  of  their  own  interests  in  this  Fund, 
and  therefore  seem  to  render  a  general  agent  unnecessary.

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ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, read,  and  so  much  as  relates  to  nominations  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations  ;  so  much  as  relates  to  Sabbath 
schools  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject ;  and 
the  remainder  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceed- 
ed to  fill  the  places  of  those  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
whose  term  of  office  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  the  following  were  elected,  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  D.  D.  Dema- 
rest,  A.  R.  Thompson,  Messrs.  Thomas  Jeremiah,  Jacob  R.  Worten- 
dyke,  Ten  Eyck  Sutphen,  James  Anderson,  William  Wood,  John  A. 
Lott,  Milton  St.  John. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  relating  to  the 
Board  of  Publication,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  importance  of  the  operations  of 
the  Board  of  Publication  is  becoming  more  and  more  fully  under- 
stood and  appreciated.  This  has  been  made  apparent  by  the  pro- 
gress of  the  past,  and  renders  the  prospect  of  the  future  cheering. 

i. — PROGRESS. 

The  proofs  of  the  healthful  progress  of  this  department  of  our 
ecclesiastical  activity  are  as  follows : 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  loss  of  time  from  removal  to  the  new 
premises  in  Fulton  street,  the  sales  at  the  Depository  have  been 
larger  than  at  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  the  Board,  while, 
at  the  same  time,  the  expenses  connected  therewith  have  been  reduced. 

2.  Four  new  books  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  one  of 
them  in  the  German  language,  comprising  an  aggregate  of  5,250 
copies.  Also  nineteen  new  tracts  were  published — 1,000  copies  of 
each.  The  total  publications  for  the  year  have  amounted  to  57,750 
copies,  or  7,503,836  pages.  This  is  exclusive  of  108,000  copies  of 
the  Missionary  Recorder.  The  total  number  of  copies  of  books  and 
tracts  published  by  the  Board  during  the  nine  years  of  its  existence, 
is  433,373,  and  of  pages  is  42,774,806.

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3.  An  arrangement  has  been  effected  with  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Publication,  by  which  the  three  works  of  the  German 
Psalmody  receive  the  imprimatur  of  both  Boards,  and  thus  find  a 
market  in  the  German  Churches  of  both  denominations. 

4.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  been  reduced,  since  the 
last  Synod,  from  $16,635  55  to  $14,258  15.  For  the  liquidation  of 
the  remainining  debt,  a  loan  of  $10,000  for  seven  years,  without 
interest,  has  been  obtained  from  different  individuals  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  by  which  nearly  $5,000  will  be  saved  to  the  Board. 
Should  the  balance  of  $4,000  be  secured  on  the  same  plan  among 
the  Churches  without  the  city,  and  the  Board  receive  its  usual  pros- 
perity, it  will  have  on  hand  an  increasing  capital  in  stock,  whose 
estimated  value  at  the  present  time  is  more  than  $24,000.  The 
operations  of  the  past  year  have  been  entirely  for  cash,  and  have 
not  involved  a  penny  of  debt. 

5.  The  noble  work  of  supplying  the  Army  and  Navy  with  re- 
ligious publications,  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year  with 
great  activity  and  success,  through  the  Board's  efficient  and  devoted 
agent,  Rev.  L.  G.  Bingham.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  in  the  mind  of 
any,  of  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  the  nation  in  this  respect,  and 
the  Lord  has  set  His  seal  on  the  work. 

II. PROSPECTS. 

The  prospects  for  future  usefulness  are  very  hopeful.  It  is  true 
that  only  twenty-four  Churches  have  taken  collections  for  the  ordi- 
nary operations  of  the  Board,  but  at  the  same  time  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  have  contributed  for  the  army  ;  and  the  Report  of 
the  Board  testifies  that  the  Churches  have  never  before  evinced  so 
much  interest  in  their  behalf.  With  an  established  place  among  the 
agencies  of  the  Church,  such  as  no  one  would  now  wish  or  venture 
to  disturb ;  with  the  successful  entrance  on  a"  plan  that  promises 
entire  deliverance  from  the  pressure  of  a  debt ;  with  a  field  for  the 
circulation  of  its  literature  not  limited  to  the  confines  of  our  own  de- 
nomination, but  constantly  growing  in  extent ;  with  works  already 
issued  that  enjoy  a  wide  reputation,  the  Board  and  its  agents  may 
well  feel  encouragement  to  continue  their  self-denying  work. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

In  conclusion,  we  submit  to  the  Synod  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  The  careful  economy  and  attention  to  business  system,  which 
characterize  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  merit  and 
herebv  receive  the  commendation  of  this  Synod. 

2.  The  Churches  without  the  city  of  New  York  are  earnestly 
urged  to  furnish  the  Board  with  the  balance  of  $4,000  needed  for  the 
liquidation  of  its  former  liabilities. 

3.  The  enterprize  of  supplying  religious  literature  to  the  Army 
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and  Navy  is  most  cordially  commended  to  the  continued  and  increas- 
ed liberality  of  the  Churches. 

4.  The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  consideration  of 
the  question,  whether  the  paper  formerly  named  "  The  Sower"  and 
now  known  as  the  "  Missionary  Recorder"  would  not  be  more  use- 
ful, and  command  a  larger  circulation,  if  used  as  the  organ  of  all  the 
Boards. 

1.  A  paper  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee,  from  which  it 
appears  that  there  has  been  an  error  in  the  numbering  of  the  Synods 
which  have  been  held. 

The  first  General  Synod,  independent  of  the  mother  country,  met 
in  June  1*794.  From  that  year  until  1812,  sessions  were  held  trien- 
nially,  and  the  annual  sessions  began  in  1814,  that  of  1813  having 
been  an  adjourned  one.  Thus  the  present  General  Synod  would  be 
the  57th  instead  of  the  77th.  In  view  of  this,  we  propose  the  follow- 
ing: 

Rosolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  make  the  neces- 
sary corrections  wherever  needed. 

2.  The  Stated  Clerk  has  informed  the  Synod  that,  in  compliance 
with  instructions,  he  has  endeavored  to  procure  two  full  sets  of  the 
Minutes  of  General  Synod  from  the  beginning;  and  that  he  has  suc- 
ceeded except  that  to  one  of  the  sets  there  are  lacking  the  minutes  of 
the  extra  session  of  1823.  As  these  comprise  only  four  or  five 
pages,  and  the  cost  of  reprinting  them  would  not  exceed  five  dollars^ 
and  as  when  printed,  they  would  be  in  readiness  for  the  second 
volume  of  the  new  edition  which  the  Board  of  Publication  has  already 
been  authorized  to  issue,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  have  said 
Minutes  of  1823  reprinted. 

3.  Your  Committee  beg  leave  also  to  present  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  requested  to  select 
the  most  competent  committee  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
clear,  pointed,  comprehensive,  and  interesting  abstract  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Synod,  which,  together  with  such  statistical  matter  relat- 
ing to  our  Church  as  may  be  deemed  needful  and  profitable,  shall  be 
published  under  the  direction  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Board, 
in  connection  with  the  usual  astronomical  and  calender  pages,  as  the 
first  of  a  series  of  Church  almanacs. 

Resolved,  That  full  latitude  be  given  to  the  Board  to  include 
such  additional  useful  matter  as  will  promote  these  two  ends,  viz : 
first,  that  every  family  in  the  denomination  may  have  inducements  to 
purchase  and  read  this  work,  and  become  acquainted  with  the  doings 
of  their  own  Church ;  and  second,  that  there  may  be  motives  for  a 
more  general  circulation,  in  order  that  others,  too,  may  have  some 
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knowledge  of  the  existence  and  characteristics  of  the  first  Protestant 
organization  on  the  continent  of  North  America. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  urged  on  the  Consistories  and 
Classes  to  take  suitable  measures  for  the  circulation  of  the  work. 

Resolved,  That  every  one,  in  the  full  sense  of  that  expression,  be 
requested  to  give  a  cheerful  and  cordial  trial  to  this  experiment, 
without  criticism,  indifference,  or  obliviousness,  so  that  it  may  become 
a  certainty  that  the  first  issue  does  actually  enter  into  every  family  of 
the  denomination. 

Resolved,  That  the  work  be  executed  in  the  best  style  consistent 
with  a  suitably  low  price.

ARTICLE    XXI. 

PARTICULAKIA. 

The  communication  containing  the  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was 
read. 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  draft 
a  minute  and  resolutions  on  the  duty  and  relations  of  the  Church  to 
— the  Country. 

^     Rev.  C.  "Wiley,  J.  H.  Suydam,  C.  G.  Vanderveer,  and  Elders,  C. 
Dusenberry,  and  E.  Andrews  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accept- 
ed and  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Minute  on  the  relation  of 
the  Church  to  the  State  in  the  present  crisis  of  our  public  affairs,  re- 
spectfully Report  the  following  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the 
General  Synod  : 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  of  Christ  and  of  all  those 
who  minister  at  her  altars,  agreeably  to  the  teachings  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  the  injunctions  of  our  standards  and  formularies  of  doc- 
trine and  worship,  to  yield  at  all  times  a  cordial  support,  both  by 
precept  and  example,  to  the  legitimate  government  of  the  land  : 

And  ivhereas,  This  duty  is  especially  incumbent  at  a  period  when 
the  Government  is  assailed  by  armed  violence  and  insubordination, 
and  its  very  existence  and  integrity  are  sought  to  be  subverted  by  a 
powerful  and  persevering  rebellion : 

Therefore,  Resolved,  1.  That  we  tender  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  those  who  represent  it,  the  renewed  expression 
of  our   warmest  and   deepest   sympathy  in   its   present  protracted 
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struggle  to  maintain  its  lawful  authority,  and  to  preserve  unbroken 
the  integrity  and  union  of  these  States. 

2.  That  we  hold  it  to  be  our  imperative  duty  as  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  and  members  of  this  Synod,  while  abstaining  from  all  un- 
seemly mixing  up  of  ourselves  with  mere  party  politics,  in  our  own 
appropriate  sphere  and  by  every  possible  means  to  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  Government  at  the  present  imminent  crisis,  wherein  are 
put  at  stake  the  national  life  and  the  noblest  example  and  experiment 
of  Constitutional  Government  the  world  has  ever  seen,  and  that  we 
will  yield  a  cordial  support  to  all  such  measures,  not  incompatible 
with  the  great  law  of  righteousness,  as  may  be  necessary  to  suppress 
the  existing  rebellion,  and  to  assert  the  complete  authority  of  the 
Union  over  all  its  people,  territory  and  domain. 

3.  That  we  will  hail  with  satisfaction  the  earliest  practicable 
period  for  the  introduction  and  establishment  of  a  salutary  peace,  a 
peace  founded  on  the  full  ascendancy  of  law  and  rightful  authority, 
and  guaranteed  in  its  permanency  by  the  removal  or  the  sufficient 
coercion  and  restraint  of  whatever  causes  tend  necessarily  to  imperil 
the  existence  of  the  Nation,  and  to  endanger  the  preservation  of  the 
Union ;  and  until  such  a  peace  can  be  obtained,  we  hold  it  to  be  a 
secred  duty  to  ourselves,  our  children,  our  country,  the  Church  of 
God,  and  also  to  humanity  at  large,  to  prosecute  to  the  end  a  war 
forced  upon  us  by  an  imperative  necessity,  and  waged  on  our  part 
not  in  hatred  or  revenge,  but  in  the  great  cause  of  Constitutional 
liberty  and  national  self-government. 

4.  That  we  recognize  devoutly  our  dependence  upon  God  for  a  hap- 
py issue  and  termination  to  our  present  troubles ;  that  we  accept  with 
profound  humility  and  abasement  the  chastisements  of  His  hand ; 
that  we  make  mention  of  our  deep  uuworthiness  and  sin,  and  that 
we  endeavor  by  continual  self-searching  repentance  and  careful  walk- 
ing before  God  to  conciliate  the  divine  favor,  so  that  ere  long  His 
heavy  judgments  in  our  national  calamities  may  be  removed,  and  a 
restoration  may  be  accorded  to  us  of  the  blessings  of  peace,  frater- 
nal harmony,  national  Union,  and  established  government. 

The  Synod  directed  the  following  resolutions  to  be  added  to  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  we  view  with  admiration  and  gratitude  those 
noble  men,  our  sons,  brothers  and  kindred,  who  have  periled  and 
sacrificed  their  lives  in  the  present  crisis  in  the  cause  of  the  country ; 
that  we  follow  them  to  the  camp  and  to  the  fields  with  our  warm 
sympathies  and  prayers;  that  we  pledge  to  them  our  exertions  to 
relieve  their  sufferings,  and  to  smooth,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  rough 
experience  of  war ;  that  we  honor  them  while  they  live  and  cherish 
their  names  and  memory  when  they  die ;  and  esteem  these  remem- 
brances and  respects  the  smallest  return  we  can  make  for  their  per- 
sonal sacrifices  in  the  great  cause  of  Constitutional  liberty,  and  en- 
lightened and  national  self-government. 
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Besolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  resolutions  be  presented  by  the 
President  of  the  Synod  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted, 
CHAS.

ARTICLE    XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

A  daily  prayer  meeting  was  established  and  held  during  the  Ses- 
sions of  the  Synod  at  8  a.  m. 

An  hour  was  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Ses- 
sion in  devotional  exercises.  And  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second 
day  of  the  Session,  after  a  sermon  by  Rev.  James  Eells,  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered. 

Agreeably  to  the  standing  rule  of  the  Synod,  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  of  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Domestic  Missions 
and  Publication,  were  heard  on  the  third  day  of  the  Session. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  eight  day,  Synod  spent  a  season  in  a 
free  interchange  of  opinion  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Missions. 

The  sermon  in  behalf  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church 
was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  Session,  by  Rev. 
John  A.  Lansing,  from  2.  Cor.  8  :  7,  "  See  that  ye  abound  in  this- 
grace  also." 

Rev.  Joachim  Elmendorf  was  chosen  primarus,  and  Rev.  John 
McC.  Holmes,  secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  in  behalf  of  benevo- 
lent operations  at  the  next  stated  Session. 

Rev.  R.  S.  Cook,  D.D.,  agent  of  the  Sabbath  Committee,  present- 
ed its  claims  to  the  Synod  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  Session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  has  listened  with  much  pleasure  to  the 
statement  made  of  the  diligent  and  successful  labors  of  the  Sabbath 
Committee,  in  a  cause  so  important  to  the  Church  and  country,  and 
that  we  pledge  them  our  continued  sympathy  and  cooperation. 

Resolved,  That  all  parties  in  connection  with  the  Synod,  are 
hereby  earnestly  requested  to  regard  its  injunction  that  the  last

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

SYNODICAL     ARCHIVES. 

The  Stated  Clerk  reported  that  the  archives  of  Synod  had,  by 
the  kindness  of  the  Collegiate  Church,  been  long  kept  in  the  Consis- 
tory Rooms,  at  103  Fulton  street,  from  which  he  had  not  considered 
it  expedient,  without  further  directions,  to  remove  them ;  also,  that 
he  had  procured  one  full  set  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod,  and  an- 
other nearly  so,  and  had  them  bound  for  the  use  of  Synod. 


ARTICLE  XXV. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  presented    the  following   Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  report : 
That  there  are  in  attendance  at  this  Synod  five  delegates  from  the 
Classes  embraced  in  the  Particular   Synod  of  Chicago,  viz  :    One 
from  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  two  from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  and 
two  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois. 
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According  to  the  rule  established  by  the  General  Synod  in  1857, 
and  confirmed  by  that  body  in  the  Session  of  1859,  these  delegates 
are  entitled  to  the  following  sums,  which  your  Committee  recom- 
mend to  be  paid  from  the  funds  devoted  to  the  contingent  expenses 
of  General  Synod,  viz  : 

To  the  delegate  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan $28  00 

To  the  two  delegates  from  the  Classis  of  Holland..     56  00 
To  the  two  delegates  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois.  .      72  00 

There  has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee  a  bill  of 
the  Stated  Clerk  for  the  purchase  of  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  former 
Sessions  of  General  Synod,  which  have  been  collected  by  him  accord- 
ing to  the  request  of  this  Synod  at  its  last  Session,  and  bound  in  two 
sets  under  his  direction.  One  of  these  sets  is  entire,  and  the  other  is 
deficient  only  in  the  Minutes  of  the  extra  Session  of  February,  1823  : 

This  bill  is  in  amount $10  00 

There   is  also   connected  with  it  a  bill  of  P.   S. 

Wynkoop,  for  binding  the  same,  amounting  to.      25  20 

Your  Committee,  in  behalf  of  the  General  Synod,  desire  to  recog- 
nize the  untiring  perseveiance,  faithfulness,  and  success  of  the  Stated 
Clerk  in  collecting  these  important  documents  for  the  use  of  the 
Synod,  and  also  the  handsome  and  substantial  manner  in  which  the 
binding  has  been  executed. 

They  recommend  that  these  bills  be  paid,  and  the  thanks  of  this 
Synod  be  given  to  the  Stated  Clerk. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend,  in  order  to  complete  both  the 
sets,  and  more  effectually  to  preserve  these  volumes  for  the  future  use 
of  this  body,  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Hesolved,  That  the  attention  of  our  ministers  and  older  mem- 
bers be  called  to  the  single  deficiency  in  these  two  sets  of  Minutes, 
with  a  view  to  its  supply  if  possible.

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BOARD  OF  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 


The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  in  presenting  its  Thirty -first 
Annual  Report  to  the  General  Synod,  would  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  good  hand  of  God  upon  it  in  all  the  work  of  the  year.  As  was 
to  have  been  calculated  upon,  in  labors  of  this  character,  very  per- 
plexing questions  have  arisen  at  different  times,  awakening  much 
anxiety  in  the  minds  of  those  to  whom  this  management  has  been 
entrusted,  and  requiring  serious  deliberations  before  satisfactory  con- 
clusions could  be  reached.  In  some  instances,  the  decisions  may  be 
regarded  as  lying  open  to  just  criticism  on  the  part  of  some  who 
stand  at  a  distance,  and  cannot  be  apprized  how  seriously  interests 
sometimes  conflict  with  each  other,  and  how  great  the  difficulty  is  in 
adjusting  them.  But  the  Synod  may  rest  assured  that  every  import- 
ant subject  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  has  received  a 
prayerful  consideration,  and  has  been  disposed  of  with  the  view  of 
promoting  the  glory  of  the  Master,  and  securing  the  fruitfulness  of 
the  vineyard  in  which  it  is  our  privilege  to  labor. 

The  Missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  have  stood  to  their 
posts  with  singular  fidelity  ;  their  health,  through  the  Divine  favor, 
has  been  almost  marvelously  preserved  ;  so  that,  with  only  here  and 
there  an  exception,  the  people  who  are  in  part,  or  altogether  depend- 
ent upon  ns  for  spiritual  bread,  have  received  their  supplies  statedly 
and  without  interruption. 

The  reports  from  the  reapers  are  not  all  that  our  hopes  had 
desired,  or  our  prayers  had  asked  for,  yet  they  have  sown  with  tears, 
and  they  come  bearing  in  their  arms  a  few  precious  sheaves,  thereby 
witnessing  that  our  covenant  God  is  not  unmindful  of  His  promise, 
"  My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me  void." 

In  some  portions  of  the  field  there  have  been  enjoyed  precious 
showers  of  grace,  whereby  the  plants  of  righteousness  have  been 
revived,  and  that  which  was  dead  has  been  made  alive.  We  note 
especially  the  religious  interest  awakened  at  Wolcott,  Lysander,  and 
S  potts  wood. 


2  REPORT    ON 

Remembering  the  tossings  of  the  public  mind  ;  the  absorbing 
anxieties  created  through  the  horrors  of'  this  civil  war  ;  the  demands 
upon  families  and  Churches,  for  soldiers  and  funds  for  the  army,  we 
are  not  amazed  that  so  few  Missions  have  become  self-sustaining,  or 
that  the  Gospel  has  not  been  proclaimed  with  more  powerful 
results.  On  the  other  hand,  the  evidences  of  prosperity  in  this 
cause,  seem  to  call  upon  us  more  than  ever  to  thank  God  and  take 
courage. 

Another  feature  of  our  work  to  which  we  allude  with  gratitude, 
is  the  manifest  growing  attachment  of  our  Church  to  her  Domestic 
Missionary  operations  ;  and  the  deepening  sentiment  among  intelli- 
gent Christians,  that  the  very  life  of  the  Church  is  in  her  extension. 
It  is  true,  our  contributions  are  by  no  means  in  proportion  to  our 
wealth,  or  the  claims  of  the  work.  The  money  furnished  the  Board 
does  not  enable  us  to  occupy  the  ground  which  a  favoring  Provi- 
dence has  opened  to  us.  Nay,  it  is  inadequate  to  the  operations 
which  we  have  already  undertaken,  and  from  which  we  cannot  hon- 
orably retreat.  We  are  carrying  a  load  under  which  we  would  sink, 
but  for  those  large-hearted  men  who  are  -willing  to  put  their 
shoulders  under  the  burden,  and  who  always  lift  mightily  where  the 
honor  of  the  Saviour,  and  the  welfare  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
are  involved.  But  the  indications  are,  that  as  a  body  our  people  are 
gradually  coming  up  nearer  to  their  responsibilities.  During  this 
past  year  of  peculiar  trial  to  the  finances  of  the  country,  when  men 
were  trembling  lest  all  their  possessions  would  be  swept  away,  a 
greater  number  of  Churches  contributed  than  in  the  previous  }Tear, 
and  their  aggregate  donations  are  larger  by  about  $500. 

The  bequests  to  the  Board  have  been  smaller  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  They  who  have  remembered  the  Domestic  Board  in 
their  wills,  have  been  graciously  preserved  alive,  that  they  might 
continue  to  give  to  this  blessed  cause  with  their  own  hands,  and  wit- 
ness the  fruits  of  their  beneficence. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  bears  testimony  to  a  most  cordial 
reception  in  all  places  where  his  duty  has  called  him  ;  and  instead  of 
finding  it  an  ungracious  task  to  ask  for  money,  as  he  had  anticipated, 
the  most  pleasing  evidence  has  been  furnished,  that  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  this  country  lies  near  to  the  hearts  of  both  our  pastors  and 
their  congregations,  and  those  who  labor  for  this  end  are  heartily 
welcomed  to  their  pulpits. 
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STATISTICS. 

Annual  Reports  have  been  received  from  all  the  points  we 
occupy  (except  the  Church  of  Mohawk,  and  the  Churches  under  the 
care  of  City  Missionary  Society),  from  which  it  appears  that  there 
have  been  added  to  our  Mission  Churches  during  the  year  434  mem- 
bers;  280  of  them  upon  profession  of  their  faith,  and  154  of  them 
by  certificate.  3,16*7  families  receive  gospel  ministrations  from  min- 
isters sustained  in  part  or  altogether  through  your  Board,  and  their 
children  indoctrinated  in  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  by  this  instru- 
mentality. 

SELF-SUSTAINING    CHURCHES. 

The  Churches  of  Mount  Vernon,  and  Mount  Pleasant,  Fiftieth 
street  New  York  city,  and  the  Third  Church  of  Schenectady,  have 
become  self-sustaining  during  the  year,  and  will  require  no  further  aid 
from  the  Board. 

NEW    CHURCH    BUILDINGS. 

The  Holland  congregation  at  Paterson,  and  the  Churches  of  Clos- 
ter  City,  and  Franklin  and  New  Brooklyn,  have  erected  convenient 
houses  of  worship  and  entered  them,  at  an  aggregate  cost  of 
$14,000,  without  application  for  aid  to  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Davenport,  by  special  arrangement  with  the 
Board,  and  under  great  personal  sacrifice,  (though  aided  by  volun- 
tary donations  from  some  few  friends  who  long  for  the  upbuilding  of 
its  kingdom  in  the  West),  is  building  a  sanctuary  at  Eden,  Wisconsin. 
It  is  his  confident  expectation  that  the  work  will  be  completed  in 
early  autumn. 

CHANGES. 

The  Rev.  Anson  Dubois,  who  had  personally  endeared  himself  to 
the  Board  and  the  Churches  by  untiring  devotion  to  our  Domestic 
Missionary  work  for  three  years,  as  Corresponding  Secretary,  has  re- 
tired from  the  office.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  deep  reluc- 
tance by  the  Board.  The  present  incumbent  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  the  office  on  the  1st  of  August. 

The  Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,  on  account  of  declining  health,  was 
obliged  to  resign  the  pastorate  at  Pekin,  111.,  and  seek  a  locality 
affording  better  prospects  of  recovery.  The  Board  appointed  him  a 
Missionary  to  the  Second  Church  of  Chicago,  where  he  entered  upon 
his  labors  on  the  1st  of  July.  The  resident  membership  there  has 
been  more  than  doubled  (now  numbering  35)  and  the  audience  pro- 
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portionably  increased.  The  Board  are  hopeful  that  this  is  an  indica- 
tion of  future  prosperity,  and  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this 
most  important  position  will  become  a  great  center  of  influence  for 
our  denomination  in  the  west. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Van  Derveer,  having  resigned  his  chaplaincy  in  the 
army,  resumed  his  labors  in  the  Church  at  Davenport  on  the  1st  of 
August,  thus  relieving  Rev.  J.  B.  Drury,  who  had  temporarily  supplied 
the  pulpit. 

Rev.  S.  J.  Rogers  has  been  welcomed  at  Battle  Creek,  and  Rev. 
J.  M.  Wagner  at  West  Leyden,  both  of  whom  have  reason  to  rejoice 
over  the  indications  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon  their  labors. 

Mr.  Daniel  Crans,  an  earnest  lay-missionary,  sustained  for  four  and 
a  half  years  at  Rush,  Susquehanna  Co.,  Penn.,  upon  the  terms  of 
the  bequest  of  Miss  Arabella  Bosworth,  has  been  recalled,  because 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bequest  had  been  expended.  Mr. 
Crans  has  been  instrumental  under  God  of  accomplishing  a  blessed 
work  among  that  people.  But  since  his  labors  there  were  necessarily 
in  connection  with  a  Presbyterian  Church,  and  our  treasury  was  em- 
barrassed, the  Board  did  not  feel  justified  in  appropriating  funds  in 
this  locality,  after  the  sum  bequeathed  for  this  purpose  had  been 
expended,  except  to  the  extent  of  about  $275,  which  was  deemed 
necessary,  that  the  Missionary  might  not  be  compelled  to  remove  his 
family  in  the  winter  season.  The  engagement  of  the  Board  termi- 
nated with  him  on  the  20th  of  April. 

Rev.  Abm.  Mattice,  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  was  commission- 
ed as  an  itinerant  Missionary  to  Wisconsin  the  1st  of  September 
last.  This  was  chiefly  effected  through  the  large  liberality  of  a 
Christian  lady  of  Philadelphia,  formerly  of  Broome  Street  Church, 
New  York  city.  Mr.  Mattice's  center  of  operations  is  at  Kewaskum, 
Washington  county,  where  his  audiences  are  large,  and  the  prospect 
is  flattering  that  a  church  organization  will  soon  be  effected. 

NEW    CHURCHES. 

Churches  have  been  organized  at  Closter  City,  N.  J. ;  Forreston, 
111. ;  Pella,  Iowa  ;  and  Holland,  Mich. ;  also  a  German  Church  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

By  resolutions  of  the  last  General  Synod,  the  Board  of  Sabbath 
School  Union  was  abolished,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  September  ; 
and  so  much  of  its  work  as  related  to  Missionary  operations  was  to 
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be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions.  It 
was  further  provided  that,  if  there  remained  any  funds  in  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  Sabbath  School  Board  at  its  dissolution,  the  half  of  said 
funds  should  come  to  the  Treasury  of*  the  Domestic  Board  ;  or  if  it 
proved  that  there  were  debts  remaining  at  the  settlement,  the  half  of 
said  debts  should  be  assumed  by  our  Board. 

It  so  happened  that  Missionary  operations  had  been  already 
entered  upon,  reaching  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  which  could 
not  be  honorably  retreated  from,  involving  an  expense  of  $547  53, 
for  which  no  funds  had  been  provided.  The  result  was,  that  from 
this  source  your  Board  inherited  debts  but  no  money.  Special  efforts 
were  made  in  the  city  of  New  York  by  this  Board  to  meet  this 
deficiency,  which  brought  to  our  treasury  $287  29.  Outside  the 
city,  there  were  only  eight  Churches  which  took  collections  in  behalf 
of  the  Sunday  School  department  of  our  work,  after  the  1st  of  Sept., 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $121   70. 

The  Sabbath  School  of  the  North  Church  of  Newark  has  gener- 
ously resolved  to  cooperate  with  your  Board  in  the  employment  of 
the  Rev.  Abm.  Mattice,  our  itinerant  Missionary  inWisconsin,to  canvas 
Washington  co.,  a  region  of  great  spiritual  destitution,  with  a  view 
to  the  forming  of  schools,  over  which  he  will  be  able  to  watch  from 
his  post  at  Kewascum,  aided  by  fellow  laborers,  whom  we  trust  the 
funds  of  the  Board  in  this  department  will  permit  us  to  send  to  his 
assistance. 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

Every  year  of  additional  experience  to  your  Board  in  managing 
the  work  of  Domestic  Missions,  deepens  the  conviction  that  a  vigor- 
ous support  of  this  charity  is  essential  to  the  extension  of  our  denom- 
ination. It  seems  scarcely  worth  while  to  add  any  thing  to  the  conclu- 
sive reasoning  on  this  subject  presented  in  former  Reports.  The 
simple  fact  is  that  a  house  of  worship  is  indispensable  to  the  success 
of  every  church  enterprise.  Perhaps  in  not  one  case  out  of  fifty,  are 
the  people  able  to  compass  this  object  without  help  from  abroad. 
The  past  policy  of  permitting  the  Missionary  to  leave  his  field  to  col- 
lect money,  has  proved  to  be  in  almost  every  respect  detrimental,  if 
not  disastrous.  To  permit  debts  to  be  incurred  in  building  Mission 
churches  is  nothing  less  than  to  invite  failure  and  secure  its  coming. 
Our  past  history  of  struggle  and  loss,  in  this  direction,  is  too  painful 
to  think  of,  much  less  rehearse. 

While  this  Report  was  being  prepared,  we  received  word  that  the 
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church  property  at  South  Bend,  Indiana,  was  advertised  to  be  sold  by 
the  Sheriff  upon  a  debt  of  §1,330,  although  the  premises  were  said 
to  be  worth  and  had  actually  cost  $6,000.  There  was  nothing  in 
the  Fund  to  interpose  against  the  sacrifice.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
interposition  of  a  valued  friend  of  Missions,  who  cheerfully  loaned 
that  amount  to  the  Fund,  South  Bend  would  ere  this  have  added  to 
the  list  of  Churches,  which  after  having  been  reared  with  much 
labor  and  prayer,  passed  into  the  hands  of  those  who  had  not  labored. 

We  are  convinced  that  without  the  success  of  this  Fund,  your 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  must  forever  go  limping.  But  we  will 
not  argue  with  the  Synod ;  because  they  appreciate  the  necessity 
and  have  already  acted.  The  plan  itself,  as  completed  by  the  last 
Synod,  needs  no  amendment.  What  most  concerns  your  Board,  is, 
the  rendering  of  the  plan  effective.  Will  the  Synod  devise  the  way 
by  which  to  reach  the  hearts  and  purses  of  our  people  proportionate 
to  the  claims  of  the  Fund  ?  The  special  appeal  of  the  last  Synod,  in 
connection  with  the  sermons  on  the  Belgic  Confession,  was  responded 
to  by  67  churches,  whose  collections  amounted  to  $1,551  51.  This 
sum,  united  with  individual  donations  and  the  return  of  investments 
from  Alto,  enabled  the  Board  to  save  to  the  denomination  the 
churches  of  Battle  Creek  and  Bushnell.  To  the  former  was  appro- 
priated $2,300,  and  to  the  latter  $1,000,  for  which  mortgages  have 
been  taken  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  interest.  The  saving  of  these 
churches,  we  regard  as  nothing  less  than  the  saving  to  the  denomina- 
tion all  the  money  that  had  been  previously  expended  to  support 
Missionaries  in  those  localities,  and  all  that  had  been  invested  in  those 
neat  and  commodious  sanctuaries. 

The  Board  is  constrained  to  express  its  gratitude  to  God,  and  the 
whole  Church  owes  thanks  for  the  liberality  of  those  who  enabled  us 
by  their  benefactions  to  meet  these  emergencies. 

There  are  promising  Missions  now  ready  to  put  forth  exertions  for 
houses  of  worship,  and  will  do  their  utmost,  as  soon  as  hope  of  aid 
can  be  given  from  the  Fund. 

We  trust  that  it  will  not  be  '  considered  any  discouragement  to 
the  Churches,  for  us  to  say,  that,  just  in  proportion  to  the  prosperity 
of  our  Domestic  Missions,  will  the  claims  of  this  benevolence  in- 
crease. Duty  to  the  Master  will  not  allow  us  to  ask  for  a  less  sum 
than  $5,000  for  the  coming  year.  When  the  want  is  fully  appre- 
ciated by  our  people,  we  are  persuaded  that  it  will  be  cheerfully 
supplied.

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  presents  a  general  view  of  trie  operations  of  your 
Board  for  the  year.  We  are  impressed  that  both  the  work  and  re- 
sults are  small,  compared  with  the  facilities  which  the  Master  has 
placed  in  the  hands  of  our  Church  for  administering  to  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  people  of  our  land.  And  yet,  taking  into  consideration 
the  means  which  our  congregations  have  had  grace  given  them  to 
furnish,  we  surely  have  received  a  large  blessing.  But  the  cause  de- 
mands more  zeal,  more  prayer,  more  faith,  and  more  money. 

The  hope  of  the  Domestic  Board,  of  doing  its  proportion  of  the 
work  of  evangelizing  this  country,  under  God,  is  in  the  growing  con- 
sciousness of  the  Church  that  the  Lord  has  laid  upon  us  a  responsi- 
bility to  which  we  must  be  faithful  or  perish.  Systematic  benevo- 
lence is  gradually  gaining  ground  among  the  Churches.  A  large 
number  have  fixed  their  days  for  collections  in  behalf  of  the  various 
Boards. 

We  look  forward,  hopefully,  to  the  day  when  400  Churches 
instead  of  259  will  make  annual  efforts  to  aid  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  as  a  solemn  duty  that  they  owe  to  God  and  the  nation,  and 
perishing  thousands.  When  that  period  comes,  our  Treasury  will  lack 
nothing,  and  the  earnest  cry  for  the  bread  of  life,  which  comes  to  Us 
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so  importunately,  will  find  a  cordial  response,  and  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  will  take  the  position  which  the  Saviour  expects  her 
to  assume,  in  view  of  the  facilities  for  working  in  His  cause  with 
which  Ilis  grace  has  distinguished  her.

SUPPLEMENT. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  assumes  the  responsibility  of  adding 
a  supplement  to  the  above,  which  he  is  sure  will  occasion  thanks- 
giving in  the  Synod  and  throughout  the  Church.  Upon  the  adop- 
tion of  the  above  Report,  two  individuals,  whose  names  need  not  be 
mentioned,  because  their  praise  is  in  all  the  Churches,  pledged  $750 
towards  the  liquidation  of  the  debt,  upon  condition  that  it  all  be 
paid.  The  Church  on  the  Heights  of  Brooklyn,  hearing  of  this  pledge, 
did  just  what  we  expected,  in  view  of  her  generous  hearted  nature 
and  past  history,  she  would  do.  She  magnanimously  proffered  $800 
whenever  the  balance  of  the  debt  should  be  secured.  An  appeal 
was  made  to  the  pastors  and  congregations  through  the  Intelligencer. 
The  result  has  been  that  money  began  to  pour  in  upon  us  from 
every  quarter,  and  in  a  few  days  the  whole  deficiency  was  provided 
for.  This  whole  movement,  so  rapid  and  so  effective,  is  a  proof  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  when  the  Lord  gives  unto  the  people  a 
mind  to  work. 

The  Board  at  its  next  meeting  will  rear  high  their  Ebenezer.  In 
the  meantime,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Churches  will  understand,  that 
although  "  we  have  gathered  much,  yet  we  have  nothing  over."  The 
work  goes  on,  and  the  demands  are  enlarging,  and  there  will  be  no 
time  for  us  to  withhold  our  money  or  cease  from  labor,  until  the 
shout  shall  go  up,  that  He  whose  right  it  is  to  reign  has  gained  the 
victory.

REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  presents  to  the 
General  Synod  the  following  Report,  being  the  Thirty-first  Annual 
Report,  and  the  Sixth  since  the  Board  ceased  to  be  auxiliary  to  the 

A.  B.  C.  F.  M. 

I.  HOME  DEPARTMENT. 

1.    MEMBERS    AND    OFFICERS    OF   THE    BOARD. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  during  the  past  year,  owing  partly 
to  the  resignation  of  two  brethren,  whose  zeal  and  faithfulness  had 
been  signally  manifested,  who  have  severed  their  connection  with 
our  denomination.  The  other  changes  have  taken  place  because 
members,  elected  by  the  General  Synod,  have  failed  to  attend  the 
meelings  of  the  Board.  The  resolution  of  General  Synod,  adopted 
June,  1860  (see  Minutes,  page  582),  has  constrained  the  Board  to 
vacate  these  seats,  so  that  they  might  be  filled  by  others  whose 
convenience  would  permit  their  attendance  upon  the  duties  assigned 
them. 

Rev.  D.  D.  Demarest,  D.D.,  was  chosen  in  place  of  Rev.  H.  N. 
Wilson,  D.D.,  resigned;  Rev.  D.  H.  Riddle,  D.D.,  in  nlace  of  Rev.  A. 

B.  Van  Zandt,  D.  D. ;  Mr.  James  A.  Williamson  in  place  of  Mr.  John 
T.  Moore.  Subsequently,  upon  the  removal  of  Dr.  Riddle  from  our 
Church,  his  place  was  supplied  by  Rev.  Alex.  R.  Thompson ;  Rev.  J. 
Romeyn  Berry  was  elected  in  place  of  Rev.  John  B.  Alliger. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  note  the  generally  punctual  attendance  of 
its  members.  At  one  of  its  sessions,  representatives  of  fourteen  classes 
were  present.  A  pleasant  proof  of  the  general  spread  of  interest  in 
the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Baker,  after  most  zealous  and  valuable  services,  grate- 
fully acknowledged  by  the  Board,  resigned  the  office  of  treasurer,  and 
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was  succeeded,  in  October  last,  by  Mr.  Gam'l  G.  Smith,  whose  arduous 
and  successful  labors  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Church. 

2.    PERIODICAL    AND    AGENCIES. 

The  Missionary  Recorder  has  been  published  as  heretofore.  From 
8,500  to  9,000  copies  have  teen  issued  monthly.  The  enormous  cost 
of  paper  has  added  very  much  to  the  expenditure  of  the  Board  in 
this  department.  After  most  anxious  consideration  of  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  periodical  publication,  the  Board  found  it  undesirable  to  make 
a  change  in  the  form  of  communicating  with  the  Churches,  or  in  the 
size  of  the  sheet  issued.  The  plan  of  the  Paper  embraces  the  cor- 
respondence of  our  Missions,  and  such  statements  as  the  Board  needs 
to  make  to  the  Churches-- a  resume  of  general  Missionary  news — 
topics  of  permanent  Missionary  interest — together  with  a  page  of 
matter  carefully  prepared  for  the  children  of  the  Church.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Paper  may  be  more  widely  circulated. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  the  Board  has  been 
obliged  to  issue  special  appeals  to  the  Churches  and  Sabbath 
schools.  These  calls  have  always  found  ready  attention,  and  have 
been  followed  by  most  happy  results. 

The  returned  Missionary,  Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage,  has  been  engaged 
in  visiting  the  Churches  since  his  arrival  in  this  country. 

3.    FUNDS. 

We  feel  sure  of  the  interest  of  the  Synod  in  connection  with  this 
important  part  of  our  work.  The  receipts  of  the  Board  give  de- 
ligbifnl  proof  that  ours  is  rapidly  becoming  a  Missionary  Church. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  year  the  treasury  suffered  from  high  rates 
of  exchange.  The  difficulty  increased  till  there  were  great  fears  that 
the  work  of  every  foreign  Missionary  society  in  our  country  would 
be  permanently  embarrassed.  The  Board  conld  only  appeal  to  the 
friends  of  Christ  in  our  Churches.  Right  nobly  was  the  appeal  met. 
The  appalling  debt  which  res-ted  upon  us  in  the  month  of  November 
was  swept  away  at  the  close  of  the  January  following. 

In  connection  with  this  result,  the  Board  feels  constrained  by 
gratitude  to  make  special  mention  of  the  unsparing  labors  of  the 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board.  The  Church  should  know  to  whom,  under  the  Master's 
guidance,  she  is  so  largely  indebted. 
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Very  precious  tokens  of  Christian  sympathy  have  been  shown  the 
Board  by  Missionary  societies  in  England.  The  London  Society, 
whose  liberal  offers  of  aid,  in  sending  out  and  sustaining  Rev.  Jared 
W.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  were  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  last  year,  gen- 
erously persisted  in  its  determination  to  aid  us.  The  agent  of  that 
Society,  at  Madras,  has  been  directed  to  pay  £200  annually,  for  two 
years,  to  sustain  Dr.  Scndder  in  the  field  to  which  the  native  Chris- 
tians of  India  re-called  him.  The  English  Presbyterian  Society  has 
offered  £200  to  our  Mission  at  Amoy.  The  rates  of  exchange  have 
given  us  a  strong  prudential  reason  for  accepting  the  use  of  these 
snms,  for  a  time  at  least ;  whilst  we  have  also  felt  constrained  to  give 
scope  to  these  noble  expressions  of  Christian  love. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  from  all  sources,  except  loans,  amount  to 
$42,257  36.  Of  this  sum  $20,742  62  has  been  received  from  271 
Churches:  $3,092  50  from  Sabbath  schools;  $11,392  21  from  indi- 
viduals connected  with  the  Churches;  $3,073  85  has  been  received 
from  individuals  whose  church  connection  is  not  stated,  including 
the  re-payment  by  Dr.  D.  B.  Simmons  of  the  entire  sum,  with  in- 
terest, expended  upon  him  by  the  Board  whilst  in  connection  with 
the  Japan  Mission;  $2,279  01  is  acknowledged  from  miscellaneous 
sources,  including  grants  of  $1,000  for  India  and  $500  for  Japan, 
from  the  American  Bible  Society,  with  $200  for  India,  and  $300  for 
China,  from  the  American  Tract  Society.  The  sum  of  $1,515  has 
been  received  in  foreign  lands  ;  $394  17  of  interest  has  been  received 
and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Suydam  Security  Fund. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  Board  assured  the  Synod  :  "  It  is 
not  practicable  to  continue  rigid  economy  to  the  extent  pursued  dar- 
ing the  year  past.  Retrenchment  is  necessarily  a  temporary  expedi- 
ent. The  Board  sees  no  reason  to  hope  that  the  expenses  of  the 
Missionary  work  can  be  restricted  within  $35,000  for  the  year  upon 
which  we  have  entered." 

When  we  add  the  additional  outlay  occasioned  by  high  rate  of  ex- 
change, and  bear  in  mind  that  the  Board  is  indebted  to  the  treasurers 
of  the  various  Missions  for  considerable  sums,  the  accuracy  of  that 
calculation  is  remarkable. 

The  treasury  at  New  York  was  overdrawn  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
$10  34. 

A  comparison  of  the  receipts  with  those  of  the  previous  year  will 
furnish  some  useful  hints.  The  church  collections  have  increased 
$1,415  42,  whilst  the  number  of  contributing  Churches  has  actually 
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diminished,  being  only  271  instead  of  292.  More  than  one  third  of 
our  Churches  have  made  no  contributions  through  the  Board  ;  and 
only  one  of  these,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  has  given  any  thing  to 
the  Missionary  cause  through  any  other  board  or  society. 

It  is  well  known  that  a  large  number  of  the  seemingly  delinquent 
Churches  have  only  a  nominal  existence,  or  have  had  their  services 
interrupted  by  various  causes.  But,  with  the  strongest  desire  to  apolo- 
gize for  the  deficiency  of  our  brethren,  and  knowing  that  only  small 
Bums  could  be  expected  from  most  if  not  all  of  these  Churches,  it  is 
the  plain  duty  of  the  Board  to  press  the  fact  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Synod,  and  of  all  authorities,  and  individuals,  on  whom  God  has  laid 
the  solemn  responsibility  of  developing  the  spiritual  life  of  these 
Churches.  Their  cooperation  in  the  work  is.  needed  for  their  own 
sake,  as  well  as  for  the  good  they  may  accomplish  in  aiding  the 
direct  work  of  the  Board. 

The  increased  contributions  from  our  Sabbath  schools  is  owing 
partly  to  the  better  organization  of  the  schools  for  the  Missionary 
work  ;  but  mainly  to  the  growing  interest  which  pastors  and  Chris- 
tian workers  feel  in  the  cause  of  Missions.  The  latter  motive  is  also 
manifest  in  the  unprecedentedly  large  amount  received  from  indi- 
viduals connected  with  the  Churches.  There  has  never  been  so 
much  spontaneous  giving  to  our  blessed  work.  The  lovers  of 
Christ's  kingdom  have  come  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  the  Holy  Spirit 
prompting  them  to  desire  and  execute  liberal  things. 

In  the  hearty  concurrence  of  so  many  persons  in  all  sections  of 
the  Churches,  and  in  the  increased  zeal  of  our  Sabbath  schools,  we 
find  abundant  reasons  for  asserting  that  the  treasury  of  the  Board  is 
immediately  connected  with  the  genial  and  growing  love  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Christ.  This  seemingly  un-Christian — almost  anti-Christian 
subject  of  dollars  and  cents  has  a  religious  importance,  and  makes 
the  Board  feel  that  it  is  reporting  in  regard  to  a  most  important  cri- 
terion of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Church.  Thankful  that  the 
report  is  so  far  good,  we  ask  that  the  Synod,  and  all  our  church 
rulers,  will  unite  with  us  in  seeking  an  increased  measure  of  Mission- 
ary contribution. 

II.  SURVEY  OF  THE  MISSIONS. 

If  the  Church  reflects  upon  the  facts  to  be  set  forth  in  this  survey, 
there  will  be  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  past  year,  and  a  deeper 
confidence  in  the  full  success  of  that  blessed  work  which  engages  our 
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attention.     But  we  prefer  to  justify  this  remark  by  a  bird's  eye  view 
of  the  prosperous  paths  in  which  our  Missionaries  have  been  led. 

1.    THE    ARCOT    MISSION,    IN    INDIA. 

The  Missionaries  and  Stations  are  as  follows :

Arnee. — Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.D.,  and  wife.

Palamanair. — Silas  D.  Scudder,  M.D.,  and  wife.

Vellore. — Ezekiel  C.  Scudder  and  wife. 

Rev.  Jacob  Chamberlain,  Jr.,  and  wife,  have  been  assigned  to  a 
new  station  among  the  Telugus. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder  and  wife  are  in  this  country.  Mr.  Scudder 
occupies  the  important  position  of  Post  Chaplain  at  Fort  Columbus, 
on  Governor's  Island,  in  the  harbor  of  New  York. 

Silas  D.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  has  been  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry. 

Rev.  Jared  W.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  and  family,  whose  sailing  for  India 
was  noticed  in  the  last  Report,  reached  their  field  of  labor  in  the 
early  part  of  last  autumn.

8  REPORT    ON 

Ordained  missionaries,  nine  ;  four  of  the  physicians  ;  one  Missionary 
in  the  United  States. 

The  Arcot  Seminary  contains  twent-six  students,  and  the  Chittoor 
Female  Seminary  fifteen  pupils. 

ARCOT. 

The  Rev.  Andrew  Sawyer,  native  pastor,  pursues  his  work.  As  he 
is  not  able  to  communicate  with  us  in  English  we  have  no  statement 
from  himself  in  regard  to  his  labors.  But  we  have  cheering  proofs 
that  this  is  one  of  the  most  faithful  stations  occupied  by  us  in  India. 


A  change  was  made  in  the  beginning  of  1863,  substituting  Rev. 
John  Scudder,  M.D.,  for  Rev.  Silas  D.  Scudder,  M.D.  The  latter 
gentleman  has  pursued  his  work  with  great  zeal  and  success.  The 
report  from  the  station  gives  us  great  reason  to  rejoice  that  he  has 
been  put  into  the  ministry.  Dr.  Scudder  has  reported  some  of  the 
most  interesting  cases  of  conversion  that  have  occurred  in  the  history 
of  this  Mission.  They  have  been  set  before  the  Church  in  his  own 
words,  in  the  Missionary  Recorder  of  May,  1863. 

Arnee  is  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  important  stations  in 
the  Mission.  Its  strategic  value  is  partly  seen  in  the  fact  that  from 
this  centre  we  have  extended  our  work  to  Gingee  and  the  perishing 
thousands  south  of  our  former  field  ;  whilst  its  own  large  population, 
and  almost  countless  villages  surrounding  it,  make  it  a  point  of  most 
useful  labor. 

CHITTOOR. 

Rev.  Jared  W.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  succeeded  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder  at 
this  station,  at  the  close  of  October.  Rev.  John  Scudder  resided  here, 
assisting  in  the  general  oversight  of  it,  and  in  the  labors  of  street 
preaching.  It  has  been  the  seat  of  earnest  work,  and  God  has  not  re- 
strained his  blessing.  The  brethren  at  this  point  have  been  labor- 
ing in  the  touring  work. 

COONOOR. 

The  Missionary  writes:  "A  few  months  ago  I  felt  that  the  native 
Church  was  losing  ground  in  Coonoor,  but  now,  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  through  the  manifold  mercy  of  God,  I  am  able  to  witness  the 
contrary." 

He  adds,  "  Bazaar  preaching  is  regularly  kept  up  by  myself  and 
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my  Dative  helpers,  and  I  have  begun  an  attempt  to  preach  the 
Gospel  from  house  to  house." 

The  school  bas  been  violently  opposed  by  the  heathen,  and  "has 
suffered  injury  by  the  removal  of  some  of  the  families." 

The  Missionary  at  this  place  has  a  special  field  of  labor  in  pre- 
paring Christian  books  for  publication.  His  peculiarly  rich  qualifi- 
cations for  the  work  make  it  desirable  that  the  fruits  of  his  toil  and 
study  should  be  widely  scattered,  as  well  as  added  to  our  permanent 
means  of  usefulness. 

GINGEE. 

The  Missionary  residence  at  Gingee  is  not  the  seat  of  the  principal 
religious  interest  in  this  part  of  our  field.  But  it  has  superior  advan- 
tages as  a  position  from  which  to  operate  upon  the  surrounding 
country.  Much  has  been  done  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  adjacent  towns.  There  are 
villages  of  nominal  Romanists,  who  sometimes  show  a  disposition  to 
place  themselves  under  the  care  and  instruction  of  the  Missionary. 

The  most  advanced  portion  of  the  field  cultivated  by  Mr.  Mayou  is 
Sattambady.  Mr.  Mayou  speaks  thus  hopefully  of  this  part  of  his  field  : 
"A  school  of  twenty-five  children  has  been  sustained  during  the  year. 
These  children  knew  not  even  their  letters  a  year  ago.  Now  all  are 
reading  very  nicely.  We  have  been  highly  gratified  with  their  im- 
provement and  the  general  conduct  of  their  village.  The  people 
earnestly  desire  the  ordinances  of  God's  people,  and  we  expect  soon 
to  organize  a  native  Church  among  them.  The  reddi  of  the  village 
has  given  a  spot  of  ground  for  a  chapel  and  school  house.  By  the 
aid  of  kind  friends  we  hope  to  see  the  building  erected  during  the 
year." 

The  Church  alluded  to  was  organized  March  1st,  1863. 

There  are  some  peculiar  difficulties  in  this  field,  because  it  is  so 
entirely  new.  But  this  is  the  very  reason  why  the  prayers  and 
sympathies  of  the  Church  should  be  more  fully  extended  to  the 
brother  who  has  felt  himself  called  to  labor  in  this  section  of  heathen- 
ism. 

PALAMANAIR. 

In  his  yearning  desire  to  attempt  more  for  the  Telugu  people,  Mr. 
Chamberlain  has  induced  the  Mission  to  locate  Dr.  S.  D.  Scudder  at 
this  station  ;  whilst  he  passes  farther  into  the  country,  to  begin  the 
work  at  some  new  point.     Dr.  Scudder's  medical  position  requires 
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that  he  should  not  be  removed  from  the  other  stations  of  the  Mission 
to  a  more  distant  point  than  Palamanair. 

There  is  a  pleasant  connection  between  this  station  and  some  of  the 
Sabbath  schools  in  this  country,  by  which  the  day  school  and  the 
native  helper  are  sustained.  Similar  relations  have  been  formed  be- 
tween other  Sabbath  schools  and  other  stations.  It  is  needless  to 
point  out  the  great  value  of  such  arrangements.  The  last  General 
Synod  took  action  upon  this  subject,  most  useful  to  the  Sabbath 
schools  at  home  and  to  the  Missionary  work  abroad. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  speaks  of  a  furious  opposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Brahmins  to  the  school  at  his  station.  But  the  main  point  has 
been  gained  :  a  site  for  a  school  house.  So  we  look  for  more  quiet 
labors.  The  excitement  in  regard  to  this  point  has  made  the  attend- 
ance at  the  school  irregular. 

This  station  has  been  a  point  of  peculiar  interest  in  connection 
with  preaching  tours.  Full  statements  have  been  published  in  regard 
to  these.  Many  heathen  attend  the  Sabbath  services,  where  '•  not 
unfrequently  Christians,  heathens,  Mohammedans,  and  Roman  Catho- 
lics sit  down  together  and  learn  of  Jesus  and  His  salvation." 

VELLORE. 

This  must  be  regarded  as  the  central  and  most  important  station 
of  the  Mission.  Its  location  is  a  large  city  where  the  opposition  of 
heathenism  is  peculiarly  fierce.  Connected  with  it  is  our  training 
school,  or  Arcot  Seminary.  The  Mission  has  wisely  located  two 
Missionaries  in  this  place.  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  besides  his  not 
slight  duties  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Mission,  has  the  care 
of  the  Seminary  ;  whilst  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder  has  charge  of  the 
Church,  the  local  schools,  and  other  station  interests.  Whilst  the 
brothers  assist  each  other  in  these  labors,  they  expend  much  of  their 
strength  in  preaching  to  the  multitudes  of  heathen  in  the  city  and 
surrounding  country. 

The  general  condition  of  the  station  is  presented  to  us  in  the 
Annual  Report  in  this  cheering  strain  :  "  The  experience  of  the  past 
year  is  a  continued  proof  that  God  is  faithful  to  His  promises,  and 
that  His  Word  is  never  dispensed  in  vain.  The  statistics  of  the  sta- 
tion show  a  steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  Christian  congre- 
gation and  of  communicants.  The  attendance  upon  the  Sabbath 
services  has  been  good,  and  several  weekly  meetings  for  prayer  have 
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been  well  sustained  during  the  year."  The  interest  of  the  people  in 
objects  of  Christian  charity  has  been  remarkable. 

There  remain  some  considerations  of  general  importance  in  connec- 
nection  with  the  Arcot  Mission  to  be  presented. 

TOURING 

Has  largely  engrossed  the  time  and  labors  of  all  the  Missionaries. 
The  brethren  have  traveled  thousands  of  miles,  and  preached  the 
Gospel  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  heathen  who  would  not  otherwise 
have  heard  of  Christ  the  Saviour.  The  judicious  distribution  of  re- 
ligious tracts  and  books,  besides  the  sacred  Scriptures,  have  aided 
these  labors.  Whilst  much  of  this  precious  seed  must  pass  through 
its  stages  of  growth  unperceived,  no  man  knowing  whose  hand  scat- 
tered it,  our  brethren  have  seen  not  a  few  cases  of  immediate  results. 
The  correspondence  of  Missionaries,  as  published  from  month  to 
month,  will  exhibit  this  delightful  fact  more  fully.  It  is  not  strange 
that  the  Mission  asks  increased  appropriations  for  this  part  of  their 
work. 

THE    MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT 

Has  not  received  the  large  share  of  the  fund  of  the  Board  which  the 
Mission  seems  to  have  expected.  "We  are  not  yet  prepared  to  enter 
upon  a  form  of  Missionary  work  which  requires  a  large  outlay  for 
hospitals  and  dispensaries.  In  the  former  appropriations  by  the 
Board,  it  was  intended  to  give  the  medical  Missionary  such  simple 
means  of  administering  to  the  physical  ills  of  those  around  him  as 
might  be  necessary  to  procure  an  entrance  for  the  truths  of  the  Gos- 
pel. The  Board  is  not  in  a  financial  condition  to  attempt  more  than 
this.  To  do  more  will  require  the  adoption  of  a  new  feature  in  our 
Missionary  policy. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE. 

Very  limited  have  been  the  means  for  distributing  religious  books 
and  tracts.  The  work  of  touring  is  a  form  of  colportage,  in  which 
the  oral  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  most  prominent  element.  But 
the  auxiliary  importance  of  a  Christian  literature  cannot  be  over- 
rated. The  Board  has  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  8200  from  the 
American  Tract  Society,  to  be  transmitted  when  a  lower  rate  of  ex- 
change may  enable  us  to  do  so  without  loss  to  that  institution. 

The  Mission  has  requested  that  excellent  society  to  grant  $1,500 
for  the  publication  of  certain  Tamil  works,  greatly  needed  ;  especially 
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a  preacher's  handbook,  prepared  by  Rev.  Dr.  H.  M.  Scudder.  This 
book  presents  the  heathen  objections  to  Christianity  and  the  proper 
mode  of  meeting  them.  It  will  make  every  native  that  reads  it  an 
effective  street  preacher,  as  well  as  prove  invaluable  to  Missionaries. 
The  field  of  usefulness  to  be  occupied  by  this  book  is  not  confined  to 
our  Mission,  but  extends  to  the  entire  country  of  the  Tamil  speaking 
people.  The  question  is  not  yet  answered,  Shall  such  important 
auxiliaries  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Missionaries. 

The  Mission  ha3  published  an  edition  of  our  Liturgy  in  Tamil.  Its 
value  to  native  Christians  cannot  be  inferred  from  any  thing  among 
ourselves.  This  object  has  been  secured  by  gifts  from  friends  in 
India,  stimulated  by  the  contribution  from  one  of  our  Pastors,  and  a 
handsome  donation  from  one  of  our  lay-members. 

THE    SEMINARIES 

Deserve  a  special  notice.  The  Mission  reports  only  twenty-six  stu- 
dents in  the  Arcot  Seminary.  The  Board  has  offered  to  allow  as 
many  more  as  the  contributions  for  that  special  purpose  will  allow. 
Very  many  important  objects  are  to  be  gained  in  connection  with  this 
institution.  We  have  just  began  to  reap  the  benefits  of  it,  in  the 
labors  of  carefully  educated  preachers  and  teachers.  It  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  six  of  the  students  have,  during  the  past  year,  engaged 
in  the  work  of  making  Christ  known  to  their  countrymen.  The  com- 
parative infancy  of  the  school  has  passed,  and  it  has  begun  to  do  the 
great  work  for  which  it  was  designed.  Since  the  Seminary  has 
begun  to  realize  its  grand  object,  ten  individuals  have  become  helpers 
in  spreading  the  Gospel  among  their  countrymen.  It  were  easy  to 
supply  that  additional  number  annually  could  the  Seminary  supply 
them  to  us. 

The  Chittoor  Female  Seminary  gives  us  a  good  report  in  regard  to 
the  studies  and  conduct  of  its  beneficiaries.  The  graduates  from  it 
will  continue  to  reach  the  positions  intended  for  them,  as  wives  of  the 
native  laborers  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

A    HEALTH    HOUSE, 

Or  residence  in  the  elevated  hill  country,  is  a  necessity  to  this  Mission. 
The  lives  and  usefulness  of  our  Missionaries  require  a  respite  from  the 
hot  climate  of  the  plains  of  India.  It  is  proposed  to  make  their  occu- 
pation of  such  a  temporary  home  a  part  of  the  routine  of  service,  so 
that  each  family  shall  have  enjoyed  its  advantages  once  in  two  years. 
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Common  humanity  requires  this.  It  is  still  more  urgently  demanded 
to  secure  the  greatest  possible  usefulness  from  those  whose  labors  we 
are  sustaining.  The  Board  feels  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  once 
to  guard  our  Missionaries  against  permanent  loss  of  health,  and  our- 
selves from  great  disappointments,  as  well  as  large  expenditure  in  con- 
veying families  to  this  country  to  restore  their  health. 

THE    TELUGU    COUNTRY 

Appeals  to  us  for  more  than  a  passing  notice.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  two  languages  are  spoken  in  the  field  occupied  by  the  Arcot 
Mission.  The  Tamil  chiefly,  but  in  the  northern  portions  the  Telugu. 
There  are  from  twelve  to  sixteen  millions  of  people  speaking  this 
language. 

Along  the  coast,  and  in  a  narrow  strip  of  country  parallel  to  it,  the 
ground  is  occupied  very  sparsely  by  different  Missionary  societies. 
But  west  of  this,  and  separated  from  all  such  occupied  territory  by  a 
range  of  mountains  known  as  the  Eastern  Ghants,  is  a  vast  region 
filled  with  the  Telugus.  Yet  only  one  Missionary  station,  Palamanair, 
has  been  planted  for  their  benefit.  No  other  Missionary  society  pro- 
poses to  occupy  this  inviting,  but  so  long  neglected  field,  west  and 
northwest  of  the  Eastern  Ghants.  The  Telugus  are  sought  out  and 
labored  for  only  incidentally.  It  is  not  strange  that  our  brethren  feel 
called  to  enter  that  field.  Ten  millions  of  people,  peculiarly  interest- 
ing, possessing  a  literature  in  which  the  Scriptures  and  Christian 
books  have  already  been  printed,  among  whom  the  truth  has  been 
peculiarly  successful  in  the  few  instances  in  which  it  has  been  intro- 
duced, a  people  living  in  a  climate  less  trying  to  the  physical  consti- 
tution than  most  of  the  seats  of  Missionary  effort  in  India,  these 
millions  appeal  to  us  through  our  Missionaries.  That  appeal  we  lay 
before  the  Synod  and  the  Church  ;  and  ask  in  the  name  of  Him  who 
died  to  redeem  men  of  every  nation,  whose  gracious  provider.ee  has 
opened  the  door  to  His  people  to  labor  for  Him.  Shall  these  dying 
Telugus,  whom  we  may  bless  with  salvation,  be  saved  or  shall  they 
not? 

2.    AMOY    MISSION,    IN    CHINA. 

Missionaries — Revs.  Elihu  Doty,  John  V.  N.  Talmage,  Alvin 
Ostrom,  Daniel   Rapalje,  Leonard  W.  Kip,  Augustus  Blauvelt. 

Assistant   Missionaries — Mrs.  Ostrom    and  Mrs.  Blauvelt. 

Rev.  J.  V.N.  Talmage,  with  four  orphan  children,  left  Amoy,  April 
7th,  1862,  and  reached  New  York  August  27th. 
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Rev.  A.  Blauvelt  and  family  sailed  from  New  York,  October  25th, 
and  arrived  at  Amoy,  February  25th. 

The  Mission  has  been  considerably  weakened  by  the  necessary 
absence  of  Missionaries.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ostrom  were  obliged  to  visit 
Japan  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of  Mrs.  O.  They  were  absent 
from  April  15th  to  November  17  th.  Though  greatly  benefited 
by  this  change  of  climate,  Mrs.  Ostrom  is  not  able  to  perform  any  of 
those  important  labors  among  the  Christian  females,  which  are  so 
important  at  Amoy. 

Mr.  Kip  was  absent  from  September  15th  to  December  19th, 
having  visited  Shanghai. 

At  the  present  time  all  the  Missionaries,  except  Mr.  Blauvelt,  are 
able  to  render  full  service  in  the  work  of  preaching.  The  terrors  of 
a  long  course  of  preparation  have  passed  away.  The  helps  in 
acquiring  the  language  enable  an  industrious  student  to  preach  with 
considerable  fluency  within  a  year  after  his  arrival. 

The  statistics  of  the  Mission  are  as  follows :  Three  Churches, 
two  in  Amoy,  one  at  Chioh-be ;  309  communicants,  139  in  First 
Church  of  Amoy,  1 00  in  Second  Church  at  Amoy,  and  70  in  Church 
at  Chioh-be.  The  additions  have  been  56,  of  which  25  were 
in  First  Church  of  Amoy,  11  in  Second  Church  of  Amoy,  and  20 
in   Church   of  Chioh-be. 

Our  Mission  "  supports  seven  native  preachers.  Of  these,  two 
labor  principally  in  connection  with  the  First  Church  of  Amoy,  one 
in  connection  with  the  Second  Church  of  Amoy,  two  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Chioh-be,  one  in  connection  with  the  station 
at  Kang-Thau,  one  in  connection  with  the  River  boat,  Chioh-be,  and 
vicinity.  The  Evangelist  at  Chiang-Chin,  and  a  native  preacher  (em- 
ployed sometimes  at  Amoy  and  sometimes  in  the  country  around) 
are  supported  in  part  by  our  Mission,  and  in  part  by  the  English 
Presbyterian  Mission.  Our  Mission  also  supports  five  students ;  two 
of  these  are  the  proposed  native  pastors  of  the  First  and  Second 
Churches  of  Amoy.    These  students  are  also  employed  in  evangelistic 

work." 

Apart  from  the  established  Churches  our  Mission  has  had  charge  of 

the  out-stations  at  Kang-Thau,  Go-Chhug,  and  Te-Soa.    The  expenses 

of  the  latter  have  hitherto  been  paid  by  the  two  native  Churches  at 

Amoy.      As  these  Churches  expeet  to  support   their    pastors,   the 

Mission  may  find  it  necessary  to   defray   (in  part)  the  expenses  of 

those  stations. 
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The  work  at  Chiang-Chiu  advances  with  unexpected  quietness. 
The  Lord  has  stilled  the  violence  of  the  enemies  of  His  Gospel. 
The  Mission  has  at  last  secured  a  building  for  a  chapel.  The  Lord's 
Supper  has  been  administered  under  the  direction  of  the  Consistory 
at  Chioh-be.  Nothing  remains  but  the  organization  of  a  Church,  and 
selection  of  a  pastor,  to  enable  us  to  affirm  that  all  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel  are  firmly  planted  there.  This  result  we  anticipate  as 
probable  at  no  distant  day. 

THE    NATIVE    CHURCHES 

Continue  to  fill  us  with  thankfulness,  as  we  hear  of  their  zeal  and 
prayerfulness,  their  earnest  labors  and  self  sacrifice  for  the  souls  of 
their  countrymen.  It  is  largely  owing  to  their  efforts  that  we  have 
been  permitted  to  report  so  large  an  addition  to  the  communion  of  the 
Church.  The  result  fills  us  with  thankfulness  to  God  who  has 
wrought  so  mightily  in  them  that  believe.  The  number  added  to  the 
Churches  is  greater  than  ever  before,  except  during  that  eventful 
year  1855,  when  the  full  power  of  the  work  of  grace  was  felt  among 
the  people.  Of  those  now  reported,  a  large  proportion  are  from 
Kang-Thau  and  Chiang-Chiu,  the  result  under  God  of  native 
instrumentality.

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THE    NATIVE    PASTORS. 


In  the  last  Annual  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  pastors 
elected  by  the  Churches  at  Amoy.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Mission 
would  have  taken  steps  to  organize  a  Classis,  thus  providing  for  the 
ordination  of  these  brethren  according  to  the  order  of  our  Church. 
The  last  General  Synod  took  action  upon  the  subject,  adapted  to  meet 
the  case  in  hand,  as  well  as  all  like  it  that  may  arise  hereafter.  The 
Board  has  to  report  that  the  course  which  the  Synod  had  marked 
out  did  not  seem  desirable  to  the  brethren  of  the  Mission.  They 
have  entered  into  arrangements  with  the  members  of  the  English 
Presbyterian  Mission,  and  formed  an  ecclesiastical  body,  which  em- 
braces also  elders  from  all  the  Churches  under  the  care  of  both 
Missions.  This  body  had  made  arrangements,  at  last  accounts,  for 
ordaining  the  native  pastors  elect,  and  fixed  a  day  on  which  to 
perform  that  service. 

So  important  did  this  whole  subject  of  ecclesiastical  relations,  in 
connection  with  the  Amoy  Mission,  seem  to  the  Board,  that  it  has 
received  constant  attention  throughout  the  year.  A  report,  pre- 
pared by  a  special  committee  of  the  Board,  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
General  Synod.  As  it  may  be  claimed  that  the  Board  has  no 
jurisdiction  in  ecclesiatical  affairs,  it  only  remains  that,  having 
exhausted  all  the  persuasions  which  it  could  command,  the  whole 
subject  should  be  laid  before  the  General  Synod.

Miss  Julia  M.  Brown,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Mission 
from  its  commencement,  ceased  to  belong  to  it  in  September  last. 

Great  changes  have  passed  upon  the  internal  state  of  Japan. 
The  Daimios,  or  native  princes,  are  no  longer  obliged  to  keep  their 
families  at  Yedo,  and  remain  there  personally  half  the  time.  In- 
stead of  this,  nothing  is  required  but  a  personal  visit  of  one  hundred 
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days,  once  in  two  years.  Strenuous  efforts  are  made  to  provide  for 
the  full  arming  of  the  nation.  Though  the  Tycoon  is  required  this 
year  to  do  homage  to  the  Mikado,  a  custom  in  disuse  for  many  pre- 
vious years,  it  -will  be  at  the  head  of  troops,  disciplined  and  armed 
as  Japan  never  saw. 

The  Mission  presents  the  contest  between  the  policy  of  excluding 
foreigners,  as  held  by  the  Mikado,  or  "  spiritual  Emperor,"  and  the 
opposite  policy  of  the  TycooD,  or  temporal  head,  in  these  words  : 
"  If  the  Tycoon's  policy  be  adopted,  then  the  Japanese  will  learn  that 
the  world  can  change,  even  if  the  so-called  '  Son  of  Heaven  '  move 
not  on  his  sacred  throne  of  the  universe.  If  the  Tycoon's  power  be 
humbled,  foreign  powers  will  soon  be  found  too  secular  for  this  spir- 
itual monarch ;  and  his  dabbling  in  political  matters  prove  quite 
as  disastrous  to  him  as  to  his  remarkable  imitator,  Pope  Pius  the 
Ninth.  We  feel  confident  that  the  Tycoon  cannot  be  humbled,  from 
his  bearing  both  the  purse  and  the  sword.  The  most  powerful 
Daimios  are  his  relatives  and  allies.  Whatever  armies  some  of 
the  Daimios  may  have,  none  can  compare  with  the  Tycoon's  troops." 
It  is  well  known  that  great  preparations  have  been  made  by  the 
Tycoon  to  provide  vessels  and  all  the  other  appliances  of  warfare. 
Whilst  the  extent  and  perfection  of  these  arrangements  excite  the 
admiration  of  this  military  age,  we  cannot  but  expect  important 
results  in  opening  the  empire  to  the  Gospel. 

Our  Missionaries  feel  the  need  of  a  good  translation  of  the  sacred 
Scriptures.  Towards  its  attainment  they  are  bending  every  energy. 
We  rejoice  that  they  feel  this  work  must  not  be  attempted  till  the 
translators  are  qualified  for  a  labor  of  such  overwhelming  responsi- 
bility. 

There  is  great  want  of  Christian  books  for  sale  and  distribution. 
No  publication  society  in  this  country  seems  able  to  furnish  us  the 
means  of  occupying  the  field  with  suitable  religious  books. 

The  religious  wants  of  the  American  population  have  been  at- 
tended to  by  our  Missionaries  at  Kanagawa.  Though  au  English 
Episcopal  chapel  has  been  erected,  it  does  not  meet  the  wants  of 
the  American  residents.  Probably  it  did  not  include  them  in  its 
design.  Though  our  Missionaries  and  other  American  Christians 
entered  heartily  into  the  erection  of  that  chapel,  something  more 
was  needed.  It  has  been  necessary  to  continue  services  for  our  coun- 
trymen. 

This  necessity  has  further  led  the  Christians  from  America,  without 
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the  interposition  of  the  Missionaries,  to  organize  the  First  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  Japan.  This  infant  Church  has  asked 
the  Board  to  permit  them  to  have  a  part  of  the  services  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Brown,  with  the  privilege  of  sharing  his  expenses.  They  also  ask 
the  Board  to  permit  the  use  of  $2,000  contributed  to  the  purpose  by 
the  Sandwich  Islands  Christians  and  the  late  United  States  Minister, 
proposing  to  add  $3,000  and  complete  a  church,  the  title  to  which  is 
to  be  vested  in  the  Board.  This  new  organization  is  full  of  Christian 
vigor,  and  will  prove  an  unspeakable  blessing  to  all  English  speaking 
persons  in  that  part  of  Japan. 

Most  desirable  lots  have  been  secured  for  a  church  edifice  and 
for  Missionary  residences  on  the  Yokohama  bluffs.  In  securing  these 
important  results,  we  must  record  our  indebtedness  to  the  efforts 
of  Hon.  R.  H.  Pruyn,  U.  S.  Minister,  who  has  shown  the  constancy 
and  warmth  of  his  love  for  the  Church  with  which  he  is  so  thorough 
identified.  George  S.  Fisher,  Esq.,  U.  S.  Consul  at  Kanagawa,  has 
seconded  the  efforts  of  the  Minister  Resident,  and  in  the  same 
Christian  spirit. 

There  is  every  thing  in  this  new  step,  as  well  as  in  the  plans  of  its 
projectors,  to  exert  a  powerful  influence  upon  our  countrymen  in  that 
part  of  the  world.  We  do  not  expect  to  see  the  effect  of  this 
movement  in  the  immediate  conversion  of  the  heathen.  But  it 
must  commend  Christianity  to  the  heathen  and  impress  its  claims 
upon  them. 

[Rev.  Mr.  Verbeck,  at  Nagasaki,  reports  that  his  labor  in  studying 
the  language  has  met  with  a  fair  measure  of  success.  He  gives  us 
interesting  particulars  of  the  distribution  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  and 
other  Christian  books.  Though  his  field  has  been  limited,  he  finds 
a  growing  willingness  to  receive  and  study  the  Word  of  God.  From 
this,  he  infers,  that  it  is  not  so  dangerous,  as  it  was  formerly  con- 
sidered, to  possess  and  use  the  Bible.  Mr.  Verbeck  gives  a  most 
interesting  account  of  the  Bible  class,  numbering  five  persons,  re- 
ceiving regular  instruction  from  him  in  the  Scriptures.  These 
pupils  are  voluntary  students  of  the  Bible.  This  class  has  grown 
out  of  Mr.  Verbeck's  instructions  in  the  English  language.  His  plan 
is  to  set  his  pupils  to  gather  the  meaning  of  the  sacred  text  from  the 
different  versions  in  their  possession.  The  Missionary  certifies,  ex- 
plains, and  enforces  the  truths  which  are  thus  presented  to  them. 
One  of  these  pupils  has  prepared  the  Chinese  scriptures,  or  portions 
of  it,  that  they  will  become  readily  intelligible  to  every  Japanese. 
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This  is  done  by  marks  to  indicate  the  order  of  the  words ;  the  addi- 
tion of  inflectional  terminations,  &c.  May  not  this  man  be  preparing 
the  way  by  which  many  of  his  countrymen  may  be  led  to  understand 
what  they  read  ?] 

We  have  great  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God,  who  has  made  113 
feel  so  deeply  and  see  so  clearly  that  He  still  leads  us  in  our  efforts 
to  bless  the  Japanese.  The  star  of  hope  has  lightened  greatly  during 
the  past  year.  As  we  praise  Him  for  the  past,  let  us  still  pray  that 
He  will  give  the  light  of  the  full  day  of  redemption  to  that  deeply 
interesting  people. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  recounted  the  way  by  which  we  have  been  led  during 
the  past  year,  we  set  up  our  Eben-Ezer,  saying,  "  hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  helped  us."  We  are  devoutly  thankful  for  the  pressure  which 
has  been  laid  upon  us,  for  the  grace  of  God  hath  wrought  mightily 
in  them  that  believe.  We  have  learned  that  the  Church  will  rally 
around  us  to  sustain  any  prudent  degree  of  effort  for  the  conversion  of 
the  world. 

We  enter  upon  another  year,  trusting  God,  though  our  path 
may  be  darker  than  we  now  apprehend.  We  trust  the  Church  of 
God.  Our  confidence  is  not  in  man,  but  in  that  which  God  hath 
implanted  in  renewed  men.  More  than  once  or  twice  have  we 
proved  the  Church.  She  has  never  shown  weariness  in  the  work  of 
love  to  which  we  have  aroused  her ;  but  has  shouted  for  joy  as  the 
immediate  objects  of  her  gifts  have  been  successively  gained. 

We  have  to  appeal  to  the  Synod  and  the  Churches  to  sustain  the 
Board.  The  money  needed  to  support  our  Missionaries  and  native 
helpers  and  other  portions  of  our  work  is  to  be  provided. 

But  this  is  not  all  that  is  meant  by  sustaining  our  Missions. 
They  must  be  kept  effective.  Waiving  all  questions  of  actual  en- 
largement, along  with  a  discussion  of  the  ability  and  duty  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  to  undertake  much  more  extensive  Missionary 
operations,  we  beg  to  remind  the  Synod  that  the  changes  which 
time  always  works,  require  us  every  year  to  commission  new  men  to 
take  the  places  of  those  who  must  fall  from  the  ranks.  If  this  be 
not  done,  the  Missionary  work  retrogrades. 

The  Board  is  the  more  anxious  to  impress  this  view  upon  the 
Churches,  because  we  have  not  been  able  to  respond,  as  we  long  to  do, 
to  the  movements  of  God's  Spirit  upon  the  hearts  of  some  candidates 
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for  the  ministry.  A  goodly  band  of  well  qualified  laborers  might  be 
sent  forth,  if  the  Church  would  make  the  Board  free  to  employ 
them.  There  has  been  hesitation  in  employing  a  female  assistant  for 
the  Amoy  Mission,  already  upon  the  ground,  though  the  Mission 
earnestly  entreated  the  appointment,  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
trust  ihe  spirit  and  the  ability  of  the  applicant. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  present  to  the  Churches  that  this 
question  is  a  practical  one.  It  relates  to  sending  men,  who  feel  called 
to  go,  to  the  heathen.  It  has  to  do  with  the  Missionary  character  of 
our  Theological  Seminary.  To  repress  the  Missionary  spirit  there, 
is  to  cut  off  all  future  supply,  even  should  the  better  (financial)  times 
ever  dawn  upon  us.  It  will  give  us  a  race  of  pastors  deficient  in  the 
spirit  of  Missions,  and  by  so  much  disqualified  for  their  work. 

But  we  renew  our  confidence  in  God,  and  His  Spirit  in  His  people. 
May  He  prompt  the  Synod  and  the  Churches,  in  their  entire  mem- 
bership, to  devise  liberally  as  well  as  prudently.  For  by  liberal 
things  we  shall  stand.

Sermons  were  laid  upon  the  table  by  all  the  students  except  the 
Junior  Class,  and  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  heard  in  the 
delivery  of  specimen  sermons,  and  were  examined  on  personal  piety 
and  their  views  on  entering  the  Ministry. 

All  the  students  of  the  Seminary  were  interrogated  in  regard 
to  the  law  of  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of  preaching,  and  the 
Board  are  happy  to  learn  that  there  has  been  no  violation  of  the 
rule. 
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The  examinations  were  all  well  sustained,  and  gave  evidence  of 
diligence  on  the  part  of  the  students,  and  of  thoroughness  and  ability 
on  the  part  of  the  Professors. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  address  to  the  students  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  Peter  Stryker. 

The  Board,  in  concluding  their  report,  would  unite  with  the 
Faculty  in  expressing  their  thankfulness  to  God  for  all  his  blessings 
upon  our  School  of  the  Prophets  during  the  year.

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Annual  Digest,  the  Treasurer's 
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Annual  Account,  a  list  of  Securities  held  by  the  General  Synod,  a 
list  of  Endowed  Scholarships,  the  Education  Fund  Income  Account, 
Widows'  Fund  Account,  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  List  of 
subscribers  to  the  Widows'  Fund,  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  Account, 
together  with  the  report  of  John  C.  Elmendorf,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of 
Rutgers  College,  of  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Funds. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  received 
a  deed  of  Jerome  A.  Davenport  and  Julia  A.  Davenport  (his  wife), 
conveying  certain  church  property  at  Eden,  Fond  du  Lac  county, 
Wisconsin,  to  the  General  Synod.  As  the  Board  have  no  authority 
to  accept  the  same,  and  as  the  acceptance  of  such  property  involves 
some  expenses,  the  subject  is  referred  to  the  General  Synod  for  their 
action. 

A  bequest  of  Catharine  Acker,  amounting  to  |300,  for  the  support 
of  colporteurs  employed  by  the  Sabbath  School  Urion  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church,  has  also  been  received ;  and,  as  the  said 
Board  has  been  abolished,  the  disposal  of  the  money  requires  the 
action  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Widows'  Fund.— This  fund  amounts  to  $20,539  28.  The 
collections  from  Churches  and  donations  from  individuals,  during  the 
past  year,  amount  to  $1,029  90  ;  while  the  amount  withdrawn,  during 
the  same  period,  is  $1,485.  As  the  amount  withdrawn  exceeds  the 
yearly  income,  nothing  could  be  paid  this  year  to  the  annuitants.  It 
is,  however,  expected  that,  on  the  1st  of  November  next,  a  payment 
for  the  preceding  six  months  may  be  made. 

There  are  at  present  fifty-two  subscribers  to  this  fund,  and  ten 
interested  by  the  donation  of  Churches. 

Church  Building  Fund. — In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  there  has  been  paid  from  this  fund, 
$1,379  03,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  church  property  at  South 
Bend,  Indiana. 

The  Board  regret  to  state  that,  from  the  reduction  in  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  the  difficulty  in  making  safe  investments  on  bond  and 
mortgage,  owing  to  the  state  of  the  money  market,  there  has  been  a 
deficiency  in  the  amount  of  interest  received  during  the  past  year. 
The  interest  received  from  the  Permanent  Professoral  Fund  has  not 
been  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  professors  by  about  $400, 
and  the  advances  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Synod  amount  to 
$1,482.  Both  justice  and  necessity  require  that  this  amount  should 
be  refunded  at  an  early  day. 

In  order  to  do  this,  and  also  to  meet  promptly  the  expenses  of 
Synod  for  the  coming  year,  the  Board  would  respectfully  urge  upon 
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the  Classes  to  forward,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  the  amount 
of  assessments  for  this  year.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  Report  of  Rev.  D.  D.  Demarest,  delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  held  at  Newark,  N.  J., 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

The  undersigned,  as  your  Delegate,  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  held  at  Newark,  N.  J. 
He  remained  during  six  days,  and  was  greatly  interested  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  that  large  and  influential  body  of  Christians.  He  was 
treated  with  courtesy,  and  the  salutations  of  the  Synod  were  respon- 
ded to  with  hearty  and  emphatic  assurances  of  an  interest  in  our  wel- 
fare, of  wishes  for  our  enlargement,  and  of  prayers  for  the  success  of 
all  our  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer.

The  following  Report  of  Rev.  G.  H.  Mandeville,  Delegate  to  the 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

To  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church : 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  report : 
That  he  attended,  as  Delegate  of  General  Synod,  the  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church  at  its  session  held  at  Carlisle,  Pennsylva- 
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nia,  in  October,  18G3.  He  tendered  to  the  Synod  the  Christian  salu- 
tations of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  also  laid  before  the  body- 
to  which  he  was  commissioned,  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  at  its 
session  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  June,  1863,  on  the  subject  of  renewing 
correspondence  beiween  the  two  bodies.     (See  Minutes,  p.  276.) 

Your  Delegate  was  cordially  and  affectionately  welcomed,  and 
courteously  entertained.  He  found  but  one  sentiment  pervading  the 
Synod — that  of  rejoicing,  and  of  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  at  the  overture  of  the  General  Synod.  The  older  members  of 
the  Synod  seemed  peculiarly  impressed  with  the  action.  One  aged 
father  in  the  ministry  says,  "  Tell  your  General  Synod  that  you  saw 
one  brother  who  was  present  when  the  first  correspondence  was  in- 
augurated, and  who  rejoices  greatly  at  this  renewal  of  friendly  Chris- 
tian fellowship." 

Your  Delegate  greatly  enjoyed  his  visit  to  the  brethren  of  the  Ger- 
man Synod.  He  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  dignity  and  earn- 
estness and  Christian  fervor  which  characterized  their  deliberations 
and  action.  The  Tercentenary  Anniversary  of  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism  has  awakened  a  spirit  of  liberality  and  enthusiasm  in  the 
German  Reformed  Church  that  must  affect  powerfully  the  develop- 
ment of  its  resources  and  energies  in  the  spiritual  culture  of  the  vast 
field  that  lies  before  it. 

The  proposition  of  the  General  Synod  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee,  of  which  Rev.  Henry  Harbaugh,  D.D.,  was  Chairman. 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  action  of  the  Synod,  as  presented  by 
Report  of  the  committee  : 

"1.  That  we  extend  to  the  Delegate,  and  through  him  to  the 
Church  he  represents,  our  cordial  Christian  greeting. 

"  2.  That  we  approve  of  the  object  contemplated  in  his  appoint- 
ment— namely,  to  reopen  correspondence  by  a  mutual  interchange  of 
delegates. 

"  3.  That  this  Synod  appoint ,  Primarius,  and , 

Secandus,  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,  as  delegates  from  this  body." 

These  blanks  were  subsequently  filled  as  follows : — Rev.  George 
H.  Russell,  Primarius,  and  Rev.  Jacob  0.  Miller,  Secundus. 

Your  Delegate  may  be  permitted  to  add,  that  he  found  prevailing 
among  the  members  of  the  Synod  a  very  strong  desire  that  a  similar 
correspondence  might  be  established  between  your  venerable  body 
and  the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  which 
meets  triennially,  and  which  held  its  first  session  during  the  fall  of 
1863.

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The  following  Report  of  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Vermilye,  delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  held  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1863,  as  Cor- 
responding Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  to  convene  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  in  the  month  of  May,  1864,  re- 
spectfully reports : 

That  he  performed  the  duty  assigned  him,  and  was  received  by  that 
body  with  great  cordiality  and  Christian  courtesy.  The  Assembly 
was  numerous,  and  a  delightful  spirit  of  harmony  and  devotion 
seemed  to  pervade  all  its  meetings.  Your  Delegate  at  parting,  took 
occasion  to  explain  the  historical  relations  of  our  Church  to  the 
Church  of  Holland;  its  past  history  in  this  country,  its  spirit  and  its 
present  condition.  On  the  subject  of  the  difficulty  which  last  year 
embarrassed  our  proposal  of  fraternal  correspondence  with  them,  he 
kindly  and  frankly  stated  that  the  resolution  of  the  General  Synod 
was  perhaps  susceptible  of  an  interpretation  which  might  seem  to 
reflect  upon  that  body,  but  he  felt  that  they  should  have  considered 
that  when  the  General  Synod  was  offering  fraternal  intercourse,  a 
thing  they  were  under  no  obligation  to  do,  it  was  not  possible  that  in 
the  same  act  the  Synod  should  have  intended  to  say  what  would  be 
disrespectful  and  unkind  to  the  Assembly.  This  fact  must  of  itself 
refute  any  malign  interpretation  these  naked  resolutions  might  pos- 
sibly bear.  Your  Delegate  enlarged  upon  the  general  desirableness 
of  greater  union  among  Protestants  of  substantially  the  same  family, 
especially  at  the  present  period  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  of 
the  world,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  correspondence  now  be- 
gun might  be  continued,  and  be  productive  of  good  to  our  Churches 
aud  the  Kingdom  of  our  common  Lord.  To  this  address  the  Mode- 
rator responded  in  a  most  happy  manner,  and  with  a  brotherly  cordi- 
ality, in  which  the  entire  Assembly  manifestly  united.  Your  Dele- 
gate returns  his  thanks  to  the  Synod  for  the  unexpected  honor  of  this 
appointment,  and  hopes  that  our  intercourse  with  this  large  and  influ- 
ential body  of  the  Presbyterian  family,  so  auspiciously  inaugurated, 
may  be  perpetuated  aud  be  made  a  blessing  through  many  coming 
years.

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  reopening  correspondence  with  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  by  delegation,  and  as  well,  of  organiz- 
ing correspondence  by  delegation  with  other  Christian  bodies,  who 
hold  substantially  the  like  faith  with  ourselves,  and  with  whom  we 
now  have  no  such  connection. 
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Rev.  E.  R.  Craven,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  held  at  Newark,  N.  J. 

Rev.  Robert  R.  Booth  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  held  at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Rev.  George  B.  Russell  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  Report 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report : 
It  is  a  cheering  and  encouraging  sign  of  the  times,  that  the  various 
evangelical  denominations  are  indicating  a  purpose  to  become  more 
closely  united  in  their  common  work.  And  in  our  particular  body 
there  are  unmistakable  evidences  of  a  growing  sympathy  and  a  desire 
for  a  closer  fellowship  with  the  various  branches  of  the  Protestant 
Church.  There  is  no  abatement  of  love  for  the  distinguishing  doc- 
trines and  polity  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  but  there  prevails 
the  feeling  of  a  deep  felt  necessity  for  a  more  intimate  intercourse 
and  even  substantial  alliance  in  the  great  work,  that  will  more  fully 
demonstrate  the  unity  and  power  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  Your 
Committee  feel  that  Providence  clearly  indicates  that  at  this  particu- 
lar time  this  spirit  should  be  specially  fostered.  When  we  consider 
the  rapid  rise  and  progress  of  fatal  errors,  the  spread  of  corrupted 
forms  of  religion,  and  the  terrible  combinations  of  the  enemies  of  the 
Gospel;  while  there  is  no  fear  of  the  ultimate  issue,  is  there  not,  how- 
ever, a  strong  reason  for  the  various  Christian  denominations  drawing 
closer  together,  that  a  united  front  may  be  presented,  and  that  each 
may  share  in  the  sympathy,  encouragement  and  support  of  all  the 
others.  What  is  needful  is  to  impress  the  world  with  the  fact  of  the 
substantial  oneness  of  the  Christian  Church,  notwithstanding  there  are 
numerous  families  bearing  different  names.  Docs  it  not  seem  that 
the  time  has  even  now  come  when  the  reproach  of  the  Church,  based 
upon  the  fact  of  controversies,  divisions,  and  apathy  among  the  seve- 
ral branches  of  the  Church,  is  to  be  removed?  Surely,  as  far  as  the 
Presbyterian  family  of  Churches  is  concerned,  this  time  has  come 
No  one  can  dispute  this  after  hearing  the  reports  of  our  Delegates  to 
other  bodies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  and  of  the  Dele- 
gates of  these  bodies  to  us. 
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Your  Committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands  a  resolution  of 
this  Synod,  looking  to  a  more  extended  correspondence.  The  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
North  America  were  particularly  referred  to.  Your  Committee 
recommend,  that  such  correspondence  be  opened,  and  delegates  ap- 
pointed to  attend  the  next  annual  meeting  of  these  bodies.  The 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  has  for  her  standards  the  Westminster 
Confession  of  Faith  and  Catechism,  and  her  "  Declaration  and  Testi- 
mony," published  in  1843. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America  is  constituted 
o.f  a  union  of  the  larger  parts  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church,  and 
the  Associated  Presbyterian  Church.  The  union  was  effected  in  1858. 
This  body  also  adheres  to  the  Westminster  symbol.  These  denomi- 
nations, therefore,  agree  with  us  substantially  in  doctrine  and  polity. 
In  extending  our  correspondence  (a  work  that  can  only  be  gradually 
done)  we  naturally  seek  those  in  doctrinal  and  ecclesiastical  sympathy 
with  us. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  unadvisable  to  increase  this  correspon- 
dence during  the  present  year,  farther  than  to  embrace  the  two  bodies 
above  named. 

The  Delegates  to  the  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  that 
met  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  the  Assembly  that  met  at  Newark,  N.  J.,  and 
to  the  German  Reformed  Church,  report  that  they  respectively  dis- 
charged their  pleasing  duty.  They  were  cordially  and  affectionately 
received.  By  them  these  bodies  send  to  us  their  friendly  salutations, 
and  most  satisfactory  assurances  of  their  love  for  us,  and  their  desire 
to  do  all  that  is  necessary  to  perfect  the  cooperation  of  all  denomina- 
tions of  Christians. 

The  German  Reformed  Church,  through  our  Delegate,  send  us  a 
request  to  meet  them  by  delegate  at  their  triennial  meeting  in  1866. 
It  is  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  at  present  upon  this  re- 
quest, but  that  it  be  left  for  the  action  of  our  Synod  that  year.

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ral  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America, 
and  Kev.

Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  and 
Rev.  G.  H.  Fisher,  Secundus. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

SYNODICAL     REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  Report : 

Considering  the  condition  of  our  country,  and  the  absorbing  nature 
of  the  events  amid  which  we  live,  it  would  not  have  been  surprising 
if  from  all  parts  of  the  Church  the  cry  had  reached  us  that  the  past 
year  had  been  one  of  great  spiritual  barrenness.  Never  before  in  the 
history  of  our  land  were  men  in  greater  danger  than  now,  of  substitu- 
ting patriotism  for  piety ;  for  not  to  insist  upon  the  tendencies  of  the 
times  in  this  direction,  and  the  tone  of  a  good  deal  of  our  current 
literature,  there  are  those  claiming  to  speak  in  the  name  of  Christ, 
who  teach  that  he  who  at  his  country's  call  gives  up  his  life  in  her 
defense,  can  have  no  guilt  that  needs  to  be  cleansed  in  atoning  blood. 
In  times  such  as  ours,  we  may  be  sure  that  our  great  enemy  and 
Christ's  grand  rival  is  specially  active,  and  in  his  own  proper  garb,  or 
in  the  array  of  a  pretended  angel  of  light,  is  ever  at  work  trying  to 
close  men's  ears  against  His  voice  who  speaks  to  them  from  heaven, 
and  who  alone  can  save.  It  need  not  then  have  astonished  us  if 
those  who  are  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  had  been  com- 
pelled, one  and  all,  to  join  in  the  lamentation,  "  Who  hath  believed 
our  report." 

But,  blessed  be  the  name  of  our  God,  even  in  these  troublous 
times  and  during  the  past  year,  He  has  given  unmistakeable  proofs 
that  He  has  been  and  still  is  in  the  midst  of  this  Church,  and  that 
His  glorious  Gospel,  faithfully  preached  by  her  pastors,  has  lost  none 
of  its  power  to  quicken  dead  souls  and  to  sanctify  living  ones,  as  we 
are  sure  it  never  can  lose  it 

'Till  all  the  ransomed  Church  of  God 
Be  6aved  to  sin  no  more. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  which  we  have  carefully  ex- 
amined, and  the  Reports  of  the  various  Boards,  to  which  we  have 
attentively  listened,  furnish  ample  grounds  for  devout  thanksgiving  to 
our  Lord  and  Saviour.     The  past  year  has  not,  indeed,  been  marked 
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by  an  abundant  outpouring  of  tbe  Spirit  on  the  whole  Church.  Such 
"  years  of  grace,"  alas,  in  consequence  of  our  iVeble  faith  and  poor 
prayers,  come  but  rarely.  Yet  not  a  few  of  our  congregations  declare 
that  it  has  been  even  a  memorable  one  in  their  history  for  its  spirit- 
ual results.  And  though  the  great  mass  of  the  Churches  has  not 
been  gladdened  by  such  blessed  experiences,  yet  they  testify  that  the 
good  word  of  God  has  been  glorified  in  the  edification  of  believers, 
and  in  constant  though  not  large  accessions  to  their  fellowship.  They 
have  been  "edified,  and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  the 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost  were  multiplied." 

From  the  statistical  tables  we  learn  that  during  the  year  just  closed 
2,565  have  been  added  to  the  Church  on  confession  of  their  faith. 
These,  in  one  view,  make  up  only  a  little  sheaf,  but  we  may  still  re- 
joice over  it  as  the  prelude  and  the  pledge  of  the  ample  and  immortal 
harvest  which  we  shall  ere  long  reap,  if  we  faint  not ;  if  with  faith 
and  love,  though  with  many  tears,  we  go  forth  bearing  and  scattering 
the  precious  seed. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  the  amount 
raised  over  the  whole  Church  during  the  year,  for  benevolent  and 
religious  purposes,  is  $282,491  69,  and  for  congregational  purposes  is 
$538,056  10.  We  mention  this  not  for  mutual  gratulation,  much 
less  for  boasting,  but  rather  to  awaken  thanks  to  Him  who  is  teach- 
ing His  people  the  lesson  they  are  so  slow  to  learn,  that  "it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  The  signal  success,  too,  which  has 
attended  the  effort  to  endow  Rutgers  College,  makes  this  a  memorable 
year  in  our  history,  and  it  encourages  the  hope  that  the  Church  will 
not  withhold  the  means  which  are  needed  completely  to  equip  our 
school  of  the  prophets  for  its  great  work  of  training  a  living 
ministry. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  cannot  fail  to  arrest 
the  attention  and  engage  the  sympathies  of  all  who  love  the  Church. 
Its  growing  numbers  and  its  manifold  indications  of  a  vigorous  spirit- 
ual life  call  for  profound  gratitude  to  the  Church's  Head.  The  toils 
and  trials  of  past  years  are  now  yielding  rich  results,  and  we  may  now 
trust  that  with  the  continued  presence  and  help  of  their  Lord  and 
ours,  that  Synod  will  become  in  ever  growing  measure  the  radiating 
center  of  blessed  influences,  not  only  over  the  vast  prairies  of  the 
West,  but  also  to  other  and  more  distant  lands. 

We  have  reason  to  praise  the  Lord,  that  during  the  past  year,  har- 
mony has  been  preserved  over  the  whole  Church ;  not  the  harmony 
of  the  spiritually  dead,  but  that  of  living  men  in  Christ  Jesus,  who 
have  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism.  So  far  as  we  can  discover,  the 
peace  of  our  Classes  has  been  disturbed  neither  by  painful  cases  of 
discipline  nor  by  angry  party  debates. 

And  thus,  though  we  have  abundant  grounds  of  humiliation  for 
personal  short  comings,  and  for  the  insensibility  even  of  God's  people, 
North  and  South,  under  his  chastising  hand,  and  their  unreadiness  to 
ask  of  Him  "Why  art  Thou  thus  dealing  with  us  as  a  people?"  we  have 
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yet  reason,  with  glad  hearts,  to  testify  that  "hitherto  the  Lord  hath 
helped  us." 

During  the  year  death  has  been  busy  in  our  ranks.  A  number  of 
our  most  efficient  and  godly  Elders  have  been  called  away,  and  the 
following  ministerial  brethren  have  gone  home  to  be  with  Christ : 
Joseph  McKee,  William  A.  Miller,  Josiah  Jansen,  Rutgers  Van  Brunt, 
James  Stevenson,  and  John  Beattie.  To  this  list  should  be  added  the 
name  of  J.  W.  Borst,  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  Semi- 
nary. The  "  ripe  are  spared  and  the  green  are  taken,"  and  thus  the 
Lord  is  saying  to  young  and  old,  "Be  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  for  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work." 

It  is  not  our  business  to  forecast  the  future.  We  enter  on  the 
new  year  of  labor  not  without  reasons  for  anxiety,  speaking  after  the 
manner  of  men,  when  we  think  of  the  bearing  of  our  dreadful  civil 
war  on  the  resources  needed  for  carrying  on  our  foreign  work.  But 
why  indulge  in  "vexing  thoughts,"  when  at  His  command,  whose  is 
the  silver  and  the  gold,  we  send  forth  our  heralds  to  "say  among  the 
heathen  that  the  Lord  reigneth?"  "The  floods  have  lifted  up, 
O  Lord,  the  floods  have  lifted  up  their  voice,  the  floods  lift  up  their 
waves.  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier  than  the  mighty  waves  of  the 
sea."

SYNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  would  respectfully  report  as 
follows  :  That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  Chicago,  and  find  the  following 
references,  which  claim  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod  : 

On  page  34  of  Minutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  the  Com- 
mittee  on   the   Questorate   report   as   follows : 

Your  Commi  tee  would  further  report,  that  it  is  their  conviction, 
and  we  believe  the  general  sentiment  of  this  Synod,  that  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  Church  are  now  too  small  for  the  purposes 
which  the  Church  expected  them  to  serve,  and  which  they  answered 
at  the  time  they  were  created.  They  no  longer  meet  the  salaries  of 
the  Professors  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  our  Theological  Semi- 
nary. The  successful  tffort  to  endow  Rutgers  College,  has  thown  that 
our  people  are  not  insensible  to  the  importance  of  the  matter,  and  we 
believe  that,  properly  approached,  the  Datch  Church  will  also  increase 
the  funds  to  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  all  the  necessities  for  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  and  the  very  great  difficulty  of  raising  these  increasing  amounts 
under  the  present  system  of  levy  upon  the  several  Classes,  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  by  this  Synod  of  the  following  : 

Whereas,  Much  complaint  is  expressed  among  our  Classes  and 
Churches,  in  relation  to  the  difficulty  of  meeting  the  amount  annually 
required  by  the  Synod  for  its  current  expenses, 

Resolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  view  with  appre- 
hension, the  increasing  amounts  levied  upon  the  Churches,  under  the 
name  of  contingent  expenses,  and  do  most  respectfully,  yet  earnestly, 
urge  upon  the  General  Synod  the  inauguration  of  an  earnest  effort  for 
such  an  increase  of  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Church  as  shall  meet 
all  necessary  expenditures  for  our  educational  institutions  at  New 
Brunswick,  leaving  only  such  amounts  to  be  raised  by  assessments 
upon  our  Churches  as  may  be  required  for  the  contingent  expenses, 
properly  so  termed,  of  our  several  ecclesiastical  bodies. 

On  page  4  of  Minutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  will  be  found 
the  following  Resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  be  respectfully  and  ear- 
nestly requested  to  consider  the  importance  of  the  publication,  by  the 
Board  of  Publication,  of  an  Almanac,  in  which  may  be  given  a  com- 
prehensive statement  of  the  work  of  our  denomination  in  a  small 
compass,  for  the  sake  of  extending  the  knowledge  of  our  Church  in 
the  West. 
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Therefore,  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  calls  the  attention  of  the 
General  Synod  to  this  matter. 

Also,  on  page  16,  will  be  found  the  following  resolutions,  referring 
to  "a  General  Plan  of  Education,"  which  is  suggestive,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows on  page  15  : 

The  encouragement  of  the  founding  of  Academies  under  the  care 
of  the  respective  Classes,  with  the  beneBt  of  free  tuition  in  the  west- 
ern College  of  our  Church,  to  such  pupils  as  may  receive  a  suitable 
certificate  of  graduation. 

The  immediate  elevation  of  the  Holland  Academy  into  the  rank  of 
a  college  for  our  western  Churches. 

The  laying  of  the  foundation  of  a  Theological  Seminary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  new  college,  by  establishing  at  once  a  Theological  Pro- 
fessorship of  Missionary  Training.  We  consider  that  any  and  every 
theological  seminary  in  the  land  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  the 
adoption  of  such  a  department.  The  first  work  of  the  kind  that  was 
done  for  the  Church  was  performed  by  the  Lord  himself,  who  trained 
His  disciples  to  be  Missionaries.  The  Apostles  imitated  Him,  and 
continued  the  work  of  preparing  Missionaries.  The  great  work  of 
the  Church,  in  all  time,  is  its  Missionary  work;  and  we  desire  to  see 
a  Missionary  character  given  to  our  institutions,  by  founding  the  first 
professorship  in  the  new  theological  seminary  as  that  of  Missionary 
training ;  afcerward,  according  to  need  and  opportunity,  the  usual 
departments  to  be  added,  viz :  Biblical  Literature,  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  with  Church  History  and 

Government. 

i 

"  1.  That  the  General  Synod  be  earnestly  requested  to  establish 
the  Holland  Academy  as  the  Western  College  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  in  North  America ;  and  that  llev.  Philip  Phelps  be 
recommended  to  the  Churches  in  the  work  of  securing  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  new  college  the  sum  of  eighty-five  thousand  dollars 
(85,000),  which  has  been  named  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  as 
the  least  sum  adequate  to  present  wants. 

"  2.  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  at  its  next  meeting  to 
appoint  a  Theological  Professorship  of  Missionary  Training. 

■  3.  That  we  regard  this  immediate  establishment  of  a  suitable 
college  and  theological  seminary  at  the  West  as  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  our  Church  extension,  especially  by  the  securing  of 
trained  ministers  from  among  ourselves." 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod 
to  a  plan  suggested  on  page  19,  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  bearing 
upon  the  better  conduct  of  the  Missionary  work  at  tha  West.  At- 
tention is  called,  likewise,  to  a  suggestion  made  to  the  Board  of 
Publication,  on  the  importance  of  issuing  a  translation  of  Rev.  D.  D. 
Demarest's  "  History  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,"  for  cir- 
culation among  the  Holland  Churches.     Likewise  to  the  suggestion 
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of  issuing  a  cheap  edition   of  the  Constitution  of  our  Church  for 
circulation  among  our  congregations.

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ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty-second  Animal  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the 
exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  having  examined  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  other  papers  referred  to  them  by  the 
Synod,  present  their  report  as  follows  : 

After  the  full  and  clear  statement  of  what  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  year,  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Board,  and  the  address  of 
the  Secretary,  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  in  detail  the  facts  which  must 
have  greatly  interested  all  who  heard  them. 

There  is  no  mention  of  large  additions  to  the  funds  in  the  hands  of 
the  Board,  as  was  the  case  last  year;  but  this  may  not  be  regarded 
as  evidence  of  less  interest  in  that  department  of  our  work,  of  which 
they  have  oversight,  since  special  effort  was  then  made  to  free  the 
Board  from  debt,  aud  special  effort  has  been  made,  during  this  year, 
for  the  accomplishment  of  what  must  be  considered  as  directly  con- 
nected with  this  department. 

The  Van  Benschoten  Fund  account,  submitted  by  the  Treasurer 
of  Rutgers  College,  represents  that  the  principal  is  all  invested,  and 
there  is  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,071   77. 

The  Knox  Fund  account  exhibits  a  balance  on  hand  of  $233  11. 

The  Committee  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  neither  of  these 
accounts  is  audited,  and  recommend  that  they  be  submitted  to  the 
proper  committee  for  their  examination. 

The  Treasurer's  account  of  the  "Education  Fund  Income"  shows  a 
balance  of  $1,884  66,  and  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
furnishes  a  total  of  funds  on  hand,  $1,489  06,  of  which  the  items 
are — Education  funds  $705  30,  Parochial  School  funds,  $308  21, 
and  Special  funds,  $475  55. 

It  is  occasion  for  gratitude  that  the  Board  has  been  able  to  meet 
all  the  demands  upon  its  treasury  without  incurring  debt — yet  the 
statement  is  humiliating  when  the  ability  of  the  Churches  is  con- 
sidered, and  lamentable  when  what  might  be  done  were  such  an 
amount  supplied  as  might  be  expected  from  the  denomination  is  con- 
ceived— that  less  than  one-half  of  our  Churches  make  any  contribu- 
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tion  to  this  agency,  upon  which  depend  so  largely  our  vigor  and 
growth. 

There  is  one  subject  properly  within  the  range  of  this  Committee, 
and  spoken  of  accidentally  by  the  Board,  which  should  call  forth  the 
united  and  hearty  thanks  of  the  Synod  at  this  time,  viz  :  the  per- 
manent endowment  of  Rutgers  College,  which  has  been  effected  during 
the  past  year.  In  itself  considered,  there  are  few  accomplished  facts 
that  bear  more  powerfully  upon  the  future  of  the  world,  than  that  a 
nobly-manned  Christian  College  is  placed  beyond  peradventure  in  its 
position  of  high  influence  on  the  successive  ages.  An  intelligent,  far- 
seeing  benefactor  of  his  race  is  he  who  gives  such  worth  to  his  money  as 
is  imparted  to  it  by  so  worthy  a  use.  Fortunate  and  wise  is  the  gen- 
eration to  whom  is  given  the  privilege  and  the  heait  to  bequeath  such 
an  available  legacy  to  those  who  shall  come  after  them.  But  we 
have  special  cause  for  congratulation  and  thanks,  in  view  of  so  suc- 
cessful a  result  from  our  efforts,  since  our  Church  is  now  so  vitally 
and  generally  connected  with  the  College,  and  they  must  reciprocally 
affect  each  other  in  their  future  parallel  advance.  By  ties  which 
cannot  be  sundered  are  the  hearts  of  our  people  now  bound  to  this 
venerable  Institution,  and  with  blessings  most  abundant  in  the  facil- 
ities for  the  education  of  their  sons,  and  in  the  supply  of  a  thoroughly 
trained  mini-try,  will  they  be  repaid  for  the  endowment,  which  justly 
excites  our  pride,  awakens  our  hopes,  and  stimulates  our  prayers. 

The  success  which  has  thus  attended  our  intelligent  liberality  to- 
wards a  College,  to  be  a  perennial  fountain  of  good  in  the  East, 
should  rouse  us  to  like  energy  in  the  attainment  of  a  like  blessing 
for  our  young  but  vigorous  Churches  in  the  West.  It  is,  therefore, 
occasion  for  further  congratulation,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Com- 
mittee, that  the  Holland  Academy,  which  has  already  done  so  much 
for  the  denomination,  and  for  the  region  in  which  it  has  been  located, 
and  which  has  never  been  as  prosperous  as  now,  is  calling  mo- 
destly, but  loudly,  for  endowment  as  a  college  fully  equipped  for  its 
great  work.  It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  this  call  will  meet  a 
lesponse  that  will  reveal  the  ability,  and  wisdom,  and  liberal  piety 
of  our  people,  even  more  brilliantly  than  has  their  late  cheerful 
offering  on  behalf  of  their  eastern  institution. 

It  is  not  surprising  that,  in  connection  with  this  general  revival  of 
interest  respecting  Christian  education  in  the  Church,  the  Board 
should  be  prompted  to  more  than  usual  zeal  touching  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  Parochial  schools.  Nor  is  it  surprising  that 
throughout  the  Church  there  should  be  manifest  a  growing  feeling  of 
sympathy  with  appeals  thus  addressed  to  them.  Circumstances,  in 
many  cases,  may  make  it  inexpedient  or  impossible  for  Churches  to 
establish  the^e  schools  in  such  a  manner  as  may  give  promise  of  suc- 
cess: yet  many  are  thinking  more  seriously  than  ever  respecting 
their  duty  to  their  children,  in  view  of  the  evils  often  found  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  country.     Your  Committee   recommend,  that 
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when  it  is  deemed  practicable,  Consistories  regard  it  as  worthy  of 
their  grave  consideration,  whether  the  Church  and  the  Master  may 
not  be  honored  by  the  effort  to  furnish  the  early  education  of  our 
children,  under  the  influence  of  those  hallowed  Christian  institutions, 
which  we  would  ever  have  them  hold  dear. 

The  statistics  and  statements  in  the  Report  of  the  Board,  respect- 
ing the  beneficiaries  under  their  care,  are  worthy  of  attention.  Of 
these  are  fifty-eight,  and  their  various  instructors  give  a  very  favor- 
able account  of  them  all.  When  it  is  remembered  that  one-third  of 
the  active  ministry  of  the  Church  have  been  introduced  into  the  sa- 
cred office  through  the  agency  which  is  still  so  signally  successful,  it 
will  be  seen  that  we  are  largely  indebted  to  it  for  the  very  life-blood 
which  gives  us  strength.  We  should  make  even  larger  demands 
upon  it  in  the  future,  and  we  should  furnish  still  more  abundant 
means  with  which  to  answer  these  demands.  Church-extension,  and, 
what  is  of  infinitely  more  consequence,  though  connected  with  this, 
tha  extension  of  our  Master's  kingdom,  requires  that  we  care  liberally 
and  constantly  for  the  various  educational  interests  committed  to  our 
hands. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  .sum  up  what  they  report  for  action, 
in  the  following  Resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  all  our  Churches  should  contribute  systematically 
to  the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  Resolved,  That  as  speedily  as  possible,  Holland  Academy  should 
be  endowed  as  a  first-class  College  in  the  West. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  should  exercise  careful  oversight  over 
their  beneficiaries,  while  under  their  direction,  and  use  all  proper 
means  to  aid  them  in  becoming  usefully  settled  when  their  studies 
are  completed.

The  Committee  on  the  Plan  of  Education  at  the  West  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  "  Plan  of  Edu- 
cation for  the  West,"  submitted  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, 
report : 

The  Classes  at  the  West  have  ever  shown  a  deep  interest  in  the 
cause  of  Christian  education.  Every  effort  hitherto  made  by  them  in 
this  direction,  has  met  the  cooperation  and  support  of  the  General 
Synod,  nor  will  we  now  tie  their  hands  or  say  aught  to  them  but 
this — "  Brethren,  go  forward  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  !"  The 
main  object  of  said  Classes  is,  not  the  mere  literary  training  of  the 
youth,  but  a  system  of  sound  education,  thoroughly  connected  with 
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the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  looking  to  the  preparation  of  a 
faithful  ministry  for  the  West,  and  for  the  general  work  of  Missions. 
With  due  Sy  nodical  cooperation  this  system  will  go  on  towards  per- 
fection, and  will  open  a  glorious  prospect  for  the  extension  of  our 
beloved  Charch.  It  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  details  concerning 
this  plan  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  and  your  Committee  would  merely 
ofier  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  policy  of  Parochial  Schools  and  Academies 
has  repeatedly  been  approved,  as  being  intimately  connected  with  the 
best  interest  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  that  any  efforts  in 
the  Synod  of  Chicago  for  the  establishment  of  the  same  be  hailed 
with  satisfaction  by  this  General  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  proposed  project  of  a  denominational  college 
for  the  West  be  cordially  endorsed  by  this  Synod,  and  that  all  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  the  establishment  of  the  same  be  entrusted  to 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  for  Holland  Academy,  and  to  the 
Synod  of  Chicago. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Rev.  Philip  Phelps  be  recommended  to  the 
Classes  and  the  Churches  in  his  efforts  to  raise  $85,000  for  said  col- 
lege, it  being  understood  that  the  institution  shall,  as  soon  as  possible, 
have  a  theological  character,  and  that  the  money  so  raised  be  paid  to 
the  Board  of  Direction,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  connection  of  a  Theological  Seminary 
with  the  new  College,  the  Committee  feel  that  such  a  measure  may 
be  demanded  in  time,  and  will  necessarily  grow  up  as  the  wants  of 
the  Church  require  it ;  yet.  in  the  midst  of  so  many  oiher  enterprises 
of  great  importance,  this  is  not  the  time  to  propose  or  press  it.

Resolved,  That  J.  Justin  of  the  Senior  Class  in  the  Theological 
Seminary,  and  M.  Kiekinvelt  and  H.  Uiterwyk  of  the  Middle  Class, 
be  recommended  to  be  placed  on  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

RUTGERS     COLLEGE. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  report,  to  this 
Synod  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  the  Board  of  Direction  shall 
be  authorized  to  convey  to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  the  Col- 
lege grounds  and  buildings  at  New  Brunswick. 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed  :  Elders  J.  N.  Rogers, 
S.  B.  SchieftVlin;  Rev.  J.  Bella,  J.  M.  Ferris,  T.  B.  Romeyn. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolutions  before 
Synod  in  reference  to  the  Rutgers  College  property  at  N*w  Bruns- 
wick, with  instructions  to  report  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which 
a  conveyance  of  said  property  should  be  made  by  the  Synod  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College,  respectfully  present  the  following  Report : 

The  whole  subject  referred  to  your  Committee  resolves  itself  into 
two  points  :  1st.  Is  it  expedient  and  desirable  that  the  College  prop- 
erty (so  called)  should  be  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College  at 
all  ?  2d.  If  so,  on  what  terms  and  conditions  should  such  conveyance 
be  made? 

1st,  upon  the  first  point,  the  following  considerations  present  them- 
selves: The  circumstances  existing  when  the  property  was  conveyed 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  to  the  Synod,  and  which  alone  induced 
and  justified  that  conveyance,  no  longer  exist,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
an  exactly  opposite  state  of  things  exists.  The  Trustees  of  the  College, 
under  the  pressure  of  the  financial  embarrassments  then  surrounding 
them,  felt  unable  to  continue  to  prosecute  the  College  enterprise,  and 
were  de>irous  of  making  some  disposition  of  the  property,  by  which, 
on  the  one  hand,  it  would  be  secured  to  the  benefit  of  the  Church,  by 
the  contributions  of  whose  members  it  had  been  principally  acquired  ; 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  they  would  be  relieved  from  pecuniary 
liabilities  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the  building.  But  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  College  scheme  did  not,  and  was  not  intended  to  involve 
the  abandonment  of  the  Synod's  Theological  Seminary,  which,  by  the 
previous  plan,  was,  jointly  with  the  College,  to  enjoy  the  use  and 
occupation  of  the  College  building  (the  Synod  having  agreed,  as  a 
consideration  therefor,  to  contribute  $3,000  towards  the  erection  of  the 
building),  which,  by  the  alienation  of  the  property,  by  the  Trustees, 
to  any  parties  other  than  the  Synod,  would  be  deprived  of  its  local 
habitation. 

Thus,  while  the  Trustees  no  longer  needed  the  property  for  the 
College,  the  Synod  did  need  it  for  the  Seminary,  and  accordingly,  it 
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was  conveyed  by  the  former  to  the  latter,  in  1825,  in  consideration 
of  the  release  of  an  indebtedness  of  the  Trustees  to  the  Synod  for 
$2,212  12,  and  the  further  sum  of  $4,000,  and  $800  interest  thereon, 
for  about  three  years,  amounting  in  all  to  $7,012 — a  consideration 
totally  inadequate  to  the  real  value  of  the  property,  which  had  cost 
upwards  of  $30,000. 

The  situation  of  things  is  now  exactly  reversed.  The  Synod  no 
longer  needs  the  College  building  for  the  purposes  of  the  Seminary, 
which  has  ample  accommodation  through  the  munificence  of  those 
benefactors  to  whom  the  Church  owes  the  possession  of  the  Hertzog 
Theological  Hall.  So  far  as  the  Seminary  is  concerned,  the  Synod 
derives  no  benefit  from  the  College  property,  save  the  use  of  the  two 
wings  of  the  building  as  residences  for  two  of  the  Theological  Professors, 
and  subject  to  the  very  material  drawback  of  liability  for  the  whole 
expenses  for  repairs,  insurance,  &c,  upon  the  whole  building.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  College,  so  happily  revived  from  the  lethargy 
which  threatened  to  terminate  in  fatal  dissolution,  and  now,  by  the 
Christian  liberality  of  the  members  of  our  Church,  continued  with  the 
splendid  endowment,  upon  certain  just  and  wise  conditions,  received 
from  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  placed  upon  a  footing  which  will 
enable  it  to  enter  on  a  course  of  greatly  expanded  usefulness,  has 
immediate  and  pressing  need  of  the  title  to  and  complete  control  of 
the  property.  It  is  true  that  under  the  agreement  already  existing 
between  the  Trustees  and  the  Synod,  the  College  has  the  use  of  the 
building  (except  the  portions  occupied  for  professoral  residences)  for 
the  College  purposes,  of  which  the  Synod  cannot  deprive  it.  But,  in 
order  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  its  operations  on  the  more  enlarged 
and  liberal  scale  which  will  now  justly  be  expected  of  it,  and  especially 
to  fulfill  the  conditions  of  its  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  it 
needs  the  use  of  the  whole  of  the  present  building,  with  the  ability 
from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  demand,  to  erect  new  buildings 
and  make  other  improvements  and  alterations  in  the  condition  of  the 
property,  such  as  to  adapt  it  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  institution,  and 
enable  it  to  keep  up  with  other  like  institutions  in  the  onward  march 
of  improvement.  It  certainly  needs  no  argument  to  show,  that  for 
these  purposes  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  Trustees  should  be 
invested  with  the  title  to  and  absolute  control  of  the  property,  subject 
only  to  such  conditions  as  shall  secure  the  paramount  influence  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  over  the  management  of  the  institution. 
The  use,  by  the  Theological  Professors,  of  portions  of  the  College 
building  as  residences,  now  rendered  comparatively  ineligible  by  the 
removal  of  the  Seminary  itself  to  Hertzog  Hall — will  be  more  than 
compensated  for  by  devoting  the  money  proposed  to  be  paid  by  the 
Trustees  for  the  property  to  the  erection  of  new  dwellings  for  the 
professors  upon  the  grounds  attached  to  the  Theological  Hall. 

2d.  As  to  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  the  conveyance  should 
be  made.    This  may  be  sub-divided  into  two  heads — the  first  relating 
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to  the  pecuniary  consideration  which  the  Synod  should  receive ;  the 
second,  to  the  conditions  and  restrictions  necessary  to  secure  to  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  a  paramount  influence  in  the  management 
of  the  College. 

1st,  As  to  the  price.  This  may  be  looked  at  from  several  different 
points  of  view.  Thus,  it  may  be  viewed  with  reference  to  the  consider- 
ation actually  paid  by  the  Synod  for  the  property.  This  has  been  al- 
ready stated  to  have  been  $7,012,  more  or  less.  If  to  this  be  added  the 
sum  of  $3,000,  which  the  Synod  had  agreed  to  contribute  towards  the 
erection  of  a  Theological  Hall,  it  will  make  $10,012.  The  Synod  has 
no  doubt  expended,  from  time  to  time,  considerable  sums  in  repairs, 
&c,  upon  the  property,  as  an  offset  to  which  it  has  had  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  property,  in  part  exclusively,  and  in  part  in  common 
with  the  College. 

Again,  the  matter  may  be  viewed  as  a  purely  business  transaction 
between  A  and  B,  with  reference  solely  to  the  benefit  now  derived 
from  the  property  to  the  Synod,  and  its  value  to  them  in  the  market. 
The  sole  benefit  now  derived  by  the  Synod  from  the  property  is  the 
use  of  the  wings  as  residences  for  the  Theological  Professors,  the  rental 
of  which  may  be  estimated  at  from  $800  to  $1,000  per  year.  To  be 
deducted  from  this  is  the  annual  expense  to  which  Synod  is  sub- 
jected on  account  of  the  property,  shown,  by  the  able  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses,  to  average  $400  per  year.  It  thus 
appears  that  the  use  of  the  property  is  worth  to  the  Synod  no  more 
than  from  $400  to  $600  per  year.  If  we  consider  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty to  the  Synod  for  purposes  of  sale,  we  find  that  the  College,  under 
the  written  agreement  or  covenant  between  it  and  the  Synod,  executed 
in  1840,  is  perpetually  entitled  (in  compliance  with  its  part  of  the 
agreement),  to  the  possession  and  use  of  the  College  building  for  the 
purposes  of  the  exercises  of  the  College,  and  cannot  be  deprived  of  it 
by  the  Synod  ;  furthermore,  that  of  these  portions  of  the  grounds  in 
which  the  President's  house  and  Van  Nest  Hall  are  erected,  the 
College  holds  leases  from  the  Synod,  with  covenants  for  perpetual 
renewal,  from  time  to  time,  unless  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the 
Synod  pays  the  Trustees  for  the  buildings,  which  have  been  erected 
by  them.  It  thus  appears,  that  the  Synod  is  invested  with  the  bare 
legal  title  to  the  property,  without  the  power  to  sell  or  give  posses- 
sion to  a  purchaser,  without  a  release  of  their  rights  by  the  College 
Trustees,  except  perhaps  as  to  such  portions  of  the  ground  (if  any) 
as  are  not  essential  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  College  buildings  ; 
a  sale  of  which  would  result  in  such  a  dismemberment  of  the  prop- 
erty as  your  Committee  are  confident  that  the  Synod  would  never 
authorize. 

But  neither  of  these  views  to  your  Committee  appears  to  be  the  just 
and  libeial  view  of  the  matter  which  ought  to  be  taken  by  the  Synod. 
The  College  and  the  Synod,  as  representing  the  Theological  Seminary, 
are  not  two  unconnected  bodies,  having  no  interest  in  each  other's 
welfare,  and  dealing  with  each  other  on  the  same  footing  upon  which

business  men  deal  with  each  other.  The  College  and  the  Seminary- 
are  alike  parts  of  the  Church's  one  entire  scheme  of  Christian  educa- 
tion. They  are  the  complements  of  each  other.  Each  has  a  vital 
interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  other ;  and  both  are  entitled  to  the 
fostering  care  of  the  Church.  Never  for  a  moment  should  they  be 
viewed  as  having  any  antagonistic  relations.  Never  for  a  moment 
should  the  idea  be  entertained  of  permitting  the  one  to  speculate  upon 
the  necessities  of  the  other.  The  Synod's  Board  of  Direction,  and  the 
Corporation  of  the  College  are  alike  merely  parts  of  the  machinery  of 
the  Church  for  the  proper  and  convenient  administration  of  the  means 
which  she  provides  for  the  education  of  her  youth  and  the  training  of 
her  ministry.  They  should  be  regarded  not  as  bodies  having  separate 
interests,  but  as  parts  of  one  harmonious  whole.  Either  should  be 
indifferently  employed  in  carrying  out  the  Church's  scheme  of  educa- 
tion, with  sole  reference  to  the  advantages  offered  for  the  attainment 
of  the  great  ends  proposed.  If  the  title  to  the  College  property  can, 
with  advantage  to  the  College,  and  without  injury  to  the  Seminary, 
be  transferred  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  it  should  unhesitatingly 
be  done ;  and  no  thought  of  driving  a  hard  or  a  profitable  bargain 
with  the  Trustees,  either  for  the  benefit  of  the  Seminary,  or  in  order 
to  relieve  the  Church  from  the  necessity  of  further  contributions, 
should  be  entertained.  In  whatever  light  the  matter  is  viewed,  we 
are  of  opinion  that  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  a  reasonable 
and  sufficient  pecuniary  consideration  to  be  required  by  the  Synod 
for  the  conveyance  of  the  property  to  the  College. 

2d.  As  to  the  guarantees  to  be  required  to  secure  the  paramount 
influence  of  the  Dutch  Church  in  the  administration  of  the  College. 
This  is  a  point  on  which  the  Committee  have  had  no  difficulty,  and 
think  the  Synod  will  have  none.  The  obvious  mode  of  accomplishing 
the  end  proposed,  is  to  have  inserted  in  the  deed  conveying  the  prop- 
erty to  the  College  Trustees,  conditions  by  which,  if  the  property 
shall  cease  to  be  used  and  occupied  for  the  collegiate  purposes,  or  if, 
at  any  time,  the  President  of  the  College  and  three-fourths  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  not  be  members  in  full  communion  in  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,  then  the  deed  shall  be  void,  and  the  title 
to  the  property  revert  to  the  Synod.  There  is  no  legal  difficulty, 
that  the  Committee  are  aware  of,  in  the  way  of  such  a  conveyance, 
and  it  seems  to  them  to  furnish  the  most  simple  and  effectual  way  of 
securing  the  College  to  the  Dutch  Church. 

The  following  resolutions  are  unanimously  recommended  by  the 
Committee  for  adoption  by  the  Synod.  They  have  been  framed 
after  a  full  conference  with  the  President  of  the  College,  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  present,  five  in  number,  and  the 
Committee  are  authorized  to  say,  that  they  are  acceptable  to  them  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  convey  the  title  to  the  ground  and  build- 
ings at  New  Brunswick,  known  as  "  Rutgers  College,"  to  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College,  for  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid 
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by  said  Trustees  as  follows  :  One  thousand  dollars  on  the  delivery  of 
the  deed  of  conveyance,  and  eleven  thousand  dollars  May  1st,  186*7, 
or  when  possession  shall  be  given  to  said  Trustees  of  the  wings  of  the 
College  building,  now  occupied  as  residences  by  the  Theological  Pro- 
fessors, if  given  before  said  date  ;  said  payment  of  eleven  thousand 
dollars  to  be  meantime  secured  by  mortgage  on  said  property,  bearing 
no  interest  until  due. 

Provided,  That  the  deed  of  conveyance  shall  reserve  to  the  Synod 
the  use  of  the  said  portions  of  the  College  building  occupied  as  pro- 
fessoral  residences,  until  May  1st,  1867,  for  such  residences,  if  the 
Synod  shall  elect  to  and  use  them  until  that  date  ; 

And  provided  further,  That  the  deed  of  conveyance  shall  contain 
conditions,  properly  framed  under  competent  legal  advice,  that  the 
property  so  conveyed  shall  be  used  and  occupied  by  the  College  for 
the  purpose  of  collegiate  education  and  the  usual  and  proper  in- 
cidents thereto ;  and  that  the  President  of  the  College,  and  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  shall  always  be 
members  in  full  communion  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  of  North  America ;  and  that,  on  breach  of  either  of  these 
conditions,  the  deed  of  conveyance  shall  be  void,  and  the  title  to  the 
property  revert  to  the  Synod. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  the  said  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
so  paid  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  set 
apart  as  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  residences  for  the  Theological  Professors  ; 
and,  until  such  time  as  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  erect  such 
residences,  the  Board  of  Direction  are  instructed  to  have  said  sum 
safely  invested  in  such  manner  that  it  may  be  readily  made  available, 
when  required,  in  defraying  the  expense  of  such  erection. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

now  occupied  by  them  respectively.

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committer 
to  hold  regular  meetings,  to  keep  a  book 
annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  a  synopsis  of  which 
shall  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall, 
except  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  be  directed  to 
divide  themselves  into  three  classes,  one  retiring  each  successive  year, 
and  report  the  name  of  the  retiring  member  each  year  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendents. 

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  whose  terms  of  office 
had  expired. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Hudson,  Orange, 
Monmouth,  Rensselaer,  Saratoga,  Greene,  Paramus,  Westchester, 
Schoharie,  and  Geneva. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  a  double  number  of 
persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  the  Classes  who  have 
not  nominated. 

The  following  were  elected :  Rev.  Charles  J.  Shepard  from 
the  Classis  of  Hudson,  Edward  W.  Bentley  from  the  Classis  of 
Orange,  Ezra  W.  Collier  from  the  Classis  of  Monmouth,  B.  F.  Snyder 
from  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  0.  H.  Gregory  from  the  Classis  of 
Saratoga,  Cyril  Spaulding  from  the  Classis  of  Greene,  J.  T.  Demarest 
from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  Abel  T.  Stewart  from  the  Classis  of 
Westchester,  Edward  Miller  from  the  Classis  of  Schoharie,  George 
J.  Van  Neste  from  the  Classis  of  Geneva,  Joseph  Scudder  from  the 
Classis  of  Arcot,  W.  R.  Gordon  from  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  and 
J.  M.  Ferris  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  for  two  years. 

The  following  nominations  for  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Holland  Academy,  made  by  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago,  were  confirmed :  Elder  G.  W.  Force  of  the  Classis  of

,.  Bailey,  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan  ;  Rev.  John  Vandermeulen,   for 

one  year,  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Jacob  Vandermeulen. 

The  Committee  on  the  Contingent  Fund,  appointed  by  the  last 

General  Synod,  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted, 

amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred,  by  the  last  General  Synod, 
"  the  whole  subject  of  the  Contingent  Fund,"  beg  leave  to  report — 

They  have  taken  up  the  Memorial  of  the  Classis  of  Orange,  the 
Resolutions  of  the  Classis  of  Geneva,  the  Report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  in  June  last  to  consider  the  above  Memorial  and 
Resolutions,  and  all  the  documents  which  seemed  to  bear  upon  the 
subject,  and  have  given  to  them  a  careful  deliberation.  Besides  pri- 
vate consultations,  one  with  another,  they  have  twice  met  for  the 
preparation  of  a  Report,  and  unanimously  concur  in  the  propositions 
herewith  submitted. 

THE    SETBJECT    STATED. 

From  1852  to  1855,  all  the  expenses  of  the  General  Synod,  with 
the  exception  of  two  items,  were  paid  from  the  income  of  the  Per- 
manent Fund.  In  the  last-mentioned  year,  the  salaries  of  the  Pro- 
fessors in  the  Theological  Seminary  were  increased,  and  since  then, 
the  charges  on  the  Treasury  have  steadily  multiplied,  until  the  yearly 
deficiency  is  not  less  than  $1,500,  and  may  be  one-half  as  much  more, 
or  over  $2,000.  Said  deficiency  has,  since  1857,  been  divided  as  a 
tax  among  the  Classes,  and  has  been  inaccurately  called  an  "  Assess- 
ment for  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  General  Synod."  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  such  an  expression  ever  came  into  use  in  this  connection. 
The  tax  is  not  truly  levied  for  "  Contingent  Expenses,"  but  for  all 
deficiencies  in  the  Synod's  revenue,  from  year  to  year,  whatever  be 
the  cause  of  the  expenditure  ;  on  this  ground  the  Classes  complain. 
Some  of  them  either  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  apportioned  to  them  or 
pay  reluctantly  and  under  protest.  Meantime  the  evil  grows ;  for, 
while  the  rate  of  interest,  and  therefore  the  income  of  the  Permanent 
Fund  diminishes,  scarcely  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  passes  without 
calling  for  new  appropriations.  From  all  sections  of  the  Church 
comes  the  demand  for  a  financial  change,  for  the  inauguration  of 
some  measure  or  measures  wrhich  will  merely  assess  the  Classes  for 
such  expenses  as  are  indeed  contingent,  and  provide  a  fixed  or  funded 
income  for  all  other  obligations  of  the  General  Synod. 

EXPENSES. 

The  expenses  of  the  General  Synod,  so  far  as  they  pass  under 
review  in  this  Report,  are  of  a  fourfold  character ; 
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1.  Those  which  properly  appertain  to  the  organization  and  meet- 
ings of  the  Synod.  In  the  Treasurer's  Account  for  June,  1863,  there 
are  given  as  follows :

At  the  last  meeting  correspondence  was  opened  with  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  N.  S.,  and  with  the  General 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  :  this  may  pave  the  way  for 
an  interchange  of  Delegates  with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies;  but  all 
such  acts  of  Christian  fraternity  involve  expense.  The  Delegates 
from  the  West  to  this  body  can  claim  $372  instead  of  $190  as  above. 
Committees,  &c,  must  also  be  paid,  and  hence,  according  to  present 
arrangements,  the  average  annual  obligations  of  the  General  Synod, 
under  this  head,  will  fully  reach  $1,000. 

2.  Those  connected  with  the  management  of  the  funds.  Here  we 
include,

Under  this  head  must  be  charged  all  items  which  may  arise  from 
the  care,  security,  or  efforts  to  increase  the  funds  entrusted  to  the 
Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  Those  arising  from  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick.  The  most  of  them  are  directly  associated  with 
Hertzog  Hall,  viz :

As  no  provision  has  been  made  in  the  above  figures  for  the  increase 
of  the  Library,  any  amount  not  likely  to  be  needed  from  year  to  year 
should  be  thus  appropriated. 

But  the  General  Synod  has  purchased,  and  yet  holds,  the  Rutgers 
College  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The 
two  wings  are  occupied  as  professoral  residences,  and  the  main  build- 
ing, until  1856,  was  used  as  a  Theological  Hall.  Legally  and  prac- 
tically all  the  whole  charge  of  said  property  falls  upon  the  Treasury. 
For  the  year  ending  June,  1863,  the  outlay  was  small,  but  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1 864,  the  items  amount  to  $2,671  53.  Taking  year 
by  year,  the  average  expense  of  Rutgers  College  (grounds  and  build- 
dings)  cannot  be  rated  at  less  that  8400.  Thus,  the  total  for  the 
support  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  according  to  the  above  calcula- 
tion, is  $7,000  per  annum. 

4.  Those  which  cannot  be  classified,  and  which  seem  to  have  been 
accidentally  assumed.  Under  this  head  are  only  two  items  of  small 
amount : 

Insurance  of  Holland  Academy,  over  the  means

Insurance  of  Parsonage  at  Alexandria  Bay. ...  315

Respecting  the  expenses  of  General  Synod,  as  just  detailed,  your 
Committee  would  remark, 

(1)  That  the  term  "  Contingent  Expenses"  can  only  be  applied  to 
those  enumerated  under  paragraph  1.  The  phrase  is  so  used  and 
understood  by  contemporary  Synods  and  Assemblies,  and  was  so 
employed  in  this  body  before  1834.  Let  it  be  so  defined  for  the  fu- 
ture in  our  Minutes. 

(2)  Said  expenses  cannot  be  materially  diminished.  The  only  item 
which  even  a  rigid  economy  would  strike  from  the  list,  is  that  giving 
$372,  if  called  for,  to  the  Delegates  from  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago.  •  Just  as  this  appropriation  may  be,  it  should  not  perhaps 
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be  continued  while  the  Treasury  is  so  much  embarrassed,  especially 
since  no  assessment  is  now  made  upon  that  Synod. 

(3)  Since  they  cannot  be  diminished,  and  are  necessary  to  the 
well-being  of  the  Church,  they  must  be  faithfully  and  punctually  dis- 
charged. No  friend  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  will  ever  wish 
to  see  its  just  obligations  fail.  The  Church  of  Christ,  in  honesty, 
must  not  be  shamed  by  the  "  children  of  the  world."  If  the  Classes 
are  dissatisfied  with  past  arrangements  for  the  relief  of  the  Treas- 
ury, it  behoves  them  heartily  to  join  in  some  new  measure  that  will 
secure  a  sufficient  revenue.  Surely  they  cannot  refuse  to  do  so  plain 
a  duty  ! 

(4)  The  Synod  must  be  warned  not  to  increase  its  expenditures ; 
to  take  no  further  obligations,  at  least  for  the  present,  except  from 
absolute  necessity.  It  will  call  forth  all  their  energy  to  provide  ways 
and  means  for  those  already  assumed. 

HOW    THE    EXPENSES    SHALL    BE    MET. 

1.  The  Contingent  Expenses. — The  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
have  hitherto  been  printed,  and  sold  at  a  designated  price.  No 
better  plan  can  be  substituted ;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  Stated  Clerk 
has  sole  charge  of  this  department,  the  account  should  be  transferred 
to  him  from  the  Treasurer.  He  can  more  easily  and  promptly  col- 
lect his  bills  and  report  this  item  for  the  "  Annual  Digest,"  with  a 
probable  regular  balance  in  the  Synod's  favor.  All  other  expenses 
connected  with  the  meetings  and  business  of  this  body,  and  for  the 
payment  of  its  delegates,  &c,  should,  of  right,  and  according  to  the 
usual  practice  of  ecclesiastical  assemblies,  fall  as  an  assessment  or 
apportionment  upon  the  Particular  Synods,  to  be  by  them  divided 
among  the  Classes.  This  principle  has  already  been  recommended, 
and  may  be  fixed  as  the  future  policy  of  the  General  Synod.  It  fol- 
lows, that  no  Permanent  Contingent  Fund  should  be  accumulated. 

2.  The  Expense  of  Managing  the  Funds. — It  is  a  commercial 
maxim,  that  vested  funds  shall  pay  for  their  management.  Why 
should  not  the  Board  of  Direction  adopt  this  principle  ?  Then  the 
Treasurer's  salary  will  be  divided  pro  rata,  and  be  taken  from  the  in- 
come of  the  various  funds  entrusted  to  his  care.  In  like  manner,  the 
incidentals  of  said  Board  and  losses,  from  whatever  cause,  should  be 
charged  to  the  income  of  that  fund  to  which  they  appropriately  be- 
long. By  this  just  arrangement,  both  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the 
Permanent  Fund  will  be  somewhat  relieved. 

3.  The  Expenses  of  the  Theological  Seminary. — All  the  exercises 
of  said  Seminary  are  now  transferred  to  Hertzog  Hall,  and  with 
them,  the  corresponding  charges  for  the  same  upon  the  Treasury. 
Except  the  two  wings,  used  as  professoral  residences,  the  whole  pro- 
perty, known  as  Rutgers  College,  is  occupied,  free  of  charge,  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  whom  vests  the  charter  of  that  literary  institu- 
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tion  ;  while  all  the  outlay  for  repairs,  &c ,  still  continues  to  fall  upon 
the  Synod,  and  is  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  funds  of  the  Church.  As 
has  already  been  stated,  the  Treasurer  has  paid,  on  that  single 
account,  during  the  last  year,  the  sura  of  $2, 6*71  53.  Is  it  not  time 
to  cease  an  unjustifiable  liberality  ?  Should  not  the  Synod  husband 
all  its  resources  ?  The  property  thus  given  up  to  the  free  occupancy 
of  the  Trustees,  is  valuable,  and  they  can  afford  to  pay  for  its  use 
a  valuable  consideration.  It  may  safely  be  affirmed  that  the  original 
cost  alone,  without  regard  to  the  thousands  of  dollars  since  added 
for  improvements,  would  have  erected  three  ample  professoral  resi- 
dences, and  have  funded  an  amount  sufficient  to  keep  them  in  repair. 
Your  Committee  feel,  therefore,  that  the  Rutgers  College  lot  and 
building  should  be  a  source  of  profit,  and  not  an  expense  to  the 
Treasury.  It  is  recommended  that  they  be  reconveyed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  on  equitable  terms  and  under  sufficient  guarantees,  or  that 
they  be  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  and  for  a  rent  which  will  cover 
insurance,  repairs,  <fcc,  and  also  add  some  adequate  amount  to  the 
revenues  of  the  Synod. 

Apart  from  Rutgers  College,  and  what  may  be  justly  expected  from 
its  lease  or  sale,  the  expense  of  the  Theological  School,  according  to 
previous  calculations,  cannot  be  less  than  $6,100  per  annum.  To  meet 
this  demand,  there  has  been  provided  a  Permanent  Fund,  which  was 
raised  and  invested  for  the  support  of  the  Seminary  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever  (excepting  the  sura  of 
$5,100  for  Rutgers  College,  and  of  $600  for  Holland  Academy). 
Let  said  fund  be  solely  and  wholly  used  for  the  designated  purpose. 
It  is  sometimes  called  the  Professoral  Fund,  but  the  Professors  have 
no  more  just  claim  upon  its  income  than  the  Hall,  the  Janitor, 
the  Librarian,  or  the  Board  of  Superintendents.  It  is  not  the 
"  Professoral"  but  the  "  Theological  Seminary  Fund"  of  our  Church. 
In  proof  of  this,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  for  June,  1835,  pages  341  and  423.  In  the  Digest  of  1863, 
the  Permanent  Fund  is  given  as  $91,480.  Deducting  the  $5700 
above  excepted,  and  there  remains  for  the  Seminary  the  sum  of 
$85,780.  For  the  future,  it  will  not  be  safe  to  calculate  on  more 
than  six  per  cent.,  per  annum,  for  moneys  safely  invested.  Hence, 
this  $85,780  will  yield  an  income  of  nearly  $5200.  Allowing,  of  this, 
$300  for  the  management,  and  there  remains  for  professors'  salaries, 
&c,  the  sum  of  $4,900.  For  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1864,  the 
total  income  was  $5,218  22.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
annual  deficiency  cannot  be  less  than  $1,200,  or  the  "interest  of 
$20,000. 

What  remains  but  to  add,  as  speedily  as  possible,  $20,000  to  the 
Permanent  Fund.  This  measure  cannot  but  meet  the  approbation 
and  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Classes.  But  how  shall  it  be  raised  ? 
No  committee  or  agent  can  do  it  so  well  as  the  Classes  themselves. 
Let  said  amount  be  carefully  and  equitably  divided  among  them,  not 
as  an  assessment,  but  as  an  apportionment  of  what  may  justly  be 
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expected  from  each,  and  let  them  at  once  adopt  active  measures  for 
securing  the  same,  by  any  mode  which  seems  most  practicable.  It 
is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  wealthy  members  of  the  Church  will 
everywhere  contribute  to  so  noble  a  charity. 

Meanwhile,  the  present  plan  of  assessment  must  continue  until  the 
620,000  be  secured.  The  Synod  can  claim  no  right  of  taxation  for 
the  Seminary,  but  it  asks  the  Classes  and  the  Churches  to  acquiesce 
in  it,  for  a  season,  as  a  matter  of  necessity  and  expediency.  The 
Treasury  must  not  be  left  to  insolvency.  But  any  Classis  paying  in 
its  quota  of  the  fund  to  be  raised,  will  of  course  be  released  from 
further  apportionments  for  the  Theological  School. 

If  no  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, and  if  that  property  remain  in  its  present  status,  the  Permanent 
Fund  must  be  proportionally  increased — increased  by  the  additional 
sum  of  $15,000.  It  is  for  the  Synod  to  say  whether  this  shall  be 
done. 

Interest  has  been  calculated  at  six  per  cent.  The  future  rate  may 
be  higher,  but  any  increased  incomes  from  that  source  can  be  wisely 
appropriated  to  a  course  of  lectures,  in  the  Seminary,  on  Sacred 
Rhetoric,  &c,  or  be  suffered  to  accumulate  for  the  establishment  of  a 
fourth  professorship. 

4.  The  Anomalous  Expenses. — The  Board  of  Direction  has  indeed 
received  a  title  for  Holland  Academy,  and  that  institution  is  to  be 
cherished  as  a  child  of  the  Church  ;  and  yet  the  General  Synod  has 
not  assumed,  and  cannot  assume,  any  obligations  in  its  behalf  beyond 
the  funds  raised  for  that  purpose.  No  other  safe  principle  can 
be  adopted.  The  Academy  has  $600  only  invested.  Beyond  the 
means  thus  provided  ($42  per  annum),  or  hereafter  to  be  provided, 
the  Corporation  may  not  appropriate  a  single  dollar  on  that  account, 
even  for  insurance  or  repair. 

The  Parsonage  at  Alexandria  Bay  is  simply  held  for  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions.  Let  that  Board  bear  its  expenses.  This  is  a 
small  matter,  but  it  involves  a  principle,  which,  if  not  now  decided, 
may  at  any  time  plunge  the  Treasury  into  serious  and  unexpected 
embarrassments. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  Resolved,  That,  for  the  time  being,  the  whole  estimated  de- 
ficiency of  the  Synod's  income  be  apportioned  to  the  Particular 
Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany,  according  to  the  present  ratio. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  be  paid,  pro  rata, 
from  the  income  of  the  several  funds  entrusted  to  his  care,  and  that 
all  the  other  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Direction  be  charged  to  their 
appropriate  funds. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  income  of  the  Permanent  Fund  (except  as 
already  excepted)  be  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  and  that  said  fund  be  increased  by  the 
full  sum  of  $20,000. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  persons  from  each  Partic- 
ular Synod  be  appointed,  who  shall,  during  the  present  session,  justly 
and  fairly  apportion  said  820,000  among  the  several  Classes,  and  pre- 
pare a  circular  letter,  in  the  name  of  the  Synod,  explaining  its  action, 
and  urging  a  speedy  effort  to  secure  the  amount  thus  apportioned. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  accounts  for  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  be  transferred  from  the  Treasurer  to  the  Stated  Clerk,  and 
that  he  furnish  the  usual  item  on  that  subject,  for  the  "  Annual 
Digest." 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  fixed  policy  of  this  Synod  to  apportion 
or  assess  its  contingent  expenses  (except  for  the  Minutes),  upon  the 
Particular  Synods,  and  that  no  further  efforts  be  made  to  accumulate 
a  "  Permanent  Contingent  Fund." 

7.  Resolved,  That  any  expenses  in  behalf  of  the  Parsonage  at 
Alexandria  Bay,  be  charged  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions.

The  Committee  on  the^Professorate  presented  the  following  Report 
which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  papers  placed  in  their  hands.  These  were  a 
letter  from  Mr.  P.  R.  Warner,  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  one 
from  Mr.  John  Van  Nest,  of  the  same  Board,  expressing  their  wishes 
not  to  be  placed  in  nomination  again  for  a  reelection. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  accompanied  by  the 
Treasurer's  Report,  the  Annual  Digest  of  the  Funds  and  lists  of  Secu- 
rities, Endowed  Scholarships,  Education  Fund  Income  Account, 
statements  of  the  Van  Rensselaer  and  Knox  Funds  from  Treasurer 
of  Rutgers  College,  together  with  several  communications  on  the 
matter.     On  these  several  papers  they  submit  as  follows : 

I.  On  the  letters  declining  to  be  recommended  to  seats  in  the 
Board  of  Corporation,  from  Messrs.  Warner  and  Van  Nest,  your 
Committee,  inasmuch  as  no  reason  is  assigned  to  sustain  the  wish 
expressed,  and  on  account  of  the  value  of  the  services  which  those 
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members  are  so  amply  qualified  to  render,  recommend  to  the  Synod 
that  their  names  again  be  placed  on  nomination  for  reelection. 

II.  On  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary. — This  document  presents  no  subject  requiring 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Synod.  Its  details  being  published  in  the 
Minutes,  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  more  than  to  refer  to  the  record. 
Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  congratulating  the  Synod  on  the 
general  prosperity  with  which  the  Seminary  has  been  blessed  during 
the  past  year  through  God's  great  goodness. 

III.  On  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction. — The  Treasurer 
(Mr.  John  I.  Brower's)  Account  having  been  examined  by  an  audit- 
ing committee,  was  found  to  be  correct.  It  states  a  balance  on  hand 
amounting  to  $9,210  66  carried  to  new  account. 

The  Board  of  Direction  state  in  their  Report,  that  "  the  interest 
received  from  the  Permanent  Professoral  Fund  has  not  been  sufficient 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  by  about  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars  :  aud  the  advances  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Synod 
amount  to  $1,482.  Both  justice  and  necessity  require  that  this 
amount  should  be  refunded  at  an  early  day." 

It  thus  appears  that  the  income  necessary  to  pay  the  Professors' 
salaries  is  deficient  by  the  amount  of  $400.  It  appears  also,  from  an 
entry  in  the  Treasurer's  account,  under  date  of  15th  March  last,  that 
an  amount  of  $200  was  paid  to  each  of  the  Theological  Professors, 
making  $600  in  all,  it  being  derived  from  the  special  contribution  of 
a  few  friends  in  the  Collegiate  Church.  In  addition  to  these  state- 
ments your  Committee  have  to  mention,  that  a  communication  from 
Professor  De  Witt,  addressed  to  the  Synod  and  referred  to  your  Com- 
mittee, sets  forth  that  the  amount  of  $300  named  in  his  call  to  the 
Professoral  Chair  as  an  allowance  for  house-rent,  proves  to  be  in- 
adequate in  the  sum  of  $200,  and  the  Professor  asks  of  the  Synod 
the  addition  of  that  sum  to  the  original  amount,  so  as  to  make  his 
allowance  for  rent  to  be  $500  per  year. 

The  facts  thus  stated  have  their  origin  in  the  exigencies  of  the 
times.  The  honor  and  the  good  faith  of  the  Church  require  that  the 
advances  made  by  the  Board  of  Direction  shall  be  promptly  repaid. 
And  while  your  Committee  gratefully  regard  the  liberality  of  those 
friends  in  the  Collegiate  Church  who  enabled  the  Treasurer  to  make 
a  needed  although  slight  addition  to  the  Professors'  salaries,  the 
honor  and  the  faith  of  the  Church,  in  their  judgment  must  not  allow- 
a  recurrence  of  a  condition  of  things  which  shall  make  it  necessary 
that  such  items  should  again  be  found  in  our  Treasurer's  Report. 
Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  Professor  De  Witt's  request  be  granted,  and  that 
$200  per  year,  be  added  temporarily  to  the  sum  of  $300  allowed  to 
him  for  rent. 
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2.  Whereas,  The  salaries  of  the  Professors  in  our  Theological 
Seminary  are  seriously  diminished  by  the  present  depreciation  in 
the  value  of  our  currency — which  deficiency  the  Synod  should  in 
fairness  supplement — and  whereas,  the  income  from  the  Permanent, 
Funds  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  any  increase  of  their  salaries, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  this  Synod, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  raise,  in  any  way  which  their  judgment 
shall  approve,  a  sum  not  less  than  $1,500,  to  be  equally  divided 
among  the  three  Professors  in  the  Seminary,  for  the  current  year. 

The  Board  of  Direction  report  the  receipt  of  a  deed  of  Jerome 
A.  Davenport  and  Julia  A.  Davenport  his  wife,  conveying  certain 
Church  property  at  Eden,  Ford-du-Lac  county,  Wisconsin,  to  the 
General  Synod,  and  asking  for  instruction.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mend to  the  Synod  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  and  authorized 
to  accept  this  conveyance,  and  to  take  whatever  steps  may  be  neces- 
sary to  enter  into  possession,  to  hold  the  property  until  it  may  be 
satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  sale,  grant,  or  otherwise,  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  the  Board  of  Direction  to  make  such 
disposition  of  it  by  and  with  the  counsel  of  the  Board  of  Direction, 
and  that  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  through  acceptance  of  this 
conveyance,  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, chargable  to  the  Church  Extension  account. 

Your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  to  this  Synod,  that  the 
several  accounts,  lists  of  securities,  and  other  financial  papers,  show 
very  conclusively  that  the  money  interests  of  the  Church  are  man- 
aged with  great  prudence  and  ability.  We  suggest,  however,  in  this 
connection,  that  the  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College  be  requested  to 
have  his  future  statement  of  accounts  to  be  rendered  with  the  report 
of  an  auditing  committee  attached.  Your  Committee  recommend 
here  a  resolution,  that  the  Synod  notices  with  satisfaction  the  care- 
fulness and  fidelity  of  the  management  of  its  financial  trusts. 

IV.  On  the  reference  respecting  an  increase  of  funds,  from  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  Albany. — At  the  recent  session  of  that  body,  it  was 
resolved  "  most  respectfully  yet  earnestly  to  urge  upon  the  General 
Synod,  the  inauguration  of  an  earnest  effort  for  such  an  increase  of 
the  Permanent  Funds  of  the  Church  as  shall  meet  all  necessary  ex- 
penditures for  our  educational  institution  at  New  Brunswick,  leaving 
only  such  amounts  to  be  raised  by  assessments  upon  our  Churches  as 
may  be  required  for  the  contingent  expenses,  properly  so  termed,  of 
our  several  ecclesiastical  bodies." 

Upon  this  reference,  and  upon  a  similar  one  from  the  Classis  of 
Raritan,  no  action  is  necessary,  for  the  reason  that  the  General  Synod, 
in  the  adoption  of  a  plan  whereby  it  is  expected  that  the  sum  of 
$20,000  will  be  added  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  has  anticipated  the 
above  recommendation. 
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V.  On  the  application  of  the  Superintendents  of  Holland  Academy 
for  action  of  this  Synod  to  enable  them  to  obtain  a  College  charter. 
— The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Holland  Academy  present 
to  the  Synod  a  written  request  "  to  donate  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  College  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish,  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars  out  of  the  fund  which  may  be  procured  for 
endowment  of  the  institution,  in  order  that  the  legal  steps  may  be  taken 
for  the  securing  of  a  College  charter."  Your  Committee  preface  the 
resolution  which  they  recommend  for  adoption,  with  an  explanatory 
statement.  Under  the  relation  now  maintained  between  the  Synod 
and  the  Academy  above  named,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the 
latter  are  authorized  to  raise,  for  endowment  of  the  institution,  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  or  more  dollars.  And  the  endowment  funds,  in 
whatever  amount  which  may  be  raised,  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  General  Synod  for  safe  keeping  and 
proper  investment.  This  deposit  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trust,  inas- 
much as  the  income  to  be  derived  from  its  investment  must  be  used 
exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  Academy,  when  it  shall  have  passed 
into  its  proposed  collegial  existence ;  a  trust,  however,  accompanied 
by  the  right  which  vests  in  the  Synod  of  electing  the  Trustees  of  the 
institution. 

The  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan  provide  that  any  number  of 
persons,  not  less  than  five  (5),  may  become  a  corporation  for  found- 
ing a  College;  that  to  found  a  College,  the  amount  of  thirty  thou- 
sand (30,000)  dollars  shall  be  in  good  faith  subscribed  or  given  ;  that 
when  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  on  30,000  dollars  be  actually  paid  in, 
such  persons  may  proceed  to  elect  trustees  for  sucb  College  ;  that 
such  trustees  shall  severally  subscribe  articles  of  association,  setting 
forth  the  amount  subscribed,  name,  objects,  location,  and  other  details 
specified  in  the  law ;  that  said  articles  of  association  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  an  affidavit  annexed,  made 
by  at  least  three  (3)  of  such  trustees,  that  the  amount  required  by 
law  has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed,  and  that  twenty  per  cent, 
thereon  has  been  paid  in ;  and  that,  upon  the  filing  of  such  authen- 
ticated papers,  the  corporation  shall  have  existence,  and  be  invested 
with  all  the  necessary  and  legal  powers  belonging  thereto.  Legal 
advice  from  within  the  State  of  Michigan  sets  it  forth  that  the  meas- 
ure to  be  now  recommended  to  the  Synod  will  satisfactorily  meet  the 
demands  both  of  the  relation  between  the  Synod  and  Holland 
Academy,  and  of  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Holland  Academy  to  obtain  a  College  charter,  under  the  law  of 
the  State  of  Michigan,  when  they  shall  have  obtained  subscriptions  in 
good  faith  to  the  amount  of  830,000,  with  twenty  per  cent,  thereon 
paid  in  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  they  shall  receive  from  the  Board 
of  Direction  a  proper  instrument,  donating  to  them  the  said  sub- 
scribed amount  of  $30,000.     And,  that  by  this  act  of  the  General 
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Synod,  the  Board  of  Direction  is  instructed  and  empowered  to  pre- 
pare and  deliver  such  instrument.  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
instrument  shall  contain  covenants  and  conditions  between  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  of  the  Holland  Academy  and  the  General  Synod, 
that  all  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  General  Synod,  as  acknowledged 
in  the  existing  relations  between  them,  shall  be  and  remain 
undisturbed. 

VI.  On  the  Theological  Professorship  of  Missionary  Training. — 
The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  Holland  Academy  submitted  to  the 
Synod  of  Chicago,  at  its  recent  session,  their  views  of  Education  at 
the  West.  Among  their  suggestions  they  laid  particular  stress  upon 
"establishing  at  once  a  Theological  Professorship  of  Missionary 
training"  at  their  institution.  The  Synod  adopted  the  following 
resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested,  at  its  next  meet- 
ing, to  appoint  a  Theological  Professor  of  Missionary  training." 

Upon  this  matter,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Synod 
take  no  action  at  this  session,  deeming  the  present  time  and  circum- 
stances to  be  unfavorable  to  proceeding  with  so  important  a  move- 
ment. 

VII.  On  the  Scudder  Monument. — A  communication  from  Mr. 
Thomas  C.  Dorcmus  declining  certain  duties  with  reference  to  the 
above  has  been  placed  in  our  hands.  The  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  stated  in  their  report  to  the  last  Synod, 
that  the  site  of  the  Scudder  Monument  in  the  grounds  of  Hertzog 
Hall  is  not  well  chosen,  and  asked  for  its  removal.  Upon  this,  the 
Synod  adopted  a  resolution  authorizing  the  former  Committee,  who 
located  the  monument  where  it  now  stands,  to  effect  its  change  to 
some  more  appropriate  place.  The  Committee  so  authorized  have 
taken  no  action,  and  Mr.  Poremus,  its  chairman,  now  declines,  upon 
the  consideration  that  he  has  no  time  for  the  work  proposed.  Your 
Committee  recommend  acceptance  of  Mr.  Doremus's  resignation,  and 
also  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  be  requested  and 
authorized,  on  behalf  of  this  Synod,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  done,  to 
remove  the  Monument  to  some  position  to  be  selected  by  themselves, 
soliciting  from  the  Church  the  funds  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  completion  of  the  work.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions,  with  the  exception  of  report  of  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  exception  of  report  of  vacancies,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  examined  the  Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  that  Board. 

That  date  indicates  the  length  of  time  in  which  our  Church  has 
been  seriously  engaged  in  fulfilling  the  Saviour's  last  command,  "  Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  and 
the  results  of  the  past  year,  compared  with  the  small  things  of  that 
early  day,  reveal  the  great  extent  to  which  our  denomination  has  im- 
bibed the  spirit  of  Missions. 
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The  Lord  has  blessed  the  labors  of  our  Missionaries  with  continued 
and  increased  success.  From  the  Arcot  Mission  we  have  the  cheer- 
ing assurance — "Never  were  those  (our)  labors  so  successful  as  they 
are  now,  and  never  has  our  prospect  been  so  hopeful  and  cheering  as 
at  present."  The  additions  to  the  Churches  on  confession  of  faith 
are  46  against  21 — comparing  the  past  with  the  preceding  year — or 
more  than  double.  From  the  Amoy  Mission  we  learn  t-iat  the  work 
of  grace,  with  which  it  has  been  so  long  favored,  continues.  There 
have  been  38  communicant  members  received  on  confession  of  their 
faith — the  same  number  as  that  of  last  year.  Two  native  pastors 
have  been  ordained :  twelve  instead  of  seven  native  preachers  are 
employed.  While  the  Mission  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  un- 
timely death  of  that  most  estimable  lady,  Miss  Caroline  Adriance. 
The  Japan  Mission  has  been  signally  preserved  by  Divine  Providence 
amid  the  political  convul-ions  of  that  land;  and  a  wide  and  effectual 
door  of  usefulness  has  been  opened  before  them,  among  thousands  of 
seamen  of  all  nations  at  the  harbor  of  Yokohama.  So  that  God,  by 
His  providence  is  calling  aloud  to  our  Church  to  arise  and  gather  the 
vast  harvest  of  perishing  souls  in  these  immense  fields. 

While  our  Missionaries  have  been  successful  abroad,  our  Treasury 
at  home  has  received  from  the  Churches,  in  contributions  to  this 
cause,  even  a  larger  sum  than  during  the  year  preceding,  namely 
$21,686  35  as  compared  with  $20,742  62,  and  that  has  been  done 
in  the  midst  of  this  gigantic  war  waged  against  rebellion,  and  the 
enormous  sums  demanded  for  our  armies.  Still,  only  286  out  of  422 
Churches  have  contributed  to  this  object,  showing  that  all  our  con- 
gregations have  not  come  up  to  the  work,  and  that  our  resources  are 
far  from  being  exhausted.  The  extraordinary  high  rates  of  exchange 
have  subjected  the  Board  to  a  loss  of  $11,698  51,  leaving  it  burdened 
with  a  debt  of  $10,000,  for  the  payment  of  which  this  Synod  is  urg- 
ently implored  to  make  provision  In  answer  to  this  appeal,  we  be- 
seech those  Churches  who  have  done  nothing  to  come  to  our  help. 
We  suggest  to  the  remainder,  that  they  make  a  special  effort,  at  their 
next  stated  collection.  And  to  all  we  recommend  an  increase  of 
their  offerings  according  to  the  limes,  the  abundance  of  money,  and 
the  dear  rates  of  exchange — the  only  course  that  can  save  the  Board 
from  embarrassment.  We  also  invoke  the  aid  of  our  wealthy  mem- 
bers to  cancel  that  debt  by  the  1st  of  July — towards  which  two  per- 
sons have  given  $2,000,  with  the  expectation  that  the  balance  will  be 
liquidated  by  that  date.  Besides,  is  it  not  a  reproach  to  our  denom- 
ination, that  young  men  from  our  Theological  Seminary,  have  been 
waiting  to  be  sent  to  the  heathen  world,  but  have  been  denied  for 
the  want  of  funds,  which  our  people  have  had  the  ability  to  give! 
Oh,  let  us  hasten  to  retrieve  th'S  omission,  that  the  disastrous  effect 
of  this  state  of  things  may  not  dampen  the  Missionary  ardor  of  our 
pious  young  men  in  the  College  and  Seminary. 

Tt  is  a  cause  of  great  gratification  that  $3,352  23  have  been  con- 
tributed by  our  Sunday  schoo's,  a  gain  also  over  the  amount  derived 
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from  this  source  last  year.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance 
to  the  future  welfare  of  our  Church,  to  train  up  the  rising  genera'.ion 
in  habits  of  benevolence,  and  therefore,  we  would  encourage  parents, 
superintendents,  and  Sunday  school  teachers,  to  the  utmost  of  our 
power,  to  perseverance  and  zeal  in  this  wise  and  laudable  endeavor. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  Missionary  Recorder,  the  organ  of 
this  Board,  so  far  from  being  a  source  of  income,  is  a  heavy  charge,  as 
it  required  $930  92  to  pay  arrearages  on  8,000  copies  circulated, 
owing  to  the  high  price  of  paper.  In  order  that  our  people  may  be 
thoroughly  interested  in  the  Missionary  operations  of  our  Board,  the 
intelligence  that  periodical  contains  ought  to  be  spread  before  every 
family  in  our  connection.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  failure  in  con- 
tributions will  be  found  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  neglect  to  sub- 
scribe for  and  read  this  paper. 

The  followiug  resolutions,  accordingly,  are  recommended  for 
adoption  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  this  Board  be  published,  bound 
up  with  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod,  and  circulated  through  our 
Church. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  requested  to  exert 
themselves  to  place  the  Missionary  Recorder  in  every  family. 

3.  Resolved,  That  all  our  church  members  be  respectfully  urged 
to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  to  extinguish  its  debt 
immediately. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  first  week  in  January,  1865,  be  solemnly 
observed  as  a  season  of  prayer  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
on  the  world,  as  the  grand  agent  of  its  conversion  to  God. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  and  commend  the  policy  of 
enlisting  Sunday  school  scholars  in  systematic  benevolence. 

The  proposal  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  with  the  approbation 
and  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  to  found  and  endow  a  Theo- 
logical Professorship  of  Missionary  training,  in  connection  with 
the  projected  Holland  College,  has  been  before  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions,  and,  in  reference  to  it,  your  Committee  respectfully 
make  the  following  report : 

The  boldness  and  originality  of  the  scheme  betoken  an  enterprise 
and  ardor  in  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  which  we  cannot  but 
admire;  and  the  determination  of  the  members  of  that  branch  of  our 
Church  to  act  according  to  the  motto,  "  attempt  great  things  and 
expect  great  things."  The  design  entertained  of  converting  the 
whole  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  into  one  grand  Missionary  society, 
does  not  exceed  the  model  of  the  primitive  Christian  Church,  nor 
surpass  the  wants  of  our  dying  world.  And  if  the  method  suggested 
to  carry  out  this  noble  aim  be  practicable,  within  the  scope  of  the 
Constitution  of  our  Church,  and  its  pecuniary  means  and  resources,  it 
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appears  to  us,  that  the  least  that  this  Synod  can  do,  is  to  grant  them 
permission  to  make  the  endeavor,  and  to  bid  them  God  speed!  The 
originators  of  this  novel  undertaking  say — "  The  great  work  of  the 
Church,  at  all  times,  is  its  Missionary  work;  and  we  desire  to  see  a 
Missionary  character  given  to  our  institutions,  by  founding  the  first 
Professorship  in  the  new  Theological  Seminary  as  that  of  Missionary 
Training ;  afterward,  according  to  need  and  opportunity,  the  usual 
departments  to  be  added,  namely,  Biblical  Literature,  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology,  and  Pastoral  Theology  with  Church  Government. 
It  would  be  the  duty  of  the  Theological  Professor  of  Missionary 
Training  to  open  and  maintain  a  correspondence  with  the  leading 
evangelical  Missionary  societies  of  the  world;  to  give  suitable  train- 
ing to  Missionary  colonists  ;  to  impart  instruction  to  each  senior  class 
of  the  future  Seminary,  in  such  facts  and  principles  as  would  afford 
an  intelligent  view  of  the  Christian  work  in  general,  and  as  might 
serve  to  prepare  for  some  particular  locality  ;  and  to  maintain  a  direct 
correspondence  with  the  Missionaries  from  our  western  field." 

All  this  is  well,  for,  if  the  Synod  of  Chicago  can  enlist,  educate, 
send  forth,  and  support  a  large  number  of  her  pious  young  men  in  the 
Foreign  Missionary  field,  we  are  sure  that  the  eastern  portion  of  our 
Church  will  rejoice,  and  be  provoked  to  good  works  by  so  bright  an 
example.  Yet,  with  a  debt  of  $10,000  resting  on  our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions ;  with  two  graduates  of  our  Theological  Seminary, 
and  twro  returned  Missionaries  waiting,  on  account  of  the  want  of 
money,  to  be  sent  abroad;  and  the  prospective  difficulty  of  sustaining 
the  Missionaries  now  in  the  field  during  the  coming  year,  owing  to 
the  excessively  high  rates  of  foreign  exchange,  we  do  not  see  from 
whence  the  funds  are  to  come  to  inaugurate  those  enlarged  plans  and 
operations  at  the  present  time.  Still,  we  do  not  think  it  wise  or 
right  to  ignore  the  scheme,  but  to  keep  it  in  view  as  an  end  to  be 
attained  at  some  future  day,  when  God  in  his  providence  shall  open 
the  door  for  its  consummation.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  period 
will  come,  and  it  may  not  be  very  distant,  when  God  shall  so  multi- 
ply the  demands  on  our  Church  for  Foreign  Missionaries,  that  we 
shall  need  all  the  men  that  this  means  can  furnish,  in  addition  to  all 
that  the  educational  facilities  at  New  Brunswick  can  supply.  We 
are,  therefore,  clearly  of  the  opinion,  that  this  Synod  ought  to  foster 
this  design,  as  fast  as  the  pecuniary  means  can  be  obtained,  and  the 
whole  matter  accomplished  without  crippling  institutions  now  in  ex- 
istence, and  without  injuring  Missions  already  established. 

Your  Committee  therefore  report  the  following  resolutions  for 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  recommended  by  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago,  of  establishing  a  Professorship  of  Missionary  Training  in  the 
projected  Theological  Seminary  of  Holland,  be  approved  as  an  agency 
that  would  contribute  greatly  to  the  diffusion  of  a  Missionary  spirit 
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in  the  western  portion  of  our  Church,  and  to  the  upbuilding  of  our 
Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Resolved,  That  we  regard,  with  pleasure  and  devout  thanksgiving 
to  Almighty  God,  the  determination  of  the  Missionary  Committees  of 
the  Classes  of  Holland  and  Wisconsin  to  build  a  Missionary  ship, 
whose  port  of  departure  shall  always  be  Black  Lake,  Michigan,  and 
that  we  commend  this  benevolent  enterprise  to  our  congregations  for 
their  free-will  offerings,  as  another  potent  auxiliary  for  the  publication 
of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  lands.

A  Special  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  on  the  ecclesi- 
astical relations  of  the  Amoy  Mission,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from 
the  Mission,  letters  from  the  Missionaries  Messrs.  Doty,  Rapelje,  Kip, 
and  Blauvelt,  and  a  pamphlet  by  Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage,  was  received 
and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  T.  E. 
Vermilye,  G.  H.  Mandeville,  P.  Van  Wyck ;  Elders,  S.  P.  York, 
Jacob  Settle. 

A  Minute  on  the  same  subject  was  received  from  the  Classis  of 
Albany,  which  was  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

The  Committee  presented  their  Report :  the  minority  also  presented 
a  Report. 

The  following  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolutions  in 
the  Report  of  the  minority  : 

Resolved,  That  while  the  General  Synod  does  not  deem  it  necessary 
or  proper  to  change  the  Missionary  policy  defined  and  adopted  in  1857, 
yet,  in  consideration  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Mission  of 
Amoy,  the  brethren  there  are  allowed  to  defer  the  formation  of  a  Classis 
of  Amoy,  until,  in  their  judgment,  such  a  measure  is  required  by  the 
wants  and  desires  of  the  Churches  gathered"  by  them  from  among  the 
heathen. 

The  remainder  of  the  Report  of  the  minority  was  laid  upon  the 
table.     The  Report  of  the  majority  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Resolved,  unamimoudy,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  be  directed  to  transmit  to  Rev.  Dr.  Hamilton,  Convener  of 
the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  tho 
present  action  of  the  Synod  concerning  the  Amoy  Mission,  and  to 
make  a  fitting  recognition  of  the  valuable  help  which  our  Mission  has 
received  from  that  Committee. 
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Resolved,  That  Rev.  John  Forsyth,  who  expects  to  visit  Egypt 
during  next  winter,  be  requested,  if  convenient,  to  visit  the  Missions 
of  Arcot  and  Amoy. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  Statement  from  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  that  there  is  a  debt  of  $10,  OOOon  that  Board,  every  pastor 
and  elder  in  the  Synod  express  a  solemn  obligation,  by  his  vote,  to 
do  all  in  his  power,  in  his  Church  and  in  his  Classis,  towards  raising 
this  sum  before  the  1st  of  July. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  need  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions for  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered,  in  consequence  of  the 
increased  rate  of  exchange,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  Churches,  be- 
sides extinguishing  the  present  debt,  should  add  at  least  fifty  per  cent 
to  their  gifts  for  the  past  year,  and  the  Synod  earnestly  urge  their 
Churches  to  increase  their  contributions  accordingly,  and  forward  col- 
lections, as  speedily  as  practicable,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report : 
An  unprecedented  prosperity  in  this  department  of  the  benevolent 
operations  of  our  Church.  The  collections  in  its  behalf  have  reached 
a  sum  never  before  equalled  in  the  history  of  the  Board.  The  num- 
ber of  Churches  that  have  contributed  during  the  year,  is  two  hundred 
and  seventy-three — an  increase  of  nearly  a  score  over  that  of  the 
former  year.  And  although  applications  for  aid  have  been  more 
numerous  than  in  the  past,  and,  in  some  instances,  appropriations  to 
feeble  Churches  have  been  doubled,  while  new  and  inviting  fields 
have  been  entered  and  occupied,  yet  is  there  money  in  the  Treasury 
wherewith  to  begin  the  work  of  another  year.  And  God  has  given 
increase,  for  the  excess  of  persons  received  into  the  membership  of 
Churches  assisted  by  the  Board,  over  the  number  of  the  preceding 
year,  is  more  than  a  hundred. 

The  secret  of  this  prosperity  is  clearly  disclosed  in  the  confession 
of  the  Board,  that  it  has  taken  counsel,  "  less  of  its  fears  than  of  the 
Divine  promise,"  and  has  gone  forward  as  Providence  opened  the 
way,  with  reliance  upon  God,  "  whose  are  the  silver  and  the  gold, 
and  in  whose  hand  are  the  hearts  of  all."  "  Them  that  honor  me  I 
will  honor."  And  now  the  Church  must  feel  the  full  force  of  a 
definite,  and,  in  a  sense,  new  motive  in  her  Domestic  Missionary 
work.  Gratitude  may  influence  groveling  souls  less  powerfully  than 
necessity,  but  they  who  properly  delight  themselves  in  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord,  will  find,  in  an  overflowing  treasury,  a  mightier  incentive 
to  more  energetic  effort  and  larger  liberality  than  could  be  inspired 
by  a  burdensome  or  crushing  debt.    The  voice  from  heaven — which, 
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as  the  Report  of  the  Board  declares,  "  speaks  to  us  in  louder  tones 
than  ever,  '  rise  up  and  build  !' " — should  reach  and  stir  the  whole 
Church. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  submit  the  following  : 
Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  while  tendering  its  congratulations  to 
the  Board  and  its  efficient  Secretary,  on  the  work  of  the  p->st  year,  and 
fervently  responding  to  their  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  his 
favor  vouchsafed  to  them,  would  earnestly  besp.  ak  for  the  cause  of 
Domestic  Missions  the  importunate  prayers  and  large  liberality  of  all 
the  Churches. 
The  claims  of  the 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND 

Are  energetically  pressed  in  the  Report  of  the  Board.  The  importance 
of  this  agency  in  itself  and  in  its  relations  to  our  Domestic  Missionary 
work,  is  thus  concisely  stated  :  "  There  can  be  no  rapidity  or  perman- 
ence in  our  Church  extension  at  the  West,  or  in  other  spiritually 
destitute  localities,  unless  the  Building  Fund  is  vigorously  sustained. 
The  total  amount  of  the  Fund,  April  30,  1864,  is  $7,415  10. 

The  amount  raised  during  the  year  by  collections  and  individual 
donations  has  been  $2,799  26.  Only  forty-eight  Churches,  nineteen 
less  than  last  year,  seem  to  have  made  any  effort  in  its  behalf.  And 
yet,  with  this  very  moderate  sum,  the  Board  has  been  enabled  to  loan 
$1,379  03  to  the  Church  of  South  Bend,  Indiana,  and  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  relief  of  the  First  Church  of  Hobokcn  from  a  debt 
under  which  it  must  otherwise  have  perished. 

Several  congregations  are  now  anxiously  waiting  for  favorable  res- 
ponses to  their  applications  for  aid,  and  the  very  existence  of  some  of 
our  Missions  will  be  imperilled  unless  the  sum  of  $3,500  finds  its  way 
into  the  treasury  at  an  early  day." 

Can  these  facts  and  considerations  fail  to  impress  the  Church  with 
the  importance  of  this  instrumentality,  or  to  secure  prompt  and  liberal 
action  in  its  behalf? 

Your  Committee  would  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  the  interests  of  our 
denomination,  and  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer  in  our  Dome.' tic  Mis- 
sionary operations,  demand  a  large  increase  of  our  Church  Building 
Fund. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  invite  the  attention  of  the  Classes,  Pastors,  and 
Consistories  to  this  subject,  and  earnestly  exhort  them  to  secure  from 
their  respective  Churches  an  annual  collection  for  this  Fund. 

In  view  of  the  frequent  waste  of  money  in  the  erection  of  church 
edifices,  through  incompleteness  or  defects  of  plans,  and  the  inexperi- 
ence of  building  committees,  your  Committee  would  suggest  that 
economy,  convenience,  and  beauty  in  the  places  of  worship,  and  the 
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comfort  of  the  Churches  would  be  subserved  by  such  directions  and  co- 
operation as  the  Board  are  entitled  to  give  with  tlie  aid  furnished. 

Without  recommending  any  definite  Synodical  action  upon  the  mat- 
ter, your  Committee,  nevertheless,  in  the  name  of  the  Synod,  would 
bring  to  the  careful  notice  and  consideration  of  the  Board  and  its 
Secretary  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  adopted  by  the 
last  Synod  of  Chicago,  and  referred  to  us : 

"Whereas  it  is  desirable  that  the  operations  of  our  Church,  in  ex- 
tending its  growth  at  the  West,  be  conducted  in  the  most,  earnest  and 
efficient  manner,  especially  at  the  present  opportunity,  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  the  following  method,  as,  in  our  view,  best  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  end : 

"  Let  the  Board  at  once  select  and  appoint  at  least  four  or  five  Mis- 
sionaries, partly  from  those  who  have  already  had  some  experience  in 
the  ministry,  to  be  sent  out  in  company  to  neighboring  places  in 
some  portion  of  the  West,  as  yet  unoccupied  by  our  Church,  but  ad- 
joining the  present  Classes,  the  distinct  duty  of  such  Missionaries  being 
to  establish  a  new  Classis  as  soon  as  three  Churches  may  have  been 
organized. 

"  Whenever  suitable  men  for  such  work  shall  have  been  secured,  let 
them  be  publicly  set  apart  to  the  Missions,  with  appropriate  services, 
under  the  conduct  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  in  some  Church 
in  New  York  or  New  Brunswick. 

"  Resolved,  That  in  our  judgment  an  annual  official  visit  to  the  West, 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
would  be  so  beneficial  to  all  the  interests  involved,  as  fully  to  justify 
the  needfnl  time  and  expenditure." 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  with  reference  to 

SABBATH    SCHOOLS, 

when  this  important  interest  of  the  Church  was  committed  to  their 
care,  is  still  pursued. 

Under  the  direction  of  Missionaries,  fourteen  new  schools  have 
been  established  during  the  year,  and  some  which  had  declined  have 
been  revived.  The  Board  controls  the  character  of  the  literature 
and  the  text  books  employed,  and  the  doctrines  inculcated  in  them, 
and  fosters  these  organizations  with  the  hope  that  many  of  them  may 
grow  up  into  Churches  of  our  order. 

The  following  paper,  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction, 
has  been  referred  to  your  Committee: 

"  A  bequest  of  Catharine  Acker,  amounting  to  £300,  for  the  support 
of  colporteurs  employed  by  the  Sab!>a  h  school  Union  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  has  also  been  received,  and,  as  the  said  Board  has 
been  abolished,  the  disposal  of  the  money  requires  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod." 
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The  following  resolution  seems  to  be  required  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  instruct  the  Board  of  Direction  to  pay 
the  amount  of  the  above  bequest  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic 
Board,  to  be  expended  according  to  the  intention  of  the  donor. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  ex- 
pressive of  the  sorrow  and  sense  of  loss  which  the  decease  of  Mr. 
Louis  J.  Belloni,  its  late  Treasurer,  has  occasioned,  and  setting  forth 
the  high  estimation  in  which  his  character  and  services  were  held 
must  receive  the  sincere  and  tender  endorsement  of  the  Synod. 

The  sudden  death  of  this  brother  beloved,  while  yet  in  the  full  vigor 
of  mature  manhood,  and  the  early  departure  of  the  "  faithful  and 
successful  Missionary  Pastor,  Josiah  Jansen,"  should  quicken  our 
efforts  for  Christ  and  souls,  by  their  forcible  illustration  that  "  the 
night  cometh  in  which  no  man  can  work."

ARTICLE  XIX. 

widows'  and  disabled  ministers'  funds. 

Reports  were  received  from  Revs.  Alexander  McKelvy,  agent  for 
the  Widows'  Fund  in  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  and  Rev.  John  L. 
Chapman,  agent  in  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds 
presented  the  following  Report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds 
respectfully  report : 

The  papers  referred  to  your  Committee  are  the  Widows'  Fund 
Account,  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  list  of  Subscribers  to  the 
Widows'  Fund,  Reports  from  the  Agents  for  the  Widows'  Fund  in 
the  Classis  of  Paramus  and  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen,  and  the  Dis- 
abled Ministers'  Fund. 

The  examination  of  these  documents  show  that  there  are  fifty-two 
subscribers  to  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  ten  ministers  are  interested  in 
the  Fund  by  donations  from  Churches.  That  the  Fund  has  increased 
during  the  year  from  $19,089  38  to  $20,539  28,  and  is  now  larger  than 
it  h*as  ever  been  before.  It  is  also  extremely  gratifying  to  notice  the 
increased  interest  in  the  Fund  exhibited  by  the  Churches,  the  amount 
contributed  being  a  sum  considerably  in  excess  of  previous  years, 
and  a  much  larger  number  of  Churches  contributing.  The  Commit- 
tee greatly  regrefc  that  the  amount  necessarily  paid  to  those  who  had 
given  notice  of  their  withdrawal  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
year  is  so  large  that  nothing  was  left  for  the  annuitants.  It  is,  how- 
ever, worthy  of  remark,  that  if  the  present  provisions  regulating 
withdrawals  had  applied  to  those  who  have  received  the  amount  due 
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them,  or  if  there  had  heen  *no  withdrawal  other  than  of  those  who 
have  given  notice  during  the  present  year,  the  amount  that  could 
have  heen  paid  to  annuitants  would  have  afforded  them  substantial 
aid,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  they  can  confidently  expect,  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  to  receive  important  relief  from  the  Fund.  The 
Committee  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  rejoice  in  the  evidence  of  the  increasing 
prosperity  of  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  again  earnestly  commend  it  to 
the  cordial  support  of  the  Ministry  and  the  Churches. 

The  reports  of  the  agents  for  the  Widows'  Fund  in  the  Classis  of 
Paramus  and  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen  illustrate  the  wisdom  of 
the  plan  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  and  recommended  to  the 
Classes,  of  appointing  agents  to  operate  within  their  bounds  in  behalf 
of  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  report  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  means  employed  in  prosecuting  the  object  of  their  agency  were 
preaching  on  the  Fund,  conferences  with  Ministers  and  Consistories, 
and  addressing  a  pastoral  letter  to  the  Churches  upon  the  state  and 
claims  of  the  Fund  and  the  importance  of  sustaining  it,  urging  upon 
Pastors  the  duty  of  bringing  the  subject  prominently  before  the 
Churches  at  the  time  of  their  annual  collection  in  behalf  of  the  Fund. 

The  efforts  of  these  Classes  to  awaken  a  becoming  and  general 
interest  in  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  thus  to  obtain  increased  and  in- 
creasing contributions  in  its  behalf,  and  to  secure  for  all  the  Pastors 
an  interest  in  the  Fund,  by  donations  from  their  Churches,  have  met 
with  encouraging  success.  We  have  reason  to  believe,  if  all  the 
Classes  had  adopted  the  plan  recommended  by  the  General  Synod, 
and  pursued  it  with  becoming  zeal  and  energy,  a  result  would  have 
been  readied,  which  would  have  secured  snbstantial  relief  to  our 
needy  brethren  still  living,  and  to  the  families  of  the  departed,  and 
would  be  most  cheering  to  the  heart  of  every  member  of  the  Synod 
and  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  torthe  following  resolution  of 
the  South  Classis  of  Bergen  : 

"  April  17th,  1864. — On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Rev.  John 
L.  Chapman,  agent  for  the  Widows'  Fund  in  the  South  Classis  of  Ber- 
gen, be  instructed,  in  his  report  to  the  General  Synod,  to  urge  upon  the 
Synod  the  importance  of  continuing  the  Classical  agents,  and  of  tak- 
ing such  measures  as  will  not  only  secure  their  appointment,  but'also 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  aud  a  report  of  their  agency  annually 
to  the  General  Synod." 

The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  enjoin  upon  all  the  Classes  under  their 
care  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  Classical  agencies  in  behalf  of  the 
Widows'  Fund,  adopted  in  1863,  with  all  practicable  promptness  and 
fidelity,  and  earnestly  commend  the  Fund  to  the  Churches. 

From  the  account  of  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,  which  has  been 
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submit' ed  to  your  Committee,  it  appears  tbere  was  a  balance  on  hand,

Received  during  the  cunent  year 536  96 

Making  an  amount  of $850  86 

There  have  been  appropriations  made,  during  the  year,  of  $200, 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  1650  86.  Thus  far  it  seems  the  Fund 
has  been  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  Treasurer,  but  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  so  few  applications  will  hereafter  be  made  ; 
and  your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  necessities  of  many  who  have 
not  been  able  to  avail  themselves  of  other  sources  of  relief,  would  urge 
upon  the  Geneial  Synod  the  necessity  of  doing  something  for  this 
object  of  benevolence. 

Probably  few  appeals  can  be  made  more  effectually  to  the  Chris- 
tian heart,  than  that  of  the  disabled  minister,  who  has  worn  himself 
out  in  the  service  of  his  Master,  and  is  now  destitute  of  the  comforts 
of  life.  Your  Committee  cannot  but  feel  that  there  ought  to  be  more 
prominence  given  to  this  object  of  benevolence.  Ihey  offer  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  urge  upon  the  several  Classes 
to  present  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  to  the  Churches  for  their 
liberal  contributions. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Widows'  Fund  is  the  oldest  and  the  most  promi- 
nent before  the  Church,  your  Committee  think  it  should  occupy  the 
first  place  in  the  Lemma  on  that  subject,  and  recommend  that  it 
be  so  entered  on  the  Minutes.

widows'  fund  as  amended. 

1.  The  Fund  shall  be  called  "  The  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Ministers,  and  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Ministers  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,"  and  shall  be  administered  by  the  Board 
of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod  of  said  Church,  during  the 
pleasure  and  under  the  control  of  the  General  Synod. 

2.  Every  Minister  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  may  secure  a 
full  interest  in  the  Fund,  by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  annually. 
Payments  of  ten  dollars,  or  five  dollars  annually,  shall  entitle  sub- 
scribers to  a  proportionate  benefit  from  the  Fund.  Neglect  of  pay- 
ment for  one  year  to  be  a  forfeiture  of  privilege.  Interest,  however, 
shall  at  all  times  be  required  after  six  months.  Payments,  at  one 
time,  of  a  sum,  the  interest  of  which,  at  four  per  cent,  per  annum, 
shall  amount  to  twenty  dollars,  or  to  ten  dollars,  or  five  dollars  per 
annum,  shall  give  a  claim  upon  the  Fund  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
those  amounts  were  paid  annually ;  and,  in  this  case,  the  amount  of 
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the  original  payment  may,  at  the  death  or  disability  of  the  minister, 
be  withdrawn,  without  impairing  the  right  of  benefit  from  the  Fund. 
Ministers  interested  in  the  Fund,  by  the  payment  of  an  annual  sub- 
scription, shall  be  at  liberty  to  relinquish  such  interest  by  ceasing  to 
make  such  annual  payment ;  aud  they,  as  well  as  those  who  have 
heretofore  ceased  to  make  such  payments,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid  by  them,  without  interest, 
by  giving  notice  to  the  Treasurer  nine  months  prior  to  the  thirtieth 
day  of  April  in  each  year,  provided  the  amounts  so  to  be  paid  shall 
not,  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  one-half  of  the  income  of  the  current 
year;  in  which  case  one-half  of  such  income  shall  be  distributed  pro 
rata  among  the  applicants,  and  the  balance  due  them  shall  be  in- 
cluded among  the  applications  for  payments  to  be  made  at  the  close 
of  the  next  fiscal  year.  Ministers  who  have  made  a  payment  of  a 
principal  sum,  as  above  provided,  may  withdraw  the  amount  of  money 
actually  paid  by  them,  without  interest,  by  giving  nine  months'  notice 
to  the  Treasurer  prior  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  any  year,  and 
shall  be  entitled  then  to  receive  the  same  from  the  principal  of  the 
Fund.  Ministers  leaving  our  Church  shall  be  subjected  to  the  same 
rule  in  the  withdrawal  of  their  subscriptions. 

3.  One  half  of  the  annual  payments  by  Ministers,  and  donations, 
•when  so  specially  directed  by  the  donor,  shall  be  considered  income  ; 
the  other  half  of  the  annual  payments  by  Ministers,  all  other  donations, 
and  the  collections  in  the  Churches  shall  be  considered  principal,  and 
the  interest  only  used  as  income.  There  shall  also  be  added  to  the 
principal,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  out  of  the  income,  a  sum 
equal  to  three  per  cent,  of  the  principal  sums  standing  to  the  credit  of 
individual  Ministers,  inconsequence  of  payments  made  by  them  under 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  two.  Consistories  or  individuals  may,  at 
their  pleasure,  direct  their  contributions,  collections  and  donations, 
to  apply  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  credit  of  any  minister  they  may 
designate  ;  but  in  such  cases  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  principal, 
and  not  thcrt after  withdrawn,  unless  otherwise  directed  at  the  time 
of  payment. 

4.  No  money  belonging  to  this  Fund  shall  be  loaned  (except  on 
temporary  loan  with  collateral  security)  unless  secured  by  bond  and 
mortgage  on  real  estate.  The  moneys  belonging  to  this  Fund  shall 
be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds  of  Synod. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  shall  be  the  officers  of 
the  trust — tiie  Treasurer's  duty  shall  be  to  collect  the  income  and 
make  all  payments.  He  shall  report  minutely  and  fully  to  General 
Synod  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings ;  his  accounts  to  be  audited  by 
a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Corporation. 

6.  The  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  to  parties  interested  in  the 
Fund  shall  be — to  a  minister  disabled  by  sickness  or  age,  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum;  to  the  widow  of  a  deceased  minister,  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  to  children  of  clergymen,  both  whose 
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parents  have  deceased,  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum,  each,  until 
they  attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  Should  the  income,  upon  due 
experiment,  be  found  to  admit  it,  this  maximum  may  hereafter  be 
increased.  When  but  one  payment  has  been  made,  the  maximum  of 
the  annuity  allowed  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars.  When  two  annual 
payments  have  been  made,  the  maximum  annuity  allowed  shall  be 
one  hundred  dollars.  When  three  annual  payments  have  been  made, 
the  maximum  annuity  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  When 
four  annual  payments  have  been  made,  the  maximum  annuity  shall 
be  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars;  and  where  payments  have 
been  made  for  five  years  and  upwards,  the  maximum  annuity  shall 
be,  as  above  stated,  two  hundred  dollars — the  widows  and  children  of 
such,  to  receive  respectively  according  to  this  graduation. 

As  long  as  the  income  is  sufficient  to  pay  each  claimant  the  max- 
imum annuity,  the  maximum  shall  be  allowed  ;  but  should  the  income 
not  be  sufficient,  then  the  whole  income  shall  be  divided  among 
the  claimants,  in  proportion  to  their  claims. 

It  is  expres>ly  understood  that  in  all  the  above  cases,  to  entitle  the 
applicants  to  their  annuities,  the  payments  of  subscriptions  must  be 
continued  regularly  until  they  cease  by  the  operation  of  the  principles 
herein  contained. 

7.  A  widow  of  a  minister  contracting  marriage,  forfeits  her  claim 
to  the  annuity — but  in  such  case  the  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  shall  be  entitled  to  their  annuities,  as  though  both  parents  had 
deceased. 

8.  In  disbursing  the  income  of  the  Fund,  where  a  minister  is  the 
applicant,  he  shall  he  required  to  produce  a  certificate  from  his  Clas- 
sis,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  declaring  that  by  reason  of  sickness, 
old  age,  or  other  providential  cause,  he  is  incapable  of  service. 

Where  a  widow  is  an  applicant,  like  satisfactory  evidence  of  the 
decease  of  her  husband,  and  the  date  thereof,  shall  be  required. 

WThen  children,  both  whose  parents  have  deceased,  are  concerned, 
like  evidence  of  the  death  of  their  parents,  and  of  their  own  age, 
shall  be  required. 

9.  The  payments  to  annuitants  shall  be  made  half  yearly ;  to 
ministers,  commencing  with  the  date  of  their  incapacity  for  service; 
to  widows,  from  the  death  of  their  husbands;  and  to  children,  from 
the  death  of  their  last  surviving  parent. 

The  Treasurer's  books,  on  authentic  vouchers,  shall  furnish  the  evi- 
dence of  the  payment  of  subsciiptions. 

Annuitants  shall  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  Fund  by  a  vote 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund,  or  a  committee  specially  appointed  for 
that  purpose. 

10.  Alterations  may  be  made  in  the  rules  relating  to  the  general 
management  of  the  Fund,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  paying  sub- 
scribers thereto;  but  the  plan,  in  its  essential  principles  relating  to 
a  civil  compact  between  each  subscriber  and  the  General  Synod,  as 
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the  contracting  parties,  cannot  be  altered  'without  the  consent  of 
every  paying  subscriber. 

11.  These  rules  are  adopted  and  confirmed  by  Synod,  as  the  sys- 
tem for  the  management  of  the  Widows'  Fund. 


ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD    OF   PUBLICATION. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  pre- 
sented and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  except  the 
report  of  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  re-pectfully  submit  the  following  as  their  Report : 

The  Board  of  Publication  has  reached  an  interesting  era,  having 
just  completed  the  first  decade  of  its  existence  It  seems  proper, 
therefore,  from  this  point,  to  glance  at  its  past  history,  its  present  con- 
dition, and  its  future  prospects. 

1.    ITS    PAST    HISTORY. 

That  history  has  been  one  of  alternate  hopes  and  fears,  of  mingled 
anxiety  and  responsibility  on  the  part  of  its  patrons  and  friends.  Its 
original  organization,  even  in  the  view  of  many  who  felt  no  disposi- 
tion to  oppose  it,  was  a  matter  of  doubtful  expediency.  Its  necessity 
was  questionable,  its  success  highly  problematical.  But  the  Church, 
by  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  having  lent  the  sanction  of  its 
approval  to  the  undertaking,  the  experiment  was  tried,  and  the  record 
of  its  history  shows  how  well  it  has  stood  the  test.  When  we  com- 
pare the  means  furnished  with  what  has  been  accomplished,  the  result 
proves  that  the  enterprise  is  by  no  means  a  failure.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  this  Board  began  its  work  with  no  endowment  to 
win  its  way  to  popular  favor;  and  while  yet  without  funds,  was  called 
upon  to  issue  a  German  hymn  book,  the  publication  of  which  in- 
volved a  cost  of  two  thousand  dollars.  And  although  a  large  outlay 
was  necessarily  required  in  the  incipiency  of  its  operations,  such  has 
been  the  skillful  management  of  its  resources,  that  the  indebtedness 
thus  incurred  has  gradually  diminished,  its  working  power  greatly 
enlarged,  and  its  hold  upon  the  confidence  and  sympathies  of  the 
Churches  has  steadily  gained. 

The  Board  has  ever  had  its  warm  supporters,  who  in  seasons  of  em- 
barrassment have  promptly  come  to  its  relief,  and  have  met  the  issue 
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with  a  noble  spirit.  And  it  is  but  simple  justice  here  to  make  special 
mention  of  the  unwearied,  efficient,  and  self-denying  labors  of  its  Sec- 
retary in  its  behalf.  A  tabular  statement  of  receipts  shows  that  while 
the  contributions  given  from  year  to  year  have  been  spasmodic,  there 
has  been  an  average  increase. 

The  amount  of  stock  reported  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  first  year 
of  the  Board's  existence,  May  1st,  1855,  was 8  3,811  28 

While  on  Way  1st,  1864,  it  was 27,091   30 

Consisting  of  publications,  stereotypes,  plates,  boxes,  wood-cuts,  and 
electrotypes. 

The  total  number  of  copies  of  books  and  tracts  published  during 
the  past  ten  years  is 504,847

2.  PRESENT    CONDITION. 

1.  Financial  Condition. 

Total  receipts  of  the  Board  from  all  sources,  during  the  year  end-

During  the  same  time  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  been  re- 
duced from  $14,257   15  of  last  year,  to  $11,712  58. 

2.  Business  Operations. 

The  Publication  Department  has  issued  six  new  volumes,  one  a 
German  edition,  comprising  an  aggregate  of  S,000  pages.  The  num- 
ber of  publications  for  the  past  year  is  71,474  copies,  or  6,141,872 
pages ;  to  which  must  be  added  94,500  copies  of  the  Missionary  Re- 
corder. 

3.  Labors  in  the  Army. 

The  sum  of  $2,477  84  from  Churches,  Sabbath  schools  and  indi- 
viduals, has  been  given  for  the  circulation  of  religious  books  and 
tracts  in  the  army.  The  field  for  Christian  effort  which  the  army 
presents  is  large  and  flourishing,  and  calls  loudly  for  increased  con- 
tributions to  meet  its  demands.  The  agent  employed  in  this  field, 
we  are  told,  "  has  prosecuted  his  work  with  untiring  assiduity,  and 
with  an  interest  which  could  not  be  increased  if  he  were  prosecuting 
his  own  private  business."  From  this  agent  we  learn  that  the  issues 
of  the  Board  for  army  purposes  are  well  received  and  happily  suited 
to  meet  the  wants  of  those  noble  men  who  are  hazarding  their  lives 
in  the  righteous  cause  of  their  country.  An  army  chaplain  writes 
that  he  has  "  seen  nothing  to  equal  our  smaller  publications  in  their 
adaptation  to  do  good  to  the  soldiers." 

3.  FUTURE    PROSPECTS. 

In  the  review  of  the  past  and  the  cheering  aspect  of  the  present, 
bright  hopes  light  up  the  future.     The  friends  of  the  Board  have  just 
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cause  to  "  thank  God  and  take  courage."  The  growing  confidence 
felt  in  its  success  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  a  larger  number  of  Churches 
have  contributed  to  its  support  last  year,  than  during  any  previous 
year  of  its  existence.  The  increase  of  its  sales  over  the  previous 
year  is  nearly  $3,000.  Its  indebtedness  is  steadily  diminishing.  Its 
business  operations  are  conducted  on  a  cash  basis;  with  prudent 
management  and  strict  economy.  Its  financial  and  publication  de- 
partments have  never  been  in  a  more  healthful  and  prosperous  condi- 
tion. In  addition  to  its  own  ii-sues,  the  Board  keep  on  hand  the 
publications  of  oilier  Boards  and  Depositories,  thus  furnishing  a  well 
assorted  supply  for  family  and  Sabbath  school  libraries.  It  has  now 
become  an  established  agency  of  the  Church  for  the  spread  of  her 
doctriues  and  the  dissemination  of  a  sound  religious  literature.  The 
attention  of  parochial  and  religious  schools  is  called  to  its  series  of 
Christian  school  books,  and  the  Churches  are  earnestly  solicited  to 
cooperate  in  circulating  these  works,  and  in  carrying  Christianity 
with  education  to  the  fields  so  extensively  opened  in  the  schools  uow 
being  established  by  Christian  liberality  among  the  freedmen  at  the 
South. 

Your  committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that 
with  a  warmer  sympathy  and  a  more  active  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  all  the  Cburches,  the  Board  will  soon  be  able,  with  the  divine 
blessing,  not  only  to  declare  itself  free  from  debt,  but  greatly  to  ex- 
tend its  operations,  and  eventually  to  become  a  source  of  revenue  to 
aid  in  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church. 

The  following  resolutions  are  submitted  for  the  action  of  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  renewedly  com- 
mended to  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the  Churches,  and  that 
they  be  urged  to  make  an  annual  contribution  to  its  support. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  pastors  and  superintendents  of 
Sabbath  schools  be  directed  to  its  publications  in  purchasing  and  re- 
plenishing their  libraries. 

3.  Resolved  That  pastors  of  the  Churches  contributing  to  the  aid 
of  the  Chiist'an  Commission,  recommend  that  their  contributions  for 
religious  reading  in  the  army  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  the 
publications  of  this  Board. 

4.  Whereas,  The  want  of  a  hymn  book  for  0'ir  Sunday  Schools, 
more  thoroughly  evangelical  in  tone  and  sentiment  is  widely  felt, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  requested  to  inquire 
into  the  propriety  of  preparing  such  a  book,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
General  Synod. 

5.  By  the  late  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  the  atten- 
tion ot  ihe  Board  of  Publication  and  of  the  General  Synod  is  called 
to  the  importance  of  issuing  a  translation  of  Rev.  D.  D.  Dcmarest's 
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History  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  for  circulation  among  the 
Holland  Churches ;  also,  of  the  importance  of  publication  by  this 
Board,  of  "  an  Almanac,  in  which  may  be  given  a  comprehensive  state- 
ment of  the  work  of  our  denomination,  in  a  small  compass,  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  the  knowledge  of  our  Church  in  the  West." 
Your  Committee  believe  that  the  circulation  of  such  an  almanac 
would  do  much  to  remove  the  prevailing  ignorance  of  the  history  and 
polity  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the  West,  and  to  aid  in  the 
work  of  church  extension,  and  thus  earnestly  recommend  its  publica- 
tion by  the  Board,  at  the  earliest  moment  pract'cable.  We  also  re- 
commend the  translation  and  publication  of  Rev.  D.D.  Demarest's  His- 
tory, so  soon  as  funds  can  be  procured  to  warrant  the  undertaking.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

PARTICULARIA. 

The  communication  containing  the  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was 
read. 

Resolved,  That  three  hundred  copies  of  a  list  of  the  members, 
names  and  of  the  Standing  Committees  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Synod. 

Resolutions  on  the  state  of  the  country,  offered  by  Rev.  J.  W. 
Schenck  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Mesick,  were,  together  with  the  whole  sub- 
ject, referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  R.  D.  Van  Kleek, 
J.  Forsyth,  0.  E.  Cobb,  and  Elders  T.  Jeremiah,  and  R.  N.  Perlee. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Country  would  report  as 
follows : 

In  view  of  the  duty  to  recognize  the  powers  that  be,  as  ordained 
of  God,  to  render  unto  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's ;  to  pray 
for  all  men,  for  all  that  are  in  authority,  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet 
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and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty,  and  to  acknowledge 
and  adore  the  providence  of  God,  especially  in  trying  and  peiilous 
times, 

1.  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  heartily 
svropa'hizes  with  the  government  of  the  United  States  in  its  efforts 
to  crush  rebellion  against  its  rightful  authority,  and  to  restore  to  this 
now  distressed  people  their  once  cherished  integrity  as  a  union  of 
states. 

2.  This  Synod  gives  thanks  to  God  for  all  the  successes  which 
have  attended  the  efforts  to  suppress  this  rebellion  ;  and  for  all  the 
encouragements  to  hope  that  peace  may  soon  be  restored.  And  we 
trust  that  our  sense  of  gratitude  to  Htm,  the  author  of  all  good,  may 
not  be  impaired  by  an  acknowledgement  of  inexpressible  and  incal- 
culable indebtedness  to  the  tens  of  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens, 
who  have  devoted  their  properly  and  their  labors,  sacrificed  their 
comforts  and  their  lives,  and  given  up  their  loved  ones  in  our  defence 
and  for  the  salvat'on  of  their  country.  May  God  bless  tbem  with 
such  rewards  as  He  only  can  give.  May  He  especially  grant  His 
grace,  mercy,  and  peace  to  the  sick,  the  wounded  and  the  dying. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  fill  success  depet  ds  on  the  favor  of  God,  and  can 
be  hoped  for  only  through  His  controlling  influence  upon  the  heaits 
and  His  blessing  upon  the  efforts  of  the  people  of  our  land,  our  Sy- 
nod will  not  cease  to  pray,  and  it  earnestly  urges  the  Churches  under 
its  care  that  they  cease  not  to  pray  for  repentance  and  forgiveness  of 
all  our  sins,  whether  national  or  otherwise,  for  the  gift  of  wisdom  to 
our  counselors  and  rulers,  skill  to  our  commanders,  courage  to  our 
soldiers,  and  grace  to  all  the  people,  to  the  end  that  success  may 
attend  our  arms,  our  government  be  maintained,  and  peace  make 
its  permanent  abode  in  the  land,  if  God  please,  never  more  to  be 
disturbed. 

4.  In  treating  of  the  present  state  of  our  country,  we  cannot  lose 
sight  of  the  acknowledged  principal  cause  of  this  deplorable  rebellion. 
In  time  past,  the  General  Synod  has  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  give 
forth  a  judgment  in  regard  to  the  system  of  American  slavery,  inas- 
much as  it  existed  in  regions  beyond  the  bounds  of  our  Church  ;  yet, 
as  in  the  overruling  Providence  of  that  God  who  knows  how  to 
make  the  wrath  of  man  to  praise  Him,  there  is  a  prospect  opened  for 
the  ultimate  and  entire  removal  <>f  that  system  winch  embodies  so 
much  of  moral  and  social  evil,  and  as  by  such  removal  there  is  opened 
a  wide  field  of  Christian  labors  to  employ  the  energies  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  in  this  land,  the  Synod  expresses  its  gratitude  to  God  'or 
this  bright  prospect,  and  would  join  in  the  prayer,  that  the  day  may 
be  hastened  when  liberty  shall  he  <  ffectually  and  finally  proclaimed 
throughout  all  the  land,  to  all  the  inhabitants  thereof.

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Ministerial 
support,  as  affected  by  the  present  state  of  affairs,  would  respectfully 
repott :  That  a  special  meeting  of  all  the  ruling  elders  in  this  Synod 
was  held,  at  the  request  of  your  Committee,  and,  at  that  meeting,  the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions  were,  unanimously  recommended 
to  be  presented  by  your  Committee  to  the  General  Synod  for  adop- 
tion.    Your  Committee,  therefore,  offer  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  depreciation  of  the  currency  has  increased  the 
expense  of  living,  and  has  been  followed  by  a  corresponding  advance 
of  salaries  and  wages  in  all  departments  of  labor,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Churches  connected  with  this 
Synod  be  called  to  the  contracts  which  they  have  made  with  their 
ministers  in  relation  to  their  temporal  support;  and  that  such  as  have 
not  already  done  so,  be  urged,  as  a  matter  of  justice,  to  increase,  for 
the  time  being,  the  salaries  of  their  pastors  in  proportion  to  the 
increased  expense  of  living. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  directed,  at  their  next  fall  sessions, 
to  inquire  of  each  Church  under  their  care  whether  this  recommend- 
ation of  Synod  has  been  carried  into  effect. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  the  above  to  each 
Classis,  and  to  the  Consistory  of  each  Church  connected  with  this 
Synod.

The  following  was  adopted  : 

The  General  Synod  adopts  the  following  Minute  on  the  three 
hundredth  return  of  the  day  (27th  May)  of  John  Calviu's  death  : 

It  is  eminently  proper  that  our  Christian  brethren  at  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  should  erect  some  fit  memorial  of  one  who  accomplished 
so  much  for  the  cause  of  truth,  righteousness,  good  order  and  govern- 
ment in  the  Church  of  Christ,  not  in  their  city  only  but  in  many  lauds. 
His  work  was  not  confined  to  the  place  of  his  abode,  nor  interrupted 
by  his  departure  to  his  reward  of  "  glory,  honor,  and  immortality." 
It  has  steadily  developed  and  spread  among  the  mountain  fastnesses 
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of  Switzerland,  the  sunny  vales  of  France,  the  fertile  flats  of  Holland, 
in  the  Palatinate  and  in  this  New  World,  which  holds  his  name  in 
highest  reverence.  Three  centuries  have  attested  the  truth  of  the 
theological  system  he  promulged,  and  the  scripturalness  of  the  form 
of  Church  government  he  established.  Those  who  own  allegiance  to 
his  principles  may  now  be  numbered  by  millions.  The  coming  cen- 
turies will  witness  increasing  multitudes  marching  under  the  same 
banner.  He  was  the  father  of  public  schools,  and  struck  the  fatal 
blow  at  civil  and  religious  tyranny  by  unfolding  to  every  Christian  his 
full  personal  rights  and  duties  as  a  believer.  We  send  greetings  and 
salutations  to  our  brethren  across  the  waters,  and  bid  them  God-speed 
in  their  endeavors  to  erect  a  memorial  hall  for  the  instruction  of  this 
and  coming  generations  to  the  memory  of  John  Calvin — the  minister 
and  professor,  who,  being  dead,  still  speaks  and  teaches.  We  trust 
that  in  our  denomination  will  be  found  not  a  few  who  will  rojoice  to 
share  with  them  in  the  honorable  enterprise,  by  pecuniary  assistance 
and  prayer. 
i 

The  Stated  Clerk  reported  that  he  had  received  from  Mrs.  Bethune 
1,700  volumes,  selected  by  her  from  the  library  of  her  late  husband, 
Rev.  Dr.  G.  W.  Bethune,  and  donated  to  the  General  Synod  for  the 
library  in  Peter  Hertzog  Hall.  Many  of  these  have  been  bound,  many 
repaired,  and  all  marked  with  the  name  "  Bethune,"  according  to  the 
conditions  of  the  gift.  The  large  expense  required  for  this  work  ha6 
been  cheerfully  borne  by  a  few  of  the  personal  friends  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Bethune. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  due  not  only  to  Mrs. 
Bethune  for  her  munificent  donation  of  books,  but  also  to  those  who 
have  so  liberally  furnished  the  means  for  putiing  them  in  the  required 
order. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  body  be  requested  to 
arrange  in  future  with  railroad  or  steamboat  companies  for  the  price 
of  tickets  of  delegates  on  their  coming  to  and  returning  from  the 
annual  or  extra  meetings  of  the  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

A  daily  prayer  meeting  was  established  and  held,  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Synod,  at  eight  o'clock,  a.m. 

An  hour  was  spent,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session, 
in  devotional  exercises.    On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the 
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session,  after  a  sermon  by  Rev.  James  Romeyn  Berry,  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered. 

Agreeably  to  the  standing  rule  of  the  Synod,  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Domestic  Missions, 
Education  and  Publication  were  heard  on  the  third  day  of  the 
session. 

On  the  evening  of  the  third  day  of  the  session  the  Synod  spent  a 
season  of  special  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  country. 

The  claims  of  the  Colonization  Society  were  presented  by  Rev.  Mr* 
Brace,  whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  have  continued  confidence  in 
the  Colonization  Society,  and  believe  it  to  be  an  instrumentality  pre- 
pared by  the  providence  of  God  for  a  great  work  in  the  future  history 
of  the  colored  race  in  this  country,  and  recommend  it  to  the  continued 
support  of  our  Churches. 

The  claims  of  the  American  Missionary  Association,  in  its  special 
work  of  giving  religious  instruction  in  the  South,  were  presented  by 
the  Rev.  William  Hamilton. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  feels  deeply  interested  in  the  statements 
made  by  Rev.  Wm.  Hamilton,  in  regard  to  the  spiritually  destitute, 
both  white  and  colored,  in  the  portions  of  the  Southern  States  in 
which  the  rebellion  has  been  overcome. 

Resolved,  That  as  we  have  providentially  in  the  Boards  of  Domestic 
Missions  and  Publication  the  facilities  for  entering  upon  this  field  of 
Christian  labor,  these  Boards  be  directed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
discharge  the  duty  of  our  Church  to  these  classes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Churches  be  earnestly  requested  to  cooperate 
with  these  Boards  in  this  most  interesting  work. 

On  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  the  sermon  in  be- 
half of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Chnrch  was  preached  by 
Rev.  Joachim  Elmendorf,  from  Gal.  5  :  6 — ''For  in  Christ  Jesus 
neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thing  nor  uncircumcision,  but  faith 
which  worketh  by  love." 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  seventh  day  of  the  session,  Mr.  George  H. 
Stuart  was  heard  in  behalf  of  the  Christian  Commission,  whereupon 
it  was 

I  Resolved,  That'  this  Synod  has  listened,  with  deep  interest,  to  the 
statements  of  George  H.  Stuart,  President  of  the  Christian  Commis- 
sion, respecting  the  great  and  good  work  which  the  Commission  is 
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prosecuting,  in  behalf  of  the  armies  of  the  Union,  with  such  distin- 
guished success ;  and  that  this  Synod  most  cordially  and  earnestly 
commend  he  Chris' ian  Commission  to  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our 
Churches  as  an  agency  most  wisely  adapted  to  the  promotion  of  the 
spiritual  and  physical  welfare  of  the  brave  and  patriotic  men  who  are 
periling  their  lives  in  the  defense  of  the  government  and  the  cause  of 
the  Union. 

On  the  morning  of  the  eighth  day  of  the  session,  Rev.  Dr.  Holdich> 
one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  wos  heard  in 
bt  half  of  that  institution.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  learns,  with  great  delight  and  thanks- 
giving to  God,  that  the  American  Bible  Society  has  been  so  liberally 
sustained  during  the  past  year ;  and  again  most  cordially  calls  the 
attention  of  the  Churches  to  the  duty  and  privilege  of  .sustaining  this 
Society  in  its  work,  extended  so  widely  and  blessed  so  abundantly  at 
home  and  abroad,  including  the  army  and  navy,  the  rebel  as  well  as 
loyal  States,  in  short,  among  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men  every 
where. 

Rev.  Theodore  B.  Romeyn  was  chosen  Primarms,  and  Rev.  H.  R. 
Timlow,  Secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  in  behalf  of  benevolent 
operations  at  the  next  stated  session. 

Resolved,  That  all  pastors,  in  connection  with  the  Synod,  are 
hereby  earnestly  requested  to  regard  its  injunction,  that  the  last 
Thursday  of  February  be  observed  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  col- 
leges and  seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  the  pastors  of  the  various 
Churches  preach  on  the  subject  of  Education  the  Sabbath  previous 
thereto.

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REPORT. 


At  the  close  of  another  year's  anxieties,  deliberations,  and  labors, 
your  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  comes  before  the  General  Synod 
with  a  condensed  history  of  the  work  in  -which  it  has  been  engaged, 
and  the  results  which  have  followed.  We  have  trials  to  speak  of,  in 
the  bearing  of  which  we  are  sure  of  the  sympathy  of  the  Church. 
We  have  encountered  difficulties  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  for  the 
removal  of  which  we  invoke  the  wise  counsels  and  fervent  prayers  of 
the  Synod.  And  we  have  successes  to  report,  in  which  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  prosperity  of  Domestic  Missions  will  gratefully  re- 
joice, and  with  the  Board  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

In  many  respects  the  past  has  been  a  year  of  more  than  ordinary 
blessing  in  this  department  of  Christian  labor.  The  most  serious 
apprehensions  were  entertained  by  many,  and  shared  in  by  the 
Board,  that  this  would  be  a  year  of  peculiar  embarrassment.  The 
nation  was  in  the  midst  of  a.  struggle  for  its  life,  which  was  absorbing 
the  attention  and  taxing  the  energies  and  resources  of  the  people. 
The  public  finances  were  in  an  unsettled  state,  and  men's  hearts  fail- 
ing them  for  fear.  The  earnest  effort  which  had  been  made  in  the 
Churches  to  liquidate  the  heavy  debt  which  had  been  accumulating 
for  several  years,  together  with  the  enhanced  prices  beginning  to  be 
demanded  for  the  necessaries  of  life,  threatened  a  serious  diminution 
of  the  income  of  the  treasury.  The  necessity  of  increasing  the  small 
stipend  upon  which  many  of  our  Missionaries  were  endeavorirjg  to 
live,  or  of  recalling  them  from  their  respective  fields  of  labor  began  to 
be  manifested,  and  there  existed  a  strong  probability  that  new  appli- 
cations from  Churches  heretofore  scarcely  able  to  support  their  mini- 
ster?, would  be  multiplied.  The  most  of  these  apprehensions  have 
been  realized,  and  yet,  thus  far,  through  a  favoring  Providence,  every 
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emergency  has  been  met.     We  understand  better  now  than  before, 
the  consoling  words  of  Jesus.     "  Be  not  afraid,  only  believe." 

The  applications  for  aid  have  increased  in  number.  In  some  in- 
stauces  we  have  been  obliged  to  double  the  appropriations  to  feeble 
Churches,  in  order  to  the  continuance  among  them  of  the  means  of 
grace.  New  fields  have  been  opened  to  us,  with  such  fair  prospects 
of  reward  in  their  cultivation  that  we  did  not  dare  to  refuse  entering 
them.  The  Board  believed  that  while  the  Synod  required  a  prudent 
and  economical  management  of  its  trust,  yet  it  was  expected  of  U9  to 
rely  upon  God  and  the  Church  ;  to  take  counsel  less  of  our  fears, 
than  the  divine  promise,  and  go  forward  as  Providence  opened  the 
way  and  gave  opportunity  of  preaching  the  Gospel  and  establishing 
the  Church.  The  result  is  that  the  Lord  has  given  to  our  people  a 
larger  spirit  of  liberality  than  they  have  ever  di-played.  The  legacies 
received  have  been  trifling.  Large  donations  from  individuals  have 
been  more  rare  than  usu^,  while  the  Church  collections  have  gone 
up  to  a  sum  never  before  equalled  in  the  history  of  the  Board.  Last 
year  25*7  Churches  contributed  to  the  funds,  the  contributing 
Churches  now  numbering  273.  $21,437  62  have  come  into  the 
treasury  during  the  year,  of  which  sum  $771  35  were  intended  by 
the  donors  for  the  Suuday  School  Missionary  Department. 

We  come  before  the  Synod,  therefore,  not  only  without  a  debt  to 
embarrass,  but  with  a  small  balance  on  hand  to  begin  the  work 
of  another  year.  It  is  true,  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  money,  but 
we  thank  God  that  we  had  it  to  spend,  and  that  He  enabled  us  to 
spend  it  so  economically  and  to  so  great  advantage  to  his  cause.  The 
coming  year  will  require  quits  as  large  a  sum  as  that  contributed  in 
the  past,  and  perhaps  even  a  greater  sum,  because  the  Board  has  felt 
it  to  be  a  duty  to  the  Master  to  raise  the  scale  of  operations  propor- 
tionately to  the  rise  of  Christian  benevolence  in  the  Churches, 
especially  since  the  new  cla;ms  upon  us  are  so  heavy.  The  voice 
from  heaven  speaks  to  us  in  louder  tones  than  ever,  "  Rise  up  and 
build,"  and  we  propose  to  address  ourselves  to  the  work  with  a  hjlicr 
courage  than  ever,  relying  upon  the  promise  which  is  as  applicable 
to  Boards  of  Benevolence  and  Churches  in  their  collective  capacities, 
as  to  individual  believers,  "  As  thy  days,  so  shall  thy  strength  be." 

Whiie  your  Board  acknowledges  with  devout  gra'.itude  to  God  the 
general  preservation  of  life  and  health  to  those  who  have  labored  in 
this  department  yet  we  have  been  called  to  experience  severe  be- 
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re  averment,  tbe  sorrow  of  which  has  reached  the  Synod  and  the 
whole  Church.  With  tbe  closing  of  the  financial  year,  our  uni- 
versally beloved  Treasurer,  at  tbe  command  of  the  Master,  closed  his 
valuable  life  and  labors,  and  went  up  to  heaven.  To  express  some- 
thing of  the  estimation  in  which  our  friend  and  associate  was  held 
among  us,  tbe  Board  entered  upon  its  minutes  tbe  following  record  : 

Whereas,  God  in  bis  mysterious  but  all-wise  providence  has  re- 
moved by  death  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, Mr.  Louis  J.  Belloni,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  we  bow  with  submission  to  tbe  Divine  will, 
we  cannot  but  deeply  lament  the  loss  which  this  Board  has  sustained 
in  the  death  of  an  officer  whose  gratuitous  services  were  so  faithfully 
and  cheerfully  performed ;  nor  can  we  withhold  the  expression  of 
personal  grief  in  our  bereavement  of  a  brother  whose  lovely  charac- 
ter endeared  him  to  us  all,  who-e  experience  and  ripe  judgment 
qualified  him  to  be  a  wise  counselor  and  a  most  efficient  fellow- 
laborer,  and  whose  vigor  of  mind  and  body  gave  promise  of  many 
years  of  usefulness  in  tbe  service  of  the  Master. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  cherish  tbe 
memory  of  our  brother's  genial  and  happy  disposition,  his  gentle- 
manly courtesy,  bis  Christian  spirit,  his  devoted  piety,  and  his  con- 
stant fidelity,  we  feel  it  a  duty  to  heed  tbe  solemn  admonition  which 
comes  from  bis  sudden  death,  to  be  more  diligent  and  faithful  in  our 
work,  and  more  watchful  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  his  afflicted  family  our  warmest 
sympathy  iQ  their  severe  bereavement,  while  we  rejoice  that  we  can 
share  with  them  in  the  comforting  assurance  that  he,  whose  death 
we  so  deeply  deplore,  has  fallen  asleep  in  Jesus." 

The  Rev.  Josiah  Jansen,  a  faithful  and  successful  Missionary  pas- 
tor, in  the  service  of  tbe  Board  at  New  Concord,  N.  Y.,  after  serving 
two  years  in  tbe  ministry,  and  giving  proof  of  his  devotion  and  effi- 
ciency in  laboring  for  souls,  was  called  to  his  rest  in  January  lasr, 
deeply  lamented  by  an  affectionate  people. 

1  he  Reports  from  the  Missions  and  Mission  Churches,  for  the  most 
part  present  very  encouraging  features.  In  some  few  instances  poli- 
tical discussions,  through  the  instigation  of  the  adversary,  have  crept 
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into  the  Churches  under  our  care,  and  disturbed  the  Christian  har- 
mony which  had  prevailed.  Here  and  there,  a  complaint  comes  to 
us  that  the  roving  character  of  the  western  population  interferes 
with  the  growth  and  stability  of  our  Churches.  In  other  cases  it 
appears  that  our  denomination  is  not  sufficiently  known  to  secure  the 
early  identifying  of  the  people  with  our  organizations.  Our  corporate 
title  misleads,  and  years  will  be  required  before  the  misapprehension 
and  prejudice  will  be  overcome.  But  the  general  report  is  a  decided 
increase  of  influence  upon  the  public  mind,  where  we  have  raised  our 
standards.  The  seed  has  not  only  been  sown,  but  is  talcing  root, 
springing  up  and  producing  fruit,  which  our  laborers  are  already 
beginning  to  gather. 

The  Church  of  Constantine,  Mich.,  has  enjoyed  a  precious  revival 
season,  and  a  number  of  the  Reports  speak  of  the  existence  of  a  hgher 
tone  of  spirituality  among  the  professed  disciples  of  Christ.  We  are 
permitted  to  report  an  accession  to  the  communion  of  our  Mission 
Churches  of  609  souls,  424  of  whom  were  received  on  confession  of 
their  faith,  and  185  by  certificate. 

CHURCHES    WHICH    HAVE    BECOME    SELF-SUSTAINING. 

The  following  Churches,  it  is  believed  will  require  no  further  aid 
from  the  Board  :  Milwankie,  Wisconsin,  Macon  and  Ridge  way, 
Mich. ;    Stuyvesant  Falls  and  Mohawk,  N.  Y. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  others  which  have  been  long  pen- 
sioners upon  the  Board,  have  not  been  able  to  follow  these  examples. 
The  desolations  of  our  civil  war  may  render  it  difficult  for  some  of 
these  Churches  to  take  a  position  of  so  much  advantage  to  them- 
selves, but  we  are  persuaded  that  a  more  watchful  care  upon  the  part 
of  the  Classis  which  annually  send  in  recommendations,  would  in 
many  instances  produce  the  desired  results;  thus  putting  it  in  the 
power  of  the  Board  to  enter  new  and  promising  fields. 

NEW    ORGANIZATIONS    AND    EDIFICES. 

Churches  have  been  organized  at  Lafayette,  N.  J.,  Plainfield,  N.  J., 
Ilion,  N.  Y.,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board.  New  houses  of  wor- 
ship are  in  process  of  construction  at  Pella,  Iowa;  Holland,  Michigan  ; 
Lafayette,  and  Hudson,  N.  J.  ;  while  the  Fourth  Church  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  Church  of  Franklin,  N.  J.,  and  Eden,  Wisconsin, 
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have  completed  and  entered  their  sanctuaries  at  an  aggregate  cost  of 
$13,000. 

ECCLESIASTICAL    CHANGES. 

Rev.  Mr.  Swick  has  retired  from  Stuyvesant  Falls  ;  Rev.  D.  A. 
Jones,  resigned  the  charges  of  Grahamville  and  Neversink,  and  is 
again  laboring  under  the  care  of  the  Board  at  New  Concord.  The 
Rev.  J.  A.  Davenport,  after  completing  the  church  edifice  at  Eden, 
Wisconsin,  tendered  his  resignation,  and  the  Rev.  Abraham  Mattice, 
itinerant  Missionary,  entered  upon  that  field.  Rev.  Charles  W.  Wil- 
son, late  of  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  was  appointed  to  the 
itinerancy  rendered  vacant  by  the  above  change.  Rev.  D.  Vermilye, 
also  of  the  Seminary,  has  been  ministering  since  last  September,  to 
the  Church  of  Pittsford  and  Jefferson,  Michigan ;  Rev.  W.  J.  Skill- 
man,  also  of  the  Seminary,  went  by  the  direction  of  the  Board  to  the 
Churches  of  Macon  and  Ridgeway,  Michigan,  which  had  for  a  long 
series  of  years  been  in  a  dependent  and  sometimes  in  a  distracted 
condition,  and  often  without  the  regular  preaching.  The  people  hap- 
pily united  to  welcome  the  Missionary,  and  came  at  once  so  earnestly 
to  his  support,  that  no  further  aid  is  now  required  from  the  Board. 
A  small  appropriation  has  been  made  to  the  Church  of  Constantine, 
by  which  it  has  been  enabled  to  secure  the  Rev.  J.  W  Beardslee,  as 
their  pastor.  The  Madison  street  Mission  in  New  York  city,  and  the 
Church  at  Keokuk,  Iowa,  have  been  abandoned.  Rev.  John  M.  Wag- 
ner, on  account  of  the  climate  being  too  severe  for  his  health  at  West 
Leyden,  N.  Y.,  resigned  that  charge,  and  is  now  in  part  sustained  at 
Melrose,  where  his  labors  are  being  crowned  with  large  success.  Rev. 
L.  Mohn  has  been  laboring  part  of  his  time  with  the  newly  organized 
Second  Church  of  Hudson,  N.  J.,  in  connection  with  his  charge  at 
Hoboken.  Rev.  C.  Meyer  has  been  called  to  the  Third  Church  of 
New  Brunswick  ;  Rev.  G.  E.  Gramm,  to  the  Fourth  Church  of  Phila- 
delphia; Rev.  J.  Petrie,  to  the  Church  at  Ilion,  N.  Y.  ;  Rev.  John 
Simonson,  to  the  Central  Church  of  Plainfield  ;  Rev.  L.  E.  Richards, 
to  the  Churches  of  Morsville  and  South  Gilboa.  Mi'.  D.  Crans  has 
been  commissioned,  by  recommendation  of  the  Classis  of  Orange,  to 
labor  among  the  spiritually  destitute  in  Sullivan  County,  N.  Y.  The 
Board  has  made  an  appropriation  which  will  enable  the  new  Church 
at  Lafayette,  N.  J.,  to  settle  a  pastor. 
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CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 


The  management  of  this  charity  deepens  the  conviction  in  the 
minds  of  all  the  memhers  of  the  Board,  that  there  can  be  no  rapidity 
or  permanence  in  our  Church  extension  at  the  Wesf,  or  other  spiritu- 
ally destitute  localities,  unless  the  Building  Fund  is  vigorously  sus- 
tained. No  man  except  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board,  can  adequately 
realize  how  rapidly  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  our  success  vanish, 
whenever  we  are  in  a  condition  to  loan  a  few  hundred  dollars  to  a 
people  struggling  under  the  embarrassment  of  a  debt,  or  who  are 
waitino-  anxiously  for  a  little  aid,  which  will  render  an  effort,  on  their 
part,  to  obtain  a  house  of  worship  at  all  practicable. 

With  the  Divine  blessing  we  hope  for  great  results  and  a  new  im- 
petus to  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions,  when  the  treasury  of  this 
Fund  shall  receive  regular  contributions  from  all  the  Churches;  and 
we  shall  be  prepared,  at  the  time  we  send  a  Missionary  into  a  pro- 
mising locality,  to  make  an  offer  to  the  people  which  will  convince 
them  that  we  are  deeply  in  earnest,  and  it  is  the  firm  intention  of 
the  Board  that  the  enterprise  shall  be  permanent.  It  is  to  the 
Board  a  deep  regret  that  this  benevolence  upon  which  so  much  of 
our  prosperity  depends,  has  been  entered  upon  the  programme  of 
annual  collections  in  so  few  of  our  congregations.  Only  forty-eight 
Churches  have  made  any  effort  for  this  Fund  during  the  year.  The 
whole  amount  raised  by  these  collections,  together  with  individual 
donations  has  been  $2,799  26.  The  Board  has  been  thereby  enabled 
to  loan  $1,379  03,  to  the  Church  of  South  Bend,  Indiana,  and  make 
arrangements  for  relieving  the  First  Church  of  Hoboken  from  a 
crushing  burden  of  debt,  under  which  it  must  have  otherwise 
perished. 

There  is  now  invested  on  account  of  this  fund,  for  which  the  Gene- 
ral Synod  holds  securities,  as  follows :

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Also,  during  the  year,  a  deed  in  fee-simple  has  been  issued  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Church  property  at  Eden,  Wisconsin,  valued  at 
$1,000.  The  land  is  a  donation  from  our  indefatigable  Missionary, 
the  Rev.  J.  A.  Davenport,  by  whose  persevering  devotion  that  Church 
was  gathered,  and  the  money  for  the  structure  collected. 

Several  congregations  are  now  anxiously  waiting  a  favorable  re- 
sponse to  their  applications  for  aid  in  this  department.  The  need  is 
so  great  and  the  claims  so  important  that  the  very  existence  of  some 
of  our  Missions  will  be  imperilled  unless  the  sum  of  83,500  finds  its 
way  to  the  Treasury  at  an  early  date.  The  Board  is  constrained  to 
say  that  the  existing  necessities  and  prospective  wants  of  the  Build- 
ing Fund,  are  such  that  the  denomination  cannot  better  subserve  its 
own  interests  than  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  in  this  depart- 
ment, the  sum  of  $10,000,  before  the  current  year  shall  close. 

Our  request  is,  therefore,  very  respectfully  urged  upon  the  Synod, 
that  it  will  keep  this  subject  constantly  and  prominently  before  the 
Churches,  until  the  plan  and  its  importance  are  universally  under- 
stood, at  which  time,  we  are  confident,  this  Fund  will  be  placed  in  a 
condition  efficiently  to  subserve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
originated. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

In  the  management  of  this  important  interest,  your  Board  has  dis- 
covered no  reason  to  justify  a  departure  from  the  policy  which  it 
adopted  at  the  time  the  work  was  entrusted  to  our  hands.  The  Mis- 
sionaries under  our  care  are  directed  to  establish  schools  in  the 
vicinity  of  their  respective  fields  of  labor,  over  which  they  can  exer- 
cise occasional  supervision ;  the  Board  furnishing  the  necessary 
materials,  and  providing  for  the  necessary  expenses  involved.  By 
this  means  we  secure  the  continuance  of  the  schools  after  they  are 
organized ;  we  control  the  character  of  the  literature  and  the  text 
books  employed,  and  the  doctrines  inculcated,  and  cherish  the  hope 
that  ultimately  some  of  these  organizations  will  prove  nuclei  of,  and 
grow  up  into  Churches  of  our  order. 

We  have  had  reported  to  us  the  establishment  of  fourteen  new 
schools  during  the  year,  and  the  revival  of  a  few  which  had  declined. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Mattice,  in  Wisconsin,  has  enjoyed  peculiar 
advantages  in  promoting  this  work  in  Washington  County,  Wiscon- 
sin, the  extra  expenses  incurred  having  been  chiefly  borne  by  liberal 
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contributions  from  the  North  Church  of  Newark.  The  Church  Sun- 
day School  of  Flatbush,  L.  I.,  has  very  generously  resolved  to  furnish 
similar  facilities  to  the  Rev.  Abraham  Thompson,  who  far  out  on  the 
prairies  of  Iowa,  reports  a  spiritual  destitution  which  no  labor  can 
reach  so  effectually  as  this.  Several  of  our  Churches  have  forwarded 
money  to  the  Board  for  the' sending  of  libraries  to  our  Missionaries, 
who  have  received  and  appropriated  them,  and  the  donors  in  due 
time  have  been  furnished  an  account  of  the  respective  localities  where 
they  have  been  placed. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  in  this  department  have  been.  .$77 1  35 
One  hundred  dollars  of  which  was  a  donation  from  the 
Board  of  Publication.

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  Report,  while  the  Board  congratulates  the  Synod 
and  the  whole  Cburch  on  the  encouraging  aspects  which,  through  the 
Divine  favor  our  Domestic  Missionary  work  presents,  we  cannot  but 
lament  that  so  small  a  number  of  souls  have  been  brought  into  the 
kingdom  of  Christ,  compared  with  the  amount  of  spiritual  labor  ex- 
pended. The  conversions  reported  are  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year,  and  yet  calling  to  remembrance  the  promises  of  God, 
and  the  assurance  we  have  of  His  willingness  to  accompany  the 
preaching  of  His  Gospel  with  the  saving  power  of  His  spirit,  had  we 
not  reason  to  expect  larger  fruit?  The  smallness  of  the  results  forci- 
bly reminds  us  that  all  success  is  of  the  Lord,  and  He  will  be  dili- 
gently inquired  of  by  His  spiritual  Israel  to  undertake  for  them. 

The  Board  bespeaks  more  earnest  prayer  in  behalf  of  our  Mission- 
aries and  the  feeble  Churches,  that  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  more 
abundantly  shed  forth;  that  those  to  whom  the  doctrines  of  the 
Cross  are  preached  may  heartily  embrace  them,  and  thus  the  glory  of 
the  Redeemer  be  greatly  promoted,  and  the  Church  rapidly  extended 
through  this  instrumentality.

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Your  Board  of  Education  respectfully  present  to  General  Synod 
the  following  Report  of  the  various  interests  committed  to  their  care 
during  the  year  beginning  May  1,  1863,  and  ending  April  30,  1864. 

I.  BENEFICIARIES. 

The  total  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board  dur- 
ing the  year  was  fifty-eight.  Nine  of  these  finished  their  Theological 
course  in  May,  1863,  and  were  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel.  Three 
of  these  are  settled  and  laboring  in  the  West,  for  Churches  under  the 
care  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  Board.  One  is  set  apart  for  Foreign 
Missions,  and  is  waiting  the  completion  of  arrangements  to  send  him 
abroad.  The  rest  are  all  acceptably  and  usefully  laboring  in  pastoral 
charges  in  different  parts  of  the  Church  at  home.  Besides  these, 
twenty-nine  have  been  pursuing  their  studies  during  the  whole  year 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick.  Fourteen  have  pur- 
sued the  whole  year's  course  at  Rutgers  College.  One,  for  satisfac- 
tory reasons,  has  been  permitted  to  pursue  his  studies  at  Union  Col- 
lege. Five  have  studied  at  Holland  Academy.  Two  have  had  per- 
mission to  suspend  their  studies  for  the  purpose  of  teaching.     One,  by 
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a  change  in  his  circumstances,  has  withdrawn  from  the  Board  and  is 
pursuing  his  studies  on  his  own  means.  Two,  who  were  compelled 
by  ill  health  to  relinquish  their  studies,  have  partially  repaid  the  sums 
formerly  received  by  them.  One  has  remained  absent  without  per- 
mission beyond  the  time  for  which  he  was  allowed  to  engage  in  teach- 
ing, and  his  connection  with  the  Board  ceases.  Four,  who  were  en- 
gaged in  teaching  by  permission,  have  returned  to  their  studies,  and 
their  appropriations  have  been  renewed.  Six  have  been  received 
during  the  year.  The  whole  number  under  our  care  at  the  close  of 
the  year  was  fifty -two.  Between  the  close  of  the  year  for  which  we 
report  and  the  meeting  of  Synod,  four  finished  their  theological 
studies,  and  are  expecting  early  examinations  for  licensure.  One,  in 
the  Senior  Class  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  just  expecting  to  be 
examined  and  licensed,  has  died.  One  has  been  received.  There  will 
remain  under  our  care  at  the  time  of  your  meeting  forty-eight.  The 
Secretary  is  in  correspondence  with  eight  of  the  pastors  of  our 
Church,  with  a  view  to  aiding  young  men  from  their  Churches. 

It  has  been  our  pleasure,  during  the  entire  year,  to  be  relieved  of 
the  necessity  of  declining  or  postponing  aid  to  any  new  applicants, 
which  for  two  previous  years  had  been  imposed  by  our  heavy  debt. 
The  continued  liberality  of  the  Churches  has  enabled  us  to  receive 
without  delay  those  who  applied  with  the  usual  evidences  of  fitness 
and  promise  on  which  their  recommendation  by  their  Churches  and 
Classes  are  based.  It  has  also  enabled  us  to  answer  favorably  the 
preliminary  questions  of  pastors,  in  view  of  presenting  young  men 
from  their  Churches  as  soon  as  the  requisitions  prescribed  by  the 
rules  of  General  Synod  could  be  met.  We  rejoice  that  we  are  able 
to  say  to  pastors  and  Churches,  "  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,"  with  con- 
tinued confidence  that  the  steady  liberality  of  the  Churches  will  en- 
able us  to  meet  the  cases  in  which  His  grace  may  move  those  to 
devote  themselves  to  His  service,  whoyet  need  the  pecuniary  means 
of  study.  The  reports  of  the  deportment  and  proficiency  of  our 
young  men,  as  rendered  by  their  professors,  have  beeu  highly  satisfac- 
tory. We  feci  assured  that  this  agency  for  the  increase  of  the  min- 
istry, which  Synod  so  long  since  established,  and  over  which  it  has 
watched  with  so  much  interest,  has  met  and  is  meeting  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  The  total  number  of  benefi- 
ciaries aided  by  the  Board  since  its  organization,  now  amounts  to  two 
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hundred  and  eighty-one.  One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  these  are 
now  in  the  active  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  promoting  her  interests 
by  all  the  various  forms  of  ministerial  labor.  A  part  of  the  number, 
as  reported  in  the  above  statistics,  are  yet  in  different  stages  of  prepa- 
ration for  their  future  work.  Our  earliest  beneficiaries,  with  two  or 
three  exceptions,  besides  many  of  those  who  have  been  aided  during 
our  later  operations,  have  been  removed  to  worship  and  work  with 
the  Church  on  high.  During  our  history,  twelve  have  been  removed 
by  death,  at  various  stages  of  their  preparation.  Some  few  cases  of 
entire  disappointment  have  occurred,  but  what  can  we  prosecute  in 
this  imperfect  world  and  in  the  yet  imperfect  Church,  without  disap- 
pointment as  to  some  particulars  of  our  plan?  Remembering  that 
nearly  one-third  of  our  present  working  ministry  have  been  secured 
to  the  Church  by  this  instrumentality,  your  Board  feel  that  Synod 
has  abundant  reason  to  bless  God  for  this  method,  by  which  He  led 
the  piety,  the  wisdom,  and  the  liberality  of  the  fathers  of  the  pa^t 
generation  to  seek  her  extension  by  the  increase  of  her  ministry. 
Experience  of  the  blessing  of  God  enjoyed#  in  the  edification  and  in- 
crease of  His  people  in  our  home  field,  in  our  growing  country,  and 
in  all  our  foreign  Missionary  stations,  has  settled  every  question  of  the 
propriety  and  expediency  of  this  work.  Every  objection  has  been 
met  by  proof  of  fact  that  it  was  groundless,  fading  like  the  mists  of 
morning  fog  before  the  growing  heat  of  the  sun.  The  Synod  and  all 
the  Churches  may  rejoice  in  it  as  an  indubitable  success,  and  join 
hands  in  it  and  for  it  as  a  labor  for  God  which  cannot  lose  its  reward. 
May  God  still  further  lead  many  to  desire,  and  incline  His  people  to 
furnish,  through  this  agency,  the  needed  preparation  to  send  them 
forth  to  publish  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  in  all  lands. 

We  would  gratefully  mention  in  this  connection  the  special  libe- 
rality of  a  few  able  and  willing  brethren  in  furnishing  a  private  fund 
for  the  relief  of  our  young  men,  besides  and  independent  of  the  ordi- 
nary Church  collections.  Ovving  to  the  increased  price  of  board  and 
of  every  thing  else  necessary  for  support,  our  limited  appropriations 
were  rendered  more  than  ever  disproportionate  to  the  most  economi- 
cal demands.  The  aid  furnished  by  these  brethren  has  enabled  us  to 
devote  to  each  of  our  beneficiaries  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent,  to  his 
appropriation.  This  has  been  accomplished  in  a  way  which  will  not 
in  the  least  interfere  with  or  hinder  our  usual  collections.  "  Whoso- 
ever shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold 
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water  only  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward." 
The  Lord  grant  its  abundant  fulfilment  to  all  these  brethren.

The  Report  of  the  Principal  assures  the  Board  that  the  attention  to 
study  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  have  given  good  satisfaction. 
Under  the  arrangements  made  by  the  last  General  Synod,  measures 
have  been  taken  looking  to  the  gradual  elevation  of  the  Academy  to 
the  standing  of  a  regular  college.  The  Board  appointed  Rev.  T. 
Romeyn  Beck,  and  Rev.  P.  J.  Oggel,  as  Professors  in  the  institution, 
leaving  the  appointment  of  their  respective  duties  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents.  The  Classis  of  Holland  has  assisted  the  Board  to 
meet  the  salaries  of  both  these  brethren.  Mr.  W.  A  Shields  has  also 
been  appointed  as  assistant  teacher,  leaving  the  direction  of  his  special 
duties  to  the  Principal.  All  these  brethren  have  accepted  their  ap- 
pointments, and  have  been  engaged  successfully  and  with  approbation 
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in  their  duties.  The  students  have  been  instructed  in  vocal  music  by 
the  gratuitous  services  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Gilmore,  a  member  of  the  high- 
est class.  This  has  added  much  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the 
pupils,  and  is  of  no  little  importance  to  their  prospects  of  usefulness 
in  future  life.  The  value  of  the  property  has  been  increased  by  an 
outlay  of  four  hundred  dollars,  expended  by  the  Classes  of  Holland 
and  Wisconsin,  to  finish  the  Professor's  house  for  Professor  Oggel. 
An  additional  lot  with  a  two  story  building  has  also  been  donated  to 
the  institution  by  the  First  Church  of  Holland,  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Raalte's. 
This  has  been  fitted  up  for  a  printing  house.  A  press  and  type  have 
been  secured  through  the  personal  exertions  of  the  Principal.  The 
value  of  this  addition  is  estimated  at  least  at  twelve  hundred  dollars. 
As  in  the  erection  of  the  gymnasium  reported  last  year,  a  consider- 
able amount  of  labor  has  been  expended  by  the  students  iu  their 
leisure  and  vacation  time,  to  aid  these  and  some  minor  improvements 
on  the  property.  A  committee  consisting  of  the  Vice  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  was  sent  to  attend  the  last 
annual  examination  of  the  students,  and  also  to  meet  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  and  the  Classis  of  Holland  in  conference  upon  the 
interests  and  prospects  of  the  Academy.  After  a  pergonal  inspection 
of  the  examination  of  the  students,  and  also  of  the  condition  of  the 
property,  and  a  full  conference  with  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
and  the  Classis  of  Holland,  our  committee  by  their  report,  confirmed 
all  our  confidence  in  the  conduct  of  the  institution,  in  its  arrange- 
ments for  the  education  of  pupils,  and  our  conviction  of  its  importance 
to  the  interests  of  our  Church  at  the  West.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  it  must  manifestly  bear  the  same  relation  to  our  establishment 
and  growth  at  the  West,  as  Rutgers  College  to  the  same  interests  of 
the  Church  at  the  East.  The  experience  and  the  efforts  of  our  own 
and  of  other  denominations  has  written  out  the  truth  too  plainly  to 
be  gainsayed,  that  any  large  measure  of  success  for  our  Church  in  the 
West  can  only  be  hoped  for  by  educating  a  ministry  for  our  western 
Churches  mainly  at  the  West.  The  growth  of  other  denominations, 
or  rather  the  increase  of  their  growth,  secured  by  their  Colleges  at 
the  West,  is  an  incontrovertible  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  and 
of  the  necessity  of  our  doing  the  same  if  we  would  secure  the  same 
result.  It  is  simply  the  connection  between  sowing  and  reaping. 
Every  argument  that  calls  our  Church  to  labor  at  all  at  the  West  for 
the  salvation  of  souls,  for  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord,  for  re- 
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listing  and  overcoming  the  strength  of  error  and  false  doctrine,  for 
evangelizing  so  important  and  influential  a  portion  of  our  country,  and 
tor  that  extension  of  our  denomination  which  is  at  once  the  right,  the 
privilege  and  the  duty  of  every  branch  of  the  Lord's  body  which 
believes  that  it  holds  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Him,  and  that  it  holds  Him 
as  the  head,  equally  calls  on  us  to  advance  this  important  agency  for 
building  up  our  own  and  the  whole  Church  of  the  Redeemer.  Every- 
.hino-  in  the  providential  and  gracious  dealings  of  God,  and  in  the 
known  ability  of  our  people  to  give  and  to  do  all  that  is  necessary, 
calls  us  to  go  forward.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
will  present  to  your  consideration  the  particulars  of  whatever  action 
they  desire  Synod  to  take.  Suggestions,  therefore,  on  these  points 
need  not  be  presented  here.  Your  Board  stand  ready  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  cooperate  with  any  action  which  Synod  may  deem  it 
wise  to  order. 

III.  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  now  eleven  schools  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  as 
-icrainst  nine  at  the  time  of  our  last  annual  report.  In  these  there  are 
is  follows :

These  statistics  present  an  increase  of  two  schools,  of  177  pupils 
m  the  rolls,  of  172  in  average  attendance,  of  $150  given  by  the 
Board,  of  $1,045  45  raised  by  their  own  Churches,  of  $22  11  con- 
nbuted  by  these  Churches  to  the  Parochial  School  Fund ;  and  of  thirty- 
four  pupils  admitted  to  Church  communion,  above  the  Report  of  last 
year  in  these  various  particulars.  Even  while  feeling  that  the  inter- 
ert  of  the  Church  in  this  important  work  of  religiously  educating  her 
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children  in  schools  under  her  own  care,  is  far  below  what  it  ought  to 
be,  and  what  it  rnu?t  be  before  she  can  enjoy  the  fulfinient  of  the  pro- 
mise that  instead  of  the  fathers  shall  be  her  children,  whom  she  may 
make  princes  in  the  earth,  your  Board  are  gratified  to  present  this 
Report  of  increase  in  all  these  particulars  of  interest  connected  with 
our  schools.  Especially  in  the  one  fact  of  the  number  of  hopeful  con- 
version, fifty-one  altogether,  an  increase  of  thirty- four  over  the  seven- 
teen similar  instances  reported  last  year,  there  is  the  encouragement 
of  God's  seal  of  approval  set  on  this  part  of  our  work.  Allowing  all 
that  may  be  claimed  for  family  instruction  and  the  Church's  teaching 
by  means  of  the  Sabbath  school  and  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  it 
is  self-evident  that  daily  instruction  in  the  truths  of  religion  under  the 
care  of  a  pious  and  affectionate  teacher,  with  the  supervision  of  a 
faithful  pastor  and  elders,  is  by  no  means  a  light  influence  in  securing 
the  conversion  of  these  pupils,  and  their  consecration  to  God  in  their 
early  youth.  To  doubt  it,  or  even  to  count  it  of  little  moment, 
seems  simply  to  doubt  the  truth  of  God's  promise  to  bless  the  ap- 
pointed means  of  grace.  This  work  is  in  no  unimportant  sense  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  to  the  children.  We  feel  it  to  be  a  great 
encouragement  in  this  part  of  our  work  that  more  or  less  of  such  con- 
versions and  additions  to  the  Church  are  annually  reported  from  our 
schools.  For  the  increased  blessing  of  God  in  this  respect  during  the 
past  year,  we  feel  ourselves  called  to  especial  thankfulness  and  praise* 
The  pastors  of  Churches  bear  testimony  to  the  steadfastness  and  con- 
sistency of  members  thus  brought  up  under  a  daily  and  thorough 
education  in  the  Word  of  God  and  the  standards  of  the  Church. 
They  grow  up  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  faith,  and  engage  in  the 
duties  of  Church  membership  without  being  tossed  about  by  every 
wind  of  doctrine  and  error  that  comes  along.  They  exhibit  a  far  dif- 
ferent character  in  their  Christian  life  from  that  of  those  who  without 
instruction  iu  religious  truth,  or  with  very  little,  are  added  to  the 
Church  through  the  transient  influences  of  a  season  of  unusual  inter- 
est and  excitement.  The  preparation  of  their  minds  by  constant 
instruction,  in  which  the  advance  of  their  religious  knowledge  is 
made  a  matter  of  no  less  attention  than  the  advance  of  the  ordinary 
studies  of  schools,  renders  them  capable  even  while  young  of  know- 
ing what  they  do  and  of  counting  its  cost,  when  they  profess  their 
faith  in  Christ  with  the  people  of  God.  Their  knowledge  of  the  Scrip- 
tures enables  them  to  make  an  enlightened  choice.     Happy  the  day 
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when  no  Church  will  regard  itself  as  equipped  for  its  work  until  it 
has  established  its  own  school  for  the  daily  religious  teaching  of  its 
children.  We  are  happy  to  know  that  besides  the  schools  of  this 
kind  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  there  are  many  others  sustained 
by  their  Churches.  Some  of  these  were  aided  at  first,  but  have  be- 
come self  sustaining.  Some  have  been  always  maintained  by  their 
Churches  without  such  aid.  It  is  true,  they  form  an  additional  ex- 
pense where  the  common-school  system  of  the  county  taxes  the 
people  for  its  support.  They,  however,  pay  and  pay  well  for  all  their 
extra  cost.  It  is  surely  high  time  that  our  Churches  rise  above  com- 
plaining about  or  begrudging  the  very  small  per  centage  on  their 
abundant  means,  which  is  needed  for  securing  such  great  blessings 
for  both  the  present  and  the  future  life  of  their  children.  What 
would  be  the  outlay  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  each  year  by  our 
Churches,  whose  members  often  accumulate  property  to  the  amount 
of  scores  and  hundreds  of  thousands,  when  estimated  by  the  results  of 
the  conversion  of  their  children,  and  their  training  for  Christian  use- 
fulness here  and  blessedness  hereafter.  In  view  of  the  beneficent  re- 
sults of  the  fund  contiibuted  by  a  single  donor,  and  which  yet  remains 
the  only  large  gift  of  the  kind  in  our  Church,  where  can  brethren  of 
wealth  find  an  enterprise  more  promising  and  hopeful  than  this.  We 
respectfully  ask  the  influence  of  Synod  to  commend  this  work  to  the 
consideration  of  brethren  able  to  bestow  means,  where  they  will  bring 
back  to  their  hearts  new  proofs  of  the  truth  of  our  Redeemer's  asser- 
tion, "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  Many  of  the 
ablest  and  most  obscrvirg  minds  of  our  own  and  other  Protestant 
Churches,  regard  with  anxiety  the  inroads  of  infidelity  and  Romanism 
in  our  land.  What  can  we  better  do  for  our  children  to  save  them 
from  either  of  these  than  to  educate  in  schools  under  the  care  of  the 
Church. 

IV.  FUNDS. 

Your  Board  report  with  gratification  that  our  treasury  has  been 
kept  supplied  and  our  work  regularly  carried  on  through  the  whole 
year.  We  are  enabled  to  close  our  fiscal  year  without  debt.  The 
receipts  have  been  considerably  less  than  those  of  last  year.  This 
however  is  naturally  and  easily  accounted  for  by  the  special  efforts 
made  last  year  to  pay  off  our  debt,  and  the  pressing  appeals  to  all  the 
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Churches  to  aid  us.  Many  of  our  Churches  increased  their  ordinary 
amounts,  and  many  took  up  special  collections  for  our  debt.  There 
has  also  been  in  the  field  during  the  whole  of  the  past  year,  a  kindred 
object  presented  to  the  Churches  in  the  successful  effort  for  the  en- 
dowment of  our  College.  We  have  reason  to  know  that  some  of  our 
Churches  have  considered  their  contributions  to  that  effort  an  equiva- 
lent, and  have  substituted  them  for  their  usual  collections  for  our 
Board.  Yet  as  we  have  been  supplied  sufficiently  to  meet  all  the 
calls  upon  us,  to  carry  out  all  the  directions  of  the  Synod  of  last  year 
with  reference  to  Holland  Academy,  we  rejoice  with  all  the  Church 
in  the  success  of  the  effort  on  behalf  of  the  College.  That  has  been 
done  and  we  have  not  been  neglected.  Our  contributions  have  been 
received  from  two  hundred  and  three  Churches.  This  is  a  falling  off 
of  only  six  in  the  number  of  our  helping  Churches,  and  is  more  than 
sufficiently  accounted  for  by  the  substitution  above  mentioned. 
Although  these  numbers  for  the  two  past  years  are  a  considerable  in- 
crease upon  any  former  period  of  our  history,  we  cannot  refrain  from 
calling  the  attention  of  our  Churches,  through  our  Report  to  Synod, 
to  the  fact  that  only  about  half  of  our  Churches  yet  contribute  to  this 
Board.  That  is  to  say,  although  we  thankfully  Report  to  Synod  as  a 
growth,  a  gratifying  gain  in  the  number  of  Churches  contributing, 
yet  after  more  than  thirty  years  of  steady  application  of  the  means 
of  spreading  information  and  of  awakening  interest,  we  have  only  suc- 
ceeded in  enlisting  half  of  our  denomination  as  regular  annual  help- 
ers. To  that  half  of  our  Churches  who  have  now  learned  to  assist  us 
regularly,  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks  for  their  interest  and  aid. 
Can  we  do  less  than  earnestly  entreat  the  other  half  to  come  and  do 
likewise  ?  May  we  not  assure  them  that  their  doing  so  will  give 
them  the  best  answer  to  every  objection  ?  "If  any  man  will  do  the 
will  of  God,  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine  whether  it  be  of  God." 
They  will  surely  find  this  God's  work.

Factors 
or  Consistories  are  requested  to  examine  them  and  report  inaccuracies 
or  ommissions,  if  any  are  found,  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Synod's  Room,  103  Fulton  Street,  N.  Y. 
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RESOLUTIONS  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD  IN  REGARD  TO  THE 
OPERATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

I,  Resolved,  Tliat  the  Report  of  the  Board  be  published,  bound  up  with 
the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  circulated  through  our  Church. 

?.  Resolved,  That  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  requested  to  exert  themselves 
to  place  the  Missionary  Recorder  in  every  family. 

3.  Resolved,  That  all  our  Church  members  be  respectfully  urged  to  co- 
operate with  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  to  extinguish  its  debt  immediately. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  first  week  in  January,  1S65,  be  solemnly  observed  as 
a  season  of  prayer  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  world,  as  the 
grand  agent  of  its  conversion  to  God. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  and  commend  the  policy  of  enlisting 
Sunday  school  scholars  in  systematic  benevolence. 

6.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  statement  from  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  that  there  is  a  debt  of  $10,000  on  that  Board,  every  Pastor  and 
Elder  in  the  Synod  expresses  a  solemn  obligation,  by  his  vote,  to  do  all  in 
his  power,  in  his  Church,  and  in  his  Classis,  towards  raising  that  sum  before 
the  first  of  July. 

7.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  need  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for 
the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  rates 
of  exchange,  it  will  be  necessnry  that  the  Churches,  besides  extinguishing 
the  present  debt,  should  add  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  to  their  gifts  for  the  past 
year;  and  the  Synod  earnestly  urge  their  Churches  to  increase  their  con- 
tributions accordingly,  and  forward  collections,  as  fast  as  possible,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board. 


REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  present  to  the 
General  Synod  its  Thirty-second  Annual  Report. 

I.  HOME  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  MEMBERS  AND  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  report  that  no  change  has  taken  place 
during  the  past  year.  Though  the  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been 
frequent,  and  the  duties  of  the  members  arduous,  filling  them  with 
anxiety  for  the  interests  committed  to  them,  all  have  been  spared  to 
continue  the  work. 

2.    PERIODICALS    AND    AGENCIES. 

The  Missionary  Recorder  has  been  circulated  as  heretofore. 
The  monthly  issue  has  averaged  about  8,000  copies.  Such  an  agent, 
visiting  so  many  families,  abundantly  compensates  the  labor  and  ex- 
penses involved.  The  enormous  prices  of  printing  paper  have  in- 
creased the  outlay  beyond  that  of  any  previous  year. 

Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Tahnage  has  been  constantly  engaged  among  the 
Churches,  pleading  the  cause  of  Christ  and  of  perishing  sinners. 

3.    FUNDS. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  the  Board  has  been  sorely  afflicted 
by  the  rates  of  foreign  exchange. 
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The  pressure  has  been  heavy  during  all  parts  of  the  year,  and  at 
times  seemed  almost  overwhelming. 

The  Churches  had  graduated  the  scale  of  their  contributions  with 
a  view  of  meeting  the  necessities  of  the  Board,  but  without  provision 
for  special  trials  like  the  present. 

The  Board  has  been  obliged  to  lay  aside  applications  for  appropria- 
tions which  were  eminently  desirable.  With  the  strongest  inclina- 
tion towards  economy,  and  a  careful  examination  into  the  requests 
presented  by  the  Missionaries,  the  Board  feels  that  there  is  an 
economy  aptly  designated  "  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish,"  which  is 
not  only  expensive,  but  in  its  results  mortifying. 

The  heavy  blow  which  has  fallen  upon  all  the  Missionary  Boards 
and  Societies  in  this  country,  found  us  ill  prepared  for  the  crisis. 
Our  Church  was  growing  into  the  measure  of  our  expenditure, 
and  there  was  little  risk  in  calculating  upon  regular  and  healthy 
advances. 

In  the  last  year  there  was  not  a  good  opportunity  for  introducing 
such  a  special  effoit  to  relieve  the  Board.  The  attention  of  our 
people  has  been  very  peculiarly  absorbed  by  objects  of  deep,  and 
some  of  them  of  novel  interest. 

The  plan  for  endowing  Rutgers  College,  so  gloriously  successful, 
very  properly  occupied  the  attention  of  our  Churches  during  a  num- 
ber of  months.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  financial  year,  objects, 
which  appealed  to  a  fervent  patriotism  as  well  as  Christian  Charity, 
absorbed  the  public  attention,  and  made  special  efforts  on  the  part  of 
your  Board  unadvisable. 

In  the  meantime  the  Board  has  not  left  the  Churches  in  ignorance 
of  its  financial  condition ;  but  it  was  not  till  the  close  of  the  year 
that  we  saw  a  practicable  method  and  opportunity  of  escaping  the 
present  severe  burden. 

The  Board  obeys  the  dictates  of  duty  in  bringing  this  subject  to 
the  Synod,  and  asks  relief,  through  such  action  as  the  Synod  may  be 
able  to  adopt.  Subscriptions  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  have  been 
made  by  some  individuals  on  condition  of  our  paying  the  entire  debt 
by  the  1st  of  July  next.  The  Board  earnestly  invokes  the  help  of 
the  Synod  in  this  trying  position. 

The  present  debt  of  the  Board  may  be  considered  as  at  least 
$10,000.  It  being  impossible  to  know  the  precise  state  of  the  Mis- 
sion treasuries,  or  to  estimate  the  rates  at  which  the  Board  must  pay 
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for  bills  already  drawn,  the  exact  amount  of  the  debt  cannot  be 
stated. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  have  been  $35,391  18.  Of  this 
amount  $2 1,686  35  has  been  received  from  28G  Churches;  $3,352  23 
from  Sabbath  schools,  $3,893  15  from  individuals  connected  with 
Churches,  $1,743  91  from  individuals  whose  church  connection  can- 
not be  recognized,  and  $4,715  54  from  miscellaneous  sources.  Among 
the  latter  receipts  are  included  $2,800  from  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  $600  from  the  American  Tract  Society,  for  transmission, 
also  $1,024  77  belonging  to  the  Suydam  Security  Fund.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  receipts  from  the  Churches  are  $943  71,  and  the  gifts 
of  the  Sabbath  schools  $259   73  greater  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Tue  disparity  between  the  gross  receipts  for  the  past  year  and  that 
which  preceded  it  will  be  explained  by  the  result  of  the  special  efforts 
made  in  the  former  year. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  notice  the  interest  taken  by  many  of 
our  Sabbath  schools  in  the  work  of  the  Board.  Our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary work  has  the  advantage  of  being  capable  of  subdivision,  so 
that  each  school  or  band  of  Christian  workers  may  have  a  specific 
object.  Thus  we  find  one  Sabbath  school  supporting  a  native  helper, 
another  a  school,  a  third  a  scholar  in  one  of  the  seminaries.  The 
Synod  is  asked  again  to  notice  our  operations  in  their  adaptation  to 
cultivate  the  spirit  of  Christian  benevolence  among  our  youth. 

The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  £90  145  6c?, 
yielding  $373  10  in  China,  from  the  Local  Assembly  of  the  Free 
Church  of  Scotland,  a  gift  to  the  Amoy  Mission.  The  English  Pres- 
byterian Missionary  Committee  has  most  courteously  and  generously 
placed  to  our  credit  funds  to  the  amount  of  £450,  which  has  been 
accepted  as  a  temporary  loan,  and  a  part  of  this  amount  used  by  the 
Amoy  Mission. 

The  Board  implores  the  Synod  to  give  all  the  consideration 
usually  bestowed  upon  this  subject  to  the  great  wants  of  the  B  lard. 
Duty  to  Christ  can  only  be  discharged  by  special  relief  from  present 
embarrassments  and  a  higher  rate  of  contribution  for  the  future. 

The  accumulation  of  the  Suydam  Security  Fund  has  been  so 
rapid  tbat  it  will  soon  amount  to  $10,000,  the  amount  fixed  by  its 
generous  donor  as  necessary  before  the  proceeds  of  it  should  be  ap- 
plied to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Board.  Every  month's  experi- 
ence shows  more  clearly  the  necessity  of  such  endowments  for  the 
management  of  our  finances. 
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4.    REINFORCEMENTS. 


The  Board  has  boon  constrained  to  keep  back  candidates  for  mis- 
sionary appoiuttnent.  A  graduate  of  the  Theological  Seminary  was 
provisionally  appointed,  in  May,  18G3,  before  his  licensure,  but  the 
want  of  funds  compelled  the  Board  to  release  him  from  any  obliga- 
tion to  us.  In  every  sense  this  is  a  bard  lot  for  a  young  man  who 
has  long  cherished  the  hope  of  engaging  in  the  Foreign  Missionary 
■work.  The  question  of  future  duty  is  still  an  open  one  with  him, 
which  the  Churches  must  decide.  Another  candidate  has  recently 
been  accepted,  subject  to  the  financial  necessities  of  the  Board. 

We  expect  that  the  return  of  Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage  to  the  field 
where  he  is  so  greatly  needed,  and  for  which  his  heart  longrs,  will 
soon  come  before  the  Board.  Why  must  we  repeat  the  lameutaion 
over  an  impoverished  treasury  ?  The  work  is  losing  because  rtia- 
forctments  have  not  gone  forward.  The  Missionary  question  will  not 
be  considered  by  our  young  brethren  in  the  Toeological  Seminary,  if 
we  shut  out  all  applicants  with  the  simple  response  "No  funds." 
This  response  may  be  true  of  your  Board,  but  is  it  true  of  the 
Church  ?  Did  not  He  who  put  the  thought  in  the  hearts  of  these 
young  men  to  go  to  the  heatherj,  command  us  to  send  them. 


II.  SURVEY  OF  TIIE  MISSIONS. 

1.    THE    ARCOT    MISSION. 

The  Stations  of  this  Mission  are  as  follows,  and  occupied  by  the 
following  Missionaries  and  Pastors  : 

Arcot. — Rev.  Andrew  Sawyer,  Native  Pastor. 
Arnee. — Rev.  James  Mayou  aud  wife. 
Ckittoor. — Rev.  Jared  W.  Scudder  and  wife. 
Coovoor. — 

Mudnapilly. — Rev.  J.  Chamberlain,  Jr.,  and  wife. 
Ootacamund. — Rev.  H.  M.  Scudder  and  wife. 
Palamanair. — Rev.  S.  D.  Scudder  and  wife. 
Vellore. — Rev.  W.  W.  Shudder  and  wife. 
Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder  and  wife. 
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Rev.  John  Scudder  had  been  assigned  by  the  Mission  to  a  Station 
in  a  field  of  promise,  but  the  Board  felt  unable  to  meet  the  expendi- 
ture necessary  for  erecting  a  residence  and  other  buildings,  which 
would  have  required  some  thousands  of  dollars. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  connected  with  this  Mission,  continues  his 
duties  as  Port  Chaplain  at  Port  Columbus. 

"We  give  the  following  Statistics  : 


Names  of  Stations. 
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The  Station  at  Gingee,  first  reported  last  year,  has  been  aban- 
doned. The  place  itself  was  not  considered  of  much  promise  as  a 
field  for  immediate  labor,  but  was  selected  as  a  center  from  which  to 
influence,  by  supervision  and  cooperation,  the  efforts  of  Native 
Helpers  at  out-stations  in  the  vicinity.  Gingee,  however,  proved 
to  be  so  unhealthy  that  it  had  to  be  abandoned  as  a  Missionary  resi- 
dence. The  work  to  be  done  from  this  point  is  now  performed  in 
connection  with  Arnee. 
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ARCOT. 


This  Station  continues  under  the  care  of  the  Native  Pastor,  Rev. 
Andrew  Sawyer,  who  seems  to  be  conducting  his  work  with  his  usual 
zeal  and  success. 


ARNEE. 


This  field  has  been  richly  favored  of  the  Lord  during  the  past 
year.  Mr.  Mayou,  having  resumed  the  charge  of  it,  has  the  care  of 
the  out-stations  formerly  connected  with  Gingee. 

Of  the  Central  Station  the  Missionary  writes,  "  While  the  labors 
of  the  different  Missionaries  who  have  occupied  the  Station  at  differ- 
ent times  have  been  blessed  in  results  fully  as  much  as  at  the  other 
Stations,  the  converts  have  not  remained  permanently  at  the  Station, 
but  have  been  obliged  to  seek  employment  elsewhere,  or  are  engaged 
in  various  Mission  employment.  And  thus  we  may  expect  to  be  much 
more  in  the  future  if  numerous  villages  come  over  to  us  from  hea- 
thenism. We  shall  be  obliged  to  weaken  the  Central  Station  in 
order  to  strengthen  and  protect  the  out-stations."  The  Missionary 
very  properly  adds,  "  This  is  no  sign  of  weakness  and  decay,  but  of 
strength  and  growth." 

The  out-station  at  Sattambady  is  twenty-two  miles  south.  The 
Holy  Spirit  has  been  largely  poured  out  in  this  place.  Daring  the 
year  twenty-nine  adults  and  thirty  children  have  been  admitted  to 
baptism.  These  are  the  results  of  labors,  most  of  which  were  put 
forth  by  a  faithful  catechist,  supported  by  one  of  our  Sabbath  schools. 
A  large  number  of  families  have  expressed  a  desire  to  identify  them- 
selves with  the  Christian  congregation.  We  anxiously  await  the 
decision  to  which  they  may  be  brought. 

The  out-station  at  Aliandal  was  undertaken  during  the  past  year. 
At  the  beginning,  five  families  joined  themselves  to  the  Mission.  The 
prospect  of  considerable  additions  is  most  encouraging. 

Vellambi  is  another  out-station,  occupied  in  November  last  by  a 
reader  and  school  teacher. 

The  marked  success  of  the  brethren  who  have  occupied  this 
Station  during  the  year  calls  for  profund  gratitude.  There  is  evi- 
dently a  movement  in  the  heathen  mind.  The  Missionary  seems 
fully  warranted  in  saying,  "  My  testimony  is,  that  the  people  believe 
in  the  fall  of  idolatry  and  the  rise  and  extension  of  Christianity. 
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CHITTOOR. 


The  Missionary  in  charge  writes,  "  The  Church  under  my  care  has 
been  blessed  of  the  Lord  during  the  past  year."  The  statistics  abund- 
antly sustain  this  encouraging  statement.  From  this  Station,  as  a 
center,  many  Gospel  influences  have  radiated.  "  The  Gospel  has 
been  preached  daily  throughout  the  year  in  Chittoor  and  the  sur- 
rounding villages  by  the  Missionary  and  his  Native  Helpers." 

The  Female  Boarding  School  is  doing  its  blessed  work  with  in- 
creasing results.  It  numbers  twenty  pupils.  Deep  religious  interest 
has  parked  the  history  of  the  year.  Three  meetings  for  prayer  have 
been  voluntarily  observed  by  the  girls  every  day  throughout  the 
year.  Six  of  the  older  members  of  the  School  have  been  admitted 
to  tne  Communion  of  the  Church  within  the  year.  The  Missionary 
in  charge  makes  this  gratifying  statement — "  That  all  the  girls  who 
have  from  the  first  been  graduated  from  this  Seminary,  either  went 
out  of  it  professing  Christians,  or  became  so  shortly  after  their  separa- 
tion. The  most  of  them  are  now  partners  of  our  Native  Helpers  ; 
and,  so  far  as  we  know,  all  of  them,  without  exception,  have,  up  to 
this  time,  lived  consistently  as  disciples  of  Jesus."  The  Missionary 
pleads  earnestly  for  a  suitable  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
school. 

COONOOR. 

The  Missionary  lately  in  charge  of  this  Station — Dr.  Henry  M. 
Scudder — says,  "  The  Native  Church  here  is  steadily  growing  in  num- 
bers and  in  influence."  Its  practical  Christian  benevolence  is  pre- 
sented in  an  acknowledgment  of  *xty-seven  dollars  in  aid  of  the  out- 
stations  at  Sattambady  and  Aliandal. 

Dr.  U.  M.  Scudder,  though  removed  to  Ootacamund,  has  retained 
the  care  of  this  Station.  The  actual  labor  will  be  chiefly  performed 
by  the  members  of  the  Mission,  as  they  visit  in  turn  the  Sanatarium, 
or  Health  House,  which  has  been  established  at  Coonoor. 

GORIATTUM. 

We  have  already  stated  that  the  Board  felt  unable  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  establishing  a  permanent  Station  at  this  point,  though  a 
very  de&irable  one  for  Missionary  labor.  The  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  seems  needful  to  erect  buildings,  and  the  finances  of  the  Board 
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absolutely  forbid  the  outlay,  however  gratifying  the  prospect  is  of 
opening  a  new  fiel<l. 

MUDNAPILLY. 

This  new  Station  in  the  Telugu  eoun'ry  was  once  an  out-station 
of  the  London  Missionary  Society.  The  Mission  was  led  to  occupy 
it  in  view  of  the  va*t  want  of  labor  among  the  Telugus.  During  the 
year,  Mr.  Chamberlain  performed  a  tour  of  several  mouths1  duration, 
embracing  a  circuit  of  many  hundreds  of  miles.  The  iesults  of  a  full 
presentation  of  the  truth,  both  orally  and  by  copies  of  the  S  riptures, 
cannot  be  fully  known.  One  thii  g  was  most  palpable.  The  people 
were  willing,  and  often  anxious  to  be  more  fully  taught  in  the  way 
of  the  Lord. 

The  Board  have  felt  unable  to  deny  the  request  for  some  means 
to  begin  a  work  in  this  large  yet  neglected  field.  The  mission  of  the 
Church  is  to  occupy  the  ground  now  held  by  the  enemies  of  Christ. 
Whilst  a  prudent  consideration  of  our  resources  is  always  a  duty,  it 
Beemed  impossible  to  deny  the  few  hundreds  of  dollars  necessary  for 
the  continuance  of  the  work  already  begun. 

OOTACAMUND. 

This  Station  was  occupied  after  the  Mission  meeting  in  January, 
1864.  Of  course  no  statistics  can  be  expected.  Dr.  H.  M.  Scudder, 
the  Missionary  in  charge,  expects  to  find  a  useful  and  not  restricted 
field    of   lab>>r,  whilst,  with  no  sight   toil    and   self-denial,  he  may 

direct  the  interests  of  his  Church  and  Station  at  Coonoor. 

* 

FALAMANAIR. 

This  Station  was  our  out-post.  Though  established  only  four  years 
since,  it  has  been  greatly  blessed.  It  is  now  giving  up  not  a  little  of 
its  working  strength  to  aid  in  establishing  the  Station  at  Mudnapilly. 

A  mo6t  interesting  6eld  has  been  opened  in  connection  with  this 
Station.  A  school  has  been  established  for  the  special  benefit  of 
young  men  who  have  joined  the  Mission.  It  is  cheering  that  so 
many  of  this  class  have  acknowledged  the  claims  of  Christianity. 
They  are  obliged  to  renounce  all  their  worldly  hopes,  and  some  of 
them  have  given  up  positions  of  great  advantage. 

They  are  to  be  sustained  and  educated  for  the  Arcot  Seminary, 
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or  prepared  for  usefulness  outside  of  Mission  fields.  We  are  glad  to 
pay  that  the  Sabbath  school  of  Twenty-third  street  Church,  New 
York,  has  assumed  the  support  of  this  enterprise.  The  school  is 
under  the  instruction  of  a  graduate  of  Arcot  Seminary,  son  of  Rev. 
Andrew  Sawyer. 

The  Missionary  has  done  all  that  the  restricted  means  at  his  dis- 
posal would  permit  to  give  efficiency  to  the  medical  department. 

VELLORE. 

The  Missionary  in  charge  speaks  with  great  encouragement  of  the 
work  in  connection  with  this  principal  station.  In  many  respects  it  is 
important  and  difficult  as  any  part  of  the  Mission  field. 

Cautpady,  an  out-station,  is  thus  spoken  of.  "  This  village  lies 
four  miles  from  Vellore,  a  few  rods  beyond  the  railway  station.  In 
the  eaily  pait  of  the  year  a  movement  was  observed,  and  a  desire  ex- 
pressed by  a  few  of  the  people  to  become  Christians."  The  result  is 
a  school,  an  opportunity  for  a  catechist  to  reside  among  them.  The 
prospect  of  good  being  done  is  most  hopeful.  The  trials,  of  a  pecu- 
niary character,  of  the  villagers  who  have  renounced  heathenism, 
have  been  greatly  relieved  by  the  generous  contributions  of  the 
Churches  at  Vellore  and  Coonoor. 

THE    AKCOT    SEMINARY. 

This  institution,  so  blessed  in  the  past,  and  so  hopeful  for  the 
future  of  Southern  India,  is  presented  to  our  notice  with  the  very 
warmest  commendation  on  the  part  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  who  has 
the  special  oversight  of  it.  The  present  number  of  pupils  is  twenty- 
five.  It  is  not  possible  to  place  too  high  an  estimate  upon  this  insti- 
tution. Our  Mission  has  happily  avoided  the  error  of  suffering  the 
mere  work  of  teaching  take  the  place  of  preaching  the  Gospel.  But 
this  Seminary,  and  the  Preparandi  class,  which  is  an  important 
feeder  to  it,  have  a  different  aspect.  Our  helpers,  our  school  teach- 
ers, eventually  our  native  pastors,  are  to  come  from  this  source.  We 
cannot  too  earnestly  commend  it  to  the  support  of  the  Churches, 
and  especially  of  our  youth. 
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TOURING. 

This  report  would  be  most  imperfect  did  we  not  bear  witness  to 
the  unusual  amount  of  work  done  itinerating  through  the  country. 
From  nearly  all  the  Stations  the  Missionaries  have  projected  and  exe- 
cuted extensive  tours,  by  means  of  which  the  Gospel  has  been 
preached  to  tens  of  thousands  who  would  not  otherwise  have  heard 
of  it.  Our  work  in  the  Arcot  Mission  is  old  enough  to  permit  us  to 
see  not  a  little  fruit  from  these  broadcast  sowings  of  the  good  seed. 
But  we  need  not  lean  to  onr  own  wisdom  or  observation.  It  is 
exactly  according  to  the  command  of  Christ,  who  will  not  only  be 
with  his  servants  in  preaching  His  word,  but  will  be  with  His  truth, 
and  make  it  mighty  to  the  salvation  of  many  souls. 

The  present  aspect  of  the  Arcot  Mission  can  be  best  gathered  from 
the  statements  of  the  brethren  whose  eyes  we  use  for  the  purpose. 
The  esteemed  brother  who  acts  as  Secretary  of  the  Mission  writes  as 
follows : — 

"Oar  annual  meeting  closed  last  week.  It  was  a  delightful  one 
to  us  all,  for  we  had  great  reason  for  thanksgiving,  because  the  Lord 
had  prospered  us  in  the  labors  of  the  year  which,  had  just  passed 
away.  Never  were  those  labors  so  successful  as  they  are  now,  and 
never  has  our  prospect  been  so  hopeful  and  cheeriag  as  at  present. 
May  the  Lord  cause  our  hopes  to  be  realized,  and  make  this  year  a 
most  fruitful  one  to  his  glory." 

May  nothing  interfere  to  check  or  hinder  these  aspirations.  The 
Board  earnestly  invokes  in  behalf  of  this  field  the  hearty  prayers  of 
the  Synod  and  the  Churches. 

2.    AMOY    MISSION. 

The  Mission  is  composed  as  follows  : 

Missionaries. — Rev.  E.  Duty,  J.  V.  N.  Talmage,  A.  Ostrom,  D. 
Rapalje,  L.  W.  Kip  and  A.  Blauvelt. 

Assistant  Missionaries. — Mrs.  Ostrom  and  Mrs.  Blauvelt. 

In  the  last  report  mention  was  made  of  the  ill  health  of  Mrs. 
Ostrom.  During  the  past  year  Mr.  Ostrom  was  so  severely  seized 
with  acute  disease  that  his  prostration  of  mind  and  body  made  his 
return  to  the  United  States  imperative.  He  arrived,  with  his  family, 
March  19th.     Since  his  return  his  improvement  has  been  mo>t  grati- 
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fying.  We  feel  sanguine  that  a  few  months'  rest  will  enable  him  to 
resume  the  duties  of  the  ministry. 

Mr.  Talmage  still  remains  to  mingle  with  the  brethren  of  the 
Synod  in  their  counsels  in  regard  to  the  great  work  to  be  done  in 
China. 

The  Board  has  to  make  the  sad  announcement  of  the  death  of 
Miss  Caroline  Adriance,  appointed  an  Assistant  Missionary  during  the 
last  year.  This  estimable  Christian  woman,  having  reached  Amoy 
from  Japan,  whither  she  had  gone  with  the  family  of  Rev.  S.  R. 
Brown,  hoped  to  have  filled  an  important  field  among  the  Chinese 
females.  Bat  God  designed  otherwise.  She  died  after  a  lingering 
illness  in  the  full  triumph  imparted  by  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  brethren  at  Amoy  are  actively  engaged  in  their  work,  which 
fills  their  hands  as  well  as  their  hearts.  Mr.  Blauvelt  has  become 
able  to  take  part  in  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  Chinese.  But  the 
growing  field  and  increasing  labors  makes  us  yearn  to  see  many  more 
added  to  those  who  proclaim  the  Gospel.

Stations. — Kang-Thau,  Chiang-Chiu,  Go-Chhug,  Te-Soa. 
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These  Stations  are  connected  with  the  Churches,  so  that  members 
at  Kang-Thau  belong  to  First  Church  of  Araoy  ;  those  at  Go-Chhug 
to  Second  Church  of  Amoy  ;  at  Chiang-Chiu  to  Chioh-be. 

The  large  number  of  dismissions  arises  from  the  establishment  of 
a  Church  at  E-mug-Kang,  under  the  care  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
Mission. 

The  Station  at  Chiang-chiu  is  still  under  the  joint  care  and  ex- 
pense of  the  Mission  just  named  and  our  own. 

THE    NATIVE    PASTORS. 

The  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  referred  to  the  expected 
ordination  of  Pastors  over  the  First  and  Second  Churches  at  Amoy. 

The  Mission  Report  speaks  as  follows  of  these  brethren  and  their 
labors : 

"  Lo-Tau  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  installed  over 
the  First  Church,  on  29th  March,  1863.  Jap  Hau  Chiony,  Pastor  of 
the  Second  Church,  was  ordained  and  installed  on  the  same  day. 
These  brethren  have  both  given  great  satisfaction  and  are  doing  well. 
They  seem  to  have  secured  the  confidence  of  the  people,  and  are 
respected  by  old  and  young.  They  have  full  charge  of  the  Churches, 
whose  Pastors  they  are.  They  preside  at  the  Consistory  meetings  of 
their  respective  Churches,  and  along  with  the  Elders  decide  who  are 
to  be  received  and  who  not.  The  Consistories  thus  constituted,  exer- 
cise discipline  also,  sometimes  after  consulting  with  the  Missionaries, 
and  sometimes  without  such  consultation.  These  Native  Pastors  ad- 
minister the  Sacraments,  using  translations  of  "our  Church  Forms. 
They  also  perform  the  marriage  ceremony.  Their  people  pay  them 
$12  per  month  as  salary,  and  furnish  houses  for  them  and  their  fami- 
lies to  live  in." 

NATIVE    HELPERS. 

Of  these  there  are  twelve;  two  are  supported  by  the  Native 
Churches,  nine  by  the  Mission,  and  one  at  Chiang-Chui,  as  before 
stated.  Some  of  these  have  permanent  Stations,  others  are  sent  to 
different  points  as  their  services  seem  most  needed. 

SCHOOLS. 

Two  Schools  only  have  been  maintained.  It  is  deeply  deplored 
that  the  people  show  so  little  interest  in  the  education  of  their 
children. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  not  more  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  This  fact  must  have  influence  upon  the  histoiy  of  the 
Church  of  Ainoy  and  vicinity  for  some  years  to  come. 

BENEVOLENCE. 

The  benevolence  of  the  Na'ive  Churches  continues  to  attest  the 
vigor  of  their  Christian  character.  The  contributions  for  congrega- 
tional and  benevolent  purposes  are  as  follows  :

This  amouut  is  considerably  less  than  last  year.  Bat  the  defi- 
ciency is  accounted  for  by  three  forcible  considerations.  The  Report 
last  made  was  for  thirteen  instead  of  twelve  roouihs.  There  were 
efforts  made  for  a  special  object,  a  Chapel  at  Chiang-chin.  Lastly, 
this  year  opened  with  a  considerable  balance  from  last  vear,  which 
made  a  less  amount  necessary.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  a  hand- 
some surplus  remains  after  meeting  all  needful  expenses.  The 
Chinese  Christians  give  as  the  Lord  hath  need  of  their  gifts. 

The  subject  of  ecclesiastical  relations  forms  the  topic  of  a  special 
commnnicat'on  from  the  Board  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  Synod  will  see  that  the  good  woik  of  grace  continues  in 
China.  That  sinners  are  converted,  and  that  believers  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Some  of 
the  details  of  labor  during  the  past  year  have  been  most  touching. 
The  power  of  persecution  has  been  tried  and  God  has  turned  it  aside. 
In  one  instance  the  attempt  has  been  made  by  the.  representative  of 
a  Christian  nation  to  depredate,  even  to  ignore,  Protestant  Christi- 
anity. But  these  efforts  have  only  called  out  a  volume  of  testimony*, 
which  the  world  cannot  resist,  showing  that  God  has  done  great 
things  for  His  glory  in  the  salvation  of  China.  The  attempts  at.  local 
persecution  have  been  overruled,  so  that  the  lights  of  Missionaries 
and  Christian  converts  are  better  recognized  than  ever  before.  He 
who  takes  the  wise  in  their  own  craftiness,  do-th  great  things  for  us. 
We  may  well  hope  that  as  we  are  animated  by  a  sincere  desire  to 
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glorify  Hitn,  by  preaching  His  Gospel,  He  will  make  our  simple  obedi- 
ence mighty  to  the  salvation  of  many  souls.  May  tbe  gracious 
Spirit  lead  the  Board,  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  as  well  as  our 
esteemed  Missionaries,  in  a  way  to  produce  these  results. 

3.   THE    JAPAN    MISSION. 

This  Mission  is  stationed  as  follows : 

At  Yokohama. — Rev.  S.  R.  Brown  and  wife,  Rev.  James  H.  Bal- 
lagh,  and   wife. 

At  Nagasaki. — Rev.  Guido  F.  Verbeck,  and  wife. 

The  history  of  the  Mission  has  its  lights  and  shades.  Our  breth- 
ren have  been  obliged  to  flea  for  their  personal  safety.  But  the  Lord 
has  protected  them,  and  given  them  opportunities  for  remarkable  use- 
fulness. We  feel  that  the  stakes  have  been  driven  by  the  Lord  him- 
self, and  we  need  not  fear  any  interruption  to  our  work. 

The  war,  waged  against  some  of  the  Japanese  princes  by  foreign 
powers,  made  the  residence  of  all  foreigners  more  dangerous  than  be- 
fore. As  Nagasaki  was  quite  unprotected  by  foreign  fleets,  the 
European  population  was  generally  obliged,  at  least  all  families,  to 
find  shelter  elsewhere.  Mr.  Verbeck  felt  constrained  to  visit  Shang- 
hai. After  a  sojourn  of  a  few  months  he  returned  to  Nagasaki, 
(having  been  absent  from  13th  of  May  to  13th  of  October),  found  a 
dwelling  place  on  the  island  of  Desima.  Ere  this  he  has  reoccupied 
his  former  dwelling,  and  is  fully  established  as  before  the  disturbance. 
It  does  not  seem  that  there  have  been  many  incidental  opportunities 
for  usefulness  in  this  part  of  the  field. 

Messrs.  Brown  and  Ballagh  were  constrained  to  leave  Kanagawa 
and  find  a  shelter  at  Yokohama.  These  brethren  vigorously  main- 
tained their  rights  under  the  treaty,  which  allowed  their  residence  at 
Kanagawa.  But  the  advice  of  those  whose  words  were  entitled  to 
great  weight,  led  them  to  follow  the  rest  of  the  foreign  residents. 

Very  strong  inducements  had  been  offered  by  the  Japanese 
officials,  in  the  form  of  lots  for  dwelling  houses  and  a  church  edifice, 
to  induce  our  Missionaries  to  leave  Kanagawa.  Other  considerations 
offered,  in  payment  of  expenses  of  removal  and  loss  of  property 
formerly  used  by  the  Mission,  were  faithfully  complied  with. 

In  a  financial  point  of  view  the  removal  has  been  advantageous 
to  the  Board.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  brethren  could  have 
acted  better  for  the  interests  of  the  Board  and  the  work  with  which 
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their  Master  has  entrusted  them.  Their  courage,  mingled  with 
Christian  prudence,  deserves  the  warmest  regard  of  the  Board  and  the 
Church. 

That  there  was  wisdom  in  the  change  is  fully  shown  by  the 
results.  After  the  Japanese  officials  had  refused  to  give  possession  of 
the  lots  "on  the  bluffs,"  which  they  had  promised  before  the  removal 
fiom  Kanagawa,  there  seemed  little  to  hope  in  the  way  of  special 
facilities  for  residences.  Cut  the  efforts  of  the  American  Minister, 
Hon.  Robert  EL  Pruyn  were  so  persistent  and  skillful,  that  a  grant  of 
land  of  large  value  was  made  to  our  Missionaries  ;  the  title  to  which 
will  be  vested  in  the  Board.  It  is  confidently  expected  by  friends  in 
Japan  that  a  portion  of  this  property  will  become  a  source  of  revenue 
to  the  Board. 

The  removal  of  our  Missionaries  to  Yokohama  has  been  attended 
by  a  blessed  result  of  another  kind.  Access  has  been  given  thetn  to 
thousands  of  sailors  on  board  the  fleets  which  lie  in  the  harbor  at 
Yokohama.  This  opening  has  been  a>  tended  by  the  manifest  fnvor  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  A  number  of  conversions  have  been  reported,  and 
wide-spieac'ing  religious  interest  has  prevailed  among  those  who  have 
few,  if  any  religious  privileges,  except  those  furnished  by  our  Mis- 
sionaries. 

Surely  every  one  of  us  must  rejoice  in  this  blessed  work.  That 
God  has  given  us  the  souls  of  these  men  of  the  sea  fills  us  with  grate- 
ful wonder.  If  we  may  not  yet  preach  the  Gospel,  directly  and  fully 
to  the  Japanese,  our  faith  is  strengthened  by  finding  our  brethren, 
our  representatives,  led  into  such  paths  of  usefulness  as  we  are  per- 
mitted now  to  note.  This,  however,  is  in  accordance  with  the  history 
of  this  Mission,  so  strangely  formed,  so  strangely  led,  and  we  may 
add  so  unexpectedly  blessed  in  spite  of  many  sad  disappointments. 

"Whilst  we  do  not  feel  that  the  progress  of  Christ's  kingdom  is  to 
be  studied  alone  in  the  light  of  secular  history,  we  are  constrained  to 
notice  a  change  of  expression  on  the  part  of  those  who  had  seemed 
the  predetermined  enemies  of  the  Gospel.  One  of  the  first  princes  of 
the  empire  has  addressed  a  memorial  to  the  Taikun,  for  the  Emperor, 
arguing  the  desirableness  of  opening  Japan  to  the  commerce  of  the 
world  ;  also  making  a  distinction  between  the  religion  of  the  Western 
nations  and  the  "Christianity"  which  had  formerly  proved  the  foe  of 
Japanese  interests.  "We  hope  that  such  arguments,  from  such  a 
source,  will  accomplish  more  than  the  cannon  and  the  torch,  devastat- 
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ing  the  Japanese  cities.  Above  all,  we  see  thefiDger  of  God  pointing 
us  to  confidence  in  Him,  and  in  our  own  success  in  the  work  He  has 
given  us  to  do  for  Japan. 

The  Board  would  again  gratefully  acknowledge  the  constant  ser- 
vices of  Hon.  R.  H.  Pruyn.  Our  Missionaries  are  indebted  to  him 
for  counsel  and  labor,  both  in  the  spiritual  and  secular  parts  of  their 
work.  We  reckon  it  a  special  and  providential  favor  that  our  coun- 
try is  represented  by  one  so  earnestly  devoted  to  the  objects  we  have 
in  view,  and  so  fully  in  sympathy  with  our  Church. 

CONCLUSION. 

When  we  look  at  the  fields  of  our  labors  we  find  assurances  that 
the  morning  cometh.  The  providence  as  well  as  the  Word  of  God 
makes  this  very  plain.     But  God  gives  us  light  that  we  may  work. 

When  a  Japanese  daimio  can  write  as  we  have  already  seen  that 
one  has  written  to  his  feudal  chief,  we  feel  that  the  struggle  for  correct 
ideas  will  show  that  the  God  of  the  Bible,  the  God  of  Redemption, 
who  has  foretold  so  much  in  regard  to  the  salvation  of  the  world, 
and  who  has  given  so  much  to  secure  it,  will  stretch  forth  His  arm 
in  glorious  salvation. 

The  thoughts  of  millions  in  China  are  directed  to  changes  such 
as  were  never  dreamed  of  before.  A  Missionary  is  chosen  by  the 
Chinese  Government  to  direct  the  translation  of  Wheaton's  work  on 
International  Law  into  Chinese.  The  man  and  his  work  both  show 
thnt  the  way  is  opening,  as  never  before,  for  the  introduction  of  the 
Gospel  into  China.  Within  the  field  occupied  by  our  own  represent- 
atives, there  has  been  such  a  recognition  of  the  rights  of  Missionaries 
and  native  Christians  as  has  been  heretofore  unknown.  The  local 
authorities  are  becoming  more  and  more  in  accord  with  the  lauguage 
of  treaty  stipulations,  at  the  same  time  the  imperial  government  is 
ready  to  grant  those  rights  which  the  ambassador  of  one  Christian 
power  did  not  feel  willing  to  claim  for  Protestants. 

The  work  in  India  has  been  shown,  so  far  as  the  field  of  the  Arcot 
Mission  is  concerned,  to  be  advancing  at  a  rapid  rate.  The  enemy's 
country  is  open  to  us.  What  more  encouraging  annouccement  could 
be  made  to  the  army  of  Christ?  When  we  look  at  the  general  signs 
of  progress  in  India,  we  are  still  more  encouraged.  Place  ycur  camera 
so  as  to  bring  the  whole  scene  into  a  narrow  picture,  or  apply  the 
microscope  to  any  form  of  Christian  work,  or  the  progress  and  decay 
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of  any  heathen  peculiarity,  and  the  result  reached  is  the  same.  The 
Hindus  clamor  for  their  government  to  resume  its  care  of  the  revenues 
of  their  temples  and  idolatrous  services.  They  cannot  sustain  them- 
selves without  that  superintendence.  The  whole  case  is  well  expressed 
in  the  language  of  a  warm  and  eloquent  advocate  of  Christian  Mis- 
sions, whose  position  in  the  government  of  India,  and  the  direction  of 
one  of  the  principal  Missionary  Societies  of  the  age,  makes  him  a 
reliable,  as  well  as  faithful  and  intelligent  witness.  We  quote  from 
Colonel  Herbert  Edwards,  writing  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society  : 
"Since  returning  to  India,  I  can  perceive  the  strongest  indications 
of  its  people  being  on  the  march  from  the  stronghold  of  their  own 
ideas.  There  is  a  marked  activity  of  thought  in  the  educated  classes, 
especially  of  the  Hindus;  a  sudden  recognition  of  being  wrong,  or 
not  quite  light,  and  a  desire  to  advance  to  new  things  under  cover 
of  old  names ^  a  sort  of  shame-faced  reformation,  tending  away  from 
idolatry  aud  towards  Christian  belief,  through  the  half-way  house  of 
Christian  morals ;  and  all  from  native  exponents,  declaring  this  is  not 
Hinduism,  nor  that,  and  must  be  put  away,  but  never  telling  where 
they  get  the  light ;  from  the  feeble  tapers  which  your  Society  and 
others  have  kept  flickering  alive,  in  scattered  Mission  homes,  for  sixty 
years,  amid  darkness,  aud  discouragement,  and  scorn.  Missions  in 
India  have  begun  to  tell.  God  grant  that  we  may  see  their  triumph 
in  our  day  !" 

India  is  the  citadel  of  idolatry.  In  the  language  of  our  day, 
which  will  be  the  language  of  history,  it  is  the  Virginia  where  the 
great  battle  is  to  be  fought  before  idolatry  yields  its  strength  to  Him 
who  reigns  to  save.  But,  again,  we  are  compelled  to  look  at  all  duties 
in  connection  with  this  work  of  God.  Have  we  power  to  overcome 
the  practical  difficulties  which  stand  in  our  way?  A  glance  at  our 
resources  assures  us  that  we  have  more  than  enough.  Our  Lord  has 
not  sent  us  without  full  equipment  for  success. 

It  is  the  province  of  your  Board  to  report  facts  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Synod.  We  say,  then,  that  we  have  not  exhausted  the 
power  of  prayer.  By  the  faithful  exercise  of  this  duty,  this  grace,  all 
the  clouds  will  dissappear,  and  every  quarter  of  the  heavens  be  bright 
and  beautiful.  We  have  not  exhausted  our  means,  either  of  men  or 
money.  Both  are  idle,  waiting  the  call  of  the  Church.  We  cannot 
afford  to  lose  the  blessedness  of  sustaining  God's  work;  yet  this  is 
only  part  of  our  danger.   Never  before  has  the  Board  approached  the 
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Synod  with  so  deep  a  conviction  of  the  necessity  for  effort  to  perform 
the  work  given  us  to  do.  It  is  with  unaffected  anxiety  that  the 
question  is  laid  before  the  Synod  and  the  Churches — Wherefore 
should  the  work  cease  ?  May  the  Lord  give  to  each  one  of  us  His 
grace,  that  we  may  be  faithful  in  maintaining  His  cause.

Mr.  David  K.  Van  Doren  has  been  permitted  to  attend  on  the 
regular  exercises  of  the  Seminary,  but  as  his  qualifications  for  enter- 
ing the  Institution  were  not  such  as  the  rule  of  Synod  requires,  he 
has  been  temporarily  admitted,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Synod. 
The  Faculty  recommends  him  for  a  dispensation,  in  the  hope  that 
by  future  and  increased  diligence  he  will  be  able  to  maintain  a 
respectable  standing  in  his  class. 

Mr.  James  M.  Collins,  of  the  Junior  Class,  has  been  absent  from 
the  Seminary  for  several  months  past. 

The  name  of  William  Smith,  a  member  of  the  Junior  Class  of 
last  year,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  catalogue,  because  shortly  after 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  he  was  dismissed 
from  the  Institution  on  account  of  gross  immorality. 

Mr.  Andrew  Doremus,  also  of  the  Junior  Class,  was  advised  by 
the  Faculty  a  few  weeks  ago  to  leave  the  Institution,  until  his  case 
should  be  disposed  of  by  this  Board,  to  whose  investigation  it  has 
been  by  them  referred.  The  Board,  by  their  committee,  have  thor- 
oughly examined  the  evidence  upon  which  the  Faculty  based  their

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advice,  and  have  unanimously  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  as  the 
violent  and  intemperate  language  used  by  him  regarding  the  assassi- 
nation of  our  late  lamented  President,  and  in  regard  to  the  Chris- 
tian character  of  his  fellow-students,  has  rendered  him  so  odious  to 
them,  and  is  so  utterly  unbefitting  the  Christian  character  of  any 
man,  much  more  of  one  presenting  himself  for  the  sacred  office  of 
the  ministry  of  reconciliation,  he  cannot  consistently  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  connection  with  the  Institution.  He  has'  therefore  been 
dismissed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Synod's  Standing  Committee  on 
Peter  Ilcrtzog  Theological  Hall,  in  September  last,  it  was  resolved 
to  institute  an  effort  for  the  more  complete  endowment  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  as  directed  by  the  Synod  of  1857,  when  the  Com- 
mittee was  originally  appointed  with  this  expressed  specific  object. 
The  Professors  say :  "  By  the  blessing  of  God  we  have  succeeded  in 
obtaining  a  subscription  of  $40,000  from  Ptev.  N.  E.  Smith,  D.D.,  of 
Brooklyn,  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  existing  funds,  on  condi- 
tion of  an  additional  sum  of  $40,000  being  secured  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  Fourth  Professorship.  Under  this  encouragement  we 
have  continued  to  press  the  subject  upon  the  Churches  as  opportu- 
nity has  been  afforded,  until  we  have  obtained  subscriptions  within 
a  few  thousand  dollars  of  the  required  amount.  Dr.  Smith  has 
kindly  consented  to  extend  the  time  within  which  the  work  must  be 
completed,  until  the  meeting  of  Synod,  when  we  hope  to  report  our 
entire  success. 

The  Faculty  arc  happy  to  be  able  to  report,  that  by  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Bethunc,  a  large  accession  has  been  made  to  the  library  of  the 
Seminary.  About  2,000  valuable  books  have  by  her  munificence 
been  placed  upon  our  shelves,  for  which  we  desire,  in  common  with 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  to  record  our  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments. 

The  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  due  also  to  the  late  Mrs.  Dwight, 
widow  of  Ptev.  Maurice  W.  Dwight,  D.D.,  for  a  donation  of  eighty 
volumes  to  the  library  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Professors  also  report  that  the  students,  with  the  aforesaid 
exceptions,  have  conducted  themselves  in  every  way  worthy  of  the 
confidence  reposed  in  them,  and  have  diligently  made  good  use  of 
the  means  provided  for  their  preparation  to  serve  the  Church  honor- 
ably to  themselves,  and  profitably  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  in  the 
capacity  of  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 

The  examinations  having  been  closed,  the  Board  are  happy  to 
state  that  they  have  had  gratifying  evidence  of  the  diligence  of  the 
students,  and  of  the  praiseworthy  care  of  the  Professors  to  instruct 
them  well  in  the  several  branches  of  sacred  study  pursued. 

Written  sermons  were  laid  upon  the  table  by  the  students,  as 
required,  and  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  heard  in  the  deliv- 
ery of  discourses.  They  were  also  examined  with  regard  to  their 
personal  piety,  and  their  views  on  entering  the  ministry.     All  the

students  were  interrogated  as  to  their  having  obeyed  the  law  of 
Synod  with  reference  to  students  preaching,  and  no  violations  of  the 
law  were  found. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  examinations  of  the  several  classes  be  sus- 
tained, and  that  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended 
to  the  Faculty  for  their  Professoral  certificates. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  address  to  the  students  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hageman. 

The  term  of  service  of  Rev„T.  C.  Strong,  as  member  of  General 
Synod's  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  having  ex- 
pired, his  place  is  to  be  filled  by  the  next  Synod,  to  meet  at  New 
Brunswick,  June,  1865. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  express  their  thanks  to  God  for  the  pecu- 
liar marks  of  his  favor  bestowed  upon  our  Theological  school.

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corpora- 
tion was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Annual  Digest,  the  Trea- 
surer's Annual  Account,  the  Widows'  Fund  Account,  the  Widows' 
Fund  Income  Account,  List  of  Subscribers  to  the  Widows'  Fund 
the  List  of  Securities  belonging  to  the  General  Synod,  the  Endowed 
Scholarships,  the  Education  Fund  Income  Account,  the  Report  of 
the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,  and  reports  from  John  C.  Elmendorf, 
Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College,  on  the  Van  Benschoten  and 
Knox  Funds. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod  regret  that  they  have 
to  record  the  decease  of  their  beloved  and  respected  associate  and 
President,  AVilliam  B.  Crosby,  Esq.,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  18th  day 
of  March  last. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Crosby  the  Board  feel  that  the  Church  has 
lost  one  whose  weight  of  character  and  assiduous  attention  to  the 
duties  of  Lis  office  were  of  the  highest  value.  His  matured  wisdom, 
fervent  piety,  punctual  fidelity,  and  genial  presence,  have  left  to  the 
surviving  members  of  the  Board  sad  but  pleasant  memories. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  General  Synod  adopted  at 
their  meeting  in  June  last,  the  Board  of  Direction  would  report  that 
they  have  conveyed  the  title  to  the  ground  and  buildings  at  New 
Brunswick,  known  as  "Rutgers  College,"  to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers 
College,  for  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  having  first  received 
from  the  Professors  occupying  the  wings  of  the  College  building  their 
written  consent  to  the  arrangement  made  by  Synod,  and  have  re- 
ceived one  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  and  a  bond  of  said  Trustees  for 
eleven  thousand  dollars,  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the  premises  for 
the  balance  of  said  purchase. 

The  amount  received  to  the  1st  of  May  last  on  account  of  the 
assessment  of  $20,000  made  by  General  Synod  in  June  last,  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  the  Permanent  Fund  of  General  Synod,  is 
only  %G,185  56. 
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Church  Building  Fund. — In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  there  has  heen  paid  from  this  fund 
the  sum  of  §3,500  on  account  of  a  loan  made  by  said  Board  to  the 
First  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Iloboken,  N.  J. 

Widoivs'  Fund.— This  fund  amounts  to  $22,942  17.  The  col- 
lections from  Churches  and  donations  from  individuals  during  the 
past  year  amount  to  $942   89. 

One  annual  subscriber  withdrew  from  the  fund  the  proportion  of 
the  amount  of  his  former  subscriptions,  to  which  he  was  entitled 
under  the  rule,  and  constituted  himself  a  full  member  by  the  pay- 
ment of  §500. 

A  subscription  of  1500  to  the  principal  of  the  fund  has  been 
made  by  a  layman  for  the  benefit  of  a  pastor. 

The  state  of  the  fund  has  been  such  that  annuities  have  been 
paid  for  the  six  months  ending  the  1st  of  November. 

There  are  at  present  62  subscribers  to  the  fund  and  15  persons 
interested  in  it  by  donations  from  Churches.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1S64  as 
Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  to  convene  at  Pittsburgh,  Penn.,  in  the  month  of  May, 
1865,  respectfully  reports: 

That  he  has  performed  the  pleasant  duty  which  was  so  unex- 
pectedly assigned  to  him.  He  was  present  during  five  days  of  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  was  received  by  that  body 
with  marked  Christian  courtesy.  The  expression  of  fraternal  affec- 
tion towards  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  was  most  full  and 
cordial.  Your  delegate,  in  his  address,  presented  a  succinct  ac- 
count of  the  operations  of  our  Church  during  the  past  year,  and 
also  endeavored  to  enforce  the  duty  of  the  Evangelical  Church,  in 
view  of  the  pressing  exigencies  of  our  beloved  country.  Growing 
out  of  this  address,  certain  action  was  taken  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, which  will  be  presented  to  the  General  Synod  for  their  co-opera- 
tive approval.

The  following  report  of  Rev.  John  Forsyth,  delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Newburgh,  June  10th,  1865. 
Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

I  was  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  visit  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  to  meet  in  Washing- 
ton, Iowa,  to  convey  to  that  body  the  Christian  salutation  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  to  propose  that  the  two  bodies  should  hereafter 
correspond  by  delegation. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  I  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Assembly  on  the  30th  of  May,  that  I  was  most  affectionately 
welcomed  as  the  representative  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and 
that  the  Assembly  promptly  and  heartily  acceded  to  the  proposal 
which  I  was  commissioned  to  make.  Though  the  place  of  meeting 
was  near  the  extreme  western  limit  of  the  Church,  I  was  gratified  to 
find  that  but  few  members  of  the  Assembly  were  absent,  and  I  am 
specially  happy  to  say  that  the  reports  of  the  operations  of  this 
branch  of  the  Church  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  fields,  during  the 
past  year,  gave  proof  of  great  activity  and  large  success  in  the  work 
of  our  common  Lord.  As,  however,  the  Assembly  will  be  repre- 
sented by  its  own  delegate  to  this  General  Synod,  I  forbear  entering 
into  the  details  of  these  various  operations,  and  shall  only  add  that

Rev.  John  S.  Foulk  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding 
delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Rev.  Theodore  L.  Cuvler  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  corres- 
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ponding  delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  held  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Rev.  Emanuel  V.  Gerhart,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment  as  delegate  from  the  General 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  -which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Dales,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  corresponding 
delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  delegates  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  which  met  at  Lancaster,  Penn.,  to  the  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly,  which  met  at  Pittsburg,  Penn.,  to  the  General  Assembly 
which  met  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  have  discharged  the  duty  assigned 
them.  They  were  cordially  received,  and  report  these  bodies  as 
earnestly  addressing  themselves  to  the  work  which  Divine  Provi- 
dence, by  the  restoration  of  the  Union,  has  imposed  upon  the 
Churches. 

Our  delegate  to  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  wras  unable 
to  learn  either  the  time  or  place  of  their  meeting,  until  too  late 
for  him  to  attend. 

Rev.  Emanuel  V.  Gerhart,  D.D.,  appointed  in  1863  as  delegate 
of  the  German  Reformed  General  Synod,  which  meets  triennially, 
has  presented  his  credentials  at  this  meeting.  As  their  next  session 
is  not  till  November  28,  1866,  it  is  recommended  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  our  delegate  be  left  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  matter  of  most  importance  referred  to  your  Committee  is 
the  following.  Our  respected  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
Pittsburg  has  laid  before  Synod,  for  its  "  co-operative  approval,"  a 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly. 

'■'Resolved,  That  the  following  committee  be  appointed  to  act  in 
concert  with  other  committees  similarly  appointed  by  the  Evangeli- 
cal denominations  for  the  purpose  of  giving  expression  to  our  desire 
for  fellowship  and  more  vigorous  co-operation  for  the  defence  of 
Protestant  Christianity  against  the  encroachments  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  its  influence  in  our  land.

This  resolution  we  find  to  have  been  based  upon  certain  other 
resolutions,  not  officially  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  but 
which  were  read,  and  have  been  laid  before  Synod,  as  explanatory 
of  the  Assembly's  action. 

Emanating  from  the  wisdom  of  the  0.  S.  General  Assembly,  and 
sanctioned  (as  we  understand)  by  the  General  Assembly  which  met 
in  Brooklyn,  the  resolution  offered  for  our  co-operative  adoption 
claims  our  highest  respect.  Yet  your  committee  hesitate  to  recom- 
mend its  adoption  in  its  present  form — at  least,  without  some  ex- 
pression of  the  views  and  feelings  of  Synod  on  the  subjects  involved. 
They  do  so  for  the  following,  among  other  reasons : 

The  resolution  before  us  contemplates  a  union  of  all  the  Evan- 
gelical denominations,  for  more  vigorous  co-operation  for  the  defence 
of  Protestantism  against  the  encroachments  of  Romanism  and  its 
influence  in  our  land.  For  this  purpose  we  are  invited  to  send  dele- 
gates, both  lay  and  clerical,  to  a  large  and  important  convention 
hereafter  to  be  held. 

Such  a  convention,  so  constituted,  it  appears  evident,  must  lead 
to  very  grave  consequences  of  good  or  evil.  And  yet  no  specific 
plan  or  measures  are  proposed,  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of  which 
we  may  now  consider.  The  entire  subject  is  given  in  brief  and 
general  terms.  All  is  left  to  the  decision  of  a  large  convention, 
whose  want  of  unity,  if  they  fail  to  agree,  must  itself  be  disastrous ; 
and  by  whose  action  the  General  Synod  and  the  Dutch  Church 
must  necessarily  be  more  or  less  committed. 

Another  difficulty  suggests  itself  to  the  minds  of  your  Commit- 
tee. It  is  the  doubt  whether  the  times  really  call  for  such  a  demon- 
stration ;  having  the  defence  of  Protestantism  against  the  encroach> 
ments  of  Roman  Catholicism  and  its  influence  in  our  land  for  its 
avowed  and  only  end.  We  believe  Popery  a  dangerous  foe  to  our 
civil  and  religious  liberties.  Whilst  emigration  continues,  it  must 
increase  in  numbers  and  in  power,  especially  in  our  cities.  But  we 
believe  Protestantism,  with  its  Bibles  and  free  schools,  and  mis>i..n 
schools  and  other  appliances,  a  still  more  dangerous  foe  to  Popery. 
Error  is  temporary,  truth  is  eternal. 

Granting,   however,   that   Romanism   is    encroaching,   does   the 
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state  of  things  in  our  country  demand  such  a  form  of  action,  open 
union  against  this  single  foe  ?  Is  it  such  that  a  movement  of  this 
kind  -will  secure  the  approval  and  co-operation  of  the  American 
people  as  necessary  and  right,  and  divest  it  of  even  the  appearance 
of  religious  persecution  ?  May  it  not  be  itself  a  signal  to  the  enemy 
to  concentrate  and  intrench  themselves. 

But  whilst  these  and  similar  considerations  lead  your  Committee 
to  hesitate  in  recommending  the  adoption  of  that  resolution  in  its 
present  form,  there  are  objects  for  which  such  a  convention  of  the 
Evangelical  denominations  may  be  exceedingly  useful.  The  success 
of  our  war  has  been  the  success  of  Protestant  ideas  and  principles. 
It  has  opened  the  way  for  new  development.  It  has  stimulated  to 
new  activity.  It  has  imposed  new  duties.  Leaving  the  past  to 
bury  its  dead,  the  Evangelical  Church  is  looking  to  the  future.  It 
desires  fellowship,  and  the  removal  of  hindrances,  for  it  feels  the 
work  to  be  great. 

To  this  end  such  a  convention  may  greatly  contribute.  It  can 
devise  plans  by  which  the  denominations  can  work  together  in  new 
fields,  without  the  collisions  of  the  past,  and  thus  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Church.  It  can  collate,  from  the  experience  of  cadi, 
the  best  practical  modes  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole.  It  can  be  the 
harbinger  of  that  union  of  thought  and  action,  that  affiliation  for 
which  Christians  long,  and  which  should  characterize  the  Church 
of  Christ  in  its  several  branches.  And  thus  can  it  give  the  Church 
greater  power,  while  using  the  same  weapons  it  has  always  used,  in 
its  contests  with  infidelity  and  Romanism,  the  constant  antagonists 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  every  age. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  deem  three  courses  of  action  open 
to  General  Synod : 

1st.  To  adopt  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  as  it 
stands,  and  to  appoint  a  committee  in  accordance  therewith. 

Or,  2d.  To  await  such  time  as  Synod  shall  have  more  light  upon 
the  measure  proposed. 

Or,  3d.  To  appoint    such    committee,  but  upon   a  platform   of 
broader  scope  than  that  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  pre- 
sented to  us  for  our  approval ;  and  which  would  seem  more  fully  to 
meet  the  aspirations  of  the  Church  and  the  signs  of  the  times,  as  fol- 
.  lows  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  ministers  and  three  elders  be 
appointed,  to  meet  similar  committees  already  or  to  be  appointed 
from  the  other  Evangelical  denominations,  in  the  hope  that  the 
united  wisdom  of  all,  under  the  blessing  of  (rod,  may  be  able  to  de- 
vise measures  adapted  to  secure  greater  harmony  of  action,  and  pro- 
mote the  efficiency  of  the  Evangelical  Church  in  the  work  which,  in 
this  our  day,  the  providence  of  God  lavs  upon  her. 

This  resolution  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Committee,  and  in 
accordance  therewith,  they  present  the  names  of  Rev.  T.  C.  Strong, 
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Rev.  Thos.  E.  Vermilye,  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr.,  Rev;  James  Eells, 
Rev.  D.  D.  Demarest,  Hon.  W.  C.  Bacon,  Hon.  John  A.  Lott,  and 
Judge  Woodruff.

ARTICLE   VI. 

SYNODICAL    REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  present  the  following 
report : 

In  view  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  and  of  the 
several  Boards,  your  Committee  feel  that  we  have  special  cause  for 
humiliation  as  well  as  thanksgiving.  From  last  year's  Report  we 
learn  that  besides  our  439  ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel,  we  then 
had  53,833  communicants,  all  of  them  under  vows  of  self-consecration 
to  the  service  of  Christ,  and  many  under  special  vows,  having  been 
solemnly  ordained  to  church  office.  With  this  large  working  force 
we  entered  upon  the  labors  of  the  year,  cheered  on  by  the  promises, 
exceeding  great,  of  our  almighty  and  ever-reliable  Helper.  Now 
what  fruit  has  resulted  from  the  year's  labors  ?  God  alone  knows 
accurately.     But  is  it  not  sad  to  think  that,  while  we  have  had  access 
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to  hundreds  of  thousands  standing  without,  only  2,385  have  been 
prevailed  with  to  coinc  over  and  openly  cast  in  their  lot  with  the 
people  of  God  ?  Several  of  the  Churches  report  not  a  single  addition 
by  confession,  and  comparatively  very  few  make  mention  of  any 
special  reviving  of  God's  work. 

Meanwhile  death  has  been  making  serious  inroads,  removing 
from  some  Churches  members  in  unusual  numbers,  including  officers. 
One  Church  laments  the  loss  of  two  beloved  elders.  The  whole 
number  now  in  communion  is  only  048  greater  than  reported  last  year. 

But  while  we  confess  with  shame  our  shortcomings  as  the  reason 
why  God  has  not  bestowed  his  saving  grace  in  larger  measures,  lot 
us  not  despise  the  day  of  small  things,  remembering  that  there  is  joy 
in  heaven  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

Besides  those  who  have  been  hopefully  converted,  many  have 
been  seriously  impressed  in  various  degrees,  and  many  almost  per- 
suaded to  become  Christians,  while  those  already  Christians  have  been 
edified  and  comforted.  Much  good  seed  has  been  sown  beside  all 
waters,  and  when  the  set  time  to  favor  Zion  shall  come,  which  we 
trust  is  not  far  distant,  the  largeness  of  the  ingatherings  will  be  owing, 
in  no  small  part,  to  the  labors  of  the  past  year. 

XV e  have  special  cause  for  thanksgiving  in  the  great  success 
which  has  attended  the  earnest  efforts  for  the  more  full  endowment 
of  our  educational  institutions.  That  faith  which  says,  "  I  can  do 
all  things  through  Christ  which  strengthened  me,"  and  works  on 
hoping  against  hope,  has  already  done  wonders,  and  will  be  rewarded 
in  due  time  with  complete  success.  The  providential  indications  are 
that  God  has  a  great  work  for  our  branch  of  his  Church  to  do,  and 
lie  is  making  large  provision  for  the  thorough  training  of  those  who 
are  to  be  the  honored  instruments  in  accomplishing  it. 

Our  Western  College,  so  essential  to  the  growth  and  prosperity 
of  our  denomination  in  the  West,  is  yet  in  its  early  infancy.  Wise 
economy  dictates  a  prompt  response  to  the  earnest  call  for  its  tall 
endowment. 

The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous.  Wide  and  important  fields,  at 
home  as  well  as  abroad,  are  opened  and  opening,  in  all  directions, 
especially  Westward  and  Southward.  In  the  latter  direction  it  is 
believed  that,  for  obvious  reasons,  we  have  less  obstacles  to  encounter 
than  those  sister  denominations  which,  as  the  result  of  fierce  con- 
troversies, have  been  rent  in  twain.  Great  is  our  encouragement,  as 
well  as  occasion  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  his 
reapers.  God  can,  and  if  we  work  and  pray  with  the  whole  heart, 
he  doubtless  will  help  us  to  find  the  men  for  the  work  before  us. 
Now  that  the  military  force  of  the  rebellion  has  been  broken,  we 
may  expect  that  much  of  the  youthful  energy  of  the  nation  will  be 
consecrated  to  the  advancement  of  Christ's  spiritual  kingdom,  enlist- 
ing cheerfully  and  fighting  bravely  under  the  banner  of  the  Captain 
of  Salvation. 

The  amount  reported  as  having  been  contributed  for  benevolent 
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and  religions  purposes  is  8195,010  85,  and  for  congregational, 
$521,450  41.  If  to  this  l>e  added  the  large  subscriptions  for  the 
endowment  of  our  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions,  the  sum 
total  considerably  exceeds  the  amount  reported  last  year,  which  at 
the  time  was  unprecedented.  We  rejoice  at  this  evidence  of  growth 
iu  a  most  important  Christian  grace.  Not  that  our  Churches  have 
already  attained  or  are  already  perfect  in  Christian  liberality,  but 
many  are  evidently  reaching  forth  unto  the  things  that  are  before, 
and  let  us  hope  that  their  bright  example  will,  with  God's  blessing, 
nerve  others  also  to  attempt  greater  things. 

Death  has  removed  from  the  ministerial  rank  several  beloved 
brethren,  viz :  E.  E.  Seelye,  D.D.,  John  Van  Vleck,  Joseph  A.  Col- 
lier, and  Aaron  L.  Stillwell,  all  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  their  days 
and  usefulness ;  Elihu  Doty,  our  veteran  missionary,  who  wore  him- 
self out  in  useful  and  successful  toil  in  the  Foreign  field,  and  the  dis- 
tinguished oriental  scholar  and  Hebraist,  Alexander  McClelland, 
D.D.,  formerly  Professor  in  Rutgers  College,  and  afterwards  in  the 
Theological  Seminary,  New  Brunswick,  the  impression  of  whose  in- 
fluence has  born  left  on  our  Church,  by  the  permanent  elevation  of 
the  standard  of  attainment  in  the  Hebrew  language  among  our 
ministry.  "  Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  z7,"  is  the  provi- 
dential admonition  to  us  all. 

With  godly  sorrow  for  past  delinquency,  and  full  confidence  in 
our  divine  Helper,  let  us  address  ourselves  to  the  work  before  us, 
nerved  by  the  word  of  promise,  "  Worm  Jacob,  /  will  strengthen 
thee,  I  will  help  thee."     "  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always." 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

SYNODICAL     REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  would  report  as  follows  : 

That  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  o' 
1864,  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany  and  Chicago* 
and  find  the  following  references  claiming  the  attention  of  the  Gene- 
ral Synod. 

On  page  6  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  will  he  found  a 
resolution  from  the  Classis  of  Schenectady,  petitioning  General 
Synod  for  a  change  in  form  of  ordination  of  Elders  and  Deacons. 

Also,  on  same  page,  a  resolution  from  the  Classis  of  Mont- 
gomery, requesting  of  General  Synod  a  dispensation,  in  order  that 
they  may  proceed  to  the  Examination  of  VVm.  A.  Smith,  for  licen- 
sure. 

Also,  another  resolution  from  the  Chassis  of  Montgomery,  re- 
questing of  General  Synod  an  amendment  of  the  <  'onstitution,  which 
shall  place  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  on  an  equality 
with  pastors,  in  being  eligible  to  membership  of  General  Synod. 

On  page  14  of  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  will  be  found  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  unanimously  request  the  General 
Synod  to  comply  with  the  petition  of  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  in  the 
appointment  of  a  teacher  at  Pella,  and  that  said  appointment  be 
made  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man  can  be  obtained. 

On  page  51  of  the  Minutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  are 
found  the  following  resolutions,  from  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  change  the 
mode  of  forming  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  instead  of  the 
present  representation,  that  there  be  appointed  in  some  way,  suit- 
able to  themselves,  six  persons  to  attend  to  the  examinations  of  the 
students,  instead  of  the  present  number.     Also, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  (the  Classes 
concurring),  to  be  known  as  Section  1 1,  Article  III,  Chapter  Second: 

"When  any  Minister  shall  desire  leave  to  resign  his  pastoral 
charge,  or  any  congregation  shall  desire  to  be  released  from  their 
pastor,  and  the  minister  and  consistory  fail  to  unite  in  application 
for  a  regular  dismission,  it  shall  be  competent  for  either  party  to  lay 
such  request  before  the  Classis  to  which  the  congregation  belongs, 
with  his  or  their  reasons  for  the  same.  Whereupon  the  Classis  shall 
after  due  investigation  and  deliberation,  decide  in  favor  of  or  against 
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such  application  as  they  may  judge  expedient  and  right.  They  may 
also  offer  such  conditions  to  the  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation, 
if  granted,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper.

So  much  of  the  ahove  Report  as  refers  to  the  Overtures  from  the 
Classes  of  Schenectady,  Montgomery  and  Philadelphia,  recommend- 
ing amendments  to  the  Constitution,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Overtures.  The  request  for  a  dispensation  for  W.  A.  Smith,  and 
the  action  of  the  Chassis  of  Philadelphia  in  regard  to  a  change  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate,  and 
the  request  for  the  appointment  of  a  teacher  at  Pella  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  have  ex- 
amined the  matters  referred  to  them,  and  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Classis  of  Schenectady  asks  for  a  change  in  the  Ordination 
Form  of  Elders  and  Deacons  to  the  following  effect,  viz:  After  the 
proposal  and  answers  to  the  prescribed  questions,  instead  of  "  Then 
the  minister  shall  say,"  &c,  the  direction  shall  be,  "Then  the  minis- 
ter who  did  propose  these  questions  of  them,  and  other  ministers  who 
may  be  present,  together  with  other  elders  who  have  been  ordained 
by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  and  are  in  good  and  regular  standing, 
may  lay  their  hands  on  the  heads  of  each  of  the  officers  elect,  and 
the  minister  shall  say:  'The  Almighty  God  and  Father  enlighten 
thee  with  his  Holy  Spirit  and  replenish  thee  with  his  grace,  that 
thou  mayest  faithfully  and  fruitfully  discharge  the  office  of  elder  (or 
deacon)  to  the  glory  of  his  holy  name  and  the  edification  of  his 
Church.     Amen.' 

Accompanying  these  directions  shall  be  afoot  note,  to  the  follow- 
ing effect:  'This  ceremony  shall  not  be  used  in  installing  those  who 
have  been  before  ordained  by  the  laving  on  of  hands  to  the  respec- 
tive offices  in  which  they  are  installed.' 

The  reason  assigned  for  asking  this  change  is,  that  the  petitioners 
believe  the  laying  on  of  hands  to  be  the  most  scriptural  mode  of  or- 
daining ruling  elders  and  deacons,  as  well  as  ministers  of  the  word." 

Your  Committee  see  no  good  reason  why  this  change  should  not 
be  adopted  by  General  Synod.  It  would  tend  to  make  the  act  of 
ordination  more  solemn  and  impressive,  and  would  be  more  in  con- 
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formity  with  Scripture  usage.  We  therefore  recommend  the  follow- 
ing action  in  reference  to  this  subject,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  change  in  the  form  for  ordaining  elders  and  deacons,  and 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  several  Classes 
for  their  consent,  with  the  request  that  they  send  the  result  of  their 
action  to  the  stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod. 

2.  "  The  Classis  of  Montgomery  respectfully  petition  this  General 
Synod  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  amending  the  Constitution  and 
rescinding  the  section  which  disqualifies  the  Professors  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  from  being  members  of  the  ecclesiastical  assemblies 
of  our  Church."     Article  II.,  Section  4,  Chapter  First. 

The  reasons  given  for  this  proposed  amendment  are,  that  our 
Professors  may  be  brought  into  closer  relations  to  our  ministers  and 
elders ;  and  that  our  ecclesiastical  assemblies  may  not  be  deprived 
of  the  wisdom  of  their  counsel. 

Your  Committee  know  not  why  this  prohibition  was  originally 
interposed,  nor  can  they  see  any  valid  reason  why  it  should  be  con- 
tinued. On  the  contrary,  they  regard  the  reasons  assigned  for  its 
removal  as  substantial  and  weighty,  and  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  recommend  that  the  Constitution 
be  so  altered,  by  rescinding  in  Chapter  First,  Article  II.,  Section  4, 
these  words,  to  wit :  "  Or  be  a  member  of  any  ecclesiastical  assembly 
or  judicatory? 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  matter  of  this  proposed  change  in  the  Con- 
stitution be  sent  down  to  the  Classes,  for  their  concurrence. 

3.  The  Classis  of  Philadelphia  request  General  Synod  to  make 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  to  be 
known  as  Section  2,  Article  III.,  Chapter  Second: 

"  When  any  minister  shall  desire  leave  to  resign  his  pastoral 
charge,  or  any  congregation  shall  desire  to  be  released  from  their 
pastor,  and  the  minister  and  consistory  fail  to  unite  in  application 
for  a  regular  dismission,  it  shall  be  competent  for  either  party  to  lay 
such  request  before  the  Classis  to  which  the  congregation  belongs, 
with  his  or  their  reasons  for  the  same.  Whereupon  the  Classis  shall, 
after  due  investigation  and  deliberation,  decide  in  favor  or  against 
such  application,  as  they  may  judge  expedient  and  right.  They  may 
also  offer  such  conditions  to  the  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation, 
if  granted,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper." 

The  design  of  this  amendment  evidently  is  to  facilitate  the  dis- 
solution of  the  pastoral  relation  under  circumstances  in  which  it 
cannot  now  be  dissolved.  Your  Committee  can  easily  imagine  cases 
in  which  this  amendment,  if  adopted,  might  tend  to  promote  the 
peace  of  the  Church.  On  the  other  hand,  they  fear  it  might  pro- 
mote a  restless  spirit  in  our  Churches,  resulting  in  more  frequent  ap- 
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plications  to  Classia  for  dissolutions,  which  your  Committee  think 
should  be  carefully  guarded  against.  Your  Committee,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  hy  this  Synod, 
to  wit : 

Jiesolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  be  not 
granted.

ARTICLE  IX 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  report  ad- 
ditional Rides  of  Order  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was 
accepted  and  referred  to  the  next  session  of  General  Synod  : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  consider 
the  subject  of  additional  Rules  of  Order,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  body  of  "Rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  General  Synod,"  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  your  Committee 
are  of  opinion  that  these  Rules  cover  all  the  most  material  points  of 
order  necessary  to  be  observed  by  deliberative  bodies.  Some  of  the 
Pules,  however,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  might  be  ad- 
vantageously subdivided  for  the  sake  of  more  ready  reference,  and, 
in  a  few  instances,  their  meaning  might  be  made  more  precise  by  a 
slight  change  in  their  wording.  On  comparing  our  present  Rules 
with  those  which  have  been  adopted  by  other  secular  and  ecclesias- 
tical bodies,  we  find  some  points  provided  for  by  the  latter  in  regard 
to  which  ours  are  silent.  From  these  sources  we  have  borrowed 
such  materials  as  we  have  deemed  important.  The  Committee  have 
also  examined  the  Digest,  and  have  found  in  it  some  Pules  of  Order, 
which,  as  this  document  is  now  out  of  print,  they  have  incorporated 
with  those  which  they  hereby  propose  for  the  consideration  of  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

1.  Add  to  Rule  2d.  The  President  and  Adsessor  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  present :  and  if  after  the 
first  vote  there  is  no  election,  the  choice  shall  be  made  from  the  two 
who  have  the  highest  number  of  votes.  The  Clerks  shall  be  elected 
by  plurality.     (Digest,  III.  ch.,  sec.  10.) 
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2.  Modify  the  first  part  of  Rule  6th  so  as  to  make  it  read  :  "  An 
amendment  may  he  made  on  any  motion,  and  it  shall  he  decided 
before  the  original  motion.  It  may  be,  in  its  turn,  suspended  by  an 
amendment  to  itself,  -which  must  first  be  considered  and  decided. 
But  no  additional  amendment  to  an  original  motion  can  he  received 
until  the  previous  one  has  been  disposed  of." 

3.  Modify  the  next  clause  of  the  same  Rule  so  as  to  make  it  an 
independent  rule,  to  read  thus  :  "  When  a  question  is  under  dehate 
no  motion  shall  he  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  to 
a  standing  committee,  to  a  select  one,  or  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  or  to  amend,  which  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  stated." 

4.  Make  the  last  clause  of  the  same  rule,  regarding  the  previous 
question  an  independent  rule,  to  n  ad  thus:  ""When  the  previous 
question  is  moved  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  in  this  form  :  '  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put  V  and  until  it  be  decided  all 
amendment  and  further  debate  shall  be  inadmissible.  If  the  vote  be 
in  the  affirmative,  the  original  motion  shall  be  immediately  put  with- 
out  further  amendment  or  debate  ;*  if  it  be  in  the  negative  the  de- 
bate shall  continue  as  before." 

5.  Add  to  Rule  8th  :  "  In  other  cases,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  not 
be  recorded  unless  on  the  demand  of  one-filth  of  the  members 
present." 

0.  The  Synod  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  Avholc. 
In  which  case  the  President  appoints  the  chairman,  who  retains  the 
chair  whenever  the  committee  sits  on  the  same  business.  When  it 
rises  (it  cannot  adjourn)  the  President  resumes  the  chair,  and  the 
chairman  reports  its  decision,  or  reports  progress  and  asks  leave  to 
sit  again  ;  refusing  this,  dischaiges  the  committee.  The  same  rules 
apply  in  committee  of  the  whole  as  in  Synod,  except  that  the 
previous  question  cannot  be  moved,  nor  the  jeas  and  nays  be  called 
for. 

7.  The  mover  and  seconder  of  a  motion  may  withdraw  before  de- 
bate on  it  has  commenced,  but  not  afterwards  unless  by  leave  of 
Synod. 

8.  If  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  one  most  distant 
from  the  Chair  shall  have  the  floor. 

9.  Silent  members,  unless  excused  from  voting,  shall  be  counted 
with  the  majority. 

10.  In,  filling  bjanks,  when  various  motions  are  made,  the  vote 
shall  always  be  first  on  the  highest  number  and  longest  time. 

11.  After  the  President  has  begun  to  take  the  vote,  or  the  Clerk 
to  call  the  roll  on  a  division  of  the  house,  no  debate  nor  remark 
shall  be  allowed. 

12.  Rule  in  regard  to  Primarii  and  Secundi. — Digest,  p.  350. 
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13.  Rules  in  regard  to  Judicial  Business. — Digest,  p.  382. 

14.  Rule  regarding  Religious  Exercises. — Digest,  p.  391. 

15.  A  Rule  of  Order  may  be  suspended  fort  he  time  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  XI. 

CUSTOMS    AND    USAGES. 

The  following  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  In  order  to  preserve  the  truth  and  promote  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Church,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  the  chil- 
dren should  be  trained  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  sound  doctrine, 
and  that  the  Catechism  should  regularly  be  explained  in  our 
Churches,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  earnestly  calls  upon  the  Con- 
sistories under  its  care  to  see  that  the  catechetical  instruction  of  the 
children  is  faithfully  attended  to,  not  only  by  pastors  and  teachers, 
but  also  that  parents  be  continually  reminded  of  the  obligations 
resting  upon  them  to  instruct  and  bring  up  their  children  in  the 
doctrines  taught  in  our  Church  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  covenant  which  they  solemnly  made  with  God 
and  His  Church,  when  they  presented  their  children  for  baptism. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Consistories,  Classes,  and  Par- 
ticular Synods  be  directed  to  Article  II.,  Section  13,  of  the  Consti- 
tution, which  requires  every  minister,  within  certain  peiiods  of  time, 
regularly  to  explain  the  system  of  Christian  doctrine  comprehended 
in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  and  which  also  directs  censure  to  be 
inflicted,  in  case  any  minister  should  fail  to  comply  therewith,  with- 
out sufficient  reason. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on   Education,  with  the  ex- 
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ception  of  the  report  of  vacancies,  wliicli  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Education  have  examined  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  other  documents  submitted  to  them,  and 
report,  calling-  attention  to  the  following  particulars  : 

I.  The  Financial  Condition  of  the  Board. — The  receipts  of  the 
last  year  are  represented  as  exceeding  those  of  the  year  preceding 
by  about  $1,000,  and  we  note  as  exceedingly  gratifying,  and  as 
indicative  of  a  growing  interest  in  one  important  work  of  the  Board, 
that  the  number  of  Churches  contributing  to  its  funds  has  increased 
by  eighteen.  The  permanent  funds  of  the  Board  are  also  increased 
to  the  amount  of  '§7,500,  by  the  endowment  of  a  scholarship  in  the 
sum  of  $2,500,  and  the  bequest  of  85,000. 

The  balance  on  hand  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund  is  $1,192 
97.  The  balance  on  hand  from  the  Knox  Fund  is  8201  86.  The 
Treasurer's  account  on  the  "Education  Fund  Income"  shows  a 
balance  on  hand  of  81,187  33,  of  which  the  items  are  :  Education 
Funds,  8599  02;  Parochial  School  Funds,  $308  21 ;  Special  Funds, 
8280   10. 

II.  The  Report  presented  by*  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  is  so  full 
and  satisfactory  that  we  need  not  here  enter  into  very  minute  details, 
yet  there  are  a  few  points  suggested  which  may  be  referred  to  as  of 
especial  interest  and  importance. 

1.  The  whole  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  forty -seven  (47).  Fourteen  (14»)  of  these 
have  completed  their  theological  career,  and  been  licensed  by  the 
respective  Classes  with  which  they  were  connected  to  preach  the 
Gospel.  Eleven  (11)  of  these  licentiates  have  already  been  called 
to  fields  of  labor.  The  fact  just  stated  illustrates  and  enforces  the 
great  importance  of  the  work  of  this  Board  in  furnishing  supplies 
for  our  Churches,  and  the  means  of  carrying  forward  the  work  of 
church  extension  by  a  practical  argument,  which  is  at  once  easily 
perceived  and  understood,  and  irresistible.  Since  it  is  the  will  of 
the  Master,  and  not  less  the  earnest  desire  and  duty  of  His  people, 
that  His  Church  shall  prosper  and  extend,  and  since  it  is  also  His 
will  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  those  who  shall  be  His  ambas- 
sadors shall  be  educated  for  this  responsible  office  by  the  Church  (as 
is  illustrated  by  the  history  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  all  its 
branches),  it  follows  with  the  clear  and  unmistakable  logic  of  fact, 
that  it  becomes  the  Church  to  pour  liberally  into  this  channel,  both 
of  men  and  money,  that  the  supply  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel  may

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be,  in  any  degree,  commensurate  with  the  demand  constantly  open- 
in--  before  her  in  fields  already  partially  cultivated,  and  in  those 
whitening  to  the  harvest,  earnestly  inviting  the  laborers  to  enter  in 
and  reap. 

Growing  out  of  this  fact  is  another  worthy  of  the  serious  con- 
sideration of  every  pastor,  viz:  the  importance  of  directing  the 
attention  of  young  men  of  piety  and  promise  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  Pastors,  from  their  frequent  opportunity  of  personal 
intercourse  with  the  pious  youth  of  their  flock,  from  their  official 
relations  to  them,  and  their  influence  with  them,  possess  advantages 
for  judging  of  the  character  and  ability  of  such  youth,  and  for 
pressing  upon  them  the  claims  of  the  ministry,  enjoyed  by  no 
others,  and  therefore  there  rests  upon  them,  in  a  peculiar  degree, 
the  duty  and  responsibility  of  urging,  with  a  zeal  tempered  by  pru- 
dence, such  as  are  qualified  by  natural  gifts  and  the  graces  of  the 
Spirit,  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  especial  service  of  the  Master 
in  preaching  the  Gospel. 

2.  Another  point  of  interest  and  importance  to  the  prosperity 
and  extension  of  our  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  cannot 
be  overestimated,  is.  the  increased  facility  of  educating  the  youth  of 
our  Church  and  country  for  usefulness  in  various  departments  of  active 
lit'e,  arid  especially  in  the  ministry.  The  Synod  have  heard,  and  the 
Church  will  hear  with  devout  gratitude  and  intense  satisfaction,  that 
the  endowment  of  the  new  Professorship  in  our  Theological  Semi- 
nary has  been  secured,  and  will  hail  this  fact  as  another  proof  of  the 
life  and  progress  of  our  Church.  Aud  as  we  turn  our  eyes  toward 
the  West,  a  similar  cheering  spectacle  meets  our  vision.  The  Hol- 
land Academy,  which  the  Church  planted  and  nourished,  is,  under 
her  fostering  care,  growing  up  into  the  dignity  and  usefulness  and 
influence  of  a  college.  From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents who  attended  the  last  examination  of  that  Institution,  it 
appears  that  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  was  forty-three 
(43),  of  whom  twelve  (L2)  were  in  the  Collegiate  Department;  that 
the  buildings  were  in  good  repair,  the  Professorial  residence  was 
completed  and  ready  to  be  occupied,  and  the  Academy  grounds  had 
been  improved  by  the  gratuitous  labors  of  the  students.  And  from 
additional  facts  appended  to  the  above  report,  we  learn  that  four  regu- 
lar College  classes — Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior,  are 
now  organized,  and  are  composed  of  twenty-one  (21)  members.  In 
the  Academical  Department  the  pupils  are  also  classified.  An  addi- 
tional Professor,  the  Rev.  John  Mason  Ferris,  has  been  added  to  the 
Faculty  of  the  new  college.  "  The  amount  needful  for  a  charter  has 
been  secured,  and  there  remain  only  certain  legal  forms  to  give  to 
the  Institution  a  complete  collegiate  existence."  This  new  enter- 
prise has  heretofore  received  the  hearty  commendation  of  the  Church 
as  represented  by  previous  General  Synods,  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  General  Synod  Rev.  Philip  Phelps  is  laboring  successfully 
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among  the  Churches  to  secure  the  endowment  necessary  to  place  the 
College  upon  a  permanent  working  basis. 

In  a  communication  received  from  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps,  it  is  repre- 
sented that  the  Plan  of  Endowment  submitted  to  the  Church  at 
large  will  be  successfully  carried  out.  The  following  endowments 
arc  specially  mentioned  :  Mr.  James  L.  Schieffelin  has  generously 
subscribed  $5,000  to  endow  the  Scholarship  of  the  General  Synod. 
In  a  like  spirit  of  liberality  Mr.  S.  B.  Schieffelin  has  contributed 
$2,500  to  found  the  Scholarship  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and 
Mr.  James  Suydam  $2,500  to  establish  the  Scholarship  bearing  the 
name  of  Rutgers  College.  In  view  of  these  facts  the  following  reso- 
lution is  recommended  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Plan  of  Endowment  be  approved,  and  that 
the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  tendered  to  the  donors  above  mentioned 
for  their  generous  contributions. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  thought  almost  unnecessary  to  say  a  word 
with  regard  to  the  importance  of  this  Institution  to  tho  growth  and 
influence  of  our  Church  in  the  West.  Information  to  this  effect  has 
been  circulated  throughout  all  the  Churches.  Yet  your  committee 
regard  its  necessity  so  imperative,  and  its  speedy  endowment  so 
desirable,  that  they  feel  constrained  to  direct  especial  attention  to 
its  claims  upon  the  liberality  of  the  Church.  And  although  they 
are  not  disposed  to  argue  the  question  of  its  importance  (for  indeed 
they  think  there  can  be  no  question  about  this),  they  would  point  to 
the  influence  which  has  been  and  which  is  being,  with  increasing 
power,  exerted  upon  the  growth  and  extension  of  our  Church  by 
Rutgers  College  and  Hertzog  Hall ;  not  doubting  that  similar  asso- 
ciations will  cluster  around,  and  like  influence  proceed  from  this  newly 
founded  Institution,  affording,  as  it  will,  not  only  the  easy  opportu- 
nity of  a  liberal  education  to  those  who  may  already  desire  it,  but 
creating  and  fostering  such  desire. 

3.  Another  matter  contained  in  the  Report  calls  for  attention.  It 
is  the  suggestion  that,  this  General  Synod  take  such  action  as  may 
be  deemed  wise,  "to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Education), 
so  as  to  embrace  an  ability  to  co-operate  with  the  Classes  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  schools  as  may  promise  to  advance  the  interests 
of  our  Church,  and  our  Redeemer's  whole  kingdom."  At  the  meet- 
ing of  General  Synod  last  year,  (1864,)  the  following  resolution  was 
taken  (Minutes  of  Synod,  page  467,  resolution  1) :  "That  the  pol- 
icy of  parochial  schools  and  academies  has  been  repeatedly  approved, 
as  being  intimately  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  that  any  efforts  in  the  Synod  of  Chi- 
cago for  the  establishment  of  the  same  be  hailed  with  satisfaction  by 
this  General  Synod."  Upon  the  preceding  action  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago,  and  this  resolution  of  the  last  General  Synod  en- 
dorsing such  action,  the  Classis  of  Illinois  petitioned  the  Synod  of 
Chicago  to  request  the  General  Synod  to  direct  the  Board  of  Educa- 
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tion  to  appropriate  such,  a  sum,  in  addition  to  that  appropriated  hy 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  teacher  of  the  classics  and  higher  mathematics  in  the 
school  at  Pella,  Iowa.  The  grounds  upon  which  this  petition  of  the 
Classis  of  Illinois  is  presented  are  these:  1st.  There  is  a  school  now 
in  operation  at  Pella,  which  only  needs  a  teacher  of  the  classics  and 
higher  mathematics  that  it  may  become  a  feeder  of  the  new  "Western 
College  ;  2d.  That  at  present  the  community  in  and  about  Pella  is 
not  able  to  pay  the  salary  of  such  a  teacher;  and  3d.  That  if  such 
a  teacher  is  not  provided,  the  school  at  Telia  will  not  only  fail  to  fur- 
nish students  for  our  Western  College,  but  those  scholars  who  desire 
to  receive  such  preparation  will  be  compelled  to  seek  it  elsewhere, 
and  thus,  in  the  great  majority  of  instances,  if  not  entirely,  be  lost 
to  our  College.  In  answer  to  the  suggestion  which  may  enter  some 
minds,  that  we  have  such  a  preparatory  department  in  the  Holland 
Academy,  the  reply  is  (hat  Telia  is  too  far  distant  from  Holland 
(some  five  hundred  miles)  for  the  academy  at  the  latter  place  to  be 
made  available.  There  are  other  institutions  at  a  much  more  con- 
venient distance  than  Holland  in  which  scholars  could  be  prepared 
for  college.  It  may  further  be  objected  that  it  would  be  sufficient  to 
grant  the  request  with  respect  to  Telia  without  a  more  general  en- 
largement of  the  ability  of  the  Hoard  of  Kducation  in  this  direction. 
The  answer  to  this  objection  is  that  similar  instances  may  occur  in 
other  portions  of  the  Church,  East,  or  West,  or  South,  and  then  this 
same  kind  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  Classis,  Particular  and  Gen- 
eral Synods  must  be  repeated,  whereas  if  the  ability  to  co-operate 
with  the  Particular  Synods  and  the  Classes  in  the  establishment  of 
academies  is  not  restricted  to  a  particular  case,  this  action  of  General 
Synod  will  cover  any  case  that  may  arise. 

In  conclusion,  this  Committee  sum  up  what  they  report  for  action 
in  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  commend  this  Board  of 
Education  to  the  liberality  of  our  Churches,  and  urge  upon  every 
Church  in  the  denomination  the  importance  and  duty  of  aiding  in 
the  great  work  of  Church  extension  through  this  very  efficient 
channel. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  does  regard  the  effort  to 
secure  the  complete  endowment  of  our  Western  College  as  of  para- 
mount importance  at  the  present  time,  to  the  prosperity  and  exten- 
sion of  our  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  empower  the  Hoard  of  Edu- 
cation so  to  enlarge  its  sphere  of  action  as  to  be  able  to  co-operate 
efficiently,  and  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  in  its  judgment 
shall  be  wisest  and  best,  with  the  various  Classes  in  the  establishment 
of  academies  and  classical  schools  within  the  bounds  of  said  Classes. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  pastors  in  connection  with  the  Synod  are 
hereby  earnestly  requested  to  regard   its  injunction,  that  the   last 
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Thursday  of  February  be  observed  as  a  clay  of  special  prayer  for 
colleges  and  seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  the  pastors  of  the  va- 
rious Churches  preach  on  the  subject  of  Education  the  Sabbath  pre- 
vious thereto. 

5.  Resolved,  Inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  our 
Western  College  meets  after  the  yearly  session  of  General  Synod, 
and  thus  its  report  presents  a  statement  nearly  a  year  old,  that  the 
President  of  said  College  be  requested  to  supplement  the  above-named 
report  with  such  additional  information  as  shall  furnish  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  said  College  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

6.  Unsolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  our  Western 
College  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  its  numbers  during 
the  intervals  of  Synod. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared 
that  Revs.

Duryee,  G.  II.  Mandeville,  and  Messrs.  F.  J.  Hosford,  P.  R.  Warner, 
Johnson  Letson  were  elected.

William  II.  Yan  Doren  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Rutgers  College  for  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund. 

ARTICLE  XIY. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  confer 
with  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  in  reference  to  the 
relinquishment  of  their  residences  in  the  College  Building,  presented 
their  report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Professorate. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  presented  their  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Profes- 
sorate. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted,  amended  and  adopted : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate : 

The  customary  papers  have  been  referred  to  this  Committee, 
which  have  brought  up  for  consideration  subjects  of  great  importance. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Direction, 
the  Treasurer's  Annual  Account,  their  Annual  Digest,  and  List  of 
Securities,  as  the  Account  has  been  audited,  and  as  these  financial 
statements  will  be  published  in  full  in  tlie  Minutes  of  General  Synod, 
there  is  no  occasion  for  remark,  with  the  single  exception,  that  those 
who  have  the  charge  of  the  invested  funds  of  our  educational  and 
benevolent  institutions,  deserve  the  hearty  thanks  of  tlie  whole 
Church  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  laborious  duties. 

2.  As  to  the  proposed  endowment  of  tlie  Permanent  Fund  of 
General  Synod,  by  an  assessment  of  ft2 0,000  laid  on  the  Classes  a 
year  ago  (see  Minutes,  pp.  480,  481)  it  appears  from  the  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Direction,  that  only  $6,785  56  have  been  paid,  leaving 
more  than  two-thirds  yet  to  be  obtained. 

The  same  necessity  still  exists  to  complete  the  endowment  of  this 
fund. 

The  following  resolutions,  therefore,  are  recommended  for  adop- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  each  Classis  which  has  omitted  the  payment  of 
its  full  quota  to  the  fund,  be  earnestly  requested  to  take  such  steps 
at  its  next  special  or  stated  meeting  as  will  secure  its  share  of  tha 
money  required  from  their  respective  congregations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  (immediately  be- 
fore tlie  Stated  Fall  Session)  send  a  circular  to  the  Classes  which 
continue  delinquent,  informing  them  of  the  amount  apportioned  to 
each,  and  urging  them  to  comply  with  the  action  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  ob- 
tain the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  to  supplement  the 
salaries  of  the  Theological  Professors,  in  view  of  the  exigencies  of 
the  times,  report  that  they  have  collected  and  paid  over  that  amount, 
as  directed. 

In  this  connection,  the  following  expression  of  sentiment  is  pro- 
posed : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  our  denomination  are  rendered  to 
the  said  Committee,  for  their  zeal  in  this  matter,  and  to  the  donors, 
for  their  liberality  and  Christian  consideration. 

4.  The  Committee  of  Courtesy,  appointed  to  wait  on  two  of  the 
Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  residing  in  the  wings  of 
Rutgers  College,  to  secure  their  consent  to  the  surrender  of  their 
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residences,  and  to  complete  the  sale  and  transfer  of  Rutgers  College 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  report  that  they  have  heen  successful. 

5.  An  unusual  number  of  dispensations  have  been  requested 
from  General  Synod,  but  each  seems  to  be  worthy  of  approbation. 

The  Classis  of  Montgomery  make  application  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
W.  A.  Smith,  who  has  pursued  a  regular  course  of  Theological  study 
with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hickok,  of  Union  College,  Schenectady,  and  who 
gives  promise  of  usefulness — that  he  be  permitted  to  be  examined 
on  all  the  subjects  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  with  a  view  to 
licensure  and  ordination. 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted. 

The  Classis  of  Albany  recommend  Mr.  Charles  F.  Suckow,  a 
member  and  elder  of  the  Fourth  German  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  of  Albany,  after  having  spent  one  year  in  the  Grammar 
School  at  New  Brunswick,  for  a  dispensation  from  a  collegiate  course, 
to  enable  him  to  enter  into  the  Theological  Seminary  of  our  Church. 

The  information  obtained  of  the  merits  of  this  case  induces  your 
Committee  to  advise  concurrence,  and  the  adoption  of  the  minute  : 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted. 

The  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  commend  Prof.  D.  W.  Reiley,  of 
Rutgers  College,  believing  that  his  sphere  of  usefulness  will  be 
greatly  extended,  for  a  dispensation  from  the  regular  course  of  Theo- 
logical studies,  so  that  he  may  be  examined  at  the  fall  meeting  of 
Classis,  with  a  view  to  licensure  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted. 

6.  An  alteration  in  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  has  been  requested  by 
the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  proposing  instead  of  the  representation 
of  all  the  Classes  by  one  member  from  each,  that  there  be  appointed 
in  some  way,  suitable  to  themselves,  six  persons  to  attend  to  the  ex- 
aminations of  the  students,  instead  of  the  present  number. 

There  is  nothing  perfect  on  earth.  There  are  some  inconveniences 
inseparable  from  the  present  system.  Yet  it  is  not  thought  that  it 
would  be  an  advantage  but  a  positive  loss  to  make  the  suggested 
change.  The  existing  plan  secures  the  supervision  of  each  Classis 
as  a  safeguard  over  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  forms  a  tie  con- 
necting the  extremities  of  our  Church  with  this  institution,  and  in- 
teresting remote  Classes  in  its  welfare.  Besides,  it  is  not  a  wise 
policy  to  make  changes  in  the  Constitution,  except  for  grave  reasons. 

Resolved,  therefore,  that  it  is  inexpedient  that  this  request  be 
granted. 

1.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Uall  introduces  us 
into  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  providing 
for  its  expansion,  in  raising  up  a  larger  number  of  pious  and  better 
trained  young  men  tor  the  Christian  ministry,  just  at  this  great  crisis 
in  our  country  and  the  American  Church,  when,  in  addition  to  pre- 
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viously  existing  missionary  fields,  the  whole  South  in  its  utter  moral 
destitution  is  laid  at  our  feet,  appealing  for  our  sympathies,  prayers, 
and  labors  for  the  salvation  of  its  entire  population,  white  and 
colored.  The  wonderful  Providence  of  God  has  crowned  with  suc- 
cess the  efforts  to  raise  eighty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  endowment 
of  the  Third  Professorship  ami  the  establishment  of  a  Foui'th,  just 
at  the  time  when  this  vast  field,  -white  to  the  harvest,  lies  outspread 
before  our  eyes,  and  the  cry  ascends  from  our  Publication  and  do- 
mestic Missionary  Boards,  who  will  go  for  us,  and  whom  shall  we 
send  .' 

We  now  begin  to  see  the  great  end  for  winch  a  sovereign  God 
has  perpetuated  the  existence  of  this  ancient  Church,  as  lie  ha-  set 
before  it,  in  common  with  all  evangelical  Churches  of  this  land,  an 
immense  territory,  embracing  scattered  flocks,  poor,  ignorant  and 
neglected  whites,  and  four  millions  of  freedinen.  who  must  he  sup- 
plied with  the  Gospel  if  their  souls  are  to  he  rescued  from  perdition, 
and  if  they  are  to  he  prepared  to  enjoy  their  civil  privileges  without 
abuse  and  without  future  peril  to  the  regenerated  South  and  to  the 
Republic.  In  this  marvelous  event  the  finger  of  Divine'  Providence 
seems  to  be  pointing,  not  only  to  the  great  West,  but  to  the  South, 
as  a  region  that  our  Church  should  cultivate  for  the  Master  ;  and  the 
more  so  as  our  Church  comes  unprejudiced  before  all  classes  of  the 
community  there,  not  having  been  entangled  in  any  of  the  contro- 
versies that  have  rent  in  twain  other  denominations  which  have  been 
represented  on  that  soil.  This  is  indeed  a  jubilee  year  for  our 
Church,  and  a  Synod  whose  meeting  must  constitute  a  memorable 
era  in  its  history. 

The  thanks  of  Synod  have  been  rendered  to  the  individuals  who 
have  been  conspicuous  in  securing  this  magnificent  sum  of  money; 
and  they  are  well  deserved.  But  the  name  of  Rev.  Nicholas  E. 
Smith,  D.D.,  should  be  placed  on  its  rolls  as  one  of  its  most  gen- 
erous benefactors,  and  as  an  example  to  all  time  of  the  right  use  of 
wealth  by  all  whom  God  has  prospered.  We  trust  that  it  will  be 
followed  by  others,  until  the  machinery  of  our  Church  is  put  in  com- 
plete working  order. 

Resolved,  That  the  heartfelt  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  tendered  to 
Dr.  Smith  for  Ins  most  generous  gift. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  memorial  of  the  munificent  gift  of  $40,000, 
that  the  Third  Professorship  be  named  after  the  donor,  the  Nicholas 
E.  Smith  Professorship. 

Resolved,  also,  That  this  gift  be  accepted  with  the  conditions  an- 
nexed : 

Information  having  been  communicated  to  your  Committee,  by 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  that  Rev.  X.  E.Smith, 
D.D ,  has  given  his  bond  for  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  to  the 
Board  of  Direction,  and  that  it  has  been  drawn  up  by  its  counsel, 
therefore  be  it 
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peared on  page  627.     It  was  inadvertently  overlooked. 

As  the  conviction  has  been  expressed  by  the  Hertzog  Hall  Com- 
mittee of  their  ability  to  obtain  the  requisite  funds  for  the  erection 
of  four  professors'  houses  on  the  grounds  attached  to  thai  institu- 
tion, and  as  $12,000,  received  from  Rutgers'  College,  have  been  set 
apart  to  that  object,  and  as  -510,000  beside  have  been  secured  in 
available  subscriptions. 

Resolved,  ■  That  this  Committee  be  authorized  to  proceed  in  this 
matter  and  obtain,  if  possible,  a  sum  total  of  $40,000,  to  erect  pro- 
fessors' residences,  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  large  families 
and  in  a  suitable  style  of  architecture  with  corresponding  improve- 
ments. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Johnson  Letson,  William  Flagg,  G.  G. 
Voorhees,  James  Snydam  and  Rev.  John  De  Witt,  D.D.,  be  the 
Building  Committee  who  shall  locate  the  buildings  on  the  He 
Hall  grounds,  make  the  contracts,  superintend  the  erection  of  the 
houses,  and  disburse  the  funds  when  obtained  from  the  Hertzog  Hall 
Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  give  to  this  Committee 
authority  to  use  so  much  of  the  Hertzog  Hall  grounds  as  may  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  this  Building  Committee  may  proceed  to  erect 
professors'  houses  as  soon  as  they  shall  think  that  the  price  of  build- 
ing materials  and  the  funds  on  hand  may  warrant  that  step. 

Whereas,  Rev.  Dr.  Berg  has  vacated  the  eastern  wing  of  Rutgers 
College, 

Resolved,  That  $150  be  allowed  him  for  expenses  of  removal, 
and  that  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  the 
same. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  shall 
report  directly  and  only  to  General  Synod,  from  whom  they  derive 
their  appointment,  in  order  to  save  them  from  unnecessary  labors. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Synod  will  proceed  at  once  to  the  election  of 
a  Professor  on  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred  Rhetoric,  according  to 
the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  our  Church. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  current  year  the  salaries  of  the  Professors 
of  Theology  in  our  Seminary  shall  be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

8.  Whereas,  some  doubt  has  been  felt  by  the  Board  of  Corpora- 
tion as  to  the  fact  whether  the  legislation  of  General  Synod  allows 
them  to  elect  a  President,  in  case  of  vacancy,  between  the  sessions 
of  the  General  Synod,  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  or 
re-enactment  of  the  following  resolution  on  page  352  of  the  Digest 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  and  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  rill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  Board  by  death 
or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  General  Synod. 

9.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  testifies  to  the 
continued  prosperity  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  a  class  consisting 
of  twenty  students  having  just  left  its  walls. 

Mr.'David  K.  Van  Doren,  not  having  the  qualifications  to  enter 
the  Theological  Seminary,  has  been  temporarily  admitted,  and  the 
Faculty  recommend  him  for  a  dispensation,  in  the  hope  that  by 
future  and  increased  diligence  he  will  be  able  to  maintain  a  respect- 
able standing  in  his  class. 

Resolved,  That  this  request  is  granted. 

The  Faculty  report  the  gift  of  about  2,000  books  to  the  Library 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  by  the  munificence  of  Mrs.  Bethune. 
As  some  slight  testimonial  of  this  generosity, 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  convey  to  Mrs.  Bethune  the 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  General  Synod  for  this  exceedingly 
useful  donation. 

A  similar  gift  of  80  volumes  has  been  made  by  the  late  Mrs. 
Dwight,  widow  of  Rev.  Maurice  W.  Dwight,  to  the  Library  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  its  Stated 
Clerk  calls  the  attention  of  General  Synod  to  an  irregularity  in  the 
election  of  members  of  the  Board.  Through  inadvertence  new 
members  have  been  elected  by  several  Classes  in  the  place  of  others 
who  had  not  resigned  or  become  disqualified,  so  that  there  have 
been  two  claimants  for  the  same  seat.  In  regard  to  similar  cases 
hereafter  occurring,  your  committee  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
be  maintained,  that  one  member  only  from  each  Classis  be  recog- 
nized, and  that  he  shall  hold  his  seat  three  years. 

Mr.  Andrew  Doremus,  of  the  Junior  Class  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  who  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Professors,  with  the  con- 
currence  of    the  Board  of    Superintendents,   makes  application   to 
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General  Synod  to  reconsider  the  action  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  the  Board  of  Superintendents  in  his  case. 

As  the.  Board  of  Superintendents  has  been  clothed  with  full 
power  and  jurisdiction  by  its  constitution  for  the  government  of  the 
students  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  as  that  Board  has  much 
better  opportunity  to  investigate  the  evidence  and  merits  in  this 
case  and  do  justice  in  the  premises,  and  as  the  matter  comes  up 
irregularly  before  Synod, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  interfere  with  the  action  of 
the  Faculty  or  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  that  Mr.  Doremua 
be  therefore  directed  to  apply  for  relief  to  the  Faculty  or  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

10.  A  communication  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, through  a  committee  of  which  Governor  Yroom  is  chairman, 
wdio  also  personally  appeared  before  your  Committee,  asking  that 
the  covenant  of  1807  between  the  College  and  the  Synod  be  an- 
nulled, has  been  duly  considered.  This  covenant  was  very  service- 
able to  the  Church,  when  both  the  College  and  Seminary  were  weak 
and  needed  support;  but  now,  that  both  are  able  to  stand  alone,  it 
seems  to  be  useless.  This  covenant  renders  it  imperative  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  elect  as  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  College 
the  person  whom  General  Synod  may  nominate  and  appoint  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Didactic  Theology  in  the  Seminary.  In  1SG2,  the  pro- 
fessors in  the  Seminary  were  released  by  General  Synod  from  their 
services  in  the  College,  with  the  exception  of  the  Professor  of  Di- 
dactic and  Polemic  Theology,  whose  duties  have  been  nominal  more 
recently,  and  who  now  asks  to  be  freed  in  future  from  all  duties  in 
the  College.  The  sale  and  transfer  of  the  College  property  to  the 
Trustees  of  that  institution  has  abrogated  this  covenant  to  that  ex- 
tent, that  it  appears  to  be  best  for  both  institutions  that  the  slight 
bond  which  still  unites  them  should  be  severed,  as  it  would  only 
embarrass  both  parties  ;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  relinquishes,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College,  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  the  Profes- 
sor of  Theology  in  that  institution,  from  this  date,  providing  such 
relinquishment  does  not  interfere  with  any  existing  contract  with 
the  Trustees  in  relation  to  moneys  to  be  made  up  for  the  salary  of 
the  Professor  of  Theology. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  send  to  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College  au  official  notice  of  tins  relinquishment. 

11.  Mr.  C.  D.  F.  Steinfuhrcr,  having  been  engaged  by  Dr.  Tayler 
Lewis  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  an  assistant  in  the  translation  of 
Genesis  of  Lange's  Commentary,  on  the  condition  of  securing  a 
dispensation  from  General  Synod,  respectfully  asks  permission  to 
spend  the  second  year  of  his  course  in  the  Theological  Seminary  in 
this  work,  with  the  privilege  of  appearing  for  examination  with  his 
class  in  May,  18G6. 
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This  application  is  accompanied  with  a  letter  from  Professor 
Tayler  Lewis,  in  which  he  writes :  "  I  think  I  could  answer  for  his 
Biblical  and  Hebrew  study  at  all  events,  and  the  very  nature  of  the 
work  in  which  he  would  be  engaged  with  me,  would  give  additional 
interest  and  stimulus  to  such  studies." 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  granted.

The  ayes  and  nays  on  the  vote  for  the  dispensation  to  Prof. 
Reiley  were  demanded,  with  the  following  result : 

Ayes.— Peter  Stryker,  J.  T.  Duryee,  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  John  I.

Synod  proceeded  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  session  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Pii 'lessor  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred  Rhetoric. 
A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  were  nominated. 
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On  the  succeeding  day  the  Synod,  after  a  session  of  special 
prayer,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Professor.  On  counting  the 
ballots,  it  appeared  -that  Rev.  David  D.  Demarest  was  elected. 
Whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  unanimously,  that  Rev.  David  D.  Deinarest  be  and 
hereby  is  appointed  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred 
Rhetoric  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church. 

Resolved,  That  "an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod,  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given  in 
the  name  of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  use  of  a  house. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Rev. 
David  D.  Demarest,  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  obtain  from 
him  his  decision,  and  that  he  be  accompanied  by  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton, 
and  Elder  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin. 

Rev.  D.  D.  Demarest  appeared  in  Synod,  and  signified  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred 
Rhetoric  be  inaugurated  into  his  office  on  Tuesday,  the  19th  of  Sep- 
tember next,  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  the  First  Reformed  Protes- 
tant Dutch  Church,  in  New  Brunswick;  and  that  in  addition  to  the 
inaugural  address  to  be  delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the  Professor 
elect,  the  Rev.  Acmon  P.  Van  Gieson  be  and  hereby  is  appointed 
to  deliver  a  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  Mancius  S.  llutton,  to  deliver 
a  charge  to  the  Professor ;  and  that  Rev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers 
be  Secundus  to  Rev.  Acmon  P.  Van  Gieson ;  and  that  Rev.  Elbert 
S.  Porter  be  Secundus  to  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  and  that  the 
President  of  the  Synod  preside  on  the  occasion. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Johnson  Let- 
son,  John  C.  Elmendorf,  and  Lewis  Applegate,  be  appointed  to  aid 
the  Professor  in  his  removal  to  New  Brunswick,  and  that  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  made 
to  Rev.  Professor  De  Witt,  for  house  rent,  to  be  continued  for  another 
year. 
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Resolved,  That  five  hundred  dollars  be  allowed  Rev.  Professor 
Berg,  to  provide  him  with  a  house  for  the  current  year,  in  lieu  of 
the  residence  lately  occupied  by  him. 

Resolved,  That  the  house  lately  occupied  by  Professor  Berg  in 
the  College  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Professor  elect,  as  a 
residence  until  1867,  unless  the  Trustees  should  prefer  to  pay  five 
hundred  dollars  per  year  until  1867,  to  obtain  possession  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  increase  of  salary,  authorized  by  Synod  to  be 
paid  to  the  three  senior  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  date 
from  June  1st,  1865. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  date  from  July 
1,  1S65. 

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  term  of  service  had 
expired. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Kingston,  Cayuga, 
Rensselaer,  Ulster,  Illinois,  Holland,  Schenectady. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  a  double  number  from 
which  to  choose  members  for  the  Classes  of  New  York,  Paramus 
and  Greene. 

The  following  were  elected :  Rev.  J.  N.  Voorhis  for  the  Chassis  of 
Kingston,  Rev.  Joachim  Elmendorf  for  the  Classis  of  Cavucra,  Rev. 
Benjamin  F.  Snyder  for  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  Rev.  John  C.  F. 
Hoes  for  the  Classis  of  Ulster,  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Duryee  for  the  Classis 
of  New  York,  Rev.  J.  T.  Demarest  for  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  Rev. 
Cyril  Spaulding  for  the  Classis  of  Greene,  Rev.  A.  Thompson  for  the 
Classis  of  Illinois,  Rev.  P.  J.  Oggel  for  the  Classis  of  Holland,  and 
Rev.  R.  L.  Schoonmaker  for  the  Classis  of  Schenectady  for  one 
year,  to  supply  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Rev.  E.  E.  Seelye. 

The  following  persons  having  been  nominated  by  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago,  were  appointed  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Holland  Academy:  For  the  Classis  of  Michigan, 
Rev.  S.  J.  Rogers;  for  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  Rev.  C.  G.  Vanderveer; 
for  the  Classis  of  Holland,  Rev.  P.  J.  Oggel ;  for  the  Classis  of  Wis- 
consin, Rev.  John  Vandermculen. 

The  following  persons  were  elected  members  of  the  Standing-

Smith,  to  serve  three  years,  and  John   Demott,  to  serve  two  years,

MISSIONS. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  vacancies,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  carefully  examined  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board,  and  find  it  so  full  in  statement  and  gratifying  in  result  that 
any  abstract  or  condensation  of  contents  cannot  supply  a  just  view 
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of  the  operations  of  the  Board  during  the  year.  They,  therefore, 
confine  themselves  to  the  main  points  requiring  the  action  of  Synod. 
Notwithstanding  the  financial  embarrassments  occasioned  by  the 
troubles  of  the  country,  and  the  large  demands  of  loyalty  which  our 
membership  have  been  called  to  honor,  the  Church  lias  shown  by  a 
greatly  increased  liberality  how  deeply  her  heart  is  penetrated  by 
the  fact  that  the  present  aspect  of  the  times,  more  imperiously  than 
ever,  demand  her  strongest  efforts  in  the  missionary  work.  In  this 
we  greatly  rejoice.  Growth,  progress,  patient  continuance  in  well 
doing  are  terms  expressive  of  the  dominant  idea  which  seems  to  be 
vitalizing  her  faith,  and  urging  the  greatest  expenditure  of  her 
strength  in  the  ivork  of  Missions,  for  which  her  existence  was  ordained, 
and  to  which  her  best  efforts  should  be  given. 

The  details  of  the  Report  are  very  encouraging  to  our  faith  and 
hope  that  ready  hands  and  willing  hearts  are  multiplying  among  us. 
"We  are  informed  that  the  sum  total  of  receipts  during  the  past  year 
amounts  to  $82,038  22.  Of  this  sum  $2,300  was  given  by  the 
American  Bible  Society,  leaving  $79,738  22  as  an  amount  con- 
tributed by  our  people  to  the  advancement  of  this  cause.  We  trust 
this  contribution,  far  exceeding  that  of  any  previous  year,  is  an 
earnest  of  greater  things  yet  to  be  realized  in  the  manifestation  of  a 
becoming  zeal  for  the  triumph  of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world. 

"With  all  this  enlarged  liberality,  however,  we  regret  to  say  the 
Board  has  been  unable  to  avoid  the  accumulation  of  another  "debt, 
and  at  the  same  time  meet  all  its  maturing  obligations  and  unavoid- 
able expenditures.  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  a  debt  of 
$•10,000  weighed  heavily  upon  the  Board,  but  in  response  to  a  special 
effort,  it  was  swept  off,  and  the  hope  was  that  the  Board  should  this 
year  be  able  to  come  before  Synod  without  a  similar  feature  in  the 
front  of  its  Report.  But  facts  exist  and  circumstances  control,  ir- 
respective of  human  preferences.  In  consequence  of  the  compulsory 
return  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Scudder,  on  account  of  broken-down  health,  the 
amount  of  money  contributed  as  aforesaid  has  not  been  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demands.  We  are  told,  "The  Board  closes  the  year  in 
debt  to  a  serious  amount.  The  amount  borrowed  upon  securities  of 
the  Board,  added  to  other  obligations,  makes  the  present  indebted- 
ness some  $12,000,  or  thereabouts." 

Moreover,  the  Board  at  this  moment  are  in  pressing  need  of  funds 
to  pay  their  Missionaries.  The  liabilities  for  the  next  thirty  days 
will  be  about  $7,000  ;  the  money  is  imperatively  needed  to  meet 
drafts  from  abroad,  various  sums  falling  due  in  July,  August,  Sep- 
tember, October,  and  November  next.  The  Treasurer  has  pledged 
all  the  securities  of  the  Board  for  money  borrowed. 

There  is  not  the  half  of  the  sum  last  named  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  there  is  no  way  of  borrowing  it.  The  only  course 
therefore  left,  to  which  the  Synod  is  shut  up,  is  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  whole  Church,  so  as  to  secure  the  prompt,  vigorous  and 
simultaneous  action  of  all  the  Churches  of  the  denomination. 
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Another  matter  must  now  be  noticed  which  the  Board  deems  of 
vital  importance  to  the  successful  continuance  of  its  labors.  We 
quote  from  the  Report:  "The  Board  has  had  the  benefit  of  indi- 
vidual security  most  kindly  offered  by  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Brown,  Brothers  & 
Co.,  giving  the  Board  ample  credit  for  future  operations.  It  is  only 
necessary  that  the  General  Synod  endorse  the  bond  of  the  Boar€," 
•upon  which  they  may  get,  what  is  absolutely  needed,  an  extended 
basis  of  credit.     This  is  a  sine  qua  von. 

To  enable  all  the  members  of  Synod  to  understand  and  duly 
estimate  the  request  of  the  Board,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say 
that  their  financial  operations  must  be  conducted  through  the  agency 
of  the  bankers.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  a  credit  with 
well  known  bankers  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  of  the  Mis- 
sions for  money.  This  is  to  be  done  by  complying  with  the  de- 
mands of  the  banker  as  to  preliminary  security.  Having  furnished 
that,  the  banker  will  issue  to  us  from  time  to  time  letters  of  credit, 
which  we  send  directly  to  the  Mission  Treasurer  in  India,  Japan,  or 
China.  The  letter  of  credit  is  a  document  authorizing  the  Mission 
Treasurer  to  draw  on  Brown,  Shipley  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  for  the 
amount  specified  in  the  letter  of  credit.  The  Mission  Treasurer 
then  sells  his  draft  on  Brown,  Shipley  (t  Co.  (drawn  at  six  months), 
for  money,  and  Brown,  Shipley  &  Co.  accept  the  draft  on  presenta- 
tion in  England  ;  and  fifteen  days  before  it  matures  our  Board  pays 
the  amount  to  Brown,  Brother  &  Co.,  here.  A  letter  of  credit  is 
good  to  tire  Mission  Treasurer  until  twelve  months  from  its  date  ex- 
pires. 

From  this,  it  would  seem  that  a  sum  of  £10,000  is  none  too 
much  credit  for  the  Board  to  have,  because  these  letters  under  it 
can  be  had  at  any  moment  required,  and  on  arrival  out,  are  imme- 
diately convertible  into  money.  This  matter,  your  Committee  learn, 
is  deemed  by  the  Board  of  vital  importance — so  much  so,  that  they 
see  no  course  left  but  to  recall  our  Missionaries  from  the  foreign  field, 
unless  the  basis  of  credit  be  at  once  enlarged,  as  they  propose;  for 
another  letter  of  credit  cannot  be  obtained  without  resortine;  to  in- 
dividual security.  And  if  the  Synod  arc  timorous  to  trust  the  Board 
in  this  matter,  how  can  the  Board  ask  individuals  to  trust  it? 

Your  Committee  feel  that  the  Synod  may  rely  upon  the  intelli- 
gence and  wisdom  of  those  elders  now  on  its  floor,  familiar  with 
financial  operations,  to  guide  it  to  a  prudent  step  respecting  the 
resolution  hereinafter  recommended. 

Your  Committee  are  happy  to  say  that  the  amount  of  invested 
funds  have  been  considerably  increased  dining  the  past  year — 
$15,545  set  apart  as  a  security  fund,  will  afford  an  annual  sum  avail- 
able for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  Board,  and  for  contingencies 
that  may  arise  from  fluctuations  in  the  money  market. 

The  survey  of  the  Missions  as  given  in  the  Report  presents  matters 
both  for  sorrow  and  joy,  to  which,  because  it  should  be  read  with 
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attention,  we  need  now  only  make  allusion;  but  there  is  one  other 
subject  in  this  relation  deserving  special  attention.  The  Report  says  : 
"Preeminent  among  the  objects  which  need  to  be  secured,  is  the 
establishment  of  a  Mtdkal  Dispensary,"  as  called  for  by  the  Mission- 
aries in  India.  This  matter  they  urge  with  an  earnestness  of  plea 
that  induces  the  Board  "fully  to  endorse  the  application,  and  beg  the 
.Synod  and  Churches  to  furnish  the  means  for  this  important  part  of, 
the  work  in  India" 

The  Report  bewails  the  removal  and  death  of  some  of  its  most 
efficient  members,  and  makes  a  record  of  its  gratitude  for  their  in- 
valuable services.  While  the  Synod  regards  with  affectionate  remem- 
brance the  worth  and  services  of  those  dear  brethren  who  have 
been  recently  removed  from  us,  it  is  called  upon  to  mourn  especially 
the  loss  of  their  well  tried  and  long  tried  Missionary,  Rev.  Elihu 
Doty,  who  has  devoted  himself  for  a  period  of  some  twenty-eight 
years  to  the  service  of  preaching  the  Gospel  among  the  heathen  in 
Borneo  and  China.  The  Master  who  has  said  to  him,  "  Come  up, 
hither,",  is  able  to  answer  our  prayers  for  the  supply  of  his  place  in 
the  important  field  where  he  has  so  recently  and  so  efficiently  done 
the  work  of  a  good  soldier  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Among  other  matters  of  interest,  an  encouraging  view  is  given  of 
the  Japanese  Mission,  which,  we  are  informed,  '' seems  much  nearer 
the  accomplishment  of  its  great  purpose  than  ever  before."  For  this 
we  thank  God,  and  take  courage. 

Wishing  to  avoid  the  composition  of  a  paper  which  would  merely 
duplicate  important  statements  of  the  Report,  your  Committee  con- 
clude with  recommending  such  resolutions  as  seem  to  them  to  be 
called  for  in  connection  with  the' action  already  had  upon  it : 

1.  Resolved,  That  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  is  due  for  his  special 
favor  to  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  which  has  been  so  largely 
blessed  during  the  trying  period  of  our  civil  war. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Minister  and  Consistory  of  every  Church  in 
our  connection  be  earnestly  requested  to  present  the  difficulties  of  the 
Board  before  their  congregation,  and  take  up  a  collection  for  its  speedy 
relief,  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  July  next,  or  as  soon  after  as  can  be 
made  convenient. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  approve  of  the  opening  a 
credit  by  their  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the  amount  of  eight 
thousand  pounds  sterling,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their  Mis- 
sionary operations  abroad. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  a  medical  dispensary  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  and  material  aid  of  all  who  feel  an  interest 
in  the  success  of  the  cause  of  Missions  in  India. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  first  week  in  January,  1S66,  be  observed  as 
a  season  of  special  prayer,  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
upon  all  Evangelical  Missionary  operations  throughout  the  world.

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6.  Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  systematic  benevolence  is  an 
important  part  of  the  early  training  of  youth,  and  should  be  especially 
inculcated  from  the  pulpit  as  one  of  the  best  exponents  of  Christian 
character. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  this  Board  be  published  and 
bound  up  with  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report : 

That  the  following  papers  have  been  placed  in  their  hands,  viz : 
The  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  a  Tabular  Statement 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  a  communication  calling  the 
attention  of  General  Synod  to  the  cause  of  the  Jews  living  in  the 
United  States. 
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The  Report  of  the  Board  gives  a  very  encouraging  view  of  its 
work  during  the  past  year.  This  work  has,  as  the  Report  states, 
"  Closed  amid  scenes  of  the  most  unbounded  joy  and  the  bitterest 
grief."  The  ending  of  the  rebellion  as  a  source  of  joy,  and  the 
assassination  of  the  beloved  President  of  these  United  Stafcea,  of  grief, 
are  the  events  referred  to.  But  so  far  as  the  immediate  work  of  the 
Board  is  concerned,  quite  as  severe  an  affliction  has  fallen  upon  it  in. 
the  removal  by  death  of  its  venerable  and  beloved  President,  Mr. 
Wm,  B.  Crosby,  who  for  many  successive  years  served  them  "  with 
distinguished  ability  and  acceptance."  An  appropriate  record  lias 
been  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  ap- 
pears in  the  Report.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Report  will  be  printed,  so 
that  the  Church  may  be  put  in  possession  of  the  information  it  con- 
tains, and  have  set  before  them  the  example  of  this  Christian  brother 
who  consecrated  his  "time  and  property  and  influence  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  welfare  of  the  Church."  Of  him  it  may  be  truly  said, 
"The  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed." 

The  Report  refers  to  discouragements  in  the  "  slow  pace  with 
which  some  of  the  Churches  long  dependent  upon  the  Board  come 
up  to  strength  and  efficiency — in  the  fact  that  others  regarded  as 
established  call  for  aid  lest  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  cease  to  be 
administered  among  them ;  and  in  the  further  fact,  that  there  has 
been  serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  Missionaries  for  vacant  fields, 
especially  in  the  West.  Yet  notwithstanding  these  discouragements, 
the  testimony  is  given  to  us  that  "the  year  has  been  one  of  great 
blessing"  Your  Committee  think  that  the  facts  contained  in  the 
Report  fully  justify  this  declaration. 

FINANCIAL    CONDITION. 

It  is  certainly  most  gratifying  to  hear  that  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  the  Treasurer  had  in  hand  a  balance  of  $4,969  58.  But 
it  is,  we  think,  especially  gratifying  to  be  informed  "that  this  balance 
has  already  been  seriously  affected  by  the  appointments  lately  made, 
and  will  all  be  absorbed  when  the  remaining  vacancies  are  filled,  and 
the  new  fields  which  we  have  resolved  to  occupy  shall  have  been 
furnished  with  Missionaries."  The  Board  in  this  particular  are  but 
fulfilling  the  injunction  of  the  Master — "Freely  ye  have  received,, 
freely  give." 

The  number  of  contributing  Churches  has  not  been  increased, 
and  yet  the  sum  total  of  the  receipts  exceed  those  of  last  year.  The 
amount  of  receipts  last  year  was  §21,437  62.  The  amount  received 
this  year  is  $24,315  83.  Of  this  latter  amount  the  Mission  Churches 
have  contributed  $875  80,  somewhat  "more  than  was  received  into 
the  treasury  from  this  source  during  the  )Tear  preceding.  The 
liberality  of  these  Churches  has  abounded  out  of  the-  depth  of  their 
poverty.  When  those  who  are  more  favored  shall  respond  with 
a  corresponding  liberality,  there   will  be  furnished  to  the  treasury 
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whatever  means  may  l>e  necessary  to  cany  on  the  most  enlarged 
operations  in  the  Home  Missionary  field. 

Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  with  the  financial 
prosperity  of  the  Board,  there  also  comes  to  the  Synod,  in  the  Re- 
port, a  grateful  record  of  the  spiritual  results.  More  than  500  have 
been  received  into  the  communion  of  the  Churches  aided,  328  of 
whom  were  received  on  confession  of  their  faith.  Some  special 
seasons  of  grace  have  been  reported  to  the  Board,  although  in  most 
of  the  Churches  the  increase  has  been  gradual.  But  when  spiritual 
results  arc  spoken  of,  the  above  gives  us  only  a  partial  view  of  what 
must  have  been  accomplished  The  Missionaries  of  the  Board  feel- 
ing themselves  charged  with  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  children  and 
youth  gathered  in  the  Sabbath  Schools,  and  laboring  as  opportunity 
oilers  among  them,  there  must  have  been  much  seed  sown  that  will 
gladden  the  Church  with  fruits,  though  the  report  of  its  ingathering 
may  not  come  to  us  now. 

There  are  5,390  children  in  connection  with  the  88  schools  of 
the  Board,  seven  of  which  were  organized  during  the  year.  The 
receipts  of  the  treasury  in  this  department  for  the  year  have  been 
§1,200  25. 

In  relation  to  the  Sabbath  school  work,  we  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  importance  of  educating  the  rising  generation 
in  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  Gospel  cannot  be  overestimated, 
and  that  tin;  Board  be  requested  to  bring  this  agency  prominently 
before  the  Church,  with  the  view  of  securing  more  liberal  contribu- 
tions in  aid  of  this  portion  of  the  work  committed  to  its  care. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Board  have  found  the  "difficulties 
to  be  insuperable  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  the  recommendation  of 
the  last  General  Synod  to  send  out  a  number  of  young  men  to  oc- 
cupy prominent  positions  contiguous  to  each  other  in  the  West,  with 
a  view  to  building  up  new  Churches  and  forming  new  Classes." 
These  difficulties,  however,  may  yet  be  overcome,  and  measures  have 
been  adopted  to  this  end.  The  Board  has  secured  the  services  of 
the  Rev.  J.  B.  Thompson,  who  will  visit  the  West  this  summer,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  he  will  bring  a  good  report  of  the  "land  to  be  pos- 
sessed." 

The  following  is  recommended  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Thompson  to 
visit  the  West  meets  the  approval  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  work  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  Board,  both 
in  the  East  and  West,  demands  the  fervent  prayers  and  liberal  con- 
tributions of  our  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  call  for  laborers  in  this  field  presses  upon 
God's  people  the  duty  of  importunate  prayer  that  the  Lord  may 
"Send  forth  laborers  into  the  harvest." 
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Resolved,  That  the  Board  endeavor  to  enlist  prominent  and  able 
men  for  this  service,  and  send  them  forth  to  the  work  as  soon  as 
practicable. 

THE    SOUTH. 

By  the  action  of  the  last  Synod  the  attention  of  the  Board  was 
called  to  the  South,  with  a  view  to  labor  among  the  white  and  colored 
population.  The  first  efforts  of  the  Board  in  this  direction  were 
frustrated  by  a  painful  providence.  But  this  resulted  in  the  occu- 
pation of  a  more  central  and  prominent  point.  The  Rev.  William 
Fulton  has  been  appointed  a  Missionary  of  the  Board  in  this  field, 
and  the  prospect  is  hopeful.  Your  Committee  fully  agree  with  the 
Board  in  the  opinion  that  "a  field  for  Gospel  effort  more  immense, 
nearer  at  hand,  or  promising,  if  rightly  directed,  was  never  opened 
to  the  Church  in  this  land."  Our  beloved  Church  should  not  shrink 
from  the  responsibility  which  God  in  his  Providence  has  thrown 
upon  her  in  common  with  the  other  denominations  around  us.  And 
if,  as  is  intimated  in  the  Report  may  be  the  case,  there  should  come 
from  the  Board  a  loud  call  for  men  and  money,  there  ought  to  be  a 
hearty  response. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  hold  themselves 
in  readiness,  as  far  as  possible,  to  enter  any  fields  at  the  South  where 
a  prospect  offers  of  establishing  our  Church,  both  among  the  white 
population  and  the  freedmen,  taking  due  care  in  their  proceedings 
not  to  excite  prejudices  among  any  class  of  the  Southern  population 
against  either  our  Ministry  or  Church. 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

This  fund  seems  to  be  laboring  under  great  embarrassment.  To 
such  straits  has  the  Board  been  reduced  that  money  has  been  bor- 
rowed "for  the  purpose  of  loaning  it  to  the  fund,"  and  at  the  present 
time  all  applications  for  aid  are  of  necessity  refused.  Only  forty-one 
Churches — seven  less  than  last  year,  and  twenty-six  less  than  the  year 
before — have  made  collections  in  aid  of  this  fund.  The  result  to  the 
treasury  is  Si, 067  43  against  $2,756  26  contributed  in  this  way 
last  year.  The  total  amount  invested  on  account  of  this  fund  for 
which  the  Synod  holds  securities  is  §8,636  22.  Your  Committee 
feel  that  this  fund  is  vitally  connected  with  the  successful  prosecutiQii 
of  the  Home  Missionary  work;  and  though  it  may  have  been  ques- 
tioned, as  the  Report  informs  us,  whether  "  the  existence  of  this 
fund  is  not  actually  a  hindrance  to  the  purpose  which  it  was  de- 
signed to  subserve,"  yet  it  ought  not,  it  must  not  be  given  up.  We 
recommend  that  the  action  of  General  Synod  last  year  on  this  subject 
be  reaffirmed  in  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod  the  interests  of  our 
denomination,  and  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer  in  our  Domestic  Mis- 
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sionary  operations,  demand  a  large  increase  of  onr  Church  Building 
Fund.'*' 

"Retolved,  That  we  invite  the  attention  of  Classes,  Pastors  and 
Consistories  to  this  subject,  and  earnestly  exhort  them  to  secure  from 

their  respective  Churches  an  animal  collection  for  this  Fund." 
We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Board  he  authorized  to  take  such  measures  as 

it  may  deem   expedient  to  secure  at  an  early  a  day  as  practicable  an 

endowment  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  to  an  amount  of  not  less 
than  150,000. 

A  communication  from  a  Missionary  to  the  Jews  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  asking  the  cooperation  of  this  Synod  in  labors  for  the 
conversion  of  Israel,  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee.  The  largo 
numbers  of  this  interesting  people  who  live,  in  the  city  of  New  York 
naturally  call  upon  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  for  sympathy  and 
aid.  If  a  suitable  preacher  could  he  found,  to  labor  as  a  Missionary 
among  the  Jews  in  the  city  of  New  York,  your  Committee  think 
that  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  would  do  well  to  appoint  him. 
But  inasmuch  as  such  is  not  likely  to  he  the  case  at  present,  and  may 
not  be  for  some  time,  your  Committee  submit  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  for  Ameliorating  the  condition  of  the 
Jews  he  commended  to  the  liberality  of  the  Churches. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Report  be.  printed  and  bound  with 
with  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod,  for  distribution  among  the  Churches 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  tender  to  the  Board,  and  to  the  Secre- 
tary, whose  labors  have  been  abundant,  its  congratulations  on  the 
work  of  the  past  year,  and  relying  with  them  solely  upon  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  earnestly  bespeak  for  the  cause  entrusted 
to  their  care  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  all  the  Churches.

tions, in  view  of  the  well  defined,  and,  as  we  suppose,  settled  policy 
of  the  Church  in  their  regard,

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ARTICLE   XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the 

exception  of  the  report  of  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  respectfully  submit,  that  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Publication,  referred  to  them,  is  a  strong  and 
able  one,  although,  perhaps,  unnecessarily  extended  in  length. 

The  Committee  would  venture  the  suggestion  to  the  Board,  that 
in  future  reports  it  might  be  well  to  remember,  that  as  to  much  of 
the  Board's  work  during  the  year,  the  results  rather  than  the  par- 
ticulars going  to  make  up  these  results  is  what  the  Churches  want  in 
all  such  documents.  Of  course  Synod,  and  afterward  the  Churches, 
desire  sufficient  minuteness  of  detail  to  enable  them  to  understand 
how  the  Board's  stewardship  has  been  performed,  but  Synod  and 
the  Churches  have  too  great  confidence  in  the  Board  to  require  in 
the  preparation  of  each  Annual  Report  the  patient  industry  dis- 
played in  the  one  now  considered. 

Examining  the  Report  in  its  several  divisions,  the  Committee 
notice  under  the  heading  "  Depository,"  a  recommendation  that  a 
salesman  of  practical  experience  and  extended  acquaintance  with  the 
book  trade  be  employed  in  the  Depository,  which  suggestion  appears 
to  them  a  wise  one;  and  if  such  an  one  cannot  be  provided  under 
the  existing  rule  of  management  for  the  Depository,  it  might  be 
well  to  give  authority  for  the  engagement  of  such  a  clerk;  but  great 
care  should  be  exercised  not  to  increase  the  expenses  of  the  Board, 
except  in  strictly  necessary  ways.  At  present,  i.  c,  during  the  past 
year,  the  cost  of  what  may  be  called  the  mercantile  administration 
of  the  Board,  i.  c,  its  expenditures  for  office  rent,  agent,  clerks,  &c, 
not  including  the  expenses  of  the  army  agent,  which  are  excluded 
because  his  work  lias  been  partly  that  of  a  Missionary,  the  cost, 
we  say,  of  the  mercantile  administration  of  the  Board  has  been 
S2.74S  48,  while  the  total  amount  of  receipts,  army  agent's  work 
included,  has  been  only  8^r','741  10,  which  makes  the  proportion  of 
the  gross  receipts  of  the  Board  spent  for  conducting  its  mercantile 
business  between  one-ninth  (-1)  ami  one-tenth,  (TV.)  *■  e ■>  over  ten 
(10)  pei'  cent.  This,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  Board's 
work  of  collection,  publication,  and  circulation  is  done  by  those  who 
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make  no  charge  for  their  labor,  appears  a  large  per  centage,  and 
should  challenge  the  attention  of  the  Hoard,  to  the  end  of  every 
possible  reduction  of  it,  and  a  most  scrupulous  care'  to  allow  no  such 
tiling  as  partially  sinecure  employees.  If  the  new  clerkship  spoken 
of  be  established,  it  may  be  found  possible  to  combine  his  duties 
with  those  of  the  present  agent  or  some  other  clerk. 

In  the  part  of  the  Report  entitled  "Publication  Department," 
your  Committee  find  nothing  requiring  comment  except  the  unneces- 
sary particularization  before  alluded  to  of  the  size,  Arc,  of  the  various 
publications  of  the  year.  The  list,  as  given,  occupies  eight  entire 
pages,  i.  e.,  one-fifth  (})  of  the  whole  Report,  exclusive  of  the  final 
summing-up,  which  Ave  in  part  repeat  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
did  not  hear  the  Report  read.

From  the  lucid  report  of  the  Treasurer,  we  learn  that  the  income 
of  the  Board  for  the  last  year  from  all  sources,  including  the  balance 
when  the  year  began  of  $216  02,  has  been  £20,957  72,  and  the  ex- 
penditure 826,790  46,  leaving  a  balance  when  the  present  year  be- 
gan  of  £161  26.  Of  the  receipts,  much  the  largest  part,  $21,273  57, 
has  been  from  the  Depository,  showing  a  want  of  practical  interest 
in  the  Board  on  the  part  of  our  congregations,  which  we  can  only 
regret,  and  pray  to  have  removed.  Between  five  and  six  thousand 
dollars  (£5,000,  $6,000)  is  surely  too  small  a  sum  to  be  contributed 
by  all  our  Churches  to  one  of  our  chief  Boards. 

The  agent  reports  the  stock,  the  credits  and  debits  of  the  Board 
in  full  minuteness,  and  as  the  result  of  his  statement,  shows  that  the 
present  capital  of  the  Board  is  £20,329  54,  which  is  a.  gratifying 
increase  over  the  amount  reported  last  year  of  more  than  £3,000. 
As  far  as  your  Committee  can  judge,  the  management  of  what  may 
be  called  the  capital  of  the  Board  is  conducted  on  sound  business 
principles,  and  with  genuine  business  tact. 

In  the  part  of  the  Report  which  relates  to  the  freednien,  men- 
tion is  made  of  the  series  of  Christian  school  books  prepared  by 
Elder  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  and  it  is  asked  that  the  Churches  and  indi- 
viduals be  advised  by  General  Synod  to  provide  funds,  that  these 
books  may  be  introduced  into  schools  established  for  the  freedraen, 
either  in  the  way  of  grants,  or  by  offering  a  discount  to  purchasers, 
as  is  the  practice  with  publishers  of  ordinary  school  books.  The 
request  impresses  your  Committee  as  a  judicious  and  important  one. 
The  freedmen  need  to  have  particular  attention  bestowed  upon 
them,  not  only  that  they  may  receive  secular  instruction,  but  that  at 
the  same  time,  and  as  far  as  possible  by  the  same  agency,  they  shall 
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be  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  essentials  of  true  religion,  as  other- 
wise their  education,  necessarily  in  many  cases  a  superficial  one,  will 
only  tend  to  make  them  irreligious.  Besides,  they  require,  with 
their  adult  mental  habits,  not  simply  the  milk  adapted  to  babes, 
such  as  most  elementary  school  hooks,  with  their  mere  array  of 
letters  and  syllables  -afford,  but  also  such  strong  meat,  adapted  to 
satisfy  the  cravings  of  a  practically  mature,  although  scholastically 
uninformed  mind,  as  is  supplied  in  the  elements  of  Christian  truth. 

For  such  considerations,  and  because  also  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  tropical,  oriental  cast  of  the  African  mind  will 
make  them  especially  quick  to  seize  hold  upon  the  teaching,  which 
has,  as  a  covering  for  the  baldness  of  primary  instruction,  the  sub- 
stantial parts  of  the  Revelation  which  was  given  in  the  Orient,  and 
is  permeated  with  the  oriental  spirit — for  such  reasons  your  Com- 
mittee heartily  endorse  the  request  of  the  Board,  that  they  be 
enabled  to  furnish  their  Christian  school  books  to  the  freedmen, 
both  in  the  way  of  gift  and  of  unremunerative  sale,  and  that  this 
may  be  effected,  they  propose  to  the  Synod  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  in  taking  up  their  annual  collections  for  the  Board 
of  Publication,  pastors  be  requested  to  make  special  reference  to  the 
Board's  work  among  the  freedmen. 

The  Board  report  a  discontinuance  of  the  Missionary  Recorder, 
and  a  revival  of  the  Sower,  in  a  way  which  makes  it  the  organ  for 
all  our  benevolent  bodies.  Your  Committee  regard  this  as  a  move- 
ment in  the  right  direction.  Perhaps  in  time  it  will  be  found  pos- 
sible to  accomplish  similar  concentration  of  agency,  and  consequent 
reduction  of  expense  in  other  particulars  of  the  management  of  our 
benevolent  bodies.  Perhaps  some  of  the  members  of  the  present 
Synod  may  live  to  see  the  day  when  there  will  be  the  one  general 
office  and  the  one  general  agent  for  all  the  benevolent  operations  of 
our  Church. 

Your  Committee  would  advise,  that  as  the  Board  requests  the 
General  Synod  commend  the  Sower  to  all  our  families,  and  that  this 
may  be  something  more  than  a  vague  and  glittering  generality  effect- 
ing nothing,  the}-  would  suggest  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  each  pastor  and  consistory  of  our  denomination 
arc  requested  by  General  Synod  to  make  an  especial  effort  to  secure 
the  introduction  of  the  Sower  into  every  famihy  of  their  respective 
Churches. 

The  Board  report  that  they  have  given  careful  attention  to  a 
recommendation  originating  in  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, 
that  a  denominational  almanac  be  published,  with  special  reference 
to  extending  the  knowledge  of  our  Church  at  the  West,  and  also 
that  a  translation  of  Dr.  Demare&t's  History  of  the  Dutch  Church 
be  published  for  the  benefit  of  our  Holland  brethren.  They  say  that 
such  publications  would  be  of  advantage  to  US  as  a  denomination, 
but,    inasmuch   as   their  cost  would   be    large   and  their  circulation 
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necessarily  small,  they  do  not  deem  it  wise  to  proceed  with  their 
issue  at  present,  although  they  would  he  glad  to  he  furnished  with 
funds  from  individual  sources,  that  they  may  feel  free  to  do  so. 

Your  Committee  commend  the  prudence  of  the  Hoard's  action 
in  this  matter,  and  would  advise  that  they  hold  to  the  views  adopted. 

With  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  the  last  General  Synod, 
that  the  Board  prepare  a  Hymn  and  Tune  Book  for  our  Sabbath 
schools,  and  report  to  the  Synod  at  present  session,  the  Board  say,  that 
they  considered  the  matter  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  passage  of 
the  recommendation,  and  unanimously  agreed  that,  in  view  of  the 
many  Sunday  school  hymn  hooks  already  before  the  public,  it  was 
inexpedient  to  do  as  was  suggested.  They,  however,  express  their 
willingness  to  act  as  Synod  shall  now  direct,  and  suggest,  that,  if 
such  a  book  be  published,  it  be  enjoined  by  Synod  upon  all  our 
Churches  to  use  it,  and  it  only,  in  all  our  Sabbath  schools  subject  to 
their  control. 

Your  Committee  regard  the  publication  of  such  a  book,  provided 
it  he  a  proper  one,  as  highly  important.  Our  Sabbath  schools  are 
our  children's  Churches,  the  places  where  they  especially  worship, 
or  should  worship  God,  and  receive  instruction  in  Christian  truth  ; 
and  the  future  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  yes,  and 
of  the  nation  and  so  of  the  world,  is  being  determined  in  no 
small  degree  in  them.  Many  of  the  hymns  now  sung  in  these  nur- 
series of  the  Church  are  good  ones,  in  the  use  of  which  God  is  truly 
worshiped,  and  the  religious  emotions  educed  and  rightly  directed. 

So  is  it  with  many  of  our  present  Sabbath  school  hymns;  none 
could  ask  for  better  ones;  but  many  others,  bound  up  witli  these 
good  ones,  and  in  many  schools  sung  equally  with  them,  are  either 
negatively  or  positively  bad,  or  both.  Some  hymns  of  tins  class 
are  mere  songs  to  praise  the  Sunday  school,  and  the  Sunday  school 
army,  and  the  Sunday  school  banner,  and  the  Sunday  school  pic- 
nic, <fec,  and  others  of  them  reach  positive  error,  and  in  no  way  do 
they  lead  forth  the  heart  and  mind  towards  God  and  heavenly  things, 
and  their  use  in  Christian  schools,  on  the  Christian  Sabbath,  is 
indeed  "  a  folly  in  Israel." 

Therefore  your  Committee  think  that  the  Dutch  Church  should 
provide  a  hymn  and  tune  book  for  the  benefit  of  the  lambs  of  the 
flock.     And  they  also  think  that  now  is  the  time  to  do  it. 

We  hope  that  the  day  for  a  rapid  denominational  extension  has 
arrived,  and  one  instrumentality  to  the  up-building  of  new  Churches 
is  the  Sabbath  school,  and  it  is  highly  important  to  have  such  nuclei 
of  future  churches  furnished  with  a  truly  Christian  apparatus.  And 
besides,  other  denominations,  equally  with  ourselves,  are  dissatisfied 
with  the  present  class  of  Sabbath  school  hymn  books,  and  we 
may  reasonably  expect,  will  we  publish  a  truly  good  one,  that  they 
will  purchase  such  at  our  depository.  To  make  such  book  a  truly 
good  one,  careful  attention  should  be  given  both  to  the  words  and 
tunes.  / 
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The  words  should  he  evangelical  in  form,  and  poetic — really 
poetry,  and  not  mere  jingle — poetic  in  form,  and  the  music  should 
correspond.  Influenced  by  these  considerations,  your  Committee 
respectfully  submit  the  following  resolution  for  passage  by  General 
Synod,  if  it  see  fit. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three 
ministers  and  two  elders,  to  elaborate  a  paper  on  this  subject  of 
8.  8.  music,  to  be  presented  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  notice  nothing  else  in  the  Report  submitted  to 
them,  requiring  the  present  action  of  Synod. 

A  paper  lias  been  laid  before  them,  being  a  petition  from  mem- 
bers of  the  German  Churches  of  our  denomination,  asking  that  the 
Liturgy  of  the  Church  be  printed  in  German,  for  use  in  such 
Churches. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  following  action  upon  this 
paper : 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  for  the  printing  of  the  Liturgy  of  the 
R.  P.  D.  Church  in  German,  for  the  benefit  of  the  German  brethren 
in   our   churches,   be  referred  to   the    Board   of  Publication,   with 
authority  to  so  publish,  if  it  appears  best. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Publication  wdiose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared  that 
Revs.  Thomas  De  Witt,  Thomas  C.  Strong,  Elbert  S.  Porter,  Joseph 
Scudder,  and  Messrs.  James  Myers,  Jonathan  L.  Burr,  Maurice  E. 
Viele,  Samuel  B.  Stewart  were  elected. 

ARTICLE    XXI. 

PARTICULARIA. 

The  communication  containing  the  Van  Benschoten  Becpiest  was 
read. 

Resolved,  That  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  a  list  of  the  offi- 
cers, members,  and  standing  committees  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  Synod. 

It  was  Resjlvcd,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  reso- 
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lutions  in  recognition  of  God  in  the  recent  history  of  our  country 
and  of  the  indications  of  His' providence  in  the  future. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  :  Revs.  F.  N.  Zabriskie, 
Wm.  lleiley,  B.  C.  Taylor,  Elders  Peter  dispell,  Jr.,  John  I.  Brower. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  unanimously  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  recognizing  the 
providence  of  God  in  our  recent  national  victories,  respectfully  beg 
leave  to  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Synod  the  following 
resolutions : 

First,  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  recognizes  with  unfeigned  and 
devout  gratitude  the  marvelous  and  merciful  providence  of  God 
during  the  last  year,  particularly  in  the  victories  of  our  armies,  the 
suppression  of  the  rebellion,  the  destruction  of  the  system  of  oppres- 
sion, and  the  prospects  of  returning  harmony  and  prosperity.  With 
mingled  joy  and  humility  we  ascribe  all  these  things  to  that  mighty 
God,  whose  right  hand  and  whose  holy  arm  have  gotten  Him  the 
victory,  and  with  intense  longing  we  will  watch  and  pray  for  such  an 
outpouring  of  His  Spirit  on  our  scourged  and  guilty  land  as  shall  heal 
the  divisions,  console  the  griefs,  and  remove  the  sins  of  the  nation, 
and  insure  to  us  not  only  peace,  but  righteousness  and  joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

Second,  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  situation  in  which  the 
war  has  left  the  Southern  states,  a  loud  and  imperative  call  to  philan- 
thropic and  Christian  efforts,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  utmost 
exertions  for  the  harmonizing  and  evangelizing  of  the  population, 
the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  freedmen,  and  the  restoring 
of  the  waste  places  in  Zion  by  our  Domestic  Missionary  operations. 

Third,  Resolved,  That  while  we  have  no  sympathy  with  that  false 
spirit  of  charity,  born  of  Universalism  and  Hamanitarianism,  that 
would  arrest  the  vindication  of  justice  and  the  punishment  of  guilt, 
we  counsel  the  largest  possible  exercise  of  clemency  towards  the  de- 
luded and  the  repentant,  forgiving  their  trespasses  as  Christ  has  for- 
given us. 

Fourth,  Resolved,  That  in  the  sudden  and  violent  death  of  our 
tried  and  trusted  President,  Abraham  Lincoln,  we  recognize,  with  the 
submission  of  faith,  a  mystery  which  says,  "  Be  still,  and  know  that  I 
am  God ;"'  a  chastisement  which  shows  that  even  four  years  of  civil 
war  have  not  sufficiently  humbled  and  purified  us  as  a  Nation  ;  and  a 
call  to  all  of  us  to  be  ready  at  our  posts  of  duty  for  the  Master's  sum- 
mons, whether  it  come  in  the  middle  watch  of  the  night  or  at  the 
cock-crowing.  We  bless  God  for  the  incalculable  service  that  our 
late  beloved  President  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Union  and  liberty, 
and  for  the  testimony  for  Christianity  which  he  left  behind  him ;  and 
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over  his  new  made  grave  we  consecrate  ourselves  afresh  to  the  country 
and  the  cause  for  which  he  lived  and  died,  and  to  the  Saviour  whom 
he  honored.

Revs.  N.  Conklin,  R.  Dc  Witt,  and  the  Elder  E.  II.  Bedford  were 
appointed  a  Committee  of  Canvass,  to  whom  the  ballots  cast  for 
filling  vacancies  in  the  several  Boards  of  the  Synod,  for  correspond- 
ing delegates,  and  for  a  person  to  preach  on  the  benevolent  opera- 
tions of  the  Church  were  committed,  who  reported  the  result  of  the 
election. 

ARTICLE   XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

A  daily  prayer  meeting  was  established  and  held  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Synod  at  8  o'clock  a.m. 

An  hour  was  spent  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session 
in  devotional  exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  after  a  ser- 
mon by  Rev.  F.  N.  Zabrislde,  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
was  administered. 

Agreeably  to  the  standing  rule  of  the  Synod,  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Domestic  Missions,  Education  and 
Publication  were  heard  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  after  which 
an  opportunity  was  given  to  the  members  to  express  their  sentiments 
on  the  topics  presented. 

The  claims  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  were 
presented  by  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder. 

Resolved,  That  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  be 
commended  to  the  Christian  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  en- 
tire Church,  and  that  the  Synod  would  hail  with  great  delight  the 
intelligence  of  a  liberal  contribution  from  all  our  Churches  to  the 
treasury  of  this  highly  important  Society. 

The  claims  of  the  Evangelical  churches  of  France  were  pre- 
sented by  Rev.  T.  Monod. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session  an  hour  was 
spent  in  special  prayer  for  our  colleges,  at  which  the  President, 
Faculty  and  students  of  Rutger  College  were  present  by  invitation 
of  the  Synod. 
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A  sermon  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the 
session  on  the  Benevolent  Operations  of  the  Church,  by  Rev.  T.  B. 
Romeyn,  from  2  Cor.  8:7:  "Therefore  as  ye  abound  in  everything, 
in  faith  and  utterance,  and  knowledge  and  in  all  diligence,  and  in 
your  love  to  us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace  also." 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported  a  double  num- 
ber of  persons  from  whom  to  choose  a 'preacher  on  Benevolent  Opera- 
tions, Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the  Rev.  II.  R.  Timlow 
was  chosen  Primarius  and  Rev.  0.  E.  Cobb  Secnndus.

Your  Board  of  Education  present  to  General  Synod  the  following 
Report  of  the  various  interests  committed  to  their  care  during  the 
year  beginning  May  1,  1864,  and  ending  April  30,  1865. 

I.  BENEFICIARIES. 

The  total  number  of  beneficiaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board 
during  the  year  was  fifty-six.  Four  of  these  graduated  from  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  May,  1864,  and  were  duly  licensed  by  their 
respective  Classes.  One  of  them  has  devoted  himself  and  already 
gone  forth  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  work.  The  three  others  are 
acceptably  and  usefully  engaged  in  pastoral  fields  at  home.  One  of 
the  same  class,  who  had  nearly  reached  the  close  of  his  Theological 
course  of  study,  was  cut  down  by  death  before  entering  on  his 
expected  work.  Twenty-nine  have  pursued  their  studies  during  the 
whole  year  at  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick.  One  of 
the  number  received  during  the  year  was  already  a  member  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  has  since  continued  his  studies  there. 
Twelve  have  pursued  the  whole  year's  course  at  Rutgers  College, 
and  five  at  the  Holland  Academy.  One  graduated  honorably  in 
July  last  from  Union  College,  and  has  spent  the  remainder  of  the 
year  at  the  Theological  Seminary.  Permission  to  teach  during  parts 
of  the  year  has  been  given  to  two,  one  of  whom  has  since  entered 
the  Seminary.  One,  whose  health  failed,  compelling  him  to  relin- 
quish his  studies,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  has  made  a  further 
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repayment  of  the  means  advanced  by  the  Board.  Seven  have  been 
received  during  the  year,  and  the  whole  number  under  the  care  of 
the  Board  at  its  close  was  forty-seven.  Between  the  close  of  the 
year  comprised  in  the  Report,  and  the  meeting  of  Synod,  fourteen 
have  completed  their  Theological  course,  and  all  but  three  of  them 
are  already  called  to  fields  of  labor.  With  the  number  of  pastoral 
charges  now  vacant  in  our  home  field,  and  the  inviting  openings  for 
our  church  extension  before  our  Foreign  and  Domestic  Boards,  this 
rapid  settlement  of  our  young  men  is  surely  a  strong  argument  for 
the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  our  work.  The  prosperity  of  the  Church 
is  so  interwoven  with  the  sufficient  supply  of  ministerial  labor,  that 
the  need  of  such  labor,  manifested  by  the  early  engagement  of  our 
young  men  from  year  to  year,  should  lead  every  pastor,  consistory, 
and  church  member  among  us  to  more  earnest  prayer  and  more 
enlarged  liberality  towards  this  channel  of  furnishing  a  sufficient 
ministry.  On  this  subject,  the  Board  would  use  this  channel  of 
communication  with  the  Churches,  to  call  for  increased  and  more 
importunate  prayer  for  laborers.  The  Head  of  the  Church  has 
placed  it  among  the  peculiar  duties  of  His  people  to  "  pray  *■  * 
the  Lord  of  His  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His 
harvest."  By  the  same  means,  we  would  urge  upon  pastors  the  duty 
apostolically,  and  therefore  divinely  assigned  them,  to  seek  for  proper 
successors,  and  introduce  them  to  the  pastoral  work.  "The  things 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me,  *  *  *  commit  them  to  faithful 
men  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also."  Some  of  our  ministers 
have  manifested  a  praiseworthy  care  and  diligence  in  this  matter  of 
looking  after  suitable  men  to  succeed  to  their  work.  It  is  a  branch 
of  ministerial  effort  in  which  each  may  do  good  service  for  God's 
glory  and  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom.  Your  Board  are  more 
than  willing  to  co-operate  with  brethren  in  all  parts  of  the  Church  in 
bringing  forward  every  one  whom  it  may  please  God  to  qualify  and 
incline.  It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report  another  year  in  which 
we  have  been  able  to  meet  every  properly  qualified  and  commended 
case  of  application  for  aid.  We  find  satisfaction  also  in  the  hope  of 
continuing  by  the  good  blessing  of  God  in  the  same  ability.  During 
the  year  our  work  in  supporting  beneficiaries  has  been  the  same  as 
if  a  sudden  increase  of  one  third  had  been  made  in  their  number. 
The  high  cost  of  living  has  made  it  necessary  to  add  a  donation  of 
one  third  to  their  ordinary  appropriations.     By  an  increase  in  our 
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scholarship  funds,  which  will  be  noticed  further  in  its  proper  place  in 
the  Report,  with  an  enlargement  in  the  number  of  Churches  contribu- 
ting, as  well  as  in  the  amount  of  contributions  during  the  year,  we 
have  been  able  to  meet  the  calls  upon  us  without  debt.  If  God  hear 
the  prayers  and  bless  the  inquiries  of  ministers  for  young  men  fitted 
and  inclined  by  His  grace  to  devote  themselves  to  the  gospel  minis- 
try, the  Board  will  gladly  continue  its  ministration  to  all  that  come, 
and  trust  in  God  to  open  the  hearts  and  hands  of  His  people,  accord- 
ing to  the  need  of  His  Church.  The  Board  would  respectfully  ask 
the  co-operation  of  Synod,  by  its  commendation  of  this  matter  of 
seeking  young  men,  to  the  special  attention  of  pastors.  Our  Secre- 
tary can  visit  but  a  tithe  of  the  Churches  within  the  year ;  the  pas- 
tors r.re  all  the  time  present.  A  single  presentation  of  the  subject 
by  the  Secretary  in  a  visit,  would  be  as  likely  to  fall  upon  a  merely 
impulsive  spirit  as  upon  any  other.  To  the  pastor  alone,  time  and 
opportunity  are  given  to  observe  tokens  of  fitness  for  the  great  work. 
The  ministry,  above  all  places  in  this  world,  requires  men  of  patient 
perseverance  in  apparently  unrequited  labor.  This  quality  in  a 
young  man,  in  his  first  Christian  following  of  his  Master  in  doing 
good,  no  one  has  so  good  an  opportunity  of  judging,  of  encouraging 
and  directing  to  the  ministry  as  the  pastor.  Synod  has  spoken  here- 
tofore. The  opinion  of  every  member  is  already  assured  in  its  favor. 
Yet  your  Board  feel  that  in  the  present  circumsances  of  the  Church 
and  the  country,  when  so  many  youth,  who  might  usefully  serve  the 
Church  in  the  ministry,  are  called  away  by  worldly  inducements,  such 
a  new  and  fresh  utterance  as  your  wisdom  would  suggest  would  stir 
up  the  minds  of  brethren  to  remembrance,  and  secure  renewed  atten- 
tion to  this  important  part  of  pastoral  usefulness.  More  laborers  are 
needed  at  home  and  abroad.  God  alone  can  send  us  enough  and  of 
the  right  kind.  God,  however,  will  always  have  his  people  add  to 
their  prayers  due  effort,  under  the  direction  of  His  Word,  and  fol- 
lowing the  leadings  of  His  Providence. 

II.  HOLLAND  ACADEMY  AND  OUR  WESTERN  COLLEGE. 

We  adopt  a  new  heading  for  this  department  of  our  Report,  thus 
anticipating  only  a  little  the  formalities  for  which  the  means  are  al- 
ready provided  to  give  us  a  collegiate  institution  at  the  West.  Owing 
to  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
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which  now  occurs  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  cannot 
at  present  he  altered,  the  condition  of  the  institutions  presented  by 
that  report  is  mostly  what  was  embraced  in  the  report  through  this 
Board  to  Synod  at  its  session  last  year.  According  to  that,  there 
were  twelve  students  during  the  preceding  year  in  the  College  classes 
then  formed.  There  have  been  in  the  same  classes  during  the  past 
year,  as  stated  in  a  communication  from  Dr.  Phelps,  twenty-one 
students.  Under  the  new  arrangement  for  its  supervision  by  a  Board 
of  Superintendents,  who  are  its  Trustees  on  behalf  of  Synod,  the 
more  particular  report  of  its  affairs  will  come  to  your  body  from  that 
Board.  We  are  happy  to  learn  from  the  statement  of  Dr.  Phelps, 
"  that  the  amount  needful  for  a  charter  has  been  secured,  and  there 
remain  only  certain  legal  forms  to  give  to  the  institution  a  complete 
collegiate  existence."  The  work  for  its  further  endowment  is  in 
favorable  progress,  under  the  care  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  and  the  Board  of  Education.  It  is  unnecessary 
for  us  to  urge  on  Synod  the  interests  of  the  institution  on  which  it 
has  already  expressed  itself  so  often  and  so  favorably. 

In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  Synod,  we  have  assumed  larger 
responsibilities  in  prosecuting  the  work  of  establishing  and  nurturing 
a  Western  College  at  Holland.  Besides  Rev.  Dr.  Phelps,  Rev.  P.  J. 
Oggel,  and  Rev.  T.  Romeyn  Beck  have  continued  their  labors  as  Pro- 
fessors. Rev.  J.  M.  Ferris  has  been  appointed  Professor  in  the  Col- 
lege, and  has  labored  as  such  during  part  of  the  year.  Messrs.  Shields 
and  Gilmore  have  continued  to  act  as  Tutors  in  the  Academic  De- 
partment. 

The  subject  of  educational  institutions  for  the  West  has  now  be- 
come one  of  momentous  importance  for  the  establishment  and  exten- 
sion of  the  Church  there.  The  experience  of  our  own  and  other 
Churches  has  fully  shown,  that  while  efforts  for  extension  in  new  dis- 
tricts or  countries  must  of  necessity  be  made  by  simple  missionary 
labor,  a  permanent  tenure  of  the  ground  occupied,  and  an  influential 
position  of  the  Church  for  its  evangelizing  work  can  never  be  hoped 
for  except  through  a  ministry  trained  from  among  the  people  them- 
selves. The  early  history  of  our  Church ;  its  lack  of  growth  for  lack 
of  laborers ;  its  growth  since  the  establishment  of  our  educational 
institutions  at  New  Brunswick,  and  its  present  position,  all  form  so 
many  guide-boards  set  up  by  God's  own  providence  to  direct  our  way 
to  growth  at  the  West.     Let  the  Church  promptly  and  liberally  meet 
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the  opportunities  now  offered  her  by  her  Lord  and  Master,  entering 
earnestly  the  door  set  before  her,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  her 
future  supply  of  laborers  for  her  western  missionary  work,  and  of  her 
growth  in  that  important  and  influential  portion  of  our  country.  The 
more  she  can  do  for  thoroughly  evangelizing  a  country  like  this,  so 
potent  in  the  destinies  of  the  world,  the  more  will  she  be  doing  to 
"  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

III.  PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  now  fourteen  Parochial  Schools  under  the  care  of  your 
Board.  This  is  an  increase  of  three  over  the  number  reported  last 
year,  as  that  was  a  gain  of  two  over  those  reported  for  the  year  be- 
fore. Of  the  eleven  reported  last  year,  one  has  become  self-sustaining 
and  withdrawn  from  the  funds  of  the  Board.  Three  have  been  in 
operation  but  a  short  time,  so  that  we  cannot  have  annual  reports  for 
this  year.  Our  reports  are  from  ten  schools.  In  these  are  exhibited 
the  following  statements,  viz  :

In  the  close  of  cur  last  year's  Report  on  the  subject  of  Parochial 
Schools,  allusion  was  made  to  the  growing  anxiety  of  the  best  and 
most  enlightened  men  of  all  denominations  concerning  the  inroads 
of  Romanism  and  infidelity.  During  the  past  year  this  feeling  has 
had  a  manifest  and  rapid  development.  Papers  and  periodicals,  reli- 
gious and  secular,  have  expressed  it  and  published  articles  on  it  from 
different  points  of  view,  exhibiting  a  growing  intensity  of  interest  in 
regard  to  the  encroachments  of  these  gigantic  powers  of  sin  among 
us.  Where  can  we  better  meet  them  than  in  the  preparatory  school  ? 
Their  own  endeavors  to  use  their  own  school  systems,  and  to  obtain 
the  control  of  the  public  schools,  are  too  well  known  to  need  any  en- 
largement on  by  us.  Let  us  train  the  children  of  the  Church  and 
all  whom  the  Church  can  reach,  in  their  early  years,  to  such  know- 
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ledge  of  the  truth  of  God  that  in  whatever  sphere  they  may  be  placed 
in  after  life  they  can  meet  this  foe  with  the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  This 
is  the  only  light  which  will  enable  the  coming  generation  to  detect 
and  expose,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  promised  to  accompany  that  word 
when  it  is  taught,  is  the  only  power  that  can  enable  them  to  resist  it. 
If  we  would  not  have  our  country  infidel  or  Romanist,  we  must  do 
all  in  our  power  to  make  it  evangelical  and  Christian.  For  this,  one 
child  taught  faithfully  that  truth  which  God  has  already  made  sig- 
nally victorious  over  the  power  of  Rome,  is,  in  all  probable  calcula- 
tion for  the  conflict  whose  shadows  are  gathering  over  us,  more  im- 
portant than  several  converts  added  to  the  Church,  coming  immedi- 
ately from  ignorance  and  sin  to  her  communion,  even  with  clear  hope 
and  evidence  of  conversion.  The  conqueror  of  nearly  all  Europe 
prophecied  that  a  half  century  would  make  all  Europe  Cossack  or 
Republican.  Whole  cabinets  of  far-seeing  statesmen,  knowing  his 
wonderful  penetration,  are  anxiously  watching  the  signs  of  the  times. 
That  conqueror's  Lord  and  Disposer,  who  put  him  on  the  throne 
while  He  had  use  for  him,  and  on  the  dunghill  when  He  was  done 
with  him,  possessing  infinite  foresight  of  all  things,  distinctly  declares 
that  Christianity  or  ruin  must  be  the  history  of  every  nation.  The 
nation  that  will  not  serve  God's  Zion  must  perish  and  be  utterly  wasted. 
Nothing  can  save  it.  Among  the  roll  of  patriots  uncovered  by  the 
light  of  eternity,  by  results  of  good  fruits  from  their  deeds,  will  stand 
high  the  names  of  those,  unobserved  of  men,  but  known  and  loved 
of  God,  who  have  Christianized  the  children  of  their  country.  It  is 
no  small  part  of  our  Church  plans  of  benevolence  that  is  operating 
through  our  Parochial  Schools  for  our  children.  It  was  no  mere 
fancy,  but  a  blessed  thought,  given  of  God  to  the  brother  who  com- 
menced the  foundation  of  this  fund  among  our  educational  endow- 
ments. Our  work  in  this  department  now  calls  for  more  means  than 
the  interest  of  this  fund  yields.  There  is  now  a  call  of  God's  provi- 
dence for  some  to  add  to  its  principal.  How  long  shall  it  be  said 
that  it  remains  as  the  gift  of  a  single  individual  ?  Will  not  some  of 
our  abler  brethren  regard  this  call  of  God,  in  the  cry  of  the  wander- 
ing and  suffering  children,  and  help  us  feed  Christ's  lambs.  A  few 
thousands  added  to  it  will  furnish  a  perpetual  stream  of  blessing  to 
the  Church  and  the  world. 

In  view  of  the  great  help  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  the 
Church  by  Christian  schools,  your   Board   respectfully  suggest  to 
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Synod  whatever  action  you  may  deem  wise,  to  enlarge  the  powers  of 
the  Board,  so  as  to  embrace*  an  ability  to  co-operate  with  the  Classes 
in  the  establishment  of  such  schools  as  may  promise  to  advance  the 
interests  of  our  Church  and  our  Redeemer's  whole  kingdom. 

IV.  FUNDS. 

We  are  glad"to  be  able  to  report  that  the  liberality  of  the  Churches 
has  manifested  a  growing  interest  in  our  work.  The  receipts  from 
collections  have  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year  by  about 
$1,000.  Contributions  have  been  received  from  221  Churches,  an 
increase  of  eighteen  over  the  number  ever  contributing  m  any  one 
year  before.  This  result  cannot  but  be  gratifying  to  Synod,  and  is 
an  encouraging  record  for  our  Church,  considering  that  two  new  and 
important  educational  objects  were  before  the  people  in  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  our  Western  College.  Both 
of  these  will  be  properly  represented  to  you  from  other  sources.  We 
rejoice  with  those  who  have  them  in  charge,  in  the  liberality  of  the 
Church  towards  us  all.  We  cheerfully  accord  to  the  pastors  and 
Churches  the  meed  of  praise  which  they  duly  deserve  for  their  grow- 
ing interest  in  our  educational  affairs.  With  proper,  care  to  keep 
alive  these  newly  awakened  affections  of  God's  people  in  these  im- 
portant works,  our  future  is  perfectly  glorious  with  hope.  God  is 
raising  up  workers  to  confound  the  designs  of  the  great  Babylon  in 
our  midst,  which  is  building  her  walls  to  heaven  for  our  subjugation. 
Christian  piety  has  also  made  its  mark  this  year  in  endowing  our 
permanent  funds  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry. 
Hon.  Robert  H.  Pruyn  has  endowed  a  scholarship  of  $2,500,  bearing 
the  name  of  a  deceased  son,  the  "  Edward  Lansing  Pruyn"  scholar- 
ship. The  will  of  a  deceased  Christian  lady,  Mrs.  Lefferts,  of  the 
North  Church  of  Brooklyn,  has  just  been  admitted  to  probate,  giv- 
ing us  a  legacy  of  $5,000.  The  executors  inform  us  that  from  the 
provisions  of  the  will,  with  reference  to  the  final  settlement  of  the 
estate,  the  amount  realized  will  probably  double  this  specified  sum. 

V.  RETIRING  MEMBERS. 

The  seats  of  the  following  members  will  become  vacant  at  the 
session  of  Synod,  and  are  to  be  filled  by  your  election :  Revs.  M.  S. 
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Hutton,  D.D.,  J.  H.  Manning,  D.D.,  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck,  J.  T.  Duryea, 
G.  H.  Mandeville ;  Messrs.  F.  J.  Hosford,  P.  R.  Warner,  Johnson 
Letson. 

The  foregoing  Report  was  adopted  by  the  Board  May  30th,  1865, 
and  ordered  to  be  presented  to  General  Synod  at  New  Brunswick,  at 
its  coming  session  in  June.

various  Churches  preach  on  the  subject  of  Education  on  the  Sabbath 
previous  thereto.

The  year  of  our  labors  has  closed  amid  scenes  of  the  most  un- 
bounded joy  and  the  bitterest  grief  that  ever  commingled  in  the 
bosoms  of  any  people.  The  power  of  a  ruthless  rebellion  has  just 
been  broken,  but  the  honored  head  of  the  nation  has  fallen  by  the 
hand  of  an  assassin. 

Surrounded  with  events  like  these,  your  Board  looks  back  over 
the  year,  and  traces  with  grateful  emotions  the  evidence  of  Divine 
faithfulness  upon  the  work  of  its  hands. 

Freedom  from  anxieties  and  discouragements  in  the  management 
of  the  large  and  responsible  interests  entrusted  to  us,  was  not  ex- 
pected, and  consequently  we  have  not  been  disappointed.  Trials  of 
faith  are  the  common  lot  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  building  up  the 
kingdom  of  God  among  men.  Those  which  have  fallen  to  us  have 
been  received  as  a  part  of  the  healthful  discipline  so  essential  to  the 
realization  of  the  truth:  "Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they 
labor  in  vain  that  build  it." 

The  closing  year  brought  to  us  a  severe  affliction,  concerning 
which  the  Board  entered  upon  its  minutes  the  following  record : 

u  God  in  His  wise  providence  has  removed  from  us  by  death  our 
venerable  and  beloved  President,  Mr.  William  B.  Crosby.  While 
we  deeply  deplore  the  loss  we  are  thus  called  to  sustain,  we  cannot 
but  praise  God  for  the  long  and  exemplary  life  which  has  suddenly 
terminated.  From  youth  until  four  score  years  of  age  our  departed 
friend  and  father  has  been  in  the  divine  service ;  with  fidelity  conse- 
crating time  and  property  and  influence  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
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welfare  of  the  Church.  For  many  years  he  has  acted  as  a  member 
of  this  Board,  and  for  many  successive  years  was  elected  its  Presi- 
dent, and  served  with  distinguished  ability  and  acceptance.  While 
we  respect  him  as  a  man  of  deep-toned  piety,  large  Christian  benevo- 
lence, and  ripe  judgment,  we  shall  also  delight  to  remember  him  as 
the  genial  companion  and  warm-hearted  Christian  friend.  We  bless 
God  for  His  holy  example,  and  pray  that  like  him  we  may  be  faithful 
in  our  stewardship,  so  that  if  the  summons  to  render  up  our  account 
come  to  us  suddenly,  we  may,  like  him,  be  prepared  to  leave  earth 
and  enter  heaven.  Our  prayer  is  that  God  will  comfort  his  bereaved 
children,  and  sanctify  to  the  entire  Church  the  loss  of  this  dear  ser- 
vant of  Christ." 

Among  our  trials,  also,  we  note  the  slow  pace  with  which  some 
of  the  Churches,  long  dependent  upon  the  Board,  come  up  to  strength 
and  efficiency.  In  some  instances,  through  the  peculiar  state  of  the 
country,  political  dissensions,  and  the  opposition  of  the  great  adver- 
sary, the  growth  has  been  scarcely  discernible,  if  indeed  there  has 
not  actually  been  a  retrograde  movement. 

Occasionally,  also,  a  congregation  which  had  been  regarded  as 
established,  comes  back,  with  the  recommendation  of  its  Classis,  to 
represent  that  for  a  brief  period  it  must  be  made  the  recipient  of  the 
benefactions  of  the  Board,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  must 
cease  to  be  administered  among  them.  When  we  add  to  these  dis- 
couragements the  serious  difficulty  there  has  been,  during  the  past 
year,  in  obtaining  missionaries  for  vacant  fields,  especially  in  the  West 
(as  will  hereafter  more  fully  appear),  the  Synod  will  understand  some 
of  the  hindrances  to  the  progress  of  our  work. 

But  while  there  are  dark  spots  upon  the  picture  which  we  pre- 
sent to-day,  yet  we  rejoice  with  thanksgiving  that  the  brightness  pre- 
ponderates to  such  an  extent  that  the  shadows  are  almost  made  to 
disappear. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  great  blessing.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  has,  to  a  considerable  extent,  looked  over  the  field.  He 
has  met  with  the  Classes  where  the  Mission  Churches  preponderate; 
he  has  come  in  contact  with  the  people  who  receive  the  Gospel 
through  this  instrumentality,  and  reports  the  general  aspect  of  the 
work  as  very  encouraging. 

The  weak  congregations  are  anxious  to  relieve  the  Board  at  the 
earliest  practicable  period,  and  some  of  them  are  making  sacrifices  to 
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a  degree  scarcely  known  in  the  more  favored  portions  of  the  Church. 
Debts  upon  houses  of  worship,  which  have  interfered  with  the  con- 
gregations becoming  self-sustaining,  have  been  removed  during  the 
year,  or  have  been  very  considerably  reduced. 

The  Missionaries,  too,  it  is  believed,  without  an  exception,  to-day 
have  stronger  faith  in  God  and  the  Church  and  the  Board  than  they 
were  ever  before  able  to  exercise.  They  go  cheerfully  and  hopefully 
to  their  individual  toil,  and  collectively  they  watch  opportunities  for 
the  extension  of  the  work.  So  strong  has  been  their  desire  to  have 
new  fields  occupied,  that  they  have  offered  to  pay  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  ministers  in  the  East  to  come  and  visit  the  places  which 
God  had  opened  to  Gospel  labor. 

The  greatly  increased  prices  of  living  have  deeply  affected  them  ; 
and  it  has  been  a  source  of  pain  to  the  Board  that  the  salaries  were 
so  small.  We  have  lately  been  enabled,  on  account  of  the  present 
state  of  the  Treasury,  to  do  better  justice  to  these  men,  and  also 
gratify  the  feelings  of  the  benevolent  by  making  extra  appropriations. 
The  letters  of  warm  acknowledgments  which  came  back  to  the 
Board,  were  infinitely  more  than  a  remuneration  for  all  the  sacrifice 
which  had  been  made  in  bringing  the  money  to  the  Treasury. 

The  spiritual  results,  also,  are  calculated  to  awaken  gratitude. 
The  husbandmen  have  brought  their  sheaves  with  them.  A  little 
rising  of  five  hundred  have  been  added  to  the  membership  of  the 
Mission  Churches  during  the  year,  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of 
whom  made  confession  of  their  faith.  In  most  instances  the  increase 
is  very  gradual,  but  a  few  seasons  of  gracious  visitations  have  been 
reported,  the  most  marked  of  which  occurred  at  Bushnell,  111.,  and 
Constantine,  Mich. 

These  Churches,  through  this  work  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  may  be 
regarded,  with  the  ordinary  blessing,  as  established. 

The  Board  marks,  also,  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  the  manifest 
growing  confidence  of  the  Church  itself,  in  this  department  of  Chris- 
tian labor.  The  testimony  to  this  is  the  tone  of  inquiry  concerning 
our  operations,  and  the  gradual  increase  of  contributions.  Gifts  are 
not  merely  made  from  a  sense  of  duty,  but  with  ardent  expectations 
of  blessed  results.  In  our  Domestic  Missionary  work,  the  serious 
doubts  which  have  existed  in  certain  quarters  with  regard  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  large  success,  have  been  very  prejudicial  to  prosperity. 
These  doubts  may  not  have  been  entirely  dispelled ;  but  our  intelli- 
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gent  Christian  people  begin  to  realize  that  the  very  existence  of  our 
denomination  is  involved  in  the  success  of  our  home  work,  and  the 
prayer  has  gone  up  with  fervency,  "  0  Lord,  increase  our  faith." 
That  prayer  is  being  answered,  and  to  that  extent  the  prospect 
brightens. 

The  contributing  Churches  have  not  exceeded  in  number  those 
of  the  previous  year,  but  the  sura  total  of  receipts  has  been  increased. 
Without  any  extraordinary  efforts,  which  are  sometimes  made  for 
meeting  emergencies,  or  the  liquidation  of  debts,  there  has  come  to 
the  Treasury,  irrespective  of  what  was  raised  by  the  City  Missionary 
Society,  the  sum  of  $24,315  83.  (This  includes  the  contributions  to 
Sunday  school  purposes  )  The  fact  is  convincing  to  the  Board,  and 
we  think  will  convince  the  Synod,  that  the  Church  is  in  possession  of 
whatever  money  is  needed  for  carrying  forward  her  benevolent  enter- 
prises ;  and  that  she  is  so  far  awake  to  her  responsibilities,  that  she 
is  willing  to  give  the  money  whenever  it  can  be  shown  that  the  Lord 
has  need  of  it.  After  meeting  all  the  expenditures  of  the  year  there 
remains  in  the  Treasury  a  balance  of  $4,909  58.  If  any  explana- 
tion is  needed  from  the  Board,  for  having  so  far  departed  from  the 
time-honored  custom  of  having  nothing  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  we  trust  it  will  be  regarded  a  sufficient  vindication  to  say,  that 
this  result  was  not  intended  ;  but  the  legacies  of  the  year,  amounting 
to  more  than  $4,000,  came  in  towards  the  close.  It  will  doubt'ess 
be  a  relief  to  the  Church  to  be  informed,  that  this  balance  has  al- 
ready been  seriously  affected  by  the  appointments  lately  made,  and 
will  all  be  absorbed  when  the  remaining  vacancies  are  filled,  and  the 
new  fields  which  we  have  resolved  to  occupy  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished with  Missionaries.  The  Board  feels  confident  that  the  work 
now  opening  before  the  Church  will  require  all  the  funds  for  the  com- 
ing year  that  the  watchful  and  prayerful  efforts  of  pastors  and  con- 
sistories can  secure. 

SELF-SUSTAINING    CHURCHES. 

While  the  most  of  the  Churches  receiving  aid  from  your  Board 
express  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  dispense  with  the  appropria- 
tions made  to  them,  yet  they  generally  represent  that  burdens  im- 
posed by7  the  war,  expenses  incurred  in  the  erection  of  sanctuaries,  or 
efforts  put  forth  for  the  canceling  of  debts,  or  the  removal  of  promi- 
nent supporters  by  death,  preclude  the  possibility  of  their  maintain- 
ing the  Gospel  alone.     A  number  have  felt  constrained  to  ask  that 
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their  appropriations  may  be  increased,  while  a  few  have  ventured  to 
rely  upon  the  favor  of  God  and  their  own  exertions,  and  are  attempt- 
ing to  walk  alone.  Upper  Closter,  N.  J.,  New  Concord,  Cuddeback- 
ville,  and  South  Gilboa  and  Morsville,  N.  Y.,  ask  no  further  aid. 

NEW    ORGANIZATIONS    AND    EDIFICES. 

A  new  Church  has  been  organized  under  very  favorable  auspices 
among  the  Hollanders  at  Paterson,  N.  J.,  the  most  of  the  members 
having  been  formerly  connected  with  the  Church  at  Lodi,  in  that 
vicinity.  The  Second  Church  of  Pella  has  its  sanctuary  well  nigh 
completed.  The  Church  at  Lafayette,  N.  J.,  having  finished  a  com- 
modious lecture  room,  is  now  successfully  engaged  in  rearing,  what  is 
so  much  needed,  an  attractive  church  edifice.  The  Church  of  Cato, 
N.  Y.,  is  nobly  providing  itself  with  a  place  of  worship  in  a  much 
more  convenient  locality.  The  Second  Church  of  Hudson  City, 
N.  J.,  has  completed  and  dedicated  its  commodious  house  of  worship, 
with  lecture  and  school  room  attached.  The  Second  Church  of  Hol- 
land, Michigan,  has  entered,  and  what  is  still  better,  has  filled  its  edi- 
fice with  worshipers.  The  Church  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  pur- 
chased and  paid  for  a  convenient  sanctuary.  The  Central  Church  of 
Plainfield,  N.  J.,  availing  itself  of  an  opportunity  to  purchase  a  beau- 
tiful house  of  worship,  at  an  exceedingly  moderate  cost,  ventures  to 
rely  for  aid  in  the  pa)7ment  upon  the  more  highly  favored  congre- 
gations. 

NEW    UNDERTAKINGS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  tables,  that  the  number  of  Mis- 
sions and  Missionaries  under  the  care  of  the  Board  have  increased 
during  the  year,  though  perhaps  not  altogether  to  the  extent  that  the 
Synod  anticipated.  The  last  Synod  recommended  that  a  number  of 
young  men  be  sent  out  to  occupy  positions  contiguous  to  each  other 
in  some  new  region  of  the  West,  with  a  view  to  building  up  new 
Churches  and  forming  a  new  Classis.  The  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
accomplishing  this  object  have  as  yet  been  insuperable  to  the  Board. 
Even  if  such  contiguous  localities  could  have  been  found,  inviting  the 
Church  to  take  possession,  the  men  to  occupy  them  were  not  within 
our  reach.  The  most  faithful  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  fill 
existing  vacancies,  and  to  enter  the  new  openings  where  the  Gospel 
was  already  sought  for  at  our  hands,  did  not  meet  with  favorable  re- 
sults.    The  increase  has  been  chiefly  in  the  East,  where  men  can  be 
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induced  to  labor.  But  Whitehall,  Havana,  Spring  Lake,  and  For- 
reston,  111.,  the  Second  Church  of  Holland,  Polkton  and  Eastmans- 
ville,  Mich.,  have  asked  in  vain  for  the  stated  means  of  grace. 

We  have  been  able,  however,  to  occupy  Empire,  Wis. ;  Leyden, 
111.,  and  Cleaveland,  0.,  and  have  fair  prospects  of  obtaining  pastors 
for  Forreston  and  Whitehall.     These  are  new  undertakings. 

The  Board,  in  order  to  be  in  readiness  for  carrying  out  the  wishes 
of  the  last  Synod,  has  availed  itself  of  the  service  of  Rev.  J.  B. 
Thompson,  who  will  visit  the  West  this  summer,  to  spend  a  few 
weeks  at  Council  Bluffs  and  Fort  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  Omaha 
City,  Nebraska,  and  the  regions  contiguous,  to  report  what  are  the 
prospects  of  our  entering  that  field  with  advantage  to  the  Church. 

But  as  so  few  Gospel  laborers,  of  the  requisite  experience  and 
ability  and  adaptedness  to  such  enterprises  are  ready  to  go  for  us,  the 
Board  cannot  but  feel  that  the  most  important  petition  for  the  Church 
now  to  press  at  the  throne  of  the  heavenly  grace,  is  this,  "  0  Lord, 
thrust  forth  laborers  into  thy  harvest. 

THE    SOUTH. 

The  action  of  the  last  Synod  regarding  operations  among  the 
white  and  colored  populations  of  the  South  seems  to  have  been 
timely.  The  intention  of  the  Board  in  early  winter  to  occupy  Hilton 
Head  was  frustrated  by  a  painful  Providence ;  but  it  may  yet  appear 
that  this  disappointment  has  not  been  a  detriment  to  the  work  pro- 
posed, inasmuch  as  circumstances  have  led  our  first  Missionary  to  a 
more  central  and  prominent  point ;  thus  affording  us  better  advantages 
in  preaching  the  Gospel  at  the  South. 

Rev.  Wm.  Fulton  was  appointed  a  Missionary  in  February,  and 
reached  Charleston  in  April,  which  proved  to  be  a  most  opportune 
season.  He  found  himself  the  only  regularly  ordained  Missionary  in 
the  city,  commissioned  by  a  northern  Church.  Prominent  church 
edifices  were  unoccupied,  and  the  church  relations  of  the  people,  to  a 
large  extent,  broken  up.  All  classes  seemed  eager  to  hear  the  Gospel, 
and  several  important  houses  of  worship  were  proffered  him,  in  which 
he  held  forth  the  word  of  life  to  large  audiences  of  attentive  listeners. 

He  is  also  engaged  in  distributing  religious  books  and  tracts,  as 
the  circumstances  allow  it  to  be  done  to  advantage. 

The  Board,  at  this  early  stage  of  its  work  in  the  South,  is  unable 
to  indicate  the  policy  proper  to  be  pursued,  because  of  the  indefinite 
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i 
information  in  its  possession,  but  feels  that  it  becomes  the  Churcb  to 

stand  ready  for  whatever  the  providence  of  God  may  reveal  to  be  its 

duty. 

A  field  for  Gospel  effort  more  immense,  nearer  at  hand,  or  more 
promising,  if  rightly  directed,  was  never  opened  to  the  Church  of 
Christ  in  this  land.  There  is  room  for  every  Christian  denomination. 
A  helpless  race,  to  the  number  of  millions,  coming  out  from  bondage, 
pleads  for  our  Christian  care.  A  people  now  awake  to  the  delusion 
which  has  resulted  to  them  in  poverty,  desolation,  and  woe,  will  now, 
it  is  hoped,  in  the  depths  of  their  misery,  gladly  accept  of  the  soul- 
healing  balm  of  Gospel  truth  at  our  hands.  And  the  crowds  of 
strangers  from  every  region  pouring  into  that  land  will  greatly  need 
the  moulding  influences  of  Christian  labor.  The  Church  dare  not 
shrink  from  the  responsibility  which  God  himself  has  thus  thrown 
upon  her  shoulders.  We  may  soon  be  constrained  to  call  loudly  for 
men,  and  if  so,  we  shall  surely  be  compelled  to  call  for  a  great  deal 
more  money  than  has  ever  before  been  given  to  the  Domestic  Mis- 
sionary Department;  and  it  is  believed  that  we  shall  not  call  in  vain. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  $500  of  Rev.  William  Fulton's  salary 
has  been  pledged  by  a  benevolent  gentleman  of  Philadelphia. 

CHANGES. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Neef  has  removed  from  the  German  Churches  of  War- 
ren and  Plainfield,  and  entered  upon  his  labors  at  Albany.  Rev. 
Jacob  Vandermeulen  has  resigned  the  pastorate  at  Polkton  and 
Eastmansville,  Mich.,  to  become  pastor  at  Kalamazoo.  Rev.  N.  D. 
Williamson  has  resigned  at  Chicago,  the  Church  now  waiting  the 
action  of  the  Board,  to  send  them  a  missionary,  the  effort  of  said 
Church  to  sustain  itself  having  proved  premature.  Rev.  J.  Huyssoon, 
of  Lodi,  N.  J.,  has  become  pastor  of  the  newly-organized  Holland 
Church  of  Paterson.  Rev.  T.  G.  Watson,  pastor  of  the  Churches  of 
Wolcott  and  Cato,  N.  Y.,  finding  the  field  too  large  for  the  labors  of 
one  man,  by  the  advice  of  the  Chassis  relinquished  his  work  at  Wol- 
cott, to  which  Church  the  Board  sent  Mr.  B.  A.  Bartholf,  a  graduate 
from  the  Seminary.  Rev.  C.  Doeppenschmidt  has  taken  charge  of 
the  Second  Church  of  Hudson  City,  his  place  at  Jersey  City  being 
now  occupied  by  Rev.  K.  Meyer.  Mr.  T.  Cludius,  a  candidate,  has 
been  called  to  the  Third  Church  of  New  Brunswick,  where  pastor 
Meyer  had  served  with  so  much  acceptance.     Rev.  J.  Markle  resigned 
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at  Dashville  Falls,  leaving  that  Church  vacant.  The  First  Church  of 
Hoboken,  losing  the  services  of  Rev.  M.  B.  Riddle,  the  people  were 
directed  for  a  pastor  to  the  class  at  the  Theological  Seminary,  about 
to  graduate,  with  prospects  of  success.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Kershow  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Church  of  Eden,  Wis.,  which  had  been  left 
vacant  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Abraham  Mattice  to  Empire,  of  that 
state.  Rev.  William  Fulton  accepting  a  mission  to  the  South,  left 
the  Church  of  Manayunk,  Penn.,  without  a  pastor.  Rev.  William 
S.  Moore  has  taken  charge  of  the  Church  of  Minisink;  Rev.  A. 
Schroeder,  of  the  Third  Church  of  Hackensack ;  Rev.  W.  C.  Wust, 
of  the  Church  of  Lodi,  N.  J. ;  Rev.  Pierre  Bahler,  of  the  Fourth 
Church  of  Albany ;  Rev.  .A.  K.  Kasse,  of  the  Church  of  Cleveland, 
0. ;  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Ballagh,  of  the  Church  of  Union,  Albany  Co. 
The  Rev.  H.  H.  Johnson  is  employed  among  a  most  spiritually  desti- 
tute population  at  Leyden,  111. 

CHURCH    BUILDING   FUND. 

The  Board  acknowledges  with  pain  that  this  great  interest  of  the 
Church  is  in  a  condition  any  thing  but  flourishing.  Some  of  our 
members  have  even  seriously  questioned  whether  the  existence  of 
this  Fund  is  not  actually  a  hindrance  to  the  purpose  which  it  was 
designed  to  subserve.  In  its  organization  it  was  supposed  to  be  the 
desideratum  long  sought  for  in  church  extension,  and  doubtless  would 
have  proved  to  be  so,  had  it  been  put  upon  a  financial  basis  to  render 
it  effective.  But  failing  of  proper  support,  it  seems  to  block  the 
wheels  which  before  moved  heavily,  but  did  yet  move. 

Under  the  present  plan  the  Churches,  it  is  believed,  actually  con- 
tribute a  less  amount  towards  aiding  in  the  erection  of  houses  of 
worship  than  under  the  old.  Formerly  Missionaries  personally 
solicited  funds  for  this  object  among  the  congregations,  and  often 
raised  large  amounts  for  particular  enterprises.  The  present  plan 
requires  the  Missionary  to  remain  at  his  post,  while  it  is  left  to  the 
individual  Churches  in  their  own  time  and  way,  and  without  the 
stimulus  of  urgent  solicitation,  to  take  up  the  collections.  Thus  the 
Sums  which  come  to  the  treasury  are  usually  small,  and  only  com- 
paratively few  of  the  congregations  give  any  thing. 

In  the  straits  to  which  we  have  been  reduced,  the  Board  has 
been  constrained  to  borrow  money,  for  the  purpose  of  loaning  it  to 
the  fund,  depending  upon  the  future  collections  to  pay  the  debts  thus 
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incurred,  but  the  collections  seem  to  be  so  far  in  the  future  that  they 
are  regarded  as  a  poor  dependence.  We  are  obliged  to  reply  now  to 
every  application,  however  important,  "  There  are  no  funds."  "We 
have  even  felt  compelled  to  refuse  a  recommendation  to  the  Churches, 
of  the  most  urgent  claims,  lest  the  applicant  should  draw  from  those 
Churches  the  money  upon  which  we  were  relying  to  meet  the  debts 
already  incurred. 

If  the  Synod  can  devise  any  means  by  which  the  benevolence  of 
the  churches  can  be  drawn  out  to  the  extent  of  twenty  or  thirty 
thousand  dollars  towards  an  interest,  second  in  importance  to  none 
in  our  work,  the  Board  will  take  great  pleasure  in  administering  it. 

Forty-one  Churches  have  made  collections  during  the  year  to  the 
amount  of  $1,067  93,  against  $2,756  26  contributed  in  this  way 
last  year.  In  addition  to  this,  several  Churches  and  many  liberal 
individuals  have  made  special  contributions  to  aid  the  Second  Church 
of  Pella,  the  Central  Church  of  Plainfield,  and  the  Second  Church 
of  Holland,  in  procuring  houses  of  worship.  These  last  donations 
were  chiefly  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  are  included  in 
the  receipts  of  the  year.  There  is  now  invested  on  account  of  the 
Fund,  for  which  the  General  Synod  holds  securities,  as  follows  :

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

All  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board  feel  themselves  especially 
charged  with  the  care  of  the  children  and  youth  for  whose  spiritual 
welfare  they  have  opportunity  of  laboring,  the  Board  furnishing 
such  books  as  efficiency  in  the  management  of  the  schools  may 
require.  Several  Sunday  schools  in  the  East  during  the  year  have 
forwarded  libraries,  through  the  Board,  to  destitute  localities,  and 
have  received  replies  from  the  Missionaries  in  charge,  concerning  the 
cheering  results  of  their  benefactions. 
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There  are  5,390  children  in  connection  with  the  88  schools  of 
our  Missions  and  Mission  Churches,  seven  of  which  were  organized 
during  the  year.  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  of  Pella,  Rev.  C.  W.  Wilson 
of  Kewascum,  Rev.  Mr.  Mattice  of  Eden,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Kcrshow  of 
Centreville,  have  given  particular  attention  to  this  work,  in  connec- 
tion with  their  other  duties,  and  are  in  part  sustained  by  the  funds 
of  this  department.  The  Churches  of  Flatbush,  L.  I,  and  North 
Newark,  N.  J.,  are  faithful  to  the  special  obligations  they  have 
assumed  in  this  work. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  in  this  department  for  the  year 
have  been  $1,200  25.  The  Board  has  lately  made  an  appropriation 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  another  Sunday  school  Missionary  in 
Iowa,  which  about  exhausts  the  funds  of  the  Treasury  which  were 
contributed  to  this  object.

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The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  presents  to  the 
General  Synod  its  Thirty-third  Annual  Report : 

I.  HOME  DEPARTMENT. 

1.    MEMBERS    AND    OFFICERS    OF   THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  has  been  called  to  mourn,  in  common  with  the  whole 
Church  and  the  Christian  community,  the  death  of  Mr.  William  B. 
Crosby,  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Among  the  many  public  duties  which  this  venerated  and  beloved 
man  fulfilled  so  faithfully  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  none  were  dis- 
charged more  zealously  than  those  which  related  to  this  Board. 

It  is  impossible  to  recall  the  loss  without  deep  emotion,  and  it 
forces  itself  upon  us  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board  or  Committee. 
No  where  is  the  fragrant  memory  of  Mr.  Crosby  more  precious  than 
with  us. 

Mr.  Theodore'  Polhemus  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board,  to 
fill  a  vacancy,  but  was  called  away  by  death  in  a  few  days  after  his 
election.  We  miss  his  valuable  services  in  some  departments  where 
they  were  particularly  desirable. 

Mr.  John  A.  Hardenbergh,  of  New  York,  has  been  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  Board  deeply  regrets  that  Mr.  William  F.  Van  Wagenen,  by 
a  change  of  residence  and  transfer  of  Church   relations  to  a  Church 
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of  another  denomination,  lias  been  lost  to  the  work  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  has  no  member  to  whom  more  has  been  owing  for  labor 
performed  during  the  last  five  years  than  to  tins  gentleman.  In  view 
of  the  unusual  amount  of  such  service,  the  Board  records  its  sorrow 
at  losing  his  faithful  and  intelligent  labors  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  having  been  led  by 
domestic  considerations  to  resume  the  pastoral  work,  tendered  his 
resignation  on  1st  of  May  last.  The  resignation  was  accepted,  al- 
though, in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Board,  he  continues 
to  give  attention  to  the  correspondence  and  editorial  work.  The 
Board  has  chosen  Rev.  John  Mason  Ferris  as  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, who  expects  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  on  1st  of  July 
next. 

2.    PERIODICALS    AND    AGENCIES. 

.  Owing  to  the  advanced  cost  of  publishing  the  Missionary  Recorder, 
the  Board  suspended  that  paper  on  the  1st  of  January  last.  At  that 
date  the  Board  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  other  benevo- 
lent Boards  of  the  Church  to  publish  the  Soiucr.  This  arrangement 
gives  the  advantage  of  a  pleasant  cooperation  with  the  other  Boards 
which  are  engaged  in  doing  the  work  of  the  Church.  As  the  wants 
of  the  Board  require  more  space  than  could  be  given  by  its  share  of 
the  Sower,  the  use  of  certain  columns  of  the  Christian  Intelligencer 
has  been  secured,  whereby  the  additional  advantage  of  a  weekly  pub- 
lication to  the  Chinches  has  been  obtained. 

Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage,  Rev.  Dr.  H.  M.  Scudder  and  Rev.  Augustus 
Blauvelt  have  been  engaged  in  preaching  for  the  Board  during  por- 
tions of  the  year. 

There  has  never  been  a  greater  eagerness  to  hear  of  the  work  of  the 
Board,  nor  so  much  willingness  to  contribute  to  its  wants,  as  during 
the  past  year.  Numerous  special  meetings  have  been  held  and  largely- 
attended.  The  valuable  and  zealous  services  of  members  of  the  Board 
and  others  have  been  given  in  connection  with  those  meetings,  and 
the  general  effect  has  been  most  happy,  whilst  the  Treasury  of  the 
Board  has  been  relieved. 

Among  these  special  services,  the  Board  would  note  the  services 
held  at  Holland,  Michigan,  in  which  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage  participated  by  special  invitation.  The  pre- 
cise nature  of  these  services  and  their  object  will  be  hereafter  noticed. 
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3.    THE    FUNDS. 


The  last  year  has  been  the  most  trying  in  the  experience  of.  the 
Board.  It  is  the  year  in  which  the  Churches  have  most  abounded 
in  the  grace  of  benevolence. 

The  last  General  Synod  very  earnestly  commended  the  efforts  of 
the  Board  to  relieve  itself  from  the  debt  of  $10,000,  with  which  the 
year  opened.  This  effort  was  successful,  but  not  so  promptly  as  was 
desirable.  It  is  a  significant  fact  that  least  has  been  heard  from  those 
Churches  whose  representatives  in  General  Synod  were  unwilling  to 
pledge  themselves  and  their  Churches  to  meet  this  obligation. 

The  great  rise  in  gold  and  foreign  exchange,  soon  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Synod,  made  the  proposed  relief  quite  inadequate  to  the 
purpose.  This  state  of  things  continued  till  October,  when  t'ie  Board 
was  compelled  to  make  an  effort,  both  in  view  of  its  matured  in- 
debtedness and  obligations,  soon  to  become  pressing.  The  Church 
answered  the  cry  for  aid.  A  liberal  offer  of  $5,000,  upon  condition 
of  raising  #30,000  by  a  specified  date,  was  blessed  as  the  means  of 
stimulating  many  to  deeds  of  love. 

The  sources  from  which  these  gifts  came  will  be  indicated  by  the 
amounts  reported  by  the  Treasurer  from  the  various  Churches.  Whilst 
it  is  regretted  that  there  was  not  a  unversal  increase  of  gifts,  the.  in- 
crease has  not  been  confined  to  any  locality  or  any  class  of  Churches. 
The  strong  have  borne  the  burdens  of  the  wTeak,  whilst  the  weak 
have  shown  themselves  both  strong  and  reliant  in  the  service  of  their 
Lord. 

Tlie  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  has  far  surpassed  that  of 
any  previous  year.  The  receipts  for  ordinary  objects  amounted  to 
#74,025  24.  To  this  sum  must  be  added  $1,855  received  by  Rev. 
J.  Howard  Van  Doren,  and  paid  over  to  the  Board  for  his  outfit,  pas- 
sage to  China,  and  expenses  in  the  field  ;  $1,500,  paid  chiefly  bv 
Northwest  Church,  Twenty-third  street,  New  York,  for  the  outfit  and 
passage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Talmage,  and  $2,357  93  contributed  by  the 
Holland  Churches  at  the  West,  for  the  mission  hoped  for  by  tliem  in 
Southern  Africa.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  Board  were  $82,038  22  ; 
of  this  sum  $2,300  was  given  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  leaving 
$79,738  22  as  the  amount  contributed  by  our  Churches  and  people 
for  the  support  of  the  Board.  This  record  assures  us  that  amid  the 
national  trials  through  which  the  Lord  has  led  us,  the  Church  has 
not  forgotten  the  cause  and  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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The  Board  closes  the  year  in  debt  to  a  serious  amount.  The 
amount  borrowed  upon  securities  of  the  Board,  added  to  other  obli- 
gations, makes  the  indebtedness  §12,000,  or  thereabouts. 

Whilst  the  Board  has  been  straitened  to  meet  its  maturing  obliga- 
tions, it  found  its  work  greatly  impeded,  the  efficiency,  health,  com- 
fort, and  spirit  of  some  of  the  Missionaries  seriously  affected,  from 
want  of  a  larger  basis  of  credit.  The  Arcot  Mission  has  especially 
suffered  from  this  cause.  In  that  case  there  were  heavy  and  unex- 
pected expenditures,  made  necessary  by  the  return  of  Dr.  Henry  M. 
Scudder,  and  other  special  outlay.  The  Board  has  had  the  benefit  of 
individual  security  most  kindly  offered  by  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Brown,  Brothers  &  Co., 
which  gives  the  Board  ample  credit  for  future  operations.  It  is  only 
necessary  that  the  General  Synod  should  endorse  the  Bond  of  the 
Board.     To  this  there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection. 

The  amount  of  vested  funds  has  been  considerably  increased.  The 
Suydam  Security  Fund  has  reached  $10,000,  and  the  income  will  be 
available  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  Board.  The  Board  has 
received  $5,545  from  the  estate  of  William  Mandeville,  deceased. 
This  amount  has  also  been  set  apart  as  a  Security  Fund.  Thus  an 
important  want,  in  case  of  an  unsettled  and  unfavorable  state  of  the 
money  market  has  been  met.  The  Board  has  been  favored  with 
other  bequests,  or  dying  gifts,  which  have  given  timely  assistance. 
Among  these  is  the  donation  of  $3,000  from  that  faithful  servant  of 
the  Church,  Dr.  P.  V.  N.  Morris,  a  few  days  before  his  death.  An 
illustration  of  the  continuance  and  increase  of  liberality  on  the  part 
of  one  who  had  learned  to  practice  systematic  benevolence. 

4.    KEINFOCEMENTS    AND     ENLARGED     EFFORTS. 

Notwithstanding  the  pressure  upon  the  Treasury,  the  Board  could 
not  withstand  the  plea  of  Rev.  J.  Howard  Van  Doren  to  be  sent  to 
China,  inasmuch  as  he  accompanied  the  plea  with  the  offer  of  money 
to  pay  his  outfit  and  passage,  as  well  as  meet  his  salary  for  a  time. 
The  offer  of  funds  to  send  Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage  and  wife  to  China 
was  accepted.  The  Board  feeling  the  desirableness  of  adding  Miss 
Helen  A.  Culbertson  to  the  Amoy  Mission,  sent  the  missionary  com- 
pany just  named  to  Amoy,  via  Shanghai,  on  board  the  ship  "Sur- 
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prise,"  on  the  5th  of  January.     The  value  of  this  reinforcement  can- 
not be  overestimated. 

The  effort  of  the  Churches  of  the  Classes  of  Holland  and  Wis- 
consin has  been  alluded  to.  A  large  sum  has  been  raised  for  begin- 
ning the  effort,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Karsten  ordained  as  Missionary.  By 
arrangement  with  those  Classes,  all  their  work  is  to  be  regarded  as 
the  work  of  the  Board,  through  which  they  act.  The  only  peculiar- 
ity about  the  plan  is  the  special  responsibility  which  those  Classes 
feel  and  avow  iu  regard  to  the  work  in  the  peculiar  field  that  they 
may  select.  The  time  of  Mr.  Karsten's  departure  has  not  yet  been 
fixed.  In  connection  with  this  movement,  the  Classes  of  Holland 
and  Wisconsin  are  engaged  in  building  a  vessel,  which,  among  other 
important  uses,  will  connect  the  home  Church  with  their  future  mis- 
sion field.  These  efforts,  far  reaching  as  they  are,  and  involving  con- 
siderable expense,  have  been  most  blessed  to  the  Churches  directly 
interested  in  them. 


II.  SURVEY  OF  THE  MISSIONS. 

We  have  in  many  instances  a  sad  picture  to  present,  yet  we  have 
abundant  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  labors. 

1.   THE    ARCOT    MISSION. 

This  Mission  has  suffered  sorely  by  sickness.  Rev.  H.  M.  Scud- 
der,  D.D.,  had  removed  to  Ootacamund  at  the  beginning  of  1864, 
but  was  soon  after  so  prostrated  by  illness  as  to  barely  escape  with 
life.  Being  incapacitated  for  service  in  India,  Dr.  Scudder  returned 
to  this  country.  After  a  short  period  of  labor  for  the  Board,  he  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  pastoral  labor,  and  resigned  his  connection  with  the 
Board. 

Rev.  Jacob  Chamberlain  has  been  an  invalid  during  the  latter 
half  of  1864,  having  previously  suffered  from  the  effects  of  jungle 
fever,  contracted  while  touring  in  the  region  of  the  Godavery  River. 

Rev.  Silas  Scudder,  M.  D.,  has  been  reported  as  suffering  severely 
from  sickness,  but  there  is  hope  that  he  may  not  find  his  labors  seri- 
ously interrupted. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  who  still  retains  his  connection  with  the 
Board,  has  engaged  in  an  important  missionary  work,  as  one  of  the 
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Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian 
Union. 

The  Stations  are  as  follows :  Arcot,  Arnee,  Chittoor,  Coonoor, 
Mudnapilly,  Palamanair,  Sattarabady,  and  Vellorc. 

The  Missionaries  are  located  as  follows : 

Rev.  W.  W.  Scndder  and  wife  at  Vellore,  in  charge  of  the  Arcot 
Seminary,  and  general  duties  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Mission. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder  and  wife,  in  charge  of  the  station,  are  also 
located  at  Vellore. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Scudder,  M.  D.  and  wife  are  at  Chittoor,  and  have 
charge  of  the  Female  Seminary. 

Rev.  J.  Mayou  and  wife  are  at  Arnee,  and  have  charge  of  the 
surrounding  out  stations. 

Rev.  J.  Chamberlain  and  wife  have  charge  of  the  Station  at  Mnd- 
napilly. 

Rev.  S.  D.  Scudder,  M.D.  and  wife  are  in  charge  of  Palamanair, 
with  the  Preparandi  School  and  Medical  Department. 

Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.  D.  and  wife  have  taken  charge  of  the 
Station  at  Arcot. 

Rev.  Andrew  Sawyer  (native  pastor)  has  taken  possession  of  the 
new  Station  at  Sattambady. 

Thus  all  the  brethren  have  their  fields  of  labor. 

The  following  table  is  based  upon  the  reports  received  from  all 
the  station^,  except  Arcot,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Classis  of 
Arcot  to  the  Particular  Svnod  of  New  York.

The  following  is  a  brief  notice  of  the  stations  in  alphabetical 
order,  so  far  as  anything  noteworthy  requires  attention  : 


We  have  no  report. 


'This  field  continues  to  enjoy  the  special  blessing  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church.  The  accessions  will  be  seen  in  the  table. 
There  are  five  out  stations — Sattambady,  Aliandal,  Vellambi,  Para- 
choor,  and  Chaipct.  It  is  this  field  which  the  Lord  has  specia'ly 
blessed.     The  contrast  between  the  present  state  of  things  and  that 


New  Station,  included  In  Arnee. 
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which  existed  three  years  ago  leads  observers  to  marvel,  and  exclaim, 
<«  What  hath  God  wrought !" 

CniTTOOK. 

The  Missionary  at  this  Station  gives  us  cheering  news  of  the 
solidity  of  the  work  at  that  place.  Though  there  is  an  apparent 
decrease  in  the  number  reported,  we  are  assured  that  there  is  a  sub- 
stantial gain  in  Christian  character,  prayerfulness,  benevolence,  and 
general  influence. 

COONOOR 

Continues  to  be  occupied,  as  heretofore,  as  a  health  station.  The 
members  of  the  Mission  occupy  it  in  turn,  and  superintend  the  work 
whilst  recruiting  from  the  effects  of  heat  and  severe  labors  in  the 
lower  parts  of  the  country.  During  the  latter  half  of  1S64  it  was 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  S.  D.  Scudder.  There  is  nothing  special 
reported  in  connection  with  this  field,  but.  the  sad  loss  of  William  H. 
Stanes,  Esq.,  who  had  for  years  acted  as  elder  in  the  native  Church. 
His  influence  was  of  much  value  to  the  Church  and  general  interests 
of  religion.  The  work  of  the  station  is  prosperous.  An  adjacent 
town  has  asked  a  share  of  labor  from  the  Catechist,  but  additional 
native  help  is  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

MDDNAPILLY. 

At  this  new  Station  a  beginning  lias  been  made  by  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain to  build,  though  under  some  serious  difficulties  on  the  score  of 
health.  This  cause  has  made  the  Missionary's  absence  necessary 
during  a  large  portion  of  the  year.  A  temporary  residence  for  the 
Missionary  and  family  has  been  secured,  which  will  form  the  out- 
houses when  a  proper  house  shad  have  been  built.  The  people  are 
represented  as  peculiarly  accessible  to  the  Gospel,  though  any  marked 
result  of  the  power  of  the  truth  in  converting  souls  might  arouse  the 
opposition  of  the  Hindu  heart. 

PALAMANAIR. 

The  absence  of  the  Missionary  for  more  than  half  of  the  year  has 
been  a  serious  disadvantage  to  the  work,  which  has,  however,  been 
continued  under  faithful  native  laborers,  and  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
John  Scudder. 
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The  Preparandi  School  at  this  Station  is  important  as  a  feeder  to 
the  Arcot  Seminary.  The  instruction  is  principally  given  by  Samuel 
Sawyer,  son  of  Rev.  Andrew  Sawyer,  and  recently  graduated  from 
the  Arcot  Seminary,  a  pleasing  illustration,  in  his  person  and  his 
work,  of  how  the  native  laborers  are  to  be  supplied  to  India.  The 
school  at  last  report  comprised  ten  pupils. 

VELLORE. 

The  work  at  this  Station,  and  the  out-station,  Ivattupoer,  has 
been  continued  with  a  remarkable  degree  of  success.  There  is  no 
great  gain  noticeable  in  numbers,  but  a  vigorous  Christian  life  is  pre- 
senting itself,  which  is  of  primary  importance  as  an  instrumentality 
for  Christian  work  in  the  future. 

THE    AKCOT    SEMINARY. 

This  institution  continues  to  occupy,  in  the  regards  of  the  Church 
at  home  and  of  the  MissioD,  the  same  important  place  as  heretofore. 
The  Mission  desires  an  increase  of  the  Seminary.  The  Board  would 
again  ask  the  special  notice  of  General  Synod  to  this  institution,  and 
the  day  schools  at  the  various  stations,  as  furnishing  objects  espe- 
cially interesting  to  the  benevolence  of  our  Sabbath  schools.  The 
number  of  pupils  at  the  Seminary  last  year  was  25. 

THE    FEMALE    SEMINARY    AT    CHITTOOR. 

This  school  reports  22  pupils,  with  a  continuance  of  the  marked 
and  fervent  religious  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  which  has 
been  heretofore  reported.  The  Missionary  in  charge  appeals  earnestly 
for  means  to  erect  more  suitable  buildings.  He  considers  the  present 
accommodations  as  entirely  unsuitable  and  insufficient. 


This  great  branch  of  missionary  work  in  India  has  been  largely 
attended  to,  though  in  a  less  degree  than  was  desired  by  the  Missiom 
because  of  the  want  of  means  to  meet  the  small  additional  cost 
which  it  occasions.  A  broad  section  of  country  has  been  thus 
reached  by  the  Gospel,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  have  been  brought 
in  contact  with  Christian  truth,  to  whom  it  would  not  have  been 
made  known  but  for  the  labors  of  our  Missionaries. 

The  Board  trusts  that  there  is  no  hindrance  in  the  way  of  plea- 
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sant  and  effective  co-operation  between  the  Board  and  this  Mission ; 
and  that  the  Churches  will  see  to  it  that  means  are  not  wanting  to 
secure  the  highest  possible  results. 

Prominent  among  the  objects  which  need  to  be  secured,  is  the 
establishment  of  the  Medical  Dispensary.  The  Mission,  and  ('spe- 
cially the  medical  Missionary,  Rev.  S.  D.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  have 
repeatedly  urged  the  establishment  of  this  important  means  of  secu- 
ring an  easy  and  favorable  entrance  for  the  truth.  Th«  Board  fully 
endorses  the  application,  and  begs  the  Synod  and  Churches  to  furnish 
the  means  for  this  important  part  of  the  work  in  India. 

2.    THE    AMOV    MISSION. 

This  Mission  has  suffered  repeated  strokes  during  the  past  year. 
Whilst  God  has  blessed  the  work  done  in  His  name,  lie  has  tried 
the  faith  of  His  servants  by  laying  aside  from  their  work  those  whom 
He  has  before  employed  in  this  important  field  of  labor. 

Rev.  Augustus  Blauvelt  lost  his  youngest  child  while  absent  on 
account  of  the  ill  health  of  Mrs.  Blauvelt.  As  no  hope  was  seen  of 
Mrs.  Blauvelt's  restoration  to  health,  the  medical  adviser  of  the  Mis- 
sion directed  their  return,  on  the  30th  of  August,  to  this  country, 
where  they  arrived  at  the  close  of  December.  Mr.  Blauvelt  pro- 
posed to  the  Board  to  be  sent  back  to  China,  leaving  his  family  in 
this  country.  This  sacrifice  of  feeling  did  not  seem  called  for, 
though  it  excited  the  hearty  admiration  of  the  Board  for  the  spirit 
which  prompted  it.  When  the  way  shall  have  been  opened,  Mr. 
Blauvelt  will  find  a  field  of  labor  in  this  country. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  report  great  improvement  in  the  health 
of  Rev.  A.  Ostrom.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  rest  will  enable  him 
fully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  ministry  in  whatever  land  the 
Lord  needs  his  services. 

The  saddest  record  to  be  made  in  this  connection  is  the  removal 
by  death  of  the  senior  member  of  the  Mission,  Rev.  Elihu  Doty. 
Mr.  Doty's  failing  health  broke  down  at  the  close  of  last  summer. 
He  was  ordered  home  by  the  physician  in  the  autumn,  and  left  Amoy 
November  30th.  The  vessel  reached  this  port  in  March,  but  our 
beloved  brother  had  been  called  to  heaven  a  few  days  before  her 
arrival.  The  Board  had  the  sad  pleasure  of  testifying  its  high  regard 
for  this  veteran  Missionary,  and  the  remarkable  blessing  which  God 
had  granted  him  in  his  labors.     Thus  has  passed  away  the  last  link 
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of  our  missionary  efforts  in  Nethcrland  India,  and  of  the  beginning 
of  our  work  in  China.  We  have  seen  the  toil  and  faithfulness  of  our 
Brother  Doty.  We  have  also  seen  the  abundant  blessing  which  the 
Lord  granted  upon  the  work  given  him  to  do.  The  grave  of  Mr. 
Doty  marks  the  close  of  the  first  period  of  the  Church's  missionary 
work.  It  has  been  work  nobly  clone  by  our  Missionaries.  May  we 
address  ourselves  to  the  next  instalment  of  our  labors  in  the  same 
spirit  of  perseverance  and  faith  which  has  been  so  greatly  blessed. 

The  capture  of  a  part  of  our  field  by  the  Chinese  rebels,  the  Tai- 
pings,  lias  quite  cut  off  Chiang-chiu  from  our  labors,  and  very  seri- 
ously disturbed  our  work  in  other  districts.  We  are  happy  to  learn 
that  there  is  a  growing  quietness  in  the  adjacent  country,  with 
increased  attention  to  the  word  preached. 

The  Board  records  in  this  connection  the  great  kindness  of  Hugh 
M.  Mathieson,  Esq.,  the  esteemed  Treasurer  of  the  English  Presbyte- 
rian Missionary  Committee,  in  putting  a  credit  of  £'500  at  the  dispo- 
sal of  our  brethren  of  the  Amoy  Mission.  The  whole  spirit  of  the 
transaction  accords  with  the  warm  and  constant  sympathy  expressed 
repeatedly  by  the  English  Presbyterian  Church,  through  the  distin- 
guished convener  of  its  Missionary  Committee,  Dr.  James  Hamilton, 
of  London. 

The  present  force  of  this  Mission  is  as  follows : 

Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage  and  wife,  Rev.  D.  Rapalje,  L.  W.  Kip,  J. 
II.  Van  Doren,  Miss  Helen  A.  Culbertson ;  Rev.  A.  Ostrom  and  wife 
and  Rev.  A.  Blauvelt  and  wife,  in  this  country. 

The  following  statistical  table  has  been  given  by  the  Mission, 
and  is  useful  for  future  reference  as  well  as  present  information.  The 
additional  facts  are  presented  in  the  language  of  the  Mission,  and  a 
full  account  of  the  state  of  the  work  at  the  close  of  the  year  is 
clearly  presented. 

The  benevolent  contributions  of  the  Churches  have  been  subse- 
quently repeated.     They  are  as  follows  :

Dutch  and  English  Presbyterian  Missions  at  Amoy,  Dec.  31st,  1864 : 
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Station  at  Kang-thau — The  members  of  this  Station  belong  to  let  Church 
at  Amoy. 

Station  at  Chiang-cbiu — The  members  of  this  Station  belong  to  Church 
at  Chioh-be. 

Station  at  Te-soa — The  members  of  this  Station  belong  to  2d  Church  at 
Amoy. 

Station  at  Khang-khau — The  members  at  this  Station  belong  to  Church  of 

Ma-peng. 

Station  at  Liong-brui-si — The  members  at  this  Station  belong  to  Church  of 
Ma-peng. 

jVote — The  First  and  Second  Churches  at  Amoy,  the  Church  at  Chioh-be, 
and  tlie  Stations  at  Kang-Tb.au  ami  Te-Soa,  are  under  the  care  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Mission.  The  other  Churches  and  Stations  are  under  the  care 
of  the  English  Presbyterian  Church  Mission,  with  the  exception  of  Chiang- 
Chiu,  which  is  a  station  of  the  two  Missions  in  common.

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HELPERS. 

Eleven  native  helpers  aided  us  in  our  work  during  the  year.  Of 
these  eleven,  two  were  supported  by  the  native  Churches,  and  the 
twelfth  labored  at  Chiang-chiu,  one  half  of  his  monthly  allowance 
being  paid  by  the  English  Presbyterian  Mission,  and  the  other  half 
by  our  own.  Elder  Loa,  of  the  First  Church  of  Amoy,  and  for  many 
years  an  efficient  helper,  died  June  5th,  in  the  57th  year  of  his  age. 
Most  of  the  native  helpers  labor  statedly  in  connection  with  the 
different  Churches  and  stations.  Four  of  them  have  no  fixed  appoint- 
ments, but  labor  in  different  parts  of  the  field,  as  the  necessities  of 
the  case  demand.  When  the  rebels  took  Chiang-chiu,  the  native 
Evangelist  was  on  a  visit  to  Amoy,  and  so  escaped  falling  into  their 
hands.  The  helper  who  was  temporarily  in  charge  of  the  station  at 
that  time  has  not  since  been  heard  from.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Church  at  Chioh-be,  and  an  earnest  preacher. 

CHURCHES. 

The  number  of  organized  Churches  remains  the  same.  The  First 
and  Second  Churches  of  Amoy  continue  to  support  their  native  pas- 
tors. These  pastors  are  not  included  in  the  eleven  native  helpers 
referred  to  above.  Another  year's  experience  has  confirmed  us  in 
the  belief  that  the  Churches  were  divinely  guided  in  selecting  these 
men  to  be  over  them  in  the  Lord.  Pastors  Lo  and  Jap  are  both 
earnest  preachers  and  examples  to  their  flocks.  We  could  wish  that 
they  had  more  helps  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  but  their  familiarity 
with  its  teachings  shows  that  they  have  made  diligent  use  of  the 
limited  means  at  their  command.  The  Church  at  Chioh-be  is  still 
without  a  native  pastor.  It  has  been  very  much  weakened  since  the 
occupation  of  Chiang-chiu  by  the  rebels.  Many  of  the  members 
fled  to  other  places  when  the  rebels  approached,  and  thus  far  only  a 
few  have  returned.  Several  are  preparing  to  leave  China,  having 
engaged  to  go  as  emigrants  to  British  Honduras. 


Kang-thau,  on  Amoy  Island,  furnished  during  the  year  six  mem- 
bers to  the  First  Church.  The  whole  number  received  from  this 
station  is  19.  Go-chhug,  formerly  occupied  as  a  station  by  the 
Evangelist  of  the  First  Church  of  Amoy,  has  been  given  up.     The 
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Evangelist  is  now  laboring  at  a  place  beyond  Kang-tban,  where  a 
small  congregation  lias  been  gathered.  One  of  the  converts  lias  set 
apart  a  room  in  his  own  house  for  holding  Sabbath  services,  as  well 
as  for  meetings  during  the  week.  The  Evangelist  at  that  place  fre- 
quently visits  the  adjacent  villages  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  dis- 
tribute Christian  tracts.  On  these  visits  he  is  accompanied  by  one 
or  more  of  the  other  helpers.  Te-Soa,  the  out-station  of  our  Second 
Church,  is  on  the  main  land,  from  ton  to  fifteen  miles  north  from 
Amoy.  Five  members  were  baptized  there  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  hearers  has  been  small.  Chiang-chin  has  not  been  visited 
since  the  rebels  took  possession,  October  14th,  1SG4.  One  was 
received  to  church  fellowship  during  the  year.  Received  from  the 
beginning,  23.  The  little  Church  there  has  been  scattered,  and  we 
are  still  without  any  tidings  of  most  of  the  members.  Those  who 
have  escaped  from  the  city  and  reached  Amoy  have  been  assisted  by 
the  benevolent  contributions  of  the  Amoy  Churches,  as  well  as  by 
the  Missionaries.     They  were  quite  destitute,  having  lost  all. 

PAROCHIAL    SCHOOLS. 

These  arc  two  in  number,  and  both  at  Amoy.  The  school  in 
connection  with  the  First  Church  is  wholly  supported  by  the  Mission. 
There  were  IV  scholars  in  attendance  during  the  year,  four  of  whom 
were  girls.  The  school  connected  with  the  Second  Church  is  sup- 
ported in  part  by  the  Church  and  in  part  by  the  Mission.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  during  the  year  was  20,  three  of  whom  are  girls. 
Most  of  the  scholars  in  the  schools  are  very  young,  and  we  find  it 
almost  impossible  to  retain  them  after  they  are  old  enough  to  work, 
either  for  their  own  support  or  the  support  of  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians. The  girls  who  are  old  enough  to  assist  in  the  housework  are 
kept  at  home  for  that  purpose.  The  effort  made  a  few  years  since 
to  establish  a  girl's  school  did  not  succeed.  We  could  not  get  the 
scholars.  Tn  fact,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know  what  can  be  done  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  our  church  members.  Boarding  schools 
would  be  expensive,  but  perhaps  the  importance  of  the  end  to  be 
gained  would  warrant  the  expense.  Very  little  good  seems  to  be 
accomplished  under  the  present  system. 
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THEOLOGICAL    CLASS. 


The  young  men  who  formerly  constituted  our  Theological  Class 
are  now  actively  engaged  in  evangelistic  work.  During  the  year 
Messrs.  Doty  and  Kip  met,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  native  pas- 
tors, for  the  special  exposition  of  the  New  Testament  epistles;  but 
beyond  this  there  has  been  no  systematic  instruction  of  young  men 
preparing  to  preach  the  Gospel.  We  have  some  hopes  that  a  young 
man  from  Chioh-be,  who  has  been  pursuing  his  studies  at  Amoy  for 
more  than  a  year  past,  may  prove  a  valuable  helper,  but  he  is  not 
specially  preparing  for  the  work.  Our  prayer  is  that  God  will  soon 
raise  up  and  qualify  more  laborers,  and  send  them  into  His  harvest. 

It  is  plainly  manifest  to  the  Board,  and  must  be  to  the  Synod 
and  the  Churches,  that  God's  blessing  is  upon  our  work  in  China. 
Forty-six  souls  received  into  our  three  Churches  during  the  year 
1864,  though  we  had  only  two  Missionaries  during  a  part  of  the 
year,  show  that  God  blesses  our  work  beyond  our  efforts.  The 
special  grace  which  has  stirred  many  Christian  hearts  at  home,  and 
given  the  Board  the  privilege  of  sending  Messrs.  Talmage  and  Van 
Doren  to  Amoy,  where  their  presence  is  so  greatly  needed,  shows 
that  the  Church  has  not  lost  her  deep  interest  in  this  important  field. 
But  the  force  needs  enlargement,  and  that  speedily.  The  cry  of 
China  is  in  all  ears.  The  cry  of  victory  for  Christ  has  come  up 
from  our  Chinese  Churches.  Their  existence  is  a  most  satisfactory 
plea  for  more  work.  Their  steadfastness  and  fruitfulness  add  to  all 
former  arguments  another  of  irresistible  force. 

3.    JAPAN    MISSION. 

Missionaries  at  Yokohama. — Rev.  S.  R.  Brown  and  wife,  Rev.  J. 
H.  Ballagh  and  wife. 

At  Nagasaki. — Rev.  G.  F.  Verbeck  and  wife. 

The  residence  of  our  Missionaries  in  Japan  has  received  much 
additional  security  during  the  past  year.  The  contests  between  the 
Japanese  authorities  or  the  Princes  of  the  Empire  and  foreign 
nations  prove  to  the  whole  people  that  they  have  been  sadly  mista- 
ken in  estimating  their  own  military  power.  The  singular  circum- 
stance that  a  Japanese  has  been  executed  for  the  murder  of  foreigners 
is  an  additional  token  that  the  rights  of  foreigners  receive  increased 
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respect,  as  well  as  give  greater  reason  to  hope  for  an  open  door  to 
the  Gospel. 

The  labors  of  the  brethren  at  the  two  ports  have  been  very  simi- 
lar, except  that  Mr.  Brown  has  found  much  occupation  in  supplying 
the  American  Church  and  in  labors  among  seamen.  The  blessed 
results  of  this  work  are  partially  given  in  the  report  of  the  Church 
to  the  Classis  of  Cayuga,  in  which  it  will  be  seen  that  24  persons 
made  a  confession  of  their  faith  during  eighteen  months.  We  have 
abundant  reason  to  foster  this  work,  for  the  Lord's  blessing  is  in  it. 

Mr.  Verbeck  has  found  an  eligible  residence  at  Nagasaki,  and 
enjoys  great  comfort  and  quietness,  with  a  large  measure  of  access  to 
the  Japanese. 

The  arrangements  for  improving  the  lot  procured  for  the  Mission 
at  Yokohama  have  not  been  completed.  Wiiat  advantages  the 
Board  may  reap  from  it  cannot  now  be  fully  estimated.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  painful  regret  that  Mr.  Ballagh  has  been  obliged  to  put  up 
with  inferior  accommodations,  which  will  make  the  continued  resi- 
dence of  his  family  exti*emely  difficult. 

At  both  stations  the  Missionaries  have  all  engaged  in  teaching  in 
government  schools.  This  work  offers  advantages  of  a  pecuniary 
kind,  yet  the  Board  would  deplore  the  employment  of  Missionaries 
in  a  seemingly  secular  business,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  making  or 
saving  money.  But  there  are  important  influences  to  be  exerted, 
which  are  thus  set  forth  by  Mr.  Verbeck : 

"  After  having  been  engaged  now  five  months  in  this  new  sphere 
of  labor,  experience  has  taught  me  four  good  things  in  connection 
with  it,  which,  although  they  occurred  to  me  from  the  beginning,  I 
had  underrated  at  fir^t.  In  the  first  place,  there  is  the  general 
expanding  and  enlightening  of  native  prejudice  and  darkness  by  the 
use  of  foreign  school  books.  But  more  especially,  it  is  remarkable 
how  many  allusions  to  and  quotations  from  the  Scriptures,  statements 
of  Christian  doctrines  and  sentiments,  Christian  views  on  the  most 
varied  topics,  and  anti-heathen  notions  are  to  be  met  with  in  our 
common  readers  and  other  school  books.  I  say  it  is  remarkable 
for  in  teaching  Christian  children,  these  things  are  readily  understood 
and  passed  over  without  specially  noting  them ;  but  it  is  far  different 
here,  where  every  new  idea  and  allusion  has  to  be  made  very  plain, 
and  one  is  obliged  to  notice  their  frequency.  Every  such  opportu- 
nity is  of  course  properly  improved.     Daily  contact  of  the  mind  with 
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even  general  Christian  school  literature  must  have  a  good  effect  on 
the  youthful  students,  which  may,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  develop 
and  mature  to  something  real  in  after  life.  Secondly,  I  hope  that  in 
daily  intercourse,  and  by  a  sincere,  frank,  and  kind  conduct  towards 
teachers  and  pupils,  I  gain  the  confidence  of  the  authorities  of  the 
land,  as  well  as  the  respect  of  a  set  of  young  men  whose  influence  on 
the  present  and  future  developments  of  the  country  is  not  altogether 
to  be  despised.  Thirdly,  I  find  that  teaching  the  natives  is  an  excel- 
lent exercise  for  myself  in  their  language.  My  invariable  rule  is  to 
have  every  word  and  sentence  read  in  English  translated  correctly 
into  Japanese,  and  this  course  gives  rise  to  a  daily  conversational 
exercise  which  my  quiet  study  at  home  does  not  afford  me.  And 
lastly,  I  find  that  the  regular  physical  exercise  of  a  daily  walk  of 
twenty  minutes  to  the  school  is  highly  conducive  to  the  health  of 
your  Missionary,  a  circumstance  not  to  be  slightly  valued  in  the 
East  even  though  it  be  in  the  extreme  East,  in  Japan.  I  am  waiting 
to  hear  the  Board's  opinion  on  this  new  enterprise." 

The  Japanese  Mission  seems  much  nearer  the  accomplishment  of 
its  great  purpose  than  ever  before.  We  must  beg  for  it  the  prayers 
of  the  Churches,  that  God  will  fully  open  the  way  for  the  labors  of 
our  brethren  among  the  heathen. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  sum  up  the  impressions  made  by  the  review  of  the  year  in  a 
few  words  of  gratitude  and  exhortation. 

We  thank  God  and  thank  His  people  for  the  means  furnished  to 
conduct  our  work.  The  year  has  been  made  to  sustain  itself,  the 
present  debt  not  differing  greatly  from  that  of  last  year.  But  tho 
Board  does  not  feel  that  it  ought  to  depend  on  special  efforts,  as  was 
so  remarkably  the  case  last  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  need  not  be 
done.  The  day  for  enormous  rates  of  exchange,  we  hope,  has  passed. 
But  the  Churches  need  a  more  uniform  interest  in  the  work.  Among 
many  of  those  who  are  truly  concerned  for  our  Missionary  work, 
there  is  a  disregard  of  its  relative  wants.  It  is  not  wise  benevolence 
which  gives  exactly  the  same  sum  to  each  of  half  a  dozen  objects. 
They  must  all  be  sustained.  But  this  requires  that  each  should  have 
its  full  proportion,  which  is  the  entire  amount  needed  to  sustain  it. 

The  whole  subject  is  laid  before  the  Synod  with  the  earnest  re- 
quest that  the  Churches  will  so  foster  the  work  of  the  Board  that  all 
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the  necessities  of  the  case  may  be  met  and  the  work  of  the  Board 
properly  conducted  and  enlarged.  Since  the  beginning  of  our  civil 
war  the  Board  has  been  restricting  its  expenditures.  The  Amoy  Mis- 
sion cries  for  means  to  erect  dwelling  places  for  our  Missionaries,  and 
points  to  the  broken  health  of  some  of  their  number  as  the  result  of 
living  in  houses  entirely  objectionable  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 
The  cry  from  India  is  for  appropriations  for  better  conducting  the 
work.  Our  brethren  in  Japan  ought  to  be  established  in  the  most 
permanent  manner.  This  is  financially  economical,  as  well  as  politic 
in  a  missionary  point  of  view. 

We  thank  God  that  the  Board  has  lived  through  the  severe  trials 
of  the  past  four  years.  God  has  been  on  our  side.  The  more  deeply 
our  missionary  history  is  pondered,  the  more  fully  is  this  fact  estab- 
lished. As  we  set  up  our  Ebenezer,  we  ask  for  renewed  consecration 
to  the  work,  for  a  degree  of  consecrated  gift  and  fervent  prayer  far 
beyond  what  tbe  Church  has  ever  bestowed  upon  this  work.  May 
God  bless  His  cause  and  make  us  rejoice  in  our  privilege  of  sustain- 
ing and  strengthening  it.
